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Theſe Faulkners did ſo apply their buſines , partly with flattering, 
partly with the aliance of la grand Seneſchal, which was the Paramour 
of Ring Henry the ſecond, and the Duke D” Aumale matied her daughs 
ter, as good as oe mother, but elpecially by the lacilitie, oz rather fonds 
neſſe of the ſaide Henry the ſecond, that within fewe peares they obtay⸗ 
ned in land and penſions one milion of Frankes, beſide their Ciuill and 
Ecclt ſiaſticall offices,diguities 4 liuings,which did amount ta ſa much, 
But ſpecially they aduaunced themſelues greatly in the time of Ring 
Francis the ſecond,bpreaſou of chcir aliauee with him,whohad n married 
their Merce the Queene of Scots. 

Jn bis time they diſpoled of all things after their owne willes, Fox 
the Ring ſawe nothing but by their eyes, hearo nothing but by their 
mouthes , did nothing but by their hands; ſo that there remained no- 
thing but onely the wearing ofthe Crowne vpon | w_ owne —— 
the name of Ring, WT | 

In this great pꝛoſperitie they lacked nothing, neither wil noꝛ — 
to attaine to their intent, but that the Nobilitie of Fance was a 8 
blocke in their way, which they could not lep ouer, oz to aſcende to ſo 
great and high ſeateof Paickhie , and in ſtead of a veluet cap * 
Crowne of pure gold. 

In this p2oſperous ſutteſſe it hath nnn _ 
nerbeis, Set a begger on horſebac ke, and he willride vntill he breake 
his necke : which the tragicall end of them hath verified, 

But they fearing no ſuch blodie events, and intending to turne their 
maſter out of the houſe, and to ſeaze on the poſſeſſion, and to lodge them» 
ſelues therein, they vſed cunning and policte. 

. The firſt ſteppe to reach to that which they intendedto get, was a 
d)eame in this lulling of Foztune, vnaccuſtomed to them oꝛ theirs, Fo; 
they in their dzeame, dzeamed aud ſawe in a viſion, that they were deſ 
cended from Charles the great, and conſequently that thty had right to 
the Crowne, and that Capet( who had diſpoſſeſſed their aunceſtozs) (as 
they ſap) and his poſteritie, which now eniop it, are but vſurpers. 

But conſidering that to enter into any action of lam about ſuch a mat. 
ter, would be a dangerous courſe, and that a peaceable ſtate would rather 
belpe them backward, than fo ward; and that ſuch a fiſh would bee 
caught rather ina troubleſome, than in acleare water, the ſtreame muſk 
needes be ſtirred, 

The occaſion of the time fell out fitly to further their intent, and to 
trouble the ſtate : Thep therefoze toke the difſenſionof Religion coco»

ther incontaucie of Anthonie of Barben Ring of N averre : and laſt of 
all, the hcadie frowardues of the Conſtable, and Annas of Aſonmoren- 


cy: which things conſpiring together ſitly to further their deſires, they 


thought it was time in ſteadof Atheiſme to put on Poptſh ſuperſtition, 
and their ambition ſhould runne foz burning zeale of Poperie,' This 
part they tuke not fo} any religion which they cared foz,-but being the 
ſtronger and moze fauourable ſide, by the which they might get both cre⸗ 
dite and ſtrength. 

By theſe meanes the ciuil warres being eaſily ſiirred vp, they —— 
all by one meane both to weaken the Nobilttie, and to oppyeſſe the

Tbe Ring ol Nauerre hauing ben kept pꝛiſoner with a garde the 
ſpace of thyer peates and moze, at length in the yeate 1576. went fawzth 
out of Pris to hunting in the Foreſt of D.Gerweyne ex ſaye, actompas 
nied with a great number of Cacholtke Gentlemen, among whom was 
alſo the Duke EFernon.' When he came co the Fozreſt hee opened his 
minde vnto them that her was not determined to teturne to the Court, 
The Gentlemen conſidering his hard intertainement, and the 
of his perſon, wert ſo farr from compelling him to teturne from 
be came, that they p2ofered to conduct him whereſoeuer he would, and

ters) at length a peace was concluded about the 27. of July x 576.which 
was (worn inte the Ring, bythe Ringo ave, Monſieur the 
Kings onely the Pꝛinte of Conde, and Coſimire, q other Nobles 
with the lifting vp of their hands, 

The Ring, to wit, Henry the 3. to ſhew how wellpleaſed he was with 
this peace, willed and commanded, that it ſhould bee called his peace, bes 
cauſe he had graunted it with his owne will and pzoper motion, 

The Ring of Nawerre then had not onely a iuſt cauſe,but alſo oppoz« 
tunitie to complaine of diners iniuries done vnto him, at and after the 
murther of Pi, and alſo to demaund amends ſoꝝ his great loſſes,yet he 
neuer moued one woꝛd, leaſt by any pꝛiuate commodities of his owne, 
the peace ſhould haue ben hindered, 

By that concluſion of peace the King graunted eight Townes (bes 
ſive them which they held befoze)vnto them of the refozmedreligion, to 
bee gouerned vnder his obedience by the Ring of Nazerre, fo; the ſpace 
of ſixe peaxes. It was agreed alſo at che requeſt ofthe refozmed religion, 
that the Ring ſhould call the States of the Realme, coconfirme this 
peace,and to reftoje the ancient dignitie of that kingdome, 

Theſe States were ſo cunningly handled, that it did almoſt fall to 
the vtter vndoing of them of che religion, Foz the qu es, with the col- 
luſion of che Ring, made ſuch meanes as none other might be admitted 
to the ſame States, than the pꝛoleſſed enemies ofthe Goſpell, Foz they 
— —̃ in the ſeuerall Pꝛouinces, who ap» 
opnted ſuch, as were farre from peace, with ſecret inftructions to bet 
pee at th fav Sexes withor making the Cents Sue 
Commonalties pꝛiuie co the 

— —— — 
ſeuerall conuocations, denouncing open warre vnto them of the retoꝝ · 
med religion, and vnto all that would not conſent to the vadoing of 
them, Furthermoze, they deuiſed alſo the meanes to interrupt that peace, 
which of late concluded by their conſent, and pet ſo politickly , that the 
cauſes ſhould not bee founde in themſelues, but in the pzofeſſozs of the 
Goſpell. Foz they pzocured infinite iniuries and violences to be done vn. 
tothemof he Religionby their partakers hoping that thzough viſpaire 
and impatiencie they would bzeake che peace , and ſo the Ring wouly

Immediatly after the concluſion of peace made, the Ges perceiuing 
that theſe chzee noble Pꝛinces had anopded their clawes, ( fo the Ring 
of Nauarre was gone into bis kingdome,the Þ1ince of Conde had auoi. 
ded into Gerwame, 4 Monſieur had bin ſet at libertie) without any hope 
to bzing them ag aint within their reach, and that not onely they were a 
terroz,buc alſo would be great lets to their dzifts,and that they wert able 
to cut them out moze wozke,than they would be able to patch as long as 
they ſhould liue, conſidering the name, rome,authozitie and power that 
they were of, both in France and with fozraine Nations : To the ende 
that at the States appoynted they might opp2elle theſe P2inces , with 
the reſt ofthe Nobilitie which would not take part with them; to ground 
a ſure foundation vpon a ſtrong Councell, then ſent they their agent the 
Biſhop of Paris, and the aduocate Dauid (a woꝛſe man did not liue then 


vppon the earth) co Rowe the holy Cutie, ta take gad aduiſe and ſpiritual 


counſell oftheir ghoſtly father.

Ja the time of Pipin father to Charles the great, Stephen Pope of 
Rome being a factious and turbulent man, thzough his ambition div 
trouble /caly. And when . Ring ofthe Lem bærdi (a nation not 
vſed to bee controulled by Pyiefts) went about to chaſtize him, fled into 
France, to ſtitte Pipin ( which a fewe peares befoze had vſurped the 
Crowne of France by the helpe of Pope Zachary) againſt the ſapd Ar- 
ſtulphe. This Pope being at S. Dems nigh Paris, fell bzainſicke,and 
iu his ſicknes the diuell deluded him with an entuſiaſme,making him to 
ſee in a viſion Peter and Paule befoze the high Altarintheir Durpleſles, 
by the which(as be ſayd)he knewe them, came in S. Denis with 
: = — hauing a Cenſoꝛ in —— —— —— to 

e ſayd Stephen to heale him, who charged him to ballomę the ſayd 
Church, Pope Stephen tould this viſion to them which were pꝛeſent 
there, and being about to tiſe out of his bed to de what he was comman⸗ 
ded, they ſayd vnto him that he doated. But after he had told this follie 
to Pipin, the 1 3.of Auguſt 75 3. be annopnted Pipin Ring of France and 
Berte, and with his Popich bleſſing ſancified all the Barons # Nobles 
of France, binding them with an oathneuer to choſe Ring of France but 
of that raſe of Pipin. Thus goeth the ſottiſh fable of the bzainſicke en- 
tuſtaſme Pope Stephen The GaiJes fapning ta baue deſcended out of 
that raſe by the helpe of this fable,beſides the determinations, ſet downe 
concerning other States of Chuſtendome, it was concerning Fraunce 
thus decreed, That the houſe of Caper, which was the houſe of Yaloys 
and Bar bon, with the reſt ofthe pꝛincipall Nobilitie,muſtneedes be too. 
ted out, and that theſe luſtie buds of Charles the great muſt haue their 
turne: and. foz to hing to paſſe cheſe things,the wofull Tragedie muſk 
be thus plaped,

The Pope ſhall plap the Monarchs. This Monarclio was of late 
peareFa franticke Italian, well knowneboth in Germanic and England, 
who imagined that all the Rings of the earth were his vaſſa's: ſo Sir 
Hugh Uicar of Rome, ttcth-a farre off, will not mat nigh the fice, 
and unaginetb that all is his: wherevpon be condemaeththe Valoys and 
Burbons and the Nobilitie of Eraxce,to the flaughter, — 
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The name of the States ſhall be vſed and waitevppon the Gut x 5796, 
play the hangman, and when all things be in areavines,the Ring, all the 

Pzinces and Nobllitie ſhall be caſt into the fixe, there to be conſumed and 


deſtroyed. 

Then all this is happily perfozmed, there will be a newe heaven and 
anewe earth, Foz the Gaizes , and Sir Hugh bon companion Uicar of 
Kome,and all his bands, Ganimedes and Chaplaines ſhall baue ail, and 
map take their paſtimes with their Curtizans, without anp feare oz con» 
troulment ofthe Hugonets. 

Here followe the acts of this Tragedie, 02 the ſumme of the ſecret

- Thecp pꝛocured infinite number of injuries and violenccs to bee done 
by their partakers euery whcre,to them ofche religion, hoping thzongh 
impatiencic,to cauſe them to bzeake the Edis of peace, ſo that the cauſes 
being found in them, the Ring arming the Ouke of G«5Je, ſhould en» 
creaſe his ſecret enemies authozitie,and decay his owne, 

Notwithſtanding cheſe manifolde iniuties pzoffered vnto them of che 
religion, and the bzeaking ofthe peace, they of their parc obſerued the E-

cloſely and vnder hand, to dzawe into their League them of che refozmed

They ſolicited alſo Iohn Caſimier Pꝛinte Palſgraue to enter in league 
with them, pzomiſing to do nothing againſt the tefoꝛmed religion, and 
to deliuer him Townes in their gouernments fo2 pledges. And herein 
if they could haue effectev their deſire happily, they would not haue pꝛe⸗ 
teuded ſo rigozous a courſe againſt chem of the refozmed religion, as af+ 
terward they did, when they perceiued that they ofthe refozmed religion 
did ſmell, detect, and abhozred their creacherous ambition, and that they 
were taken forbcu cozba.

marke, thatit is not Religion which they care loz: foz their dyiftes are 
onely to ſpoile the Ring of all authozitie and power, that they may at 
length robbe him of his ropalleſtate : therefoze theſe thinges following 
are co be obſerued, | 

There were there in France thꝛt᷑ ſoꝛts of men, who (as the L 
thought) would marre all the plape, to wit, the Pzinces, Nobilitie, and 
People, Df the firſt, they feared greatly the fozces, the valour, authozi« 
tie and fidelitie,knowing very well that they were able both in power and 
credite,to miniſter them play long enough to wearp them, and by their va» 
lour able to encounter with them euerp where, and that thzough their fide- 
litie, they would neuer foꝛſake the Ring in his naede, although that other 
wiſe they were deuided in religion: conlldering alſo that they haue the chie· 
feſt intereſt to the Crowne, 

As fo2 the Nobilitie, they conſidered that they were ol th ſoxts,Lea- 
guers, Catholikes, and Pꝛoteſtants. The Nobles and the Commons 
which do pꝛofeſſe the refoꝛmed religion, they knewe by long experience ta 
bee ſo ſkilfull and experienced in warre, as thereby to bee invincible, and 
that by all their fayze pꝛomiſes p2offered vato them, they could not bee re · 
moued from their alleagance to their ſoucraigne Ring and Pꝛince, whom 
God had oꝛdayned ouer them, By this their ſupplication therefoze,coue« 
red with the hypocriticall cloake of Catholikiſme, they would fapne to bee 
rid ofthe Pzinces and Nobilitie refozmed, o2 els to deume them a ſunder, 
that the moze eaſily they might make them giue roume, oz els rate them 
out. | 

As fe the common people refozmed, they ſuppoſe that they being 
ſcattered into diuers popiſh Pzoutnces, could bee ſo vſed, as that they 
Might not flocke » but euery man in an imminent danger wouly 
bee carefull how to ſaue himſeife in ſome place of ſafe exile. That is the 
cauſe that they crye out in their ſupplication,baniſhment and exile, 

As fo2 the Catholtkes both Noble and Common, they are in hope that 
ſuperſtition it ſeife would win them on their five, But if the riddance of 
them ofthe refozmed religion out ofthe Realme might not bee thzoughlp 
done, pet che Ring and the Catholikes being bound with an oth to execute 
their demaunds, would at the pleaſare of the Leaguers nouriſh an immoꝛ · 
tall warte: by the which the King ſhould conſume his ſubieas, and the ſub» 
tecs their Ring with mutuall blowes, vntill the roume being either made

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1585. The 10. ok the ſayd moncth, the Ring of Nauarry being at Bergerach;a 
June. 1 0. great Towne in Perigora, ſituated vpon the river of Dordonne, anſwereth 
vnto þ firſt declaration of Leaguers which he ſent to the Ring, beſeech⸗ 
ing him to reade the ſaid anſwer,and alſo to ew him þ fauour,as to cont» 
maund the ſame to bee read openly in the Parliament. Mherein firſt hee 
pꝛoteſteth, that hee holdeth the true Chziftian Catholike and Apoſtolike 
religion contapned in the ſacred wond of God, both of the olde and newe 
Teſtaments, and alſo doth embꝛace the ſymbols oz abzidgements of the 
Chziſtian doctrine : And that be is ready to beſtowe life and gods in the 
defence ofthe ſame, Abhozreth e holdech accurſed any kind of doctrine, di

Secondly, he ſheweth that he was bzed, bozne, and hought vp in the 
ſame religion, which they call hereſle, and that he neuer learned, noꝛ knew 
aup other, and that he bel&ueth in his heart to righteouſneſſe, and confeſ- 
ſeth with his mouth to ſaluation, that the ſame doctrine which he doth pꝛo⸗ 
feſſe is the infallible trueth of God; pet he refuſeth not to be caught better,

Thirdly, in that which he voth in repurging and ſweeping away the 
erro2s and abuſes bzought in by long continuance of time, therein he fol.

Fourthly, whereas his enemies de charge him to be a perſecutoz ofthe 

Catholike religion, he will bee judged by all men vopde of paſſion, who 

bath greater cauſe to complayne in that behalfe,he 02 bis enemies; 

Laſt of all, after a ſong conſtderation of the miſcries which fall vpon the 

heads of men of all degrees, and the oppꝛeſſion of the poꝛe people, which 
infalliblp will followe theſe attempts of the Leaguers, he doth wiſh ( ſee⸗ 
ing the enemies haue made him partie) the quarrell which they haue to 
him might bee ended with a Combat, And debaſing himſelfefrom that 
bigh degree of a Ring, in the which God hath placed him,fox an abzidge⸗ 
ment of all miſerits, the ſparing of Chziſtian bloud, fo the eaſe and quiet- 

nes ol the paze people, doth p2offer to his enemies to trie the matter by a

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But rather and moze truely may it bee ſayde, that he (who being not a 1595.

Theſethings paſſing to and fro, many exploytes of hoſtilitie were done 
and executed on ever ſive, rather to the loſſe than the adnauntage of the 
Leaguers, being croſſed eueryp wap by che true ſubiecs of che Ring, 
CWlherevpon, conſidering that the wozlde frowned vpon them, ſo that ilk 
they had not the Ring on their ſide to ſalue the ſoze, they were like to haue

The Ring carried away by this counſell, and otherwiſe inclining to at 

tempt againſt chem of the refozmed religion, ozdapned ths Lozd Jeyenſe 
his Generall foz Langaedock, Efpernon fo Pronance, and he in his owne- 
perſon would aſſault Peytow. 
Therfoze the 18. day of June, partly fo2 hatred which he bare to p reo · 
med religion, partly already inclining to the League, partly not knowing 
what he did, foꝛ Þ great dangers that he ſaw fcompaſſed in, by the 
perſwaſions offuch Counſellers as had blindfolded him, att oꝛding to the 
ſaying, S. non faa ſponte inſanit :initiga, Fo being in the Citie of Pris, he 
taketh ozver how to vicuaſl his Armie in Poytow, foz the which thing he 
appoynted certapne Townes in Peytom q X; 2 wit, Chatelerault, 
SD. Mer xxent, Niert, Fonteney,T owars,Engoleſme, Xainti es, and Coignack, 
there to haue alwaies in ſtoze a certapne quantitie of Cozne, Dates and 
Mine, as in ſtoze houſes, which oꝛder he ſendeth to the ſayd Townes to 
be put in exetution. 

The King being thus deluded by bis Counſell, and buſping himſelfe 
about theſe matters of warre agaynſt them ofthe refozmed religion(whe- 
ther it were in earneſt oz by diſſimulation, God knoweth, but at length it 
turned to earneſt) he giueth leaue and time to the Leaguers to grow grea- 
ter in trength and number, and foꝛgoeth the occaſions and oppoztunitie 
to pzouide foꝛ neceſſarp remedies agapnft them, 

Theſe Counſellers at length when they ſaw time, came once moe vpon· 
the ſtage. And on a ſudden they terrified the Ring agapne (as of a thing 
bappened beſide theirerpecation) with the great ſtrength ofthe League, 
ſhewing what great danger might inſue, ik he hould ſerme to ſaile againſt: 
that violent tempeſt. Conſidering that the reſolution of reſtozing the Ca. 
tholike religion, and of the ſuppꝛeſſing the refozmed, had poſſeſſed gene- 
rally the mindes of the people. Mo that if he ſhould ſeeme to withſtand» 
the zeale of the Leaguers (f62 their treaſon was with them zeale of the po⸗ 
piſb religion) he would be commGlp thought to be a fauourer of heretihes, 
and thereby an vniuerſall rebellion of his ſubiects might enſue, tothe vt-

ing of Nauarre, to ioyne with him both in fo2ces and religion. Theſe 
L ozvs came to the Ring of Vawarre after his returne from M. Paul de Ca- 
dioulx to Nerak, greeting him in the Rings name: declaredto him, how 
the Ring did hold him as his ſonne and heire of the crowne, in caſe he ſhould 
deceaſe without iſſue, 

And after iht y ſhewed the cauſes which moued che Ring to ioyne with 
the League, which was the diuiſion ofthe Catholiks,which would redound 
greatly to the pʒt tudite of his eſtate, and the vnquictues of his Realme, 

Thirdly,that ko the loue hee bare to him, hee wiſhethhim reunited to 
the Catholick faich, both foz the good of his ſoule , and alſothet hee might 
the maze eaſily,by the meanes of the Catholic ks be eſtabliſhed in the king · 
dome, which otherwiſe would be hard foz him to hing topaſſe, 

Fourthly, they goe about to perſwade him to cauſe the exerciſe of the 
refozmed religion to ceaſe, during the tearme of ſixe moneths perfixed. 
Fiftly, they required him in the Rings name, to ſurrender the townes 
which he did hold fo the King. 

The Ring of Na»erre with like courteſies anſwereth ta the firſt, that 
ff it had been his Maieſties pleaſure to haue vſed his ſeruite in the ſupp)eſ- 
ſing of the Leaguers.he would haue ſhewed a pzoofe of his duetifull obedt- 
ence towards him. 
To the ſecond he anſwered, chat from his cradle, he hath been bzought 
vp in the refozmed religion, in the which hee neuer knew ans errour, and 
pet hath,and dooth p2offer himſe lte to bee taught. by the wozd of God, in a: 
lawfull counceUl,. 

Co the third demaund hee anſwered, that the refozmed religion, was 
eſtabliſhed by a ſolemne edict , confirmed by an oath, and that it was not 
—— ta let the cxerciſe ofthe ſame : & thcrefozepurpoſed to deale 

matter. 
Co the fourth hee anſwered , that conſidering the mallice of his ene 
— — dim he hath moge neede to require others, then to ſurren- 
der . 
Theſe Ambaſſadozs alſo moued the Ring of Nazerre, that if he would 
conferre with the Q. Mother, ſhe would aduance as farre as ( hampaigne in 
T oxreyne. The Ring of Naxerre.anſwered,that he would goe as farre as 


Bergeraks in Peregord. 

theſe things paſſed to and fra, many Nobles, Gentlemen, and 
others of both religions, euen of the Rings companies, retired from the 
Court home, aud among others the Pzince i anpenſier. But the raging 
al the League, and perſecutions which encrtaſed daily, cauſed *

la tour, Uicount Turenne to aſſemble ſome Fozces in Limoſine ꝶ Peri- 


gerd, to whom many Captapnes repapzed out of the Countreyes about 
Limoſine and Perigord and Q wercye, as the Lozv Meriake with his regis 
ment. The ſelle ſame cauſes enfoxced many Noble men and Gentlemen 
about Paris, Niuerneys, and all the countries betweene Seyne and » 
many alſo out of Bourbonneys and Berry, being at the South ſide of Leyre, 
accompanyed with many men of ſundzyequalities and degrees, to fozſake 
their houſes and take armes and the ficld, and to repayze cotheſe Pzouin* 
ces, that were of ſure acceſſe vuto them. Theſe companies allygned the 
rendes vous in Berry, intending thence to iayne tothe king of Vauarre in 
Gaſceyne. They were all Gentlemen & (argebuſiers on Hopſebacke, be- 
tweene two oz tiaee hundzed.The men of Marke in theſe companies were 
the Lozd of Pueilles, Fort, Laborde, Landes, Taucnacs, and others. Theſe 
companies of France marching toward Gaſcoyne,iopned with the Uicount 
Turenne about the end of Auguſt, who within a litle (pace of time did en- 
creaſe to the number of fine oz ſixe thouſand men. 

About tht ſame time another company af Noble men and Gentlemen 
likewiſe retyꝛed out of their houſes, accompanyed with great troupes of 
ſouldiers, and gaue the rende: vous in Berry, among them theſe were the 
cluefeft ot name: the Lozds D'ouant, Royſdulie, Sauiere, Campoys, and 
_ others which iayned with the Pꝛince of Conde being then at Pens in 

enge. 

The Lozd Montgomery with bis company went as farre as to the king 
of Nauarre into Gaſcoyn: his bother the Lozd of Orge went to the Pzince 
of Conde. Other companies out of Brie, Champaigne ,U s, aud 
other countries there boꝛder ing rety2ed to Sedan, the capitall towne of the 
punctpalicy df Boillon. 

Dut ol Burgondy,and the countries about, retyꝛed to Gencua, and into 
the ſignozy ot Berna. | 

The pꝛofeſſers ot the refozmed religion out of /Vormendy, low Britayn, 
and Picardie, paſſed oner into England fon their ſafetp. 

Good Chziſttan Reader J beſeech thee to ſtap here a while , andlearne 
both to feare and tremble at the dꝛeadfull iudgementes of God, and alſo 
bis mercie toward his Church,ſhewed at this time: which when J do cons 
ſider , it pucteth me in remembzance of the like euent, which did happen a 
litle while afozc the ſiege and de ſtructions of Hieruſalem by Veſpaſian and 
Titus his ſonne . That citie, which here on carth had bozne the Image 
ofthe true heauenly Hieruſalem, hauing moſt wilfullp teſiſted the ſonne ol 
God, + ſtopped their eares at his voyte. Then it had fulfilled the meaſure 
of het iniquity, and that God would make it a wonder, a biſſyng and nod- 
ding of the head vnto all Nations of the wozld fa her obſtinacie and vit- 
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inthe Temple thus, 4figrenoxs bixc - at the rumq thereof all men were 1585. 
greatly amazed , muſing what ſhould be ſignifyed by that warning. The 
Saints which were there, tooke that to be the voyte ol God (who acco2+ Auguſt, 
ding to the thzeatninges of the law ofthe Pꝛophets, and of Chyiſt againſt 
that City, would powꝛe downe his math vpon that ſinfull City) directen 
vnto them, commaunding them to depart, and to geue plate vnto hys 
math. So the Church that was there remoued to the City Pella, which 
was beyond /or 4a», in the ancient inheritance of the Rubcnites, where it 
was pꝛeſerued . and out ofa place of ſafety, did behold the mighty tozmes 
of Gods tempeſtes, which kel vpon that ſonoble and famous a City, which 
by Strabo was thought to be the greateſt and fayeſt of allthe Eat, Euen 
as Abraham long befoze did beholdthe ſtbucrſion of Sodom : ſo when the 
Lon haddetermined to pode the ſtozmes of bis anger vpon thoſe Nati- 
ons which arebetwecne the Leyre and the Engliſh Seas, fo} the ir offens 
tes lyke vnto them of Hieruſalem: firſt hee taketh his Church, which was 
ſcattered among thoſe Nations, Townes, and Cities, and bzingeth moſt 
of them beyond _ ſome into England, ſome to Sedan, ſome to qeneua, 
ſome to Suiſſerland, ſume to German, le aſt the pzeſeuce ofthem who do call 
vpon his name ſhould hinder the execution of his math vpon his enemies, 
fo} the publication of the edict of union, commonly called the edict of Julp, 
although that in another fozme, was as it were the vopce of God heard out 
of the Temple, Migremus lune. Fo) thoſe nations lying on the Nozth ſide 
of Leyre, who had conſpired to deſtroy the Goſpell of Chziſt, haue dzawen 
the warre from the Pꝛouinces which doe pꝛofe ſſe the Goſpell, vpon the ir 
owne heads. Foz not onely haue they felt all the fozmer oppzeſſions and 
outrages of the Leaguers, but alſo by this edict, all the burthen of this 
laſt ciuill warre rayſed vpbythe Leaguers hath fallen, vpon them, beſide 
the hozrible mur:hers and ſeditions, which they haue committed among 
themſelues by the eutll Angels, which the Lozd in his wzath hath ſent as 
mong them: which allo do continue ſtill with greater calamities then euer 
be foze, and is like to continue vntill that thoſe wicked Nations, polluted 
with idolatrie, blood ofthe ſayntes, and whozedome, be vtterly rooted out, 
that God map be auenged of his enemies: giving inthe meant tyme a liz 
tle reſt vnto the refozmed chur ches beyond Loyre,and to make them thanks 
ful toꝝ his great mercyes, who hathrewarved his enemies with ruil. which 
they had imagine d ag aynſt his people without a tauſe. Oo the Lozd doth 
turne all thinges to good vnto his Sapntes. | 

Now the Leaguers are mafters of all (to the king had deliuered his 
royall authozity vnto them, and deuided his kingdome among them, re: 
ſeruing vnto himſelfe the name of a Ring) haue all the Countrey at they 
deuotion, and do replenifh all France with armes, violence and boaſtings.

And fo to begin theſe miracles, the Duke Mercure, bother in lam to 
the King. and by the laſt partition ol the kingdome, a pety — of Bri- 
tayne, was ptrſwaded by his Counſell, that now the publiſhing of the edict 
ol union had ofit ſelfe killed all the Hugoners in Poyrow,and that eaſily het 
might came all the Couatrep , and that b. ing in the teld , not one Hugo- 
net durſt lift vn his head: therefoze ſuppoſing there to haue to fight with 
dead men, and making himlſelfe ſure of the conqueſt, to make pzoofe of his 
valure, the 23 of Auguſt paſſed Loyre,at Nantes out of Britayn in Poytow, 
with two thouſand men, entending to roue andranſake all, and hauing 
ſacked manp popiſh Churches, ſpopled the Abbeys at Saint Florent, and 
Plainpied, by Saumure, & like an hozrible tempeſt did march forward, ſpa⸗ 
ring neithet holy noz pzophane thinges, making hauocke of all chinges 
vntill he came as farre as Fontenay. 

The Þ1ince of Conde, turned from Saint Paul Decadewalx to Sapnt 
Than D' Angelye, having aſſembled ſome friends, as wel out of XainQonge, 
Pojtow, as other parts, within few dayes ſaw himſelfe to haue a luſty com- 
pany as well of gentlemen as Parquebuſiers on hozſebacke,and with that 
fozce expecting the reſt, tooke his iouruey with as much diligence as hee 
could to meete with the ſayd Mercure, 

The Pꝛince arriued at Chandenier, atowne not farre from Niore , un- 
derſtoode that the ſapd Mercure was about Fontenay, where he determi⸗ 
ned to giue him battaile. Mercure hearing that the Pꝛince appꝛoched, 
with his companies, ſoready and willing to fight, was amazed, conſlde⸗ 
Wu rene ren Ig Pros him befoze: and thatnow 
be mult fight with men aliue. This increaſed his feare ſo much the mote, 
fo2 that hee had not ſoſoone heard of the Pzinces comming, but that pꝛe⸗ 
ſently hee was certifyed that the ſaid Pꝛinte was in battell array. Where« 
upon hereſolued to retyꝛe home: but being hardly pꝛeſſed by the ſayd pzince 
he was fapne to retire to Fontenay. And becauſe the gouerno} ofthe towne 
knowing not well how thinges had paſſcd betweene the Ring and the 
Leaguers, would not ſuffer him no) his to enter the towne( pet otherwiſe 
ſhewing him ſuch fauozs as he might:) therfoze he with his troups betook 
themſelues to the Suburbe of Fontenay called the Loges , 

The Pzince deſirous to ſee his enemy face to face, aduanced toward the 
Suburde in batcaile arap,to pooue whether he might pꝛouoke the enemp 
toſkirmiſh. But the Duke would none of that play. But after the Pꝛince 
bad kept the Duke beſieged inthe Loges for certaine papes, the ſaid Duke 
fearing, eyther at length to be loꝛced, oz elſe that the Pzince would cut his 
way in his returne to Nantes, by night ſecretiy did ſteale away, and with 
the mapne galop,amaze and many alarms whichhe gaue to himſell ( feart 
makiug him to imagine thinges which were not) recouered to A{ontes 
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Jeauing behinde him his 1385.

troupes with deteſtation of his euill leading, curſcd the houre chat cuer 
they knew him.

paſſe d hier, ſet ing their Captaine to flee, followed him,accompanied with 
cerrour and dead.

Che 26, of September, there was contimioil ſkirwilhes befoze the

The ſame day was taken the Tower of Xfor»«ke, where the Lozdof 
S. Lale had put garriſon, which was beſieged by Companyes 
whom the Pzince had ſent thether, The garriſon od cextapne 
dayes: but being without hope of helpe and in danger to be foxced, yelded 
themſelues by compoſition. There was taken the Captayue Iolm Peter, 
who was ingreat tauour with the LozdS.Lokg. 

About that time arrived to the P1tince at Aaraxs,theLozdLavall with 
his thz& bzethzen and all his fozces, | — 

* The 22,0f September, the Lozd Trimouille (who long befozehad en- 
tred in communication with che Pꝛinte, to ioyne with him in this iuſt ve- 
fence agayuſt the League) came to M renne with a great number of 
Gentlemen, The Pzince receauedtheſe Noble men with great courte ſie 
and reioyſing. There was a great contentation thereof in all them of the

ſoiozned there to ſee his brother and other friends, and alſo to gather as 
many men as he could in that countrep, 

Beaufort ig a little Towne betweene Loyre and Angers, which is coin= 

maunded by a Caſtle of a reaſonable ſtrength, which did hold foz the king, 
and was in the keeping of Captapne Broke. 
' Rochemort arriuedthether,and viſiting bis friends, who were the chie- 
feſt of the Towne, and among them alſo Captapne Broke, by their ſp&@« 
ches he vnderſtod the ſtate of Angers, and the particularities there about 
the Caſtle, There was a Captapne named Halot, who had the k&ping of 
the ſapd Caſtle of A»gers,whileſtthe Lozd Buſly of A-boyſcliued, which 
had the gouernment ofthe Countrep, Citie and Caſtle, during the life of 
Monſieur the Kings other. But after the death of the ſayd Buſly, the 
L 02d Briſſack had the gouerument, and had put out of the Caftle the ſayd 
Halot, whereof by all meanes he ſought to bee reuenged,and to ſurp2ize 
the Caſtle, And to bing this thing to paſſe, he acquainted himſelfe with 
Captayne Freſne,who hadcommanded oner acompanie of Briſlack at the 
beginning of che League, This Briſſack was one of che chiefeſt ofthe 
League, and diſcharged the ſayd Freſne ( after the edic of vnion was pub⸗ 
liſhed) in July befoze : fo2 the which thing Freſne was greatly offended 
with Briſſack. 

Theſe two Captapnes conſented together to enterpꝛize vponthe Ca- 
Hell, and repap2ed to Beaufert to Captapne Broke to haue of him ſome 
company of men, where they met with Rochemore : and after certayne 
ſpteches, opened vnto him their enterpꝛize; who pꝛomiſed to furniſh them 
with certayn men. R ochemort aduertiʒed the Lozd Cier mont, ptapiug him 
to ſend him men, which ſhoꝛtly after ſent him foure ſtout Souldiers, 

This their counſell was wonderfully diſguiſed, as alſo the eufts fel out 
$0 be ſtraunge and tragicall : foz Halot(as he ſayd) would recouer the Cao 
Kell foz the Ring, ot whom (ſayd he) he had letters to that effect, to recouer 
the ſayd Caſtle out of the hands of Briſſack,who was of the League, as is 
afoze ſayd: but inderde he reſpected himſelfe, thinking thereby to get the 
Rings, oz the Ring of Nuerre his fanour, Captapne Freſne was deli 
rous ta be renenged of Briſſack at any pꝛite whatſoeuer, Theſe two were 


ſurt to haue men foz the moft part Papiſts, Rochemorr was in god hope 


that if he tould get in the Caſtle, he would linde the meanes to make it fall 
into the hands of the Ring of Naxerre. Halot y Freſne do pjomile theme 
ſelues, that if Rochemort being the weakeſt and an Hugonet, ſhould at-

ther. The enterp2ize is concluded, the dap appoynted. The 26. ol Sep · 


tember ſome dm repap2e at the time pzefired ta the Suburbe ol Preſigry; Septewb. 
ſome to the Suburbe called Liſſes. Captayne Freſne vſed to enter ints the 
Caſlle eaſily, as well acquaiared with the Souldiers of the garde. The 
day therefoze p2efixed, hee goeth to ſee Captapne Grecke his friend, who 
then commaunded in the Caſtle with ten oꝛ twelue Souldiers. The ſapd 
Captayne Grecke biddeth Freſne to dinner: Freſne excuſed himſelfe that 
he had companp, with whom he had pꝛomiſed to dine that day. Captaine 
Greeke pzeſſeth him and pzapeth him to bꝛing his company with bim. 
Freſne had afoze hand wan ſome of the gard, whom he had made pziuiets 
the enterpzize ; he pzapeth them of the ſecond garde to let in them ol his 
company, whom he aſſured to be of his acquaintance: but ſome ot the ſoub 
diers miſtruſting, went about to ſhut the gate: Rochemort and his com- 
panie withſtode them, and taking weapons in hand did kill ſome of the 
garde, Captaine Freſue went vp ints che Captaines chamber, who hea» 
ring the kray would haue gone fazth ; but being encountred by the ſayd 
Captaine Halot ſeeing the tumult, in ſtead to enter into the Caſtle, ran 
into the Towne, and vpon the rumour ofthe ſurpzizing of the Caſtle, bids 
deth the Cicizens not to ſtirre,fo2 he had(ſaith he)cauſed the Caſtle co be 
taken foz the King: but incontinentiy he was taken pziſoner by the Citi⸗ 


76 eech and Rochemort being maſters ofthe Caſtell, the alarme was 
verp hot in the towne : notice was giuen every where in great diligence, 
Rochemort fozgetteth not to ſend to the Lozd Clermont, to certify him, 
rn AAA Falſo to ſend woꝛd

Chdleft cheſe newes ſlye euery where , diners euents happened, which. 
deceaued both chem and others, They ofthe towne greeued to haue that 
thozne in cheirheelcs:ſleep not, but take armes, beſct the Caſtel, and with · 
ina whyle haue ſuccour of the Nobilitie of the countrey. Jn the evening 
the inhabitantes would fapne haue parlep with Freſne, and vſed the means 
of Halot, foz to dzaw him forth of the Caſtell, hauing placed inthe darke 
ofthe night nigh the bzidge 30.02 40. ſouldiers with Caliuers, either foz 
= pps eaze vpon the dzawing badge, when he ſhouldcome 

Freſne vpon this parlep going fozth , andbeing pet vpon the bridge, one 
of þ ſouldiers haſting to ſhoot, Freſne would haue returned in, but Nocho- 
mort with his company ſeeing the perill, did dzaw the bzidge, Freſne nut 

able ta recouer the dzawing, held faſt at the chayns: they without, cut off 
his handes: ſo hee fell into the Rt” was very de epe, and *

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rocke: his Cloke was lefc hanging onthe dzaw bzidge , There was & 
redde Deere in the ditch , wl ich toe him with his hoznes. They of the 
Towne by che licence ol them of the Caſtell cooke him vp wich a coard :

Theſe two being dead, Rochemort a Hugonet remayned maſter of the 
Caſtell, whereofhee geuethnotice to the Lom Clermont, who immevi- 
atly diſpatched ameſſenger to the Pyince being at the ſiege of Browege, 
The inhabitants, who could haue bozne it with ſome contentation (be⸗ 


|  cauſethey knew Freſne to be a Papiff, and that hee ſapd, he beld it fon the 


king) after his death aſked Rochemort,foz whom he kept the caſtel, hen 
be hadauſwered, that it was foz the king of Nauarre, they were greatly 
mooued, and immediatly began to make Trenches both cofozce the ſaid 


taſtel andalſoto let ſuccour from cũõming in. Companyes do arrive from 
- enerp where, The Lond Bocage is ſent by the king with commaundes 


ment to defend the trenches any thing, but onely co 
deſtege the caſtell vntill the Lond Ioyeuſe his „ whoſhoztlp alter 
came thither withehe Lozd Chaſtres, Inmeane time Rochemort and his 
companions rifled the cheſtes and treaſures of Briſſak, and other which 
had conueyed their goods into that foxt . There was a great Bootie in 
plate and Jewels. Neither could it be knowen what he had done with the 
greate hozne of Unicozne which was kept there ofold, 

Certayne dayes being ſpent about the 29, of September in an after 
noene Rochemort leaning vpon one of the windowes ofthe Caſtell, and 
there ſlumbcring ; rettaued two pellets of a gunne ſhot, whereofthe one 
cut his thzoat,and the other his tongue, and ſo dyed ſhoztlp. after without 
ſpeaking : ſo by his death the caſtcl was lefe without a gupd, There were 
9. Papiſtes , and 5. ol the refozmed Religion within which could nener - 
agree, unt were till in diſoꝛder and confuſion : which cauſed that after the 
comming of the Loyd Ioyeuſe, thep within began to demaund parlep, 
which continued foxcertapne dapes. 

Ulhileſt theſe thinges lo paſſed at Angers, the Lozd Clermont not kno: 
wing the death of Roc who was the ground ot his dzift,had aſſem- 
bled in Normandie, and in the countrep of Percbe, about ſixe hundzedmen, 


and ſendeth a meſſenger to the Þzince at the fie ge af Browege, to aduer- 


ue him how the affap2esdogoe. 

The 3. of October, newes were bzought vnto the Phince by expzefſed 

meclſenger,ofthe taking ofthe Caſtell. andhow the inhabitants had tren- 

ched and beſieged it with the foxces of Briſak, and of the countrep of Sy,

great aduauntage, which ſcemedtoconſift in it, f the aduauncing of the 
affaires of them of the refozmed religion,conſidering alſs that Briſſack u ho 
bp the partition of the League, had obtained the gouernement of Antow, 
Is is afoze ſaide, was one ofthe buſieſt Leaguers: he waighed wel che dan⸗ 
gers which might enſue, as to dzaw al the Rings foꝛces vpon himſelf,and 
the difficulties ofrepaſſing the river Loyre: he conſidered alſo that the rem» 
nant of his armie lelt at Browege, might bee diſcomfited by che Marſhall 
Matignon & Bcllegarde Fouernour of Xainfonge who might iopne their 


ces + 

But ontheother ſide hee that being ſtrengthened by receauing 
the companies ofthe Lozd Clermont, which bee had gathered (as is afoze 
ſaid)to the number of ſixe hundzed, he would be able to fight again whom 


Alſo that bythat new ſupplic ofthe Lozd Clermont, and by the kauour 
of ſome Caſtles which fauozcd him vpon the Loyre, he might paſſe well e- 
nough,and ſo returne with greater fozces to the ſiege of Browege. 

God had determined, that no conſideration noz tounſell dillwade 
this }Nince from this iourney, to the end that he might ſhew in the begin- 
ning of this perilous warre,how mightie his atme is in the pꝛeſeruing of 
his childzen,aud howable hee is to weaken and diſſipate the ſtrength and 
arrogancie of his enemirs, who fret and fume, take counſcil and conſpire 
together age inſt his anoynted ſonne. That by this cpample all the childzen 
of God map learne, not alwaies (euen in a good cauſe ) to pzomiſe theme 
ſelues vicozie, but to aſſure themſelues that Goo will defend the iuſt cauſe 
alwaies, and pycſcrue thein that call on his name, whether they bee few oz 
manp. | 
The ſame dap ariued from Roc hel befoze Browage ſixe pieces of batte- 
rie, conducted by Mounſer Perſonne, whofotlowed the ſhippes of warre, 
which few daies befoze had ariued as is afozec ſai?, 

About the 6. of Daober, there was a great ſtur in the campe befoze 
Browage by reaſon of the Pzinces departing to Angers. Fo} in his abſence 
there was no way to aſſure the lands, noz the remnant of the armie, 
which remapned there at that ſiege . Foz the inhabitantes ſaw a manifeſt 
danger tothemſelues, which thing made. many of themreſolue to giue v 
uer all, and to repap2e to Rocbell, whereby the ſouldiers (there d 
At length theLozdSaint Meſ- 
he an aged man, famous, and ofa 
of great authozity and welbeloued of che 
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tountrey, was requeſted to take the gouernement of the companies, iy 
pointed to continue the liege: which thing after many wile declarations of 
the dangerous euents which he did fozeſee happen both to them that 
went, and alſo co them that remained at the liege, pet hee did accepethe 
charge, withthe great contentation of all men, Monſer Perſonne, was 
made gouernour of the Naue : the Loyd Ranques remained gouernour of 
Oleron Capt aine Belon wagappopnted to gather them ofthe Jlands,auv 
cocommaund over them. The chic keſt regiments which remapned fo cs 
continue that lege, were the companies ef the Lozd Orges, Saint Scue- 
rin, and Boy ſrond, with whome were many voluntarie Souldiers, beſide 
how 5 the Jlands, and two hun dzed Harquebuſiers, ſent bythe cowne of 
Roc hel. | 

On the 7,of October, ſome captaines ſhe wed themlelnes vuwdlling to 
remaine,conſidering the euents and inconuentences, which might befall in 
the abſence of the Pꝛince: ſo that the affaires were in greater trauble, and 
the mindes in greater perplexitie,then befoze, But the Punte remedied 
all theſe things, as well as hee could, to ſtrengthen the ſiege : and ſent to 
the Uicount Turene, who was in perigozd with great foxces,pjapinghine 
to dzaw necre,to fauour that ſiege, But hee could not doo it. hauing ſome 
occaſions in hand, and waiting foz the comming of the Ring of Nawerre, 
out of G c eyne, as it ſhall appeare hereafter, 

About the ſame time, the Denate of Pari, hauing conſidered vpon the 


Popes excommunication, giueth anſwer to the King, in the which they 
grieuouſly condemne the Leaguers, de blame the Ring,foz hauing bz» 
ken the edi of peace, do ſhew it to be impoſſible co ding to paſſe their en. 
terpꝛiſes, doorepzoue the Pope, foz vſurping vpon }92inces authozities, 
and the libertics of the Crowne of France, da condemne the excomunicas

flocked together to the Ring ol Nauarre. Therefoze,be ſetteth fazth a dev 
claration ofthe edict of Julie, by the which heedath admoniſh them, that 
hauebozne armes againſt the League,of whacſoeuer religion they ber: ei⸗ 
ther to lay them dowue, oꝛ elſe tobe taken lo Rebells,andtheir gods to be 
ſould foz the maintaining ofthe warre, (ce commaundeth them of the 
religion, which haue not bozne armes, to da with their goods what they 
will, and to depart che Realme within 1 5, dapes after the publication of 
the ſaid declaration, charging his officers to make diligent enquirie lo the 
perſozming ofthe pzemiles : by che laid declaration hee grueth libertie to 
women 
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women and childzen, accozding to the fozmer edict, 

Ae is (apd befoze,how the Pꝛince (noewichſtanding all counſell and ad. 
uiſe to the contrarie) determined to paſſe the river of Leyre, all difficulties 
therfoze ſec aſide, the eight of Dgober the Pzince departed out ol his camp 


with bis companies to Tallebaurg, appointing the rendes vous, at a place 
nigh W. Iban 4 Angely.Yis fozces did conſiſt of the companies oftheLozd 
Rohan, who were aboue ſire ſcoꝛe bzaue Gentlemen, the companies of the 
Lozds Nemours, & Laxal, who had much nobilitie with him, There were 
alſo the companies of the Lozds T riwonile,and Bouley, ( his own compa: 
nie, which in number and nobilitie paſſed all others, The Þarquebuſiers 
on hozſeback were they of bis garde; the Regiments ofthe Lozd Aubigny, 
Onſches,Campoyſe,T once, q Fleſcbe, @ others, with many Gentlemen of 
Xasnftonge, and Peytow, who were (ent fo2 by the Pꝛince, and put them» 
ſelues vnder Noble men, as they would themſelues, The whole of his 
- kozces came tothe number of eight hundzed hozlemen, and betweene one 
thouſand oz ewelue hundzed Harquebuſters on hozſebacke, There was 
a great deale moe carriage, than was expedient foz a vopage to bee done 
with celeritie and diligence, 

The 9. day the Printe being at Taileboxry , the Artillerie which was 
ſent from Roc bel to the lege of Browage, arriued in the river Charante, 
to be bzought againe to Rec hei by Captaine Berdaaulx. Foz the Pzince at 
bis departing from Mar ans, had taken oz der to retire the Artillerie, to a- 


uopd what might enſue, not intending to occupie it at Browage, but onely

Stephen, about a league from thence, where be went to ſalute her: and af:

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befoze to get the bancke ol Leyre : and following the ſive of the riuer vy⸗ 
warde, to ſearch ſome occaſion to paſſe the riuer, eptherbp ſarp}izing of 
boates oz milles, met with a certaine compante of Gentlemen of the 
League, very well appopnted with armour and hozſes, going vo the 
tour of Angers, whom they toke, and all their carriage, | 

The 11. day the Lod Aubiguy and Boer tooke the Crong Abbey of 
S. Mazre upon the riuer of Loyre, where was a garriſon of the League, 
There they did uo violence to the Poukes , but licenſed them to depart 
whether they would. They toke the 92602 and ſent him to the Pzince at 
D. Gemes,who courtcoully entertapned him in his owne houſe, and ſafcly 
ſent him to Angers. 

The 14.dap Captaine Fleſche being of that countrep, had aduaunced, 
and began to paſſe at the cowne of Roſcers : fo there were no companies of 
the enemies on all that coaſt. Fo2 as much as it was thought incredible, 
that without any other intelligences the Hugonets durſt paſſe ſo great a 
riner, in a manner in the ſight of two great townes,to wit, Saxware about 
where they had retyꝛed all the boates thereabouts, and Angers beneath, 
where they had fozces both of footmen and hozſemen greater than any the 
Pꝛince had: ſo thatmauy ſeeing ſuch ſilence, ſuſpected þ there was ſome 
Iping in waite. And as foz the Lozd Clermonr,whom we haue ſapd to haue 
left the Pꝛince at Pon to paſſe auer Loyre, to gather the fozces of them of 
the refozmed religion, ſcattered in thoſe popiſh countreys, there was no 
moze newes of him, than if he had not ben in the wozld : and indeed then 
be was aboue thittie leagues from chem, But Captaine Fleſche had ſea» 
ʒed vppon thꝛee boates laden with wine: which after he had cauſed to bee 
landed vpon the water lide, he pzepared them to carrie the armie ouer, 

The 15. ol Daober he paſſed firſt, and lodged at Roſcers, and after him 
paſſed the Lond A#big«y with his Regiment: that day the Pzince arrived 
at SD.Gemes with his troupes, which lodged in the villages about. The 
ſame day alſo arrived the Lozds Saint Gel«y/e,aud Boule, to the inte: 
they had been ſcouring the waſt of the river. Foz the right vnderllanding 
of this voyage, the ſituation and plates of the countrep is to be noted, Jn 
all this diſcourſe, we will make mention ofthzee tiners, the Leyre, Loon, 
and Low. On the South ſide of Loyre there bet two townes, Saur any 
Pont de ſell : betweene theſe two townes there be foure other litle townes, 
the Abbey of Planpierd,S,Gemes,the Abbey of S. Aaure, and . 
thurine. On the Nozth ſide of the river, Leyre tight againſt S. Come: is 
the towne Roſiers,and betweene theſe two townes in the riuer is an Jlandz 
in this place paſſed over che Pzince and his armie,. The next riucr on the 
Noth ſive of Zoyreis Loox, alittle riuer, but verp depe, and running 
flowlp; it waſheth part of Vandowoys and Anjou, and falleth into the ri- 
ner of Leyre at Pont de ſel, On the Noth ſive of the riger 8 
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middle way betwecne the ſapd riucr and Angers, is ſituated the towne of 1585. 
Beaufort. October 

The thirdriucr is Loire, falling frem the countrey of Bea»/ethjough 
Fandomoy:  Anjon,receauing 2.0ther rivers comming from the countrep 
called Pere he, which are Sartbre, and Zayre,ard a little aboue Angers do 
fall into the riuer Leyre, and ſomewhat beneath Angers: theſe tee rivers 
in one are receaued into the riutr Ae, and ſo altogether in one about 2, 
miles beneath Angers, ( 3. miles beneath Pont de Sell, do run into Lore, 

Upon this river of Leyre are ſituated theſe townes following, Fle/cbe, 
Lude,Laxerdine,Chaſtcan de Loyre,UVendoſme & Chaſteandine, Betwene 
( bafteandine,and Reiſgencye. which lyeih vpon Leyre, betwetnt Orlearce, 
and Bloys, is the Towne Fozeſt of Morc heſueyr: in that F oꝛtſt was the 
armpofthe Pꝛinct ſcactered (and as it were) became inuiſible, as ſhall be 
ſhewed in the diſcourſe following, 

The 16. of October, the whole army began to paſſe ouer with great 16 

diſcommodity. Foz from Saint Gewes thep had but thiee meane boats, 
wherwith they paſſed into the Jland which lycth in the midle of the riuer. >, 
On the other ſide of the Jlandto paſſe to the towne of Roſers, they had but 
two boats, and few Ferry-men, who were Papiſtes, they did the woozſt 
they could, and ready at tuery hond to fleale away. Theſe diſcommodi 
ties cauſed great confuſion at the paſſage, which was eucreaſed with a 
great number of cariages which followed the Campe, 
Ac this paſſage, euery man did pjeſage the tuill ſucceſſe which aſter · 
wardenſued. Fo} although there was no want ofcozage , pct one might 
perceauc acertapne ſadnes vnaceuſfomed, which cauſed many to ſay, let 
vs goe and dye: fo2 every man was reſolued to vanquiſh oz to dye. But 
the L oꝛd diſpoſed otherwiſe : foz a moze merut lous deliuerance hath net 
ben ſcene in our dayes , Fo? neither did they vanquiſh, neither dycd,but 
tuery one anke a reaſonable dzaughe of checuppe of bittcrnes, 

At this paſſage div ariſe great diverſity of opinions among the heads: 
fo2 none of the Captapucsthought that the Pzince ſhould paſle over 
fox thecare which they had af his „e thrir reaſons we re, that it was 
molt like, that the cnemie would not withſtand thcir paſſage, but would 
winke at it, that afterwardes they might wing ell their fozces te gether to 
ſtop their returne, thinking it an taſy thiug with many to oucrcome fi w. 
Foz they had alreadynewes that Ioy euſe haſted to gers, with all his 
kozces,which were about the bundzed Þozſes,twelue byndzcy of Sayſers, 
and ſome regiments of Frenchmen, Thep alleged alſo, (hattherc was 
nothing ſure at Angers, and that it was to be feared , that it would be ſur- - 1 
rendered befoze the y could aryue thither , ſo that their paſſing over ſtood 
vpon no realon, but vpon an vncertayntyto venture ſuth an army with all 
the ſtate ol their defence, There was allo newcs hꝛought to 9 
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falle) that Briſſake had ſeazed vpon Beaufort, a towne betweene the riuer 
Lotion, and Angers, whither the Pzince thought co haue gone to lodge 
that day. The 17 of October, notwithſtanding the reaſons afozeſapd, 
the Pꝛinte paſſed oucr at the town Koſiers with ſome noble men and Cap» 
tapnes, where he took about thirty gentlemen ofthe company of che Lozd 
Boulaye, who was already paſſed, and certapne ÞParquebuſiers with him, 
tommaunding them to lye in ambuſh in a wood nigh Beaufort, andcom- 
maunded the Lo Valicre,who was among the ſaid gentlemen, to make 
ſemblance cowardes the gates of Br, and to dzaw them who ſhould 
iſſue out into theadu ol them which lap in ambuth in the wood, But 
whenthey came to ort, there they founv none but the inhabitantes 
who did pꝛofer their Towne to the Pꝛince, and aſſured that there came na 
man except the County Carauas, to who they denyed entrance. 

Upon this repozt the Pꝛince determinevdco paſle the reft of his army, 
grounded vpon many reaſons: but eſpecially vpon che newes which he had 
AY — — — — 

e 02 ſeauen hundzed men: who was not willing notwithſtanding 
the inte ſhould encloſe himſelfe in that ſleeue. 

All this while che Lozd Rohan with his company made a road toward 

550. coward Anger-,fo he palled 
alt. 

The Pzince allo ſendeth a trompet vnder the colour of certapne pyiſon- 

ners, to know of Angers what hee might. But they of Angers would not 

ſuffer him to goe further then the Suburbs , whorepozted onelp that they

At the diſcouering of the app)oache of the Pꝛinces power, both the 
towne,and alſo the caſtell gaue ahot alarum, and ſounded the Toxin in all 
— Churches of the Citie,and alſo at the high church, called Sint 

AKrice, 1.7507! 4344 

This was a maruelous thing, that in ſo great and yopulous a Citie. 
whercin were moze men of warte ſtrangers, then the Pztace had in all his 
armie, yet no ſallie out was made, nomoze then if there had beene no 
man; con{idering alſo that the place where the Pꝛince was in battell arap, 
did fauour greatly them of the towae:fo2 there was but a bzoad way where 
the hoꝛſemen onely ſtoade, and on bach ſides were vineyards and copſes, 
In that bzoad way, were ſet in battell aray all the Harquebuſters : where 
the Pinilter of che church. L. Blanchardiere pzonounced a fozme of p)aier 
befo2e the army. And vpon this pzeparation, were receauedcertaine newes 
of che rendering ofthe Caſtel the day befoze:which thing made all men be⸗ 
leeue it, becauſe t hat at the ariuing of the armie, there was no token from 
chence(aotwithliving the alarum,# pieces of ſhot giuTout.) Others that 
were againſt that opinion alleaged,that it was no maruaile if they div not 
diſcharge the canon out ofthe Caftell,becauſe they were ſo few, that they 
were not able to rempue it. Thepadded alſo, chat the fire which they of 
the cowne had ſet to an houſe, betweene the armie and the Caſtell, which 
continued all the day by the ſ\moake, was to let them ofthe Caltell,co ſee 
the troupes which came to ſuccour them. Upon theſe coniecures,the caps 
taines (accopding tothe commandements receaued)ſet vpon the ſubburbs 
of Paſſiguie, and Aagdalen, aud foxcedthe ſame, tuen to the Baricados, 
which they of the towne had made out of e within the ſubburbes, 
which were fozfaken, There the Captaine Fleſche was wounded with a 
hot, who dyed within few dayes after; he had pꝛoteſled befoze, that either 
be would dye, oz elſe he would enter the Trenches, paſſing not foz death, 
ſeting that it was in, and foz his countrep : both hapened vnto him. Hee 
was bonne at a towne named Fleſc be, ſituated vpon the Riuer Loyre,flow- 
ing from V endaſme, tu Angers, à gentleman hozne of 


of good parentage, All 
that dap paſſedawap in ſkirmiſhes, fo2 the armieof che Þzince had alſo 
trenched themlelues, in the ſubburb of Preſig*y. The hozſemen were al 
that day in battel aray,vntit nigh at the end ol the ſubburbs, while the Þar- 
quebuſicrs wonne bp little and little, the Trenches of the enemie, pears 
cing che houſes to aduaunte to the gate. 

That dap, the Pzince ſendeth bis Traumpet into a medow, vnder the 
Caſtell, in the ſight of chem that were within, to giue them token with the 


ſound ol the Troumpet : but ſeeing noten out of the Caſtell, chey began 
to 
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to ſuſpect in detde, that the Caſtell was ſurrendered, At enening it was 1585. 
thought good to rety2e, and that the Souldfours ſhoald giueouer their October. 
Trenches in the ſubdurb and houſes which they had gotten, foz feare that 

they within che towne in the aduanntage of the night, would iſſue vpon 

them, being many againſt few, the cowne being able to bing fozth foure 
thouſand ſtrangers onely, beſive the foꝛces of the towne, with the aduaun · 

tage of their ozdinance, The L ozdes Trimouille, Boulay, and Auantignie, 
with their companies, were appointed to make the retite,' which was no 
further then the houſes next to the ſubburb of Preſigny. The hozſemen lod⸗ 
ged that nightin the neareſt pariſhes about the Pzince with his company, 
and the Lozd Rohan dis lodge at the Pont of Sorges,not without great con- 
fuſion, by reaſon that there was but few lodgings. In the night, they of 
the towne ifſued fo2th,ouerthzew and burned the Trenches and Barrica« 
does, which were made the day befoze, andlodged within certaine houſes 
in the ſubburb,euen in the hoſpicall of the leapers ſo that they conlduoc bet 
diſplaced thence the next day. „„en 
The 22. about eight a clock, the Lozds Trimouille, Anentigny Saint 
Gelayſe,with their companies reſozted to the croſſe wap, nigh the place of 
execution, where all companies were commaunded to appeare, Then they 
of the towne ſhewed a countenance, as though they would baue iſſued 
fozth, and certaine demilances appeared within the ſubburb u Preſſgry. 
There was a great alarum, which haſted the companies from therr lod⸗ 
to put themſelues in battell aray, where they did the day befoze. 
were the footemen commaunded to ſet on the ſubburbs, but they 
went not to it with that courage as they had done the day befoze: fo many 
had not refreſhed themſelues:ſome the day beloꝛe had loſt their hoꝛſes, when 
they left them to fight at the Trenches:ſome did ſteale away and returned 
to Beaufort, The Captaines were diſcantented, that they had been enloꝛ · 
ted to giue ouer the aduantage, which they had the day befoze within the 
ſubburbs: which they could not recouer without great loſſes. The armie 
was ſcattered here and there, che high wales were couered with bagage, ca⸗ 
riage, charets, hoꝛſes, mules, ſeruants, which wandered al night, not know 
ing whether to retire. To be ſhoꝛt, all things went farre otherwiſe then 
the dap beloze, yet they tetoueren within the ſubburb as much as they 
could, not without hazard and difficultie, 

Tbe ꝛince arrpued from Pon Forges, and got him within the Sub- 
urbe of Preſeigns , where he perceaued the countenance and courage of his 
men chaunged and amazed: but on the contrary, them of the cowne to 
haue taken hart. Theneuery one alleaging what might haue happened 
to them in the Caſtel: ſome obſtinately affirmed, that they had ſhot in the 
night: other ſayd the contrary, | 

The1}91ince 222 Captapnes at che croſſe = 
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1535. nighthe place of execution (ſaue them which were aſſaulting þ Suburbs) 
October, on hoꝛſebacke, their helmets on: they conſulted whether they ſhould ſet on 
the Trenehes, yea 0} ns, Some perſwaded to giue the attempt, ſaping 
chat it would be a ſhame, to haue come ſo farre and ſo nigh execution with» 
out blowes giving, and that they could do no leſſe then to ſee the e⸗ 


nemie in the fate, and ſecing that they woulde not come foozth , they 
ſhould goe to finde them out: they ſaid further, that they of the Caſtcll 
—— ſee their ſuccour, if they pzeſented not themſelues at the 

r . 

Others reaſoned to the tontrarie, and among others, the Lozd Rohan 
wichſtoode ſtrongly that aduiſe,aleaging many tuident reaſons, And firſt, 
that it was to plaint, that thep ofthe Caſtel had peelded to the enemie,ha- 
uing not giuen one token to th. contrarie, that it was no reaſon to ſay, 
that they had no knowledge ol their cem ming, tonſideting ſo many ſignes 
giuen them foz the ſpace well necre of two daies. 

DSecondly,that it were a raſhenes to hazard ſo great and bꝛaue fozces, 
and ſuch a notable tompanie of Nobtlitie, to ſo imminent danger vpon vn. 
certainties, and that they were to be reſcrued to a better oppoztunitie. Fop 
the enemie was as ſtrong within as they were without, and that it was as 
taſie to take the citie as the Trenches fo well fo2tified, and that there was 
no hope of any to-ſhew them any fauour: much leſſe out ofthe caſtel which 
was already ſurtendered, oꝛ elſe diſſembled with chem,tointrapthem and 
to caſt them away headlong. | 

Thirdly, they ought to conſider that they were in a ſfrange land, in the 
enemies coiuntrey, incloſed betweene two daungerous rivers which thep 
mult repaſſe, in a countrep couered wich wods, enemie to che hozſemen, 
whereof conſiſted all their fozces. 

Finallp, that there was no doubt, dut that the Ring on the one ſide, and 

the League on the other were not idle, but did cheir ende unur to gather 
their fozces on tue ry ſide, to ſeaze vpon the paſlages, and foztifte the banck. 
of Leyre, to ſtop their repaſſing. That the fozces of Angers were on their 
hackes, which were equall in trength to them, and alli the countrep was 
fauourable to the enemie, Therefoze they concluded to retyꝛe, and that de- 
lap might bzing them great hurt; and that the Loꝛd Levs/, who was at 
Beaufort to make the rereward, ſhould got backe tarepaſſi the Leyre. The 
greateſt part followed this aduiſe. 
It greeued greatly the Pꝛince to retyꝛe, and (as hee ſayd to the Loꝛd 
Cermont )to vnbit. But ouettome with reaſon, he concluded that the Loꝛd 
T rimonille, Anantigny, and Boxlay ſhould rttyꝛt the Harquebuſiers from. 
the ſuburbs, ſo that about two of the clocke tn the afternoue they marched 
toward Beaufort.

The ſame day the L 0zd Campoyſe was ſent with his company of light 
bozlemen,to ſeaze vpon certapnehouſcs vpon the bauck of Loyre, right a- 
gaynſt the Abbey of S. N aure. 34 

The ſame dap, whileſt the Pzince with the Robles ſoiourned at Bravo 
fort, tame to the L 02d ¶ er mant the foure men which he had ſent to Roche- 
mort, who were entered into the Caſtle of Angers, and there remayned 
vntill the dap of the rendzing thereof,conducted by the Loꝛd Se: There 
they ſhewed to the armie what was paſſed in the Caſtle of Angers : one of 
them ſhewed a Croſſe (which he had fo his part) made of pure gold, ha« 
uing two and thirtie great Diamonds, and a great Saphir which made 
the head of the Cruciſtre: the ladder and all other things accuſtomed to be 
paynted in the paſſion(as they tall it)was all of Diamonds, no leſſe artill⸗ 
— coſtly wzought : he was pꝛoffered foz the ſame fifteene hundzey 

rownes, 

The 24.0f October, whileſt the Pꝛince with many Noble men ſoiour 

ned at Beaufort, tu pacifie a quarrel! riſen among certayne Gentlemen, the 
L 02d Lin the afternone paſſed ouer Loyre, bis mT of armes and light 
hozles, to defend S. Maure, and to fauour the paſſage of the reſt. 
This day ſotourning at Before, was the cauſe of the diſozder which 
followed after, and many marueiling at ſo long abode there, fozeſaw what 
would cnſue, knowing that /eycxſe had ſet certapne boates in areadines 
with (mall peeces at Saumur, to let them downe the riner to ſtop the pal 
ſage, Tf they had paſſed that dap and night, all things had gone well and 
ſafe; but God had otherwiſe determined, The ſame dap the Loꝛds Leyenſc, 
and Chaſtre, went vp the riuer Loyre on the South ſide of the ſayd riuer 
from Angers to daumur with 1 50, hoꝛſes. 

The Lozd Lox/ being pafſcd ouer, and vnderſtanding that the ſayd 
Loꝛds had paſſed on that coaſt toward Saur, early in the mozning made 
a roade toward Sur, and twke the Pules and rich carriage of /oyea/e. 
The Lozds Trimonule and Boyſeuly paſſed the Pa t eucamped —

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158 f. ſeluesin a Commanvponthe bancke of Zoy7e, whileſt the Þ9zince and the 
October, reftpaſſed. Lotian. There was at that paſſage of Lotion aboue fiue hundzey 
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hozſes, and two boates onely: foz that cauſe the confuſion was ſo great, 
that one being ouerladen ſunke, though without any loſſe of men, becauſe 
it was nigh che bancke, 

The ſame day about nine ofthe clocke in the moꝛning, was heard on a 
ſudden a peale of Oꝛdinance, with ſome (mall ſhot, which put the Armie 
in great rumour. Some ſapd that it was at Auger: in token of iope fo2 the 
rendzing of the Caſtle, But within a while after were ſcene two great 
boates furniſhed with Oꝛdinance and men of warre,who caſt anker a little 
beneath the Abbey of S. Maure, in the place where the paſſage ouer was 
appoynted to be, and immediatly began to ſhote on both ſides of the riuer, 
— agaynſt them who had paſſed, and agaynſt them that were about to 


The newes of the ſayd boates were bzought to the Pꝛinte incontinent» 
ly, with amplification of the impoſſibilitie to repaſſe: and it was indeede 
ſo, fo; lacke of two field peeces to haue ſhot from the banke agaynſt the 
boates,which bytheſe meanes could haue been eaſily ſunke: but they had 
carried none they had once determined ſo to dw. 

Theſe newes ſo amazed the whole Armie, as though a ſtroake of a 
Thunderboult had ſmitten them from heauen,and that ſo much the moze, 
becauſe the enemies fozccs did flocke together from euery ſive, | 

The army then was ſcattered in ſundzy places, without hope to bee 8- 
ble to ſuccour one another: foꝛ the Loꝛd Laual had paſſed ouer the Riuer 
the day befoze, and the Lon Borlay had ventured to paſſe that dap at S. 
Mathurin, not without great danger, pet without loſſe. The one part of 
the armie was betweene the Leyre, and the Lotion, an vnſit place foz hoꝛſe 
men, byreaſou of woods and mariſhes, The troupes of the Lozd Cler- 
mont, with the reſt of the armic and carriage, were pet at Beaort, bee» 
tweene «Angers and Lotion: ſo that if the enemp in ſuch diſaduantage had 
charged them, it would haue gone hard with them: butthe enemp had no 
good ſpials. 

The Low Auantigny in that diſoꝛder haning paſſed Lotion, retyꝛed to 
the Lozy Campoyſe, whoßhad ſt aʒed on ſome houſrs tight againſt y Abbey 
Saint Muure, and had made a bar irado vpon the danke. In the meane 
time they ſent the Lozd Cheſue ta the inte, who cauſed the Pꝛince to 
paſſe his army backe ouer Lot ion, to make aready reſolution to paſſe in 
fighting, oz elle to take his way at aduenture ouer the countrey of Beauſe. 
Fg it he ſhould make any delay, without doubt hee ſhould beviſcomfited, 
hauing the enemp within a litle icague boch aboue and beneath, who reen · 
foxced themlclues euery houne , aud that there were other armed Boats 
diſtouered, which followed the founer. Theretozeto take readily any, 
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and to infoꝛme them thereof, and that i neede be the Lozd Laual might 
repaſre to them although not without danger, Mean 
The inte vnderſtanding theſe newes, aſſembled all the heads and 
Captaynes in the wood, which is on the banke of Lerian, nighthe plate of 
the paſſage : where they reaſoned moꝛe then two homes, what was txpe · 
dient to be done in this extremity , Some gaue counſell to take their way 
toward Beauſe, and to get to the Loyreaboue Orleans, fo) that they hadfoz« 
ces ſufficient pnough to paſſe all hazarves, and to fight if neede were, 

Others were agapuſt that, and alleaged, that the army was weake by 
paſſing over of the fozces ofthe Los Laual, and Burlay, and cherefoze did 
aduiſe to deſcend into Britæyne, whtre ſhips might bee had out of Rochel, 
ſo it wert eaſp to paſſe beneath Nanten and by theſe meanes to ſane their 
men with che loſſe of their hoꝛſes. | | 

Inthis diverſity of opinions they could conclude nothing: but ſeeing 
as _ 8pp2oched, they teturned to 'Beexfor?, their to take reſolution of 
their affapzes, alt abe | $3655.

There was a Noble man, ont Lo Douault, an old warticr, who not 
long afozc the paſſage ouer Loy#e,put him ſelf willingly in che company of 
the Loꝛd Laual , This Noble man underſtanding that the Pzince couls 
not repaſſe, and that he wos determined to take his wap ouer the countrey 
of Beawe, which could not bee dane without great hazard, did leaue the 
Lom Laual his company (who was about toretyie from the banke of 
Loyreto Poyraw )# did venture torepaſte Loyre, notwithſtIving the great 
danger, pꝛoteſting that he would die with the inte if occaſion ſhould re⸗ 
oy — with great danger repaſling the riuer,oucrtoke the Pzince 
at Beaufort, | 

Che reſolntion to repaſſe the Lorion ,canſedthe Pꝛince andthe Lozdes 
who were with him to reſolue themſelues agapnſt whom ſo cuer. Not 
withſtanding euery one didloke bPon his fellow, as commonly is done in 
ſach inenicable dangers, where is ſeene no remedy , Some ſapd , ſa/tem 
alis ſi meminiſſe inuaret : others ſayd, vna ſalus victis nullam ſperare ſalu- 
tem. Fewthought. that theſe blowes came from Peauen fo2 the puniſh- 
ment of their vices: and ſpecially fo ſwearing and blaſpheming, which 
were not puniſhed in that armie, where were many ol che League, who 
induced others to their wickednes and lirentious life 
Allthot day there mas a great diſoꝛder for chem that had paſſed torcpalſe 
agapneouer Lorion, hauiug buf one boate which could not receaue aboue 
ten hoꝛſes at once, and that cauſcd the diſoꝛder, to that every one would 
beefirſt and na men laff, | | 

This was to bee noted in the P)ince, chat he chaunged not his counte- 
nance, but as hee did at the paſſage of Loyre: ſo now he anſwered to them 


d remiſented him the danger, ſaying; we will fight. And becauſe the con»

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1585. fuſion encreaſed at the paſſage of Lerion, ſending ſuffitient number of 
- Oftober, hoꝛſemen to euery place, where the enemy might come vppon them, hee

_ ft was mage then one bower in the night hee paſſed himſelfe: not with 


ſtanding many remayned all night in the marſhes, who paſſed the next dap. 
following in the mozning, 

The night following the 25. dap of October, it was concluded by the 
BDꝛinte & Nobles with him, to take ouer 8̊ countrey, which lyeth betwene 
the Lorion, and Loix, which is a River comming from Vendeſme to An- 
gers, tothe end to recouer B; cauſe, and ſo to paſſe Loyre at Bogeancye,Bloys, 
02 Sancerre: m if the worſt came, wich long iournepes to attayne to the 
bead of Loyre , with reſolution to fight agapuſt whomſoeuer, 

All that night there was hot ſuirmiſhing betweene them that came down 
from Samur in the boats, and the garriſon, which the Pzince had left ac 
the Abbap of Sapnt Maure, vader Captapne Serpant , where was alſo 
the Lozd Laual and Boulay, who as is afoze ſapd, had repaſſed the Zoyre, 

Th: Lozd Auantigny, who remapned all that night in the houle called 
Aenetriere, not farre from the banke of Leyre to make the rety1e, paſſed - 
the Lorion, with all the reſi>ue very earlp ,# arrpued at Beaufort with the 
Pince about eight aclocke in the moming, the 26. and the ſame day was 
the paſſage of Daint Mat hurine beneath Dapnt Aaure, ſtopped with 


boats, furniſhed with owinance and garriſon. 


The 26.the Lozdg Laual and Boulay, with the garriſon which was at 
Saint. Mawr,vnderftandingthat the Pꝛince was returned beyond Lorin, 
with determination to croſſe ouer the countrey of Ze«»/e, and that the pal. 
ſage of Saynt Mu hurine was ſtopped, thought neceſſarpe to retyꝛe into 
Xainttonge, with all diligence, and with ſuch fozces as they had; to oppoſe 
themſeſues againſt the attemptes ol p enemies which might ryſe thert to 
aſſemble the nobility and other ſouldiers which were left there. x allo to af. 
ſiſt the troupes which were left at the ſiege of Browege, and to make the 
places (are in Peytow and Xawnttongecand in very deede, God did wozke al 
t he ſayd euentes, by their pꝛeſence there. 

The Ring aduertiſed what was paſſed at Angers, putteth fooꝛth his 
fozces out of all partes, to ſct vpon the Pꝛince. ti) 

It is ſayd bekoze, how the King intended to make ciuill warre in g- 
enne, te firſt of all to beginne in Pom @ Xawitonge, ag next neigb- 
bouts to him of all the Pꝛouinces which do poke ſſe the G ſoz the 
which cauſe he had ozvapned afozehandpzoutſions of coꝛue, and wine to be 
ſet vp in certayne townes and cities: & among others the Duke de Mayne 
was appoyneed , to that warre , not as one who was thoughe fit-fo2 that 
charge, but foz the cauſes which do follow.

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Aumale colin vuto them, did conſent in theſe thet points, to wit in alte. 1585. 
ting the ſtate by tranſpozting the crowne from the true omners, and haires Ober 


into theit familie, in killing. degrading, o at leaſt diſinhcricing the houſe 
of Baur bon, and deſtroping the auncient nobilitie whom they knew, would 
rt liſt their atempts, and beare vnpacientlie their vſurped tiranny. The 
Pꝛieſts were the ſire bands to kindle this ambitious rage, and by their 
money to aduaunce the ſame. | 
So they all did pꝛouide to hʒing this treaſon to effec, chat of all things 
the kings foꝛces ſhouldnot fall into any other hands then in to their own, 
02 of their partakers: but ſpecially that none of the Pꝛinces of the bloud 
ſhould by any meanes be armed with the guidiag of the Rings power. 
— ſee then how they all did agree, to vidoe the King with his owne 
ozces. 

But herein they did vary, fo euery one had particular fetches and difts, 
which did lwim in their bzapnes , whereby they went about ta aduaunce 
their particular affaires, by the Rings foꝛces: fo the Duke of Ga:Je did 
determine to ſtay nighthe Rings perſon, and not to goe farre from Pari 
and Belgike, where he had gotten great fauours and many partakers,there 
expecting either fit opoꝛtunitie to ſtrike the blowe which he had long afoze 
hand purpoſed, oꝛ elſe at the leaſt, hee bearing the ſway about the Ringes 
perſon and counſell, might both ſpp and pꝛeuent the Rings dꝛiftes and po⸗ 
licie,if he hould ſerme to wauer neuer ſolittle,and keepe ofthe Jyinces of 
the bloud and Nobilitie from entring into fauour with the Ring, whereby 
they mightdilapoint his dziftes, | 
Oe alſo imagined, that whatſoeuer might happen, Paris and the Bel- 
Like being at his deuotion, either were able to defend him againſtthe Rings 
attempts, o elſe if che Ring might be cut off by any milloꝛtune, the ſaide 
ti ie and countrey would be able to litt him vp into that rome,whereon he 
did ſo greatly deſire to ſitz euen againſt the conſent of the reſt of the realme, 
and againſt his owne vzother the Duke De Maine, whoſe emulation hee 
not onelp alwaies ſuſpected and deſired co pzeuentc, but alſo endeuozed to 
ſend him farrefrom the ſaid Ring, citie and countrey : beſide that, he knew 
to be a fit inſtrument, by ſkilfullentiſing and policie to ſeduce their great 
and populons cities of Peytiers, Limoges, Perignenx, Bourdeanlx,t others 
where he ſhould come, regarding not at whole deuotion thoſe cities might 
bee, ſo that they were not in the power and fivelitie of the Ring, oz of the 
King of N «««rre,that by ſo much they might be weakened.

would haue pzeucnted, what occaſton might haue happeneo by keeping 
Paris quer his head: foz he was acquainted with the intents and d)iftes of 
the League, as one ofthe chicfeſt of them yet vncertaine of the eucnts, and 
what in his abſence being ſo fatre from Pari-,might happen vatothe King: 
be would faine haue kept Pariaſtill in poſſeſſion, ſo that if either nature oz 
violence ſhould bereaue che King of his life, hemight have that capicall, 
mightie, rich, and factious citit in his owne poſſcſũon. by whole helpe hee 
— — long wiſhed deſires , and become his eldeſt ho⸗ 
maſter. 

The third cauſe was feare, and the obied thereof, che Ring of Nanerre,. 
fo} knowing that the ſaid Ring of Naurre was pꝛiuie ta their dꝛiſtes, not 
onely by his deepe aud pytacelike mudencie, many evident tokens: and 
their own tw manifeſt attempts, but ſpetiallie by their inticing him, and 
them ol che rcfoxmed Religion, to their conſpiracte and faction, knowing 
him alſo to be a inte moſt faithfull to the tate, Crowne and Realme of 
France, a ꝛince of great valour,andimplacable totraitos: thus having 
a conſcience (which is moze then a chouſand witneſſes guiltie) feare made 
bim continually to enter into ſuch appꝛebenſions, that he thought certain · 
I to gore into Gi nne, was to goe to a malt aſſured death. 

Thus theſe two bꝛetheren aſpiring bethto the crowne, pet did varie in 
thoughts, as the auncicnt ſaping is, , na Avyolograu, Fo the 
Duke De Aſayne would faine to keepe the poſſeſſion of Paris and there: 
foze maketh many excuſes, hauing not ſometiwe money enough, another 
time hauing to weake ſoꝛces, ſometime ateagivg health, ſometime the vn⸗ 
ſeaſonable weather. The Duke of Ge was greatly deſirous to haue 
him out of Pari, ſuppoſing that there his ſhadowe did infect the citie: aud 
therefoze to take away all excuſe, leaſt he ſhould aleage his fozces,not to be 
ſufficient to march withthe Ring of Nie, he cauſed the King to adde 
vnto him the reziments of S willers, So the Duke De Mayne hauing 
tight thouſand Swillers, twelue regimentof French ſogtemen, twelue 
hundꝛed hozxſemen French: Foꝛtes ſufficient foz a good Captaine toſubdue 
the whole countrep,receaued tight and twentie thouſand Crownes, which 
rhe treaſozer ofthe Cleargie deliuered him : and ſhoztlie alter eyght and 
twentit thouſand moꝛe. and not long after his departing ſent him faure and 
fiftie thouſand moꝛe. Yet the Ring could by no meanes perſwade him to 
takt his iournty (foz the Rings commaundements he regarded not) vntill 
the newes came to the Ring. that the inte of Conde had paſſed Loyre out 
of Poytow into Anjou, ſo that at length with great impoꝛtunacie, bring per⸗ 
ſwaded by his bꝛother, that ia the abſence ol the Pzinre(being as * —

But nom to returne toour purpoſe , the Duke Jeyenſẽ was at the back

Orges, oꝛ the Chappell S. Martine. Mhileſt they taped in that playne 
in battell ar ap, fo the ſafe paſſage of all the companies, there happened a 
thing which would haue wꝛapped a ſuperſticious ſoule into ſundzie and 
fearefull thoughts: fo2 not farre thence beyond them was a [Hare ſtarted 
by the enemies, betweene the Loyre and Lotion, with agreat crpe after, 
which gaue them the alarum, and all pzepared themſelues to rettaue the 
enemie couragiouſly : but at length the Hare was ſeene with moꝛe than 
two hundꝛed hozſes with fewe dogges, That poꝛe Hare paſſed and repaſ- 
ſed among the hoꝛſes feete with many ſtripes, and pet was not taken, bue 
ſaued her ſelfthough ſhe was purſued mote than halfe a mile. Some take 
this fo an euill, and ſome a god pꝛeſage; ſaping, that if God had care to 
p2eſerue that pe feeble and fearefull beaſt, much moꝛe would hee haue 
care of that little flocke amazed: which howſoeuer it was hollowed and 
purſued by all the foꝛces of France, notwithſtanding would eſcape ſafe am 
ſound, in receiving but feare without great hurt: which ching alſo haps 
pened, | 
From Lade thep at length arriued at Prillay two houres in the night: 
this fs e great towne belonging to the Pꝛinte County, the Pzince of Conde 
bis yonger brother. At their comming thither, there was ſuch a confuſion 
and pꝛeſſe in the ſtreates, that they could neither goe foxward non back:

There alſo newes came that the enemies followed after them as coura- 
giouflp-and with ſuch haſt, as they went about to goe from them with 


great iourneps, The Lozds Eſpernon and Byron, and moſt of the Nobili- 


tie ofthe Court, were at Boxaualjn Beauſe to mate with this terrified ar» 
mie, The Duke de Mayn on the other ſide with a great atmie, was on the 
other ſive of the riuer of Loyre neere Bloys,to cut them off by the way, if by 
chaunce they ſhould repaſſe, The Townes betweene Bly: and Orleans 
were all be ſet with ſtrong garriſons, The L 0zd Chaſtre had ſent into So- 
loigne tokeepe the riuer of Loyre, and to retire the boates and milles into

The companies of the Pzince were as wearie, as their enemies were 
luſtie, and as men may bee wearie with courſes and watches, ſo hozſes- 


much moze with galloping night and dap without reſting, The meanes to 
paſſe berweenc Bley and Awboyſe fapled them: all thele things being 
knowne of all, made them to haue little hope of their affapzes, Det there is 
nodoubc that if the enemie had appeared, the neceſſicie had increaſed 


their courage, But it ſeemed that by a ſlagulax pzouidence of God,the e- 


nemies ſtood in ſuch feare of theſe companies , that he would haue them 


defeated thzough wearines,that it might appeate to be Gods owne hand, 
and his pꝛoper wozkto ſcatter them, and that his enemies ſhould not haue 
the pzaiſe,noz triumph ouer them, Foz afterward it was confeſſed by the 
enemies which were in the armie of Ioyeuſe and the League, that this 
handfull of men, wearied, ſcattered, amazed, and alreadie ouercome,was 
to all thoſe troopes( who would haue ſwallowed them vp)ſuch a terrour, 


that if they had offered to ſet vpon them, they might happely have found / 


them eaſie to bee dealt withall. Foz the enemies were perſwaded that the 


Þzince would neuer baue enterpzized ſuch a iournep, vuleſſe he had bern 


able to beate downe allthat had come befoze him. _ 
All that night in che which they lodged at S. Arnol, there was great 
reaſoning among them of the Counſell, what was expedient to bee done.

This ſeparation was as a ſecond thunderboulcfrom heauen vpon this 
armie, which is no moze to bee called an armit, but a fma{l companie : fox 
there was no moze but the companies of the Pꝛince, and ofthe Lozd Tri- 
mouitle,whercof ſome had fozſakenhim, There were alſo left ſome tom; 
panies ofthe Harquebuſiets onhozſeback ofthe Lozd Clermont, of whom 
Many had alreadie retired to theix honſes: then they began to lake every 
one vþpon his fellswe, ſbꝛugging with their choulders, euery one did be⸗ 
leeue that if there were any ſafetie, it muſt miraculouſly come from hea⸗ 
wen, and many which befoze in matters of pꝛayer and conſcience had giuen 
themſelnes to great licentiouſnes, began to enter into confiveration, and 
to refozme themlelues. 
The pd unce remapning ſo with theſe fewcompanyes, had a number of 
tarryage, where with he was ſo hampered that he could not rid himſelfe of 
it He ſent the Low Saint Gelays, with ſome gentlemen of Peytem, to the 
number of 30. holes to ryde toward Ye»doſme,and ſame where to takelo⸗ 
ginges com modious fo2 the companies which followed.

who hzought ſome ſtoꝑe of armozto they maſter, r. 

The 30. of Datober, the reſt of the companies arrpued at Saint Ano, 
nigh Vendoſme, where they thought to haue departed logings , but fox the 
2 plact they ſtayed not there. 

In this wandering though the countrey of Beauſe, ſome of the compa: 
np of Captayne Boner, tooke the Lozd Roſins, who comming from Paris 
with a}PPaſport from the King ( which he ſhewed them, not ſuppoling they 
had bern ofthe religion) was going to the King of Nanerre, This Lozd 
had fourenotable great hozſes, The Dzagons (fo) ſo were callevthe Par. 
quebuztergon hs2ſebacke) weary of their tyꝛed hozſes, chaunged with the 


with them. But he being knowen by the Low Saint Gelays, het cauſed 


them to reſtoꝛe him his hoꝛſes, and to take their tyꝛed hoꝛſes agayne. 


The ſayd Lond Roſim, was conducted to the Puince, aud ſhe med him the 
ragt 
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rage wherewith his enemies pepared themſelues to compaſſe him about: 1 585. 
— — hee told him many thinges ſufficient to make him take ſome Octob. 
rclolutton, 

But it was nothing to the aduertiſements lent him from diners places, 
as that he was incloſed on euery ſide, and that ſhoꝛtly heſhould haue the e- 
ne my to come vpon him with fozces farre vnequall to his: and that it 
was high time to handle his affapzes wiſely without delaying , till to 
mojrow. 

On the other ſide,he was aduerty3ed that the meanes to repaſſe c 
toward Bloys, were cut off , by teaſon that the enemies nigh at hand had 
prevented it, The Mince arrpning at the towne of Salowme,a league 
bepond Saynt Aue, gathered his counſell, and all reaſons waygbed on e⸗ 
uery ſide, he mas tdrneſtly requeſted by all them that were pzeſent,to po 
uide fo the ſafetp of his perſon: the which being conducted in a ſafe place, 
the reſt by Gods helpe would in time find out ſome way of deliuerance. 
22 reaſons whereby hee was perſwaded to take ſome reſolution, wert 

e. 

Firſt, that his retire would be moze honoꝛable to him, and mote ſhame · 
ful to the enemp, then to hazard (as if it were thzoughdiſpapze)vpona bat: 
tell, whereof the iſſue could not bee but very perilous both to his perſon, 
to the whole eſtate ofthe refoꝛmed religion. 

Decondly, that in ſuch extremity and diſfauour , there was gotten ho- 
no2 pnough, by a ſingular grace ef God, to haue auoyded the rage of fo 
great fozces of his enemies, who did hold him as if hee were encloſed and 
compaſſed round about: and to ſnatch from them the gloꝛy which they had 
pꝛomiſed to themſelues already of his death, befoze that euer they durft 

looke him in the face: and that the valoure of noble courage was ſhewed 
as well in anoyding an euident danger, as in the exploits of bactell, 

Thirdly, that the paſſages were not ſo cloſcd vp, but that there was 
| meanes to eſcape to ſome ſafe placz. It was hard tu make him condiſcend 
to theſe reaſons, pet at length conuicted by the way of intreaty and necel⸗· 
ſity, hee concluded to retire. | 

But afoze he would depart, that night with his conſtancye accuſtomed, 
hee tooke oder fo2 the parting or his companies, cuenof his owne houſe» 
hold, The Lozd Daynt Gelayes with ſome of the companies, and part 
of his Gards ſhould goe toward Loyre, totopne with the Lozds Aubiguy, 
and Briſduly, who were gone to ſcarch paſſage towardes Leyre: and 
ſuchof his houſhould ſeruantes as would not, oz could not follow the 
Lob Sapnt Gelays, he directed them torctpze to ſome friendes of his in 
the conntrey , Furthermoze, that the Loꝛd Clermont ſhouldretp2e ſome 
where with his companies, This being done, about x 1. of the clocke at 
night hedeparted witha ſmal company, with che Lods Trimouille, and 
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uantigny', and other gentlemen with few of his chiefeſt houſholdſeruants, 
The wales which he tooke,the courſes which he ranne,the dangers which 
hee paſſed thzough to get tothe Jlandes of Ger»/ey, lying in the narrow 
Deas betweene England & France, what courteſies and Pzincelike inter 
taynment he reccaucd of that great Elizabeth Queene of England, ę how 
with a great number of Mobility and ſhips of war he returned to Kochel: 
alſo with great reioycing of all men he was receaued by them ol Roc hell, 
is the argument of an other booke, which the tyme ſhall pzoduce, 

But here be thꝛee thinges woꝛthyto be noted. Firſt, how God doth lay 
heaup croſles vpon his childzen, and do compaſſe them with ineuitable dan⸗ 
gers (alter mans wiledom) both to make them ſee with the eye how weak- 
ly man is Kayed, which truſteth in the arme of fleſh, and wozldly power. 

Secondly, to make them vuderſtand, how nigh he is vnto them that re- 
poſe theinſelucs in him, and how ſafe that man is, who reſteth vnder the 
ſhadow of his wings, by an aſſured truſt and con ſidence in his pzomilſes, 

Thirdly, to ſhew how manp wapes hee hath co deliver his childzen out 
of thoſe dangers, which in mans reaſon cannot bee auoyded : as this was 
to that end to make them caſt how ſweete his deliucrances bee, to warne 
them thereby to amend their liues, and to walke moze circumſpecly tu 
his wayes, and to bee mote watchful in the inuoc ation of his name, and 
thankſgiuing, 

Ok all ancient hiſtozies,this hath a ſimilitude and liknes of the returning 
ofthe Greeks from Perſia, brought into their countrep by that noble Phi⸗ 
loſopher and Captayne Xenophon, repoztcd by bimſelfe in expedition. Ci- 
Yi mmoris. But to returne to the matter. 

By this tyme, are the Lozds Laual, Boulay, Rohan, the Pꝛince of Cor. 
ae, the Loꝛds Trimowile and Avantigny , by Gods ſpccialfauour deliues 
red, and bzought(as if it wert) by the hand into certayne places of ſafety. 

Nou there remapned the Lozdes Saint Gelayſe, Clermont, and others 
with them, left in the clawes ofthe Lyon and a pʒap to the enemp, to trye 
the ſelfe ſame pꝛtſence of God, aud to be led by ß bands of his Angel out 
of all danger into a hauen ot ſaſety. The head being gone, the reſt within a 
while vaniſhcd away as duſt blowen in the ayꝛe , t that which is maruei 
lous, without the lofſc of any one man ok eccour:t, oz any other that cuer 
could be knowen, tuery one had his life ſoꝛ ſpoyle: which hath made ridicu⸗ 
lous the lx ing pamphlets ſpzead. b oad in Paris, ol the terrible Edzeavful 
oucrthwowokthe Bꝛinte of Conde. But this ſy ot diſcourſe doth tepʒeſent 
all thinges paſſed in that army, | 

Fo? the diſctpa:ton of that armye is not tobe attributed, neyther tothe | 
King, nei her tothe Duke loyeuſc, much leſſt tothe Duke dre ayne, 
to any ather of that ſide, Foz none ofthem al appꝛot hed nigh to the Pꝛince 
ol Conde, ſince his departure from Ludi, not by fiue 8 Gre leages, =

ther din they euer dzaw Swoozd agaynft 


Daint Gelays ſhould take his tourney to ward Mere, a towne vpon the ris 
uer of Loyre,betweene Boy gence and Bleys: in ſo doing, he diſappoputed 
greatly the enemies. and gaue great aduauntage to the Pzince to auoyde 
chetr hands, foz the ſcapt ol the enemies was bis perſon, moze then all the 
teſt: fo2 they cared not ſoꝛ any thing elſe, ſa that they might haue him dead 
92 a liue; ſo eagerly wirre they bent againſt him. But the companies be⸗ 
ing deuided, ſome tooke the ir iourneyto ward Orleans, otheis toward Ner- 
mandie, ſome toward the Mayne, by which meanes the enemies knew not 
which of them the Pzince was in, and ſo the chic feſt power of the enemie 
was in doubt fill, which way to take to ſolom after him: and in the meane 
while, he and his little compante did ſlide into Brun, and from thence 

ouer the ſea into England. | 

The Loe S. Cel, (to ſaue the remnant ofthe armie) erpoſed him- 
ſelfe as a pzapto the enemie that could catch him, notwithſtanding with · 
out the loſſe of any one man: but he eſcaped with his companie which was 
with him, with incredible labours and loſſe of thett carriage and ſtuffe. 

That night therefoze,about twelue a clock, one houre after the depar⸗ 
ting ofthe Pzince, with the gardes ofthe ſaid Pꝛinte, who were about 
thyceſkoze Þarquebuſicrs,he tooke his wap to Vilelniſant, where the reſt 
of the companies were lodged, to take their iourney tothe Chapell Dainc 
e Martin, andfrom thence diflodging together, came to the ſaide Chapel 
one houre afoze day. There were about 500. hoꝛſes of all ſozts, but not a: 
boue 200, fit to fight, and pet of them, whomight haue foughe,mauy ſhould 
daue deen faine to fight on foote, fo their hozſes were readie to fall vpon 
their noſes, and the men but a little nrvze woꝛth. 

The 31. of Daober,they ariued at the Chapell Saint Aar tin verie cas 
filie, and betauſt they needed to baite their hoꝛſes, and refreſh themſelues, 
che inhabitants ſaw their doozes bzoken afoze they were called vp. In that 
vil age the Lozd Saint Gelas/e leatued.that the euening befoze there were 
two men on hozſeback, which ſaide, tha? if there ſhould ariue any men of 
warre, they ſhould not ſtay there, but paſſe further co Orges, And as the 
dap began to appeare, the Lozde Saint ela receaued letters from the 
Lozd Aubigny,wherein het willed them to take the direct way to N. 
where he ſhould meete him. And when they tame thether, the ſaid Lozde 
Aubigny repozted that there were no boates, no any hope to repaſſe Loyre: 
fs: there was 800, Swartrutters of the League, who had lodged at 
Saint Die, a walled cowne,thzce Leagues aboue Bloys,vpon the high way 
to Orleans, where they thought to haue found paſſage, There were alſo all 
along the riuer at Mir de Nonain, Saint Laurence, $ other vilages about 
theriacr,thzee oz foure regiments of footemen ; ſeeming therefoze to them 
an 


Ulheras that night reſolution was taken, that p day folowing,the Loꝛd Oba, 


October. 
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ſulted wich the Lo2de Tittardierc and others, who concluded co goe 
to Orges,and to ſome vilages thereabouts, with commaundement to (80 
iourne there, not aboue an houre and a halfe. 

There was in the Caftellof Oygcs, anolde Gentleman Papiſt, who 
hearing that the Loꝛd Saint Gel«:es was in that companie, deſired to ſee 
him,and toſpeake withhim, and knowing thathis companie was wearie 
and weake, and weather beaten, aſked him whether he went, and what he 
meant to doo with his compante,and ſwearing with a great oath,told him 
that hee was vndone, and that if hee had thee times as many men as hee 
bad, within an houre (ik he ſoiozned there) he and his would bee cut in pies 
ce s., j 

This Gentleman was verp ſtout, becauſe of the Rings e the Leaguers 
foxces,whtch hee knew to bee thereabout: hee ſhewed him that chere was 
great companies, as well on the ſide of the riter , as on the ſide of Beax/e, 
not diſtant from himaboue halle a League nigh the Fozrcſt of Marc he- 
noyre, with this intent to charge that remnant of the armie , which was 
with him: how all the commons had the watch wozd, aud looked to haue 
ſome warning to begin, There was no hope to eſcape being few (and 
they wearic and weatherbeaten ) without any hope of ſuccour. 

The Lozd Boyſduly met nigh 7 two Gentlemen papiſts of his ac⸗ 
quaintance, who ſhewed him the ſelfeſame daungers aboueſapd: and pet 
moꝛe, that neither hee, neither they who were with him were karre from 
ſpople, The Lozd Boyſduly perceiuing, that a Gentleman called la Mot, 
(in whom he had much confidence)knew very well the amaze cf that com 
panie, after aſſurance of amitie fo2 himſelfe , and the Lozv S. Gelays, hee 
certified them that they were in a wozſer caſe than they knew: and that the 
Jn1tnce perceiving that hee had ſo great fozces agaynſt him, had diſſolued 
his armie, and that his perſon was alreadiein place of ſafetie, and almoſt 
all his armie : and that there remapned no moꝛe but that which hee ſawe 
with che Lozd Saint Gelays, who at all aduenture had vndertaken to 
ſaue the reſt. 

La Mot then offered him friendſhip, e his houſes fo2 to retire with ſuch 
of his friends as hee would, but his houſe was diſtant from thence eight 
leagues ; which his courteſie the Loꝛd Boyſduly accepted, 

In thele tertoꝛs, all the troupe (being on hozſcbacke) marched at large 
in a plaine field, not farre from the Caſtle Orges of one ſide, andneere the 
Fonreft of Marc henoire on the other ſide : no man knewe which way to 
turne himſelfe to, noꝛ what to followe; foꝛ a pꝛeſent daunger was on eue⸗ 
ry ſide, The Loꝛd S. Gelays, and other Captapnes with him, were long 
befoze they could conclude of their way. The enemies did appꝛoach and 
held that ſmall companie in ſight; of which being aduerttzed, they _ 

| within 
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within the Fozreſf of Ar chenoire: and being ſomewhat entered within 1 585. 
the ſayd Fozreft, in the high way to Chaſteaudune, the Lozd D,Gelays Oclober. 


thewed them the ineuitable danger whereunto they were fallen; he hewey 
them chat the enemie was to be beguiled, and foz that intent it was expe- 
dient and neceſſarie to denide themſelues into ſmall companyes, and ta 
foilowe diuers waies : and that the Lozd would conduct the parts aſwell 
az the whole, whereſoeuer it ſhould pleaſe him, 

The Loꝛd Aubigay vndertoke to conduct one troupe one way, Cap: 
taine Rycux went another way: ſome tooke the wap to Orleans; others 
d2zawed cowards Paris. A Gena. leman Papiſt which was with the Lozd 
la Mot, tooke with him the Lozd Tifardiere, and the other Gentlemen of 
Poytow,to wham he ſhewed great courteſies, 

The Lozds S. Gelays, Boy(duly, Campoys, Cheſmi, and others, ta 
the number often oz twelne, went vnder the aſſurance of the Lozd Mot, 
the wap to Chaſteaudune in Beauſſe. As it was atraunge thing to ſee the 
diſſipation of that armie without blowes, bloudſhed, oz loſſe cf any man by 
the fight of the enemie : ſo it was a pitifull ſight to ſee the ſeparation of 
the Souldiers from their Captaines ; of the ſeruants from their maſters; 
the ſcruants did caſt away the things which they had grerdily gathered, to 
ſaue themſelues vppon their hozſes, The waies were full of good ſtuffe, 
armes, baſkets, males, apparell,and other things of value: euery one din 
caſt away the things which they had taken from others moze willingly, 
than when they toke it. God did then require an accompt of many diſoz⸗ 
dered perſons, in whoſe hands Manna did rot, which they had greedily 
gathered: Aud it is to be confeſſed, that God teſtified from heauen,that he 
will haue his wozke aduanced by other meanes than by ſuch armes: fo a 
great companie of this armie were not accompanied with pietie and Chzi- 
ſtian modeſtie, On the other ſide, God toke away all matter of boaſting 
and glozping from the enemies: fa; it was a ſtraunge thing, that conſide- 
ring the ſmall diſtance of places, where theſe companies of the enemie 
were, the great multitude of luſtie, freſh, and well furniſhed companies 
which they had, the Countreys and Townes thee oz foure ſcoze leagues 
round about all fauourable to them, hauing compaſſed the others round a. 
bout, yet not one after this ſeparation appeared to fight,noz to aſſault theſe 
8 few men, as he which ourſt not come nigh the ſkinne of a dead 

pon. 

The Loꝛd Saint Gelays, with them of his companie, had ſcarſe gone a 
League in Beauſe, when he diſcouered thzee coꝛnets of Launcers of Itali⸗ 
ans, and Albanoyces, who were from Chaſteaudune marched in god )- 
der, and came trotting fozward at the end of the Fozreſt,whcre the ſeparas 
tion was made, The Lozd Mor(who lead the Loyd Saint Gelars and his 
companie) did feare,and felt himſelfe 5 great daunger (as he * 
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1585. ſuch companie of Hugonets after him: and faining to diſcouer, he fozſake 
Od. ber. his —.— got to a village farre befoze them. 


Lozd S. Gelays and his companie, beleued certainly that thoſe 
troupes came vpon them, and thought themſelues as god as dead, But 
behold, the epes of theſe armed men were ſo blinded by the power of him 
which blinded Bilham the ſonne of Beor, and Elimas the Sozcerer, that 
without pertetuing bim, oꝛ any of his companie, they paſſed by within the 
diſtance of fiftie paces from them: there was onely a barne of a Farme 
betwixt them, and the Lozd S,Gelays tad ſtill in the high way befoze the 
barne. Jt was a wonder that this companie was ſo carried away inviſible 
aut of ſight of that multitude, as if it were in a clowde : and that none of 
the enemies went ch20ugh the high wap, whereby they might haue been 
diſcouered,. Theſc companies of Fealians and Albaneſes went into a vil- 
lage not farre of, where they perceiued ſome hozſes and Harquebuſiers : 
they ſet vpon the houſe where the Lozd Aubigny was, with others, who 
neuertheleſſe toke their hozſes & ſaued themſelues without any domage.. 
Theſe hoꝛſemen found much ſpoile by the way without any man to claime 
it. The Loꝛd S. Gelays riding along inthe champiane countrie of Beauſſe 
coward Chertres, with the Lozd Mot, without k&eping any high way, the 

night being rainie and darke, began to enter in ſuſpition of the ſapd Mot, 
being a Papiſt. So the Lozv Mot returned backe with this opinion, that 

the LozyS.Gelays with his companie, would goe to {bexroles toward 

Orleans: but he toke his journey to /anxile lying betweene Chartres and 
Orleans : and there croſſing the high wap from Pari: to Orleant, paſſey- 
thꝛough many companies ot armed men, who were lodged in Beavſſe, and 
ſo reconered vpon him the Foreſt of Orleans. 

The returning backe ofthe Lozd Mot (as is aboue ſapd) was to play a 
popilh tricke with the Lozd Saint Gelays: foz perteiuing that he was not 
ſtrong enough, be went in the night to gather companie to baue ſet vppon 
them at Cheuroles, and ſo to haue taken them piloners to his aduantage, . 
as he did not diſſemble afterward to ſpeake openly. So that his pꝛołeſſing 
of amitie, was an allurement to dzawe them into his ſnare: fo2 afterwary 
he followed them as farre as Januile with thirtie hozſes in a companie. 

The firft day ol Rouember, with much payne all the day long ranging 
and galloping through the Foꝛteſt, at length they got the banck of Loyre, . 
not farre from the towne of Gen, about midnight. 

The Lozd Mot fo his paynes had many hozſes, but ſpecially one, fo; 
the which was refuſed fonte hundꝛed Crownes. And ſeeing himſelfe dif 
appoynted of his intent, afterward he could not diſſemble to ſay, chat he hos 
ped to haue had fifecene thouſand Crownes ol rannſome-fo2 the Lo S, 
Gelays onelp, which was the cauſe ( ſayd he) that he left the following of 


The 


other Hugoncts, whereby he might haue made himlelle rich. 


ofthe ciuill warres of France. 2.Booky; $2 | 
The Lend Boyſduly was in hope to haue paſſed the riuer, by fauourof 1 585. 
ſome friends which he had in that countrep : but hee was diſappoynted of {ob cy, 
bis hope : which thing put chem in diſpapze both of repaſſing, and of their 
liues aiſs : fo2 the tiuer was beſet with companies of armed men euery 
where; foz at Sexsdy was a great garriſon, which Antragues(gouernour of 
Orleans )had lent All the boates either were retired tothe townes, 
62 to the other ſide ofthe riucr,and the lelfeſame day commandement was 
giuen to all WAater-men and Fiſhers, vppon payne of death either to inke 
their boates, 02 to let them downe to Say. The Lozd Chaſtre (gouer · 
nour of Berry)hadcommaunded to de the like at Sancerre. The Pzouofk 
of Borbennoys and Berry. with companies of Souldiers, did gallop along 
the river ſeeking ſome Hu ftragling, The hozfes of this ſmall 
number could go no moze but a (oft pace, and did fall downe fo2 wearines: 
all things ſeemed contrarp to them, ſo that in that diſpayꝛe the determi» 
ned to baue followed the wap of G:er,02 Briere, townes ſituated vpon the 
bankes of Loyre about Or(cens,where doubcles thep had bien all ſlaine oz 
taken; fo2 all was full ofmen of warre going downe the riner to Orleans. 
But on a ſudden a little bot counning, conducted them to a towne callep 
Omiroer. they went into an June where they ſapd they would baite, 
that they went toward the Lend Antragues, and that they purſued ſome 
Hu who had paſſed ouer the mater. A peaſant vpon theſe wozds, 
(d that they ſhould de ſome god explopt that way) being there 
ſayd, There was peſterday a litle boat beyond the water, which to mozrow 
mulk goe downe ta Sexily : there it is yet, (this was about midnight) if it 
could be had pou might paſſe guickly. They enquiringhow to come by it, 
it was found very hard, the riuer was bzoade, the owner of the boate was 
in bed, the winde was great, and to call him were in vaine, But there was 
peſterdap ( ſayd the peaſant) a quarter of a league off a boate mill, which 
dꝛaweth a little boate; if you could get that you migbt(ſaid he)two oz thi@ 
ofpou paſſe ouer to get the great boate, Mithont further delay they fo · 
ſake the baite, the peaſant was their guide, the ſmall boate was at land, 
-wherewith fewe paſſed to the mill, which was farre in the water, The 
Miller was ſurpzized, who at the firſt reſiſted; foz he ould bee hanged 
( ſapdhe)if hee ayded them: at leugth hee paſſed oner fine of them in his 
ſmall boate, with their [wozds and piſtols in hand, thinking they ould be 
relied : fo2 it was ſayd that ſome Souldiers were on the other ſide ta 
keepe the boate, They twke the boate and the boatman, who withſtoov 
them much; foz it might coſt him his life (as he ſapd) : notwithſtanding 
being enfozced, be went to fetch the reſt of the companie which taped on 
the other ſide, This paſſage ſo vnloked fo, rtuined both men and hoſes, 
fo) neither of them were any moze wearie : ſo that without any taping, 
thep rode two leagues ouerthwart "—_ — 
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1585. a Farme, wherein they ſoiourned the reft of that night.

The 2.0f Nouember they aduaunced toward Bourges, and ſeparated 


tbemſelues, euery one retiring where he thought good. The Lozde Saint 


2 ſoiourned foꝛ a while in Zerry, and after the riuers Creuſe, 

jenne, Cher and Cline, artued at Saint Ihan 2222 Roc hel, about 
the lame time that the Pꝛinte returned out of Exglanad, where hee met the 
ſaid Pꝛinte, with the Loꝛds Rohan, Clermont, Laual, Boulay, & other No: 
bles and Captaines, without the loſſe of one man. Conſidering how 
theſe noble men (but eſpecially the mall companie of the Lozd Saint Ge- 
lays ) were purſued though Beauſe, 5 Forreſt ol Orleans, along the tiutr of 
Leyre, it is a wonder how they did eſcape without leauing a bare behinde, 
fo the hare at Lude was neucr ſo hardly hunted, as this ſmall companie 
was, 

Here we haue to marke well the wozke of God in this Hiſkozie of deli⸗ 
uerance: ſirſt, how the Loꝛd ſer his Angell betweene his Childzen and his 
enemies, ſo that the companies of Cha#teandune paſſed hard by them, in: 
tending tocharge them, and pet being within 50, paces,they could ncither 
— noꝛ heare them, but as if they had been caueted with a cloude, were paſ« 

d ouer. 

Sccondly, beere is to bee conſidered , that the Lowe turned thoſe 
things (by the which they had pꝛouoked God to anger) to their good. Fox 
while the greedie enemies were a gathering the ſtuffe which was caſt a⸗ 
wap, this little weake zus cited companie had time to flide off the hand of 
that enemie, which is mod tuſolent,filthie,crafiie, and pzophane, as is the 
Italian. 

Thirdly,how the Loꝛd did delude the diſſimulation oftheLozd la Mot, 
who vnder colour of amicy, would haue ſnared them either to the ſlaughter, 
02 otherwiſe to their vndwing. 

Fourthly,how when they were cleane gone out of hope of their liues, 
and that it was time the Lozp ſhoulo pull them out of the deepe mire with 
his owne hand, he ſcndeth a bop, oz rather an Angell , Imeane a meſſen⸗ 
ger to direct them. where the meanes of their deliverance ſhould be ſhewep

Lat of all, the Loꝛd did vſe the verie malice ofche enemie,to wit, ok the 
poplon which he did beare to them ofthe religion, to be the meane and the 
guide how to paſſe the riuer, and to deliuer them out of ſo many ineuitable 
daungers, and intollerabe labours, to bing them to a place of ſafetie and 
reſt. 

This is allo a marueilous thing, that the other Souldiours and com⸗ 
panies ſcattered, as duſt blowne in the ayze,repaſſed theriuer e, vpon 
the bzidges of Orleans, Bleys, eAmboyſe, T ours, Saumur, and others, euen 
With their armour, making any excule toſerue their turne, as oe uw | 

emlelues 
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themſelues, when the ſaid byiges were nato wly kept. 1585. 
Now haning ſet the Pꝛince his Nobles, and all his ſcattercd armie in Ottob 
ſafetie,who wil returnc back againe,aud ſee what courſe the Lozds Laual | 
and Boxlay tooke, 5 wet 
It is aide befoze,how chat the 24.0f October, che Lozd Laual was ſent 
by the inte to repaſſe the riuer Lore , which thing hee did very caſilie 
without daunger 02 let, and how the moꝛtow after the paſſage ouer was 
ſcopped by the boates which came downe from Saumur. 
The 25. of Daober, the Lozd Boulay alſo and his companie paſſed at 
Daiut Maturine beneath Saint AMaures Abbey, but that paſſage alſo 
was ſtoppedthe next dap after with boates, which deſcended thether. 
- The 26.dap, Captaine Serpent ſkirmiſhed all the day long, as hee had 
done all night befoze , out of the Abbey Saint Maurs with the enemies,

The Payifts of bigh and low Peytow, 
Conde was compaſſed on eucry ſide beyond Loyre, and ſuppoſing that hee 
was alreadie made ſure , enterpyiſcd to de the like ol the Lom Laual, and 
theſe few companies which were with him. Mberenpon Captaiue Ser- 
pent, ſeeiug that the Pꝛince did not repaſſe, and that the enemie was armed 
vpon the riuet, being out of hope of his returne that wap, diflodged out of 
S. Alaure Abbey where the enemit loone afier lodged, and lop ned him 
ſclfe with the Lozd Laual the 17. day. The LozdLaual notwithſtanding, 
Þ day earlie in the moꝛning, marched toward the paſſage,foz to vnderſtand 
newes of the }Nince, but conſidering the impoſſibilitie of repaſſing, and 
koꝛeſeting that he would take oucr the Countrep, and that if he would tap 
there any time, he was like to be hemmed in by the troupes of high and 
lowe Pe tow, which haſted to ſet vpon him: hee therefoze with Captatne 
Serpent toke his iournep to Saint Iban D. Angely. The ſame day the 
L ozd Boulay (ſeeing as much as is afozeſaid ) folowed after the L. Laval, 
and ouertooke him two Leagues from the riucr, Theſe two companies 
{oyned together. made about 150. boꝛſe, and about 300. Harquebuſiers on 
hozſeback,foz many of their companies had not paſſed, and ſome had tetiren 
where they thought to bee in ſecuritie, They marched with reaſonable 
journeys, paſſing aboue Niort to Saint 1han D. Angely without any re» 
ſiſtance. 

The 29. ol October, they came toDaint aſſure about NViort, where 

they found the hidge which they muſt needes paſſe ouer bzoaken : faz the 

raine was ſo great and continuall, chat it bad made little ſmall bzookeg 

great riuers.and hauing none other way to paſſe, there they made abyzidge 

with cartes, and other ſuch things as were at hand. 

The 30. of October, the Lozd Laual lodged at Fors, and his companies

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The 3 1. of Odober in the mozning, parting thence as· they tooke their 
hozſcs to goe on their iourney,there apeared vnte them ſome L auncicres of 
the enemie,conducted (as it was afterward knowne)by Captaine Mercer 
Albaneſe, who iſſued out of Niort. The Lozd Laual marched alway in bat⸗ 
tellarap,the wap to Saiut /b«», one ly hee ſent ſome to view him, which 
thing Captaine Mercure perteauing, retired without bickering , 

The ſecond dap of Nouember the Lozd-Laual arpued at Sapnt Jh 

where þ company of the Loꝛd Boulay retyzed tuery one where he thought 
good, 
A thing happened woꝛthy ol remembꝛante, the peſtilence being very 
hot in Sapnt Ihn D' Angelye, when the Lozd Laual arrpuedthere, pet at᷑ · 
tcrward there dyednot ſo much as one of his companpes , ua ofthe inha- 
bitantes of the towne. 1 Iu 

As all thinges are gouerned by the pꝛouidente of God, dilpoſing ofthe 
counſelles and actions of men after his owne will; ſo he turned all thinges 
to the bene lite of his childzen, and the pꝛeſeruation of his Church. Foz the 
Pzince,as is aboue ſayd.hauing ſent the ſaid Lo Laual to paſſe to Loyre 
befoze, to fauour the paſſage ofthe reſt of the army, delaying his owne re- 
turne, and in themeane time the riuer beſet by the enemp, ſo it fell 
put, that the ſaydLozdes Laual, and Bowlay , could not tepaſſe to the 
Pince agayne. This great good therefoze the Lozd did dzaw out ofthis 
diſiunction ofthe army, i 

Firſt, here appeareth euidently the gracious loue & fauour, which God 
beareth to bis thildꝛen. Foz the power ol man which was ſo great, the tan 
to; and hatred ſo bot, the ſtomacke ſo eger, the enemy ſpꝛead ſo thicke tue · 
ry where round about, lying in wayt fo them, arZ making their full at 
tount to haue them as in a net, pet could they not take away ont hape of 
their heads, whom God had taken vnder his pzotection, . 

Dccondly, the ſame L 02d was diſioyned from the Pꝛince bya certapne 
counſell of God, to confirme the townes and ſtrong places in Poyrow, and 
Xainttonge, and to let them from reuolting to the enemp, to reſemble the 
companies ſcattered aud beaten, with the bzeaking of that army, to hold 
the enemy in awe : ſo that in ſuch great diſmay and feare of all the coun» 
trey, the enemy durſt entcrp2ize but very litle, oꝛ nothing at all. Foz tuen 
the Duke 4e Mayne with his ſtrong and puiſſant armp paſſing nigh the 
gates of Saynt / han D Angehe durſt neuer ſtap there: although he knew 
well that the towne was not well pꝛouided, and his army being foz Gay- 
enne, there hee might / haue begun to do ſome moe honozable ex ploy t by 
winning Sapnt Ihen, then by Caſtilon. By the which tuents it appea- 
reth, that the p2eſcuce of the ſapd Lozd, and other of his companp did 
grt atly bꝛit le the rage ofthe enempthcre, 80 

Now hauing placed the}2zince, his Nobles, and all his ſcattered 
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ta lalety and reũ fromthe great dangers and labours which they ſuſtayned 1585. 
during the moneth of Daober zwe will returne backe to ſee what in the Ofober. 
meane 3 is done at the liege of Browaze, and tell pou the true repoꝛt 
thereo 
- Thetenthday of October the Lozd Saint Meſmes, who was left there 
to continue the ſiege by the appoyntment of the Þzince, receaued intelli- 
gence how that the gouernoꝛ of Xainites, Corpnak , Engoleſme, and other 
foꝛces ofthe countrep, did flocke together to let vypon them who were at 
Hyers,where they continued the ſiege of Browage : and ſuppoſing himlelfe 
not ſtrong pnough,to reſiſt ſuchfozces as he expected, ſpecially foz lacke 
of hozſemen, fozſooke Hyer-,+ with all his regiments lodged at Aſarennes, 
Mbich thing amazen greatly the Countrey t hee ſent alſo the Lozd la 
Hay at Sapnt /»f to aduauncethe rety2e. 

The ſame dap about foure a clocke inthe euening aryuing at Saynt 
7ſt che Lom Sapne Diſan, and Captayne Bordeaux, with their compa: 
nies offootmen : who ſeeing the inhabitantes of the countrey runne away 
and knowing what had happened, went to Hiers, and they there arrvued 
about midnight, where they found many ſouldiers of Saynt Luke , who 
illaed out ol Browage, had ſet the fire on ſome houſes, and were buſie in 
riſlung, and ranſacking the others: they were ſo heauily charged by the 
— Dian, audBordeaux,that thzp were all epther flaine 
oz taken ers. 
The LozdSayne Meſmes aduertized what had paſſed at Hyeri, and of 
the new ſupply come to him, returned with the companies to Hyert, aud 
continued the ſiege twenty vapes longer, during the which cyme were ge- 
uen many ſkirmiſhes, and many on both ſives flapne and taken. But at 
length the ſayd Lozd Sapnt Meſmes knowing that the Pꝛince had paſ- 
ſed Loyre, and looking not fo2 any ſuccour,and that many repoztes going 
abzoad of his ill ſucceſſe , and that many Souldisurs did daplp depart and 
other waxed laynte, & that aduertiſementes came ofthe ſuccoz , which the 
gouernours ofthe aboueſapd Townes would geue to Zrowage, and that 
they intended toencloſe him and his companies, in the Jles (as it had ben 
an eaſy thing to do) with the aduiſe of his Captapnes, determined to raiſe 


ſiege, 

Hee ſent alſo tothe Lom Ranques, who was left to command in the 
Ile of Oleron,to aduertize him, that hee was pyeſſed to retp2e, willing 
him to repay2e to him, that they might retyꝛe in aſtronge companyto pye- 
uent further milfoꝛtune. Do the 2. day of Nouember, he rhyſed the ſiege, 
and cooke his iourney towards Charuant. At the paſſage whereof was 
great diſozder, which cauſed that at a place called Lonpin, part of the car- 
riage was taken by the enempes, and many Souldiers lead awaypztſon- 
ners, the reſidue rr * 
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The Lo Ranques , notwithſtanding remayned in Oleror with the 
Nauall armp vntill the tenth of Nouember: during the which time hee ſenc 
to Rechellto haue ſuccour,as wel ſoꝭ » ſafety of the Naup,as ofthe Jland. 
But when hee could obtapne nothing, the inhabicantesalſo ſuppoſing that 
all had been loſt fo2 the diſcomfiture of the Pzince was bzuted wich great 
amplifications by the Lozd Saint Lebe) ſhe wed vnto Ranques that theyꝛ 
cuſtome was to giue place to the ſtranger, which cauſed the ſazd L ond to 
determine vpon the retyying ol bis fleete, 

This alſo made him the moze willing, becauſe he had diſcouercd'/one 
Countie,and a Franciſcane Fryer, who had been alwaies during the ſiege 
hidden in che Jlaud, who were ſent to the Lozv Saynt Luke, co pꝛactize 
with him agapult the ſayd L ozd Ranques, whom when he would haue pu- 
niſhed, they of the Jland withſtood him, ſo that fearing the wozſt he rety⸗ 
ted to Roc hel not without danger of his life, 

Me haue ſhewed how the Dꝛagon had ſpued floods of waters to own 
that vertuous and godly Pꝛince, his Noble s, and his litle companp, and 
how they fledde into the wildernes, where God had pzepared vnto them a 
place of ſafe refuge and reſt fo a time, and how the armpibefoze Zrowage 
is bzonghe to Saint /ban D' Angelye and Rochel, Now while thele frat» 
tered companies are at reſt, and pjeparing agayne to meet together, wee 
will ſce what explopts were done in divers places of theRealme. 

It is ſapd, how the Lozv Saint Meſmes(at the departing of the Pꝛince 
of Conde)had the charge ofthe ſiege of Browage, Now the Lond Mati 
who cõmaunded fo) the Ring in G=yex»e,vnderſtanding that Saint Lake 
was hardly pzeſſed, and that the Pzince taking his journep to Angers, 
had left a ſmall company to continue the ſiege of Zrowage, determined 
to oppꝛeſſe them: and about the latter end of: Daober from Zoxrde- 
aux tooke tight hundzed hoꝛſemen, foure thouſand footmen, with foure 
double Canons. and arrpued in Xainfenge about the third of Nouember: 
which vndcrſtanting that they of Hiers had rapſed vp the ſiege, and had re⸗ 
retyzed to Roc hell, and S. [han D' Angelye ſoiouted neuertheles in Lan- 
dtenge, ſetking and watching the oppoꝛtunity to do ſome peece of ſernice, 
making ozdinary courſes toward S. han 4* Angely and T ailkebowrg, 

The Loꝛd Laual about the eight of November, adue1tized that the Lozd 
Matignon was in the field(not farre from the town) with all his hozſemen 
and ſome footemen , iſſued out of S. Iban about two leagues from the 
towne: he encountered the ſapd Matignon: they ſaw one ancther ſo nigh, 
that the Lozv Chargoys (who did leade the light hozſes of the ſoyd Loꝛd 
Laual); was about to cherge the cnemp, when hee was warned, that hee 
ſþould have to do with all the foztes of the enemy, which were fixe tymes 
as many as all that the Loyd Laual had. That inequality of fozces cauſed. 


Zim to dzaw backe towards Saint Iban with all his companyes in 9 an 
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onder, as the enemp durſt neuer ſet on him, though he purſued him within 
a quarter ofa league ofthe towne, 

It is ſayd befoze,how that the Pzince in his iourney to Angers, paſſing 
though T «illeboxrg (which is a towne ſituated vpon the fall ofthe Riuer 
Botonne into Charante) left there in the Caſtell much plate and ie wels, 
with ſome pecces of Artillery, and much ſtufte and carriage of the Lozdes, 
who accompanted him tn his tourney, That Caſtel is ſtrong by ſituation, 
and on diuers ſides inacceſſible ſituated vpon arocke, compaſſed with the 
towne, other wiſe not ſtrong. The houles fo2 the moſt part are builded ac 
the foote ofthe rocke , The ſaid Caſtell is foꝛtifyed with placfozmes by 
nature, and do commaund on eucryſyde as well ouer the Towne as ouer 
the fielves , Charante of one ſide doth waſh the foot of that rocke , There 
is a faxe and tommodious bꝛidge to paſſe ouer the riuer. All theſecircum- 
ſtances, with the diſfauonroftheeime,gaue Matygnon great deſire to poſ- 
ſeſſe that place, Pet the ſpeciall commaundement which hee had from the 
Ring to ſeaze vpon the Mother and the Daughter, vzged him the moze to 
attempt vppon that Caſtell, chat ſo he might ſtop the mariage begun. 

It happened about the thirteenth of Nouember, that the Lo Matyg- 
non was commaunded to rety2e toward nne, to mette the Counſels of 
the Uicount Turcnne, who with (ix thouſand Souldiers was in Limoſin, 
and had taken the City of Triſen q fo2 ſome other occaſid, hauing conclu- 
ded with the Duke 4e Arne tomeete with all their foxces in Ageneys, to 
ſtop the paſſages of Garonne to the Ring of Nauarre. 

But afozehis departure out of Yainfonge, he tooke oꝛder fo) to ſurpꝛiſe 
the ſapd Caſtell: to bee placed in th: Towne the Captapne Beaumont, 
with foure companyes of ſouldiers, vnder colour of keeping of the bꝛidge, 
hepomilſed to the ſayd Ladie Trimouille all fauour and ſafety, but it was 
without any effect. Fo they that were left there wid firſt wozke all ſubtill 
meanes which they could deuiſe to get the poſſeſſion of the Caſtell: and 
when truſt would not pꝛeuaile, they turned to foxce, Foz they planted a 
Barricado befoe che gate, aud chere placed a trong Gard, blocked the 
entreyes into the ſayd Caſtell, ſuppoſing by theſe meanes to feare the ſain 
Lady,and ſoto-enfozce her co peeld her ſelfe aud the place,conſidering that 
there was but few men within to alliſt her. The enemies not diſſembling 
any longer , ſhot with their Peces continually agaynſt them that were 
within the Caſtell : and to do it moze ſafely on they) part, lodged theme 
ſelues in the neereſt houſes to the Caſtell, which they pearced, and made 
them to ſcrue lo; trenches. | 
They within the Caſt: I reſiffed this foꝛce with ſhoe of ozvinance,& did 
rowle great heaup Nones vpon the-howſes, to beate them downe. The 
ſkirmiſhes did dure fine days. wag 
The lady Trimouille in that neceſſity or” to aducrtize of — 
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fozce done to her:the Loꝛd Laual, who was at Sapnt I han, and p)aped him 
to ſend her ſuccour. The inuention by the ſubtilty ok the ſaid ladie was, 


Nouemb. that thee fapned to dꝛiue out of the Caſtell certayne pages of the Pꝛince, 


which the Lozd Fredericke his chamberlayne had there with him. They 
gaue aduertifement to the lo Lauall what had paſſed at Tlrhunge, alſo of 
the meanes how to enter into the Castell. 
The 20. dap at night, captaine Pickard came out of A nctes, with 120. 
wit hhim into the towne foꝛ ſuccour. | 5 
The 21. the Loꝛd Laual with the Loꝛds Saint Meſmes, g ouernour of 
Saint 7-4» and Bonlay, aud others determined to reſcue the ſaid Lady, and 
taking about one hundzed aruied men, and foure hundꝛed Hatrquebuſiers, 
after dinner tooke their tourney toward Talebox7g,and about twenty men 
of armes did alight downeon the ſive of the waren, and entred into the 
ditch, which is betweene the towne andthe Caſtell, (folowed with a cer⸗ 
taine number of ſhot) and furiouſly charged the enemie in diners places. 
In the beginning, the enemies defended themſelues ſtoutelp, as well out of 
the houſes as out ot the Trenches, which they had planted at the gate of 
the Caſtell, They ofthe Caſtell (perceauing that ſuccour was come to 
them) leaueled their artilerie, partlie againſt che Trenches, partly again 
the houſes, among whom, the houſe of one Border was cleane beatt᷑ dowy; 
The diuers charges began to amaʒe the enemtes, which without long re« 
ſiſtance, began to looke how to ſaue themſelues, and their fines by flight oz 
otherwiſe, There were found dead olß enemies ſive, about. ſcozemen,of 
our ſide onely ſire : many were taken, the other were put ta flight, wherof 
the night — — marches e the'riuer ſaued many:the woũded 
and pꝛiſoners fly intreated, many were ſent away without 
ranſome, and eſpecially the Captaine Beau Mont, and Roke and others; 
which were of commaundement, during the ſkirmiſh within the towne, 
the L ozd Laual remained without the cowne in battaile aray,vpon the high 
way to Xamies,and from thence diſcouered ſome of the enemies, who 
were iſſued out of the gates of Tailebourg, with their colours, and ſought 
to ſaue themſelues. The ſaid Low commaunded his bzother, the Lowe 
Ryeulx to charge them: who with twelue hoꝛſes ſet on them, whereofmas 
ny were killed, ſome wounded, and ſome taken with foure enfignes, 
The enemies being thus beaten,the Lady Trimouil gratifted the ſaid 
L od Laual with the other Noble men, who had accompanied him, foz the 
aſſiſtance giuen her in ſuchaconuentent time. And although that befoze, 
ſhe would not ſuffer any further foꝛtes then ſhe had to enterintothecaſtell, 
pet ſhe admitted them in now: andſo they aduiſed befoze their departure, 
of the meanes how to pꝛeuent like i neces, and that it was better, 
chat this place ſhould be kept by them refoꝛmed religion, tothe which: 
the ſaid Lady had no great fantaſie. Notwichſlanding,Capcaiee 2 
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Leuttnant of che }zinces gardes , with certaine Harquebuſiers wan · 1385, 
poynted to keepe the ſaid Caſtell, andafterwardthere was ioyned to him Neuem b. 


the Loyd Boulay. 

It is ſaide befoze,how the Ring vnderſtanding ofthe Pzinces going to 
Angers, with much ados ſent the Duke De Mayne ont of Paris fo; 
Guyenne,with a mightie armie, that all with one voyage hee mighe helpe 
toincloſe vp the Pince, and alſo in his abſence to inuade Pytom and 
Xainftonge pꝛouinces of Guienne, fo; which he was apoynted. Who ta 
king his tournep from B/eys (after the Princes armie was deſſolued at S. 
lonne ) to Poitiers, under the colour of the lying in of his Wife, ſoiozned 
there thzce weekes,to ſeduce that great and populous Citietohis faction, 
and at length when. he could not obtaine his purpoſe, by diucts expꝛeſie 
commaundements from the Ring, hee departed about the fiftceath of Xs 
nember, And boaſting , that within thzee moneths , hee would roote 4 
the Hugonets out of Guyenne and G/coyne,hauing that mightie armie as 
we baue (aide befoze : in his way, he cooke by ſurrender Laſignen and Me- 
le and paſſing by Saint Iban, hee ſent a few hozſemen beyond the bꝛidge 
Daine /«/0» ,in the ſight of the towne, intending by that ſmall number, to 
dzaw the L 02d Laual tofight, who (he thought) would haue iſſued out and 
purſued thoſe fozerunners: hethought alſa, that the ſaid L 02d Laual would 
haue paſſed thebzivge Saint /x/co», and to haue taken him in ambuſhes 
with the whole compante of his hozſemen , who did lie in a wood and a 
dingle on the other fide of the bzidge, which the ſaid Lozde Laual could not 
haue repaſſed without hazard there to haue beendiſcomfited, The Lom 
Laual diſcoutring the light hozſes iſſued out of the towne, but not after the 
minde of the Duke. Foz hauing put a good garde vpon the bzidge, he ſenc 
#few light hozſes ontly to view the enemie,and ozvered the reſt ol his men 
ofarmes,andÞarquebuſiers in battell arap, vpon the banke of che riuer,in 
the view of the enemie, which lceing that he ventured, not raſhlie, retyzed 
withont attempting any thing. 

About the 28. the Duke De Mayne with his armie lodged about the 
towne of Saint Ihan. The Lozd Chaſlegay, enſigne bearer of the Loꝛd 
Laual, accompanied with the Lozd Orges,and fine and twenty hozſes moze 
with him, ilued out to ſkirmiſh with the armie of the Duke, They met 
nigh Yare7e- alittle towne not karre viſtant, twentie Launciers of the t 
nemie, folo we d at band, by two hunde red men of warre, French, and /rals- 
ans. The ſa ide Chaſſegay was charged with theſe troupes, and pur ſued 
to the budge, where hee ſtayed in the face of the enemie, to fauour the re- 
traite of i is men, but there he was beaten downe, and taken pziſoner with 
ſome others : they which ſaued themſelues, gaue the alarum in the to wur, 
the foxces whert ol iſſued out, but the enemie hav retired, | 

About the latter end of Oecember, the Duke mieting with the Mucpal 


Matignon 
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Matjgnon about Ceignake, at length parted a ſunder, and the ſayd Ma⸗ 
: tignon went to Baurdeauæ : but the Duke being rid of che companie of 
Neuemb. Matignon, who would bee but a let vnto bim to bing to palle his intents, 
twke his iournep to ſpoꝛt himlelfe through Peri gera, Limeſin, Querey, and 
Agennoys,at the charges of the Pꝛieſts, and cxpeaces of the holy ad, ha« 
uing a great deale of money, euen ſo much as the Sacraficers could (pare, 


to recreate himſeife, when hee ould finde bimlelte wearie of winning of 
Cu ies and frong Holds in thoſe countrcys, 4 
It is ſapd befoze, how that after the publication of the Edict in Julp, 
the Uicount Turenne had aſſembled ſome fozccs, partly out of his owne 
land in Limoſin and Perigord,and partly many Noble men and Captaines 
of the countreps absut had repayzed vnto him. Foꝛ the perſecutions had 
infoꝛced many, as well Gentlemen as others , to fuzſake their houſes ta 
take armes, and to repap2e ta ſuch Pzouinces as were of ſare acccſle vnts 
them. This was the cauſe that Noble men aud Gentlemen trom about 
Paris, Gaitinoys, Niuerneys, Countries betweene the rivers of Leyre any 
Seyne, (which purpoſed to repapze to the Ring of Nau ) iopned them⸗ 
ſelues with the Loꝛd Jurenne, who within a ſhozt ſpace grew to the num: 
ber of ſixe thouſand, | ine 
CWith this power the Aicount Turenne kept the field in Limoſin ſ Pe. 
rigord- and about the time that the Pzince departed from Bremage to his 
lournep to Angers, letters came vnto him fromthe ꝛince, by the which 
he willed him to dꝛawe neere Browage to fauour the ſiege thereof, Uppon 
the receipt of theſe letters, the Loꝛd Turenne called his counſell together, 
to knowe what was tobe done, There was then reaſoned among them 
ofthe neceſſitie ol his p2eſence at that fiege, On the other ſide, aduertiſe⸗ 
ment was giuen that the armie of the League (onder the condug of the 
Duke de Ane) was dzawing nigh toward G=yerne, (although it was 
not pet ſcatſe ont of Paris) aud that the ſame was beaten with divers diſ· 
ſeaſes, (and among others the Swillers) which made them conclude, that 
occaſion might be giuen to wozke ſome god exployt vpon that armie; and 
if not diſcomſited, vet greatly it might be moleſted, Agapne,he had receas 
ued letters ofthe Ring of Nauarre, who aduertized him, that he was at 
the poynt to depart out of Bearne to Bergerake mard in Perigord, and ther» 
foze warned him to be in areavines,that(ifneede ould be)he might ioyne 
with his Paieſtie. So that conſidering all theſe waightie occaſions, he 


could not ſaccour the ſiegr of Zrowage, ſtaping fo2 the Duke de Mayne, 


and expecting the Ring of Nuuarre his comming, Oe had many good oc⸗ 
caſtons ta enterpꝛiʒe vpon certaine Townes in Limoſin, as vpon the Citie 
ef Trile, Brune la galiardt, and others in thoſe quarters, Trile is a Citie in 
Limoſin, àa Biſhops ſeate, ſituated in a valley, compaſſed about with high 
billes, which dw commaund the Towne It hath chzee fapze ——_ 
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bout it, and there is a little river named Veſtere, which waſhing the walls 1585. 
paſſeth by the Suburb, which is greater than thecitie, Therein is a Frie: Naucmb. 


rie of the Franciſcans, which is incloſed about with a Nrong wall, and foz 
that cauſe the inhabitants had retpzed and committed their goods eo the 
Fricrs keeping: which thing fell out very ill ko them, The high ſuburbe 
is like the firſt in greatnes ; the third is leſſer than the other twaine, 

The 8.day of Nouember the Lozd Choupes, with a great number of 
Gentlemen and Souldiers, ſet on the lowe Suburbe, The Lozd Turenne 
(who commaunded ouer the Harquebr:ſiers which came out of France) 
ſtaping at the Franciſcans houſe, which is ſituated at the ende of the Sub» 
urbe, ſet the gate on a fire, and vppon occaſion catered further euen to the 
Trenches, which they of the Towne had made: and after long ſkirmiſh» 
ing and killing of ſome of both parts,wonne the ſame. 

The high Suburbe at the ſame time, by other companies (as they were 
appopnted)was alſo aſſaulted, which they of the Suburbe did reſiſt at the 
Trenches : but at length enkoꝛced, did retpze within the Towne, They of 


the Towne being beſteged all round about,vefended themſelucs vpon the 


walls (without iſſuing out at all)foz the ſpace of ſixe daies. 


The 13. day of Nouember were applied two peeces at the gate, which- 


made ſome wap to enter in: but they of the Towne did their endeuour to 


defend the bꝛeach; which being not aſſaultable, the aſſault was giuen ouer, - 


The ſiege continuing, many of the Towne were aine : which cauſed the 
reſt/fearing to bee fozced ) not to refuſe the perſwaſions of Amaury, who 
counſeled them to capitulate, Hoſtages being giuen of both ſides, the 
Rings Lieutenant (with ſome of the chiefeſt Citizens) came fozth to the 
Loꝛd Turenne , who was lodged at the gray Friers ; the agreeinent was 
long debated, and at length concluded. 

The 16,dap of Nouember, they of the Towne conſented to redeme 
the Towne, and the ranſaking of their houſes, with a certaine ſumme of 
money, Furchermoze, it was agrd that a Captaine ſtranger, with ſuch 
as were left of his companie (foz molt of them had been ſlaine) ſhould goe 
foꝛth out of their Towne, and they ſhould receiue Captaine Amaury. 
This Captaine Amaury was he cf all the armie whom they feared moſt, 
and pet did they requeſted to haue him, whom they receaved faz their go⸗ 
uernour; and there he remapned in that charge vntill the comming ot the 
Duke de Mayne. 

About the x0,of December (conſidering that the place was not ſuffi⸗ 
tient to reſiſt ſuch an armie)he gaue ouer the Towne into the hands ofthe 
Citizens,and within fewe dayes after was flaine, as followeth, Tithin a 
while after the taking ofthis Citie, the Lozd Turenne retired his compa⸗ 
nies in garriſons in places of greater tmpoztance, | 

The 25. ol December, Amaury was aduertized that the Lozd Sacra- 
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from Turenne with a companie ot Harquebuſters, to lay in ambuth : and 
as he aduaunced himlelfe,one of his owne Souldiers (tw haſtie co hate) 
him by miſfo2tune and killed him, and after they retyzev 
fo I urenne. 
The Duke de Mayne ſpoztinſx himlelfe, made good chiere at dp1iefts 
coſts, (but it was no matter, fo holy Roode did pap fo} all) and doth cons 
auer Kingdomes in Perigerd and Limon: and about the 27. ol Deceme 
ber take Iſontignake le comte, an olde Towne and ruinous Caſtle belong · 
ing to the Ring ol Ne. ſhe twke alſo Beaulieu, ſuch a Fot as nu man 
( which bath any ſkill in warlike affayzes) would make any accompe of, 
Aud ten daies after, the inhabitants(who were al of the refozmed religion) 
—— their Towne with one thouſand Crownes, which were payed 
to Antefort. ; 
About che 17. ot December the Duke 4e Ane recouered Trile, which 
the Lo2d Turenne had cauſed Amaury to ſurrender into the hands of che 
inhabitants about ten daies befoze,becauſe that place was not defenſabl?, 
The D. de A ayne atlength perceining þ his p2aciſes againſt the Cities 
and Townes of Limoſin ę Perigerd would not frame, determined to paſſe 
the riuer Der donne at Souliake into Quercy leauing behind him Aforforr,a 
firong place, and many other Townes and Holds, becauſe hee could not 
carrie them away with him. 
It is ſapd befoze, how chat the Ring of Nauarre in Auguſt laſt, went 
into Languedoc to D. Paul de Cadcionx, where he met with the Pzince of 
Conde, and the Duke of Monmorency, to aduertiſe them of their defence, 
The ſayd King remayned afterward m Berne, in great ſilence and quiet» 
nes, viewing how farre all this league and vnion would pꝛoceede, expecs 
ting the p2oducing of ſome lamentable euents, and (as if it were out of 
bis watch) would become of the thz& great armies pzepared foz Gzyenne, 
nedocł and Daxlphine: and(being hidden vuder the wing of the mot 
bigh) muſed what would bee the end of the fierte thzeatnings and bzagges 
of his — patiently cher inſalentcie, euen to the danger of his 
owne perſon. 

It is alſo ſayd, how chat che Leaguers had pꝛocured ancxcommunicas 
tion from Frier Sixtus vicar of Rome, againſt the Ring of Navarre, ę the 
Pzince of Conde, there withall (and with the ſedicisus inuaighing of the 
Jeſuits aud F tiers) to make them odious vnto the people, whoſe liues 
they could not touch, neither by violence, noꝛ by any hapnous ac, It is 
ſayd alſo, hom the Senat of Pris gane their iudgement (by the way of ave 


monition) to the Ring againft the ſayd excommunicaion, the him-

ſwert to bee ſet and fixed vpon the cozners of the ſtreates in Rgwe, where

Secondly, whereas the ſayd franticke Sixtus dooth lap hereſle to his 
charge , and preſumpcuonflpcalleth himhcrecicke, the ſayd Ring in one 
- wo2d doth anſwere, that he maliciouſly and moſt impudently (with reue« 
tence ol his goſe cap be it ſpoken)doth lye.. 
Thirdly;the ſayd Ring doch charge the beggerly Frier Sixtus to be an 
hereticke himſelfe, and vorh-pzofferto aue him(o in a generall Counſell 
lawfullp aſſembled, | | 
Fourthlp, be doth declare him Antichziff,and as bnto ſuch a one he doth 
denounce a perpetuall and frreconciliable warre , vucill that the fniurie 
done to the houſe of France be ſatilfied, 
Fiftly,he aſſureth bumſelſe in God, that (as heath aſſiſted his pzede- 
reſſozs, and made them able to chaſtize ſuch ſawcie companions, as he is, 
when they haue foꝛgotten their duetie, and paſſed che bounds of their vo. 
tation, tonfounding tye eteleſtaſticall power with the ciutll) : So he tru» 
ſeth in God, that being nothing inferiour vnto them, God will make him 
able to reuenge the itiurie offered to the Ring, Crowne, State,andPar- 
liaments of France. 2 6 
Laft of all, hee dooth imploze all Chziftian Rings and Potentates, all 
States,alied andconfederaced with che Crowne of France, to aſſiſt him, 
to tepꝛeſſe the raging tp2annie and damnable vſurpation ofthe ſayd Ftiet 
Sixtus, and of all Leaguers, and conſpiratozs agaynſt the Crowne of 
France. Mo much alſo doth p2oteſt Henry of Bourbon Pzince of Conde. 
This anſwere of the Ring of Nexarre being ſized (as is ſapd inthe oz 
dinary places of Nome, where ſuch-watinges are wont to be ſet) did not 
moue Frier Sixtus to repentance : but as being Igaovd\þNoc, did caſt him 
into feare ſo deeply, that he ſendeth not longafter a Cozieroto the Duke 
Momorencye tu excuſe the matter, and tu remoue the fault from himſelfe,

Nonemb, Alſo, that ſuch as will be reduced to Popery, he is willing to pardon e

The 19, of Nouember, the Shauelinges, Cardinals, and Biſhops, 
made a long cxhoztation to the King by Sir Emare Henekin Biſhop of 
Saynt Bryex, a citye in Britayne. Jn the ſame loug and tedious oꝛation. 
Sir Henekin firſt did ſhew him the duty of Ringes toward the holy 
Church , to wit, to magniky it to the vttermoſt of his power. 

Note. Marke this Chaiſttan Reader, that by the name of Church,. he meaneth 
the ſhauelings;and by the duty ol Rings toward the Church, he (although 
in other woꝛdes ) goeth about coperſwade the Ring to peeld himſelfe pꝛi⸗ 
ſoner to theit willes and affections: and to make it ſhozt, to let them haue 
what they would haue, and to appꝛooue whatſoeuer they would doe. 

Secondly ,he teacheth the Ring that it is the holy Ghoſt, who hath in⸗ 
ſpired him to make the edict of vnion. 

Note. To make the edict of vnion, was to repleniſh his kingdome with blond, 
muzrther, and deſolation, and to yeeld his authozity into the handes of trai⸗ 
terous conſpiratours of the League: this is a wozke of inſpiration of the 
holy ghoſt, by Sir Henekynhis diuinity. ell ſayd Sir Henckyn,goe 
too, this is good ſtuffe. 

Thirdly,hee blameth the Ring, that heretofoze he hach not ſwewed cru · 
elty ynough agaynſt them ofthe reloꝛmed, but hath ſu flered them to haue 
the liberty of they? religion, by his edictes of peace: but now he truſteth, 
= hauing reuoked the edict ofpeace) he would play Pyrgopolynices in

Note. Were Sir Henckyn ſheweth whoſe ſonne hee is, bzeathingnorthing 
but murther , and whole ſcholler,to wit, Antich)ilt of Rome, which is the

Fourchlp, after bzeachof the edict of peace , Henekyn hopeth that the 
Ring will play the man, and that all thinges ſhall goe well. 

Note. {ere Sir Henekyn dooth ſuppoſe, that all thinges ſhall goe well,

About the 30. of Mouember, the Ring of Nauarre being at Bergerak, 
and vnderſtanding that his patiencie had kindled the rage ol his enemies, 
and his moderatenes had increaſed the inſolencie of the Leaguers, and 
that after the diſpearſing of the Pꝛinces armie, the crueltie of the edict of 
vnion, and declaration thereof, the 7. of Detober was euery where cxecu: 
ted, with pzolcriptions, murthers, loſſes of gods, dignities andhonours, 
dooth make an edia thzoughout his gouernement of Guierre, to be txetu⸗ 
ted: wherein hee ſheweth, that whereas his lene patience and moderate« 
nes had ſerutd nothing, but to increaſe the outragious exceſſes and cruel- 
ties of the ſeditions andrebclls,he is infozced to folow the courſe and oꝛder 
folowing.

there is a towne in Pojrow,called Niort, great and rith, where the faires 
and martes ol the countrep beyond Leyre are kept, This towne had ben 
feduced of long time, and of alltownes in France moſt earneftly adiged to 
the League: there of all places, and in the townes thert abouts, they began 
molk crue lly to perſecute the Church, which was aſſembled at Saint Ge. 
lays, in the which perſetution, many bowed downe the knee to Baal. 
Therefoze, about the 20,8f December, Lewis Blachiere, Þafto) of that 
Church, hauing retired to Roc hel, and vnderflanding ths fail of many in 
that heate of perſecution,wziteth a letter to raiſe chem that are fallen, and 
to binde that which was dzoken.

Alla, by what meanes, p1aciſes, and wicked counſcll, the Ring was 
d}awne to iopne friendſhip and at mour, and to de uide his kia gdome with 
them whome hee a little befo2e, had declared rebels and traitors. 

Chat edicts, declarations, iniunatons, the Ring afterward ſet out in 
fauour ofthem,agaiuſt the refozmed religion. 

The atemp:es of Merceur in the Lowe Peyteu, the exploytes done by 
the Prince of Conde in XamFonge, Poytow,aud his voyage bey und Loyre, 
to Auers, and the ſucteſſe of that vopage : the exploytes done by the Uts 
count Turenne; the comming ofthe Duke De Nl ayne, with his arwie, 
and all his conqucſt in Perig ord, and Limoſin. 

Now will we begin the third Booke with the beginning of Jannarit. 
The firſt dap of Jannarie, the Ring of Na*erre being at Mentohan, a 
titie in Quzercie, wote letters vnto all the lates of France, and firft of all 
vnto the ſacrificing Pzieſts, commonlie called the Cleargie, in the which 
he pzoteſteth, firſt „* he hath vſed toward all men, e · 
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1588. utu ia the middle ol warre, and that hee hath often times remitted ſundyie 
[apxrie, and great iniuries done to him, in reſpect of the publick peace. 

DSeccondly,he complaincth of them, that they doo aſliſt with their power 
and meanes them, who making their ambition, a zeale toholp Church,and 
the reueuging of their pꝛiuat diſcontentments with a publick warre, haue 
ſet the wholerealme in a miſerable cumbuſtion, 

Thirdly, hee letteth them vnderſtand, that he fearcth neither their mo⸗ 
nep, theit names, noꝛ the armes of bis enemies, but pittpeth the ſtate of 
the poozte people, who doth ſuffer all the oppzeſſions and miſerics which 
will enſue theſe enterp1i3es of his enemies. 

Fourthly,he th1eatneth them, that they who Chould be the vpholders of 
peace, and the ſuppont of the pooze people, ſhall anſwere befoze God, foz 
all the blodſhed, confuſions, vices, and miſeryes which the warte carpcth 
wich it, fo) entertapuing with their meanes, and noziſhing with their 
goods 2 this vniuſt and damnable warre, wich the diſozders which inſue 
thereof, 

Fifelp, heepzoteſtech that hee hath pzoffered himſelfe to be tryed by a 
conference and diſtentation in a freecounſel, but they haue pjeferredwar, 
fire and ſwoꝛd befoze theſe good, lawbable, and ozdmary meanes of confe- 
rence, which is moſt wozthp ofman, F 

Laſt of all, be ſheweth them that this warre is moſt vawozthy of Chi- 
lliaus, but ſpecially ofſuch as do pꝛt tend to bet teachers and Doctozs of 
the Goſpell, and committing his innocency and juſt cauſe to God, war 
neththem, that the dangers of warre are common as well to them as to 
him and his: ſo maketh an end wich them. 

Unto the Mobility hee rehearſeth the ſumme of all thinges paſſed cuer 
ſince the raiſing vp ofthe League, 

Fir, bow that in the middeſt ofpeace, theſe torres are bꝛed and bozne, 

Secondly, he rcciteth with what patience he hath bozne all the injuries 
p2offeredvnto him by the Leaguers, who haue made him the ſubiect and 
ſcope of their warre, 

Thirdly, he putteththem in remembyance of all the Rings actions bee 
foze the edict of vnion, how the Ring declared them rebels, and perſwaded 
them, as ſuch in all his courtes of Parliament. Andhow they, to wit, the 
Nobility , haue been armcdagapnſt the Leaguers, and that all theſe act(- 
ons of the king did p2oceed out of a good and ſound judgement & free wil, 
without any compulſion, 

He willeth them to remember alſo, how on a ſudden alltheſe thinges 
daue been chaunged, and the kinges will not chaunge, but partly enfozced, 
and partly by the craftofthe enemies, with ill counſell induced to contra · 

y actions. SZ 

Fourthly. he complapneth ofthe iniuries done to them ol the ___ 

religion 
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religion, who herecofoze had beene ſuffered with liberty of he free exerciſe 1 586. 
ofthe ſame, without any offence bythem geuen, and armed by the kinges /annarce, 


authozicy againſt the Leaguers, now to be condemned in reſpece of their 
religion, as guilty of capitol tryme. | 

Fiftlp , hee declarech how foz the auopding the calamities incident co 
warre coſatiſfy vnto the Leaguers, he hath vebaſed himſelſe ſo farre vnder 
bis degree, as to p2offer to the heads ofthe League, the combat to be per · 
fozmed by himſclf in perſon, o by moꝛe, number to number, as by the avs 
uet ſary it ould bee accepted. 5 LRU 

Dixcly, he letteth chem vnderfand, that hee feareth not their armes. 
whereof he hath had the experience ſo long time, whereby he knoweth well 
what they are able to do. | 

Laſt of all, hee cannot but lament their bloud which they haue, and do 
ſpill againſt him, foz whole ſeruice they ſhould haue teſerued it in ſtoare. 

But ſpeciallp this doth greeue him, that in the lot ol the battell he map 
not diſcet ne them whom in mind hee diſcerneth from his enemies. 
Uuto the third eſtate he miteth to the ſame purpoſe, as he hath done to 
the Nobility, and beſides ſheweth vnto them firſt the hozrible miſtries 
which they haue ſuſtained by the ciuill warre, and what confuſſions are like 
toenſue of theſe troubles. He ſhewethallo how the end of all che fozmer 
wars hath berne a peace, | 

' Secondly, whereas they (meaning the Leaguers) do pyetend to eaſe 
the people of taxes and charges, hee aduertpzeth them, that by this warre 
the caxes,impoſt, and ſubſidies muſt needs to double, and that their ryſing 
in armes hath done already terrible hauocke and waſt. He warncth them 
alſo to conſider how that the refozmation of impoſt, taxes & ſubſidies, they 
haue turned tothe ir pziuat commodity , hauing done nothing, but enfoxce 
the king to deuide his realme among them, and to weaken his autho)ity, 
without making mention not one wozdok the eaſing of the people. Hee 
witeth the ſame effecttothe inhabitentes of Pris but ſurdis narrat fa- 
bulam, The contempt of the Goſpel, the innocent blood of the Saintes 
which they haue ſpilledlike water muſt be betterreuenged. The wzath of 
God muſt walke now beyond Leyre, to exetute his iudgements vpon theſe 
nations, that lye bet weene the low countrey and Leyre, becauſe they haue 
not repented at the fozmer ſcourges, but haue hardened their hartes, and 
haue blaſphemed the God who lineth foz euermoze, 

The diſperſing of the }Pzinces armie, and declaration of the edict of b 
nion dated the ſeauenth day of Daober, did c aſt a marucilous amaze and 
dead vppon all them of the religion generally: but ſpetially vppon them 
who were left thꝛough the Popiſh countreps in France, hoping fo a bet- 
ter time. 

There were alſo many of the contrary * „ who being * — 
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1586. the. State, and wiſhing well tothe houſe of Bourbon, and to the right ofthe 
Lanuxari, cauſe, began to wauer andto alter thtir minds accozving to the vnablenes 


of foztune,and the nature of the eucuts, 

There kollowed after in Dectmber, the blaudie pꝛoctedings of Ruze 
Bilhop of Angers,and the Bings Jniuxgion to bis officers to execute his 
edict, with the allowing of p abiuration penned by rauening Ruze. Theſe 
things made a great diſſipation in the families of them of the religion, Fo 
by theſe meanesthe rage of the Papiſhs encreaſed agayuſt the refozmed re⸗ 
ligton, and emboldened ta attempt any via lente and iniurie agaynſt them, 
Foz the enemies ſuppoſing that the P2ince had been loſt, (foz it was very 
long time afoze it was knowne what was become of him)thep judged alfo 
that - faich and hope ef them of cherefozazed religion had been buried 

The incanſtantie of many of them who had remayned in Fraue, after 
the declaration of the edi of July, did appeare. Foz many eſteemed moze 
the commodities of chcir houſes, and the pleaſures of their countrep, than 
the quietnes of their conſciences , and the keeping ofthoſe good pzecepts 
which they had learned in the ſchole of Chxit, which is rather to dye vn- 
der the Croſſe,than to liue in committing Jdolatrie, 

The Papifts on the contrary ſide, fozgat no meanes to tinowe vowre 
them that tobe on ſlipperie places: faz be ſide the rigour ol the edict which 
had abꝛidged the time of auoydance to fifcene dates, with dzeadfyl thꝛeat⸗ 
nings, the Jeſuites, Fricts, Paſſing and pariſh Pꝛieſts, and other fire» 
bzands ofthe Romilh route, thundercd agapnſt them, whom they tearmed 
bereticks ia their bloudie aud ſedicious ſermons, Ind ik they could not dif: 
ſwade them from their religion, then they Ntzrred vp the people ta myrther 
them, oz els put ſusd them befoze the Magiſtrates, bo were cagerip ſet as 
gainſt them, being fo2 the moſt part ofthe League. FT 

They who bad been of the religion, 03-had been ſuſpened to haue fauou⸗ 
ted the ſame, perſecuced them who remapned conſtant, cherebp to textile 
that they had neuer bien of them. | | 

Their friends on the other ſide had no ſinall power to trie the conCan» 
tie ofchoſe imple ſoules, who bett had faſtened eo much the aucker of 
their ſafetie in the fozces of man. 

There were alſo which did great pleaſure to their friends and kindzed, 
in obtapning to them p20z0gation of time to giue ozder to their affapzes, 
and after toretpze ſome where, 

Mau remapning conſtant in the tructh, efl@ming moze their faith to 
God, than wonldly goods, (foꝛcſteing alſo a moze Kozmie tempeſt than 
that which was haft, wouldenſue)wichout any further bargaining left al, 
and retyꝛed ſome to the pꝛincipalitie of Sedan; ſome into Cermany; great 
number to Genex«; gttat multitudes to Saint Iban 8 
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diſſipation of ſo manp families, without any ſuccour 02 comfoꝛt. 

They which were touched wich a greater zeale, would not leaue their 
childꝛen behinde them, in daunger to bee thzowne into the myꝛe of Jdolas 
trie, which they deteſted, eſterming of the conſcience of their childzen as of 
their owne, knowing that they ſhould anſwere befoꝛe God foꝛ the ſame, 
This cauſed many of them to carrie their childzen vppon their ſhoulders, 
fo: lacke of other meanes, | 

God ſhewed in ſuch a ſtoꝛmie tempeſt, that he hath havens of ſafetie al⸗ 

waies tn ſtoze fo2 them who(being toſſed and tozmopled vnder the heaut 
nes ofthe Croſſe) de caſt (as childzen vpon their fathers) cheir eyes vpon 
him. Fon this is a wonderfull wozke of GOD, that fo2 the ſpace of thz& 
whole peares the peſtitence had fo afflicted Rochel, that there was no part 
free ofthe ſame, Saint Iban  Angely alſo (when this perſecution waxed 
ſo violent) was ſo beaten with it, that the towne was almoft deſtitute of 
inhabitants and Souldiers. NotwithRKanding,neitherthe Oonernour,the 
Loꝛd S. Meſmes, noz the Piniſters, would at any time fozſake the remai- 
of that Church which was there, All the fields about were full of 
ts and Cabbins repleniſhed wich men infected ofthe p'ague : the vib 
es all round about were inthe ſame caſe, 
The faithful eriſed out of their owne countreys and houſes, flowing 
from everp fide of France, g flying fromthe contagious peſlilente of their 
ſoules, eſt&@med leſſe than nothing the plague : and ſickneſſe of che bodie 
rather than ſhould caſt awap their ſoules in denying the ſonne of God) 
was to bee wiſhed fo2 of them, Bat God (actoꝛding to his trueth) kept to 
| doth the one and the other: fo2 even then the pcffitence vaniſhed a» 
from all thoſe plates, as if God had commanded the ſickneſſe to make 
rome fo: them who were exiled faz his name : fo} after that there was na 
moꝛe ſickneſſe ſeenc, 

In this avoydance there was a number murthered, but ſpecially in choſe 
Pꝛouinces where the gonenours were moſt paſſionate and addiced to the 
League, by whoſe permiſſion the common people twke much libertie to 
commit eruell murthers vpon them of the religron, They who had not the 
meanes to reconer ſome place of refuge, and continued in the purenes of 
religion, and eſcaped the ſlaughter, did lye ſouſing in pꝛiſons and donge⸗ 
ons, where they ſuſtayntd many tombats, lokingeuerp dap when they 
ould be had away to death, - 

Many of them who fozſwke the tonfeſſion ot the trueth went to Baſle, 
and ſa were ſent to their houſes agapne : but (bp a certaine judgement of 
os _ fo2 the moſt part dyev every where though ſozrowe, oz by the 
pt t. 

Dome or them who had charge in the Pk died ofnotable — 
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4. their hozſes, and byake their neckes, and ſome dyed otherwiſe, verifying 


the ſaping of Ch1ilt; he which will ſaue his life (all looſe it. 

It is ſapd, how the Duke de Mayne yowed his futy vppon the olde 
walles of the vilages of MMontigne le Conte, q Bcaulrien, and how he tooke 
Trile, which no man will keepe , In the latter end of January ,the ſayd 
Dukedzawing into the furtheſt part of es , (et vppon Gaignak, a 
pooꝛe little vilage belonging to the Uicount Turennc, a place vopde of all 
foztifications, ſaue that at the endes of the ſtreetes, there remayned pet 
few old walles, which did ſhew that there had ben agate: the inhabitants 
being pooze huſbandmen, firſt ſuſtapned an aſſault , to haueto 
doo with companpes of robbers, foz ſo they tooke them. But at length 
being not able to withſtand ſuch a multitude, they fledde another wap, and 
ſaucd themlelues, except onely foure, who either foz age o woundes could 
not auopd: them this great Duke cauſed to be hanged, to powe his gall 
bpon thoſe pe ſimple countrep men. 

Thus this great Emperour, weary to conquer vilages in Perigord, and 
ſeeing that his pzactiſes agaynſt the great and populous Cities of Limo 

es and Perigueuæ, would not frame. he turned ſhozt Douthward towards 

aercy:and paſſing ouer the tiuer Dordonne at Soilał, left at his left hann 
the townes of the vicount Turenne, Sapnt Cere,and Twrenne in Perigerd, 
and coaſted Figeak,, Cadenak,, and Cayak, in Care , whom hee knew to 
bee well furniſhed with garriſons , Þeecoaſted alſo the hoaſes ofthe Ut- 
count Gourdine, and Montfort,a ſtrong place vpon Derdonne, which hee 
ſent to view. 

This Duke ſoiozned long in Qyercy,ſent commanndement to the mar · 
chantes of 7 Holen Ne, and B; our deaux, and others which do traſfike vppon 
Garonne, that vppou payne of death they ſhould not agree with the to wnes 
which did hold foꝛ the king of 1 auerre, and ſituated vppon that riuer, did 
ſtoppethe commerce thereof, pzomiling that ſhoztlp hee would ſet all that 
river at liberty, yea that he would. | 

CUbilc> hee ſsiozned ſo long in high Quercye, rouing and waſting the 
countrey, the Biſhop of Cahors, the Loos Sapnt Sulpice and Combu- 
rat did inſtantly require hun, that he would aſſault thoſe places aboue ſatd, 
which being holdT bp them of the religion, did dayly anno e moleſt : hem. 
which thing when the Duke could not be perſwadedtodo, The Biſhop 
bleſſing him with his Epiſcopall benediction : and the tio ſapd Lozdcg 
with hot tearmes , licenſed him to depart out of their countrie in the de⸗ 
uils name, Beſides eating, dzinking, ſpoyling and whozing he did no god 
there. ſaur that he licenſed ſome Gentlemen of the countrep fo) monep, to 
baue the excrciſe of the refomed religion in their houſes, ſo that thence 
they would not make warre: and to colour his cowardlines , hee on 
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himſelfe vnto the Biſhop, and other Los abone ſaide, that hee would goe 1 586. 


libertle, 

Thus this ſec dd Hannibal,ceafting the riner of Lo? at his left hand, and 
Dordonne at his right hand, (to he would haue that riner of Let as a wall 
betweene him and mount Aaban) entring in Agenoys, thert iſſued out 
certain companies out of Montſcanguine vpon the taile of his armie, which 
did ſlap in one conflict two hundzed Harqucbuſters of his, and diſcomfited 
the compante of Captaine Guerche, 

At length he came with his Janiſſaries to the fall of the riuer of Lot in⸗ 
to Garome,where is ſituated an olde Towne called T a»ning-,conliſting of 
lowe and high Towne and Caſtle, That place (about the inſurrection of 
the League) certaine Ruffians of Agex had ſeazed vppon, where they did 
greatly moleſt the countrey, The Ring of Neaxarre in Auguſt after, paſ- 
ſing bp, ſent Captapne Leſtele to take that towne : which thing he did at 
the firſt appzoacb, and did caſt downe thoſe filthie ruffians with their har- 
lots out of the windowe into the ditch, and kept the ſapd towne vnto the 
Dakes comming, which then was giuen ouer, and that ſmall garriſou 
that was there retyzed to the other ſive of Gharonne, to Caumont and Cle- 
rake to reſerue themſelues to a better oppoztunitie, The Duke de Mayne 
toke valiantly the ſapd towne of Tannings, which no man kept agapnſt 
bim. And hauing done this valiant exploit, he doth coaſt the riuer Garonne 
deſcending toward Bourdeaux. In that way he ſent a Coziero to the king, 
pꝛomiſing him that he will do him ſuch notable ſeruice, as never no man 
did, ko; in great ſadnes hee will take the Ring of Navarre dead o aliue, 
ik he did not reſolue himſelfe to depart out of the Realine : and if her can 
_ = he will ſend him his head in a Charger, as Herode did . lohn 

aptift. -| 

s this creat Duke went downe the riuer , the fozerunners met with 
thirtie ſcattered and vnarmed pore lads, which belonged to the garriſon of 
Chaumont they Were ſent to cauſe the pꝛouiſion (contributed by the coun- 
trep)to bebzought to the ſapd towne of Chaument. Theſe pe lads were 
killed bp theſe ſtout warriozs : which notable vicozie was afterward pub- 
liſhed in Pris, by the title of the notable oucrthzowe of the garriſon of 
{baumont and N erake,by the Duke 4e A ayn. 

Thenext explopt done by this victozious Captaine, was at Ca#ers, 
This is a little towne and a Caſtle belonging to the Lozd Fabas, which 
place the Parſhall Matignon had beſieged befoze the ſpace of ten dayes 
befoze the Dukes comming, and had made a ſufficient bxcach, The Duke 
de Mayne to defraude the ſapd Lozd Matignon of that little honour, 
compounded ſecretly with the ſayd Lozd Fabas, thus: That the Loꝛd Fa-

The next place was AMezlar, an olde ruinous Towne, wherein was 
Capcatne Mclune with a (mall garriſon, who conſidering the weaknes of 
the place gaue it ouer, ſuppoſing that it was moze pzofitable to let $ Duke 
de Mayne to haue that place fo2 a while, than to defend it, There the Duke 
with all his armie twke great papnes to beate downe old ruinous walles, 
which no man did defend, leaſt it ſhould be ſapd that he had done nothing, 

From theraling of the walles of Acylan, he went to Saint BaJevle, a 
towne ſituated vpon the riuer of qe, having like ruinous old and de⸗ 
cayed walles and fozts, as the afozcſaid townes had, There were fewe of 
the religion in garriſon, who after hauing ſuſtayned certapne ſhot of ozdi» 
nauce aud aſſaults, they conſidering that it was not a place to obſtinate 
themſelues therein, compounded to their great aduancage, Amorith diy 
neuer ſo reiopce at the winning of Cont antinople, as this Duke did fo2 


Oaint Beile. By ꝶ by the Lozd S«iſſe«a/(the Dukes Cuꝛiero) was ſent 


to the Ring in poſt with haſt halt haſt, to aduertize him or theſe great cons 
gueſts, and to fetch money to conquer moze, 

This diſpatch done, he marched with this armie to Monſagne: This- 
is an old Towne decayed in Bayadoys, where the exercize of the refozmev 
religion had been appopnted to bee had by the edict of peace ſo choſen, not 
foz the ſtrength thercof, but foz becauſe it was thought moſt commodious 
fo2 the whole countrey there to aſſemble, This towne was kept by fewe 
of the religion : Theſe fewe made ſo little account ofthat armie,and ofthe 
Captaine thereof,that after they had cauſed him to beſtowe two thouſand 
and fome hundzed ſhot of ozdinance, with certapue weckes of ſiege, and 
certapne allaults which were deare vnto the enemie, they p&lded them · 
ſelves with conditions very honozable, but pernictous tothem. Foz the 
Souldiets comming fo2th with their armes agaynſt faith and pꝛomiſe, 
were ſlame fo the moſt part of them in the middeſt of that cowardly 
armp;part of them notwithſtanding ſaucd them ſelucs and tetyꝛed to Chae 
ſtilion, where afterward they had theit penpwozth ofthe enemie foz that 
treacherie, and the death of their fellowes. The towne was giuen to the 
ſpoyle, but there was nothing found but the bare walles, 

Wihenhe had done theſe conqueſts and t xploptes v on the rinerof G4- 
ronne, he went to teſt himſelſe at Bourdtaux, fo) the ſpace oftwo mon 
to wit, Apziil and Map, and part of June, as though he had wonne Car- 
thage: ut tt be pzactiſed the citizns to the League, and when he wes weas 
tie of his conſpir ing, allured by the plealantuts of the place, and fclicitie = 
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the Countrey,he puttethoffthe perſon ofa Captaine, and played the Poet, 1526. 
in wiiting ſuch riming verſes as he could, of his loue. And while this March. 
great Captaine was thus occupted, they ofthe religion foztified Meylan, 
and many other townes vpon the ſame riuer of Garonne, and made them 
ſtronger and better furniſhed then euer heretofoze they had been: ſo that the 
traffick of that riucr, betweene Boxrdeaxx & T bonlouſe, was topped moze 
ftraightly then euer it had beenbefoze, Whereupon,many who had come 
merce vpon that riuer, being greatly detayed, and ſome haning bzoken 
their credit, and other which were in danger to doo the like, did agree with 
them of the religion foz the opening ol the traffick,bleſſing with many bit⸗ 
ter curſes, the League, the Captaine, and the armie, which had bꝛagger 
and pꝛomiſed much, and done nothing, but ouely pzouoked them ofthe reli⸗ 
gion, aud waſted the countrep. | 
The Duke de Mayne, hauing recreated himſelfe ſo long, mas vined by 
the King(who expcaed dayly to heare mfracles mought by this captaine 
and his armie) to lead the ſame out of that citte to doo ſome exploite, moze 
moued by the earneſt ſute ofthe Lady de Mayne his wife, which had a tos 
1 of ( haſtilion, at length hee determined co beliege the ſaide 
wne. 

. Cha#tiben is a little town vpon Der denne, thee Leagues aboue Libor. 
xe, and tiger Leagues beneath Saint Fey, hauing Mantrauell on the one 
fide, about a League,and Genſak another towne an the other ſide, ſo much 
diſtant: ofthis towne the Duke was Lone, it was almoſt foxſaken of the 
inhabitants. Therein the King of Na«erre had placed the Baron S«lini- 
A with a ſmall Gariſon, notto obltinace himlelfe therein, but to minifter 
ſome play to that armie,that weary with doing nothing, at length it might 
be reduced to nothing. Captaine Alen e Coronnean, with ſome othcr gen. 
tlemen and others, dad lolo werd ol cheirowne motion the ſaid Baron: there 
they were in all. tothe number of nine hundzed Souldters. | 

About the 18,of June, at the ird appjoache of the enemie, they iſſued 
ont with ſuch courage, that their ſaflie coſt the liues of a great number 
of thtir enemies. They withinthe towne had made abarricado at the ende 
of a ſuburb,which chepdefended ten dates againſt all that armie, and all 
the ſhot of their Ozdinance. But at length, being infozced to retire into 
the towne, out ofthe which, they iſſuing oltentimes, gaue many fearefull a- 
larums and hat ſkirmiſhes vntothe enemie, with the loſle of the liues of 
many. | 
During this ſiege of C haf ili, the Lende Saiſciual returned from the 
Ring, andbzought letters of credit, of chirtie thouſand Crownes, duc no 
man was willing to buie ſo deareapicteiof paper. Yet the Duke gaue not 
them ouer ſo, hoping that the pzieſts would hant him in their vemento ac 
Palle, and would bleſſe him pet with ſome moze money: but to *. — 
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wiues ſtomack, be would venture that little remnant of credit of his which 
reſted:wherckoꝛe hee cauſed many great rampiers of earth to bee made, as 
though he had to beliege Jerſalem. The ſiege continued ſeauen weekes, 
in the which ſpace, the Uicount Turenne with a few ( notwichſtanding that 
great armie)victa aled the Towne, and foztified . ontrauil, a tuwue ſitu: 
ated vpoa a bil, and Gena on the other ſide, each al them diſtaut from Ch. 
ſtilian alittle League, Ou another ſide, Captaine Beutune, a man of 
great valour went fozth out of Saint Foy, to attempt vpon that armie, 
and inthe conflict, the ſaid Beutune, and the Lq2d Maligny, a valiant poung 
Gentleman, Sonne to the Lozde Beauuoyr, with two Souldiours moze 
were ſlaine, and the Lozd Piles hurt. On the ſide of the Leaguers, were 
flaine tee men of armes, Charles of Birague and Grimaldie, were taken 
pꝛiſoners & Monardy was wounded, During this long ſiege, the plague 
waredſo hot within the towne,that ofninehuudzed there remained but two 
bundzed a line, whereofmany were infected, other were wounded, their 
Chirurgions were dead, medicines to heale wich, powder and ſhot fapled 
tbem:there was left but two old women, which ſerued them in ſteade of 
Chirfirgions and cookes. So that God diſpoſed of thaſe inuincible hearts 
that were almoſt deſtitute of foꝛce meanes ok defence, after the diſchar- 
ging of ſixe thouſand ſhot of oꝛdinance, ę ſeauen weekes ol Gege,atlength 
bauing loſt but ſixeſkoꝛe perſons onely by the lot of watre, and among 
— » but ſixe Gentlemen onely, Chf ilian was ſurrendered by compa« 
on, 

In the ſurrendzing , they that were whole did eſcape away, they that 
were lick. were ſent fozth, The Duke to pleaſe bis wines minde, would 
neuer conſent that the inhabitantes ſhould bee compzehended in the 
capitulation, becauſe they were his tenants, yet at the inſtant requeſt of the 
Uicount of Aubeterre, they wert pzomiſed to receaue no hurt, but notwich- 
ſtanding(contrarie to pzomiſe)moſt ot them, who were found in the cowne 
were executed: the ſpoyle ofthe towne was giuen to the Souldiours, but 
there 2 found nothing but kew raggs infected with peſtilence, 


The Lodde Salignak, Captaine Alen and Coronnean, with thirteene 
Gentlemen moze were taken pyiſoners , and ſent to the Caſtells of 
Bourdtaux and Blcye, to be ſafelie kept, whence not long after, they were 
delivered by exchange foz Popiſh Gentlemen, who were pziſoners at Ber- 


gerark , Saint Foy and Rochel. Thefollie, cowardlines, leand and vo- 


luptuous life ofthis conquerour, his traiterous intent, which was, that vn. 
der colour of conducting the Rings armie, ſought nothing but to make 
himſelf ſtrong againſt the Ring,by ſeducing his people vnder colour ol the 
Catholick religion, being ſpied ol the moſt part ofthe captains, but eſpeci- 
ally by the S willers, aud Colonellof the French footemen: alſothe ſmall 
gaine which they haue hav,foz the ſpace ofa whole ptare, and the little — 
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uice which they had done to their Rings intollerable charges,and the ſmall 1586. 
reputation which they had gotten, by ſeruing vider ſuch a Captaine, caus Julie. 
ſed many to diſband iht mſelues: ſome foz lack of paie refuſedtobe any lon · 
ger imploped. In Apzill laſt, while the Duke was wallowing in filthin 
the citie of Bourdeaux, the Duke of Cie vpon aduertiſement ot his bꝛo⸗ 
ther, who greatly feared the Uitount Trenne which watche lo him under 
tuerie hedge, came to Pœris, to ſhew the Ring that if his other (the Duke 
de Mayne) were not aſſiſted, it were impoſſible foz him to withſtand the 
fozces of the hereticks in uienne, which did topne to the Uicount Turenn⸗ 
out of euerie pzouince ofthe realme,to oppꝛeſle his bzother:he pzayed ther» 
foe his Paicſtie to pzouide ſome ſpecdieremedie, which might not be done E 
otherwiſe than by diuerting their fozces, he ſhe wed alſo, how that might be 
done — diuers armies into diuers countries, aud ſo ſet vpon them 
on eu de. 
This policie being appzoued , now they began to pleaſe themſelues in 
their owne conceites ; whereupon the Parſhail Byron was appoynted to 
leade an armie into Xainttorge : the Parſhall Ioyeuſe was appointed fo2 
Languedoc, the Loꝛd Ioy cuſe his ſonne fo Auvergne, the Duke of Eſ- 
n f Proxance, 
The Loꝛd Chaſtre ſhauld haue a nauy in a readines on the coaft of Bri. 
tayne, ſo that at the Leagues commaundement like mad men they ran to 
it by land and by water , The byuce of theſe new armies being noyſed a: 
| bzoad, made the Captaynes of the Duke 4e Mayne his atm to be leſſe 
willing to remapne in his ſeruice, audmoze willing to ſerue others, vnder 
whoſe conduct they hoped to ſpeed better, and do ſeruice with mote credit. 
Theſe new armies a g were as the rockts, vppon the which this 
Sardanapalus army wascaſt and bꝛoken topicces, The ſouldicrs there» 
kope firſt, and then the Captaynes began to flyde away, after they had the 
ſpoyle of Cha ilian, which was iuſt nothing but the plague , and ſuch as 
continued with him were imployed pet once moꝛe as pou ſhall heare, 
There is a litle towne in the way to Cha##14on, to the City Perigueux, 
named Puynormand, in the which there is an old Caſtell belonging tothe 
king of N axerre, whereinthe ſapd Ring had put a Captapne of the Ca. 
tholike religion, named Captapne Roux, not to make warre, but to kæpe 
the Caſtell as his houſe. Che inhabitantes (except a few) were all ofthe 
popiſh religion: The perſon himſelfe did neuer depart from thence, kno» 
wing well, that foz the number ofthem ofthe Religion hee needed not to 
feare, The inhabit antes bzought dayly vicuals , and the artificers of the 
ſapd towne necefſarp wares to the Dukes armie,at the ſieg of Chaſtilion. 
_ the ſayd Caſtell the Countrep had ſent their goods to bet ſafely 


pt. | 
The ſayd Caytapne Roux had in the Caſtell a pyiſoner named 2 
P 0: 
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who had conſeſſed, that the Loyd Lanſake hadhyzed him to ki the Pars 
fhall Matiznon: which Cuſſel, during the abode ofthe Duke de eayne 
in Bourdeaxx, the ſayd Lozd Matygnon had determined to put to death 
toy ſome offences: but at the requeſt of the Duke 4e Ane, his life was 
ſpared, and he ſet at liberty: ſuch a one by the meanes of the Lozd Lanſake 
the Duke had pꝛocured to murther the Parſhall Matignon, that he being 
made out ofthe way, his factionin che city of Bourdeauæ might haue lur- 
p24z*d the ſame with the caſtels. 

The Duke 4e Mayne to be reuenged of Captaine Roux, foꝭ giuing no- 
tice to the ſayd Maty'2non of the encerpyiſe confeſſed by Cullcll, lapy 
the liege befoze the ſaid town aud caſtell, which within few vaies was ren · 
dered with theſe conditions, that the Souldiers ſhould goe fozth ſafe , with 
their lines & goods, that the goods ofthe inhabit its ſhould be pꝛeſeruen. 

There went foo2th ſixteene Souldiers , and foure countrey men, fox 
the molt part all catholikes : the caſteUcontrary to pzomile beyng ranſac« 
ked, was ſet on fire and burnev, 

The Duke 4e Mayne being at the ſiege of ? ſent Saiſſeual 
to the king, to aduertiſe him of his great conqueſt of Chefr/ox,but ſpecials 
ly to haue money, and within few dayes after he followed his meſſenger 
todo his meſſage him ſelfe, From Paynormand ,the reſt of that armpe fel 
to pieces. and within a whtle became inuiſible. That army I ſap, that 
had boaſted within ſire moneths to roote out of Cayenne ( Oaſtreyn, all 
them ofthe refozmed religion, oz elſe to foxce them to a perpetuall exile, 
without hauing any moze liberty, not lo much as to turne their kfozces 
toward their countrey. 

This valiant warryer had beſtowed a whole yeare, and waſted amil- 
lion ef Franks, which the Pyiefts had contributed coward that warre : he 
hath foz bis money the villages of Montignek,, Beanben, Triles, Caſters, 
which be bought with the Pyicktes money Saint Bedi, eHont/egure, 
Chaſtilion, Puynormand, which immeviatly came agayne into the hands of 
them of the refozmedreligion, and were foztifpedftronger then ever they 
had bern. Now, if this great Dukes Chaplens will haue moge warre E 
conqueſtes at his handes, they muſt pap foz it, q elſe let chem goe againſk 
the herctikes themſelues,fo he will goe home, Thus endeth the tragicall 
comedie ofchis Captaine. 

In October thecheefeft ofthe refozmed religion in the Jles of Marar, 
perceauing the diſozder which was in the gard of the caſtel of Portmaran, 
and knowing that the Pꝛince belme his tourney to Angers, had determined 
to put in a Gouernoz, with a certapne number of Souldiers , and that 
there were many which made ſute foz that gouernment, aduiſed to des 
maunde of the Printe ſome gentlemen ofthe gouernment of Noc hel, who

The Queene of England (after innumerable conrte- 
lies and pincelike intertaynment ) ſent him home with a naup: certayne 
ſhips alſo departed out of Roc hei to meet the ſapd Pzince , among whom 
was the Loꝛd Pleſsis Gettey, who conducted (wo ſhippes, being then go⸗ 
ucrnour of the Ile of & he fos the king of Nanarre, 

The ſapd Þzince artiued at Rec hei with that trayne the 3.of January, 
about cight a clocke in the night. This returne home, was no leſſe won» 
derfull then jopfullto all the Lozds,who had gathered them ſelues, and re- 
tpzedto Kochel, aud Sapnt Iban D' angely , and tothe inhabitantts ofthe 
townes and countrey, who ſhewed great reioyſing tuery wherc,as hauing 
(by the ſpetiall gift of God) receaued this noble Pzince, of whoſe health 
and pꝛeſeruation thep bad been along tyme doubt full. 

The Pꝛince being returned home lo happelp, ſotozned not long at X. 
ebel, but within fewe dayts twke his ioututy to . Ihr, to pzouide foz the 
neceſſarie afapzes, and to muſter the companies which were oz could bee 


gathered, 
Fcwe dapes befoze the L 02d Laval was gone fwzth out of Saint /ber, 
with ſome companies to beſiege the Caſtle of Tours: hut they which were 


mithin ſtaytd not the ozdinance which was comming from Saint 7bex, 


but ptelded themſelues without any delay. The ſapd Caſtle was rendered 
into the hand ofthe Lozd Caze,to whom it did belong, 

At that time, to wit, after the comming of the Printe to Saint Iban, 
the Lozds, Captaines ard.companies, began co ozder themſelues vudex 
the ſapd Pꝛinte in fo2me of an armie, where with about the 17.of January 
be began to befiege the Caltie of Dampierre, pertapning to the Mei ball 
of Bets, nigh the towne of S. han, ſituated vyon the riuet Botonne, within 
the which was a popiſh garriſon: which though their inſolencie and oꝛdt· 
norie roades vpou them ofthe religion, did dzawe this fozme vppon their 
beads. The ſapd Caſtle being battered foz certaiue dapes,was ſurrendzed 
about the 24. uf January, 

There was found within that Caſtle great quantitie of come and moue⸗ 
able guds, which the people of the countrep round about had carried in, It 
was hard to let the Souldiers from the pillage, conideriug that they had 
ſa lang fuffered infinite miſtries after the bzeaking of thearmie in endo- 
voy; fo; they which had reaſſembled themſelues in Peytem, had kept them · 
felues within the fauour of the townes of . / ban, and athers,which were 
bolnen by them ofthe religion, | | 

The companies ofthe Pzince(after the taking of Dam pierre) wert de. 
nided into thzee parts, which went into the ſeverall-coafts of the coune 
trey, The firſt was the Lozv S. Gelays, who ſollowed the river Basen, 


and toi the townes thereuyon ſituated, as c arn q. Mondenigand.Chi- 
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ward Nyert, and enterpꝛized vppon the Caſtle of Sey, and twke it from 
the hands of certaine Albaneſes , whom the Lozd Malicorne (gouernour 
of Niert) had put there in garriſon, That caſtle by ſituation is very ſtrongt 
the garciſon did great iniuties to them of the religion about Roc hel, Saunt 
Iban, Moo, other places aud high wayes, by their ozdinarie courſes, 
The Lozd Ranques knowing the nature of the place , ſearched out the 
meanes to obtayne it: he accompanied him with nine oꝛ ten gentlemen and 
certaie reſolute Souldiers,to the number of two andtwentie: be carried 
thzough the mariſh a little boate on a cart, wherewith he went thzough a 
channefl which watereth che garden of the Caſtle, To this garden doth 
anſwer a gate ofthe ſayd Caũle, thzough the which he thought to ſurpꝛiſe 
the ſayd Caſtle, Notwithſtanding, the day befoze the taking of the ſame, 
the garriſon having intelligentes of the purpoſe of the ſapd Lozd Ran- 
ques, by one of the refo:med religion, who entertayued himſeife with them 
of the garriſon; they topped that gate with bzick, dung, and other things 
which were at hand, and — and ſo thought to haue well 
p20uided the ſurp2izing of the ſayd platt. Notwithſtanding their thoughts 
beguiſed them: foz the ſayd Lon Ranques following bis enterpyize, aps 
plied a petaird againſt that gate which iſſued out into the garden: the ſapd 
pete opened the gate and b)ake their rampier, and gaue the alarum to the 
gariſon : whereof part ranne co the great gate, other were ſorp;iſed with · 

in the Caſtell and flapne, other leapt auer the walles. They who had re« 

ty2ed to the great gate, peelded themſelues with pzomile of their lives: 
whichthing was alſo perfoxzmed . The place was bythe ſayd Lon Ran- 

ques put tn the keeping of Captapne Faucran and V auncan, who within

About the beginning of Apyill , the Lozv Sapnt Luke entermiſed vpon _,,, jp 
the Ile of Oleron , where were cirtayne of the religion com · 
maunded by the Lozd Aubigny , and Captayne Luuaille his Lieutenant. 
Foz to bzing to paſſe his enterpyiſe, bearing impaciently that neighbours 
hood, conuaped cercayne companies into that Jland:# among theſe,was 
the regiment of Tierceline, conſiſting of foure hundzed harquebuziers,fif- 
ty Duſkets,andewo hundzedpikes, reſolute Souldicrs, 

The Pꝛince aduerty3ed, how this regiment of Tiercelyne had paſſey 
ints that Jland, the Fryday befoze Eafer,being the firſt of Apzill,he toke 
his way to Aarexnes,nigh Browage, where he thought that the ſapd Ti- 
erceline was returned, and went all night to ſurpziſe him mote taſily: but 
fiading them not, hee returned to T.allebourge, with the Lozds Laval, and 


Bou.ay, and other Lozdg and Captaines * hadacconyanyed him. 4 
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1526. The 3. ol Apzill being Eaſter day, the ſaid Pzincehadaduertiſement, 
April that the ſaive Treceline, with his regiment, had repaſſed from Oleron, to 
© * -Marennez, (0) to returne to XainTe; : vpon theſe intelligences, the laide 
P1ince departed, intending to op their paſſage in a place, not farre from 
Xainftes, At his ar iuing, there iſſued out of the towne about 16. 02 20, 
men ol armes, with a certaine number of Harquebuſlers , who were char- 
by the Loꝛd which conducted the fozrunners of the Lende 
L he paſſed them lo hardly, that they could not retire within the reach 
of their Harquebuſters , aloe one of the enemies remapned on the place, 
and many were hurt. After this ſkirmiſh,the Pzince ſeeing that T receline 
remoued not that day (foz that it was Eaſter day,oz otherwiſe) retp2ed fo2 
the ſecond time to 7 aillebowrg, without dooing any thing elſe, Treceline 
was aduertiſed, that his returne was ſpied, but hee made no account ot it, 
truſting in the loꝛce of hisregimeut, and reſolue (as hee ſaide) to fighe 
= whome ſoeuer would let his way, as well in the field as in a ſtrong 
place. | 
So the fourth day of Apzil, being Eaſter monday, veparting out of Aa- 
rennes,he tooke his iourney toward X«infes, marching in good onder with 
countenance of men reſolute to fight , whereof the Pzince admont- 
ſhed, about two a clock in the after noone ſpeedilie cooke his « 
panied with the Lode Trimouille, his bzother in lam, the Lozds Bowlay 
and Auantigny, to the number ot 30, hozles, ę ſo many Harquebuſiers of 
bis garde, and ſome other who could bee found at hand: with that ſmall 
number. be went the ready way to Aainctes, where he found the enemie in 
the ſelfe ſame place, where he had ſtaytd ko him the day befoze, which was 
not much moꝛe than one thouſand paces from the ſuburbe : he found them 
to farre paſſed toward the towne, and were couered with hedges and dit · 
ches, yet he ſet vpon the tert ward of them, whereat the firſt he laied on te 
ground about 30,0) 40.ofthe enemies: the reſt put themſclues iu bat- 
tell aray,betng fauozed with the hedges and high way. Tu the firf onſet, 
the hozſe of the Lozd Trimouille,(who did lead the aduenturers) was bea⸗ 
ten downe with the ſhot of amuſket,and he alſo vuder, who was in no leſls - 
danger then the L ozd Batardiere, which being ſtroke with an arquebuſh 
thot in the houlver, was flaine in that place : the Lo Chanterelles alſo 
was wounded,and dyed ſhoztlp after, with Captaine Trauarre who being 
wounded on the head, died alſo ſhoꝛtly after:the Lozd Auantigny was hurt 
in the hand and in the knee, The Lozd Laual, who with great ſpecde was 
gone tofetch his companie (which was at Pert & Anneaulx, and ſcattering» 
ly lodged)appzoaching to the lane of this ſkirmiſb,yet timely enough, gal · 
loping with 35. hoꝛſes of his, by the commaundemenc of the Pꝛince, ſet 
vpon them on the ſide ofthe hedges, eyming fil tothe Colonells Enſigne, 
koz chere was no moe, which was compaſled and coucred: with a WO 
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of Pikes, whom he diſcomficed:after he had ſpent all their ſhot, ht fought 1589. 


hand to hand with him who carried the Enſigne, 
ouer to him, thinking to ſaue himſclfe with flight, The Enligne taken, 
the DSoulviours were quicklie put in diſozder and diſcomficcd, although 
that they had beenoften ſuppozced,+ vpholden by them of the titie. There 
remained vpon the place abaut chzee ſkoze; many were wounded , Cap · 
taine Peſchays was taken, Tiercelin himſelſe was hurt in the arme. 
The Lozd Laual had thce byetheren, whereof the Lozd Taulay,a little 
befoze died of ſicknes at Mint Iban: the Lozd Sailly, his third bzother in 
that ſkirmiſh was burt inthe head, whereof he died: the mozrow after, the 
Lozd Ricul x his other bzother, alſo was wounded in the belly with a pike, 
whcreof hee dred the firce dap of che ſame moneth , TheLozd Char- 
Tan Lieutenant ol che Lozd Laual, was hurt with hot in the knee: the 
Manſche like wiſe in the Legge: fewe Souldiours of the Pꝛiutes 

garde were hurt, and few ſlaine. | 

Dariagthis ſkirmt,the Pꝛinte hauing gathered his compante toge- 
ther, ſet on a freſh vpon ſuch of the enemies as flockedtogether againe : 
but eſpeciallie vpon che hoꝛſemen of the enemie, who made ew to aduance 
themſelues. The night interrupted the fight., and gaue occaſion to the 
Punce toretire., who carried away che and armour of that regt 
ment, with the Colonels Enſigne:the Uicozie was fapze, but bloudy, by 
reaſou of the death ol che Lozds aboue ſaid, The Lom Riculx ſpake to the 
very laſt bzcath, and rendered a notable teſtimonie to all them that were 
pꝛeſent, of his faith and generoſitie, and of his good nurture which hee had 
learned in the ſchoole of godlines,ſo that it map be ſaide of him, that he dy⸗ 
eda true Cihiſtian Knight. e | 

The Þ2tnce conceaned a marueilous griefe foz the death of theſe two 
Loos, but eſpecially the LozyLaual their other, who conceaued ſuch ſoꝝ· 
rowthereby, that he fell ſick and dyed eygbt dapes after , to wit, the 11. of 
Apzill he was opened, and there was found an apoſtume in his head, full 
of pellow ſtinking water: Io in few dayes died theſe foure Lozds and bzo« 
thers, to the great griefe and heauines of all good men: they were buried 
in the Temple, which is in the Caſteli «illebourg, _

men and Captapnes , aſwell ſtrangers as inhabitants of Roc hel. 

The Lozd Saync Lale vpponthe aduertizement which he receauedof 
this eaterpyize, with all dikgence prepared himſelfe , and would haue 
ſtayedallthe Galleyes which be had befoze receaue> from Bourde aux, but 
few remayned there : notwithſtanding hee made a Fozt bpon the banke 
nigh the place where they would barre the ſayd hauen: which thing pzoft+ 
= him a little, foz in che keeping of the ſame hee loſt a great number 
ofmen, 

Whileſt-this was a doing at Browage, the Ring of Vauarre returned 
from Peytom, and fro the Coaſt of Loyre, and entered into Rachel the laſt 
day of Pay (being the Loꝛds dap)with a marueilons teioyſing of al men, 
which receaued much comfozt of his p2eſence there : foꝛ the ſapd Ring had 
alwayes na leſſe vercuouſly than happely oppoſed himſelfe co all the at⸗ 
tempts and endeuours of all the armies of the enemies, which had been ſcnt 
againſt them, 

The ſame dap the ſayd Ring of Vauurre embatrked himfelfe, to goe to 
viſit the Nauie which was befoze Brow-ge,where be ſoioznev ſome dapes, 

In the meane while there had arriues certapne ſhippes to the LozvS., 
Luke gouernour of Browage, who with them went about to let that enters 
pꝛiʒe; but all was in vayne: ſo that without any great loſſe, all the ſhips 
appopnted fo chat explopt, were bzought in and ſunke in the mouth of the 
auen, accoꝛding to the deliberation taken. So the chanell by theſe means 
was barred in ſuch a ſozt,as the Hauen hath been in a manner rendered vn⸗ 


p16ficable, Notwithſtanding that, the Loꝛd S. Luke hath beſtowed much 


labour to open it, and at the charges of the inhabitants of the Jlands,he 
hath dzawne out foure oz fiue veſſels, Yet is that Hauen alwayes ſuſpet⸗ 
ted vnto ſhips, and they ntede to let markes to the ſhips that will enter in, 
leaſt they take hurt. 

This being done, the Nauie returned to Roche, without any loſſe, ex⸗ 
cept of one Captapue named Mercur, and fewe Souldiers which were 
taken in the (ſkirmiſhes that were made at the Foꝛt absue mentioned, 

About the fourth of June, the King being returned to Roche/with this 
Nauie, and vnderſtand ing that the Parſhall Byron with this armie ap 
p2oached, and that Luſignen,e, Mele and Chizay (Townes not defenſible) 
had ptelded themſelues, toke his iouruty to Merer:,to confider the pla» 
ces whether they were able to make head againſt that armit. 

The armie lead by the Marſhall Byron did conſiſt of twelue bunden 
hoꝛſemen, and foure thouſand fotemen with a convenient furniture. This 
armie was very ſmall; the cauſe was, that the Ring (at the commaunde⸗

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ment ofthe Leaguers) had deuided his fozces into ſundꝛie armies ſoz fun. 1 586. 
die Pꝛouintes, to diuert the fozces of them of the religion from the Duke Jane.

The King of Nu rre hauing well viewed the Fozts of the Jles of 


Maran, contluded to defend the places agaynſt that armie, | 

The 7. day of June came two ſozts of deputies appoynted to require 
ofthe Ring of Naerre two contrary things: namelp, the veputie Re- 
cbel required his Paieftie that hee would cauſe the Callle of Am to bex 
raſed, fo2 the reaſons which they then alleaged, On the other ſide, the 
Gentlemen of Annix required him not to de ſo, foz as much as the Pa⸗ 
piſts would take occaſion to d the like to their houſes, The Ring of Nę· 
uarre anſwered to them both, that chereupon he would take aduiſe. 

TAbileft theſe things were a dwing, the Ring of Na«arre had aduertiſe- 
ment that the Duke 4 e H/yne diſtreſſed Che#tihon : whereupon he aſ. 
ſembled as great a companie of hozſemen as he could, aud with the Pzince 
determined co reſcue that place: which he could not bzing to paſſe, by rea⸗ 
ſon of the aduancing of Byron and his armie, Foz the armie of Byron was 
alreadie aduanced to Niort, and hauing no ne&rer place than Man to af: 
ſault, made his reckoning not to beſiege it, but onely to fright the inhabi- 
tants and about fiftie ſouldiers, which he knewe to be lodged in the koꝛts: 
and in the greater ofthe ſapd foꝛts there was not aboue nine oz ten Soul: 
diers; the ſapd fozts being very ill furniſhed, which made him beleeue that 
— a ſmall companie would not withſtaud him, but ſurrender the ſayd 

o1ts, 

The feare inde&de was great among many, whereof ſome ofthem had 
alreadie retpzed to Rechel. But the Lozd Iarry (gouernour of the place) 
and his Souldiers (with ſome of the inhabitants) toke courage : many 
did deſpapꝛe of the ſuccour of the Ring of Vauarre, whom they thought to 
baue paſſed into Gſcoyne. They reſolued notwithſtanding to bold againſt 
that armie. And on the mondap the 7. of June at night, they ſent meſſen- 
gets to Rechel, todemaund ſuccour both of men and munition of warre, 
and of certaine p&eces, They of Rochel auſwered, that they could not cons 
yeniently ſpare men; as foz munition and peeces they would willinglp let 
them haue, ſo that they might haue ſecuritie to be paped the pꝛice that it 
coſt them, | 

This refuſall of men did ſo feare the inhabitants, that euen that night 
many did retp2e, and carried away the reſt of their gods. 

But on the Medneſday mozning about foure of the clocke arriued from 
the Ring of Nauarre two Gentlemen, to wit, the Lo2zd Fouqueroles, and 
Valicre, whom he had ſent in great diligence : they calling the gouernour, 
the Miniſter of the place, and ſome of the inhabitants, aſſured them that 
the Ring of Nauarre was comming in great diligence foz to ſuccour them,

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and that he would arriue tuen the ſame day : and after they had reffed a 
while, the ſayd Loꝛds went to view the Holds and entrings into the Y» 
lands, and ſo likewiſe the day following. : 
The 12. day of June, the Ring of N«erre came with fewe in compa» 
nie,but his troupes followed him apace.

The Lond Tarrie gouernour of Mars, vndertoske to keepe the Fonts 
Taulee, Alowete,and Botsblaxk,, with his companic, and ſome of the inha⸗ 
bitants, The King of Nauarre tummaunded all to obey the Low Fon- 
quereles, who ſhewed a maruetlouscare and diligence in the ſame ſicge. 
The 10. day of Julie, the Parſhall Byron with a companie of hozſes, 
came himſelfe to view the B tile, but appjoaching a little too nigh,be was 
ſaluted out ol ſome ſmall fozts, which the Loꝛde Puelles had placed vpon 
the high way; hee had his thumb and ſome other fingers taken off with a 
Got;the _ ſhot did greatly (as it was repozted) hurt a Gentleman, who

All that weeke, the enemie dis none other thing, but aduaunced him⸗ 
ſelfe toward the Bat ile, ſet his gabions nigh the farme of Angle, there to 
place thyee pieces to batter the fozt of Baſt ue. In the mean time, the Ring 
of Nauarre did ſhe w a wonderful diligence, as wel in foztifping the Maud, 
as in bꝛinging companies to make head to the enemie at euerie comming 
in, and allo in pꝛouiding of victuals and munition of warre, ae well out of 
Roc hel, as out ofthe Ile of & he, and out of Luſſon, whence hee bꝛougbt 
great ſtoare of come, meale and wine, He had a great ſpip out of the Jle of 
Rhe, well furniched, hauing two great pieces befoze , to defend the Foze 
Paulee, he had alſo ſeauen great pieces caried from Roc hel, which wert de.

regard: two at Paulee, and two rtmained at the Caſtell, 
The 22. of July, was ſeene that the enemie paſſed though the Marſhes 
of Beaurag ard, and comming foonth out of alittle Jland named cg.

There was a.Gentleman named 1a Roche the teſſer, who went many 
voyages betwene the Ring of Naaerre andthe Q Mother, to agtet of 


the place, and other meanes 933 The Q. by little and le 
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did d}awnere to X«inZoxge:the Ring of Nanorre would haue aduaunced 1 586. 
as karte as com in Towrene, (8 that the Parſhall Byron, who Odi, ber. 
had paſſed Loyre,to aſſault Poyrow, would retire bepond Loyre , and that 
thing he required fo his ſecuritie. 
The Queene would, that he ſhould cruſt in her; the King willed her to 
truſt in him;lhe aleaged her good will, he aleaged his fidelitie & innocencie, 
who did ncuer bzeake his wozd toward any perſon, Spee did lay to his 
charge, that he was the cauſe that the parley could not be bzought co paſſe. 
He anſwered, that it did ſtay but in her, that France was not in quietnes, E 
— _ readp to ſee her, ſo that it were in a ſure place, and that his wap 
might be ſure. 
Mhpileſt cheſe thing paſſed ſo betweene thẽ, by meſſengers, ſome coun- | 
ſelled the King of Nasarreto help Chaſtilion, which was then beſieged by 
the Duke 4 Mayne: others willed him not to take heede to her deceitefull 
woꝛds, and to expe the ſame courteſies which he had receaued hcretofoze 
af their hands, 
It — befoze,how that among thoſe fiue armies which were pꝛepa⸗ 


redin Apxtll and Map, the commaunder Chaſtre was appopnted to furniſh 

a Nauie in Britam, well pzouided. And in Auguſt, as they were taking Auguſt. 
oꝛder fo2 the place and manner of the interutew, this Nauy on a ſuddaine 

came befoze Roc hel, whichthing was the cauſe, that all was on the point to 

bee bꝛoken. The Ring of \ a««r7e complained to the Ring by the Loꝛde 
Riaulx, his Pateſtie to call back that armie, ſhewing that hee 

could not leaue atowne of ſuch impoztance as that was, in that ſtate, with» 

out ſeeking fo} the quietnes and ſafety thereof. The armie notwithſtanding 
remoued not thence, as long as they had any pzoutſion of viduals, whacſo- 
euermeanes the Ring of Na«erremavefo} it: but at length in the moneth 
of Nouember,the famine made them hoyſe vp ſailes, and not the Kinges 
commaundement. 

The ſelfe ſame day that the Nauie tooke vp ancker, Captaine Arman ,,  , 
was taken with letters of the Queene,ts the commaunder Chaſtre, by the , 
which hee was commaunded not to depart, 02 elſe not to goe farre from 
Rechel : theſe letters fell into the hands of the King of Nee. Dee not- 
withſtanding ouertomming with patience all theſe occafions , which hee 
might take to refuſe the parely,he offered to ſec the Queene, vpon the con» 
ditions ab oue ſaiv, requiring that in the meane timt, there ſhould no ac of 
hoſtilitie be done of either ſides. * 

The Queene required a truce to be taken, andpubliſhed. The Ring of 
Nauarre anſwered, that he could not conſent thereunto,fo2 as much as hee 
had pꝛomiſed — — enter into no agreement ol peace, without 
then aduiſe and conſent : ſhee found (to her thinking) that anſwer very 


ſtrange, Thus like the Carthegeniam, who wept when they ſhould pap | 
; tribute 
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tribute to the Romans, but were not moued at all, when they peldedtl:eme 
ſelues tributaries to them. 

Fox when the Ring of Nau, anſwered to the Kings meſlengers, 
that he would ſtay pet ſixe moneths fo2 the Rings ſuccour,afcze hee would 
employ his friends, and that he would firſt be demaunded of peace, befoze 
he would reſolue himſelfe to warre. Now, when ſhee fir des tha: hee hath 
giuen his wow ſhe weepeth : it had been better to haue wept when the e⸗ 
dicts were bzoken, the innocent judged gui'tie, the obtoient rebels, and 
theinlk malefactozs, After much adoo, the Q_Mothcr graunted certaine 
paſpozts, which the Ring of Navarre demanded fo; to aduertiſe his friends 
what he was in hand to doo. At the ſelfe ſame time, ſhee caulcd the truce. 
to be pzoclaymed, which almoſt mard all, foz the King of Navarre ſuſpeco 
ted, that vnder colour of chat truce, (hee would Ray the leauie of the Ger» 
manes, 


Decems, Thereuponthe Ring ol Nure ſhewed vnto her, that this truce had a 


wap the warre out sche realme, 


reſpec vnto a common ſecuritte, and that it ſhould haue been done by the 
common aduiſe, ſo he cauſed the publiſhing to be called in, yet was it ſecrets. 
ly pzinted,and ſent into Germ anie. . 

As they were about to conclude the ſaide truce, certaine of the compa⸗ 
nies of the Lo Neufuy were charged, which did greatly offend the Ring, 
of Nauarre. Thus this negotiation of peace going foꝛ ward by meſſen« 
gers to and fro, the Duke 4 Mayne in the meane while (ſuppoſing that 
the Q. Mothers abſence from the Court, might bee a good helpe to daa 
ſome good exploit) haſted his fournep from Paynormand, where his army 
partly weary and aſhamed to obep ſuch a cowardly Captaine , partly foz 
want of monep was ſcattered, euery man repairing where hee thought to 
ſpecde beſt:the Duke de Mayne (J (ap) came to Paris, where hee and the 
reit of that houſe began to make new bꝛoyles. 

But to returne to the matter, at length after many voyages to and fro, 
la Roche bought an ozder,both foz the place and manner of the interuiew, 
and alſo of the truce graunted of both parts. Fo? the accompliſhment 
thereof, cherefoze the King of Nazerre tame to /arn«k, a towne ſituated - 
vpon the riner Charante betweene Coignak and Engoleſme the 11. ol De: 
cember, ſo the 13. dap he went to Saint Brice with a good companie, 

At the firſt meeting there were many complaintes of both ſides: the 
Queene repꝛoached him ofhis diſobedience, paſſing ouer the foꝛmer acti» 
ons, ſhe ſtaped vpon the preſant calamities which do afflid Fraxrce;ſhe let« 
teth bim vnderſtand, that the Ring was enfozced to make peace with 
— League to ſaue his eſtate , and that without that remedie, all was 

oft. | 
Secondly, that the pzetence of religlon ought to be taken away,to take 
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The Ring of Nauarre on the other ſide anſwered tothe firſtcomplai- 1 586. 
ning, that he had none other wap been damnifted oz endaungered, but by Decemb. 
obaying the Ring: to; the League was waxed ſtrong, becauſe he remained 
ſo long feeble, and that hee had hazarded his life to keepe his faith, 
Furthermoze,requcing all the pꝛeſent calamities to the head ſpzing, hee 
imputed all the miſeries, wherewiththe realme is afflicted, to the peace 
made by the League: hee ſhewed alſo that the Ring was rather deceaued 
with ill counſell, then foxced to doothat which he did. 

Thirdly, he ſhe wed that the pꝛeſeruation of the Rings eſtate, depended 
ok the intertaining okhis edias, and that they were his edias in veede, 
which he had voluntarily ſwoꝛne. 

Allo, that they were ed ias of peace, which chaſed away warre, and not 
they which(foz to ſatilfp certaint ſeditious perſons raiſed in ſome pꝛouince) 
repleniſhe> the realme with ſedicion, 

Pavan (ſad he) pou cannot accuſe me, but of t much fidelitic : I va 
not complaine of your faith, but of pour age, which doing wꝛong to pour 
memonte,hath made pou to-fozcret what you had pꝛamiſed me: This was 
the end ok the fir interuiew. | 

The ſumme of che pzincipall articles of this eruce, was, that it houlve 
indurt vnto the fixc of Januarie, chat hee might aduertiſe che King what | 
was done, and that the ſaive truce, if che Ring dooth not agree to it, ſhall ſ 
be — fiftcene dapes, loz cuetie one to retire, 0} elſe to take further 

Decondly,to auoyde the dilozders, the impoſtes, ſubtilties, and other 
papments,ſhall not be gathered by neither ſide, and that within the firſt of 
Jauuarie next comming, fifteene thouſand crownes ſhall bee deliuered o; 
leauied vpon the places, which they of the religion holde fo2 the maintai⸗ 
ning ofthe Gariſsus ofthe refo2med religion. 

Thirdlp,that the Pꝛoteſtants ſhall ceaſe to leaniethe tenths, goods and 
rents of Pzteſtes, where the y haue hcr-tofoze leauiedthem; and as fo the 
goods of the Catholicks.ſcazed.on by chemofthe refomed religion, they 
ſhall not meddleneither ofthe one ſide,no? of the other. f 
Fourthly, the men of warre of both ſidcs,ſhall make no roades,oppyeſ- 
ſions, noꝛ any act of hoſtilitie, during the ſaide truce, 

Laſt of all, che Q. Mother all graunt paſſepoꝛts tothe Ring of NV. 
aarre,his ſeruants, friends, alleytd and partakers thzouch the realme, and 


out ofthe realme, to aduertiſe them ofthat which he is about, and alſo that 
be map ſend to the Ring, to let him knowe what endeuout the ſaide Ring 
of Nauarre hath vſed, to bziag all things to a good peace, This was con- 
cluded at Tara the 19. of December: in this truce were comp2chendey 
Poytow Xainttonge, Engomoys, Lodumoyes, Mirebaloys, 
was ſent to Ceignał, a Townevyon the river

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1586. Charante,bctweene Xainitezand Iarak, to agrte vpon the particularities 
Decemb. of the truce with the Q. Mother. 


There the Q. hauing agreed to theſe articles , ę ſome other depending 
of theſe, gaue him to vnderſtand, that foz to haue peace the king of N. 


uurre mult needes cauſt᷑ the exerciſe of the refozmed religion to ceaſe 
in the cownes which he did hold: and gaue him a ſpeciall charge to declare 
tothe ſayd King of Navarre, that this was the kinges will, 

The King of Va«arre be ing in the way to come to ſee her, was met by 
the ſap» Uicount, who declared vnto his Paieſty, what he was encharged 
by the Q. Mother to ſh?w him, Whereupon the king was about to turnt 
backe, but ſuppoſing tha ſbee had ſayd ſo bp the aduiſe of the Counſell, 
hee —— neucrthelcſle to ſee her, and to latiſty his mind in anſwe⸗ 
ring her. 

TUben he had kiſſed her handes with a ſav countenaunce, che aſked him 
whether the Uicount Turenne had ſpoken with him, and aſſured him that 
it was the kinges reſolution, 

The king of Nauarre aaſwered, that hee muſed much, that ſhee would 
take ſo great paynes to tell him that whereof his eares were already wea- 
ry to heare,and that ſhe being ſo wiſe went about to reſolue a difficulty by 
che ſclfe ſame difficulty, Alſo that ſhe pꝛopoſed to him that thing which he 
could not, would not, no} ought to do. 

Fo) firſt, if he ſhould fozgethimſelfe ſo much, as to goe about to do that 
which ſhee required ol him, vet were hee not able to reduce all them of the 
religion, noꝛ to cauſe them to lt aue the exerciſe ofthe ſame, 

Secondlp, he himſclfe would not, foz then ſhould hee greatly hurt his 
conſcience and hono? : and fu the one heehath God onelp foꝛ judge, Ois 
dono he ſhould greatly empay2e,doinginiurp to himſelfe, when he ſhould 
ſeemetovecld moze tothe armes of his enemies, then to the commaunde: 
ment of his Loꝛd and King. 

Thirdly,he anſwered that he ought ſo doe: ko if he ſhould ſeeme to al- 
low of that which was pꝛopoſedto him, he ſhould ſeeme to allow the colour 
which the Leaguers haue pꝛetended: in whoſe pꝛetences doth conſiſt the 
ftrength of their armes, aud in the ſtrength ol their armes the decap and 
vndoing of the ſtate. 

And although he knew well, that in ſo doing he ould appꝛoach neere 
the fauoꝛs of p king pet ſhouldhe geue thẽ oppoztunity to take from him 
both the right which to him appertapncth, and to bereaue the king of the 
faythfulleſt friend and ſeruant hee had. 

But they will not haue ſuch men as J am aboue the king (ſapd he) fo; 
thereby they ſhould be miſerable, he ſhould be better ſetued, and all his 
ſubieas better gouerned, 

To this anſwere the Qucene replyed nothing, but went about to make 
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himſelle feele the diſcommodities which hee ſuffered by meancs ol that re · 1386. 


ligioa which hee pꝛokeſſed. ; 

I beare them willingly (ſaid hee) when you haue layrd them vpon me 
(as it ſeemeth) to eaſe pour ſelfe. 

Atleugth ſhe repꝛoached him, that he did not in Roc hel what he would, 

Des Padam(ſaidhe) foz I will nothing but what J ſhould. 

g dr Duke of Newer: tooke the woꝛd, that he could not ſet an impoſt in 
ocnei, 

True (ſayd he) foz wee haue no Jtalians among vs. 

After theſe (peaches ſhee opened vnto him agapne a generall truce fo) a 
peare ,on that condition, that there ſhould bee no exerciſe ofthe refozmed 
religion within the realme, and within that time the ſtates ſhould be called, 

Þe anſwered, that if they of p religion ſhould ſo lightly geue ouer their 
holdes , chat the L eague would bee ſtronger , the king weaker, and the 
ſfates moze uvnpꝛoſitable. 

Alſo, that it were impoſſible to ceale the religion in France, except it 
were by a counſell duly aſſembled. 

Do he taking his leaue ot the Queene, ſhe oftT tymes repeated the ſame 
ſpeeches which ſhe had with the Aicount Turenne, & willed him to les the 
nobility which folowed him vnderſ and ol it: which ching themozow after 
he did with great griefe,fearing to cauſe ſome alteratioa inthey}mindes, 
After that, hee ſent two noble men of the mildeſt ſpirites in all hi 
troupes, to wit, the Lozds Mauguyon & Force, to witnes vnto her what 
ſozrow euery one of them had conceaued, toſee things reduced to ſuch an 
extreame reſolution : and alſo to knowe whether they had any other thing 
to hope of the power which the king had giuen her. 

The Queene ſeeing, that all was vpon theipoynt to be bzoken, ſaid, that 
ſhouee wid ſend the Loꝛd Ramboullert tothe king to know his laſt deter: 
mination, 

She alter told the Pzince Monpenſier, that all which the had ſapd to the 
Uicount Turenne, was but by the wap of diſcourſe , diſſembling to haue 
had ſuch ſpeeches in playne tearmes tothe king of Nanarre, and willed the 
ſayd Pꝛince to let the king of Nau, e vuderſtand, that fheehadagreat 
deſire to ſee him agayne, and alſo pzaycd him to make meanes of ſome 
pꝛoꝛog ation of truce, which thinge the layd Pꝛince ſhewed to the king of 
Nanuarre when hee went to take his leaue from him. 

Theſe double dealings ofthe Queene was diucrſly ſpoken, fo2 ſome 
thought (to content the League) ſhe would not open the meanes topeace, 

Others thought, that her Counſell being Leaguers, fed her withncw 
hope, grounded dpon the afflicted affap2es of the religion, pzomilſing her at 
length ta obtaine a peace tothe kinges contentation: ſo they lead her cloſ- 
ly to entertaine a warre pꝛoſitable fo} rn Che 
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The L od Rambonuiller returned fromthe tourt, bꝛought the oth, which 


Decemb, the king had ſwozne in the ſolemnities of the ozder oftheholy ghoſt neuer 


coconſent to the exerciſe ofthe rcfozmed religion: at whoſe returne the 
Q. Mother was very impoztant to haue a third parlep with the king of 
Nauarre, geuing fo2th that the returne of the Lozv Rambouillet be 
agrecable to him: tothe which thing hee was very vnwilling to conveſ« 
tend, ſuppoſing the hope which he had conceaued ok that interutew would 
be it not loſt, pet farre wide out ofthe way. 

They ol his ſide diſcouraged him,fearing that he would not only tonti 
uue the ſpeacbes which ſhee had vetcred befoze, and alſo co reiterate often 
times theeruce,hauing aduerttzements that the truce was ſent into Ger- 


1587. many and Suiſſerland. 


Februarie Others aduiſed him, that ſhe held him in hand about a treatie ofpcace,in 


che meane time to pzepare warre againſt him, That ſhee pꝛopoſed him of 
hard conditions, to induce him to bzeake off: and by that meane to make 
him hate full co all France, as iht onely hinderer of the peace thereof. 
Some others gaue him notice, that ſhe ſolicited the next townes and ci⸗ 
ties to exetute the kinges laſt edict: and that fapning to Teke the common 
bendfic of the ſtate, ſhe did much hurt in particular to the Rate of Roc hel. 

Uppon this earneſt ſute of the Q Mother, in Febzuarie the Leaguers 
tooke by foce the Towne of Deuans, and fapze Montan, the which being 
places of no impoꝛtante, cauſcd men to ſuſpett ſome treachery . Che R. 
of Nauarre alſo thought that hee might not c xpect þ they would giue him 
any good thing, which tooke lo great pains to take away ſo litle from him: 
notwithſtanding the Queene did ſo pjeſle him, that hee graunted the third 
interview, either to make the wozld know and ſec,that the fault was not 
in him if they did not obtayne peace:02 elſe that he perſwaded himſelfe that 
the Queene would not take ſo much paines to being him ill newes. Shee 
thercfoze tooke her iourney to Fontenay. 

The 20. of Febzuary the kingof Nauarre came to Maran: accompa- 
nied with many noble men and company of Rochelers about chzeehundzey 
men, gupded by the Lozd Gargoleau and other Captayncs, hauing the 
Colonels enſigne of Roc hel: his comming thether was to parlep with 
the Q. Mother, which was already at Fontenay. But fo2 becauſe the in. 
ceruiew was to be made firſt in the Ile Ellen, and after to; her eaſe at the 
Foxt Veluyre, the Lozdes Biron and Sariſack, with many other came ts 
the king of Nanarreto agree ofthe place, 

As the will to (ce one another did encreaſe; ſo the miſtruſt did growe in 
their counſels, Foz the Q.Mother( 2 rather ſome of hers) did feare to goe 
to the place where the Rochelers were ſtronger. And foz as much as it 
was repozted that the Enſigne Colonell was at the foozd Velayre, they 
made as though they did feare to appꝛoach, conſidering alſo that the Ro⸗ 
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thelers had ſet vp ſtrong Barriers fo2 the ſaferie of the Ring of Nauerre. 1587. 
Theſe things ſhe pꝛetended to bee the cauſes that ſhe would not come the: Februarve 
ther. But in very dcede ſhe and hers ſawe not there the commoditie how to 

execute that which they pꝛetended to do, The Ring of Navarre did feare 

the entrances and turnings of theſe Pariſhes : fo the naturall ſituation

bertie to talke withall, To the which thing he conſented caſiſp. The Q. 
ſhewed that ſhe would create with him, being infozmed of his p2udence,. 
The King of Nevarreconſented-ca that thing, being ſure of his fidelitie. 
All ſoꝛts of men deemed (that becauſe he was knowne to loue the bleſſed | 
ſtate and quietnes of the Realme ) he was indeꝛde a fit inſtrument, if the 4 
counſell ofthe Q.would haue vſed him vnto that purpoſe, | 

The Uicount Turenne fo · that purpoſe came to Fonrenay, and hauing 1 
certiſied the Qthat he was there to receaue his commandements, ſhe p20« {1 
poſed vnta him to make a generall truce, and that the affapzes were ſuch {| 
as — could be no talke of a peace as pet : fo the which pꝛopoſition hee 
antwered, 

Chat the Ring of NVa«erre would eaſily conſent to that, and that hee i 
would alwapes allow the name of truce, ſo that it would-pzoduce the e- 4 
uents of a good peace.

together. 


be Queene thought that truce very ill, and commanded her counſell 
to ſhew the reaſons, | 

One of them anſwered, that it were p2cindiciable to the King, log as 
much as during that time ofcruce , the Ring of Vauarre would haue 
meanes to bꝛing the ſtrangers into the Realme. 

Alſothat the Catholiks would become idle, and accuſtome themlelues 
to reſt:alſothatthey of the league, would take that truce foꝛ a havow of 
peace, ofthe-which fearing the bodie, they would make a ſecoud inſur- 
rection. 

To thole reaſons the Uicount of Turenne anſwered, that the place of 
the entring of the ſtraungers, had no coxreſpondence with the high and 
low Peytow, and that the treatie of peace, did rather ſtap, than further 
the leauie ol them. 

Pe anſwered alſo to the ſecond reaſon, which hee ſald to be common to 
both parts, and that they of the refozmed Religion would abuſe reit 
ſooner, than the Catholikes, becauſe they were leſſe vſed to it. 

As foz the inſurrection of the league, he would ſay nothing to it, bes 
cauſehe knew not not what thepmight doo. But this hee knewe that the 
Duke of qe had but a ſmall power: The Duke de Mayne had bzoken 
bis armie,and that of ſmall rubbell there was neuer great buildinges 
made, 

_ becauſe he had ſpoken hitherto without charge, being come 
only to heare, the Queene thought good that hee ſhould returne to the 
King of Vazarre, to bee particularly inſtructed of his pleaſure. 

Comming then to the King of Nauarre, het found him well aſſured of 
the leauie of Germaines, by aman which came the ſelfeſame day, 

Che ſame day the Uicount Turenne returned to the Queene ſpeedily, 
foũd her at Mort, determined to take her iourney to Pars: he was heard, 
and made an ainpte diſcourſe of Þ pzoſperous ſtate ofthe K. of Vauarre. 

Firlk, that he had ſuſtapned the burchen of five armies, which haue ſer» 
ued fo2 nothing els, but to ſhew that he was U ill in readines, fo: the try- 
all ofthe fozces of his enemies: contrarywiſe that they were veceaued 
both in koꝛces and credit, that they had reaſons to the conſpiracies and 
leditions of a towne not able to warre in the ſielde. 

Alſo that they could hope foz no moꝛe ſucco2 of the ſpamard, who was 
lo occupped to defend himſelle, that he could not doe ſo much as to dꝛeame 
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bis affapzes did nt uer pꝛocurt him to call to his ſucteur. That hee neucr 
1 ſeruice to make warre, but rather to make a 
peace. | 

Furthermoze, that notwithllanding he hath recraued extreame intu- 
ries, xet it neuer came in his minde to ble that to bee reuenged of them, 
whome he knew to be ſeruantsof this Crowne. 

. TheLozdof Neers aſſurcy him whether the Ring of Nauarre had 
not bound himleife to the p2etudice of his crowne,

And then ſhall he 
be ſtronger indeed, when the Pzinces ol his blood ſhall haue his fozces in 
hand, to reſtoze the obedience which is due to him.

was about to put himſelfe into Paris alſo, They made her ſee in their ade 
uertiſements, the — boo pos the heads of the League had to giue the 
laſt blow of diſpaire, they did ſhew her that thc hope which the Leagucrs 
had of England was dead with the Quene of Scortesand that the deuotion - 
of the Cleargp did coole as faſt as the ambition of the League did heate, 
They ſhewed her how the lixe armies alreadie were ſpent and conſumes 
without dootng any thing, that they ol the religion were growne 
ſtrong,ſo that there was no moge hope fe them to build out of the ruines of 
them, whereby it appeared euidently in what daunger of them the Ring 
ſtoode. All theſe things being ſet befoze her eyes, made her to take her 
fourney in haſte from Viort ts Peri, fearing leaſt theſe ſeditious perſous, 
who had left nothing mozetoenterp)iſe, would execute their miſchleuous 
intents vpon the Rings perſon: thereſoge at the ſame time, the miſtvu 
did greatly encteaſe at the Coutt, where there were diurrs factions; fozthe 
Ring miſtruſtey the Leaguers , and the Leagucrs che Ring, aud among 
the Leaguers,one miſtruſted another. Cuerp one going about, vader the

Fe is ſaide befoze,thatthe 13. day of Ocecmber 1586. the Q Mother 
required ofthe Ring of Nawarre,that atruce fo; a whole peare might bet 
taken, which the Ring of Vaserre graunted,ſo that it might be by: be con⸗ 
ſent and aduice of his friends,ſeru ants, and confeverats, and ſuch as had t. 
leued him fo) their pzotecto2 and defender, whome the Ring had foz{s&kew 
by his edics,ploclaiming warre agaiuſt them, and alſo cacertificthe Gers 
mans thereof, which were his friends and alyed: whercupon ſhce agreed co 
ou — 2 , that with ſafety ol the meſſengers, thiy might be aduer-

Upon this pꝛomiſe of paſſcpozts the 29,of December,theRing of N. 
xerreto omitnothing, which might ſhew the deſire hte had to pacific the 
miſerable troubles ofthe rcalme : and f61 to diſpoſe as well them of the res 
ligion,as his friends,confederates,and ſeruauts.be ſent fozthnocable gens 
tlemen into diuers countrepes,as well ol cherealme as out of the realme, 
with letters of credit, and ample memozies to infozme them ot all that hay 
palled in the interule m betweene him and the Q. Mother, to that end that

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of the ſayd truce , The ſayd Q. mother (among other diſcourſes)had de · 
clared vato him, that the king would ſuffer but one religion in the realme , 
to wit, his owne, which determination of the Ring ſhe ſard ſhee would 
plapnely ſhew leaſt any man ſh2uld bee deceaued therein, commaunding 
dim to declare the ſune to the king of Nau arre & to his partakers. Aich 
*. ſayd Uicount repoxted vato the king of N auarre, as hee was 
bpon the wap to goe to the place appointed fo) the ſecond interutew. The 
ſayd Lady alſo had made him mote particular declaration, and alſo com- 
maunded him to make acquainted the other nables and gentlemen which 
were with bim, and to ſend her anſwere the mozrow after. 
Abich thing the ſaid king of Nauarre ſhewing her to be impollible to 
for ſo many peares the weight of armes,foz 
the defence of the ſelle hing onely: and that if ſo it were indeede,thac 
there was no neede to take ſ pays as ſhe dis ta looſe It.

And the lelle ſame day at night, the ſayd king of Nawore geuing no- 
tice to the ſayd Lozdes which were chere at erna ol the kinges determi⸗ 
nation: all anſwered wich one mind and conſenc, that it was impoſſible 
the ſaid determination to be obeied andperfoxmev, The mozrow after by 
a common accopd, they ſent to her the Lops Montguyon and Force, to de 
fire her moſt humbly to declare again whether that was the laſt reſolution 
ol the king. Fx as much as they were all hautng ſhed their 
bloud , and fought fo2 ſo iuſt a quarrell to line and die: yet foz the defence 
2. to finilh the truce, which was to end ſix dayes 

er.

Biron, to excuſe her ſelfe, that ſhet had not ſpoken ſo rawly, and that her

By theſe lalſe repozts and trayterous ſlaunders, much hatred and miſ« 
king of his gouernment was pꝛocured to the Ring. Det conſidering that 
both he and his partakers were verp neere daunger, the Q. Mother was 
ſent out of Poxrow, where ſhc had ben parlying and bzawling with the K. 
of Nauarre foure 02 fiue moneths, ſeeking occaſion to make her Italian 


ipes plap.She in great haſt (fearing the bzeaking of good fellowſhip be⸗ 
— the Ring and the Duke ol ee es ſhe had ; at 
ber ſelle alwayes in authozitie) commerh to the Court, and by the Lea- 
guers who were about the Kings perſon, eaſily do e hum to holde 


with the Leaguers; and ſo once moze the heads of the Leaguers do ob⸗ 

tayne ſecuritie, and dw pauſe a while wapting fo} a better oppoztunitie, 
Foz as much as the voyage and pzacizes ofthe Q. Mother agaynſi the 

King of Na««rr6 and the Pꝛintt of (onde, in the parlep and interuiew at 


Saint Brice, could not bzing to paſſe the effeas pzetended, her titurne ta 


Paris, and the incelligences of the leauie of the Germanes, gaue matter 
vntothe Ring co enter into newe deliberations to defend the Leaguers. 
Fo? without his counſell, power and countenance, they had been reduced 
to that plunge, as they had neuer been able to get out, 


Qith this newe pearetherefoze 1587. we will begin this fourth boke, 7an«erie. 


which will (ewe marueilous tempetts and events to haue been bz0ught 
foth, to the ſmall aduantage of Gods enemies, pet co the great furthe- 
rance of that rebellion which hath enſued, wzought, aud pzocured by the 
Leaguers. But firſt wee will ſpeake and begin by the explopts of warte 
which had ben done, ſpecially in Daulphine, and then wee will returne to 
purſuing of the great ſtirres and p2eparations of this yeare, 1's 

It is ſaid befoze,how the Duke Eſpernon appointed fo Dax/phineand 
Prouancedidthere what hee could, and in diſplacing the League! 
many tomnes and holdts, he did good ſerujrecothe Ring, but ſecing thet 
warre in that countrey to be endleſſe,committing the remnant of his fozces 
to his bother the Lozd Valete, repayed to the King in Nouember 1586 
after the ſiege of So7ges. After his departure out of Daulphine, the Lowe 
Digwieresrecoticred the towne of Serge, and imploped thzee-moneths, 
to wit, Januarie, Febjuarie and March, in viſiting the countrey, vie wing 
of the places, foztifying the holves, and repairing the ruines which the ars 
mies had made thepeare befoze,loking to haue anew armie vyon his back 
the ſpzing folowing (which FREY came not to palle) by ay

This thing! cauſed, that the 
in that Pꝛouince, as foloweth, In the beginning of Apzill,the Lozde Di- 
guieres twke the Caſtel of Champer, two Leagues from Grenoble, at which 
time the Court of Parliament there opened a way to a truce, which not⸗ 
withſtanding did not let the exploytes of war, fo2 as much as in the meane 
time, the ſaid Lo Diguieres bzoughe three pieces of batterie to Nuts, tu 
batter Ventero/towne and Caſtell, but they ſurrendzed themſelues befoze 


The 7.ofPay,the companie ofmen ol armes, of the Lozde Diguicres, 
conduced bythe Lede Poligny his Lieutenaunt, andthe compamte of the 
Lozd Roſſe, a popiſh Gentleman, lead by himſelfe,viddzawefoozthto ſkir» 
miſh the Gariſon of Saulta. Chete they killed ſixe ſkoze men, among whom 
there were twentie of commaundement,tooke ſixe pꝛiſoners, and wel nigh 
had entred into the towne mingled with the enemies: all this was done 
with the loſſe of one man, onely of the religion, 

The z 1. and laſt of Pay, the Caſtell of the Lond Mereftrier,Rrong,and 
ſituated vpon a rock, builded againe at the charges of the Countrep, to 
keepe them of the religion in bondage, was rendered by compoſition, and 
raſed, after it had ſuſtayned 14. dayes ſiege, by the Lozd Diguiercs,aſlifted 
by the L ozds Brikmaut, Morges, and others, 

A little befoze that, the Pont of Coigner (ſurpyiſed few dayes befoze by 
the Lode Valete) was peelded at the diſeretion of the Lone Diguieres.

The Led Chuſtilion hauing gathered certain fozces in Lguedock, Aug.

The L ozd de Poet, gouernour of the towne of Afontlimar: , went foozth

' Whileſt the L. Chaſſ ilion ſsiourned in Dauipbine, the ſaid L. Valete 
ꝑactized a ſecret execution vpon the towne of Mont limaart, & ſo began to 
Nawe his faces thichet ward: but the inhabitants miſtruſting his ap · 
pꝛoches, pꝛepartn themſelues. which cauſed him ta rctyze back againe:yet 
de ſet ſuch an order, that the Lozd Balathye ſurpzized the tawne, but the 


TL. Valete bid greati feare, that the ſayd towne wouls be ſurp2ized again 
vytbe Caſtell, and would baut pꝛouided a greater power to put in ſoꝛ the 
keeping of the ſame: But the ſaid Lozd Balathye anſwe red, that he wes 
—_ enough to defend the ſame towne. This was done the ſireeenth of 
The ſeucnteenth day at 9 a clock in the moming, the Lozd Thaſlilion 
and Diguieres bnderſtoode of this exployt done, though they were moze 
then twenty leagues off.

ben the enemie had poſſeſſed the ſaid 'towhe of e Homlmare thee 
the Low Poet with his companyes (being about th:ce hundꝛed 
men and fiftie hozſes ) entred at night info the Caſte!!, and pzopoſing 
what was to be done, determined to 1 2 ſpeedily on the towne , aud the 7.

Caſtel temayned ſtill in the hands ol them of the refozmed Religion. The 
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dap about 7.a clock in the mozning he aſſembled all his foxces,which were 
about two hundzed pikes, and one thouſand Parquebuſters,ifſuedout of 
the Caſtellinto the towne , with ſuch fiercenes, that they fozced their 
trenches aud Barricadoes and cut in pieces aboue two thouſand men, and 
among others the conntie of S, the Loꝛds Ancone and Logieres, Teil 
the ſonne, and Dupuy, Saint Martin, with rs, Noblemen, 
Gentlemen, Captapnes, and men ol lame, remapned vead vpon the plate. 
There were a great number wounded , among whom were Ancone and 
Saint Fereol. | 

Pany were taken pꝛiſoners among them, men of name which were 
theſe; the eldeſt ſonne of the Countte Suze,the Baron Garde, ( hemlak, 
gouernour of Yixarers, Straung, Teil the Father, Pracontat, the ponng 
Coſſans, the poung Vauterel, Balathye che Captaine of the enterpꝛize 
bpon Montlimart,all Noble men. The Lozd Ramfort had ariued in the

This was the wozke of God which vled the valour,viligence , # good 
gonernement of theſe Noble men, bat ſpecially of the L u Poce,chicfeſt 
goueraour of the ſaid place, Thereexcelled alio the valiautnes of the 
Lo2d Blacons, Vacheres, Mircbel and Allart, Gentlemen of Uinarers, 
the which being in ſoſmall number, to wit, about twelue hundzey men, 
foxced moꝛe than thꝛee thouſand men of warre, furniſhed# lodged aduan- 
tagiouſly within their Barricadoes, flanked and vetenved in front with 
thzce Cannons, to reuengethe crueltics whichthephadvſed, and to beat 
downe their pꝛide 

The Lom Chaftilion had pzocured certaine regiments ol Siſrs, to 
come out ok the Lozd(hipsof Berne, to deſcend the lake of Leanne, 
and to repa ire into Da«/pbene, there to aſſiſt tha of the Religion agatuſt 
the Lozd Valcte, and to bzing that countrep, and the next pzovinces a+ 
bout, out of the bondage ofthe Leaguers and Catholikes, The Lowe 
Chaſt ilion came (as is ſaide befoze) into D-vipbine the firſt dap of Au · 
guſt, and went accompanyed with the Lozdes Diguieres and Poet, to re⸗ 
ceiue them at the rtuer L:Jere, But the Lozd Valete hauing left Balathye 
in Montlimart for the ſale thereof, went with fpeed ouer Lizere, 
to let the L. Chaſtilion wich his tõnanx, copaſſeouer that riuer to topne

Lid ere, tu haue wich the (aid Chaſtilion. But the Lozd Valete ace 
companted with Al e Corſe intelligences of thi it comming 
with fiue hundzed Harque buſitres, and companies ofhozſemen, ſet 
bpon them, defeated them, and tooke elcuen which hee ſent to 
the King, and one Cozonet ofhozſcmen, This ouerthzowe was giuen the 
ſame day ofthe recouering of 0x:/5»14r7, and in the ſight of the Lows 
Chaſtilionand Diguieres, who were on the other ſide ofthe riuer, and by 
ng meanes could paſſe ouer to reſcue them. There were flapne about one 
thouſand men, twelue hundzed taken pꝛiſaners, and were ſent to Valence, 
to woꝛke to the loꝛtiſications there: a great number ſaued them ſelues in 
Dauſphine. God maketh the number and armes pycuaile as pleaſeth him. 
They which were pꝛiſeners, were redeemed by. exchaunge of them that 
were taken at Monthmeart , 

Thus thing es paſſed on both ſides, the Lend Chaſtilion af length ha:

At the ſame tyme che Loꝛd Diguicres knowing that the enemy foztifp» 
ed a temple in the towne of Saynt Peter in the Mar quiſat of Saluces, ſen 
deth thether Loꝛd Brikmaut with his companies, who fozced that place 
in the middle ol the day the t welft of October, tooke the captaine pziſoner, 
and cut to pieces the reſt : this was the firſtexployt beyond the moun⸗; 
tapnes. 

The eight ol Nouembcr-the Lozds Ramefort, Eſpornakes, and Sig- 
nak, though intt lugences which they had in /ongqueeres,had ſcaʒcd vpon al 


the Loꝛd Blacons, the which three homes after the taking thereof, appea⸗ 
red bekoze the cowne with 30 hozfes . This his ſodaine and vnlooked foz 
comming,did ſo terrifp the footmen who were within the towne (calling 
to remembyance the entertapnment-which they had at Mantlimart) that 
they ſoꝛſooke the place,che taptayne being not able to hold tem, although 
they were in number foure hundzed fontmen, ang ſixe ſcoze hoſes, which 
were not pet entred into the towne, whom the L ozd Blacons let goe with» 
out any purſuing , content ouelp to enter into the towne fo to chaftize the 


traptoꝛs.

About the ende of Apzill, the Ring ol Nau departing from Xechel 
with certayne pieces of ozdinance,twke Ch. Ley by compoſition, and S.

ſtinatly reſolued to withſtand him) to be hanged. From thence he went ta 
S. Mexent, which ytelded vpon compoſition after they had ſeene the Ca- 
non, From thence (fapaing to goe ſomewhere els) departed in the euen- 
ing, aud in the mozning earely was befoze Fontenay, and on a ſudden(withe 
out great reſiſting)toke che Suburbe called Legei, and at the ſame inſtant 
compalſed the towne on euerp ſive, leaſt auy ſuccour ſhould enter in. But 
ſeeing that he had neede of moze ozdinauce than he had, ſpeedily veparted 
to Roche! to haue moze; which thing the Rochellers did very willingly 
and ſpeedily graunt: ſo that within leſſe than five dayet he returned, and 
began to batter 8 nine pætes.

holding to them, immed iatly he determined to ſend a mightie armie into 
Guyenne, againſt the Ring of Vauarre and of them of the religion, Any 
ſuppoling that the Parſhall Byron had gone to ſlowly about his matters 
in the lall armie , he was deſirous to trie what another Captaine ofa hots 
cer ſpirit could do, And becauſe the Duke Ioyeuſe the Kings bzother in 
lawe was ſomewhat famous, not fo) bis valour, but foz incredible o mon: 
ſtrous exceſſes of crueltie, which be had ſhewed the yeare befoze at Lodexe, 
Daint Pence and Marnceiolx,and other places in Languedock : ſ the true 
deſcription whereof, newe tMrmes and wozds had nevde to bee deviſed, 
The Ring (I ſap) ſuppoſing him a fit taſtrument to execute his choler vp · 
pon them of the religion, which ſo valiantly had herecofoze refifted che in- 
turies of the Leaguers, and deſpiſed their fozces, fo the great wzongs 
pꝛoffeted to his Paieſtie by the Leaguers, ſeut him with a mightie armie 
to paſſe ouer the river Leyre.

After that be beſieged Saint Aexent, which reliſted the furie of his 
armie,and of all his ozdinance foz the ſpace of 1 5. dae, aud about the 22.

Raye at the gate, as he went fozth among the reſt was bzdught tothe Lom 
loyeuſe, whichcommitted him to the hands of the Parſhall, with com- 
maundement to put him to a ſhameftull death. This learned aud godlyman 
had faithfully and vertuouſly executed the miniſtery in that cowne , and 
there he conftrmed the doctrine which he had pzeached, with a moſt conſtant 
and Chziltian death, which was vuhappte to them, who without a cauſe 
put him to the ſame. Foz they themſelnes who executed that vniuſt com- 
maundement, would not diſlemble to ſap (after they had heard the earneſt 
confeſſion of his faith and p)aters which he made in the end ol his life ) chat 
certainely God would teuenge the death of ſo good and godly a man, in

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1587 whome there was found no cauſe of ſuch puniſhment, and in deede the 
line, Dake loyculc and his armie diduot ſuruiue him long. 

After the taking of Saint Afexex:,the Lozde Ioycuſe tame to Vierte, 
with ſhew to ſraſe vppon Maramt, as well ta tut the wap into Peytew, to 
the Ring of Naxerre, as to ſhut him vp into Rec bel, and by theſe meanes 
to beſiege Fontenq with leſſe danger, which as pet was but flenderly foꝛti⸗ 
fied: alla to ſeaſe vpon Talmonnd, hauing al the rtſt to his dtuotior; which 
thing ſeemedto him eaſilie to perfoʒme. | 
Fo} although the Ring of NVauarre fapned that be would defend Mara 
againſt that armie, as he did the peare befoze againſt the $Parſþall Byron, 
at the ſclfeſame ſeaſon , pct yotwithſtartinghee bad not determined ſo to 
dos, as alſo it wag a thing inipoſſible to defendit,fo) the Mariſhes and dit: 
ches and channels were ſo dzied vp, and the earth ſohardened,that the fat - 
men could eaſilie goe thoꝛough eucrp where : there was ſome moze dil. 
com:noditie foz hozſemen, bp reaſon of the eps, but pet it was acceſſible 
every where. . | | 

In the meane time the Ring of Nauarre ſent in the regiment of Cap» 
taine Preau, with ſome other companies, who ſhewed great viligencc in 
foxtifping the holdes of Baile, Brune, Poynenf,and Clowſue:as for the Foxt 
Brault, the King made it in foxme of Sheeres on the ſide of the land, and had 
determined to defend that onely and the Caſtell. The others were eulyto 
holde the enemit in hand, and in the meant time that this reſolutien mig be 
be ſtayed, the heads hauing commaundemtut to retire into the towne, and 
not harden them ſelues obſtinately in the defence ofthe leid Foꝛtes. After 
that the Caſtell was furniſhed with neceſſaries, Captaine Preau ſhould xe⸗ 
tyꝛe to Fontenay, the Lon Iarry with a number of Souldiours Gould re» 
tyꝛe into the Caſtell, when he ſwould be enfo2ced to foꝛſake the towne, and 
there to abide the fonce ofthe enemie fo} eyght da yes: which thing he could 
doo well enough. In the which ſpace, the Ring of Va»arre and the Pjince 
hauing aſſembled their foxces, woulve haue giuen ſo many croſſes ta the 
Duke IJoyeuſe, that perhappes he ſhouldnot haue needed to takt the paine 
to goe to dye at Coutras:notwithſtanding, ſoꝝ theſe conſiderations oꝛ other, 
the Duke Ioyeuſe ſet uot on Aram, but at the requt ſt of the Lod Saint 
Luke and others, going out of Nor: t ough the countrep of ¶N unix, and 
the cowne Sor geras, went to batter 7 enn Charante, which he toke by come 
poſition : and there vnderſtanding that the companie of the Lowe buelles 
was at Croixchapeax, halfe the wap betweene Toney Charante and Ne-

enemte . {Therefoze heſendeth his commiſſioners into all Pꝛouintes, to 
aſſemble all his Nobilitie, with all their fozces , and them to deuide into 
thꝛee ſeucrallarmies,wherofthe rendes vous of the one vuder the conduct 
of the Duke of Gee. compzehending the Nobilitie and others wha 
were knowen noto} was giuen the 20. ol July in the cowne 
of Chaumont in Baſſignye, The ſecond armit vnder the conduct of the R. 
bimſelfe, was ol the Nobilitie, inthe which hee had moſt truſt, out of P- 
cardy, France Normandie,Britayne,and other Pzoniaces betweene Seyne 
and Leyre.

that his armie of Germer was in teadines to departe out of Germans 
to come to his ſuccour , ſent Ambaſſavonrsto the Ring, humbly to in- 
treate him to take ſomepitie of his and pooꝛe ſubiects, both to 
ſhew him lome wayes of peate, and alſo le that the ſaive 
Ring had acknowledged the heads ofthe Leagueto be his cnemies, and 
to haut rayſed all theſe ves, not ſo much againſt the houſe of 
Bourbon, as againſt his owne perſon : he requeſted the King to vſe his, 
andthe Germane fozces againſt the commonencmie of the Realme, But 
the Ring bauing many all ſeruants, both about his perſon and in his 
counſell,who were greatly addicted to the league, they diſloyally betr ap · 
ed him. making him beleene that if he hould accept the Ring of Vauarre 
his offers, and ſo change his mind, it were the neareſt way to rayſe an v- 
ntuerlal rebelltou of all his ſubiects againſt him, and that this Ambaſlage 
of the Ring of Nazerre did from loue and duetie, but fr feare 
and dead. ha ſaty his manifeſt ouerthowe at hand, by theſe thate great 
and mightie armies which he was letting in a readines, The Duke of 
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2 conſpiratozs,aduerifzed by his ſpecial friends (which hee

Accopdiug to this oper the Duke Mercure, (aknoſt then king of 314 
raine)raked out of Britaine as inany Leaguers as he could,and being ſeat 
vnto the Duke of GM: vnver the conduct ofthe Lo Hautboys, ihey 
miſtcat ied by the way: foz about the beginning of September chcp were 
met and flayne by the Ring of Nas«rre, being then at Monſorcav. 
During which time of the loiourningofthe King of Vaxarre at A. 
ſereau, the Duke Mercure tooke his iournep out of Aritaine to jopne with 
The at mit of the Duke Ioyeuſe his bzother in law, whohautngencrea- 
Ted his armie with a new ſupplie of men of armes, artillery and munition, 
Raped at Tours, to march againlt the Ring of V ο The Uicounc 
:Turennc hauing intelligence thereof, ſet vponhim and tooke his rich car» 


riage 
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riage nigh Saumur: and ſhortly after the ſayd Ring of Naurre hauing 
receaued the County ol Soyſſons with his French companies, returned to 
Xainftonge , and ſo went to Rochel, where after he had remapned ſome 
dayes, at length he departed thence the tenth of Deober: there he tooke 
ſome peeces of artillery, and though T«illebourg, repapjed to Pans, 
where hauing aſſembled and muſtered all his foxces, determined co paſſe 
into G«/coyne, partly to gather moze fozces in going, partly to ſoynt with 
his army of Germans (which were already farre entred into Bowrgundy) 
paſſing thzough the Pzoutnces, which were fauourable to him.

The cauſes were, that after they had foz theſe foure peares refuſed all 
reaſonable offers of the king of Nane, they hated him without a cauſe, 
they did dzaw they congues and (wozds agapuſt the God ofheauen, any 
bis GolpeU with a Ciclopicallrage. Therefoze Adraſta did ſtay them in 
that plate, ſwolen with pzide,arrogancie,contumelie,vaine hope and con · 
fidence in the arme offleſh, which could not deliger them. There they doe 
mooue the fozce ofthe God of Battels , and dzinkea harty dzanght, q; ra- 
ther a carowſe ofthe Dꝛegges of Gods math and inftice, leaſt that theyꝛ 
abominable crueltyes ſhould be knowen further, And alſo, that the ſaints, 
as it were out of themiddeſt of thoſe pzouinces, which doembzace the Go 
pel, might ſeethat the Lozd is the iuſt reuenger of ſuch abominattons,and 
defender of the tuft cauſe. And that they may learne to feare bim, and in 
him onely to truſt and repoſe themſelues. Pere therefoze Adraſtia doch 
ſtay them to anſwert vnto Gods (udgement, 

Nou let vs come to the euents. The Ring of Vuarre earlp in the 
moming being firſt adurrtyped of this pꝛepar ation, was not mooued at it; 
no moꝛe was hee vpon the ſecond warning . But at the third tyme be ſhe» 
wed no leſſer deſire to fight. then the enemy to whom twiſe befoze he had 
yoffered the occaſions, | ; | 
be taketb heꝛſe, ryvech loꝛth out of Conrr«rtomears enemp,commann.« 
dech the L od Clermont maſter ot his O2dinannce, in all haſt to paſſe o- 
uer the canon (foz he could not do it the day befoze: ) he putteth his army 
in battaple array, placeth his artillery in the fozefront ſo-commodiouſly, 
that all peeces div ſervice without harming any man al bis owne, & great- 
ly did endomage the tuen. At leugth haung encouraged his ſouldiers 
to the battayle ( whom he found fullof —_—_ readines) cauſed payers 

to 
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to be made from company to company. 

About 9. a clocke in the mozning the artillery began to plap on bott 
ſides: the oꝛd inante of the king of Navarre was ſo commodiouſly placed, 
that it did wonderfully annoy the men of Armes, which che Lozd loycuſo 
had at his right hand, and the regimentes which did flarke choſe men ol 
armes. Manp being beaten downe with it, ſome ofthe heads tooke re- 
ſolution rather co goe to the charge, then to die ſo miſerably without any 


The Harquebuzfers in like mancr began to ioyne, and there was no 

man on both ſides who ſhewed not to haue a great deſire todo well, 
The Oꝛdinance ot loyeuſe did let flye certapne ſhot towards thecoms 
pany ot the Pꝛince of Conde, but without any effect,ſauc a hozſe whereon. 
a page did ride, which was ſtayne. The cauſe of this (mall effect, was a. 
hele riſing ofthe ground, which did let the free aſpect and. ayming ofthe 
D)dinance, ſo that many ſhot did light vpon the gronnd. 

About nine a clocke the light hozlemen of the Lo Loyeuſe, to the num⸗ 
ber offoure hundzed hozſes,conductedbhy the Lozd Laucrdine, and captain 
Mercure, ſet on the hozſemen ofthe king of Nauarreꝛ but aſtex ſome fight, 
began to wauer and to make roame. 

The reſt ofthe hoꝛſemen ol the king ol Navarre conlifted of 4; Squat 
dzons, diſtant the one from the other in this wile, 

Che Squadꝛons of the King of Nai , and of the Hinte a · Con 
were diſtant about a hundzedand fifty paces . 

The Squadzon of the Þ2tvce of Soiſa7-, at the left hand ofthe king ol 
Nauarre about thiee ſcoze paces. 

The Squadzonofþ Utcount Turenne,diſtant ſo much from the Pyince 
of (ende at his right hand. The Lozd Lauerdine charged the Uicount: 
Turenne, but without any endomaging of him. 

Theſe thzee ſquamons (where ede the Pꝛinces of the -blod ſtanding 

faſt) did behold all this fight, vntill the L ond Ioyeuſe followed with his 
mapne foꝛte of hozſemen ; and hauing both on the right hand and the left 
two great hedges of hoꝛſemen, aduanctvto giue the generall onſet. 
Then theſe three Princes marching euery one at the fozefront of his 
ſquad)on cloſe, firſt went a ſoft pace, then began to gallop, laſt, the watch 
woꝛd being giuen with alwſed byidle, ſet on ſo liuelyCencrp-one ſeuerally 
by himſelf actoꝛ ding to his courſe) vpon that multitude, that ivcontinently - 
the companies were mingled, and came to handiblowes, The ſpeares 
which were in great number in the armie ol loycuſe, did but (mall — 
lz they ioyned nteter. | 

It is a wonderfull thing; that in a moment ſuch a furious troupe as 
was that of the Lvzd Ioycuſe, armed & furniſhed tothe aduancage,flankey- 
boch on the tight hand and the left wich two greatbattaillions of 2

was ouerthzowne and vanquiſhed, by a troupe which had neither in num · 1587. 
ber, na in furniture, noz in armes, noz in ſituation of the battell any ad- Octob. 


vantage at all, God (who gouerneth all things, and holdeth in his hands 
the balance of victozies and ouerch2zowes) made then courage to pꝛeuayle 
againſt multicude; the iuſt cauſe, againſt inturie; and the lawfull defence, 
againſt bzagging, and the great pꝛeparation of warre, 

And as the men of armes were quickly ouerthzowne, trodden vnder 
foote, and put to flight; ſo in as little ſpace were the fotmen diſcomfited, 
being ſec on by the regiment ofthe Ring of Nauarre, where commaunded 
3s Paſters of the Campe, Caſtelnaw, Parabiere, Salignake,and others, 
And at the left hand of the Ring of /Vazarre, Charboniere, Preau,Orges, 
and others, who all euerp man right fozward(following the occaſion of che 
vicozie)cut tn peeces all that made any reſiſtance, and putto flight the reſt 
which were on che ſide of copſes at the right hand, as on the fide of the ri⸗ 
ner Droune at the left hand, And as a little befoze nine a clocke theſe two 
armies tame to hands, the quarrell was ſo ſwne decided, that at ten a clock 
there was found not one onely man of the enemies which fwd to his de» 
Fence,noz that was in ſight, but ſuch as were laied dead vponthe ground, 
02 tahen pꝛiſouera, oꝛ in flight. The place where the battell was fought, 
temapned ſo couered with men of armes, hozſes and armours, but ſpecial» 
ly of Launces matted ſo thicke that they ſtopt the wap, There remapned 
— bzother, with a great number and notableſt 

02ds, f 

The Ring of VNanarre, the Pꝛintes of Conde and Soiſſons, with the telt 
of the armie purſued the victozie, There were taken many notable Gentle» 
men, and among others the L od Belegarde goucrnour of Xain@onge, the 
Lords W. Luke, and Montigny of Berry,who commaunded ouer a compa- 
nie of hozſemen: hee was noted in ioyning of the battell to haue pearced 
further then any of the companie; foz hee entered even to the ſide of the 
gardes of the Ring of Nau rre, which were at his tight hand, and there by 
them beaten downe was taken by ſome of the ſayd gardes. 

God gane this notable vittozie to the Ring of Nazerre,and in that f01« 
ney did thine the valour wherewith bee hath indued him in all the ſpetiall 
graces _ ny wr — — great —.— 
not onely counſel, reſolution, diligence, and wiſe gouernment, but 
allo inthe execution ol armes. Foz doing the office of a Captaine Souls 
dier, he pꝛeſled ſo farre as to takethe enemie by the toller. 

The Punnte of Conde alſo hewed himſelfe valiant ; foz be bad his hozſe 
flaine vnder him; the P2ince of Sosfon- alſo toke p3iloners with his owne 
hand, The hozfe ol the Uicount Tarenne was alſo flaine, God made theſe 
Pꝛinces ſtrong in this dapes wozke, acco2ding to the oꝛder of their pzehes 
minence, by them to de the execution W him; 1 
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1587. ont in his owne perſon did ſome honozable exployt in this vicozie, This 
October. vitozie was the moze honozable vuto the ſayd Ring of Nu, that it 


was not bloudie to him, F oꝝ ſo great number being ſlaine on the ſive ofthe 
enemies, he loſt a very ſmall number of either hozſemen oꝛ footmen of his 
own, And among that ſmall number, there was not found one of marke oz 
commandement, On the other ſide, all the chiekeſt were ſlaine, wounded oz 
taken, except Lauerdine, who ſaued himſeife with much a doo. Captayne 
Mercure while they were in battaile, tan to Contra to ſeaʒe vpon the king 
of Nauerre his baggage, ſuppoſing that the Duke Ioycuſe had gotten 
the vicozie, But when he heard the crye of victozie for the Ring of Ne» 
#arre,he went out in haſt, and following the bancke of the tiuer Droune tos 
ward Roc hec halays, ſaued himſelfe by flight and ſhame, 

The vicozie was purſued thzee houres and moꝛe, in the which purſuing 
were flaine and taken a great number: the oꝛdinance was carried away, 
and the baggage loſt. After the returne from purſuing of the enemie, 
thankes were giuen to GOD vpon the place ofthe battell, the wounded 
Were taken vp,the dead buried,the campe of che enemie burned vp, 

But that which filled the meaſure of the Ring of Naverre his vertue 
and honour, was, that hee ſhewed himſelfe no leſſe courteous and gentle 
coward the pꝛiſoners and wounded, than hee had hewed himſelfe valiant 
in the fight, Let them who haue tried him by experience,-giue the teſtimo- 
ny thereof, who alſo haue acknowledged by effec, god affeaion which he 
beareth to good Frenchmen, diſcerning by a wiſe pzudence all good men, 
from the conſpiring and traiterous Leaguers, enemies of the ſtate, De 
commaunded the wounded to be diligently dꝛeſled and attendey: he ſent a· 
wap almoſt all the p)iſoners without any raunſome: he gratified many of 
the chiefeſt, & to ſome he rendered their Enſignes, namely, vnto the Loꝛd 
Montigny. If be could haue guided the lot of armes in the battell, many 
were left there vpon the place to whom he would haue willingly fozgiuen, 
Foz there was ſeene in him in this proſperous ſucceſle not one token of in- 
folencie 02 paſſion, which is commonly the mother of crueltie.

ment ol men) ol that warre aſſone as the beginning. Thus ſome exployts 
of warre being done there, the ſcarcitie of victuails beginning to growe, 
they determined to goe fwzth out of Lerreyne. But vpon the determmation 
of the wap which they ſhould followe, there was great difficultie found, 
Fo the Germaus deſired to paſſe toward Sed», from thence they might 
hope ol many good commodities,and if neede ſhould be they might haue a 
newe ſupply of foꝛtes out of Gerwxy : which thing could not bee, if they 
encloſed themſelues among ſo many riners which are on the South ſide of 
Seywe, Home French men on the contrary, ſapd, that they ſhould turne 
right to the riuer of Loyre,fo2 to ioyne with the Ring of Nawerre. 

The Lozd Boillon deſired greatly that they would appꝛoach to Sedan, 
as they had (as he ſayd) pzomiſed him, and that in hope of it he had made 
great s of powder and artillerie , which bee had made ofpur- 
poſe, Conſidering allo that he had to pꝛouide foz the ſecuritie of his places, 
which might incurre ſome daunger if they were not p2onided fo.

Loyre, there to ſtop the paſſing ouer to the Ring of Navarre, and to giue 
them freer acceſſe betweene the tworiuers of Scyne and Leyre, where hi 
thought either to weary them. oz by ioyning his with the armie of the Lea« 
guers,at the taple ofthem eaſily he might oppzeſſe them. During this ſ0- 
tourne, the Baron-Oneaubjought the artillerie befoze the Abbey of Cler- 
Auulx, which compounded to giue a certatne ſumme of money, and ſome 
quantitie of wine and meale: notwithſtanding, that capitulation did not 
hold, becauſe the ſapdLozd Oneau had not caken hoſtages foz the per ſoꝛ .

The armie departing from C haſt eauuilaine, made foure dapes iourney 

tothe riuer Scyne, where they arriued about the 2,of Detober, and paſſen 
ouerthe ſapd river aboue Chaſtilio vpon Seyne, without entetpꝛiʒing vp« 
pon the towne, becauſe the Lozd of Ge had put into it the LozdChere 
with a certaine number of hozſemen and footmen, which made a ſallie. 
The Lozd Cha#i/ion was commaunded to make the rereward with thzee 
companies of light hozſemen, and ſeauen Coznets of Rutters, and thzee 
hundzed Harquebufiers, 
The Colonel Berbiſtroph was a little moze toward the riuer to fanour 
the Loꝛd Chaſtilion : which thing the Lozd Chaſtre ſeeing, he made haſt 
with his hoꝛſemen (being fauoured wich certaine harquebuſiers which hee 
had ſer in a coppes) to charge Berpiſtroph, who incontinently aduertized 
the Lozd Chaſtilion, to the end he might cut off the returne of thoſe hozſe- 
men of the Lozd Chaſtre : which thing he did. The ſeauen Coznets which 
were with the Lon Chaſtilion, followed him with a ſhewe ol goad will to 
fight: but tõming not in time, the Lozd Chaſtilion(with the Frenchmen) 
began to charge the harquebuſiers of the garde of the Lon Chaſtre, who 
were all cut to peces, and the hozſemen followed vnto the gates of che 
towne, One of the Rutters on a ſudden fozſaking his band,killed a French 
Launce with the ſhot of a piſtoll.

From Leyne they remwued to Anſi le frank, to Tauley, where neues 
36e —— a Cattle not farre off. The Baton 
dl Oneau, who was lodged nigh the ſaid Caſtle, wꝛote about it to the ſaid: 

Lozd Chaſtilion, with a declaration of the good will which the Rutters 
bad to aſſault him, if they would ſend them ſome number offootmen, And 
il che Duke of Ga would haue appzoached to the right hand of the ſais 
Lozd Chaſtilion, they would come to his ſuccour aſſone as niede were. 
There was then a fame occaſion (as it ſcemed)to enfozcethe Duke of 
wie to battell: notwithſtanding, there was found ſome difficuſties, Foz 
the countrep ſayd that the Caſtle was ſtrong: others, that it was 
a wood land fit foz the harquebaſiers ofthe Duke of Ge, and diſaduan« 
tagious foz the hozſemen of the armie, and chat it would bee hard in cam» 
pingthere to get victuals, and therefoze they taped not there, 

From Auſi the armie tube courſe to the river of Tanne, and came to it 
the ſecond day after, About the fift of Daober the ſayd armie paſſen the 
riuer at Malylz vile, where alſo arriued the Lozd Longa from the Ring 
of Nazerre,and willed them / in che name of the ſapd Ring to direc the ar: 
mit toward the head of the river Zoyre, where he determined to receiue it, 
(notwithſtanding) thought that the Germans would hardly take 
wap, ſuppoſing that if they ſhould take þ courſe, manp of the wil. 
ſers would diſband themſelues, dzawing ſo nigh their countrep, conſide: 
ring alſo that with much ade-the-artillerie would paſſe tough the - 
ernoyr;partly by reaſon of che foule wapes,/and partly fo2 the great ſcar» 
ritie of vicuals which would be found in N;nernozs and Moruant. Upon 
this incertitude, the armiemarched fozward, the reſolution of that matter 
being referred to the incidentoctaſions. This thing mwued the Germans 
to tomplaine, and to require another gouttument to be vſed in marching; 
The fozmeof marching which they defired, was in fozmme of a ttiangie, ſo 
that the Rutters ſhould make-one wing: the 
the enemie ſhould be ofthe Frenchmen, and the middle ſhould be the gard 
ofthe artillerie and the Swifers, which notwithſtanding was not ſo re: 
ſolaed : then alfo began the diſcommodtties to tucreaſe inthe armie, 
Thus the matters palling in that armie doubtfully, and without any 
reſolution vppon any txptdient counſell, at lengththey determined totrye- 
the paſſage at Cherize, and foz this purpoſe were choſen both hozſemen- 
aud fotmen: but the emermuiſe being delayed off one dap fox want of ſome

The Loꝛd Chaſtilion, with che ye of the Campe of Rutters, 
and the Coloneil Boke, with two thouſand hozſces, dzewe —_ to Coſues, 
partly to fauour them who were gone to ſecke paſlage at Charite (if neede 
were) partly to ſecke occaſſion to ſce the enemie, There they miſled the 
Duke Eſpernon but a little, who had paſſed the riuer at Nenfay. 

The ſame night the ſapd Lozd Eſpernon ſet vpau the — of the 
fotmen, but did verp little pzeuaile, and after that returued to Cave, car» 
rying awap with him the Captapne Bonourier ſoze wounded, 

In the meane while the Ring with bis armie was on the other ſide of 
the riner to oppoſe himſelfe to the paſſage : ſo that the dap being come, the 
two armies could ſee one another, 

Ac euening al the army arriued at the riuer ſide, that night che R. made 
great trenches at the foozd of Nexfay,4 fortifped the ſame mith a garriſon 
of Harquebuziers and Puſketters: and i; to fauour them,cauſed 3. grest 
boats well furniſhed with ozdinance to bee b2oughe. The riuer of Loyre 
was to be paſſed at foozdin many places vntil that time, and there was pet 
in ſome places foozdes, pet had they no meanes to paſſe, betauſe the kings 
armie kept the bancke of the riuer tuery where, It that army had marched 
ſomewhat ſpeedily , it might haue paſſed well pnough in meuenting the 
kinges armie which came out of Paris fomewhat late: fo: the king repoſed 
bimlelfe vppon the aſſurance ofthe Duke ofG»yze, who aſſured the ſaid 
king to top the pallage aol that army, which thing he could not perfozme, 
and had not bern done, if the king had not oppoſcd himſeife to them at the 
hanke ofthe riuer. 

The mozrow alter the Lom Boyllon tame to fit in counſell at Neafuy. 
There the Lozds Oneau and Huguerie made many complaypntes in the

They quartered themſelves the next day, and all the army was lodged 

upon che lands of the Lozd Chaſtilion, who offered it willingly, to ſhem

The Lom Boillon lodged at Chaſtilian with other noble men, to aduiſe 
pon the affaires of that armie, 

Some dayesbefoze, Tilmancolonell of cheregiment of Bearne, depat. 
ted thzough firkues, Bouſchet his Lieutenant wore a letter to the Low 
Cleruaut in the name of all the Swiſſers , that they had determined to let 
the king vuderſkand the cauſes wherfoze they were rome into France, and 
to that efecdwould ſend Ambaſſadours to the king, That reſolution (ee« 
med to many very daugerous : they ſent tohim neuertheleſſe. 

The towne of Bleneax vpon Loyne aboue the towne of C haſt᷑ ilian had re» 
ſiſted the Baron Ones : lo which caufe they feet chem, and vpon that 
occaſion the army ſoiozned 2. dayes about Chf ion. Jn the meane time 
newes came that the Duke of Gyr did approach with his fozces, and 
was ts lodge about Chaſteau-renare, diſtant fromChoſtibon the ſmall 


leagues. 

The Lo Che#:horthen openedthem the meanes whirh he had, there 
in to encloſe the ſayd Duke of Gæyx : but many difficulepes were aleaged, 
which did hinder his enterpziſe: Notwithſtanding,the ſayd Lozd Chaſti- 
Gon went on hozlebacke with twenty hozlemen in company tuen to the 
gates of ( hat can ramard, andthere hauing taken ſome of chat place, lear⸗ 
ned that G«yze was gone thence about aue hourebefoze,foz to ioyne with 
vis beatherthe Dukocs Aloqme, env ther he had lovged in the towne with 
ä his going away, had put garriſons 


27 Lan Chaftilion bzought with bim about 25. Harquebuſiers 
on ho)ſebacke, whom be ſent to the Lozd Boillon : by them he learned (as 
is afozeſatd)that the Duke of G was gone to iopne with bis bzother, # 
that all their Bands were ſo ſcattered here and there in the Uilages about. 
Some gaue counſell to turne the faces of the army agaynſt the Duke of 
Guyze and his Hotherʒ that it was an eaſy thing to fozce him to battaple, 
afoze that hee ſhould appzoach neerer to the Ringes army, 03 to Montar · 
ti to fauour * ſome were of acontrary opini⸗ 

ou 
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on: and that it could not be done, but the Lozdof Gayze would haue know: 
ledge thereof, aud then would hee retyze into ſome ſure and ſafe places, 
which thing being done, their returning backe would ding great diſcom: 
modities to the army: which by theſe meanes would be combered between 
the riuers Tenne on the Eaſt, Leyne on the Qeſt, and Seyne on the Nozth; 
ouer whom they could not findpaſſages when n&de ſhould require it:and 
that if they ſhould do no exployt, they ſhould repaſſe that way which they 
came, where they ſhould finde all chinges eaten vp: which thing would en- 
creaſe the. diſcomodities, and the complaintes of the ſtrangers: this opi- 
nion pꝛeuapled, and therefoze nothing was enterpzized. 

They went to lodge about ¶N ontargis, leauing the river of Loyne at 

their right handfoz to get the way to Beauſſe. 
Theplodged at Landon and Vewory, and other Townes there abouts, 
This way is maiſh, bzoken , foule, and full ofquakmiers, where the wa 
gons ofthe Germans and Frenchmen did lo ſinke, that the Ruccers were 
kayne there to lodge. 

The 27. of October , the Lozds of Gzyze, Mayne, Ellexfe , Aumall, 
Barre, the young Ianuile, and the bzother ofthe Lozd Mercure, with other 
heads ofthe League and their fozces , which were about fifteene hundzed 
hozſes, aud fiue thouſand Harquebuſiers went to lodge at Mantargis, and 
thereabouts on the Eaſt ſive of the riuer Leyne, which running betweene 
both, let the Germans to goe to them ot the League: but on the con» 
trary, gaue this aduantage to the Leaguers to paſſe to p; armies ſive when 
they would , becauſe they had che fooꝛdes andbzidges at the yz deuotion. 
This aduantage, with the fauour ofthe Towne of Montargis, and of the 
Counttie.gaue them occaſiouto cnterpyiſe to ſet vpon Y:wory, where the 
Baron Oncau was lodged, withſeuen Coznets of Rutters, that place be⸗ 
ing not diſtant from Aontargis aboue a League and ahalfe, 

The Enemies arriued at Vimory in the end of Supper about ſeuen a 
clocke at night. The Rutters (thealarum being giuen) do repatre to their 
Conets with great ſpeede: and whileſt the enempes were buſte in the 
ſtreetes to robbe, the Baron Oneau did oftentimes charge as well their 
hozſemen as their footmen: the firſt onſet was vpon the Duke 4e Mayne, 
who with a good companie of hozſemen made head to the Rutters, Ae 
this onſet the Rutters did ſo plap the men, that many notable geutlemcn 
were left dead vpon the place, as well of the companies of the G«yze , as 
of his bzother 4e Mayne. 

The Coznet of the Duke de Mayne, with the gentleman that carry» 
ed it, Rowray of Burgondy was taken. Thcre were two other Coʒuets tas 
ken, whereof one was ofthe Lozd Bordeſiere. The Duke de Mayne re- 
ceaued two ſhot of iſtoll within his armoz , whereofhee way ſo amazed, 
that hee came not cohimlelfe vntil the mozrow after about cighe a clocke.

been la; a great rapne, darkenes and thunder, which on a ſudden came and Ober. 


parted the fight . The League loſt there aboue foztye gentlemen notable a» 
mong them, among whom was the Parques d' Arques, eldeſt ſon to the 
Lozd Liſtenay, and the Lend Cigoigne, ſonneto the Daches de Mayne, 
and others were ſoze wounded, 

The Rutters loſt aboue fiſty men, about one hundered ſeruing wen, E 
thice hunden wagon hozſes: they loſt thzee Copners of their ſetuantes, 
wherein were painted the Starre, the Ho2ſe-comb,andthe Sponge. 

The Baron Oneau ret taued a blow with a (wozd vpon the fozehead, but 
be was ſhouly after whole, 

The Lozd Chaſtilion was lodged thꝛee leagues from that place, who 
vnderſtanding of the alarum, went on hozſcbacke, as alſo others in other 
places, where the rum came. 

The ſapd Loꝛd Chaſtilion went into the Uillage where hee found ſome 
of the enemies wandering, whom he tooke there: he noted a great number 
of dead men, but moze Frenchmen then Germans. 

The mozrow after the Ge ſent to aſke le the dead, which were aboue 
two hundzed in number, he ſent alſo to know of the Rutters whether they 
would be content to exchaunge their Comets and pziſoners. They an; 
ſwered, that as fo} the pꝛiſoners, they would aduiſe vpon that matter 
but fo2 the Coznets they would ſend them tothe king. f | 
That day the Baron Oneau, who had kept poſſeſſion of their lodgings, 
ſending all nig bt fo2 the regiment of Lance - knights, went to pzeſent him 
ſelfe in battell aray befoze Aſontargs,, where hee was moze then an hower 
to jaw the enemies to battell: but no man appeared, and therefoze hee 


retp2ev. 

The ſame day the artillerp in going fo2ward , came within a league of 

Meontargis, where it was in no ſmall danger, being ſo nigh the tnemp, 
with a company : the which after the Lozd ilion had found 
in that caſe, hee accompanyed the ſame vntill two howers within night: 
and not able to goe further, they vnſtalled it to ſend the hozſes to baite in 
the next Uillages. The ſaid Lond Chaſtilion lc tt fifty Harquebuſiers on 
bozſebacke to keepe all nige. 
The Lon Chaſtilion arrpued at his lodging , learned by a Trompet 
which had beene in the kingescamp, the ouerth}ow of the Duke Toyeuſe, 
and of the pꝛoſperous ſuccefſe ofthe king of Nanerre inthe battel at Con- 
trat, whereof all the court made a greatmourning. 

The 30,of October there was a great mut iny of the Rutters, partly foz 
the loſle which they had at Y:wory , and partly becauſe they weredeniedts 
enter into C haſt caulandon, which was appointed foz their lodging. The 
Baron Oneau had much ade to pat ify 1 but when the L od Chaſtiliõ

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was come, he was requeſted bp the fapd Baton Oneauto beſiege that Ca. 


Kcll, rw the which hee lent his fatmen, aud in che meane time he went to 
view the place, 

During which exployt, the Duke of Boillon, accompanied with many 
other Lozds, came to the Rutters bpon their mutinie, There they ſayd 
that they would not paſſe further, and that they weve lead to the laughter, 
that they were lodged at the face of the enemie, without any Frencymen 
to garde them. They alleagedchat-it was repozted the Ring of Navarre 
to bee dead in the overthzowing of Ioycule, that they had loſt part of their 
baggage, that their ſeruants demanded their wages, and thzeatned to foz- 
ſake them ik they had no monty. To be ſhozt,thep ſapd they had no means 
to followe, and therefoze required to haue leaue. 5 

The Swiſſers did helpe much to appeaſe that mutinte, ſhewing the & 
liance which they bad entred into nigh Chafteaxxilaine,pzomiling tach be 
ther neuer to part aſunder vntill the warre were ended. This mutinie was 
pacified vpon pzomile ofthe Frenchmen, which was to make among them 
ſelues a ſumme of monep, to hozle them which were ſpopled at /emory. 

When the Counſell had made an ende ol their fitting, there came a 
pong man named Pau, ſaping, that he had to ſpeake with che Lozd Cler- 
uaut, to whom be had heretofoze bzought letters from the Ring of N- 
narre : this pong man had alreavie come thzee 0; fouretimes in the army, 
ſaping, that he would bing to them his regiment which he had in the ar- 
mie of Gir, that hee had not aſſembled it fo any other end then foz the 
King of Nazerre his ſeruice,and that in taking bis part be mould da him, 
beſide ſome peece of notable ſeruice in ſeazing vpon ſome place, and that ho 
bad god meanes in Baur the armie had not fauoured him, That 
now they might take ¶Mentargis, as hee had infoꝛmed them, when they 
camped at Che#/7:/ou. That he had his companie in the Caſtle,which the 
Loꝛd of Ge had put in fo his ſafetie when he lodged there: but now 
when the armie marched, the Duke of G went aſive of them Kill on 
the other ſive of the tiuer Leyne, and that he pꝛeſſed him with his companp 
to come to miete him, and that he could not diſobep. any longer: therefoze 
let them ſpeedily take aduiſe. 

After ſome ſpeeches had on both fives , the Eozd Chaſtitionanſwered 
bim, that all that came from the Duke of G was ſuſpected to him, 
Notwithſtanding , that if hee would do as they would ſhewe him, they 
would ſend thether. Pau anſwered, that there he. was to da all chat they 
ſhould commannd him, 

The matter being reaſoned, they determined ta ſend the Loꝛd Cleruaut 
with two hundꝛed harquebuziers and two Comets of Rutters to execute 
that enterpꝛiſe. Then they tame to the plate, the Loꝛds Cleruaut & Cha- 
Qylion, and others of the companie, called Pau vnto them, and after they 
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had ſent to viſite the Caſtle, they put fiftie harquebuſters vpon the gate + 1587. 
and as they were about ta enter in, one of thecompanie of che Lozd Cha- Ott ob. 
ſtilion warned him that there was treaſon ; vpon which occaſion he rety» 
red ſpeedily his men: which thing the enemies ſeeing, and that they were 
vilcouered, they played their parts, aud did blowe vp the gate and bzidge 
though which our men ſhould haue entered, Jn returning front this en- 
terpꝛiſe, they who had auoyded ſuch daunger (fo2 to haue belecueda trap» 
to2 of the League) gaue hartie thankes vnto God, TQhileſt theſe things 
did ſo paſſe at Mont argit, the Lozd Boillon, with the reſt of the Counſell, 
had arrined at C haſteaulandom, and ſent the o2dinance, hauing conſiderev 
where it ſhould bee placed: but becauſe there were neither Swillers noz 
Launce-knights to garde it, the charge was committed to the Loꝛd Cha- 
ſtilion, after his returne from Montargis, who began the batterie about

part, and mopoſed it in the Counſell by Hinguerye: but on the ont 
way was not petreſolued: on the other ſide they had notyme to aduertiʒe 
the whole atmy : and alſo it was not thought honozable to depart in the 
nigbt. as though they had been carryed away with terroz ? The departing 
therefoze was deferred vntill che 24. of November, and chat it ſhould bee 


midnight next fols = 


by day. 
Whileft theſe thinges were a dooing , the meſſengers of the Swiſſers 
returned, and gaue to vnderſtand, that at this third time they had found 


ſome alteration in the diſcourſe hee had wich them, and that the king had 
commannded them to repapꝛe tothe Duke Eſpernon : ſo that it ſcemed by 
they} diſcourſe , that they were aſhamed that euer they were enttred into 

any negotiation with the Ring: ſo there was ſome hope to ſtap them, 
To the ſame end Huguer ie was (ent to che Baron One4»,to pjopole 
that it was neceſſary foz the contentation ol the Germans, to trye by ell 
meanes to tap the Swiſſers: it was alleaged fo a pzincipall reaſon, that 
the ſame huge body going away, would caty with them ſome compa: 
nies of Rutters, who might moue the A render then; EEE 
24 ng 
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ling todo that wich they were requeſted, k | 
The matter being pzopoſcd inthe counſell, ſome thought they) depar» 


ture co be not greatly hurtfull, bꝛinging theſe reaſons to verify their opini 
on: ſitit, that it was a bodie ſo hrauy and ſo vn wealoye to remooue, that by 
this action the enemy might dziue the whole armie into ſome diſaduanta⸗ 
gious ſcreigbt. Fo without that heaute trou zuthey might moze eaſily 
get the height ofthe riuer Loyre, which was the onely ſure way which the 
armp could take. 

The other on the contrary ſhewed, that ſuch ſeparatton could not be done 
with out great alteration in the reſt ofthe armie , and that if it were not 
let, it would bee the beginning of a diſſipation , which was like to haue an 
tuill end, and that the Germans would do the like at the leaſt occaſion, 
and that with: ze @wiffcrs they were able to beat the kings power: which 
thing they could not do without their aide- The R, of Nax«rrehad ſhewed 
what ſhould be done inſuch extremity, to wit, to turne their faces coward 
the Duke of Gaye, to enfozce him to fight, oz clſe toencloſe him in what 
ſoeuer place he were: which thing did not ſeeme very hard, conſidering 
that he had no good towne to make his retrait vnto, 

That the Swiſſers would not refuſe to fight againſt the League, and 
untoall theſe thinges aboue ſaid, would belpe much the pꝛoſperous victos 
ry which God had giufn to the king of Nauarre: hut the Dwillers could 
not be kept, hauing ſo lar dealt with the king, 

Thep vpon thereſolutionto depart, required their Rowles to be ſea- 
led, to that end that the bodies being aſunder, the affections might remaine 
ioyued together: and that in fo doing, they would be ſwozne to pzomiſecs 
bꝛing to the king of Vauarre two qq thyee regiments of A wiſſers at che 
time and tearme pycſired. | 

The counſcll ſtood vpon a letter which the Baron of Ons as had wjit- 
ten, by the which he warned them, that if they gaue aſſurance of pap to the 
Dwillers, who contrary to their duty did fozlake the ſeruite ot their ma* 
ſter, they ſhould put no difference betweene the good leruicozs and the 
bad. ; 

The dap fo) the army to depart , which was appointed the 24. being 
tome, the Duke of Guy either of his owne motion, 02 elle by intelligen« 
ces, marched all Night, and put certaine Harquebuziers into a Caſtcll, 
which was at Aulneau, where certapne countrepinen had repatrev,and had 
agreed with the Rutters to furniſh them with all that they needed, 

The gardes of the Baron Oneau, who was lodged at Aulucau, alittle 
towne encloſed, did not perceaue the ſatd Harquebuſiers , 

The Duke of Cie with the reſt ofhis troups, ſtayed till the day bzea» 
king, when the wagons of the Rutters began to goe fozth, and the gardes 
were taken vp ko; to depart: that hower ſeemed Las hte” 
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without any reſiſtance, becauſe that cuery one was in his lodging, ready 
to take hozſe. The Harquebuzicrs of che enemies going along the trets, 


let onthe firſt lodgings, 

The Rutters the alarum, toke hozſe, and foundthe gate ſeazcy 
vpon , and the ftreetes hampered with their wagons, ſo that they could ne⸗ 
ner ioyne together to takt the fleld. 

The Baron Oncau with ſire 02 ſeauen, being the firlt at the gate, pear- 
ted though them which came in. The gate was quickly ſhut, They of the 
Rutters which had got onhozſebacke, ran about the walles to finde a wap 
to get out: and when they found none,ſtanding on the hozſe ſaddle, leaped 
vp the wall, and ſo thzewe themſelues into the ditch , where ſome ſaved 
the Colonels Coꝛnet, and fiue others: but all the Gentlemen of all theſe 
Coꝛnets were fo2 the moſt part taken, oz ſlaine. 

The Baron Oncau with the reſt of the Rutters, ſtayed within halfe a 
league of the Towne, The Swiſſers repapꝛed thether in battell arap, 
where allo came the Loꝛd Chaſtilion. There it was pzopounded to ſend 
foz the reſt of che armie and oꝛdinance, and pꝛeſently to compaſſe þ towne, 
where they might finde ſome pet buſie about the ranſacking; but there 
was no oꝛder to hearken vnto that: ſo the Duke Boillon & all tbe Coun- 
ſell concluded vpon their departing, The Lozds Cleruant and Chaſtilion 
were lent tothe Rutters to comfoze them about their loſſe, and to cauſe 
themto followe the way. Bat the mozrowe after the Colonels were mo. 
ued to mutinie, ſaping, that they would goe tothe Dwiſſers, and ſo with 
them into Germanic, and cauſe their wagons to turne that way. Theſe 
newes were bzought to the Pꝛince Countie and the Duke Boillon. Not- 
withſtanding, an houre after the Baron Oncau ſent fo2 the Loꝛds Cler- 
uant and Chaſtilion, ts returne to them, and that he had ſo wzought with 
them that they would come to the rendes vous. There it was ſhewed them 
that it would not bee honourable to them to retyꝛe ſo vpon a ſudden loſſe, 
and that there was no ſafetie fo2 them, if thap would followe their deter: 
mination , but that it was farre better to remaine with the Frenchmen, 
with whom they were able to fight againſt whomſoever, and that the wap 
which thep would followe, was the neereft ko them to returne into Ger-

Upon theſe perſwaſions they agree to followe the next day to the ven- 
des vont, where they ſayd they would ſee the Frenchmen, and that there 
thep would entreate of all things, 
A certaine man, a friend of the L 02d Chaſtilion han ſent moꝛd vnto him 
from the Rings armie that he had waightie things to ell him. The ſapd

mize the ſayd Rutters, whom ocherwiſe he durſt not alſault. Vauing geucn 1587. 
the watchwozd , they entered into the gates, which they found open, and Nexcmb. 
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1587. the Counſell, which willed him to ſend chether ſome faichfull friend: which 
Nonemb. thing he did. The meſſenger who was ſent,returned with theLozb Cor» 


mon, (whom wee haue ſapd befoze to haue been taken pyifonet by the ene. 
mie) bꝛinging offers from the Ring, that he would giue ſafe returne to the 
Frenchmeu to repapze into Germany, 02 els to their houſes, with many 
reaſons which were alleaged, which could not bee pzeſently anſwered, be: 
cauſe the armie marched on, | 

There was (ome aparance of danger, le aſt the armie ſhould be purſued 
by the King and the Leaguers iopned together, which was the cauſe that 
it was p2opounded to the Rutters to burne their wagons, and to ſet as 
many as they could on hozſebacke, pꝛomiſing that the Frenchmen ſhould 
do the like, At the rendes vous it was ſhewed to the Rutters,that within 
twentie daies they ſhould be bzought into che pꝛeſence ofthe Ring of Na. 
uarre, d els they ſhould be ſet in place of ſafecie. That the inte County, 
the Lozds Boillon, oꝛ Chaſtilion,o other ſuch as they would chwſe, ſhouly 
auſwer them ko the ſumme which was due to them. And in caſe the Ring 
of Nauarre would not content them all, aſſwne as thep ould come vnto 
the ſapd Loꝛd Ring of Nax«rre, they would peeld themſelues their pziſo- 
ners: this was an agreement by wozds, which ſhould haue been put down 
in wziting, and afterward ſealed on both parts, wich aſſurance and pz0- 
miſe giuen by them, that they would repapze to the Ring of V averre. 

The rendes vous on the next dap was at Lender, foure leagues from 
Aontargis, an vnſit place, bp reaſon of a bzidge which is in the middle ot 
the Towne, where was greatconfuſton in going ouer, The Lozd Chaſti- 
lion was commaunded to goeto trye the paſſage at Gen:but many jncon- 
ueniences let that enterpꝛiſe, although be had gone part of the wap. In the 
meane time the enemie aduaunced in ſuch ſozte, that che fozerunners did 
charge the Launce-knights, and vnarmed about one thouſand oz twelue 
bandzed, did hurt a great many, twke the artilterie and munition, About 
25 . boꝛſemen did all that. 
The Launce-knights did retyꝛe in good oꝛder toward Buiſſiere, as alſs 
the wagon men with their hopſes, and other ſuch ſtuffe as they could ſane. 
The Loꝛd Chaſtilion went alſo to the ſayd Busſſiere,who did incontinent» 
ly ſende to the hozſemen on euery ſide, fo2 to take aduiſe what was to bee 
done; fo2 they were like to haue the enemie very ſhoꝛtly on their backes: 
but the companies went to the rendes vous, which was appopnted at Box. 
uy. The Loꝛd Chaſtilion hauing ſtood in battell aray at Bazſſere,to receiue 
the Launce-Enights who did paſſe in oꝛder, made the retraite, hauing not 
with him aboue thꝛee ſcoze armed men, and ſixe ſcoze harquebuſlers on 
hozſebacke at the moſt, *

gaue time tothe enemieco followe him; ſo chat in marching 
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to Bouny, the gnemp appeared marching along the parke: at whoſe diſco- 14879. 
uering bee put his companie in battell aray foure and foure , by reaſon of Neuem.

The Lozvs Morinault and S. Albine did leade the fozerunners, who 
diſcouering that the enemie was of moze then two hundzed hozſes , ſent 
wo2d to the Loꝛd Chaſtilion,who ftrengthened them ol ten men ok armes 
which were with the Lozd Byramont, and willed them to march a ſmall 
pace after the companies, But a little after they were ſo pꝛeſſed, that they 

turned their faces againſt the enemie with (wo2b in hand, who then ſtated, 

and after in that manner followed the Lozd Chaſtilion moze than thꝛet 


leagues, | 

The ſaid Lom Chaſtilion geuing to vnderſtand to the Pꝛinte County, 
that the enemy was at hand: the Duke Boyllon went backe to the ſao 
Lon Chaſtilion, with 2. hozſes : and going backe to a litle yoke 
wbicht left behind, good tofſtay there fo) the enemie: but 
the Lozd alwates had remained behind) gaue to vnderſtand 
to the Lo hon, that he doubted ſomewhat ; andfoz to know better 
what it might be, they went toward the enemies, and at the diſcoucring of 
them, began toſpeake either to ſtay them, oz elſe to make them come nea- 
rer,but at the enemy began to rettre:vpon which occaſion the Loꝛd 
Moaluet and Chaſlilion pꝛeſſed them ſo farre,thatthey purſued, beating 
them beyond the Boke, where they left dead ofthe enemie ſcuen oz eight

Thc Lo Chaſtilionpurſving the diſozder of the tnemie, was aduerti · 
3edbp the Lozd Boi lon that the Rutters were moze then flue leagues be · 
foze with the ret ofthe Frenebmen, that the companies which he put ſu⸗ 
ed was the whole power ofthe enemie, where were the Lozds Eſpernon, 
Nemours,and Mercure, $ that neceſſity required to march lo: ward with · 
ont an further delay: which thing ſtaied the Lozd Chaſtilion, who in re - 
— — by a little wav, where he ſpied about fourt ſcoze Parque bu. 
Ziers of the enemie, who hid themſe lues in the ſaid Mood, whom the ſaid 
Loy Chaſtilion made countenance to charge, that in the meane time hee 
bee might retire his fozerunncrs , whom the ſaid Harquebuziers made 
their rekoning to ſurpyizeinchep) returne; but they came againe without 
any damage. . 

The truth is, that there was in all thoſe troupes but onely the Dukes 
pernon, Nemours, and Mercure, who were greatly amazcd when their 
fozerunners ſo fearefully didcaſt themſelues in their armes. 

That ſame day they went to lodge five leagues from thence, and the 
pext day they began to enter into Meruaut, which is a wood land, and ſo 
thicke,that with much adoo they could not goe above two and two. 
They appointed the rendes vous fo} the chitſe of the armp,to heare — 

come 


1587 commiſſion the Lend Cormon had bzought : which was , that the Ring 
Nonemb, Would geue ſuch ſurety unto che Germans as they would, toretire into 
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Germaxy, and to the French men Papiſts (who would liue Popiſhlie in 
their houſes)ſafetie with their goods. Others ofthe religion which would 
retire out of France, might eniop their goods, ſo that they would beare no 
armes agaiuſt him:requiring furthermoze in token of their obedience and 
good intentes, by the which they bad declared to haue bozne armes onely 
3 all the French men ſhould ſurtender him their Coꝛntts 
and Colours. 

All cheſe thinges being debated on both ſides, it was aduiſed not ta 
=_ theſe offers, but ko the ſureties and enſignes co take further ad- 
tale. 

The reaſons which induced them. were the great amazednes wherein 
the whole armie was, and to that feare there was ſuchnegligence ioyned, 
that there was no moze meanes to keepe any oꝛdtx, neither amoug the 
Germans ne Frenchmen , Many French gentlemen hgd and did dayly 
reſozt home: there was no aſſurance that any great would ſtap a. 
un longer. There 
wapes were full of and armes. as well of Germans as 
the Hozſes were wearp,thep had to make long iourneys to goe farre from 
the enemy: when they came, they found no guide ta lead them the way to 
the Uilages, ſo that they trauelled ſome time one oz two leagues after they 
were atriued at the rende vous fo) to take their «The molt part 
ol them remapned either in the woods, oz elſe inthe firſt houſes which they 
met: men without bzead; hoꝛſes without fodder: many hozſes were tyꝛed 
fo) lacke of ſhooing , There was foure dates iournep to goe though 
woods, 

The Harquebuʒ iers and footmendid diminiſh on both fides:all the re⸗ 
gimt᷑t ofthe Loꝛd Villencufuchad diſuanded themſelues not paſſing thz& 
dates befoze,becauſe the maſter o they campe was pziſoner:there was al* 
moſt no men left in the regiment ofthe Loꝛd Mouy. 

They whom the Loy Chaſtilion had ought 
licke of hozſes could not follow, 02 elſe foz to follow in ſolong iourneyes 
were infozcedto caſt away their armozs: moſt of them had no powder,noz 
meanes torecouer any. TheirPeeces were efthcrbzoken oz vuppofita« 
ble foz lacke of wozkemen to mend them, There rentapned not aboue two 
| hundzedHarquebuzters, | 7 

They which reſted of Launce- knights. being about two thouſand, were 
vnarmed: all theſe reaſons made them conclude, that it was better to 
ſaue the men to do ſeruice another time, then tolooſe them and geue the 
pꝛaiſe tothe enemy, to haue wholly deſtroped that army. | 

(pon theſe deliberations, they diſpatched totheking the L. Cormont

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Inte meane while the army went faz ward, followed ill by the Low 1587. 
Eſpernon, accompanied with ſcuen qq cight hundzed hozſemen , and with'Decewb, 
as many Harquebuſicrs as be could put on hozlebacke, and was then with l 
ins league ofthe army. | 
The Arne marched fine dates iourney vnto the towne of Zency in 
Maſconoys, whire the rendes vous was gruen. The Nutters and French- 
men aſſembled themſe lues the 6. day of December. The Lozds Cormon, 
Liſle,and Mot iuault came from the Lozd Eſpernon: there the beads and 
the troupes being allembled, conferred together of che things which were 
to be entreated, 
The king fearing greaelp that the remnant of that army ſhould cſcape 
into/inerers and Languedoc., @ ſo into g cyne to the king of Vauarre. 
Therefoze they inuented ſurmiſes to increaſe the terro2 and impoſſibility, 
to diuert them (ii it were pollidle) from going that way, which they ſaw 
was the eaſpeſt aud ſafeſt to eſcape the danger into the which they did calt 
themſelues , and to cauſe them to accept ol diſauantagtous offers. 
The Low Liſle Morinaule(beingſent by the Duke Eſpemo)epencd a 
rowle , in the which was read how many companies of armed men and 
r of footmen were in che fozreſt conntrep to ſtop the wap to 
the armie, ifcthey ſhould take thc ir journey to FYixarers:he reported alſo 
bow Mandelot was enforces to retire his armie , by reaſon of the great 
Daowes which were fallen there, ſo that there was no meanes foz them 
to paſſe: this thing diſcozaged the army greatly, 
Upon this deliberation appointed to determine what was to bee done: 
the Lozv Chaſtilionſhewed that the hardeſt e moſt dangerous part of the 
Fozreſt was paſt alreadie,that within foure daies they could bee ina place 
of ſafetpe , and ſhewed them · to the eys the mountains of Yix«re!s, where 
within 24. howers they might haut the Lozd Chebault with fifreene hun- 
ned Hargueduſiers: that he knew well themeanes of Mandelot, howthat 
— ach companies as could be able toſtop their way: he 
warned them to take heed of rumozs which were ſpꝛead abzoad by the ent 
mie toterriky them: offered vpon his life to conduct the companies into 
Uwarets without danger. The meanes whicbhe pzopoſed, were to deuide 
the army into — — put one halfe of che Rutters and Frenchmen 
iu che vaungard, wilh as much ofthe ſtuffe as was neceſſary, ę that which 
they could not ſpare, and to — N but ſpecially all the tired 
hozſes which ſerued fon 
The other halfe of the-armie _ — after, and that they ſhould 
reſolue themſelues to fight againſt whomſoeuer would oppoſe them⸗ 
felues in theit wap, either af92e 02 behind, And that in ſodoing he truſted

| be pzoffere:couſivering that God had plucked the armie, Ry.

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the hand, out oł moze aud farre greater daungers,then they which remay⸗ 


ned behinde, Thereunto he added, that che Lozd Eſpernon was left a long 
dapes iauruey behinde the aimie, Guize thze dapes iouruep, the Ring 
was beyond the river Leyre, and that befoze the armie there was nothing 
which might d hurt. Oe ſye wed furthermoze, that there was no cauſe to 
accept the diſayuantagious and vnhoneſt conditions which were offered, 
vnwanthie to bee accepted of them who pꝛaoteſſed the true Chziſtian refoʒ 
med religion. Da the other ſide, he ſhewed the (mall aſſurance which they 
might haue of the Rings pzoffers, and the iumpoſſihilitie to returne home 
in ſafetie the way which they determined to take. 

Foz ſixſt, the Ring did offer ſaletie to retyꝛe whereſoeuer they would, 

wich aſſurance of enioping their goods, as well to them who would re- 
papꝛe to their houſes and leue accoꝛding ta the Nomiſh religion, as to 0- 
thers who would retyze out of Frayce, to liue infreedome ofconſcience 
without bearing of armes. De did offer alſo ſafetie co the ſtraungers, to re⸗ 
papꝛe totheir countrep with their Coznets and Enſignes, requiring ones 
ly the Colours of the Frenchmen, But now he alcereth theſe conditions, 
and will give no ſuretie to returne home,noz libertie to enioy their gads, 
but onely to them who will liue after the Popiſh manner, o2 would pꝛo⸗ 
mile neuer to beate armes,excepe by his expzelle commandement : and bes 
ſide aſked all the Coznets and Colours indifferently as well ofthe Ger. 
mans as Frenchmen, Full, 
This alteration made him thinke that there was ſome falſe dealing e⸗ 
nen in the armie it ſelle, which gaue occaſion to the Ring to reuoke his koꝛ· 
mer pꝛoffers, and to offer harder: conſidering that it was not vnknowne 
that the Loꝛd Eſpernon hath not at this pzeſent time fiue hundzed hozles, 
and not ſo many harquebuſiers on hozſebacke : ſo that if he would Nap foʒ 
them which be had on foote,he would neuer overtake the armie going foz+ 
ward, But il he ſhould come with them which he had, he would be till the 
weaker, and himſelfe as wearie, as the armie in danger till co be well bea⸗ 
ten : hauing no reaſon that hee ſhould de ſo now, ſeeing that hee durſt not 
de it when he had greater fozces nerer the armie, and in a countrie fauous 
rable to him euery way. He concluded therefoze, that there was nothing ſo 
ſure fo2 the armie as to paſſe the Loyre. | 

He hewed alſo; that it was impoſſible to returne into Germany ſafely : 
foꝛ to goe thether they ought to paſſe the river S, and that ſtill vpon 
bꝛidges, becauſe it cannot bee paſſed by fad any where, He ſhewed that 
the bꝛidges and boates were in the power ofthe Duke de Mayne, and that 
ik the Sore might be paſſed, yet muſt they go though the enemies lands, 
ſo that they muſt needen commit themſelues into the Leaguers mercie, 
whole crueltie he knewe the Ring himſelfe were not able to tap, Many 
Germans and athers ſhewey that they app2zoued well this aduiſe 7 —

ſareft way. But this is co be confeſſev, that God would not vſe the means 1597. 
ofthis armie, and that he would wholly ſcatter it. Foz although theyſawe Decembe 


and app2wued the moll expedient reaſons, yet they cout nat followthem, 
Others thought, that they who would returne into Lengaedeck, woulp 
haue others to followe thenyfo2 to aſſuxt their way. Others alleaged the 
impoſſibilicie by reaſon of the-Snowes:: others, the barrennes of p coun» 
trip, where they ſhould finde foode neither foz men no} hozſes, The Rut- 
ters thought vppon the loſſe of their hozſes, when they ſhould paſſe the 
downefalis of the nountapnes of Yixerers, where the countrey men alone 
were able to teſiſt them : ſo that eaſſlp they were withdzawne from that 
volage, Fo2 then the common ſozt ofthem withouttheir Colonels ſtocked 
together, to heare what the Lozd Liſle mariualt would ſap, who(perſwas 
ded to diminiſh ſomewhat ofthe cagpitions) pꝛopoſed vnto them, oz els to 
carrieawap their Coznets,aud ſweare neucr to returne into France, txcept 
it were fo the Rings ſeruice, oz the Emperour : oz els to ſurrender thete 

Coꝛnets and to goe with libertie, and to returne when they would, 
Upon this p2opoſition,the Lozd Chaſtilioa bzeakingthzough þ pꝛeace, 
thewed that the Lozd Liſle mariuault had no authozitie noz wiit to treate 
with them, noz that could binde the Ring to entertaine that which be pꝛo⸗ 
poſed : he ſhewed alſo, how in all that there was no ſecuritie, and that the 
Rings offer was as good as nothing, in offering to men of warre @ Soul: 
diers conditions ſhamefull and vnreafonable, and ſuch as could not bee ac: 
cepted, without fozcing both their religion and honour, But the tumult 
encreaſing (as is commonly ſeene in ſuch diuerſitie of opinions) the Ger- 
mans concluded to accept one of the two pzoffers, and that ſame dap at 
evening they wekld ſhew which of them. Upon this reſolution, the Pzince 
County with his white Coznet ſeparated himſelle, and went to lodge at a 
Caſtle not farre off, They made ſome p2offers to the Loꝛd Chaſtilion, 
to tiſſwade him from his returne into Lengaedock, amplifping the great 
daungers which did attend him, if hee ſhould hazard that vopage, Not - 
withſtanding, he went to the Lozd Boillon, and (hauing made a diſcourſe 
of the dangers whereinto he dtd caſt his life and ſtate vpon the feare which 
be conceaued)ſhewed him zow this delay of reſolution would giue leaſure 
to the enemie to ſtop his paſſage 2 and taking his leaue from him, toke bis 
way to his troupes which ſtayed f him. This being done, there tame 
25.0 3©,Rutters after him to call him, ſaping, that thep had ſomewhat 
to ſap to him. Then hee began to miſtruſt them, as that they would arcſt 
him: and being in the middle of them, vnderſtood that they talked among 
themſelues, that they had no ſecnritie fo2 their payment, # that the French 
men ſhou!p giue them alſurance.

The Frenchmen who are inthe armie, Mall render their Comets into 
the hands of the Lozde Eſpcrnon, to bee ſent buto his Paieſtie,to whome 
the Ring giueth libertte to enioy gods in ſafetie in their houſes , ſo

that they obey the Rings edics, They alſo hal make pzomiſe to him, ſig 


ned and ſealed with their hands,neuer to beare armes, except it bee fo} his 
ſeruice, and bp his expielle commaundement,except it be out oł therealme. 
Thep of his (aid ſubieus, who will retire outof the teame without obep- 
ing his edicts, and pet will make che (aid pzomiſe , the Ring doth graune 
them libertie co inioy their goods, and ſecurttie toreturne with the ſtran⸗ 
gers out ofthe realme : but they who will pꝛomiſe nothing at all, they (hal 
only haue ſafety coretire out of the realme with the ſtrangers, without ins 
ioying any of their goods, And foz as much as ſome of the Captaines 
map make doubtes co ſurrender their Enſignes, the Ring will that ſuch 
ſhall not at allenioy the benefit contained in theſc Articles, 

As foz the ſlrangers. the Ring dooth graunt them paſſcpoze vneo the 
Frontiers ofbis eſtate, on that ſive where they are nom neareſt, vpon con- 
dition that the ſaid Colonels, Captaines,# Wyzitmaſters, ſhall pzomiſe to 
the King, neuer to carrie armes in France agaiuft the Ring, being thether 
called by his ſubit as, without his expꝛe ſſe commanndement; and ſhall lap 
bp their Cuſignes, in returning to theit Countrep, 

Allo they ſhal not takt, noʒ carrie away aup pꝛiſoners of the Rings ſab» 
ieds, wit heut his trpꝛe iſt licence,neither hail commit any act of — 
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iu his realme, in which dooing, the Ring ſhall pꝛouide chem neceſarie 1 387. 


things fo the perfozming of the pzemiles the 8. of December, 

This was the end of this armie,by the which God did euidently ſhew ts 
his chilozcn,that it is bee onely, vpon whome they ought cocaſt their eyes 
in their afflictons, @ chat other meanes are altogether vnpzofirable,ercept 
that he will further them, neither will he further them, except they be well 
vſed, with an vpzight minde and intent. | 

This ſeparation of the army tooke away from the enemies of Gods 
people, all occaſion to ſwell of the victozie, which they may not attribute co 
their valour , who durſt neuer lookethem in the face, and in ſkirmiſh*s the 
enemy had alwaies the wozſt,exceprat unc au onelp, where thꝛough their 
negligence they were ſurpziſed, 

Now Chiiſtian Reader, conſider well the vſe of this diſlolution of the 
Army, The King p1epared great power co oppoſe himſelfe to it, vſed 
great pollicy to dzawe it into chat ſtraight whereinto they wilfully did 
caſt themſelues, fo) not following the good counſell of the R. of Vanarre, 
who would haue them to paſſe aboue the head of Loyre. But as men deftt: 
tute of vnderſtaut ing, heedilp went into a maniſeſt miſhap. and knew not 
wherekoze, as to cloſe vp themſelues bet weene ſo many tiuers, whoſe paſ 
ſages they knew well to be holden by theenempes, 

And as the king 8 pollicie in ſnating them that way, ſo he tuke 
great care labour to diſunite them, that without blowes he might throw 
ehemdowne ; andat length beeing by themſelues weakned, ſent them a- 
way to the flaughtcr, vnder the ſhadow of a paſpoꝛt. It the King had been 
ſo long at ſchole with Salomon as he was with his mother (the onely fu · 
rie that hath bcene theſe many ages) hee could haue leatned that it was an 
vnſeemly thing loꝛ a king to ſpeake a lie. | 

But marke the fruit that he receaued there by, all this redounded to his 
vndooing : fo; ofeut[l can no good bee donc by man. The Duke of N 
as he had turned all his actions heretofoze to his biſeredit, ſodid be this: 
fo2 be cauſed certaine hozſes which he bad taken ofthe Rutters at the ſatr · 
miſh at Vimory in G afFmois, g; at the ſurpzize at Aulneau, to be lead ſome 
into one City, and ſome into another, almoſt though all France, by his 
boxſecozſers and riders with this ſong , Saul hath killed a thouſand, and 
Dauid ten thouſands , as it ſhall be (hewed in his place : So he made the 
woꝛld beleeur that he had bern the onelp inſtrument, by the which that ar« 
mie had reteaued all the harme which they receaued · And whereas the 
Ringes onely pollicy had vndone that army. yet made he the woꝛld beleue 
by his hoꝛſetoꝛſers, whom he ſent to walke the ſaid · Dutch hoꝛſes, whom 
bee vſed loꝛ ſowers of falſe rumoꝛs, that not onely the king had willingly 
let them to eſcape, but alſo had geuen them the meanes to retire, ſome into 
Cermam, and ſome into Langucdock, and * thence to the king ol Na- 


narre: 
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. warre,{v that the pulpitsof Fryers end Jeſuits in Paris and other cities, 
did ſoundnothing elle but oftheſe newes, extollingthe valour, wiſedome, 


and glozp of the Duke of Ne, with potur ing to him much popular 
authority and good will, and making the Ring hate full among the Ca- 
tholikes, fo2 gloſing and diſſembling with them, and fauonring the he⸗ 
retikes, to that end, that when opoztunity ſhould be offered, the ſayd Duke 


of Gre might eaſily bing to paſſe his enterpꝛiʒes, and the king ſhould 
not be able to let him. 


Nou let vs know what became of the fragments of this armie. 

Firſt, the pꝛamiſe was not obſerued to them, foz a great number of thẽ 
were ſlaine, robbed and ſpoyled in dyuers places. The Duke of Lor- 
reynes eldeſi ſunne, called Marthuis de Pont, actompanped with the foꝛces 
of the League, ſet on them in diuer s places, and enuaded the county of 5 
Montbeliard, where hee committed hoꝛrible crueltics, putting all to the 3 
ſwoꝛd, with c recrable whozedoms and abominations. X 

Many dyed in the way, many dyed when they came in place of ſafety, 
even ofthe cheefeſt noble men, 

The Loꝛds Boillon, Cleruaut, and Vau,withmany other noble men re⸗ y 
typed to Geneua, where after ſo many labours and greeues they dyed in 
the 02d. þ 

The like happened to the Swiſſers, whoſe Colonels and Captayns | 
(who were the authozs of che firſt and tapitulation with the king) b 
were puniſhed by their ſeignozies , ſo that few either of the Germans oz £ 
Dwiſſers returned home, oꝛ eſcaped vnpuniched. | 
It is laid befoze,howthat France in this peare was groaning vnder the . 
burthen ol ſeuen great armies , beſides many particular aſſemblies:wher- : 
of it is ſaid how loycuſc and his armie was made fire at Coutru, and 
their reduced carkaſſes were left inperpetuall infamp,not fo their death, 
but ko) the cauſes of it, 

The Germans haue made ſhipwzacke vppon the Nocken of Lancy in 
Maſconoys ths eight of December, and after, 

The kinges armie was bzoken againſt the banke of Zoyre, and from 
thence ſcattered tuery man home, 

The Leaguers are excluded out of Daniphine, where the Catholikes 
andthey of the refomed religion(after much bloodſhed)atlength agreed to 
live like good fellow cityzens vnder the lawful ofthep king:

— ThcſaidLozd Boillon made executd} ofhis Teſtament, and the Lozd 


la Noue: the which dont, the litſt of Januaric he was deliuered out of this 
moꝛtall lite, to enter into the full enioping of the ſoctetie of God, being 
the day of his natiuitie and the 25. ok his age. 

This was a}2zince of great auncient and famous nobilitic, iſſued by the 
father ſide out of the ſtack of that renowmed Argonante Godfrey of Borl- 
lon,who was crowned Ring of /er»/alem, a noble and vertuous man, his 
Mother was one of the mot vertuous women ol our age, daughter vuto 
the Pꝛince Monpenſier, and ſiſter vnto this Bꝛince, now at this peare li⸗ 
uing: ber vertue, godlines. and conſtancie in the confeſſlonofthe trus doc- 
trine, ſhall be in an euerlaſting remembꝛance. Fo ſhee being very often · 
times requeſted by her Father(a great & deuout Catholic )to fozſake the 
Golpell. and to returue to poperie, at length ſhe agreed vnto him, with this 
tondition, that ifthe popiſh Doc oꝛs could bꝛing bettet pzoofes fo? their te⸗ 
ligion, then the miniſters of the refozmed would fo hers, ſhee would fulfill 
bis will, Mhereupon a diſputation being obtepned at the hands of Ring 
Charles the ninth, and the matter being reaſoncd betweene two Doctozg 
of Sorbonne, and two Pinilters of the Goſpell, foz many dapes in her pes 
ſence,her owne huſband ſitting as moderates. it fel out, that in ſtead of that 
which her Father looked that ſhe ſhould haue becn conucrted to poperp, 
Le was confirmed in theerueth 2 by whoſe ſingular wiſvome and ſpeciall 
care,afterward the Churches ofthe Soueraigntic of Boillon were refoy- 


med. 


This Pyincipalitie of Boillan is a ſmall countrep. holden in ſoueraigutie, 
pet commonly vnder the pzoteation of the Crowne of Frante, between the 
rivers Meſe and Aoſelle, a part of the auncient Nation, called Eburones, 
hauing on the Eaſt ſide Lorreyne aud eArdenues,on the Weſt Henault, on 
the Noth Liege, on the South Beroys and Chempaigne:it hath two ſtrong 
places, Sedan and /amets, and many other ſtrong holbes and Caſtels, the 
Countrepis Md, Moꝛiſh, and ſtrong, lying altogether vpon the banck 
of the riuer AMenſt. This Countrey ſince it had imbzacedthe Goſpell, and 
become the Garden of Eder, hath been the place of refuge fo them of the 
refozmed religion of the Nations, which doo lie detweenethe rivers of 
1 and Seofve, a plate moſt lit to retire vnto, in time 
of perſecution. 

There were two byetheren, the Duke of Boilton, and the Countie de 
la Mark, two Noble young men of great vertue, valour, and godlines,who 
bad from their cradle, as if it were ſucked the true religion and vertue, with 
the milke of their vertuous and godly Mother: They veuturev all that 
they had, liues, goods, and ſlate, foz the defence of the Crowne ol Farce

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md true religion, and oppoſed themſelues again the conſpiracies of the 1388.

Theſe two noble men were called out of this life,vnto that which neuer 
decapeth,and to iniopthe inheritance of the Saines in ligt, whole names 
ſhall be in che cuerlaſting remembzance of the rightegus. The one, to wit, 
the Countit de 1a Mark, dyeꝭ at Lancye, about the beginning of Deoberg 
as is (ad befoze: but the elde ſt, to wit, the Pꝛince Boillõ at Genen, the firſt 
of Januarie , as is ſaid, 


(as ii it were in a triumph) though 
weapons, and all other aray. And whenthe people were flocked toge⸗ 
ther in great troupen. to lee theſe nem ſhowes , there wert the Oꝛatoys 
readp among them. The number of the dead, hozcs and Enſignes ta: 
ken, were increaſen by the figure of multiplication, one killed a hundzcd, 
and a hundzed ten thouſand, as Pyrgopolinices in Plaurus : the manner of 
the fight was made very difficult, and dangerous faq che conquerours, 
They ſhewed alſo, how not one of the Gaizes Souldicrs were found ways 
ting:to be ſhozt,varires varitatrs, 


Then they applied their ſhowes , how that the Duke of C had at. 
chiued himſelle all the difficulties ofthe warte, and either flaine oz taken 
the choſen and valiant Captaines and Soultiers thereof, and if bee hav 
been aſiiſted by the Ring, he would haue gotten ſuch a vicozp,as neutt the 
like had been heard of in France. Foz hee knewthemeanes howto haue 
made ſueh a laughter ol them, as not ont had been left to tell the newes in 
Germanic; all the realme inn the commodities of ſuch a

vigour, 
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victozie, But the Ring he retyꝛed beyond Loyre, as though he had beene 
vn willing oz afeard of them, foz he would oz durſt never ew his face, oz 
dꝛaw his ſwoꝛd againſt them, and fo2 to ſhew ſome outward countenarce, 
oz for ſhame when the cnemie were alreadie vanquiſhed, aud that the Duke 
of Gaiz.e had left the ſmall remnaut,who were but pages and ſcullions, ſo 
hurt, wearie,and ſick, that they could not flie,truſting that they would haue 
deen diſpatched by the King, they were followed ſo ſlat kly, that not onely 
he gaue them lcaſure to eſcape without running, but alſo helped them to 
ouercome ſo many diſtreſſes wheruntothep were dziuf by the ſatd Duke 


of GN, g alſo under colour of a counterfeit ycelding and ſubmiſſion, he 


granted vnto them their liues, hoꝛſes and furniture, andto ſome of them 
their goods, and by theſe nicanes they came all to their iourneys end, and 
ſafely arrpucd to the Ring of Nanarre, | 
Now the concluſion of theſe infamous repozts, was left to euer man 
toinferre , that eyther there was not in the Ring ſuch pzincelibe vertues 
as ſhould be in him, oz elſe that hee was a fauourer of heretikes, and 
a diſſembler with the Catholtkes. Then what ſhould wee doe with 
ſuch a King? Let vs haue another, And whome ſhould we haue, but him 
that hath done ſuch exployts, and deliuered France from ſo manie daun 


gers andterro2s, 

By theſe deuiſes, hatredand contempt was no leſſe pzocured againſt 

88 5 as, gloria in excelſic, payſe, out, fauour, and authozitie to the 
uke Ye. 

The Jeſuites and Friers onthe other ſide tooketheſe lyings and ſlaun⸗ 
derous repoztes foꝛ a theme to diſcourſe vpon inthe pulpits, he that was 
of a timozous minde cryed, that the Ring was a betraper of the Catho- 
likes, he was become either a cloſe and deſembling heretike, oz a fauou- 
rer of heretikes, and that it was to be feared ere long hee would fozlake 
the catholiciſme, and ouerthꝛow the C atholike Religion in France: O- 
thers which had a moze warlike ſtomack, dilcourſed vpon the other com- 
mon place, that the R. had a timoꝛous mind, durſt not look few(Pages 
and Scullions halfe vanquiſhed) in the face , and that was the cauſe thac 
many attempts vpon the heretikes had come to ſmall effect, becauſe the 
warres were not purſued by men neither ol courage no wiſedome, But 
the Duke of gvixe, that noble bzanch of Charlemaigne. the deliuertr of 


France, the onelppzotectoz of the holy Church, was the onely man to 


whome they owe their religion, their liues and goods, the onelp hope of 
the Realme, Thus the frogges that roſe vp out of the bottomelelle pit, 
did dayly in their pulpits trie croake,croake, croake. 

There was great hope that the ſundzy lamentable euents which did 
beate the one and the other part in Frænce by the ſcourge of warre, and 


execution of armours as well in the loſſe of the battell at Contras, 
dca 
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death of notable men, is in the opp2eſſisn and hauock which the armies 1588. 
did cary with them, would haue aſſwaged the rage and paſſion which ca · [znuarie. 


tied away many, would haue ſkayed the perſecutions againſt them of the 
refozmed Religion, and would haue made a way to ſome reaſonable a⸗ 
greement: but the Leaguers and other enemies (without any remoꝛſe 
of conſcience, & without feeling ol their owne pziuate 02 publike griues) 
fo much the moꝛe made haſt to wozke the vtter ſubuerſionof the ſayde re: 
ligion, oppꝛeſling with greater crueltie the 02s thereof than they 
did befoꝛe. Dathan therelqe (the captaine ofmurthcrers ol the Saints) 
deuided his fozces, one part to aſſault the temnaunt ofthe Church left in 
the popiſh pꝛouinces of France, and the Churches of the pzincipalitic of 
14 — we will in oꝛder recite. 

$ after the bzeaking of the armie ol the pꝛinte of Conde in Yandomoys, 
in the yeare ol our Lozd - 5 #7. they thought that with the ſame Pyince al 
their hope had been gone; which thing made them increaſe their crueltie:

But the Lozd (as af all other times ) left not his truth without wit- 
neſſes: foz many in diuers parts ofthe Realme being cruelly perſecuted, 
thewed their conllancie in maintaining their faith and religion, where» 
upon it ſeemeth me, not to be out ofparpoſe to make mention of che con- 
ſtancie which God gaue to a man of bale condition, in defending of his re- 
ligion, who in this reſpect ſhewed the way tomanp, which in the light of 
the wozlde had greater meanests doe it than he had. 

There was in the towne of AA c heneyre in Beauſſe a pooze man bozne 
in Boyſgencye yon Loyre, named Francis Tixicr:(asif wee ſhoulde ſaie 
weauer) this man by

God bleſſed that zeale in time ſo hard and difficult: foz ſome of the vil- 
lages thereabous, by the meane of chat ſmall exerciſe, without feare ofthe 
perſecution, foz{aking the Romiſh Church, ioyned themſelues to the pure 
religion, But this courſe was not continued long: fo2 by the watches and 
fearches of them, who in the fozmcr aſſaults : alorumes could get nothing 
vpon this man, he was at length diſcovered and complained oft to the Ma⸗ 
giſtrate, So that the Ring paſſing thzough VM arc henoyre, the accuſcrs 
add2eſſed themſelucs to one of his Aulmoncts, and inftruced him of gre 
taine accuſations againft that pooze man, to wit, that hee had not obeyed 
the Kings edict, but on the contrarie did perſeuer in his hertſie and dogma» 
tize ; ſo they kindled the Aulmoner in ſuch a ſozt, that they agreed altoge· 
ther to put a complaint to the Ring:thep made alſo a bwke of others ofthe 
religion, which they cauſed the ſapd Aulmoner to pjeſent to the Ring, Fox 
his cuftome belike was ſo to beſtowe the Rings almes, 
The Ring commaunded that they ſhould bee appzchended : Tocier as 
the moſt hatefull, was firſt taken, and with great ſolemnitie bzought be« 
fozethe King, who was deſirous to ſee bim, fo; he was infozimed that bi 
was a Piniſter, The Ring himſelfe examined him (when he had appea- 
red) with great aſſurance, When the Ring had aſked him whether he was 
an Hugonet, and wherefoze he had not gone out ofthe Realmg being one, 
es he did confefſe)and whether he wonid goe to Paſſe once oz twiſe, and 
to eſcape frompuniſþment, The pooze man ,thathehadnot 
the meancs ts avopde, and that he would not goe to Pale, noz aker his 

religion which he knewe to be the trueth. 
hen the Ring pcreetued his conſtancie, he ſent him ts Bloys,withlet- 
ters to his Judges, there commaunding them ftraightly to make his pꝛo⸗ 
teſſe, attoꝛding to the rigour ofhis edias. There in the Rings pzeſence he 
was grcatlp reuiled by the Lozds,Courtiers and Clawbackes, 
Being carried to Bloys, there he was allaulted by thzce manner of ene. 
mies, the Judges, his friends, and the reft of pꝛiſoners. Firft the Judges 
bad him in hand, and after they hay gone about to withdzawehim from his 
religion to Popetie, with fuch bald reafons as they could effoozd, he mode 
them a plaine anſwere, that be knewe the true Catholtke and Apeſtollke 
Church, and chat hee was one of the fellowe titizens o the ſame ; but fo2 
the Romiſh Church be neither knewe it, noꝛ cared to knowe, Then theſe 
great Dtuines had ſpent all their reaſons tuen to the bottome, they began 
tu dꝛawe out their thrratniungs to dang him, aud to giue him epprebzious 
wezds, The pooze man deſpiſing their tt aſons andthe dꝛeggts thixcof, 
made

Sapnt Paul had learned the Þhariſaiſme at the fete of Guualiel: but 
this lewd Italian had learned Atheiſme at the Popes fette in Italy. and is 
welcome in France hy them of his to teach Atheiſme, and to ſhe w 
the way to the Frenchmen how to a  Jraliano , Many other 
ſuch like crifling talke they had wich the pode man, mote fit fo getherers 
of old ſhoocs and ragges vppon the dunghit of Bey, then log magiltrates. 

ThePÞziſoners did greatly afflice him with their continuall bjabling, 
and bꝛawling with him, wich few popiſh vareaſonable reaſons, which they 
tooke out of certayne Sermons of ꝓ opiſb Frierly Doctozs, which they 
had among tchenr , and not oneſy didvaily complaint vppon him to the ma⸗

The death ofthis noble Pyince being publiſhed abzoad, the Leag 
tooke it foʒ a pzelage of their good ſucceſſe, and occaſion to encreaſe che

As fo to enterp2ize any thing againſt Geyenne, oz the king of Nauarre, 
the bad ſucceſſe of de Mayne, and the death of Ioycuſe at Coutras, did not 
counſell them. There was as little hope in other Pzouinces, where they 
ofthe refoumed were ſtrong in armes and foztes, as in uedoc k, and 
Daulphine, where now of late an aſſotiation vpon the delenſiue was made 
betweene the Catholikes and them ol che Religion.

Other friends of the contrary pzofefſiondinKnot ſhewe her any fauou- 
rable looke,fo2 feare to be heretikes, oz fauourers of hereſie,and ſo to p20. 
uoke agapnſt themſelues the blodie power ofthe League, And that which 
is moze, ſhe being accounted an hereticke foz pzofeſſing of the trueth, and 
therefoze accurſed bp the Pope, pzoſcripe by the League, and as it were

The King of Na»arre vnderſtanding the ſtate of Sedan, the iniuries and 
violences ofthe League, ſent thether the Lozd Reaulx, and from thence to 
the King, to put bim in mind of the pzotegion which he did owe to the ſapd 
Painceſſe, and of the ſeruites done by her p2edeceſſozs to the Crowne of 
France: but ſpectally to ſhewe him the impoztance of che places ow — 
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eaguers did intend to inuade, ta make much foz the ſaletit of Mets. 
Ove ſent alſo to her vucle the Pzince Monpenſier, who pꝛomiſed her 

all aſſiſtance to his pawer. | 

The Dukes of Swerbrook ſent her wo)d, that they would do what lap 
in them ta diuert thoſe fozces from ber. 

The Ring not greatly regarding the ſuit and p1otectfon of the ſayd La. 
die, koz hatred of the refozmed religion, (ent backe againe the Lozd Reaulx 
to the Duke of Lorrcyne,where he tarted ſo long that all things were bur» 
ned aud ſpopled befoze he returaev to Sedan. And at his teturue he deliues 
red a commiſſion from the Ring, to be receaued es Lientenant generall foz 
the Ring, aud pꝛotecoz of the Pzinceſſe: and that after beiug receaued 
__ they had giuen their oth,then he would declare what ozder ſhould be 
taken, 

They made anſwere, that it was anewe thing, and that the ſoneraigne 
Lozds of Sex had neuer receaued ſuch charges, and therefoze they could 
not accept them, conſidering that they had giuen their oth vnta the P2ince 
Monpenſier her vncle and Warden,to dw her lawfull and faithful ſeruice, 
and to keepe the places againſt all men, vnder the pzotection of his Paie» 
ſtie : who would (as he hoped) be contented with che aſſurance which the 
Pꝛince Monpenſier would giue him. 

About the ſame time, the Loꝛd Nueuile gouernour of e Mer ieres, tame 
to /Joram nigh Sedan, ſeeking by fapze pꝛomiſes of frieudſbip ta haue that 
Lieutenantſbhip: aud pzopounning certaine captious articles, was ſo an- 
ſwered, that if he had tome into Sedan, there was not of his kume enough

The Pzince Monpenſier ſent divers times to viſite and aſſiſt ber, ann 
went tothe Conrt ts obtapne the continuance of her pzotection, But no- 
thing was obtayned; foz the Ring fought nothing els, but to put in ſuch 
as he thought would fulfill his defire to oppꝛeſſe and ſcatter the Church, 
and to haue in his poſſeſſion that Pꝛinteſſe, to noufle her vp in Poperie, 
that there might not be any hope left hereafter to reſtoze the Church. 


Whileſt the Duke of Lorreyne beſieged /awer?, the Duke of Guize 
ſent to Sedan to pꝛoffer them and to pzeſerne them in all 
libertie of couſcieuce and religion, if ſo that there might a mariage be made 
betweene the 2inceſſe and his ſonne.

The Duke of Lorreyne vſing all manner of hoſtilitie and villanies that 
could be poſſible, made ſuite to baue the ſayd Pzincelle in marriage foz his

The weaknes of this Pꝛinteſſe cauſed the enemy to be very ſecure any 
careleſſe, which .

During theſe two Poneths of Febꝛuaty and March, and the continu» 
ance of the ſiege of /amers, the Loyd Reſne, with tertayne troupes of Jta» 
lians, Germans, Wallons,L cxeoys,and Lozreins,tothe number of 5.03 
8. hundzed hozſcs , with certapne regiments of footmen, did ſcowye the 
tountrep about Sedan, where they fired all chinges : ſo that in allthe pzin» | 
tipality of Boillonthere remained in a maner but aſhes and calamity, be» 
ſides Sedin and lamets, | 


Their outrages and truelties were ſuch that the like were neuer heard 
of, F921 all mancr of whozedome, rauiſhments,viclences and-woozſe, mi re 
committed by thoſe infcraall helhowndes , villaines, andſanagerobbcrs : 
beſides,they put all women, maidens, and childzen to raunſome as many 
as they could take: ſuch violences they continued vntill the latter end of 
March. thereby to terrify this pong and deſolat Pꝛinceſſe. 

Whileſt the Leaguers(as fire hands blowne out of hell, ſabicct vn- 
to nolaw, gouernment, noꝛ power, do pꝛoffi r iniuries vnto all maner of 
perſons, without any reſpect,about the beginning of Febzuary, while they 
tryed by al means poſſible,both by faire wozds & open violTce,toſeazc both 
vpon the perſon and ſtate ofthe Pzinceſſe of Boillon: the chieſeſt of them 
aſſembled at Nancy in Lorreize,where they continued incounſcil vntil the 
middeſt of Febyuarie, inthe which aſſembly they concluded nianp articles 
againſt the Rings perſon and ſtate, alſo they toke oꝛder to continue the ci.

Fo there they framed articles which haue thzee pyincipal finall cauſes, 
to deſtroy the King, the nobilitie, and co ſane themſelues. 

The ſirſt is, either to ſhoꝛten the Rings life by ſome lot of warre, oꝛ elſe 
at the leaſt to weaken him, and makt him odious to the Church · men. 

The ſecond is, to kindle and entertaine the warte inmoztall, that the 
nobilitte may be deſtroyed by mutuall blowes and woundes. 

Chirdly, to ſaue themſelues from blowes and charges, and tu kreye 
themlelues in authozitie, vacill the op poztunitie which they 2 —

hy Frbruarie Buthere fr defoze wee come to theſe articles, marke well (Chyittian 
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Reader) the turkiſh hearts, who contemning all that is named God and 
Juſtite, they haue extinguiſhed in themſelues all humanitie aud reuerence 


ol ſupertozitie, Foz contratie vnto all humanitie, they went about to ra. 


uſh away that noble Pzinceſſe , iſſued of noble race, left deſolate, father: 
leſſe, bzothetleſle, and friendleſſe, and alſo to lay hand vpon her ſtate. Now 
baue they deſpiſed the ſuperiozitie owayned of God, when they deſperatly 
and impertouſly dare giue lawe to their Soueraigne, euen ſuch law as is 
altogether vureaſonable, contrarie tothe duetie ofſubicts. But now let 
vs come to the articles.

neuer ſought to alter, neither had been able to do it if they would. 

The centh article ia, that the firſt ſummes of money that ſhall he made 
ofthac ſale, ſhall be beſtowed tu pay the moft needfull debts of the beads of 
the League, and theouerplus ſhall bee put in the handes of ſuch as ſhall 
be named, with condition that they ſhall not be emploied other wiſe. 

An this Article wee may obſerue two ꝑety ſhameles tokens: fot firfk, 
theſe beggerly Loꝛds. iſſued out ofthe cauerns of the beggerly mountains 
ol Lorreme doimitate the beggerly Friers in their Sermons, who do ex 
hoyt their good Dames to gene to their couent : ſo theſe Londes being 12. 
in number(hauing ſpent their goods, and other mens alſo, partly in pꝛaai⸗ 
ſing conſpiracies againtt the ſtate, partly in riots, whozedoms,andexceſle) 
now put vs in temembꝛaaceto fell our landes and goods at what pꝛice ſo⸗ 
euer, fo to pay their debts, fo theſe good lawes which they ſenp vs aut cf 
their vilage of Nancy. 

Setondly, oꝛder is taken that the ouerplus of the ſale of our goods aud 
landes be put in ſtoze in ſuch hands as they ſhall appoint fo) them, leaſt 
they ſhould lacke to figſh their courſe „ begun. But — 
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ſhal we do when þ is dont · Ic all wil be but a gnat in an Elephants month; 

wee muſt begin to ſell againe, and iq; lack of goods and lands to ſell, wee 

— ſel dur own bodies to be ſlaues in the Galleps,leaſt theſe men ſhouly 
monep. | 

The tenth article is, that the life ol anppyiſoner ofthe enemie, meaning 
the hereticks, as they tearme them, be not ſpared, extept he wil abiure. and 
put in good ſureties to liue Catholickly, in paying pe ſentlp the iuſt value 
of his goods, it they haue not bren ſold alrradie. And in cale they haue been 
ſold, he ſhall renounte all right wbich he may pꝛttend hereafter, and ſhall 
binde himlelfe to ſcrue thnet peares and moe in any ſeruice that he ſhall be 
imploped, without receaving any wages 02 pape. 

This is the law where with Pahomet the falſe Pzophet did ſtrengthen 
his tirannie and ſuperſtition , fo2 thus bee ſpeaketh err is Atys es y 
K£105 ii x x, if any man ſhall ſpeake againſt Corran, tither the ſwoꝝd o 
bondage, The only difference is, that Mahomets lawe is ſomewhat moꝛt 
fauourable, in as much as it is but onely againſt the ſpcakers againſt his 
religion, but not againſt them who ſhall be taken in warte. 

But this dooth violate the lawe of Nations, and right of ſuppleants, 
which alwates 
been alwates accounted among all Nations, wozthie tu be reuenged with 
fire and\ſwozd. By this laweof Nvcy they will make this Nation ſo fa. 
— — nope anage than the very barbarous Na- 
tions. 6 
Secondlp, lile here is redeemed one ly with abiu ration and violating 
of conſcience, which is moze chan the Turke, oz any other Nation on the. 
earth dooth pjaciſe. | 

At laſt followeth bondage, which muſt indure as long as it ſhall pleaſe 
the Loꝛds and Senatoꝛs of Nancy. This is the nature of this mouſtrous 
lawe boꝛne at Nancy. . 

The effects ofthis ſtrange new law were to roote out the Frenth Na. 
tion, q it maketh the Catholicks without any hope of remiſſion, to 
murther the Hugoners contra ius gentinm & ſapplicum: und it infoyceththe 
Hugonets,lege talionis, to deftrop the Catholicks foz the violating of che 
rigbt of Nations and Suppliants. And thus we ſhall be well recompens 
fed fox the ſelling of our goods #1ands, Theſe articles be ſuch,as if a Lozd 
ſhould offer them to his flanes, it were lawfull fo: them to vſe all meanes 
poſlible againſt him. But theſt new Gods on earth dare pzeſent ſobniutf, 
ſovnreaſonable,ſo vnreuerent conditions and lawes vnto one of the greg» 
teſt Ponarkies in the Acid: but what is it that theſe ſhameles men date 
not pzeſume fo2 aduauntage ? | 

Theſe articles agreed vpon by theſe wife Senatourg and Law-giners 


in Nancy, the Petropolitan vilage of Lorrezze, were bzought to the Ring 
ta 
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haue been kept inuiolable 1 and the violating thereof had 
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tobe &pyzoued by him: but there was ſome delay in the appzobation. And 1588; 
as fo} ſuch as made t; the ſuppzeſſing of che refozmen religion, bee did ac · Febr«arie, 
toꝛd with them, but ta the reſt he could nat by any meanes condeſead, kng« 
wing with a good tupgement, that they cooke religion fo no other p2e» 
tence but tocouer their ambition, and by theſe meanes ts weaken his aus 
4 thozitie,and to rid him out of the wap, by whatſoeuer meanes], aud aiſo all 
them whom they knew, were able and willing to hold pleafozche Crowne 
againſt chem: which thing cauſed that theſe articles of Nancy, but ſpeciab 
ly ſuch as touched the Rings ſtrong places and holdes to bee deliuered to 
them, could not be appzoued by the Ring. 

It is ſaide in the firſt booke, how the G«yJes making all haſt that they 
might to vſurp the Crowne, thought good to rid out ofthe way Monficur 
the Rings only bꝛother, and how at Nancy, the ſhop of al the creacheries in 
theſe perilous dapes, they hired one Salcedo a Spaniard to haue diſpat- 
ched him one way oz another, and fo to bzing that co paſſe, they delivered 
vim fo: an earneſt at the beginning 6060. Crownes. Now in like man⸗ 
ner theſe Senatois of Nancy doo p2opound in their counſell to ſcarch out, 
and how to take away the impediments which may let them to come ſpee⸗ 
dilie to their intended purpoſe:it was found ſpectallie to bee the King, and 
N the Punces of the bloud. but among them chiefely the Ring of Nazerre, 
and the Pyince of (. Therefoze, they muſt bee made away by one 
f meanes 02 another: and whereas warre and violence were neither the ſa⸗ 
| feſt no} the ſureſt way, they concluded that poyſon muſt bee tried. But to 
bing this to an happie end, they mult haue the helpe of the Q. Mother, ſhe 
mult be one inſtrument ta commute parricides:fo2 it is to be thought, that if 
ſhe would not ſpare her owne Sonne Charles the 9. ſhe would not ſpare 
them whome ſhe neuer loued : foz ſhe neuer cared what ſhee did,ſo that ſhee 
or r Ev T4 eaſily mon, to doo that which ſhe great» 


Bo aredired, they haue their ougges and inſtructions with 
tbem: ſome are ſentto miniſter their Phiſick to the Ring ol Nu rre, i by 
any meanes they could. But howlocuer it be, cicher that they which were 
bired to popſon the King of Naxarre did altar their minde s, oz had not the 
meanesto txecute ſo vilanous|an att, ſo it is, that his death was bznted in 
Lorreyxe , aud at the Court about the ſame time that the Pzince of Conde 
dyed, But it bath pleaſedthe Lo3d to haue defiueredhim from their ſu ares, 
to puntſh them in time, accoꝛding to the meaſure ofthe cre ies and in- 
numerable enozmities by them committed. 


As touching the Mintt of Conde, they had their mindes ypon him, fo 
at length, the diutl furthering their treat heries, moturtd ſomt᷑ of his owne 
bouſholdſeruantcs ta bee wonne to take the matter in hand, and among o* 
thers, one Brillant and a Page „„ 
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fits) to giue him poyſon the third day of March at ſapper, he fell ſick of a 
great paine ofthe tomack , about an home an ahalfe after ſupper: that 
paine was followed incontinentite with great vomiting,comming at ſun- 
die times with continuationofthe ſaid paine, and with a great thirſtthee 
was aſſiſted by Nicolas Poger, his maſter Chirurgion. At the ſame houre 
was called Maſter Bonaucnture de Medicis, Doaoz of Philick : which 
conſidering the atcidents, did helpe the vomikings following therein, the 
motions of natur c. The ſicknes notwithſtanding continued all the night, 
hauing inuaved the infcriour bellie with ſwelling and hardnes of the ſame, 
with ſuch difiicultie to take bzeath, that he could not lie in his bed, dut was 
fajne to ſic ſtill in a chap)e, | 

The mozrow after were called to counſell Lewis Bontempts, and Than 
Pallet, Dodos of Philick, who alcogether did indeuour to helpe his 
— with all diligence and ſidelitie, by all the meanes which they 
judged fic,accozding ta the accurrant accidents, 

The fift day of March, and ſecond of bis diſeaſe, about thꝛee a clock in 
the after noone,all things went from wozſe to wozſe, fo that there came a 
ſuffoca : ion of all the famolties of nature,inthe which he rendered his ſoule 
to God,halfe an houre after, 

In the death of this Pꝛince, God did ſhoote an arrow of his wnath a- 
gainſt the vngratefulnes & peruerſitie of this wozld; but ſpeciallie agaiuſt 
France, in plucking this Noble Pzinceout of ſo manp labours, into the ſo⸗ 
cietie of the inheritance of his Saints in light. 

Henry Bourbon, Pyinceof Conde, Sonne vnto Lewis of Bourbon, 
Bꝛince of Conde, whole famous name ſhali bee in the euerlaſting remem- 
dance ofthe righteous, was bozne and bzought vp in the Church of God, 
whole pꝛeſeruation was as deare vnto him as bis owne life, God had en» 
dued him with noble vertues, he was faithfull vnto God, vuctifull in the 
true wozlhip of God, true vnto his Ring,louer ofhis Countrep, and of the 
libertie and honour ofthis realme, enemie vnto theperturbers of che peace 
of the ſame, and of them all e he knew to be coniuratoꝛs againſt the 
King and fate, is generoſitie und valour, with the greatnes of courage 
had bcen ſhewed in many noble exploptes, done by him, but ſpetiallie in 
oucrcomming many aſſaults;labozs, perils, and miſtries, during theſe mi. 
ſer able ciuill warres : to be ſhoꝛt, God hath plucked him in all the tourſe 
oſhis life, out of many daungers, 5 1 | 
His death was the moze to be lamented, becauſe it was vpolent, and in 


the flower of his age, which happened the fift day of March 1588. at S. 


ban & Angely in Xainttonge,to the great griefe of all men, among whome 
from age to age, the remembzance of him ſhall be honozable, Foz the death 
of this P2ince was hurtfull co all Fraxce,but gainfull onelp to him, who 
Shaunged a vaine and papnfulllife into one onely true and Redfaſt life, im. 
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moztall, quitt and euerlaſtinglp bleſſed, in che aſſurance of che which her 22 
arc h. 


died in our Loꝛd Jeſus Chniſt. 

This ſudden and vnloked foꝛ accident, gaue occaſion to the ſayd Doc. 
toꝛs, Phiſitions and Chirurgions, to thinke that this ſickneſſe came tho 
rowe ſome extraozdinarp and vpolent cauſe, 

Foz the ſapd Phiſitions gaue out vnder their hand and ſeale,as follow» 
eth. After his departing about two houres,there began to iſſue out of his 
mouth and noſtrels a froth thicke and white, which gathered by little and 
little tothe bigneſſe of ones fiſt, and out of che ſame place a little after did 
iſſue pealowiſh water in great aboundance. On the Lozds dap being the 
ſixt of March, by the commandement of his Counſell, we Phiſicions and 
Chirurgions haue beſide called Peter Meſnard, ę Focault Chotard, both 
Paſters Chirurgions of S. Ihn & Angely, to make the anatomie of his 
bodie, and to ſearch altogether the cauſes of a death ſo ſudden, 

And firſt wee haue found all che body blewiſh and leadie, the bellie in a 
ftrange manner ſwolne, ſtretched and hard. In the opening of the body, 
we found in the lower bellie all the parts thereof with the inwards, blew⸗ 
iſh and blacke, and the hollowneſſe of his bodie fultofpealowiſh waters, 
After ſearching diligently the ſtomack, we haue alſo found it blewiſh, and 
in the right and vpward part ol the ſame an inch oꝛ thereabout vnder the 
Orifice of the ſayd ſtomacke, we haue found a round hole eaten though, 
and thzough that hole had fallen the waters and liquours which we found 
within the capacitie of the inſeriour bellie, Then hauing diligently taken 
bp, viewed, cut and emptied the ſayd ſtomack, we haue ſeene euidentip the 
whole bodie of the ſapd ſtomacke as well without as within, ſpecially on 
theright ſide blacke, burned, vicered and gangrened in diuers places, but 
notably about the hole aboue ſayd. s that wee cannot tudge that it could 
bee done otherwiſe, then by a notable quantitie of burning, vlcering, ann 
cauſtick popſon, which had left euident markes of his paſſing in the Oeſo- 
phage. The liner alſoin the place ioyning to the ſapd hole, was found al- 
tered and burned; the reſt of the ſubſtance ol the ſapd liner blewiſh, as alſo 
the lights, There was no part ofþ bodie of his Excellencie which was not 
of a very god conſticution and very healthfull, if the vyolent popſon hay 
not cozrupted þ parts about ſayd. All the pꝛemiſes are actoꝛding to trueth: 
and fo} the certitude of the ſame, wee haue ſealed this repoꝛt with our 
hands andſeales at S./ har 2 6. day ol March. 1588. 

cis. 
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About the ſame time the King of Navarre came out of Gaſcoyne, who 
being aduertized of his death, commaunded that ſuch as were ſuſpected of 
that villanous fac ſhould be purſued, Ahereupon a page ſuſpeced,ſauey 
bimſelfe by flight : many moze were appꝛehended. The pꝛoceſſe was made 
vnto many, with all the ſolemnities requiſite thereunto: whereof within a 
while after, the condemnation of one Brillaut enſued : the page alſo was 
condemned vpon centumacie, F executed in P:ldare, Brillaut was dzawne 
vpon a hurdle thzough all the urtatts of S. / ban, and in the chiekelt place 
of the ſapd tawne was tozne in peeces with foure hozfes, — - 

Now we ſee how the Leaguers when they baue not been able to deffrop 
the Pꝛinces by valour, haue vſed treacherous pzocedings, Fo firſt, ha- 
uing treacherouſly ſhoꝛtned the life of the Duke of Alencen by poplon, as 
it is ſaide in the ſirſt boke , and ſeduced the Cardinall of Bourbon, making 

im dꝛeame of a kingdome in bis old doting age, and to oppoſe himſelfe to 
two Kings, to wit, che King, and the Ring of Naxerre,and to all the houſe 
of Bour bons, out of which God had made him that honour as to haue iſ- 
ſued one of the chiefeſt, as is ſayd in the ſecond bake. They alſo haue cons 
demned the Ring of Naxarre to dyt by their Italian figges, and thereup- 
pon pꝛoclaymed his death (which they had pzomiled to themſelues) both 
in Lorreyne and in the Court, and in Townes and Cities of cheir fayows 
rers: but God hath diſappoynted them of theit murtherous purpole, At 
length(by the long ſuffering ol God)to plague France, they haue pꝛeuay⸗ 
led agapn@ that god godly, vertuous, e famous Pzince of Conde, and that 
vpon ſuch a day as hath been latall ts the houſe of Gui to wozkmilchief, 
murther anv rebellion. — 

The death of this noble Pꝛinte amazed all men in Naindt ange, knowing 
that Ges had ſome heauie judgements to execute vppon France, and that 
GOD had taten that noble J2ince, leaſt he ſhould ſee euill dayes, as the 


Þ2opher Efay ſaith, 


It is ſayd befoze, how the Lozd Lauerdine (who was maſter of the 
Campe) ſaued himſelfe by flight out of the flaughter of Coutrat, ę betwke 
bimſelfe to the towne of Mert, to the Lozd Malicome his vncle, where hee 
ſoiourned as his Lieutenant, 

Here (Chziſtian Reader) wee haue to obſetue, that although the Ring 
and the Leaguers hated inwardlp one another, and in outward appearance 
did deepelp diſſemble their affections; pet wee do ſet, that as Herode and 
Pilate did excerciſe pꝛiuie hatred betweene them, and at length in perſecu- 
ting Chziſt did well agree as friends: ſo in men of like degrees and in like 
actions the like affections cre bopling in their hearts, Foz the rumour of 
the death of the Ring of N\anarre and y inte of Conde, (which the Lea- 
guers (hauing (ct ſome ſecret pꝛict vppon their heads) had pꝛomiſed vnto 


themſelues) did cauſe the Ring aud the Leaguers in outward apparance 
to 
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to be great friends, and to pꝛomiſe vnto themſelues an vtter ting out of 1588. 


them of che religion, and a ſure ſubduing of all things bey ond the river of a4arch, 


Leyre. With ſpeeve therefoze they ſent eight oz nine regiments conducted 
by the Lo Courbe , to the Lozd Lauerdine, Lieutenant of his vncle the 
Lend Malicorne at Niore in Peytow, who with al the foꝛtes which he could 
gather both in the lowe and high Poyrow, the 16. day of March about two 
a clocke after midnight, deſcended into M ran by boates thꝛough the 
mariſhes of Beaxregerd, and with fiue hundzed fotmen ſeazed vppon the 
houſe and farme of the ſayd ans 9% having found no reſiſtance, but 
onely of two of the inhabicants of Aar ans, with a little boate who were 
gone to diſcouer the Jland Ciceigne: theſe two diſcharging their peeces 
vpon the enemies,rety2ed to the trenches of Beaxregard, there they found 
bat fiue 02 ſire Souldiers, as well of the inhabitants as others, who alſo 
diſcharged certaine ſhot vpon the enemie, who notwithſtanding advanced 
and came to land. The cauſe why the Lozd Lauerdine ſubdued theſe J. 
lands ſo eaſily, was, firſt the tertayne newes of the death ofthe Pꝛince of 
Conde,and the rumours bzuted abꝛoade touching the ſuppoſed death of the 
King of Nauarre; which thing cauſed great amaze and diſcouraging a. 
mong all men, Secondly, the ill ozder and pzoutdence of the gonernour ; 
fo; if ye, his troups and inhabitants had done their duetie, Lauerdine had 
not entered that Flonv at that pyfce,o2 els had been chaſed ont to his diſho⸗ 
nour and loſſe. The Lozd Larry had bern aduertized thzee dayes befoze of 
the enterpꝛtze of Lauerdine, and might haue put into the Jlands fozces 
ſafficient to reſiſt the enemie : fo the companies of the Loꝛd Trimouille 
conduced by the Lozd Boyſduly , returning from Cotandiere were very 
nigh him, to wit, at S,Kadegond, Champaigne, and Payreneau, who deſi⸗ 
red nothing moze then to enter into An. But the gonuernour and the 
inhabitants fearing the pzeace of Souldiers(which was exceſſive indeede) 
would not admit them, but ſent to Roche/the Captaine Plaute, Licute« 
nant of the Gonernour,to requeſt them of Rec hel to ſend them about fiftie 
Souldiers, whom they would entertapne, vntill they might ſee what the 
enemie would daſs which thing they of Roche / could not doo lo; that 
time. 2 

Notwithfanding this refuſe,and that the gouetnour was well aduer- 
tiʒed, that he had not ſufficient fozces to let þ enemit to take land, pet the 
companies ofthe Lozd Boyſduly paſſing thzcough the Brauli, were ſent 
further as farre as Eſuand, tough foule wayes ouerthwart the Par- 
ſhes, whereas they ſhould baue been ſtayrd, to be vſed as the neceſſitie had 
requirev. They ſent notwithſtanding the lame day at euening to the (aid 
Boyſduly: but arriuing not befoꝛe ten 02 eleuen a clock in the night, was 
the cauſe that ſuccour could not come in time, although that the diligence 
ofthe ſayd Boyſduly and his companies was erer 
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lealurt to lodge, and without any reſpect of the indignitie p2offeredhim 
and his troupes the dap befoze,they departed pzeſcutly , and tepayꝛed to 
the fozt Brune one houre and a halle befoze the enemie tooke lande at 
Beaure ard. But while ſt the gouernour and the inhabitants made ſome 
difficulcie to let in all his troupes, (being not willing to receaue aboue 
50.02 60.) the enemie on the other ſide entred at Beauregard (as is [apd) (0 
that the entrie into Brune was not opened to the ſayd Boyſduly, noz his 
troups, afozc that the enemy had alrcady gotten the farme houſc ot Beau 
regarde, There had beene meanes todziue backthe enemie, it ſpeedely the 
froups (who were entred at Brane about thee a clock after midnight) had 
gone tomecte the cnemic,as ſome did giue their aduiſe to dot. Foz the L. 
Lauerdine was not pet well accompanyed,and it had bi tue an caſie thing 
to tut the way to the reſt of his troupes which came in ſmall boates. But 
becauſe the Souldiers were marueilouſlp wearie, they tooke incontinent⸗ 
ly their lodgings: the Captaines alſo did not think good to aſſault the e- 
uemie by night, bcfoze they had diſcouercd him. 

By this delap, the Lozd Lauerdme recetued his footmen with leaſure, 
to the number of five hundzed, without any hozſemen, whome het ſet in 
battell array in Beauregard, and placed about foure ſcoze cf them inthe 
Farme houle of Lowmeas. The dap being come, to wit, the /4.of Parch, 
the Lozds Boyſtluly and larry ,and others Captaines, to number of thꝛet 
hundzed footemen, and about thzee ſcoze haſemen, went to ſecke ouc the e⸗ 
nemie, who put his men in batcell array,infausur ofthe Farme houſe of 
Beauregard, and durſt uot aduance vpon our men, tearing out hoxſemen, 
although they were twiſe ſtronger in kootmen. Dur men on the other 
ſide durſt not charge them, hauing ſuch aduantage as they had, but foz that 
time were conteut to chaſe them, who were put in the Farme houſe of 
Lommea«, who recy2ed totheir fellowes in good oꝛter, as men reſolute, 
Our men on the other ſide, rety2edto the towne, where eucry one refre⸗ 
Hed ham(elic, intending to charge the enemit in the tucning, but there 
was noted in our ien much confuſion, but ſmall reſolution. 

Che ſame day about thꝛee a clock in the after noone arriucd from X- 
che l the Lozd Noyſe, with twentie bzaue ſouldiers, under the conduct of 
Caytaine Ozanneau: it is certaine that it theſe ſouldiers had arriut d 
the day bcfozc, and had been placed at Beawregard, with ſome moꝛe lo · 
cs which might baue beten geuen them, part of the inhabitants, part of 
the ſouldicrs ofthe gouernour, the L. Lauerdine had not put foot on land 
ſo eaſily as he did. Foz although the Loꝛd Lanerdine had getten much as 
is ſald) pct he had beene cnfozced to retire, i it had not beene fo? the trea» 
chery committed in the fozte of 5 fftile, wh'eh commanved the captapne 
Culigne cfthc gcucrnour and ſome others, who were fo frighted by a 
tountr ie man, (ent vntothem by the wap of aduertizement from Perrerio 
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with thzeatnings , that if t hey did ſuffer themlcues to be beſieged, they 1688. 
would be hanged as others were at Coranatere: that thereupon they Nat: Aare h. 


ed nat fo} the enemie, but abandoned their fozt,thcir armour and muniti⸗ 
on, and ſaued themſelues in the Parlhes, 

The Lozd Lauexdine hauing intelligence of this fact, immediatly ſent 
fo: his — were th2ee long leagues off: they atriued about 7. 
aclock inthe mozning: he put all his men in battell arrap, and marched 
toward the towne of Maran. | 

The Loꝛds Boyſduly aud che gouernour, with other gentlemen and 
ſouldiers, pzepared themlelues to goe to ſeeke the enemie, whome about 
ſix a clock they diſcouered wh his hozlemen, which made them conclude 
that without doubt the Baffile was in their power: ſo it was vnpoſſible 
that their hozſemen had entred any other wap, 

Notwithſtanding,thcy which were inthe towne , went foo2th to re- 
teiue the enemie tothe fartheſt houſes of the high towne , where they 
fought a (kirmiſh, inthe which the Lozd Boyſduly, Noyſe, and ſome 0+ 
thers who followed them, with ſome ol Rechell, did what they could: but 
at length being charged with hozſemen ol the enemie, were fozcedto giue 
place, and to retp2e into the Caſtell ſpeedily , ſo that the enemie ſeazed 
1 high towne, and thercupon afterward became maſter ol all the 
reſt, 
Allthe Gentlemen with their hozſes and Souldiers, and ſome of the 
inhabitants retyꝛed into the Caſſell, to the number of thzee oz foure hun: 
med. 7Uichinthat place there was no pꝛouiſion of victualls, ſaue ſome 
ſmall ſtoꝛc of meale,which the Souldiers inrety2ing therein couldcarrp 
away with them, There was neither ſhouels, mattocks,picaxes, no2 
any other tooles, to remouc the earth if neede ſhould. be: there was ſmall 
pꝛouiſion fo2 hoꝛſes, and no good ſkoze of powder, 

Hotwithſtanving, the Loꝛd Boyſduly, with the goueruour and at her 
Gentlemen, determined to hold out foz certaine dayes, hoping to haue 
Come ſuccour either by the comming ofthe king of Vauarrc (who was not 
yet returned out of Gaſcoyne ) oz elſe by them of Roc hell, oz if the woꝛſt 
Houldfal out, yet they would make ſome honourable compoſition, With 
this reſolution they pꝛepared to keepe the court ofthe Caſttl, which was 
in a manner trenched, and the dungeon hauing one piece which was little 
82nothing woꝛth to them. 

There they were incontinently beſieged by the ene mie, who ſra ed byan 
all the conuenient places round about the Caſtell, and did cemmaund 


the tourt ot the ſayd Cali ll: they trenched themſelues where it was con⸗ 


uenient fo: them. | 
They who were beſieged in the Caſtell did likewiſe their endenc? ſa 
that without any loſlc of men . killed many of che tnemies. The 1 
4 try 
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Larry 1 wa3 hurt in the foot, w hich made his perſon aſter ward 
vnpꝛoſitable. : 0 

But the enemy pjefſed them within ſo narrowly , that there could no 
meanes be deuyſed co vnderſtand any thing during the lege. 

The 18. of Parch the Ring of Navarre haſting byfoze his company, 
which followed him contrary to the opinion of many, came to Roche! with 
the Pzince of Soyſons, and ſome other noble men in good deliberation to 
ſuccour rant. 

Afoze his arrpuing to Rochel, the inhabitantes thereofhad ſent a good 
unmber of Harquebuzters,vnder che conduct of Captaine Gargoleau, and 
others, foz to enter into Mans: but they vnderſtoode by the way, that 
the enemy poſſeſſed the Jland with the chiefeſt foztes , and had beſieged che 
Caſtell; fo2 which cauſe they returned to Reche/. The Citizens of Re 
chel alſo had ſent two ſhippes with the barke of Captayne Courtault, and 
certayne Culuerings , vader the conduct of Captapne Boyſſeau, and 8« 
ther Souldiours and Cap:apnes.They entered into the river bolbly,ſea* 
ped bppon the fozts of Brault and Clouſie, in the ſight of the enemy whom 
they pꝛeuented. 

The Ring of Vauarre infoxmed of all thinges paſſed at Mn, the 
19. day very early toke his iourney ts Chæron, and from thence to the (atv 
foztes, where he put men and munition ae occaſion ſerued. He cauſedalſo 
the ſhippes whereon the Culuerings were co appꝛoach the town of . 
NT ee houles of the Towne called the boats

The enemy having ſeazed vppon the whole cowne , and trenched him 
ſelfe in the market houſe, ſecing the pzeparing of the Shippes,pzeſenced 
himſelf to withſtand the landing of them tha: came from Rochel, and with 
two field Peces compelled the ſhips co deſcend lower: there were ſlayne 
ſome Souldiers of Rochel. 

The Ring of Nauarre gaue all the ſignes that could be poſſible (as by 
the ſounding of Trompets , ſppals , oz other meanes) to let them who 
were beſieged vnderſtand of his comming. One ol his ſpyals was hangede 
but they within could not perceaue any thing, ſaue onely of the comming 
of the Ships. whom they ſuppoſed to haue berne the Rochellers only, but 
he could not conceaue any hope to be able to ſuccovr them. 

The enemie in the meane while increaſed his foxces , which repay* 
red into the Jland out of euery ſide. IÞee had alſo meanes to make foztes 
and trenches in diuers entringes ofthe Nand, to top the ſuccour which 
might come to them withinche Caſtell, and in the meane time p2clſed them 
hard, The King of Nazerre' ga the other ſide receaued ſome fo} · 
ces, as well them which had followed him out of G ce, as other

All cheſe diſcommodityes conſidered, the Ring of Nauarre choſerather 

to ſaue his men to a better oppoztunity,thXEſo dangerouſly to ha ʒatd them, 

without any helpe to them that were within the Caſtell, who might laue 

— ſome other wap : ſo he tooke his fozces from Clo»ſy, and gaue 
ouer , 

Þee kept onely the fozt of Br«wlr , the paſſage into the low Poyrow, 
— two 02 thzee dayes aſter came in the power of the 
ent mie. 

The enemy waxed ſtronger and fronger daply, becauſe the caftel[refu- 
ſed parley, andharkened to nothing but todefend themſclues, ſecing no 


t. 
At length the Lozd Lauerdine had thiee Pieces bought from Niort, 
which he ſet againſt the caſtell the 24. of Marth. The firſt battery was a⸗ 
gapuſt a rownd tower, which maketh one of the cozners el the Caſtell to · 
ward the towne : and with ſhot did ſo enlarge a window which was garni- 
ſhed with a Lattice ot Iron, that he enfozced the Rochellcrs to fozſake it: 
they ſhot alſo agaynſt the tower of the gate, and in other places here and 
n any man, although that place be very ill foz the ſhoe 
e. 

Thep which commaunded in the Caſtell, and many Sovldpers lacked 

no courage (although they wanted manythinges neccſary to aſſiſt chem- 


ſeluts in defence of a naughty plate) but as the affections are diutrs, ſpect» | 


ally in a company confuſed , as that was within the Caſtell: ſo one gaue 
tounſell one wap, another another way:at length they came to that iſſue, 
that they would ſurrender the place, but vpon ſuchtearms and conditions 


as (hould not be diſhonojable vnto them. 
Thercaſons of this reſolution were, that they had pzomiſed, and ſo ſent 


wo2d to Kochel that they might hold eight dapes and no longer without 
ſuccour, The tearme was expired, they bad no moge bead but fo two 
dayes , and pet was not there ynough fc} all. any oftheirhozſes were 
dead fo; hunger, which did infect them wich the Ninke: there happened — 
a 


area, 
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that ſome hoſes fo: lacke of foddcr had eaten the tayles one cf an other, 
cuen tothe bones, They had no ſalucs tod)eſſe them which were wonn⸗ 
dep, they had uo tooles to foztify them ſelues, haning among them all but 
one ſhouell and a mattock, The dungeon becing very little, the fall of the 


walles did quell them, and that which was woozlſt of all, thep heard no 
-newes of the King of Na«arre, but oncly what Laucrdine told them, who 


made them beleeue that he was ill in G c e,: andalthough they be lee⸗ 
ued not the woꝛdes of the enemp, pet did they ſee nothing to perſwade 
them to the contrary. 

The enemy on the other ſive fearing to be fozred by che king of Nanarre, 
offered themhoneſt and good ſuretyes fozche perfozmance of the offers, ſa 
that they did chooſe rather to take him in that mood(ſecing that they muſt 
peeld) then to expect greater extremity which might rendek the conditi⸗ 
ons harder, hauing done already that which good ſouldiers d men of war 
might do: thcrefoze they peelded vp the caſtell vpon theſe conditions. 

That there ſhould goe fozth all gentlemen, Soulvicrs, and inhabitantes, 


with their armo?, hozſes and ſtuffe,and ould be ſafelpconducted whither 


they would, which was faithfully kept by che Lozd Lauerdine, in the taile: 
notwithſtanding, ſome ſouldiers were ſpoiled of their good, but few, 

Thc Jland of Marant being ſo reduced into the hand of the Leaguers, 
the Lozd Cluſcaulx, otherwile called Blanchard, obtapned the gouerns 
ment of that place, which he kept about two moneths, 

About the ſame time that theſe things did ſo paſſe in the Jles of Taran, 
es wit, the 25. of arch, not farrefrom thence, to wit, in Britayne, vppon 
che Noꝛth ſide ol Leyre, as at Naunci, and other places thereabouts happe» 
ned an earthquake, as a pzeſage of ſuch commotions as baue happened, # 
do continue there ill : which was tcſtifyed by Lewis Viuant dectoꝝ of 
Pbilike tn the vniuerſity of Nawnrs to Duke Mercure, goucrnour of Bri« 
e, as kolloweth. 

Theſe are to let pour Lozdſhip vaderſtiv,þ on Fryday being the 25. ol 
Barch about 11. a clocke in the mozning the weather being calme, the 
wind at Southweſt, at the time ofthe celebꝛation of the high Maſſe, was 
beard chzonghout all the citty a great noyſe, roaring and gronting with a 
great ſhaking andquaking of the earth foz chat ſmall time that it did cons 
tinue, ſo that the people which were in Crurches, with great multitudes 
were afcard of that ſudden noyſe, except ſome which thought it to haut 
been carts loaden q dzawen thzough the ſtreets. Other doubted it had been 
the Myne of the gate Sauuetour that had kindled: they which were in hou · 
ſes, thought that the fire had ſuddenly taught the Chymnies, hearing ſuch 
noyſe as when a Chitnacyts fpzed, This noyſe and earthquake not onely 
was in the Citty and Suburbs, but allo at Vozay,Excenis,Ondon, Mau- 
wer,Calguefon, S. Erbline, S. Stephen, Boys, la Hay. the low Gonlene, and

It is ſaide befoze how the Duke of Lerrqus both beſieged /awets, and 
alſo aſked the Duche ſſe of Boillonin marriage fox his Soune the Loꝛde 
Vaudimouat: che Duke of O did the like fo2 bis, This Noble P3in» 
ceſſe abhozred their aliaunce, partly fop their falſe religion, oz rather athe- 
iſme, which was covered with zeale of popiſh religion, as with a Paſke, 
partly fo their treacherous intents,which ſhee knew they had againſt the 
Crowne of France. Net theſe yettpLozds of Loryeyn, muſt needs haue her 
whether the. will oz not: but her they may not baue befaze they take Sedan, 
x the chie felt cowne ofherpz(ucipalitie, which they had terrified all this mo- 
P neth of March. by the barbaroug inna ſions of the L Roſne. Je is ſaide 
alſo, how the beſieged in /«wers haue kept off the enemics; and had cauſe d 
to trench themſeluts in villages thereabouts , where they were dayly al. 
| ſaulted by them of amers. Now in the latter end »the armie be- 
foze /amers was greatly increaledinfozces, ſo that all things being readie, 
Iamets is p2efſed and beſieged moze narrowly then befoze, and after many 
. ſkirmiſhes betweene them; the artillerie is placed fo2 the battery. 

There remainedto them ol 7amer: fo: hope ol ſuet out, (after mans fudge» 
ment) the towne of Sedan, in the which vndct the authozity of the Ducheſle 
commaunded the Lozd Nicuile,a Gentleman famous in counſell, valour, 

and experience : he had within Sean a ſmall number of Gentlemen and 
good Souldiours, The armp which was befoze /aavers, deſirous to cut 
oll all hope of ſuccaur from Sedan ſent part of their hozſemen, Frenchmen, 
Italians, and with a number of Harquebuſiers about Sedan, 
to ſpople and ta ſeaʒe vpon all places and high wic s, by which they of Se- 
dan might come to ſuctour Ia t, and among others they tooke Vaude. 
lincourt, Balan and other places. Theircourſes were tagiug, and their rage 
ſpared nothing:the contempt which they had ol fo weake an enemie, made 
them (as the manner is) both inſolent, ſecure, andcarelesof their ſafetie, 
which was the tauſe, that diuers times, and in diuers places they were char» 
ged by them ol Sedan, who iſſuing out fiercely, made great flaughter of 
chem, as the time and ſmall meanes which they had ſuffered them: ſo that 
Len miuen out ol their villages of V audelincourt and 


Vat eventſuchſacanueniences, theLopeRoſac and aber Cap 
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tafnes , who conductedthe turkiſh troupes of the Leagrte, determined to 
lodge hereafcor moe cloſely,then they had done befoze: and foz chat cauſe, 
the fourth day of Al, the greateſt part ol the hozſenten and feotemcn 


which were onthe eaſt ſide of Menſe went to Bemi/y, ſirttated on the welt 


ſive ofthe ſapd riner, where the L. Roſne lodged, andthe reſt ot his com · 

nies lodged at Aucourt, Haracourt, and Rexconrt, leauing on the caft 
ſide of Merſe,the Baron of Sarexenbowy,with foure companies of hozle- 
men, to wit, bis owne,and che Lozv Anthony Vize a frenchman, a great 
friend ol the Duke of G»yze: the third was the companyof the L ond Til. 
ly,a Loreyne, and the fourth was condutted by Captaine Carlo an Itali⸗ 
an. Theſe companies placed themſclues within the towne of Penrie, 
belonging to the pꝛincipalitie of Sedan. That towne they determined to 
fortifie,by reaſon of the ſituation which is good, being ſituated vpon the 
riuer named Ch:Je, from /oy,and within a quarter of a league 
beneath Den ie falleth in theriuer AMenſe, which cInot be paſſed byfoozd 
in winter: the ſayd Doxzie lyeth directly from Seder: to/amers, (0 that 
hauing.Do«zie, they be maſters of the wap from Seder to lawets, - 
Nighvnto the village of Yoxzve bopond the bzidge at the ends of the 
meades.at a place called. Marie, were two companies ofhoxſemen lodged, 
commanded by lhan and Thomas Albaneſes, there they wert ſet to luc⸗ 
cour Dox7ie, oz bythe meanes of the bzidge lying betweene them and 
thecowne,in a moment they could reconer che towne.

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not to hazard further, but to pꝛeſerue the reſt in certaine Block he wſes, 
which they made about the town vppon the high wayes, ſuppoling by that 
means tv compell them in txymethzough hunger to peeld. 

It is ſayd bcfoze, how the Duke of Ge ſent his beaſccourſers and ris 
ders, wich his Ozatours to bzing in triumph, and to ſheu the hoꝛſes, ar- 
mo2 und ſpoylc of che Rutters , taken from chem at Vemorye and Aulneau, 
by Montargis aud Chartres, not onely with amplifications of his victozyes 
and great valiantnes, but alſo wich depzauing aud debaſing the Ringes 
doings , with calumnies, lics, falſe repoztes and ſlanders, into ſuch Po 
uinces and Citties, where theſe ſycophants did venture to goctfaz ſuch 
were the graces and oꝛnaments ok their rhetozike , where with theſe Oza⸗ 
tours did beautifp their demonſtratiue ozations, 

It is ſapdalſo how the Ring of Nauarre, after the pzoſpcrous iourney 
at Coutrat, ſent Ambaſſadozs to the Ring to ſearch the meanes of peace. 
offered him his and the Germans fozces to be reuenged of the Leaguers , 
his ſecret enemics. Alſo, how by what pollicythe gdod hope ofthis Am: 
baſſage was pzeuented aud made of none effect by the Lcaguers,ſccking 
to nouriſh diſſention and warrein the Realme. | 

Furthermoze, it is ſapd, how after the diſſipation ofthe Germans, the 
King retyzing to Paris, and hearing of the pzoceeding of the Duke of 
Gaze againſt his perſon and honour : and what great diſcredithe had pꝛo· 
tured him among his ſubiects, too late hee ſaw his erroz, in having reiec« 
ted the pzoffers of the King of Nauarre, and neglected oppoztunity of re. 
ven.xement,, which he doth purpoſe todilap,and rcferre it to another time, 
ſuppoſing this co bee his beſt courſe ; firſt to repapʒe the fault commltted: 
Fox ſceing the communalty addicted altogethcr and affertionated to the 
Duke of G»yze, hee determined to dw ſome thing plauſible co the Com⸗ 
mons, to recoucr their good wils and affections, 

In the twelfth Chapter of the Aces, there it is ſhewed how a Ring 
ki led Iames, ſeting that it pleaſed well the people (to get their loue to the 
vttermoll) tooke Peter alſo, intending to kill him like wiſe: ſothis Ring 
(with dutiful reuctenceok the ſoueraigne power be it ſpoken, in comparing 
the counſels and actions, not the perſons) determined to recouer the loue 
of bis ſubiects by the flaughter ofthe Ring of Nauarre, Nobillty and peo 
ple, which follow the example of Peter, and imbzace the ſame fozme of doc 
trine which he hath deliuered. ee concludeth therefoze to make warre a⸗ 
gaynſt them ofche xefozmed religion. 4 

The Ring therefoze paſſing the latter end of inter in the meditating 
of thee enterp2iz2s, in tepairing and renuing bis fozces, an expedition wag 
nubliſhed abzoad ag ayuſt them of the refozmed religion, whereuntothe R. 
ia his owne perſon would go the next Sommer. 

The Jeſuits fearing leaſt the colde of the TUinter and the ſweetnes of 
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the ſpzing next following, would both coole and quallify tbat heat and bit · 1 588. 


ternes, which did ſo boyle in the Kings minde, impoztunatly by their out- 
cryes and tumultuous Sermons dtd pzeſſe him foxzward, their Pulpites 
ringing of nothing elſe but fire, fire, burne,burne, kill, kill, the heretikes:to 
ſharpen and fic him to goe about his buſineſle moze eagerly , Thep dai · 
ly aſfured him, and ſhewed him certayne argumentes of Gods wzath a 
gainſt the heretikes (as thep tearmed them) pzomiſed him an aſſured vice 
toꝛp, and bleNled iſſue , deſcanting ſpecially vpon the fatall yeare 1 588. ſo 
much ſpoken of by che Aſtronemers. Pet fot all theſe helliſh Frogges 
crying croak,croake:the Ring made no gzeat haſt co his voiagt in Poyrow, 
_ doubcing of ſome ue w rebellion of the Leaguers, oʒ elſe miſtruſting 
euents. 

But whileſt the thinges aboueſapd do ſopaſſe in the Soueraignty of 
Sedan,the king hauing tunity geutn him, by the death of the Pꝛinte 
of Conde, and the good (ucceſle of Lauardine in ſubduing ſo ſpecdily the 
Nes of Mar«n:;( which he though! to be a good beginning to laing vuder 
bis obedience the reſt of Poyrow and Xainitonge, and at length to fozce R- 
chel) began earncflly to rcſolue himſelfe vppon his expedition of Gyenne, 
and thought good to vſe ſome ſpeede and celerity in inuading Poyrow and 
Xainitonge,as the neereſt of them which did embaace the Golpell. There: 
foze he mepareth allthings, and deuyſeth all the means poſſible to deſtroy 
the Ring of Nauarre, tu take the Ile of Rhe, to Blocke in Roc hel, to get the 
towns of Talmond,Genach, and Fontenay: and gpdeth about his lopnes 
to goe in his owne perſon to that voyage: there to fill the meaſure of his 
Hate and victoztes, hoping thereby to winne ag put the harts of his 


On the other ſive, the maſter ofthe league perceiuing himſelfe to haue 
crept deepelp into the hearts of the people, and ta haue diſlodged the K. 
from thence, loꝛgetteth the heretikes, aud the defence of the holy Church, 
which be hadherctofoze pzetended, and beginneth to diſcouer the ha'red 
againſt the Ring, which had lyen hidden in his breit a long time, cryeth 
out that the wart es ſo oftentimes mooued againſt the king of Vavarre, 
hay vaniſhed away without pꝛoſtt, the onely fault is the kings intelligen · 
ces with the heretikes, but the ſuppoꝛtet oftheking of Va»arre being once 
diſpatched, with leſſe labour ſhall he te oucrthzowne: het dzcarreth that 

jermanie and England are ſo angry with the king of Nanarre fo? the dil 
pation of the Germane armie, that he can hope fo2 no mcze ayde no ſuc 
tour from thence. As fo2 the K.he is wearpof warre,h:s good Souldiers 
are ſpent a wozuc out, the reſidue weary of ibe tediouſnes ofthis war, oꝛ 
elſe foꝛ want and neede doe onelp deſire quietnes and peace. Pee doth cn» 
bolden and incour age himſelf upon che fauours which be had at the court, 
of the chickeſt about the kings p:rſon, 4 mn that the king map fly 
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ſily be oppꝛeſſed, and the king of Ve«rre cannot defend himfelfe long: 
and in the meane time he determined to try what miracles the ſlubber- 
ſawce figges of / ay tan doe as is afoze ſayd. 

Ok all the armies which were pꝛepared the peare befoze againſt the K. 
of Nauarre, remapned none but onely the Leaguers companpes: ſuch as 
were together were occupted at the ſiege of /awvers, and in waſting the te- 
ricozy of Sedan, who in token that there they had been, they left their ac- 
curſed carkaſſes fozgage fo: the moſt part, 

The maſters ofthe League —— lamets and 
at Dou ie, in the pʒincipalitie ol Ballon (aa is aloe (aid) conſidering that 
their counſells ſucceedednot, their faces were greatlydimiutſhed ,. and 
that they had opened diuers wapes, at diuers times, but nowe ſpecially 
their intents too euident ly: and conſidering alſo that a ſmall hole in ſuch 
a dangerons conſpiracie, would in a little ſpace turne to a great beach, 
(which bloweth abzoad the counſels, weakneth che authozicy , e mollifl» 
eth the courages) tooke aduiſe to remedie ſpeedily thoſe daungers which 
might enſue thereof; fo; their goods, their honours, and liucs ſtoode 
thereon. They knew alſo that their counſells and treaſons hap pearced in» 
into the kings cloſet, who might dilſemble, dut neuer foꝛget it. 

Firſt chcrefoze in haſt ing the execution of their conſpiracy, neteſſitie 
— them to put feare aſide, and reſpect of all authozitie vader 

ote. s 
Dccondly, that in ſuch extremi:ie, none but-aviolens remedp would. 

cr ue . P 
MLhirvly, that the execution could not much increaſe the puniſhment ol 
ſuch a dangerous conſpiracie. | 

Laſt ofall, Foztune wouldhelpe their valiaunt courages, and that 
high cnterp2izes could not be bzought to paſſe, but by diligent exploytes. 
Theſe are the reaſons which made them haſte che execution of their cn- 
terp2132, 

The meanes ta exempt their purpoſe, was to ſeaze vpon Pars, the 
cheefeſttowne inthe realme, and there(with the helpe oftheirpartakers) 
to kill, os take the Ring therein, and by the ſelfe lame meanes to deſtroy 
the Pintes of the blood (as many as ſhould come within their reach) and 
all other the Kings faithfull ſeruants and offiters ol the Crowne, with 
all ochcrs as ſhould oppoſe themſelues to their purpoſe. 

As ſoꝛ the pꝛiuce of Conde, they had diſpatched him out at che way by 
their paltry pills. 

Tye Cardinall of Bourbon was the Tree, vnder whoſe ſhadowe they 
did wozkeall their conſpiracies. 

The Ring of Nauarre they made no account aß aſſuring themſelues ol 
his life by one meant oʒ other. | 
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Tobzing this pzolect to a perfect, wiſhed, and bleſſedend , they needed 1588. 

two things; to ſtrengthen themſclues, aud co weaken the Ring. April, 
Their fozccs were diminiſhed greatly by reaſon of the Baſtinados 
which they recetued at a maidens bandes at /awers and Dox7ie, inthe te- 
ritozp of Bo«lon, yet was it eaſie with a ſhozt warning, to repaire them 
ſufficiently. Therefoze the Duke of G»yze ſent into thoſe countries and 
Pꝛouinces, which fauoured him, to warne his partakers to bee in Pari 
with hozle, armour and furniture at the beginning of Pay, and there to 
attend vpd his Palkerſhip,foz he had a miſttcal map-game to play, wher- 


in he hadncode of their ſeruice. 
Fo: the weakning ol the king, they bſed this Dilemma, we will ſo wozk 
that the king will ſend bis fozes into P:car4y, whereby he will weaken the 


ſafety ol his owne perſon, and ſo ſhall he be caſier to be ſurp2ized. (02 hee 
will not ſend) It he ſend and recall them to Pi, to pzeuent the danger 
which we will p2epare him; then will it be a good occaſion to the factious 
citizens to pick a quarrell,and to make an vp20ze againſt him, and ſo by o⸗ 
pen violence of many againſt few, he may eaſily well be diſpatche d. 

Ak the King ſend not his fozces from about him into Picardie, it map be 
d, and in courſe of time the next Pꝛouinces will fol- 
lowe, and pet will wee io pzouide that in Paus he ſhall be able ſcarſe to de⸗ 
— Now let vs conſider how they exccuted euerp part of this 
The Duke 4 Aumale, with all thereſidue of the foꝛces which ſurviued 
their companions at Iameti and Don die, with other complices of þ Guizz, 
who were in the countrep of P3cardie, wert ſent into the ſayd countrep of 
Picardie to make warre,not againſt the Hugoners, foz there were men to 
oppoſe themſelues agaynſt the Leaguers, but agaynſt the hereticks of the 
Nomiſh Church, who will remapne faichfull co their Ring: they there- 
foze moſt fariouſlp did warre againſt the Rings Cities, Townes & Fo2ts; 
all was reduced from the Rings obedience ſaue Cali and Bolozgne, which 
was beſieged & greatly diſtreſſed, They in Bolorgne were wozle hereticks 
then Roc hel, although they did wozſhip our Ladie, with all the Saints and 
ſhe Saints of heauen, and ſome diuels alſo among them with greater de- 
notion then euer they did wozſhip God, The like did he in Normandy, and 
in all thoſe countreys, the Catholikes without changing of their olde ſa: 
perſtition were on a ſudden become heretickes: the Ring by many degrees 
woꝛſe then an bereticke. The Ring of Nuarre had b&n of god religion, 
if be would haue caſt his lot among them, and haue had a common purſe 
with them, and gone with them to ſhed innocent bloud, 
| About the beginning of Pap(by the ſecret advertiſements of the Duke /. 
of G=ize)there repap2ed into the Citie of Pæris out of divers parts of the 
Realine, Gentlemen, and of all uns, beſide men light 1 — 
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malcontents, and deſirous oł nauelties, aboue 15. thouſand. Beſides this 
great number ol ſtrangers in Paris, moſt part of the citizens, and an infi- 
mite multitude of ſottiſh and raſh people deſirous of nouelties, who had 
molt villanouflp couſpired the kings deſtruction, and to that intent ſecret» 
ly had giuen the hand of aſſociation, and oath of obedience to Guide, great 
maſter of the League in France. This accurſed multitude was greatly in. 
couraged by the raungers, who altogether would haue made a mightie 
armie, and had ben able to match with the Turke both in number and 
qualities. All theſe were ſwimming in that citie as in a large and wide ſea, 
being not perteaued noꝛ knowne but by their partakers, 

On the other ſide, the Ring liued in ſecurit ie vopde of any ſuſpition of 
treacherp of the people of P«r--,who made his right hand of th t, as whom 
he had alwaies cheriſhed & loued as himſelf, and moze regarded in a man⸗ 
ner then all the reſt of his kingdome, 

But as counſells which da dꝛawe after ſuch haughtie euents cannot 
long bee kept cloſe, but do take winde; ſo the derpe pꝛouidence ofthe ma⸗ 
ſters of the League could not take ſo god oꝛder, (being not able to execute 
any thing alone) but diftruſt began to riſe in the hearts of many men who 
were faithfull to the King: ſo that after diuers mutterings, ſundzie aduer- 
tiſcments were giuen to the Ring, that there was ſome great matter in 
hand againſt bis perſon and eſtate, And although they could not cell him 
expꝛeſſedly that which happened afterward; pet experienced of long time 
in the anatomie of the hearts and counſels ofthemof Cuire, began to mi» 
{truſt the matter, determined to remedie it by all gracious waies groun- 
ded bpon reaſon, ; 

The King in the latter end of Apzill, hearing ofthe commotions of the 
Duke Aumalc in Picardie and Normandy , ſendeth the Duke Efpernon 
tato Normandy with part of his fozces,and ſome part into Picardie, there 
to defend his authaꝛitie. 

The Duke of 9 hearing how he was expected in Paris, both by the 
mucinous citizens and ſtraungers, who vpon aduertiſements giuen them, 
had flocked thether out of divers parts of the Realme: and vnderſtanding 
that the King had ſent his fozces into Picardie and Normandy, reſolued 
himſelfe to goe to Paris with a ſmall companie foꝛ to auopd ſuſpition, pet 
aſſured to finde there (as in a little woꝛld) a number of partakers, pzoui- 
dedof all neceſſarie things, and in readines ſufficient to ſurpꝛiſe a great 
King, 

The Ring infozmed of this deliberation of Juice tocome to Paris, any 
deſirous (as is ſapd befoze ) to pzeuent all their attempts by gracioug 
waies, about the eight day of May ſentthe Lo2d Belicure to the ſaid Duke 
whom he met at Seyſſons, to infoꝛme him ot his will, that his comming ta 


Paris would not bee agreeable to his Maieſtit; willing him in the Rings 
name 
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name foz that time not to come to Paris; and beſide, the king commaunded 1588. 
the layd Belieure, that in (caſe the ſapd Duke would ne&des continue his May. 


purpoſe of comming thether)plaine termes he ſhould tell him, that it was 
againſt his Paieſties will, and that in ſo doing he held him as a Traytour 
and authoz of all the troubles and diuiſions of the Realme, and therefoze 
iuſtly to deſerue his diſpleaſure, 

The Loꝛd Belicure gaue notice of all the Kings will and intent vnto 
the ſayd Duke, as he was charged to dw, The Duke ſubtilly gaue him a 
doubtfull anſwere, not declaring whether he would goe 02 not: but as the 
water being topped waxeth ſtrouger and moze violent; ſo the pꝛobibiting 
of him encreaſed his heate; and ambition by nature impatient, and made 
him thinke that the delay was an irreuocable loſſe. 

So that at oue inſtant after the departing of Belicure ont of Seyſſons, 
the Ge twke hoꝛſe and his wap to Paris, and followed the ſapd Lozd 
Belicure ſo nigh, that the one arriued the Monday about nine aclocke, and 
the Danke likewiſe arriued at Paris the ſame day about twelue a clock, ac: 
companted with eight gentlemen, having in all not aboue fifteene oz ſir« 
teene hozſes that could be ſeene: and being there arriued, he light at the 
lodging ol the QMother, at the penitent Siſters, the 9.0f Map. 

The Ring being aduertiſed ofthe Dukes comming to Paris, tuke great 
diſcontentationtherof,# conceaued a great diſpleaſure againſt the ſaid Be- 
lieure, as though he had not faithfully delivered his commandement, and 
in the (ame tearmes as he was charges, to the Duke of Gu. 

This ſolitarie comming of the Duke of Gaze encreaſed the ſuſpitions 
and miſtruſt, making euery man that knewe him and his pompe, thinke 
that ſuch excraszdinarie comming had ſome myſterie, which ere it were 
long ſhould be reuealed. Fo if it had been ſimple and without fraude, a 
coling of the partakers had enſued ( as commonly they who do obey da 
frame their actions, attoꝛding ta the manners of them which do come 
mand)ſo that ſuch a tumult had not inſued it as did. 

Alittle while after the arriving of the Duke of Cue, the Q. Mother 
cauſed her ſelfe to bee carried tu the Loxre to ſpeake with the Ring, The 
Sue with a ſmall companie to ſee tw, followed the Q. Mother on foote: 
and it is to be noted, that by the way the Loꝛd of quite going though the 
ſtreates of Paris with the Q. Mother, the people in great compa« 
nies to bid him welcome, and among others, a gene! ſtanding vp⸗ 
pon a bulke, plucking her maſke downe. ſaluted him with theſe wozds, 
Good Paince ſeeingthou art come we be ſafe, 

TheQ.Mother and the G arriued at the Lowre together, entered 
into the kings chamber,who then ſat nigh bis bed, and did not ſtirte out of 
his place foz the comming of the ſapd Dake, who ſaluted the King with 
r almoſt his — 
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was not told him in ſuch ſozt, as that hee had occaſion to feare that his 
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grour d. Fewe would haue judged by this int eruie w, that there had been fo 
dangt rous vlc ers in their hearts: the Ring greatly diſpleaſed at his com- 
ming, e wed neither to his mother, noz to the ſaide Duke, any other wel- 
come, but aſked him thus: Coſin,wherefoze are you come + He anſwerc d, 


that it was to purge himſelfe ofthe calumnies and flaunders that hee was 
charged of, es though he were guiltie of the crime of treaſon, In making 
this anſwer,he ſcemcd very much moued, and pa le, as though he had feared 
that the Ring euen then would cake puniſhment of that contempt, where ⸗ 
with he had deſpiſed his commaundement, | 

The King relycd, that he had ſenthim an cxpꝛeſſe commaundement, 
that he ſhould not come fox that time. The Duke made anſwer, that it 


comming ſhould bee ſodiſagreeable to him. The Ring then turning 
bis ſpeach to the Lozd Belieure, aſkedhim whether he had not commaun⸗ 
ded him to make him vnderſtand his intention. ben Belicure would 
baue recounted, in what ſozt het perfozmed his meſſage , the Duke'ef 
Gui interrupted him, and ſaidts the Ring, ſpeaking by Belicure , that 
he hadgolde him moze. | 

_ this,the Q. Mother beginning to talke with the Ring a ſide, 
the Duke of gene dzew nere to the Queene, raging and talked together 
with her, during the parlep of the Q Mother with the Ring. The G 
alittle after went awap, being neither accompanied no2 followed by any 
ofthe Rings ſeruants, The Ring being aduertized anew , how Paris 
was full ot armed men, repleniſhed with faction and madnes, and that 
there had reſcted, and howerly did reſozt a number offtrangers of all 
qualities, and that the Duke of Gir was the adamant ſtone, which did 
dzaw the pit nofthat commotion, began to double his miſtruſt, g thought 
it was high time to take onder to aſluxe his affapzes , and pzoutve both 
fo the ſafety of his perſon, and the ſtate of the Citie, And firſt co aſſure 
his foꝛces about his perſon, ſent foz two thouſand and fine hundzed Suil. 
ſers which were in Picard, fo2 the companies of his guardes, and ſome 
regiments which were extraozdinarily oꝛdapned by him, foz two compas- 
nies of Huill: rs, to foztifie his gardes, and thzee companies of French» 
men, 
The tenth day he commaunded the Eſchcuins, that is the Aldermen, 
and chiefeft men of the Citie,to make ſearch though the Citie in all hou⸗ 
ſes, ot all ſuch men as were to be found, without any lawfull buſines:they 
diſſemblcd the matter, as though they had good liking thereof. He cauſcd 
alſo notice thereof to be giuen to the Duke of Gzize, who had no great 


liking of it, but cooke it fo2 a lo ten which haſtedhim to doo his feate 3 
this oꝛder was taken, but not executed vntill the mozrow after.

At the arriuing of them, che Pariſlans gaue themſclues the ala» 
rum, and faigned great feare, as though thegreat Turke had entred the 
Citie with anhundzed thouſand men, euery man ran into his houſe, ſhut 
bp their dazes and windowes.many criedthat they wert loſl, vn done, and 
would be all murthered. It had been an eaſie thing fo the King if he had 
had an euill intent againſt them (as afterward they made themſelues be · 
leeue) ta haue let the attempt, which they did that ſame day, in raiſing 
andtrenching themſelucs againſt their King. But the Ring was actu⸗ 
— to vſe patitut ie and long delayes, tuen in the middeſt of mi⸗ 


The Rings fozces being entred the Citie, were by his commandement 
vnder the conduct of the Lozd Byron, diſtributed into diuers places of the 
Citie,not to enterpyiſe oz to offend any man, but there to holdefaft, leaſt 
that any mutinie ſhould riſe in the Citie , as all things ſeemed apparant- 
Iy to bee diſpoſed by the comming of the Duke of Gzzze. Part of thoſe 
foxccs were appoynted to be about the Ring, to foztifie his gardes : and 
another part was placed at Oeint /hen de Grene , befoze the common 
houſe of the Citie, dnder the conduc of Farſhall Haumone, the Pzouoſt 
of Marchants, and other of the chiefeſt of the Citie, who knew the Kings 
intent. Likewiſe,part of the ſaide fozces were ſet vpon the little bzidge, 
vnder the commaundement of the Lozde Tinteuille. There were allo 
alſo ſome of them placed at the new market, vnder the conduct of the 
Lozde Dampicore, ſome were alſo at Saint /a»ocent, and many other 
places, 

This diuiſion of the Kings fozees was well made, fo> that end to the 
which it was done, but it was not vniverſall, noz in ſome ſpeciall places, 
where the neceſſitie did ſpecially require. Foz in the plate Maubert was 
no body placed, And that place was of ſuch impoztance,that being ſeazcy 
vpon, it might be the meanes to recover all the others : but pet if it ban

The Duke ol Ge, conſidering that bis treacherous intents were al- 


ready to mantfeſt, keepeth his bedd that moꝛning, to diſſemble the matter 
moe kindcly,and ſuppoſing that all this preparation was foz him, whileſt 
the King ſhould make his pꝛoceſſe, he thought to pꝛeuent the wozfk there · 
foze by ſecret meſſengers he ſent to his partabers to flock together, to ſeaze 
vpon as many places as they could, to ſtrengthen and co Barricado them⸗ 
ſelues,afoze the watch wad be giuen, and that he may ſweare that it was 
not his dotug, he was a flæpe ſtill. 

About eight a clock in the moꝛning, behold the Eſcheuins, whether 
they were terrified by thꝛeatnings. 02 acceſſaries to the rebellion, in a mo. 
ment of one ſide they began to vaniſh away, and to deſcend from the vni⸗ 
uerũty: on the other ſive, the people flocking together, ſeazed vppon the 
place Maubert, & Barricados were planted within ten paces of the Suil: 
ſers, who might eaſily haue let it, and immediatly they began euery where 
to trench themſelues with Barricados, from thirtie to thirtie paces, the 
chapnes alſo immediatly were dꝛawne: their Barricados were well flan 
ked, and well furniſhed with men to defend them, ſo that it was no moze 
time to goe thzough Paris any where without watch wozd, paſſepozt, oz 
particular billes from the Captaines,s2 Colonels of the wardes. 

The Duke of Cuide vnderſtanding that the Rings fozces were ſeue- 
red a ſunder,anddiſpoſed in certaine places, knowing his partakers to bee 


; Ntronger,and moꝛe in number without compariſon, trenched with Barrica- 


dos, hard by the Rings Gariſons, ſec in diners places (as is befoze ſaide) 
even with chirtie paces one from the other, and perceauing that all this 
while a flep,he had incloſed vp the Rings fo2ces on every ſide : how much 


moꝛe can he do, awaking out of his bed, if he would beftirre himſelfe about 


his buſines : now ſceing that it reſteth no moze, but to charge and to dif- 
patch the Rings fozces,that deſtitute of all ſuccour, moze eaſily he may be 
had out of the Loure dead 02 allue, reſteth therefoze but the watch woꝛd to 
begin the may game. 

All chings being in a readines, two ſorts of men are appoynced,the one 
to giue the watch wozd,the other togiue the firſt blowe, The watch wozd 
w as giuen by interpoſed perſons , who went about the Citie, repozting 
that che Ring would eſtabliſh new Gariſons in the Citie, and executt one 
bundzed of the chiefeſt inhabitants, and many other noble men at the ſug⸗ 
uw ol the Duke Eſpernon, who had intelligences with the Ring of 

AKATTE. 

Others were interpoſed among the Kings French Souldiers, who 
did bid the inhabitants to lap cleane ſheetes in their beds,fo2 the ſame _ 
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they would lye in their houſes. Ou a ſuddaine therefoze the fire was ſer 1 588. 
to the myne , ina moment Paris was fired into an hozrible and confuſed A. 


commotion, and as if there had been queſtion to run vpon the enemy, tuery 
man doth pzepare himſelle to ſet vpon the Rings gardes, and the reſt of his 
fozces. : 

The others (who were appoynted to beginne the frap) were Briſſak, 
Boyſdauphin,Chamoyes,and other partakers of Ge, who at the watch- 
wozd geuen, began to charge the Swiſlers, whereof ſome were killed, 
ſome vnarmed : the like was done to the other companies of Frenchmen, 
manp were ſlaine, and all vnarmed. 

The Duke of G»7ze wapting a fleepe fo) this beginning,Narted vp(as 
he ſayd) out ofhisfleepe, ranne to the frap, ſhewed a double dilligence, 
did endeno? to ſhew outwardly to the wozld, that hee enterp)iſed nothing, 
and that he was vtterly ignoꝛant of all theſe thinges: and co that end hee 
might haue witnes, he cauſed the ſlaughter which was made of the Swil⸗ 
ſers to ſeaſe, cauſed the armes tu ber cendzed to the Ringes companies, 
who had been vnarmed : but after ſuch a maner as did ſhew how much 
greater regard they ol Paris had of him then of the Ring, and what intel⸗ 
ligences hee had with them, whereof hee did ſhew himſelfe not diſcon- 


tentes. 

In that commotion ſome would haue killed the Parſhal Biron, and the 
Lom Belieure, which thing this Ring ofthe maygamemiſliked, # would 
not ſuffer . Such occaſions divcontent him greatly, o by ſuch actions he 


confirmed himſelle in the truſt andconfivence which he had in that people: 
he would alſo haue them whom he ſaued from the ſlaughter, to beleeue that 
he had no (mall part in France : & beſives that he bound them to him in as 
much as their lines were woozth, To be ſhont, no man was in danger of 5 
rage ofthe people, who cither was with hun. 02 was commended by him. 

The Duke ol Gaye, after the warming of the Ringes companpes ſet 
themlelues as pʒiſoners untill che raeniug , and within a litle whyle af. 
ter theſe thinges were vone, they made their appzothes by litle and little, 
to the Loure where the king was. 

The King being aduertizey of alf whirh was a dooing, did not ſhe iu 
himſelf mooued ther wich at all. Bur the 2. Queenes were greatly amazed, 
ſpecially the Q_ Mother, which all the dinner tyme did nothing elſe but 
weepe, wich great aboundanee of teats. And immediatliy after dinner ſhe 
tooke her coach to goe to the houſe of G«yze,wherethe ſayd Lom of Guyze 
had retpꝛed afterhatiſng cakenppiſoners the Rings foꝛees, to do her beſt 
endeuoꝛ to paſſiſp che commotlon, but it was without any effect : for they 
who heretoſoze had in admiration her deuiliſh tralrtnes, as a diutne wiſe⸗ 
dome, did now when they had the vpper hand gersunt it a deteitfull Jtali⸗ 


an diſſimulattou., Do chair old Cary by ko Wojd rexardedthen ſe deſer 
ued

daunger to be greater then hee had thought, and beganto be amazed (ſees 
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ued, Foz ſhee her ſelle with much adoo could paſſe thꝛough the ftreates 
ſo chicke trenched with Barricados , that ſhee was enfozced co fozſake her 
Coach and be carrytd in achapze : and eucry varlce would pzeſume to bid 
her ſtap, what will you haue + whether goe you? and opening the way on- 
ly foꝛ her chap2e, did bid her goe her wap. 

As the ſeditious made all thinges in a readines to beſiege the Ring in 
the Loxre the next day, the Duke of G#yze went out of his houſe co pur» 
chaſe to himſelle ſome good will ofche Maſter, by ſhe wing ſame curteſp to 
the leruantes, and came tothe place where the Ringes fozces were taped 
and vnarmed, in the evening cauſed they armes tobe rendered them. Oe 
ſent one Saint Paul (who had growen from a latrey co be a great man, 
and greatly fauozed by the Duke of G) co go befoze the Rings gards, 
leading them as captiues in a tryumph, and commaunded them to be tur 
ned out of Saint Anthonics gate, and to ſhift fo themſelues. 

* The mght following, the Rebels beſieged the Laure, where the Ring 
was, ſet their Barricados nigh the gate, ſtopped the iſſues, ſkirmiſhey 
with them that came fooꝛth: and pet all thinges are ſo diſguiſed , that to 
beliege the King and kill him in his owne houle, to execute it dilligently, 
and that without ſparing the life of any man, at the commaundement of 
Guy7e, is toobap the Ring, to defend the Ring and the countrey, to fight 
fo liberty, to expoſe valiantip their lines fo; their cempels , their altars, 
The mozrow after, as che tumult increaſed , the Ring had aduertiſe- 
ment from two leuerall places (che firſt by one who was familiar, any 
houſhold ſeruant to the Lozd of GayJe : the ſecond by a gentleman of god 
calling) chat the ſayd G«yze,and they of Paris his partakers, had determt- 
ned to bzing foozth che night following fifteene 02 ixteene thouſand men 
bythe new gate, and other gates of chat ſide of the Ciety, to beſiege him 
without, there to ſtop all paſſage, and to toꝛce him in his houle. 
The King receaued confirmation of the ſame determination by one 
of his faithfall ſeruancs , a man ofhono} and vnderſtanding, who labozev 
much to cauſe one ofhis ſeruantesto ſtep to the Lovre li that purpoſe, who 
could not haue bzought it to paſſe if it had not biene by the helpe of one 
— —— of the wardes ol the City, who conducted the meſſenger 
tothe Leure. 

The Ring did ſtep aſpdeto reccaue this meſſage by the 2 of him 
which bꝛought it: which when hee vnderſtood, iudged che miſchiele and 


ing that which bee would neuer haue expected of the Pariſicns) w 
ſhewing any token ol diſmay. | 

He was alſo aduiſed at the ſame inſtant, to get him out of Pari, thougb 

he ſhould goe fog2th alone, ii not he would be vndone, and that 

perſon 
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perſon ſhould be without, he might find many ſeruits q faithfull ſubiccta. 

Che R. did-notrefuſe that counſell, to he ſaw the danger to encreaſe 
eucery moment, and pet he made no great ſhew ta fallom it. But en þ con» 
trary ent reaſing the aſſurance of his countenance, did ſecme to pꝛomiſe 
ſhoztly to remedy it. 

Ot ſent the Q.Mother tothe Duke of G»yze once again: (hee with 
much a doe, hauing acceſſe to him, exhoꝛted him ta bzing of his owne ſo 
much as he could to pacifie that commotion, pꝛayed him very inſtantly to 
come to the king with great pzoteſtation of aſſurance, that he would ber 
well _ ee pꝛoteſting of his good will and confideuce which he 

n 
The Ring delayed his departing out of Pu, meditating reuenge⸗ 
ment vpon the head of this rebellion, and had ſent his mother to the cnde 
to haue dzawen him within his reach, ſuppoſing that the head being off, 
the members would coole and waxe weake. 

The Q. Mother hauing done all that euer ſhe could ith her Italian 
Rethozick,couldnot perſwade the Duke of GH, having learned by ti e 
amplicitie of them of the refozmed Religion, and by the tragedies which 
thꝛougb his counſell he had cauſed the King to play vpon them ofthe re» 
ligion, how little credit was to be giuen to Rings faith, and to her fapze 
momiſes, but ſhewed himlelfe very cold in that matter, and contemptious 
towards her perſon: fo2 he feared that he ſhould not be ableco execute ſ is 
enterpzize within the Zexre ſo well as without, miſtruſting ta be pzenen- 


ted, if he had entred therein. 


bis anſwere to the king, by the ſecretary Pinart. 
The Ring being aduertized ofthe hardnts of the Duke, + out ok hope 


to execute his will vpon him. To pzeuent a farther miſchicfe which bee. 


to goe out of Pars, and to take his farwcilofthe Lore, at the perſwaſi- 


ons of many officers ofthe Crowne,whogave him counſe ll co giue place 
to that deſperate conſpiracic, and to rety2e into a place ofſafcty : he ſent. 


his houlchold to the place calledthe T«leries , andleauing the Q. Mo- 
cher there in the Laure, went foozth out af Heri; on that ſide which 
was moſt ſure fo2 him, to wit, thzough newgate with a walking ſlaffe in 
bis hand, as though he went (accozding to his cuſtome) to-waike-to the 
T wderies with as ioytul countenante, as in the moſt ioyłul dap that could 


thinevntohim.. 
ben he was out ofthe gate, he turned his late toward that citie, ca⸗ 


Ring kooꝛth certaine ſpeaches of indignation, with pꝛoteſtation againſt 


their ingratefulnes, treacherp, and treaſon, hen he came to the T7 


&rier, he tooke his hozle wich chem al his trarne, who had meant s to bs

The Q Mother ſeing that he was not moued by her wozdes , ſendech

ſgw to be at hand, commaundedhis companies to retire, and determined 
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1538. hozles , they who had none either taped behinde , 02 elſe followed him on 
e May, 


faote, Manp great Lozdes went after him on foote, vntill they had the 


meanes to get hoazſes, Pany great Lozdes and gentlemen of the Ringes 
ſize went out of Pars in great haſte, ſome without bootes, ſome deſtitute 
of all things, euerie one vnder the ſhadowe of ſome friend, ſuch as they met 
withallin the middle of the confuſed pzeaſe, 

The King that night,went to Trappe: and lodged in the houſe of Dan 
uile, bꝛother to Mommorency, and alyedto the Duke d'Eſpernon. The 
flight of ſuch a great Ring,ſo vugratefully dealt with all, by chem whome 
be had ſo greatly fauozed, was lamentable, 

The Dake of G»ize hauing remoued the Kings power from him, 
partly by killing, and partly by ſending others another cleanc contrary 
way from the King, ſuppoſing that the ſaid Ring had beene fill in the 
Loxre,and knowing that there reſted nothing moe to doo, but to haue his 
perſon fo2 a gage of the Crowne,determined to beſiege the Loxre, and to 
bzing out of hand the Artilery befoze the gate. But vuderſtanding that he 
was iſſued out, and gone already a great wap of, bee remayned Maſter of 
Paris, (eeing that the Paſter and the ſeruants had peelded him the lod⸗ 


ging, 

Detherto wee haue conducted the Ring to T 74ppes , and his foces are 
ſent packing, and the Duke maketh merrie in Paris, in hope likewiſe to bs 
Dalter of all the reſt. | 

The Dake and bis partakers,perceaning hom the Ring had giuen the 
flip, and auopded their hloudie hands, doo ſcratch their heads, and ſee their 
erro2:fo2 although the ouerthzow was great, yet the victozie was not full, 
the enterpꝛiſe not well executed, and the Ring being not taken, the iſſue 
thcreof was doubt full and fullof perplexitie. Fo their conſciences dw re- 
pꝛeſeut befoze their eyes, the perfidious rebellion which they had com · 
mitted, as to haue not onely diſpoſſeſſedhim of his houſe, of whome they 
holde all that euer they had, but alſo to haue ſought co murther him whom 
God had conſecrated,to repzeſenc befoze their eyes, the image of his $0s 
ueraign: iuſtice,todeſtropthetr P7ince, who had loued them ſo tenderlie; 
their benefacoz, who had cheriſhed them as a Father his owne naturall 
Childzen. They accurſe their negligent folly, in that they had not becne 
moꝛe watchfull co attend vpon his perſon : feare ſeazedtheir hearts, when 
conſidering the greatnes oftheir offence, de alſo knowe, that pet hee will 


haue meanes inough to bing their dotags to iungement. and to take re« 


uengement ol them, accoꝛding to the hapnouſaes of their offence, To be 
ſhozt,they are very ſozp,not fo2 that which they had done, but foz that they 
haue not done worſe, © 
But the Duke of G=ize conſidering well that the Cincking fame of his 
villanous fact would flee abjoade vnto the cares of fozraine Pyinces, — 
i

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will thinke themſclues interefied in this iniurie, and that they will not fox 1588. 
ſake ſuch a mightie Pzince in his diltreſſe, hee thought good that the exe · A ay. 


cution done this dap, might be repozted vnto Phinces, neighbours, and 
friends of the Crowne, in ſuch a manner, that whatſoeucr was therein, 
moſt odicus and damnable, might bee cither concealed oz clſc colcured. 
Therefoze among others, he fozgot no courteſie, and honeſt offers to the 
Lom Ainbaſſodo of Exgland, to whome he ſent the Lozd Briſſak. accompas« 
nied with ſome others, to offer him a pzotenion,and to pꝛay bim not to bee 
diſmayed, and not to remoue thence, with aſſurance of ſafttie. The Am. 
baſſado2 anſwered, that ifhe had been as a pꝛiuat men in Pris, het would 
baue gone to pꝛoſttate himſclfe at the fette of the Duke of Ge, foz to 
giue him moſt heartie thankes fo2 his tourtt ſits and honcſt p)offers , but 
being there nigh the Ring, foz the Queene of England his Piſtreſſe, who 
had alizunce and couenant of amitie with him, he could not,noz would not 
take any pzotection, but of the Ring onciy. R 
The Lozd Briſlak ſhewed him, that the Lon of Cie was not come to 
Parit, to enterp2ize any thing againſt the Ring oꝛ his ſeruice, but that hee 
bath reſolued vpon the defenſiue, and that there was a great con⸗ 


+ ſpiracie againſt him, and the Citie of Paris, and how the towne houſe, and 


other places were ful ot givets, whereon the Ring had vetermined to hang 
a great number ofthe Citie and others. The Lozd of G payed him 
to aduertize bis Miſtreſſe of all theſe things, to the end the woꝛlde might 
be infozmed of the tructhy 
The Ambaſſadoz that he could eaſilie beleeue chat he ſaide as 
he thought , but chat hautp and hard enterpyiſes, oftentimes doo remapne 
incommunic able, and cloſely ſhut vp in the hearts of them who do enter: 
pꝛiſe them, which alſo when they thinke god, do pzoduce them fozth with 
ſuch colour, as they iuoge molt fit fo2 rhetr aduantage. And that he would 
ſap freely, that whatſoeuer had paſſed in Pn, would bee iudged very 
ſtrange and wicked, by all the Pꝛinces of Chziſtendome , who were inte» 
reſſed in it, and that no colours, were they neuer ſo fame, could make it co 
ſeeme good,beingthe ſimple duety of a ſubiec, toremaine in the iuſt obe. 
dience ofhis Soueraigne. * | 
And that it there were ſo many gibets pzepared, it would bee belteued 
mode eaſily, when the Loꝛde of G ſhoulde bing them in ſight, And 
graunt that ſo it were, yet is it a hatefull thing, and intollerable, that a 
ſabiect would let by fozce the iuſtice which his Soueraigne will execute 
with ſtrong hand. Me pꝛomiſedhim, that willingly he would aducttiſe the 
Queene his Piſreſle,of all that which he tould him, but to ſerue him as an 
interpꝛeter ok all the conceites of the Duke ol G=yJe, and of them of his 
part, it was no matter belonging to his charge. The Queene his Pi» 
8reſle being wiler then hee to beleeue, and judge what would _ —

Maieſtie vpon that which he would mite vato her. 
The Lozd Briſſake ſeeing that neither by fay2e o 


tts, words, no pzap-

rell to hun, by reaſon of the crueltie which the Quene of England had 
ſhewed to the Queene of Scors. To this wozd of crueltie the Ambaſſadour 
anſwered, J areſt you vpon this wozd of crueſtie, my Lozd : no man ever 
named a juſtice well qualified, crueltie. Moꝛeouer, Jbeleue not that the 
people of Paris haue any quarrel to mee, as pouſap : fo vpon what otta⸗ 
lion? ſecing chat I am here a publikt perſon who neuer moleſted any bo»

Now the Ring being at 7T7«ppez,conſidering the treacherie of that houſe 
which he had fauoured aud honoured moze without compariſon then che 
houſes of his owne bloud, the perſon alſo whom hee had loucd and vnited 
to himſelf mozethen any other, the ſauagednes of his ſubicas and familiar 
houthold ſeruants; repꝛeſenting to himſelfe the rage of the people, whom 
be had alwates tendered almoſt moze then all the reſidue of his Realme, 
the ingratitude of that Citie which had been alwaies his delights, and to 
the-which he had neuer denied anp thing that he could do foz the prace,p2e- 
ſeruation, eaſe, riches and greatnes of the ſame, calling to minde the tu⸗

Immediatly after theſe thtuges done in P55, the lame there flyetb a:

but the king was beſieged in the Loxre,and in great daunger to be ſlaine 
by the Duke of G»ye : hee is fled from Paris, the Duke is in poſſeſſion 
ofthe ſayd Citty. It was incredible to many, ſome made but a tuſh at 
it, good men were greatly mooued at it, ko that ſach a treaſon 
would dzaw after it many calamities. 

But the Leaguers lifted vp their heads. the foutnes and high courage 
ol the Duke of G»yze was inthe mouthes of them of his faction: but ſpe- 
rtallp the Pꝛietfes, Ponkes, and Jeſuits dtd in their Pulpits excoll him 
coheauen: and vpon the newes of this exploit done in Pi, bythe aduer- 
tizements which the — — euery where, but ſpecially by 
the pꝛeaching of the Friers and Jeluits, thepartakers make them ſelues 
ready to battaile.

A ſudden feare came vpon the Duke dr Guiz, and them of Pu his 
partakers: fo2 alter the Rings departure from Paris, they conſidex ing 
their erroz,and that now they are further to execute their enter pꝛiʒt vpb 
bis perſon than ener they were: the guiltines or their conſtiences doe re- 
pꝛeſent to them the reuengement, and the Ring making already (as they 
ſer in their fearfullviſion) an agreement ol peace with the Ring ol V- 
uarre, and calling him with his koꝛtes to his ayde · to chaſtize them accoz- 
ding to their deſerts: Thercfoze they ſent pyeſently to their partakers to 
arme themſelues: The Fryezs and Jeſtites ſound the allarum euery 
where, their ſeditious and impudent tongues ſeruing them foz trompets, - 
and their pulpits fc; a dꝛumme, and giue the rendes vous at Paris, about 
the perſon ol the Duke of Gry de. | | 

When the Duke hav ſo plaped the good huſband, and had no moꝛe to 
take, and had played the king in altring the ſtate ofthe citie, and ſeaz ing 
vpon che kinges arſeuall and treaſurie, and had ſhewed himſelſe a good 
pꝛouident Captaine, pet conſidering that ina little while the king was 
like to wax ſtronger than the Leaguers,ſpecially ifhe ſhoulv ioyne him · 
lelfe to the king of Vauarre, whoſe name they not antiy hated, but alſo 
feared ixtreamly: iu the meane while they goe about both to | 
themſelues , and to amend their erroz as well as they can, eſpetially 
th2ce maner of wayes; by letters, by ſppalls, and ſeeking the wap of re- 
tonſiliation.

to him ſpeedily with boꝛſes and armour, without baggage, and ſhewcth 
the facility thereof, ſaping, that the wapes ( as he ſuppoſe th) are free.

De watched 
fo2 the occaſions how to handle them in ſuch wile as he handled them of 
the refozmed religion at S. Bartholomew, and ſo with one banquet to haut 
rid his hands ol his enemies, and recouered his auchozitie, ſtate and quiet. 
nes, And ſo refuſing the lawfull meancs by the which God giueth lalua. 
tion vnto Rings, his owne counſell turned to his owne ſhame, coufuſion 
and diſbonour. Do pe therefoze that which is righceous, pe Rings and 
Judges of the earth, and kiſſe che ſoune leaſt peperiſh out ofthe way. The 
king therefoze hoping to beſtowe a D. 3artholmews bzeakfaſt vpon them, 
was content to take any thing at their hands, This agreement concluded, 
cauſed an exte ding great iop to all the conſpiratozs, who thought it to bee 
no fmallcunning of theirs thus eaſily to haue anoided the deſerued puniſh» 
ment of their mutinie and rebeilion: fo2 which cauſe they ol their confede:

Chile (and after) the Edict ofreuntoa was a caſting in July, and the 
States appoyntes, all meanes were ſought out co vndoe the Ring al- 
arr, and with him chem ol the Religion. 

The ſayd king of Naerre of his part did make himſelfe ready vppon 
the defenſiue, groundedvpon all his reaſons, pzopounded often times by 
bis declarations, and vponthe gricucs and iniuries p2offired vntohim, 
and vntothem ofthe religion. . 

It is ſaid befozehowthe Lo Colombieres had bought certaine com- 
panies out ol Normandy vnto the King of Navarre, and in June befoze 
had ſeazedvpon the towne of Montagne. This was a towne belonging 
to the Pzince of Conde, which had beene nuſerablie defaced in the fozmer 
ciuill warres, The wall and the caſtell being one of the ſtrongeſt places 
in all thatcountrep,had beene beaten downe, But the ruine ofthe towne 
was not ſo great, but within few dapes it was reaſonablie repay2ed, any 
made defenſible, by the lad Lozd Colombieres, and other Captapnes 
with him, 

— Thecompantes of the ſaid Lozd Colomb ieres ont ofthat towne made 
dayly long roades and courſes toward Nantes, and againſt other places 
holden by the papilts, whereby daply they greatly moleſted them, 

After the Edict of reunion, Duke Mercure, gouernour of Britaine, 
and others of the countrie who did holde wich the League, but ſpecially 
thepof Nants, whocouldnot away with luchneighbours, gathered cet» 
taineregiments of the Leaguers,tomake certaine roades inte the lowe 
Peytom, as well to let the cnterp2i3es of the king of Vauarre there, as to 
Prepare the way to that armie which ſhould folow ſhoztly after, vaver 
the conduct ofthe Duke of Veer, but ſpeciallp intending to laythe ſiege 
befoze AMAantagne, to gett that place out of the hand of them of the reli 


gion. a 
The Duke Mercure therefoze with as great fozces as hee was able 
to make, went in perſon to lay ſiege befoze the ſaid Montagne, aboucthe 
eight of Auguſt, andlodged the regiment of Ger/ay at Saint George. 
An ſending from thence ta view the towneza hot ſkirmiſh was begonne 
ag ainſt them ofthe to wne, in the pꝛeſente ofthe ſayd Mercure, who ſtood 
in battle arap with two hundzed hozſes on the ſide of Barrillery ſo called, 
betauſe there they make barrcls,tubbes,and ſuch like ſtuſfe. 
They within the towne at the viſcouering of the enemie, iſſued ſo fu⸗ 
rioully, and did ſo beat them back, that many men and hozſes remained 
flaine vpd the place, among whom were ſome of the guards of Mercure, 
who ſeing that it was ſo hard fox him to lodge his men of war in þ ſuburb 
of Faint 7aw2crs, an he had determined to doe, ſent them 1 
$5, 
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lodgings at Saint George. As fox himleife, in the euening hee retyzedto 1 588. 


Eigen, hauing ſent downethe riuer Loyrefrom Nantes, thiee vouble can- 
nons to pont Roſſeav, which is a towne ſituated onthe fall of the riner Se- 
x into Leyre. 

The Ring of Naxerre adnertized of Mercures inuaſion into Peytom, 
gathered ſuch foꝛtes as he could, and vpon ſome other occaſions allo, des 
parted out of Roche the ninth of Auguſt , accompanied with a hundzed 
boꝛſes onelp, and the harquebuſiers of his gardes: and taking his ioznep 
toward Loyre, went that day to lodge at Luſſon, 

The Duke Mercure being lodged at Ciiſſn, the tenth day of Auguſt 
vnderſtode that the Ring of Navarre was gone foꝛth out of Roc hel, and 
bpon the ſhadow of his owne feare he pcrſwaded himſelf that it is to raiſe 
vp the ſiege ol Aantagnez ſo that hauing repzeſented vato himlelfe the ac. 


— — Naxarre in his explopts of warre, be i- 
magineth to lee him alreavie : whereupon he determined to retyze befoze

* Theſe newes did cauſe him to diſlodge the dap following very earelp, 
leaſt he ſhould loſe the occaſion to ouertake that regimt᷑t: he went thzough 
the Towne of Montague with much tople, and there coke the garriſon 
commanded by Luzerne eldeſt ſonne to the Lozd Colombiercs , and with 
extreame diligence in a little ſpace of time came tothe river Seare,which he 
paſſed ouer ſpeedily on fand: there he found that the regiment was parted 
from Monnieres,purpoling to retyze to Pilm/ Suburbe of Nantes. 
The garriſon of Montagne being fozerunners to the ſapd Ring, kollo⸗ 
wed with diligence, and ouertoke them in a wap hollowe and couered, ve- 
ry aduantagious foz the enemie, by reaſon of ehzee little houſes wherein 
they had put men to flancke them, There the (kirmiſh did continue about 
balfe an houre , vntill the ſapd Ring of Nauarre had arriued with all his 
companies,at whoſe comming the enemie was diſcouraged, beg to faint 
and flee awap in diſaray, and there was wholly ouerthzowne.,

This Loꝛd Eſpernon ofthe auncient houſe of Valette, grew in great fa

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lodge in any ſtronger place (noꝛ moe aduantagious fo his pteſeruation 
but inthe Caſtell, which is called the Rings houſe : wherein he found his 
Coſin the 01d Tageus lodged, as the gouernours heretofoze had accuſts- 
med to do. This Caſtell hath no ſtrength which is any thing wozth , nee 
ther in Ditches no} in any handy wozke,, excepe ſome great Towers of 
(tone very olde : but otherwiſe very commodious fo2 the Koze of cham- 
bers which art therein. The (aid Lozdhad bzought bis Lady with him, and 
bad alſo lodged the Lady Tageus there. Pet went the ſame day into the 
Citadell, wherein he commaunded the Lozd Bordes, with all the nobility 
which accompanied him, e couldeuen then haut lodged there, if he had hav 
any diffivence of the inhabitants: foz the keies were pzeſentcd to him by 
the Lozd Bordes. That Fottrefle was ſufficient to haue byidled the inha- 
bitantes, conſidering the ſtrength and great ſtoze ol Punitions of the ſaid 
place, as well in Oꝛdinance as in other neteſlary things. But ſpectallp 
hauing a gate to get out ofthe towne, whereby may be let in as many men 
as one would. But the ſapd Lozd in ſterd of miſtruſt kept an open houſe, 
as well foz che nobilicp of the countre y, as le; the inhabitantes ofthe citty, 
without any reſpect of perſons, whereof a great number (but ſpecially the 
Maio! of the town with his conſpiratours)ſat ozdinarily at his table, with 
great curteſy and welcome ſhewed vnto them by the ſapd L. Eſpernon, 

He walked familiarly with them chzough the citty and ſuburbs with a 
ſmall company of his, without any other care then to conferre louingiy 
with them about the neceſſary thinges fen the pzeſeruation of their Cittpe. 

The Paio2 had in his poſſeſſion all the keies of the Citcie, the iuhabi · 
tantes made their accuſtomed watches, and by halfes , with two compa- 
nies which were vnder the commaundement of the Lozd Bordes, whercof 
the molt part were inhavitantes ofthe Citty. 

UpponrcqueT made vnto him by che Paioz and Aldermen 
the neceſſary fortifications foz the ſafety and increaſing of their Cittie, the 
C:id Loꝛd pꝛomiſed to lend them to that effect ſuch a ſumme of money as 
they ſhould thinke good. And to aduaunce the wozke , the ſaid Lozd come 
maunded the Batoz, and the Lieutenant Neſmond to make the poten, by 
the __ of Captaine Ramel, ſon of Auguſtine, marſlet of the Rings 
woꝛzkes. 

In the meane while the ſaid Loꝛd cauſed the edict of reunion to be pub- 
liſhed iu che Cittie, and accopding to the ſame did p2epare to war agapuſt 
them of the religion, to let them from gathering ſubſidies and callages, E 
to repzeſtotheir courſcs:& furrhermoze,had made an enterpꝛiſe agaynſt one 
of their beſt places. And fo} a beginning of 5; perfozmance of theſe things,

Foz as they concluded vpon the reſolution ofthis warre, which he pur · 
poled againſt the Chilvzen of God, the Abbot of Elba ſitting next vuto 
the dome ofthe cloſet, heard the ſound of a piſtol ſhot within the wardzobe, 
and ſome crying, kil, kill. At this alarum the ſaid Abbot ranne firft to the 
dooze nigh the cloſet, where he found the Aulmoner of þ (aid Dune, who 
bad ruſhed in, a had ſhut vp the dooze, and thought it had neither lock noz 
boulc, but held the ſaid dooze with his back, very pale and frighted : The 
Abbot enquiring what it was, ſpeake ſoftly ſayd the Aulmoner, there be 
armed men which ſeeke to kill mp Loꝛd. = 

Ac the lame inſtant, the (aid Lozd Eſpernon, the Lozd Mariuault, and 
the Abbot, heard two other piſtolls ſhot in the ſame wardzobe , with ma · 
nie voytes, crying, kill, kill, # comming to the ſatd dooze,crped, peclo mp 
Lozd,fo2 pou are but a dead man. 

The Abbot and Marmault then counſailed the ſapd-Eſpernon, to keep 
within the cloſet where was a ſecond dooze, very narrow # hard to get in. 
At the lame time, the Toxin began to ring in all Churches of che Citie, 
and they ol the fadion ran into the ftreates, trying, that che Hugonets has 
ſurpyiſed the Caſtell, and willing all men to tun to ſuccour it, accoꝛding to 
the inſtructions giuen by the Paioz. Theſe tokens being giuen, the people 
ran on euerp ſive to their weapous,aad went toward the Caſtel,theplodge 
themlelues in chehouſe next to the Caftell, 

The Palo} that mozning intending to bzing to an end their conſpira- 
tie, han perſwaded them of his faction, but eſpecially 40. 02 50, of the vileſt 
and mali deſperat perſons of all the Citie,that his mother in law Souther 
came fromthe Court, and had bought with him an expyefle commaunde- 
ment fromthe King, doch bp letters and mo of mouth, to ſeaze vpon the 
perſon ofthe ſaid Led Eſpernon, dead o; altue, and to aſſure the citie: ſome 
ol them he had appopnted to run though the citie,audtogiue the alarum, 
as is afope (aid:ſome ſhould ſeaze vpon the gates ofthe C aſtell, when hee 
fhould haue entred the ſaide Caſtell; and fome ſhould goe with him to exe- 
cute this mur:her. This vile traitoz then head of the couſpiracp,entred firſt 
armed into the Caſtell, thzough che great gate; having twomen booted 
with him, which as he ſaide were Purſeuants, whomhe bzought to ſpeake 
with the Duke, and followed with ten men, going vp into the hail, and 
paſſing though it, ſaluted the Lo2d Couplieres, who ſat vpou a table, and 
chince paſſing thꝛougb the Lom Eſpernon his chamber, went as farre as 
the wardzoavc,ſuppoſing there to finde him, and _ to execute his — 
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— nableconſpiracie,therc he met with on Raphael Gyrolary, a Gentleman 


Flozentine, Rouillard and Segnencio, @ccretaries,and one Sorline, the 
Rings Chirurgion , The Lon Aubine, one of the Rings Mag iſtrates 
in the Court of Engole/ae, who was txpꝛeſſely tome to aduertiſe the Lende 
Eſpernon, that there was ſome pꝛactiſe againſt him in the towne, and there 
he ſtaycd fox his comming koozth, to doo his meſſage. The Paioz theres 
foe cutredas is ſato,fiiſt of all armed with a Coꝛſelet, intothe warvzobe, 
with a Piſt oll in his hand readp charged, and the cock downe,caine to Sor- 
So who let his hand to his [wozd., and did hurt the Maio a little on 
e ad, ; 

Another man (great and ſtrong) wich a Piſtoll ſet vpon Raphael, 
who immediativ taking him by the toller, caſt him downe vppon the 
ground, and with his {wozd wounded him, as he didthzee mae, as they 
baue confeſſed after, and beate them aut ofthe chamber, crying ſtill, mp 
Lo)» is not here: but being wounded with a Piſtol, he fell downe, and then 
they made an end ol him with their \wozds, The others who were in the 
wardzobe , ſaued themſclues as they could. Sorline running into the kit» 
chen, gaue the alarumtothe cokes,whoran with cheir bjoaches : but the 
conſpiratozs being in the hall, and hearing the noyſe in the kirchen,ſtopped 
the way ont ol p kiti hẽ into che hall. Ju the meanetime while thele things 
were doing within the wardzobe by the Maioꝛ, his partakers went as 
bout (as they hadreceaued inſtrugions afoxehand of the Maio) to ſeaze 
vpon the great gate of the Caſtell,foz to hing in the people, who were al- 
readp in armour: butthep werelec by ſome Gentlemen, who werein the

The firſt were the Lowes A mbleuille, Beaurepayre, Sobelle, and

They beleeued then that the Lozv Eſpernon was dead, ſo that being #» 
ſtonied andlookedone vpori another, they knewe not what to doo, nd in 
whome to truſt. vntill that the Los. Ambleuille, Myran, Sobe lle, aud E- 
mars, acknowledging one another, and giuing bands with pzonnic, to dye 
together gathered as well Gentlemen as Souldiours of the garde cloſe 
together, and ran tothe Chamber dooze ofthe Loꝛd Eſpernon, though the 
which che coufpiratours would haue gone fo2th,to ſeaʒe vpon the tower of 
the Caſte ll, bur they wert let by the Gentlemen and gardes, who wounded 
the Dato) tough the dooze , where ol he fell downe, they ſhot alſo 9

tos. encio t ie, whome they detapned pziloner, repo2ee 
that at that theatning, they began to be amazed, and to ſay among them» 
ſelues, we are vndone if we doo not ſaue our ſelues ſome where, end there⸗ 
upon carrying away the Maio, went out thzough a little dooze of that 
thamber. which iſſued to a little paire of ſtaites, that did lead vp to a chants 
ber, nigb the tower: but they were followed by the ſaid Gentlemen, and af 
the lame time, the Loꝛd Eſpernon, the Abbot Elben , and the Lozd Mari- 
naulr,who vnderſtanding che voyce of Sobcllc, went foꝛth of the cloſet with 
Piſtolls and ſwoꝛdes in hand. 

The conſpiratozs were enfozced to ſaue themſelues in that Chamber 
nighthe great tower, to þ which no man could go but by apapze of ſtaires 
ſo narrowe, that but one man alone might paſſe: there were none armed, 
neither che Loꝛd Eſpernon, noz any of his were at all; which thing cauſed 
them to ſtay their going vp, 

At the ſame inſtant a maidſetuant advertiſed the Loꝛd Eſpernon , that 
the Patozs bꝛother with a number of armed men, did enter into the caſtle 
thzough a hole in the wall on the ſide ofthe Curtine. The ſapd Lozd Eſ- 
pernon ran thether,who found alreadie the Paiozs byother entred with an 
other, which both were ſlaine there, and a gard was put at the place, 

At the ſame time, the complices of the conſpiracie, and among others 
the fozeſaid Soucher,the Paiozs other in lam, who had come lately from 
the Court, wich ſome other gentlemen of the countrep, ſecing that they 
could not fire the firſt gate, where they found reliſſ anct (as is ſayd befoze) 
ran to another gate of the Caſtle with fire to burne it, p2eparing alſo gins 
to bꝛeake it vp, But the Lozd Eſpernon with fift@ne of his men, whom he 
had gathered together, ran alſo co the ſapd gate, to defend and fo2tifie it 
with carth,ſtones,boozds,and ſuch like, leauing bis gard to keepe the doꝛe 
of the chamber where the conſpiratozs were locked vp, the which ende⸗ 
uoured themſelues to iſſue fozth , but notwichſtanding were repulſed by 
the ſapd gardes and the Lozd Eſpernon himſelfe, who hauing deuided his 
gardes vpon the entries into the Caſtle, went co and fro as ned required, 
and where hee judged his preſence neceſſarie; ſo thatreſozting to the foze- 
ſayd done, he killed one of the ſayd conſpiratours with his own hand, as he 
went about to iſſue fo2th. The inhabitants in the meane time did beſtowe 
their ſhot freely vppon the chambers of the Caſtle, becauſe they were (0 

at and wide, and becauſe the inhabitants had ſeazed vpon the next hou⸗ 

, and among others, bypon the houſe neereſt to the Caſftie, called the

The diligence ofthe Loꝛd Eſpernon, and other gentlemen which accom- 
panied him was ſuch , that within two houres they aſſured themſeſues of 
the Caſtle;ſothat it had been hard foz * gentlemen and others who _

Thelobour aue in fighting;ſoptifying, 25 beca ging the fairs of 


tbe chamber, and in fiering therarrowe ſtsiers which went vp the cham⸗

TheL, Eſperno deſirous to make the gentlemen which were with him 
to dzinke,there was found in al the houſe but foure flagons of wine; which 
were bzought in that mozning foꝛ his bzeakfaft : there was no water at all. 
and verp ſmall Roze of bzead, foz the inhabitants had ſeazed vpon the well 
which was in the other court, and aiſo the wap to goe to it; which thing 
did greatly trouble them that were beſieged, the ſpace of two dapes and a 
halfe that they were incloſed therein, But the diſcommoditie was little in 
compariſon of the conftant reſolution which they take, rather to dye then 
pc id themſelues vuto that ſedicious multitude, 

It is ſayd befoze , how the £Paioz afoze hee began to exetute his enters 
pꝛiſe, had by falſe ſurmiſes entiſed the Lozd Bordes, gouernour of the Ci- 
tadell, to come to his houle, making him beleeue that hee would diſcoutr 
him ſome great pꝛaaiſe againſt the Ring; whom when he had in his hands 
he kept pꝛiſoner in his houle, 

This thing did greatly amaze the Lozd Eſpernonthat he heard not the 
Citadell play againſt the Citit: the cauſe was, that when the frap was bo. 
gun at the Caſtle, immediacly men by the Paioz, bought the 
ſayd Bordes befoze the Cicadell,to cauſe the Lieutenant to ſurrender it, oz 
els to ſtap him from diſcharging the Oꝛdinante againſt the cowne, which 
in caſe het ſhould do it, they thzeatned to kill the ſayd Lozd Bordes. The 
Lieutenant deſirous to ſaue the life ofthe ſapd Lozd Bordes, pzomiſed to 
do theirrcqueſt, and ſo kept pzomiſe with them. The Lozd Efpernonig. 
noꝛant of all theſe things, was greatly diſmaped,fearing leaſt che Citadeſl 
bad bern in the hands of the conſpiratozs, ox els had favoured them, The 
tonſpiratoꝛs cloſed vp in the high chamber of the Caſtle, did affirme the 
ſame,and when they were ſummoned to render themſelues,they anfwered 
that it was foz the ſapd Loꝛd Eſpernonandhis to peeld, & that they ſhould 
quickly ſce the Canon of the Citadell befoze the Caſtle, 

There was an other miſchaurce that happened, The Ledie Eſpernon 
defoze the tõmotiou began, was gone to Paſle tothe Dominican triert. 
TUlhf the alarum was giuen, che went about to go fozth to get the citadel 
ouer her head, belet uing that they were Þugonets that had attcmpted a+ 
gainſt þ town; ſhe was lead by þ armes byꝛ. gentlemen to wit, Seguency 
(not the ſacretary,but an other of that name)@Pial:ſhe was arreſted p3b- 
foner,and her two Gentlemen flaine by theſe two Catholicks, within the 
Churchdooze,not permitting the Pzicſt to make anenteofhis iug gling 

ame. They tooke alſo many Eentiemen, among whem were the Lozds 
-urce, Meſme,Blere, and Captaine Ramel, the Baron Coe, and — 
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others of all degrees, of thetraine ofthe ſaid Lozd Eſpernon.

would go fight againlt the Þugonets, when they aflaid to haue cntred the 
Caftel', TheLozd Haulecleric(a man of that countrey of great eftimati« 
on)with much ados ſaued their lives. 
Ramel fell into che ſame daunger ofthe people, in going a» 
bout to get into the caſtell, bythe Curcine ofthe cowne wall, but he ſaued 
þimlelfe bp taking che Bilhops houſe. 

In the mdeſt of allcheſe ties, te Lozd Eſpernon ſendeth a 
Lackie to the Lozd Tageus, who was at Nainctes with all his hozſemen, 
to make haſte to ſuccour him, The Lackp was let downe the wall ofthe 
Parke iopning tothe Caſtell,but he was incontinently taken by the iu · 
habitants. Notwithſtanding the Lozd Tageus was of the com: 
motion by two Gentlemen, who in a govd houre went fozth of the towne 
to got onto buntmg,who hearing the Toxin, did gallop vnto the gate of 
the Citadell, where they cauſed immediately all the bzead andpzomlſion 
which was in the ſubburd co be bzought in, and the ſelft ſame day at night 
came to N unctes, to warnethe Lozd Tageus of that commotion. 

The people in the meant while continued intheir rage,afſiſted and con ·

There 
was no moze pewder foz the ſhot : he had determined the night following 
to iſſue ſoꝛth vpon the cnemies fo2 to ſeaze bpon the well, hee alſo looked 
that night to be reſcued by his men: to be ſhozt, by the finguler goodnes 
of God he eſcaped a perilous ſnare ofthe Leagvers q a marueilous great 
danger, fo2 the which to auoyde, bee <cwed himſelfe both valiaunc an? 
watchfull,and if he weuld be thankfull to God foz ſo great deliuerance, 
and conſider from whence, & fo what cauſe the ſt ble wes came, he (ould 
doe the part of a noble man. 

About the ſcife fame time that theſe thirgs were done at Engoleſave . 
— the Duke Eſpernon, Ihe Lende Autragues, goucrueur of Orleans,

had done in favour of the League, had been fo; none other cauſe, then fe 
zeale ofthe Catholick religion: but perceiving that the chice 1 eaguers 
paſſed further then be thoughe, he wholly doth renounce @ deteſ S League, 
and vponthac ppoteſtation be wos xeceayed in fauour by the Ring.

But the of 
Gu had ſo [abourev of long time, and ſo reduced the people, that there 
was almoſt no citie, towne no2 pzonince in all France but the complices of 
the Leagucrs(vnder colour of 3eale of religion) pzeuailed, in ſending ſuch 
as were altogether factious and deſirous of innouations, the Rings ſecret 
enemies, and moſt falſe traytoꝛs to their king and countrep, hyding al their 
intended treaſons vnder the old gabardin of the Catholike religion. 

Thele conſpiratoꝛs again God, theit Ring and their Countrep,being 
come at length from euerp part of the realme, the ſecond day of Deober 
being the Lozds dap, the Ring cauſed a generall pzoceſſion to bee made 
with great ſolemnitie from the Temple of Saint Sexcovr, which is in the 
court ofthe Caſtle vnto the Temple, commonly called our Ladie of helpe 
in the Suburbe Denne, on the Dotith ſide ofthe river Leyre. 

There was in this pꝛoceſſion great niagnificencie and outward appa: 
rance of deuotion, but as little godlines & loue as could be, The Ring, the 
Nueenes, the Pꝛinces and Pꝛinceſſes, Lozds 6 Ladies which were at the 
Court, ⁊ gencrally all the people, as well ſtrangers as inhabitants ol that 
place, were at it, thtre they offered vnto the it gods, which did ſtand gazing 
in their temples , with great @oze 67; diſſimulation and hippocriſie.

The 22, of October and the mozrowe after the rendering of the Caſtle 
of Beawnoyre, the inhabitants of the Jland Boxing, againſt their pꝛomiſe, 
recefued two of the fapzeſt companies of the ſapd regiment of S. Paule. 
But they had not lo ſ@ne entered into the Jland, but that immediatly they 
toke ſuch dzeadfull feare, that without any ſhame they ſent a Dumme to 
the ſaid king, to beſeech him to give them ſafe conduct to retpze into a place 
of ſafetie, They had ſome reaſon ſo to do, op the feareof his ſwozdeput 
them in a fearefull appzehenſion, Foz he had ſo pzouided that they were at 
his mercie , bauing ſent his nauall armie to a place called Coler, aboue 
Boxrgneuf of Rhe, which was the place where offozce thep muſt needes 
paſſe by. But the accuſtomed clemencie of that Pꝛince ſuſtayned and eaſed * 
the feare of theſe two companies, who truſted that he would be no leſſe fa» 
uoutable to them, then bee hath accuſtomably bern vnto others, who did 
ſubmit themſelues vnto him. Whereoftbepthemſelues (among manp o⸗ 
ther examples) are and ought to bee hereafter witneſſes ; foz although her

Hefozgauealſo the Jland men, who had falſified their faith, and had ren⸗ 
dered themſelues wozthie of ſharpe puniſhment, This clemencte to them 
ſbewed did ſo touch them, that chey haue remapne euer ſince mot faiths 
full, being otherwiſe moſt deuoted and addicted vnto poperie, 

The ſaide Ring being deſirous to paſſe into the Aland co ſe it, could

among the reit. he put Gariſous in ;G anache,T almond, Fontenay, 
and other places, | 

That being done, he tooke his way to Koche!/,to be at the aſſembly of all 
che refoumed Churches of France, which hee had called thethere fo; diuers 
and notable conſiderations. The deputies of all the Churches of all ſozts 
and qualities, ſtayed ſometime in Rec bei fg him, where the ſaid Ring be⸗ 
ing artued, receaued them wich great contentation, and accopding to his 
naturall facility and mildenes, to the great rtioyſing of all men, which ho⸗ 
ped foz much fruite ofthis aſſembly, foz the pzeſeruation of the rtalme, of 
the Kings authozity (againſt whome the Leaguers , under colour of che 
States at Bloys,vid dangerous conſpiracies)and for the tuft defence 
—— ofthe religion, ſo long time, ſo cruelly iutreated in all partes ofthe 
The ſaid Ring being certified of the comming of all che deputies ol this 
aſſembly,of all degrees and conditions, Lozdes, Nobles, Judges,Ringes 
officers, Paiozs, Aldermen, and other notable men ofche Pꝛouinces, gaue 
an opening vnto the ſarde aſſembly, bp the inuocation of the name of God, 


the 14. ol Nonember, in the tant houſe of Rocbel, aſſiſted by the Lozdes 


of Turenne, his Lieutenant gentral, in the pzouince of G«:exxe, Trimouil- 
le, Colonell ofthe light hoꝛſes, and many other Lows, Barons, Uicounts, 
Gentlemen, and other his counſelers. The lame day were called all the 
deputies fo the aſſembly, & the authozity which euery one had ofthe Pꝛo⸗ 
uinces, foꝛ whome they were ſent, 
There was almoſt no Pꝛouinte in France, which had not ſent their de⸗ 
puties,to wit, deputies were ſent out of Ga/coyn,e Awignak, Albret, and 
other places, from beyond the riuet G trenne, out of the Pzouinces of Br 
tayne, Anjou, Toxrene, Berry, Laduneys. che Ile of France, Normanay, Or- 
leans, Picardy,Champaigne, and others bepond the river Leyre, out of the 
Pꝛouinte ot high and lowe Langue dock, Daulphine, Rowergue, M ount- 
alban,and out ofthe gouernement of T errides: there were alſo out of the 
gouernement of Ninctonge, on this fide C harante, out of all the Jles of 
XainfTonge,other deputed foz Rechel, fo the Pꝛouinces of Limoſin, Peri- 
£#rd, Ageneys, lo the towne of Bergerak.: in particular, fox the Pzouinces 
of Peytow, aud Ewgemoy:,foz the pincipalitie of Orexge, and many others, 
fo: the bailpweekes,townes,and — withſaficient ew of their 
and commiſſions, 4 

The 15. dap of November, after publickinuocation of Gods name, the 
Ring of Vaxarre accompanied, as is aboue ſa(d, repzeſented to the whole 
aſſembly the chiefeſt cauſes of their conuocacion ; the great neceſlicies 
which ſhould moue euery man to oppoſe himlelfe to a 
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tent was too apparant(foz they went tuen 
eſtate) he ſhewed that hee had hetherto, in ſo iuſt and godip acauſe, ſpared 
neither gods von life, as bis fozmer actions could ceſtifie, and that if theſe 
miſchitues ſhould growe to the wozlt,he foz his pare felt his courage to be 
increaſed of God, in the reſolution which he had long agoe taken, to ſpend 
therein, euen the laſt dzop of his bloud, and the — pt pr eu cen 
and deſired onely,that the wozld would judge in this his reſolution of his 
god intent, as indifferently, and truely, as himſeife lincerely had walked 
befoze God, and determined to da hereafter, 

He ſhewed how the long continuance of war, and lifence ofarmes, had 
to his great griefe, bzed and bzought in many diſozders, to the — 
required them, as well it might bie, to pꝛouide both in reſpect 
glozie of God, of the Ring, of che reaime, and pus gy gen ne 
men, Pꝛayed them that were of that aſſembly, cobzing with them leane 
ſpirites, voyde of all paſſion, endued with the loue ol the common wealth: 
which thing if they did, hee aſſured himſelfe chat God would bleſſe their 
counſell, and woulde make them toreape much fruite to his glozy, and 
the deliuerance of his childzen, Hee repzeſented vnto them, the god and 
——ů ——— — 
cauſe ſo iuſt and holy as this, that pzeſently was tn queſtion, by cabliſhin 
of all gad onder: towards the whicheauſe, hee exhozted — ts 
continue as well affectedas they bad done defoze, aud co wing ſo muth the 
moze as the nouelties and [ate alterations, happened by the 
malice of the enemies, did moſt euidentlp require, 

Aboue all things, hee willed them to pzouide foz that which impozted 
molt of all,the glozie and ſeruiceof God, the god o2der, policie,and Diſci- 
— — wee And to auoyde the pzouoking of Gods wzath, by 

ſpbemies, rapes,whozdowes, 


robberies, foꝛbidden games 

— tr om moms by the vnhappines ans of 
— ——F— — 
e traightly enioyned, commaunded and obſerued Pagiſtrates, 
without any diſſimulation, ſuppoꝛt oz reſpec ofperſons:commaunding al⸗ 
ſo the Pagiſtrates to aſſiſt euery one —— vppon great palnes, 
—— the Diſcipline of the Church may haut a due authozitie and exe» 


— them alſo, that the poze may bee aſlited, with certaine ondi· 
nary ſummes of monep, which ſhould be dedicated to the ſame effec, actoꝛ . 
ding co the foxme al thr dads, that Hould de ave log that tttene, withhs 
authozity of certaine chiefe officers, magiſttates conſuls, a commiſſioners 
appopnted foz that purpoſe, 

Alſo that charges and offices bee giuen to men capeable, and ſufficient

All the afſembly gave moſthumblechankes to his Paieſtie, foꝛ the care 
which it pleaſed.him to haue, as well in particular of the ſaid Churches, as 
true and lawtull nurſer, pꝛotectoꝛ, and defender of che ſame, as alſo in re- 
ſpec ofthe publick peace, welfare, and pzeſeruation of all, with pꝛoſfer of 
their moſt humble ſeruice, and obeiſſance foz ſo gad, ſo holy, and ſo lawfull 
I with a moſt conſtant reſolution, to emplop their per. 
ſons,their liues.ę their gods, co fauour ſo god and rightfull a cauſe, with 
pꝛaier vnto God, to continue in him his bleſſing and fauour, foz his bono: 
and glozp, fo2 the pꝛeſeruation of his Church,foz che gad and quietnes of 
the publick eftate. Ma? 

The Scſlions, p}opolitious,relolutions, and ozdinances, were after- 
wardt made, and in good onder in the pꝛeſence of the ſaid king, 
bpon the diners arguments whith were thereto be handled. 

And firſt they encreated ofthe glozy and ſeruice ofGod, next of iuſtice, 
of a — oering ofthe lame: then — ot the 
mannaging t »cifts,paſpozts,officers,o2der of warre, com · 
millions, bootpes, pziſoners of warre, pzotections » taking of cownes 
and places, of the ſafety o!huſbandmen, and many other ſtatutes, aseue- 
ry one of the deputics ofthe Pzouinces was ſeuerally charged by then re- 
membꝛances and inſkructions. ä | 

Pany ſuch things were there determined, vntill the diſſolution ofthe 
ſayde aſſembly, which was made (the ſapd Ring ſicting accompanied as 
aboue, in the pzeſence of all the deputies)on the Lozds day being the - 7. 
dap of December, after the pzeaching of the wozde , and inuocation of 
Gods name, with the vnitie,conſent Evoluntary app)obation ofal men, 
tothe glozp of God, and foz the Ringes ſeruice, the pꝛeſeruation of the 
Crowne and Realme, reſtahlichment ol the State, and foz the defence of 
all faithfull Frenchmen, againſt all enemies lcagued, matinous, and ſe- 
ditions perſons, who direcdp oz indirectly, would ſeene the trouble and 
euerſton of the ſame, JETT ' 

TWhileſt theſe things vid paſſe, and ſo contrary aſſemblies, did take 
contrary tounſells anvreſolations, to-wozke ſo contrary effects, ( fox at 
Boys counſell and deliberation was taken to deſtroy the R. the Crowne, 
the Realme, the State, thetrue Church of God. In Kochel they went 
about to ſane che Ring, to defend the Crowne, to p2eſerue the Realme, 
to vpbolde the Nate, to maintaine the true Relig ion. che Duke of Savoy 
after great pzeparationsof warre made, the Duke de Maine being as 
then at Liowoys, and about the bozders of Dax/phixe, inuaded the Mar. 
qutzat of Salxcer, and by treaſon and incelligencesof the Captapne,ſur- 
p2ized Carmagnole,one of the Arſcuals of Franceꝛhe tooke allo c and

Cheſe newes bzought to Tp greatly trouble them who coulde Numb. 


take no pleaſure therein: But the Leaguers did greatly reioyte thereat. 
Foz they thought that ihis increaſe of miſcries, would further their cn- 
terp2izes,and that the fire being kindled in diuers placts, that which they 
did blow in the middeſt of France, would not be cither quickie , 02 eaſily 
put out. 

This cuterpzize ofthe Duke of Saox, was by the pzactize and coun- 
ſell of the League, which was that the armics of thele two Dukes ot 
Sauoy and Mame) ſhould reſpectiuely fauour each other, each keeping his 
entent ſeuerall to himſelfe. Fo:the Leaguers and the Duke of Sa#o7 did 
agree in this: to wit, in hatingthe true religion and the pzoſelſo2s thereof, 
and in making againſt them crucll warre, to roote them aut, il they could 
doe it. K 1 

But the particular thoughts of the partie were kept incommunicable 
within the heart of them, both of them reſtruing co themſelues , the 
meanes to wotke their affapzes,accozding tothe oppoztunitie and occaſi» 
on. And in this reſpect (as it commonly falleth out among them, who 
doo aſpire to any Soueraignetie) there was neither ſocietie no} ſaith bt- 
tweene the Duke of 5aoy and the houſe of Ge, tach of them enuping 
bisfellow in that which he wilhed ſoꝛ himſelke. 

The Duke of CN with his partahers, intended to raigne and to 
ſtabliſh his authozitie in France, nd would not admit any fellow, neither 
the Duke of $«#oy, no; any other 


The Duke of S«»oy on the other ſide,thought himſeclfe fo well deſcen- 
ded in blood, that he might claime to haue a good part , and thought it 
very conuenient foz himſelfe to enlarge his dominions, aud that being 
Donne to a Daughter of France, he wasnigh enough to poſlelſe all, and 
would haue beene very ſozy to haue had any companyon , either of the 
houſe of G, g any other whatſoeucr, 

Theſe divers dzifts did lurke cloſe hidden inthe hearts of both parts, 
being holpen and aduancen mutually by the common pzetence which 
they tooke on both ſides,to wit, the rooting one ofthe refozmed religion, 
which tearmed hereſie , andto that end, in open wozds they agreed toge · 
ther, did helpe and ayde each other, reſeruing to the craftieſt the begup- 
ling ol bis felow,02 to the ftrongeſtto pꝛeuaile 

Fryer S ictus Uicar , vnderffanding of this innaſion of the Duke of 
Saxoy, fearing le aſt the King ſhould ſuppoſe that to haue beene ſome of 
Fryer Sixrus tricks, and bpon a ſodaine deſire of 
baue his peniwozth vpon the Countie of Yexe/e and Anignox , which is a 
part ofthe de Mains which Saint Peter purchaſed with his perie , that 
the Fryers might liue like kings aſter him, to waſh yo hams, and ts

ther it were thet they did ſo of purpoſe to pick a quarrell oz otherwiſe , but 
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make the wozld belecue that hee ſaw nothing, firſt beg anne to chide and 
bzawle with the Duke of Sauey, and findeth great fault in him, repzouing 
him fo2 ſuch an enterpꝛiſe. 

The Dake of Sauoy plaping falſhwd in good fellowſhip, fainech,although 
that Fryer Sixtus had no finger inthat pie, goeth about to excuſe the mat 
ter, and did colour this action ſpecially with Frper Sixtus, ſaping, that hee | 
had done all thinges fox the aduantage of the holy church of Rome, becauſe 
be vnderſtood that the K. had determined to put thoſe places which he had | 
taken, into the hands ofthe Lozd des Diguiers and othcr heretikes: which 
thing would be very daungerous both to him being nigh neighbour, as al: 
ſo in tyme vero domageable to the holp church, and the county of Yeues, 

Some ok his counſellers alſo did greatiy miſlyke his enterpꝛiſe, fozeſee: 
ing that it wouls be in tyme as pernitious vnto him, as it had bene to his 
father in tymies paſt, fo2 not knowing the meaſure ok his fozces, | 

Ahiled the Ring of Nas«rre did holde the aſſembly ok the refozmed | 
Churches at Roc hel, as is aboue ſapd, and that the Duke of Sau y inuaded 
the Marqueldome of Saluce, the States did continue at Zloys with ſtrange 
miſtruſt, which did \ſ;:zing from hower to hower among the partakers, 

The pꝛetence of Religion did continually rowle among the Leaguers 
and Leagued, Their liues and ſtate, ſapd they. did hang on a rotten thzeed. 

In December, two great alarums and pannick terrozs were raiſed 
within the caſtell of Bley, who did put the whole court in armoz, and made 
them ſtand vpon their guardes. The cauſe ok the firſt was a quarrell, 
which aroſe becweene the pages and lakeys , who did hold with the Bour- 
bons, andthem which did hold wich the League. The commotton and the 
feare was ſuch , that the Duke of G«yze tooke the alarum, ranne into his 
chamber,ſhut vp the doze, with Cofers,and other ſuch like things as were 
at hand, 

The ſecond alarum was geuen by a ſouldier hurt, which ſaued himſelfe 
in the chamber of the Duke of G, into the which hee was purſued by 
ſome ofthe Rings guardes, who went vp with \wo2d in hand, whereupon 
once agapne all the court was in an vmoꝛe. 

About the ſame time alſothere were great enmities and ſerdes ol quar- 
rels in the tourt (beſpde the vlcer of ambition # deſire to raigne) betweene 
the Loꝛd of Gayze and manp other Lodes ofthe court, bp reaſon of lone : 
fo as the Duke of Gay de in the midde ſt of thoſe waighty matters which 
he went about co compalle , was greatly in loue witha Ley ofthe court: 
there were ſome Loꝛds alſo who pꝛetended the like affection to her, whe⸗ 


ſo it was, that there paſſions ofloue were openly perccaued, 
The Duke of G«yze about the middle of December. did ſhewhimſelfe a 
moze conte inner ofthe Ringes authozity, then ener he had done ä fo} 
| there 
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there was ſcene after him in great ſecurity following bis trayne, and lod 1588. 
ged euen inthe Rings bouſc,a great number of ruffiens and maltfactoꝛs, Decemb. 
condemned in divers places fo diners crymes , and executed in picture 

fo2 contumacy: euen many of them which in Auguſt befoze had raiſed vp 

a ſedit ion in £ngole/me agaynſt the Lozd Eſpernon , they were in ſuch ſe- 

curity vnder his wing, that no mag iſtrate dutſt ſay any thing to them, 

The ſaid Duke allo had ſhewed himſclfe moze ſaucy and malapert in 
his wozd3 and behantour, then euer hee did befoze, Foz the Ring hauing 
intercepted many _—_— the which bee did ſhew in open tearms 
the vilanous intent he had purpoſed in his hart, called his Nobles, 
willed them to ſweare to him, that they would neutr conſent noz pꝛactiſe 
any thing agapult his perſon: he moſt arrogantly and fontemptuouſly de: 
nyed la to do, even in his pꝛeſence, ſaping,he will not do it, and if hee did 
it, there was good lawes to puniſh him: ſpare him not, let him bee puai⸗ 

— ; bould and arrogant ſpeaches were geuen dayly by him, and his par · 
takers. 

The Duke of G»77e conſidering, that by theſe freſh in iuries the Ring 
could not be much pꝛouoked, calling toremembꝛanct his fozmer attempts, 
and that the ſtroke which he had long befoze intended, was made knowen 
tothe Ring, began ts enter a great fearfull appꝛebenſion, that the Ring 
would not delay his reuenge, but will goe about to prevent him. And now 
conſidering that all his partakers had bent their epes vppon him, and. ex- 
pected ſome great atchieuement, which ſhould farre exceed the fozmer at · 
tempts, ſceing alſo howthe R. ol Nau rre by the edict of reunion,ſwone 
by che aſſembly of the States, was condemned and diſherited , & that there 
was nothing left in the wap to hinder him of his enterpꝛiſe, and that hee 
bimſcife was now vpon the laſt Rep of the ſtayʒs, either tobe King, oz firſt 
commaunder vader the name of Ring of France, ſo that nothing was wan · 
ting, but either quite to diſpatch him , 02 elſe to take him pꝛiloner. Hee te · 
ſolucdhimlelf therefoze to haſten one of thele two executions, leaſt perhaps 
he might bee pzeuented, hee vadertooke himſelfe to do that feat,and layed 
that burthen vponhis ſhoulder . And that ſuch diſozder might bee done 02: 
derly, he called the chiefeſt ofthe conſpiracy to counſel. 

The chiefeſt of this counſell and conſpiracy were Fryer Ladouik, car- 
dinall his bzother, and Fryer 1.Archebiſhop of Lyent, with few other, to 
whom he ſhewed in what Nate his matters ſtood , and that all thinges are 
bought to ſome good effect, that nothing is obſtant to obtayne the thing 
ſo long, and ſo greatly deſired, but the perſon ol the King: and that their 
counſels beeing come to ligbt, hee was miuen to ſuch extremity, as that 
tither he oz the Ring muſt needes periſh. 

Hee pzopounded vnto them therekfoze, whether the Ring was to ber diſ⸗ 


patchedout of hand, oz elſe to bee impʒiſoned till all thinges were _ 
me

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* med, and e ſtabliſhed foza new goternmenc, 
_ They anſwere, that ihis matter is not to be delayed, but that the Ring 


was to be made awap, and diſpatched out of hand : their reaſons be theſe, 
fo2 (lay they) fetters and pyiſons are altogether vnpꝛolitable, that no dun⸗ 
geou (how deepe ſoeuer ) cauld be able to keep cloſe ſo great and mighty 
a Potentate,and that ſs long as he ſhould liue hee would couet alwaies foz 


reuenge. 

Ik hee were kept in pꝛiſon, it would ſeeme true ll and range to the com · 
mon people, end intollerable. That they ofl the Rings fleeing 
— found and learned by experience, that pitty pꝛeuaileih moze 

enfauour, 

But aſſoone as he ſhould be dilpacched , new deuiſes ſhould bee pzact(- 
ſed, new counſels taken, and that every man would fall againe rather to 
their pyinare, pꝛeſent, and ſure commodities , then to attempt dangerous 
enterpules, 

Grounded vpon theſe reaſons, the ſeruants do determin vpon the death 
of their Loꝛd, the anopntey of the Lon, and a man reuerenced of ſo many 
Nations, is condemned to die by the bloudy ſwozdes of them, who might 
baue ſaid, that what ſoeuer they haue beſpdes their bieing, they haue it of 
him and his pꝛedetelloꝛs liberality, whoſe Grandfather came to begge to 
the doze ofhis aunceſtoꝛs. Riſe vp O Lond. defend thyne DOꝛdinaute, 
and the powers which thou haſt appointed. 

The 24. dap of December is appointed foz that cruell execution: their 
delperat patricide is ſealed with an och, ſo they depart, WIZ 

The Ring ignozant ofthis ſentence of condemnation geuen againſt him, 
pet pzouoked both by the old and new iaturies, pzoffered him daily by the 
Duke of G de, did meditate how,and watched fo) the oppoztunity, as by 
one blow to rip himſelfe out of that danger and feare wherein he ſaw him. 
ſelfe: and pecceauing well by the partialities and partaking of (in a ma» 
ner)the whole aſſembly ofthe States, and that contraty vnto his expeca- 
tion: ( foʒ he thought by the conſent of the States to haue conutced, con- 
demned,and exetuted boch the Duke and few of the chickeſt of his parta⸗ 
kers)be was in danger that which he metended would be wought agatnſt 
bim either direaly, oz vndirely by the ſapd ellates. determined ta follow 
an extraoꝛdinatie wap, and to pꝛeuent his enemp,knowing the Pꝛouerbe to 
bee true, Ines & Hawa: and knowing the cauſe ſo to do to be la mull, 
thought the courſe taken fo the execution, would be diuerfly iudged: yet 
bee thought to follow a iuſt cauſe ſomewhat vnlawfull(neceſlicy enforcing 
him ſo to doo) might be well interpzeted tn a man ol his degree and calling:

againſt him. He knewe nut when the execution would be, but he knew ve- 
ty well that it would be hoztly, and that he waz in doubt leaſt this war: 
ning ſhould come te late: and warned him in theſe wozds,that his Pate: 
ſtie ſhould beware of a furious and deſperate minde, > 

The Duke AHumals likewiſe ſerft his wife to Bloysto the Ring, to ad. 
uertile him ofthe ſame daunger and conſpiracte againſt him, aud that the 
conſpitatozs were vpon the poynt of the cxecution. 

Alſo one of the conſpiratozs themſelues moved iu conſcience, diſcloſed 


vnto him the whole conſpiracie, the day a tokens #the names

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188. ofthe tonſpiratoꝛs, but in ſuch a ſhozt time, that the Ring had fcarſeoppoy. 
Decemb. tunitie and time to eſcape and pzeuent that imminent danger. | 
, ThcRing alſo had intercepted not long befoze manp letters, wherein 
in plaine tearmes the Leaguers hadvttered their determination, - - : 1 
The Ring having receaued ſo many meſſengers of death, and reduced 
in to this extremitie, doth perceiue that de is beaten with his owne rod, Fo2 
| calling to rememd2ance the peg injuries which hee and his bzethzen had 


receaued of thathouſe euen infancie, acknowledging now that 
all the fozmer troubles (as hee confeſſeth in a certaine letter of his to the 
Lozd Tageus) in his Realme, haue ben by their pzaniſes and pzocure- 
ment: how that hee hath ſeene all the emdent cokens of their aſpyꝛing to 
bis eſtate, their clapming of the Crowne by their fapned genealogies, ſet 
fo:th in the ſight of the wozld.Þeremembeth alſo the decap of his autho« 
ritie among all his ſubiecs, to haue been their wozke, by the diffamatozie 
Libels diſperſed abzoade, with diuers flaunders and calumnies. He ac- 
knowledgeth the pzagiſing of the deliberation of Rome, about che rooting 
out oz diſheriting the ropall bloud in Francs in the houſts of Kaloy: and 
Bowrbons,to ſet vp the houſe of Lorreyne. 

Among other things, he reckoneth the ſeditious peachers, as Jeſuites, 
and other vncleane foules of that colour,hired by them of G, and Ler- 
reyne, to ſtirte vp ſedition, and ſteale away the people from his obedicnce, 
thereby to ſtrengthen their partes, Oe calleth toremembyance,tcheraking 
vp ok armes againſt his will. in the peare 15 8 5. the raiſing vp of the tu« 
mult in Pari: Agaiuſt his owne perſon, the letters of Ga:ze intercepted, 
wherein he diſcouereth his minde ſo deepely, that thereby he might ſee eue⸗ 
ty veine and hole in their bzaine and hearts: the ſaucie parts, and manifeſt 
attempts, which both hre. and his partakers had vſed toward him in his 

owne pꝛeſente, both in woꝛds and behauiour,the conſideration alſo of theſe 

| aduettiſtments from ſo many parts,did cauſe greatpaſiions in his minve. 

| But did not conſider from whence thele blowes did come , neither from 
| whence bis ſlacknes, in repꝛeſũing and puniſhing by time thoſe offences, 

| Specially, when remembzting the fauours that hee and his pedeceſlozs 

had giuentotific famely : but he aboue all, had moze eſtermed them, then 

the }92inceg of his bloud, had made him his fellow and companion, inal 

the exploytes done againſt them ofthe refozmed ; whome hee had 

fauoꝛed with diuers great dignities, pardoned him of ſo manygrienous ol. 

if fences, which he would not haue foꝛgiuen to his owne bother: to be ſhoe, 

he loued and imbꝛated him, as his ow ſonle:this incredible vathankfulnes 

aud treacherie, did moue him to great indignation; - But ſpecially, what 

grictes and ſozrowes did this duhappy Ring conceave in his heart, not 

onelp to be ſo vathankfallp rewarded or them whome hee truſted moſt, but 

fo; that, he in the ſpace of 20. yeares had ſeen ſo many wargings giut᷑, boch 

fo 
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to his Bother Charles the ninth.and to himlelfe, of their 


manp Lows, learned men in France, hut alſo by the Pꝛiu⸗ 
— nations, and ſpecially by the Pꝛinces of Germany, who from 
time to tinte bab profferad their ſeruices, and their vnto him, foz 
the repꝛeſlng of their inſolent pꝛeſumptuouſncs. 

And namely, when he conſidered how halfe a peare befoze, when he was 
2722 ͤ pour. one es 
Paris, hum his faichfull ſubiccts,of all callings and degrees, reſozted vnto 
them, boch to ſhewhim the vuſutferavle indignities, which he bad receaned 
of that houſe, and alſo to pzolfer him their ſeruice and aſſiſtance. When hee 
calledto minde, how often and how faichfully , the Ring of Nazarre had 
pzoffered him his lers, and that in ſuch ſozt;chat if it had pleaſed him but 
to holde vp his handonely,and let him alone with them, he with his owne 
foxces and charges, would ſet him at hearts eaſe from any danger oz fur 
ofthe League. He J ſay, as a man which is willingly, and wittingly lead 
— h — — all theſe 

vntil now, when being deſtitute of all meanes and deliberation, and 
— knowing whome to truſt, hee is with tw late repentance dziven to 
hilt foz — yr as heemap, which be ſeeth is moſt certoine-

Thekeyes ofthe Caſtell were bjought euery night vato the Duke of

Sothe King toke the keyes of his houſe in his cuſtody,he alſo cauſed aru-

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The Lom grand Pꝛiq that night wode a match to plop at Cenis with 
the Lo2d lanuile, ſonne to the Dake of Guize,to whomehe gaue his ud, 
that the next day very early, hee would take bim in his bed fo; that end, So 
the Ring bauing diſpatched many things, but ſpecially pzoutded co nuke 
all things ſure which hethoughe needefull , to pzeuent the determination 
of the Duke of Ge, which was vpon the poynt of execution, retired into 
bis cloſet, where he was allnigbt, to do many neede full diſpatches, 

The ſame night, hee wzoteco the Duke of Nexers, who was in the ar» 
my. at the ſiege of Sache, hee wiote to Lyons, and todiuers other places, 
where hee thought it nereſſarp, fo2 the aſſuring ok his affaires, and the pꝛe⸗ 
ſeruation of his perſon, 

The lame night, the Duke of gane, Frier Lewis, the Cardinall his 
- bother, and the Archbiſhop of Lyons, ta take oppoztunitytco commit thetr 

parricide, concluded to fit in counſell the next mojning early, * 

The 23.of December, the Duke of 1 Frier, Cardinal his ha- 
ther, the Archbiſhop of Lyons, the Marſball Haultmont, and others, came 
to ſit in tounſell, iu a chamber nigh to the Rings chamder, being but a na- 
row alep betweene them. | 
The R. betng in his cloſet with tertaine Loos and gentlemen, ſent fo? 
7. 02 8. ofthoſe 45. Penſioners oz gentlemen, were daylie attendant vps 
on him. very tarly in mozning,to whom he vſed ſome (peaches about his 
affaires ſo grcatly impoꝛting him, i ſo nearelycouching his perſon, & a- 
bout the aſſured avuile g intelligences which be has reteiues of the enter- 
p113e againſt his perſon e Statt. They pzoſteredmoft willingly their rea» 
dy ſiruice, ta execute his comaundement in ſuch a tuſt cauſe and defence. 

cuithin a while after, the Duke of uixe being in the counſell cham 
ber befo2e they began to ſit, was called to comt ta the king. Ve ſaw at his 
firſt comming the guards moze cart fullydiſpoſed than of cuſtome, ſo that 
(as it happ-ueth oftentimes, 2ᷣ vpon the inſtant of great aduentures the 
mind of euery man is to him as a Bꝛopbet of þ euent, 02 a heauy pꝛeſage 
of bis miſh appe) euen as hee had iudgen of the enterp2ize of an other 
man, by calling to:rememb}ance ob that which he had in bis owne mind, 
and toe ſtroke whith he receaued by that which he intended, he tntxed in 
to a motion oi extraozdinary miſtruſt , & fo far that his countenance chan - 
ging atthat calling, bis heart waxed cold, as though he had been ready to 
fall into a (wound: ,whereupen her ſent to the L. Pre(onc ofthem who vi 
waite in the K. chamber) to aſ ke (ome rayſins, which were bought him. 
Afoze his going out of the counleil chamber, bee ſent a page to his 
chamber to fetch bim a:handkorcher : his ſetretary þap bound faſt in 
one of the cozners thertof a (mall bill wʒitten, contayning a warning 
to get him out,o2 elſe hee was dead.

It could not be done without ſome rumo}, which was heard out ofthe 
counſellchamber: whereupon the Cardinall his bzother entred into miſs 
truſt, and conceauing a great feare,made haſte to get out; but he met one 
of the ſkottiſh guardes who hadcharge to arreſt him. 

e tooke that arten very ſtraunge, and made ſhew to reſift : but ſeeing 
the rumoꝛ and daunger, hee ceaſed from his reſiſtaunce and peelded, 

The Archbiſhop of Lyons at this alarum, went fozth furiouſly , and 
would know moꝛe, and as be ſatd, would ſuccour the Duke of q, but 
be was arreſted by ſome ol the guardes, and bis fury was — 
from a woolle, he was turned into the fozme of a lambe , pet 
Kill wooluiſh conditions:lotheſe two Fryers (the deuillsighoſtiy fathers 
remapned both pꝛiſoners. 

The graund Pyyoꝛ was gone very early to awake the Lozd Tanuile, ta 
to play the match which they had made the day befoze, and found him in 
bis bed:and after he had made himſelf quickly reavy(but whether it were 
that he ſaw the graund yo; followed incontinently with ſome of the 
guardts, oz ſome other matter) hee began ſodayuly to miſtruſt , and 


went about to lip into a dooze of his chamber, and to make ſome relt-

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ſtance, ſeeking to get foꝛth with his ſwozde in hand againſt ſome of the 


cen. guarde:but conſivering the danger he yeeldet him ſelfe to the layd guards 


The graund Pꝛyq ſeeing that by theſe new euents, the match was bꝛo⸗ 
kcn off, went his way, . 

At che lame inſtant one Pellicart, ſetretary vnto the Duke of Gay7e 
was taken, with al bis papers & wzitings, by the which many ſecret coun- 
ſeis of the lad G=:Je were diſcouered tothe King, with the names of the 
chiefclt ofthe League, as wel ol che pzinces and Nobles, as ofthe pzieſts 
and townes, 

The king ofthe Fryers, to wit, the Cardinall of Bourbon, who tuas at 
bed, was deſired by a taptapne of the guarde to riſe , and ſo was his per» 
ſon made lure; 

The Parqueſſe 4 Albeuf likewiſe, and manp other of the partakers 
ofthe Lozd ot Ce were taken, and put in places of ſafety, 

That day the king made a fapꝛe hande, foʒ he caught a number of cru⸗ 
ell beaſts and vncle ane foules, as Moolues, Foxes, (wine, wilde Boars, 
Apes, and ſuch like. . 

But the looſing ofſome of them afterward, was the cauſe of his vn⸗ 
dooing and desth. Foz either through feare of the Popes cxcommuni⸗ 
tation, 02 to aſſwage the diſpleaſure of his ſubiects, 02 ſome other cauſe 
ilſe, he did (ct at libertie the Archbiſhop of Lyens, which was one ofthe 
Chiefeſt counſcllozs,deniſers, and pꝛocurers ofhis death. 

Theſe exployts being done at Bloys,a gentleman was ſpeedely ſent in» 
to Pojrow to the Lozdof Newers, with commaundement to ſeaze vppon 
 theLozdChaſtre gouerncur of Berry, who was greatly ſuſpected, by 
reaſon of his great familiaritie with the Lozdof G . But the layd 
Lo Chaſtre was aduertized by bis friends of all that which happened 
at Bloys, befoze the geutleman (ſent by the Ring) arriued at the camp: 
wherenpon he went to the Duke of Veuers, ſaping, that he was aduerti- 
zed how the Onke of G#y7e had beene put to death, which thing made 
him belecne, he had enterpꝛized ſomewhat agaynſt the kir g. Pee ſayde 
that he had been alwayes ſeruant to the Duke of Cue, for his partictt- 
lar; but that if he had enterpzized againſt the king, that bee was neuer 
made pꝛiuie toit. Andfozaſmuch as the loue which the (aid Duke of owe 
had boꝛne vnto him, might happtly make hun ts be ſuſpected by the king, 
he peelded bimlelke willingly into the hands of theſapdOuke of Nears 
fo to tuſkific his actions. . 

Af.erward the Gentleman wentfrem the king to the ſayd Dune of 
N:ucrs, who infozmed him of all that which is aboue ſayd „ and within a 
while after the Loꝛd Chaſtre went to the king. 

Che Ring had ſome ſpeeches with the ſayd Loꝛde Chaſtre of all that 
had paſſed touching the particular ot him; the Low Chaſtre ol long con- 
£ tinuance 
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tinuance, which hee woulde forget. and vppon the momiſe which the ſaide 1 88. 
Chaſtre made, to remaine his faithfull ſeruant, commaunded him to make Decem. 
ſure the townes of his gouernement to his leruice,and to pꝛepare himlelle 

to goe to Orleani, againſt them of the League: which thing the ſalde Lozde 
Chaſtre pꝛomiſed to dw. 

Aliccle while after che death of the Cue, the King went to fee the 
Queene his mother, and ſhewcd her what was done that mozning, where⸗ 
of at che firlt ſhe was greatly moued : pet remembzing che iuſt occaſions 
which che (aid Duke of G. ce had giuen him to ſteke rtuenge, ſhee pꝛayed 
Godthat it might bee well done: and willed the Ring to aduertiſe the 
Popes Legat,chat which was done. Foz a while after, the Ring ſenithe 
Cardinall Gundy, toſhew to the ſaide Legat, the attempt of the Duke of 
Guixe, againſt his perſon and eſtatt; which thing had cnfozced him to doa 
that cxecution:he ſhcwed that in it, he had followd the Popes his maſters 
counſell, who aduiſed him ſo to doo, if by no other meanes he could auop de 
ſuch enterpꝛiſes. Where it is ſaide, that the Ring dooth aleage ta rhe 
Popes Legat, his maſters counſell and conſent, the matter goeth as the 
common repoꝛt gooth, 

It is molt certaine, that Frier Situs, and his Chaplines, with his 
p:edeceſſo2s befoze him had been, and were then the chiekeſt authoꝛs, ſet⸗ 
ters on,. and maintainers ofthe League in France, and that by all meanes, 
ſothat it were not with money, (fo to medole with the purſes of theſe 
fathers is ſacriledge, and to tiranntze the holy Church) did fauour, 
koſter.and further all the felonies, trecheries, aud treaſons of the Duke of 
#ize. The Ring hauing aperfec knowledge of theſe their doings, pet 

y policy he obtained Frier Sixtus, and his Pꝛieſts, both his conſent and 
. hands,fo tuſtifie his anions, which he entended to bꝛing to paſſe vpon the 
; perſons ofthe Duke of Gu, and others his adherents:if the Pope, after 
; 
, 


the fac; if Soltan Solyman, out of the capitall of Kowe, would thunder his 
vaine boults, not excommunication, but of pzoſcription, which this Anti« 
chzift moſt arrog antly do vſurp vpon Þ ; | 
be mote therefoze to Frier Sixtus. that he dad a number of rebels of all 
degrees, as well of the nobilitie as of others, who had conſpired againſt 
his life and ſtate, whether that hee make ſuch a flaughterof them, by 
ſurmiſe, as hee made at Saint Bartholmew, in the peare 1571. and kill 
them by all meanes poſſible, ſeeing that he could not follow againſt them 
any extraozdinarie courſe, Frier Sixtus aud his harpies about him, ſup- 
poſiag chat the Ring by rebels,vnderſtod the Ring of Vaarre,and others 
of the nobles with him, and of other degrees, and that he had ſo fececht in his 
5 head, whereby he hoped to dzawe them into his ſnare, were as ready to furs 
5 ther him to that exployte, as the Ring mas ready to doo it. Frier Sixtus 
s anſwered in *** that . 
4 p 
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by all meanes poſſible : fon in extraozdinarie dangers,extraozditiaric tourſe 
might be taken. This is thatwhich he alcageth to the Legat, touching the 
Popes counſell and conſent, 

TheLegat vpon this newes, was wonderfully amazed, foz beſide that, 
bee fcaredhis owne ſkin, hee had alſo aſſured all /-«/y of cleane contrary e⸗ 
uents, then thoſe which he ſaw to haue fallen out. 

The ſame dap, the Legat was pzayed to make interceſſion with the 
King,foz the Cardinall of ez which thing hee pzomilcd to doo. Men 
cannot by any meanes pꝛolong the time of their ende: many haue thought 
chat the ſauing of the life of the Cat dinall of Gai, might haue been eaſily 
obtained, But as a haughtie courage, which thin keth to bee nigh coſome 
great and extraozdinary pzoſperous foztune, cannot caſily quiet himſelfe, 
when he ſeeth himſelfe debaſed,and carried away farre from his expcaati- 
on, Oo this man fallen from ſo high,aud moued with his dome ſticall loſs 
ſes, could not quiet bimſelfe,buc by hot woꝛds hee thzeatned, toperfozme 
moze the euer his bzother entended, whoſe chiefeſt ſetter on he was, This 
bis raging minde, mapped him in the ſelfe ſame puniſhment with his 
— being founde and iudged culpable of the (clfe lame crime of 
treaſon. | 

Here marke Chziſtian reader, a notable example of Gods iuftice : fox 
the King would eaſily haue pardoned him, and ſpared his life,but Gods iu⸗ 
Nice bzinging him to iudgement, fozſooke him in the perturbation of his 
beart, to pzouoke his Soueraigne Ring, whome hee had offended in the 
bigheft degree, againſt his will, to make him dzinke of the cup of Gods 


math. 

So that the King ſeeing his tlneatnings, which diſcouered plainly the 
damnable thoughts of his heart, cauſed him the ſame day to bee ſtrangled, 
as it is tepoꝑted, with a tippet of ſilke, which he was wont to weare about 
bis neck, to put a differente between him and the common ſozt of traitoꝛs: 
fo) they are ſtrangled with ropes of hempe, but this craiterens F riet was 
choaked with a holy tippet of liſke, in the ſelle ſame place where he was a⸗ 
reſted pziſoncr, Theſe executions being done vpon the conſpiratours, the 
Ring went to got to Paſle into the temple of Saint Saxiox7, which ts in 
the court of the Caſtell. There the Popes Legat did walke and calkelong 
with the Ring, ſometime ſmiling in the ſight df a great number of people, 
which did marke it. Among whom, many ſeting the ioyfull countenance'of 
the Legat, thought that hee was not greatly ſozp foz that which had paſfey 
there that mozning, although that his great familiarity with the houſe of 
G=i2e,would haue giuen occaſion to expect of him the contrarte, But all 
that was but to make faire weather, which the Ring fearing himſelfe, vp⸗ 
on the heate ofthe Kings reuenge, to haue ſuſtained the ſame puniſhment 
With his companions, which he had noleſle deſerued then they had. 
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No we haue to ſpeake ſomewhat of the conſpirato)s, u ho wert offiuve 7588. 
ſoꝛts. In the evening, all things were as quitt at Z/oys,as thep had ben Pecemb. 


befoze, ſaue the cloſe and hidden ſozrow,and murmuring of many, who had 
not fozeſeene ſich a ſuddaine tempeſt to ſall vpon the houſe cf Ge. 
Briſſak and others, to mollifie the Rings diſpleaſure, which they ſuppo⸗ 
ſed by the guiltines of their conſciences, the Ring to haue conccaued of 
them, that in time they might eſcape out of his clawes , made an ozation 
gratulatoꝛy foz his good ſuccefſe,in eſcaping that conſpiracy, but ſpecially 
did clawe him in that place, where he did moft itch, to wit, exhozted him to 
continue the warre againſt them of the refozmcd religion, vſing greac 
outragious wozdes and inuectines , leauing them no hope ot mert ie. 
This oꝛation was followed of many ſuch not fo loue tothe R. 
but foz thce ſpetiall canſes . Fut, that with ſuch holy watcr the Ring be · 
ing blindcd, they might flye out of his hand. Secondlp, that by ſetting 
the King agaynſt the Ring of Nazerre, and the heretikes (as they cear» 
med them) hee ſhould haue his fozces ſcattered; and his deeing the 
weaker by it, they might at ſome oppoztunity ſurpziſe him, Thirdly, they 
feared leaſthe would vpon this occaſion iopne the Ring of Nauerre,and ſo 
to haue biene able to take reucnge vpon all the ſozt of the conſpiratours: 
therefoze they thought good to blow the coales to let all reconfiliation. 
The ſame day the Ring ſent to the aſſembly of the Rates , to let them 
vnderſtand that it was his pleaſure , that the fates ſhould tontin ue with a 
full determination to follow their reaſonable counſels in all things, 
The 24. ol December, the Ring diſpatchcd divers meſſengers juto dye 
ners Pꝛeuinces with theſe inflrugions following. ; 
The firft troubles raiſedvp bythe LO of Gre in thisrealwe, in the 
pere 1585. have ſhewed ſufficiently an other meaning in him, tbẽ the 3cale 
ofthe Catholike Religion, wherewith be bath couered his actons,ts abuſe 
them, who are moze ready toembzace nouelties, then wiſe to conſider the

Foz having coucrcdhis entents with the cloake ofthe catholik religion, 
and the rooting out of hercſp, all his exploits haue been executed in the ca» 
tholik cownes, and in the bet, which he could ſcaze vpon, to lap downe a 
Redfaſt foundation ofthe dꝛilts long befoge notoziouſly fozecaſt fo2 the dlur .

He ſheweth, that while his foꝛces were occupyed againſt the heretikes

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withdzaw all chat euer they could from his obedience, 

He ſayth alſo, that norwithftanding the ſeditious ſea ʒing of Pw by the 
* ofthe League, pet he was deſyꝛous to fozget all offences paſſed: and be» 
ſides, he gratityed him with as many graces and fauours,as het could res 
quire, thinking thereby to mollify che hardnes of his hart. 

Þe aonerciſeth them, that the ambition of the ſayd Duke of Guyze,was 
growen to that coutempt of his eſtate, that hee would no moꝛe depend of a* 
ny other: and that in dead of chankes ,to acknowledge theſe fauours, hee 
bad vſed them to his further enterpꝛiſes. 

He neuer ceaſed to paciſe the townes which were left vnder his obedi- 
ence to his faction, ſo that the Pagiſtrates could hold no longer the inhabt- 
tants in their duty, nu from ſtirring (edition one agaynſt another. 

Many men conuiq ed of capitall crymes , were ſo vpholden by his att- 
thozity , that it was not pollible łoʒ the Magiſtrate to doo iuſtice vppon 
them. 

He and his did bꝛaue, thzeaten,andput in feare,them which would re- 
mapne ſernants vntotheir Ring, to make them to wo him, that ſo he 
might che moze eaſily oppeſle him, 

The Duke of Gyr e by his partakers , had pꝛactiſed the Hꝛouinces by 
bis factions to render his authozity, hatcfull to his Subtectes, ſubozning 
them to make vnctuill requeſtes, that in obtayning them, they might de- 
baſe his authozity, and in refuſing them (which he will perſwade the Ring 
to do ) hee mightmake him hatefall to his ſubiectes. 

The Ring had vſed all the pzudence that euer he could deuiſe, vntill he 
perceaued himſelf to be falleninto the contempt of his ſubitas, which was 
a way toperfozime the blow long befoze hand entended, 

Belides, he ſhewech , how hee hath had diuers aduertiſcments even by 
the next vnto the Duke of Ge to beware of him, dy whom he was in 
danger to looſe both his life and crowne. 

Pee notifpcth to them, that conſidering the euill could not be auopded, 
but by the death of the authoꝛ: he was enſoꝛced to ſaue himſelfe by ſlaying 
the ſayd Duke of 9, the 23, of December . 

To pꝛeuent thercfoze allfalſe repoꝛtes, hee was willing to let them vn⸗ 
derſtand the truth of the matter, that all occaſion of tumult ( which might 
ariſe by falſe repoztes) might be taken away, 

e certifperh his Subtects that he intendeth to follow the warre, fo 
the extirpation of hereſp, and the mayntaiuing of the Romiſh religion 

Hee ſayth alſo that he declareth to them, that he will haue his ſubiectes 
eaſed as much as (hall bee poſſible , and that he hath ſent woꝛd vnto the de⸗ 
puties aſſembled in the Towne of 3loy-, that he would haue the ſtetes en- 
ded with all ltbertp. 

pe warneth chem allo,tha: he will haue no —— n_y”= 
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tions, nop intelligentes among bis ſublects , and that they ſhall not here ⸗ 1588. 
after acknowledge any other then him, whois their Ring ozdayned of Decemb,

Hecertifyeth them alſo, that he will ſuffer no longer the contempt of his 
authozity , but will chaftize them who ſhall offend in that behalfe. 

Theſe infozmations were ſent by the Ring into the Pꝛouinces to the go⸗ 
uernoꝛs and Magiſtrates, to geue notice ofthe ſame to the people,leaſt by 
falſe rumoꝛs, they ſhould haue been firredvpco rebellion by the Leaguers, 
who were diſperſed in all partes ofthe realme, But particularly he wii - 
teth to the Lozd Tageus his gouernour in Xainitonge and Engele/me, wile 
ling him to execute ſharp puniſhment vppon them who ſhall ſtirre vp any 


ſedit ion. | 

Mithin few dates after theſe things ſo paſſed at Bloys, the Q Mother 
dytd, who there had fallen ſicke vppon the firſt aſſembling of the ſtates: 
thc had liued along age (and tw long foz France, if it had beene Gods will 
that it hould haue beene otherwiſe)foz ſhe hoth bene the cheefct woꝛker of 
all che great miſeryes, and lamentable alterations which haue happened 
in France : hauing bewitched with her Dozcerpes (as an other Circe hir 
eountreywoman ) her owne Childzen, and many Pztnces and Nobles of 
France, whom ſhe tranſfozmecd not in outward fozme,but in conditions and 
qualicyes of Tygers, Molues, Fores, wine, and all maner of cruell 
beaſfes, and vncleanefowles, euen a number tranffozmed into the nature 
of vncleane ſpirits and deufls, She neuerteaſed from her enchantments, 
vntill by Gods iuſt iudgement ſhe had deſtreied her owne childzen, houſe # 
family . To be ſhozt,the was a woman of a baſe birth and ability, bold to 


wozke all iniquity and vnrighteouſnes, 
Now wee haue to deſcrpbe the conſpiratours, and how they ſhifted £02 


themſe lues. 
The thꝛee greateſt domeſticall enemies that eutr France 02 any Ring 


had in his boſome, were che Duke ol GY the Cardinall his brother, and 
the Q Mother, they thꝛee are ſinitten downe by the finger of God, as if it 
had been with a thunderboult. 

The ſecond ſoꝛt of the conſpiratozs (moſt dangerous and cruell beaſts) 
were in hold, as the Cardinall of Bourban, the Marquis A/bexf,the Gnizas 
ſonne, and Frier Archbiſhop of Lions, as is befoze ſaid, and-moze the Ring 
might baue taught: and if the Ring had been acarefull reuenger of Gads 
lawe, and had feared God moꝛe then man, they had dzunke of the. dzegges 
of Gods iuſtice as their fellowes did. 

The third ſoꝛt of tonſpiratoꝛs were in the Kings ſight, and within the 


Towne, as Chaſtre, Briflak, Boyſdaulphin,and others,to whom hee faz:

The ift ſoꝛt was of chem, who the day befoze tooke it to bee a poput of 
honour wherupan to challenge to the combat, if any man had called them 
Ropals : now they on a ſudden did hate outwardly woꝛſe then murther ts 
bee called Gaiziens : of this ſozt were the moſt part of the Pꝛieſtes and 
Commons there aſſembled at che States, who by little and little lydiag 
away one after another, cauſed thꝛough the moſt part of thoſe Pzouinces 
which had rated out the Goſpell from among tht, an vniuerſall rebellion, 

The King fozgetting his calling, to wit, to bee a publike rtuenger of 

Gods lawe, and executer of his iuſtite, who commandeth him that his eye 
ſþall not take pitie vpon ſuch abominable contemners of Gods oꝛdinance 
and iudice, whoſe Image his perſon repꝛeſented, fearing men moze then 
GD, and vnder the colour of clemencie conſented to their crimes, and 
tchꝛougb impunitie appzoued their miſdeedes ; God a righteous Judge 
turned this bis paſillanimitie to a ſnare aud a blocke of offence, by the 
which he wzought his owne ouerthꝛowe and miſerable end, 
Now leauing che euents which followed this tragedie played at Bloys, 
we will fetch other matters and exploits which were done in other places, 
that varietie may not onely delight the Chziſtian Reader, but alſo tirre 
bim vp to feare,tremble, and reuerence Gods judgements, Foz not onely 
at Bleys he powed mightie treames of his math vpon the wicked, but al- 
ſo in other places the Lozd at the ſame time fed his enemies with ſhame, 
clothed them with diſhonour, and rewarded chem with confuſion, and in 
all places delinered his Saints, 

At is ſayd befoze,how at the making and concluding of the edict of reu-

Decondlp, he perceaued how he went to caſt himſelſe into the hazard of 

warre,which is vncertaine, but ſpecially agaynſt ſuch a Captapne who he 
therto had remained inuincible, and knewe with fewe how to overcome 
great multitudes and mighty faces, whom bee feared as the flaue doth 
dzcad his Lozd,whom he hath greeuouſly offended. Thertoze he thought 
good not tohazard that may, but to reſerue himlelfe to a Letter oppoztus 
nity , which would be offered him ere long. 
The third cauſe was, that if he ould abſent himſelfe farre from Paris 
it might be that the Ring would enterp2iſe it there uppon, and carry it a» 
wap from him, Alſo, if he ſhould abſent him elle from the Court, he were 
not able eaſily to bzing ts paſſe his intent, noꝛ giue the blowe which he hav 
in minde long befoze, 

Therfoze another is to be ſent, pet it muſt not be any ſuſpeced perſon, 
As foz the Pzinces they are partiall in this cauſe, and being of great au- 
thozitie ofthemſelues, are not to bee armed with power, fo; els they map

The Parlhals Byron and Haultmont are gad noble men, god French 
men and valiant, they are Ropals, and therfoze we will haue none ot them. 
Fo} it were not god to arme them with ſuch fozces : fon if wee ſap they 
ould in the meane time execute our enterp2iſe, whileſt they had ſuch an

ſuch a Generall mult niedes bee appopnted, as map flatter

Chia Duke of Veuers hanging about the ſkirts ofthe Q. Mother, ma 
ried the onely heires ol the noble aud ancient familie ot Neuers, whoſe fa · 
ther was llayne at the battell of Drealx, being of the houſe ol Gonzages, 
neuer heard of befoze theſe eighe ſcoꝛe peares. | | 

The noble P:inces of the ropall blood, the ancient Nobſlity of France 
are no men, but ſc: behinde the dooꝛezthey map not lead the kings armies, 
not fo} lack ofſuikicieacie; Why then? Becauſe they ate ſuſpected by the 
League, to be true to their king,goodlouers of gheir country, and too na · 
turall to their kings ſubiects and fellow Citizens, 

TUhtileſt there foze the States doe continue at Bleyt and Rechel, the 
Rings armi: in Nonember taking theirfourney into Poytom, with great 
pꝛeparatið, intending as wel torecouer the places occupied by them of the 
Religion, as allo to beat the king of Nanwre; in which doing not on- 
ly they ſhould make an ende of che warre by rooting out virerly them 
ofthe Religion, but alſo ſhould recouer the loſle of the honour of the ar- 
— which a moneth befoze had beenc buried at Contrast by the Ring of 

anunarre, 

This armic was great and ſtrong, conſiſting of Frenchmen, wi 
ſers,and Italians, hauing a great number el armed men. And as it mar · 
cbed foꝛwatd, ſo ſll it increaſed, Foz lighthozſes and Noble men, with 
other qualities out of all pattes, out ofthe cities and communalties of the 
Hꝛouinces neere about, as well of the one as of che other ſide ot the 
Leyre, did voluntarylie ioyne themſelues to it. And among others out of

The greateſt part ol this armie as well of the heads and conimaunders, 
as ofthe Nobilitie and others which did obey, were Leaguers and lea · 
gued, who thought that they could neuer wozke milchiefe enoagh,

Sultan Soliman, Siech, Selymogly, did neuer tarygreater cruelty, ſa⸗

The paſſion of chele leagued Souldiers was ſhewed ſo diſozdered and 
barbarous, that they compelled che ſayd Lod M iraumont to ſaue himfcife 
into the caſtell, with the remainant of che garriſon which had eſcaped, foz 
many had biene molt vilanoufly ſlaine after they had peelded their _— 
ome 
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themſelues outet the wall; other 
ofallthat euer they had, coutrary to the 


agreement. 
The Lozds Chaſtre and Lauerdine, advertiſed of this diſozder , haũ ed 


thether, and cauſed (although very late) the killing to ceaſe, and conducted 


the reſt of them who hadeſcaped, beyond the riuet Sexre, toward Fanteney. 


After this exploit done, the army marched ſtraight wap toward the 

Towne and Caftell of Montagne, at the ſolititation of them of Nantes, 
and Nobility of Anion, and low Poyrow, who were not ofthe religion, who 
altogether receaued by it many diſcommonities : the moſt partof Gentle» 
men hauing reey2eÞ, ſome to Nantes and ſome to Angers: and thepall de · 
ſired to haue that thozne out of their heele. Some were pet remapning in 
Poytow under the pꝛotections of the Ring of Nauarre, wapting fo2 the oc 
caſion to ſtirre at che comming of that arwy, 
This towue and caſtle of N antagus pettained tothe Pꝛinte of Conde, 
which by the outrages of ſome ofthe countrey and neighbours had been ſur- 
piiſeo,and the walles ſo beaten downe, that there was no hope left that a- 
ny warre could be made there. Notwithſtanding, the Lozd Colombieres 
whom wee haue ſaidto haue bzought certaine companies vnto the Ring of 
Naxarre ont of Nermandy, with his pongeſt ſonne called Lucerne, ( ſome 
companies with them had ſeazed vpon it : the cowne was very little repai · 
red of the fozmer ruine and decap, which was great; the caſtelf had bene 
better relirued, trenches and made commodious. The Lozd Colombicres 
commauanded there; the Ring of Naurre had ſent thether beſide to ſtreng- 
then the laid cowne the LozdPreau, with foure companies of his regiment 
at the appzoching of that armp: foz his two other companies had been ſent 
to Ganache, aud other places. 5 ä 

All that could bee in that place offootmen was about thzee hundzed, 
and belydes, there might be about fifty Harquebuziers on hozſebacke, - 

There was in that place reaſonable oze of vicuals fo the time that

The eighth of December the Cannon arrived, and there paſſed thz:e 
daycs hcfoze it was occupied. | 

But theeleuenth of December, the Duke of Veuers ſaluted the towne 
with certaine volies of twelue picces of ozdinancezaud at the ſame ii ſtamt 
ſummoned them to render the towne. Whether the Lozd Colombieres 
bad beene already labozed 4 wonne by ſome friends, whom he might haue

men with their furniture, that they ſhould all be conducted by a Oerault 
and a trompet, asfarre as Saint Albine, with condition that they ſhoulo 
tetye within three dayes. 
The L. Colombieres conducted all the Garriſon about halfe a league, 
and then he aſkedif þ there were any in the companitschat would follow 
him: but almoſt all refuſed. Captaine Courbe with ſix oꝝ ſeaue nmoꝛe, as 
well of his houſhold ſeruants as others, followed him. So he taking bis 
leaue, and induced either with diſcontentment, 0} with ſome other aller 
tion, he ioyned himlelfe to that armie. 

Che reſt of the troups were ſafely conducted nigh as farre as Luſcx 


and Saint Gemwe7,and wert left there vpon the conditions aboueſain, by 
the Herault and Trompet. But the Lozd Colonel of the ligye 
bozſemen, did lo cut the time pzefixed(that delirous as it was ſuppoſed to 


reuenge the death ofſome friend ok his in that armie, who had beenflapn 

befoze in that place) ſurp)ized thoſecompantes who were at ©. Aline, 
and charged them ſo hardly, that ſcarce they bad time to get into a church, 
and co ſhut themſelues therein. Thep were without munition al neceſſa⸗ 
ty things, ſo that they were cõpelled to render themſelues pet once againe 
bauing little reſiſted. Zhiscompolitiou was not like the they had 
onely their ltues;thep were bnarmed and rpfled,and ſome few were ſlaine. 
Wich a ſpeevp retire they might haue auopded that iniurie. 


Montague ſo ſurrendred; the towne of gauche was thzeatned. 
The Parqueſſe of Beliſſe, who made his abode at becow, deſired 
greatly co be diſcharged of ſuch neighbours. Ind belides, this was 


very lit foz him, if bythe meanes ol that armie he coulde haue gotten it.

The towne of Gm he, being diſtant from Montagne but ſeauen 
leagues, the Lozv Pleſiis fozeſeetng the ſiege, diſpatched withall diligence 
tothe Ring of Naur re (ho was at Rochel)the Loꝝd Sabloniere and leſ- 
ſerant, to let him vnderſtand the ſmall commodities that they had, to holde 


that place againſt a ropall amy. That notwithſtanding the ſaide Lode 


Plcfsis, with che reſt of the Captaines with bim, had determined to do hint 
ood ſeruice, ſo that he would furniſh them with meanes. 

At theſe newes, che diſpatched the Baron V ignoles, with all his 
companies, to ſtrengthen that place, Oe ſent alſo by ſea, two Captaines 
ol the regiment of his gardes , under che conduc ol the Lozdes Aubiguy, 
andRobinicre, who tmbarkcd themſelucs part at Roc hel, with powder, 
pikes, and other munition of warre, part at C . But the contrarie 
windes cauſed chem to caſt anker at the Jlandof Rbe,where they ſtayco 
| eyghcdaies fo winde:during which time, many being ſea ſick were found 

wanting, ſo that at the imbarking againe, in ſtead of two hundzed, were 

found fewer in aumber 


The Lo PlefSis inchemeane time laboured hard in the places where 
was molt neede , and cauſet the victuals,as well foz men as fo} hozſes, co 
be in out of the vilages round about. 
The L.Rutfigny arrived there, with 5 0.Þarquebuſlers on hozleback, by 
rhe chmanvementof the laid Ring, in ſtaying þ ſuctm which came by les. 
Ganache is compounded of a towne and Caſtell, ſituates in the bozders 
of Poyrow and Brit ayn, pet holding moze of Peytem, it is diſtant from the 
feachteeleagues , with an open pzoſpec on that ſide : of che ſide of A en- 
— —— There ts a great poole, 
a great part ofthe cowne, vppon the Caſtell ſive, which 
wich diners watereth the great medowes about it, that maketh 
the watesto the cowne mooziſh and foule , but ſpecially in winter. The 
ſaid poole dooth compaſle almoſt two parts of the cowne, co wit, from the 
Daint Leonard, tothe ſuburb of Saint Thowes, which is al the ſide 
| ofthe Caſtell, The cowne is compaſſed with an indifferent good ditch, 
tut oue ofa rock; the wall is auncient, flancked with ſmall towers, and 
made with loope holes, after the olde faſhion; it was found better to reſiſt 
the canon, then it was thought it would bee, ſpecially on the fide where it 
was battered, the which toz deintz to feeble and naked, (having but an olde

gate) the Lo Pleſtis had fortified and coucred witha ſpurre, aſſoone as

The wozke began to goe fozward, after the ſuccour ariued by the fea, 


with the munitions of warre, of whome a part was ſent to Bean νe, hy 


the commaundement ofthe Ring of Nazerre, to wit, they which were of 
the regiment of Yalrant, who had embarked themſelues with chem, who 


were ſent to Ganache, 


The Baron Vignolcs,a Gentleman of G«/copne,entred into Ganache, 
as alſo the Lozd Saint George, by the Ring of Nauarre his commaunde« 


ment, with his companie of 0. Harquebuſiers on hozſeback. There was 


then none of all the fonts of ſutũcient defence, vpon which oecaſion, they de. 


uided Squarters,as wel foz the defence, as foz to labour about the fontiũca. 


tions, euer one in his quarter, with ſuch diligence as neceſlity required. 

The Baron Vignoles, with his captaines Piue, and Solas, tooke on 
him the keeping ofthe fozt ol the cauſp,right ag ainſt a bzoaken chappel of 
Saint Thowa ſuburbs, This fozt was commaunded by a little hill,coue- 
red with fraitefulltrees,andalſo by che ſuburb, foz whith cauſc they coue- 
red themſtlues with barricadoes and Gabions, 

The two companies of the Rings gardes, which were tom 
by the Lozdes Aubiguy and Robiniere, vndertooke the keeping of the 
fozt of the tower, which we haue ſaide to haue the fozme of a hozſeſhwe, 

The Lozd Rufhgny with his companie, vndertooke to keepe the font of 
the ſuburb Saint Leonard, which was the beſt , hauing the ditches full of 
water of the heightof 9.foote. 

Captaine Beauregard, who commanded ouer the company ot the Mar 
quc buſiers on hozſcback, of the ozpwarie gariſon : vndertooke to make a 
koꝛt at one ofthe cozners ofthe towne, but it was a wozke of long time, and 
ſerued but a little, and coſt much to keepe, and mas not begon, but in hope 
that Aontagne, which was already beſieged, would debate longer then it 
did, not withſtanding, they laboured about it continually: and whereas the 
Capcaiue Beauregard had not aboue 18. Yarquebuſiers of his owne, 
balfe of the companie ofthe Lozd Saint George was giuen him, The 
two captaines of the two companies of footemen, oꝛdained foq the oꝛdinary 
gar ion, did dame the lots to whome ſhould remaine the font which was 
begun at the gate; ſo it fell to the lot of Captaine Ferriere, who laboured 
fo hard, that euen in ten dayes during the ſiege, it was made defenſible,aud 
{erved to good eſſec. |

the towne loft a ſouldier,and the Loꝛd Coulee was there wounded, 
The night following, the regiment of Brigneulx and Chaſtiagueray, 
who had gotten the Suburbe of S. Leonard, lodged in the houſes nigh to 
the Chappell which were pulled downe.

There were found in that towne fiue great pieces of battery, carping 
halfe afoot and an pnch in the mouth, two very long Culu which the 
Lieutenant aboueſapd had cauſed to be caſt (as he ſayd tn diriſion) to ſa⸗ 
lute the Ring of No«@rre, when hee ſhould appzoach the walls of Niort. 
There were fouud alſo two meane culuerins : the fine canons were made 
ready anew by wozkemen, ſpecially called from Pri: fo; that purpoſe, fs} 
to bee bzought to the army of the Duke ol Neuers, fot the ſiege of Forte- 
ney, which was intended alter the winning of Geneche. 

This towne was full of rich men and riches, bp reaſon of the ſpople 

of them of the refozned religion, of all the countrey round about. 
There was ſufficient quantitie of come, to maintaine an armie oftwen- 
tie thouſand men foz the ſpace of two yeres. There was alſo ſound twenty 
thouſand weight ol powder, beſides a maruelous quantitie which euery 
man had in particular.

The lame, to wit, the third day a certaine Cozpozall was ſent by them 
ofthe Towne, to ſee whether there was any meanes to enterpꝛiſe vppou 
that artillerie,but he was ſlaine with a pellet in che bzeaft, 

About naane the enemie ſhot certaine volepes of Ordinance againft a 
gate of che Caſtle which openeth ints the garden, where they ſawe by che 
mouing of the carth, that Pponers were at wozke. 
The fourth dap, they within the towne at the bzeaking ofthe dap,per- 
ceiuing the pzeparations foz the batterie, found themſelues hardly diſtreſ- 
ſed, fo2 that they had no trenches againft the batteries, and that it was al- 
molt impoſſible to make any foz hardnes of the ground, by reaſon of the 
froft, and pet they laboured hard about it day and night in that ſoꝛt as is 
afozeſapd, Whileft the Gouernour and the Captaines were aſſembled to 
take aduice was expedient to be done, one of the companie pꝛopoſed, 
—— —U— — — — 
bzoaken Chappell, vnder colour of making exchange oners, aud 
in the meane time to delay the batterie of theenemie, This was conclu- 
ded, but afterward it was reuoked, by reaſon of the diſadnancage which 
might enſue, leaſt che enemie vppon that occaſion ſhould thinke, that they 
fearing the trench div ſeeke occaſion of parlep, 

Then the two batteries began, the one did beat the Font of Beauregard, 
and that which was made aboue an old gate, as is ſaiv'aſoe : the other bat⸗ 
terp did bear at the other ſaid Font which was vnder the gate. That which 


was made out of the old wall reſiſted the fury of the ozdinance farre better 


then it was thought it would : fo from halle an hower after Sunne riſing 
untill Dunne letting, it neuer ceaſed to thunder without any intermiſſion, 
fo that there was let flie that day aboue eight hundered canon ſhot. 
The night beeing (o neere, they who were beſieged ſaw no apparance 
that the allault would be geuen, and had not pzeparedthemſelucstore- 
teiue the enemy that day, conſidering that the lyeaches were flanked with 
two foztes , which were firlk to be foxced: notwithſtanding all the French 
footmen and S wiſſers were ſeene a farrc off in battle array about noone, 
which was the cauſe that they deuided ſpeedily the ſmall number of men 
which they had to keepe the Foztes: but ſpecially the two Foztes which 
flanked the bꝛeaches on both ſydes. They pouided alſo a tertayne numbcr 
to keepe the bzeaches ifthe enemy ſhould pꝛoffer the aſſault, 
They were not aboue two hund)ed and thzeeſcoze perſons which were 
of ability to defend the beaches, ko the reſt were cither ſicke oz burt, oꝛ cls 
occupied to keepe the five Foztes "_w_ were witz out. a 
e 
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1589. The Gouernour tooke vppon him to keepe the byeachwhich was at the 
/a:narie. left hand, with a hole to paſſe tothe Foztesifthey were aſſaulted, becing 


aſſiſted with twelue men lying in couert, and certaine Harquehuxicrs. 

The Baron V ignoles was appointed to keepe the beach, which was 
aboue the gate, with fiue armed men, and fifreeve Harquebuz ers: and foz 
as much as that number was not ſufficient, the Gouernour appointed the 
Lozd Perrine to aſſiſt them with fine armed men moze, 

hen the beaches began to be reaſonable, euery one having lixtetne 
long paces bzeadth.the whole army beting in battell array, the enemy be: 
gan to ſtpzre, and marching with a ſwift pace, touping low, they ſet on 
both ſides ofthe Foztes which were aſide of the bzeaches, 

The enemy ſuſtayned the firſt onſct, where with theſe two Fo:tesrecea- 
ued them and paſſed thzoug, halthough that many remained vpon the pla: 
ces, ſaluted by them of the Foztes wich ſhot , and with the fozce of the 
pikes, pet in a little ſpace they were maſters ofthe twofkoztes, 

They might haue defenved the ſaid foztes longer, but two cauſes did let 
them, the one was the ſmall number of the defendants, the other was the 
death of the Lozd Mareſtes pongeſt ſonne to the Lozd Sabloniere, any 
bꝛother to the Lozd Vignoles , who alter the death ofthe Len Ruffigny, 
commaunded ouer his company and one of the fentes which had be kallen 
him : his was flaine with che hot ofa Culuerin. This his death did greatly 
haſt the fozſaking of that fozt t his bother the Lozd Vignoles made great 
mone (oz him. ' 
The Foztes beeing woune, it was high time fo) them which kept the 
beaches to beſtirre and defende themſelues : and as they were aſſaulted 
furiouſlp by the enempes,lo they receaued them bert was 
all manner of defence vſed, ſhoc,pikes, pomgarnads, fiery hoopes, ſtones, 
and all other manner of defence were thzowen vppon the enemy. 

Many of the enemies having the nigbe f vader the ſha- 
dow therof, they who did obſtinate themſelues either were tis 
3 ws" + this aſlault happened a thing to bee 
noted. The Baron Vignoles had a frend in the army named Poyflon, a 
man of charge in that ſeruice. This man was greatly carefull fo} the pze- 
ſeruation of the ſaid Baron. and delirous to ſaue him, mayed a Captaine of 
the regiment of Chaſti (whole Dcanderd bearer was very ſicke) 
to geue him his enſigne fo; that day onely , determined to enter one of the 
firſt to ſaue his friend, the ſayd Baron V ignoles : the Captaine deliuered 
dim his enſigne accopding to his requeſt, Poyſſon at the aſſault geut᷑. was 


ore of the firſt which went vp to the ſame beach, which the ſaid Baron 
Vignoles kept, intending to haue ſaued him, but the ſaid Poyſſon beeing 
not knowen by his friend Vignoles, was receaued by two Harquebuze 
khot, which did bear him downe to the ground, ſo that he was carried away, 

The 
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The heat of the fightdured along hower , and alter that time the ene · 1 589. 
mies began to faint , but on the concrary their courage was doubled that Inv. 
were on the bzeaches.Cuen ſome of the ſouldiers who were gone towards 
the Catel to take Heath, alter they had recpzed within the fozts , topned 
themſelues againe to the defenders ofthe bꝛeaches. Then went they apace 


to wozke vpon the enemy. 

. There was great diſozder in the retite of the enemie, foz moſt part of 
them did caſt away their weapons, and loft them in the ditch, and in the 
foztes which they fozſooke, Many wert dzowned in the ditch, caſting them 
ſelues downe from the foztes vpon the pce, which (by reaſon ol that) bꝛake 


vnder them. 

The dicches were incontinently wich a number of coxches and 
linkes out of the Towne and Foztes, fo} it was very darke, 

The beſieged inthe cowne ſpoiled che dead chat euening, ſome went 
out of the Foztsbutoche bzoke, which doth ſeparat the town from the ſub. 


ſurrendered. 

This victozy is the moze memojable , becauſe about fifty men defenvey 
the bzeaches againſt ſuch a multitude: foz all che regiments of the Swiſ- 
e thereof many ol them remapned 
in , 

It is allo to bee noted, that during the aſſaule, when they within the 
towne had ſet fire intoa pomgarnad foz ta caſt it into the ditch, it fell again 
betweene the legges of the Goucrnour , and did burſt without doing any 


hurt. | 

Upon this poſperous iſſue of that aſſault,the Lo Pleſsis gouernour, 
called all the Captapns and Gentlemen to render thankes to God fo his 
gracious fauour ſhewed vnto them. 

On the ſide of the Towne the Lozd Perrine was killed with a ſhot in the 
head, whereof he dyed within a while after-Captayne Foreſt,and the L ozd 
of Samt Coſmo were hurt in both armes. 

Df the enemies ſyde there were found the fifth day of January about 
fifty dead within the vitch , beſides them who were dzowned, and many 
which dyed alter ward inthe ſide ofthe Towne: i: is certapne that there 
were found miſſing in that day of the army abone thyce huadzed , and that 
one Captapne onelyhadloſt aboue ſixe ſcoze, 

Befide them which were wounded in great number, was ie Lozd Drig- 
nculxmalter ofthe cainpe,this manloſt his Sonne at Aſonrogne ; *

The night after the aſſault was beſtowed in foztifipng and continuing 
the trenches. 

This dap was beſtowed of ths enemie inthe burying ofthe dead. The 
fame day inthe euening,adzumme of the enemie bzought letters to the 
Lom Pleſsis, gouernour ofthe place, from the Lozd Palneau. Then be 
had receiued them, he aſſembled all the counſell to open the ſayd letters 
in their pꝛeſence. : 

Che letters in ſubſtance did impozt,that the ſaid L. Palneau had great 
deſire to ſpeak with him about a thing which would bzing him much con- 
tentation, which he ſaid he couldnot mitt. In the ſame letters he pzaped 
the Lozde Pleſsis to giue him meanes and ſafe conduct to ſpeake with 

im. 
| All the Captaines gauetheir adulſe, that he could not refule that par · 
lep, becauſe that the Lozd Palneau, ſicond ſoune to the Earle of C rau, 
was a faith*ull ſeruant tothe Ring, and great friend co the houſe of Bour- 
bon, and deadly enemie to the League, and that by him they might alſo 
vuderſtand newes ol the King of Nazarre, whereof they were in great 
cares 

The 6: dapof Jannarp, the Lozd Palneau accompanyed with the Cap» 
taine Grange, ho was of the regime nt of Countie Granpre, went tothe 
fozt ofthe tower ofthe Caſtell — ofodndHones 

During this parley, they began the battery with two pieces at the 
dꝛeakt of the day: about noone they encreaſed with ther pieces moze, 
and continued till night, There were beſtowed that day aboue eight ſcoze 
Cannon ſhot . There were two ſouldiers laine , whereof the one was 
named Bourg, ofthecompany of the Lo Vignoles: there was great 
moane made fo2 that man foz bis great valour, toz he was a rate patterne 
of godlines and vertue. 
The Lozd Pleſsis going foo2th to that parlep, accompanied with the 
Lo Ayomont, vpon returne, repozted ts the counſell, that the Lozde 
Palncau had notified vnto the , that the Duke of Nexecr: had determined 
not to bubit noz to departfrom that ſiege befoze he hadſalned his honour, 
and tothat end he wouldſpare no frieud, nomeanes,noz authozity. That 
bis ſtay there in that ſiege did hinder the affaires of the king of Navarre 
moꝛe than they did think, 

That the King did beſlege O7leaxs, bythe citadell, where was the 
Marſpal Haumont, and that the king would vſe the fozces of the Ring 
of Nau erre againlt the leagutd. 

To be ſhaꝛ. t Lopd Pleſsis,and all others which had alſiſted him. had 
gotten honour cyough inthe defence of ſuch a naughty place, and = 
cre 
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there was no moze meanes to and obſtinate in defence of the ſaſde place, 1589. 
the ſatd L. of Nexer-s being ſufficiently infozmed of the neceſſities, where- I uri, 
mn they were as well ol men who were greatly weary, as of victualls. 
Chat if they would hearkento tender that place into his handes, he 
offeced vato the gouernour & gentlemen armes, hozſes and baggage, any 


to the ſouldiers, armes and baggage, and fo2 the ſafe conduct, the County 
Granprè he Baron Poluan and Baſtenay, Captaine ot an hundzed light 
hozles,hould conduct them ſale ly whither ſocucr they would goe. 

Oe gaut them belive, eight dayes ſpace to aduertize the Ring of N 
uarre, ofthe capitulation, and in caſe that the ſaid Ring ſhould not giue a. 
up ſuccour withm the lapd cight dapes by any meants, he in his perſon, oz 
bis Lieftenant, the ſapd L.Pleſsis and his ſhould ſut render hunthe place, 
and thep.to.cutop the benefite ofthe agreement. 

There were many gaings and commings vpon this pꝛopoſition, and at 
length <eaffairesbeing pzopounded tothe counſeily they did ſtick much 
upon the voluntary p2offers of the Duke of Nexers, to giue eight dayes 
to aduertiʒe the Rug of Vaxorre: which made them belceue that the ſayd 
king was neither ready to helpe chem, no2 had ſufficitut power lo to doo, 
which notwithſtanding was the only hope of them that were beſleged,who 
otherwile could not withſtand if they ſhould be eſſen. 
Alltbings being wellconſivered,they determine to hearken to ſo ad- 
uantagious pjoffers,with hope thereby to make the K. of Navarre pꝛiuie 
to their affaires, and foz that intent to ſend Captapne Robinicre with a 
paſſt popte, that was concluded and ſealed on bath ſides the ſixt day at 


The ſeuenth day the truce was agreed , and hoſtages were giacn on 

both partes, and all acts of holtilitie ceaſed. 151 1270 
Tbe ſame day the Loꝛd Robinicre departed with a trompet of the D. 
of Newer: to goe to the Ring of Nauarre. The gouernour in the meant 
while was greatly careſull, to take heede that no man ſhould goe foozth 
to vilit 02 frequent with then of the armie, and alſo that none of the ene · 
mies ſhould enter into the cowne. To pꝛeuent all mconu hee 
made a diligent watch hoth day and night vpon the bzeachcs, ſo that her 
himſelle tooke his meales, and did lie thereon, notwithſtanding the hard · 
nes ofthe winter. 
The eleventh day o. Januarie, the Lozd Robiniere returned from the 
king of of Nearre, and bzought with bim the Lozd Rinuile to the Lozv 
of Neuers, who after he returned to the king of Nau, obteincd leaue 
to enter into the towne with the Lozy Robimere.

aiſo be vled much courteſy coward th who were beſieged, pzoutiding carts 
fo2 them, whereof they had need to carie as well their bagage,as th which 
were wounded, + cauſcy chem to iſtue lamth out ofthe fight of p armp,leaft 
they ſhould her moleſted by any man, The ſaidLozd of Nexers was in his 
own at their comming foxth wich a ſmall companie,hecommaunded their 
matches to be kindled, ſaluting very courttouſiy everp man, There were 
ſome ſduldcers hurt, whome they could not carrie away , he commaindey 
them to Cap, with aſſurance to be dzeſſed,anv othtrwiſe courteoufly vſed. 
All the compantes wert ſefely conducted vato the Abbey Brileybent, 
the compantes of the Ring of Nexarre being lotged at Paluean, halfe a 
teaguethence, to whome they ioyned themſeluts .

It is (aid befoze,that after the Ozacle giuen out by the facultie of The» 
slogie, in the colledge of Sorboan,the ſeditious byought it to the Senate of 
Parit, te bee alowed, inregiſtred, and publiſhed, who vppon the refuſing of 
ſuch a dillopall treachcrie, were all youcht to pziſon, and there as malcfac« 

toꝛs detapned. Now vpon the Dukes comming to Pari, they were cal · 
led, and offered tither to remaine ftill in pꝛiſon, 02 elſe to doo two things: 

Firſt to alowe and appzoue the reſolution of Sorbonne: Secondly, ts

Thirdly,they ſweare to defend the Pyincts, to wit, the Dukts d Mayne 
and Aumale, (fo: ſo they love well to be called) the Pꝛieſtes, Loꝛds, and 
Gentlemen, vnited with them, both in their perſons and gods, with che li 
berty ofthe ſtates of the realme. 
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' Laſt of all, tbey ſweare to purſue by al meanes poſſible them that haut 
violated the publick faith, bꝛoken the vnion, franchizes and liberties of the 
laces (meaning the Ring) in committing the maſſacre(ſo they cal the iuſt 
puniſhment)ofthe Duke of Oui e, and the Cardinall his bzothcr, without 
any reſpec ofperſons,dignity 02 pꝛerogatiue whatſoeuer,aud alſo al them 
who ſhall fauour and aſliſt the Ring by any meanes, wich pꝛomiſe neuer 
to fo ſake one another. | | 
As this rebellious people did rage in the Senat houſe, in the counſell 
ol the citie, and in their pzetended ates ; ſo the people are ſet at liberty to 
commit al outrages e violences;the pazer ſoꝛt are agaiuſt the rich, the vile 
perſon againſt the honozable, the wicked againſt the vertuous , the igno- 
rant and blinde againſt che learned:to be ſhoꝛt, there is nothing but an in- 
fernall hozroz, 

The Jeſuits, Friers, g other vucleane fowles of like feathers , dw rage 
no leſſe in the places and charges appoym ed vnto them, to wit, in rapling 
molt villanouflp againſt the Ring, and flandering the Ring of Nauarre, 
and them of che refozmed religion, foz the cauſes aboue ſaide , making 
their pulpets the trompets of murther, treaſon, and rebellion; fo beſive 
that, they did inuaigh againſt che Ring in all manner of vile tearmes, and 
interpꝛeting all his actions maliciouſlp tothe woꝛſt: they alſo fozbad the 
people, vpon paines of ſpirituall and bod ily puniſhment (foz if thep did, it 
was a capitall crime) to pꝛay foz the King. 

Allo the inhabitantes of the citie of Khewes in Champaigue publiſhed 
an infamous libell, comming fozth out of the Teſuitts fozge, bearing this 
tile, A grieuous lamentation ot the inhabitants of the citie of Kebmes,vp: 
on the death ofthe Cardinal, Archbiſhop of Reba, peere of France, and 
what map he not be if they would. That libell was (awced with inta⸗ 
mous innecttues, vnwozthp and outragious ſpeeches againſt the king, 
by their language: the authozs thereot᷑ did teſtifle ſufficiently their con- 
{cnt in the rebellion of other towns and cities. And ſeeing that the pzleſts, 
Jeſuites and Friers, did ſap ſuch a maſle at the funerall oftheir Biſhop,

And fo; as much as among thoſe rebeUious countreys and cities,there 
were none ofthe refozmedreligion , vpon whome they might ſpew their 
gall, they called their owne Pzieſtes, Parſons, Uicars and Curates, 
foz toſubſcribe vutotheir rebellion, charging them vpon payne of death, 
not to pꝛap (in their maſſing) fox the Ring.

All this 2 — is taſily confuted , tuen by the inhabitants them 
ſelues, bp the iſtrates , by the Prieſtes, who there do liue in liberty of 
their Religion , and by all the people, who will teſtify that there was no 
fuch thing, noz otherwiſe then is recited in the diſcourſe of the farpyiſe of 
| their towne , but will ceſtify of the Chziſttan mildnes, clemency, and mos 
þ deratnes of the Ring of N\ @v«rre and ſutꝑziſera, to haue bene far greater 
: then euer they could haue expected, 92 had deſerved at his hands. 
't But this grofle kind of lying was ſpzeadabjoad to haſten the rebellion 
" of the Citttes , and to render the people vntamed and hard harted, agapuſt 
true and dutiful obedience whatſoruer might falſhereafter : as ifto fall in» 
tothe handes ofthe Ring of Nauarre. and of. them of the Religion. wert to 
fall among ſauage beaſtes,mad Tygets and crueflLyons, 
The King conſidering that the moze heendeuozed himſelfe to winne the 
rebels by gentlenes, clemency,andpzomiſingof impunity; the moge hard⸗ 
ned,obſtinate, inſolent and bolde they became. 
Seeing that be mult be ytuendy'foxce corhatle their rebeAlions, firff 
be poceedeth againſt chem by oꝛder of law. And fo as much as the Dukes 
de Mayne, Aumale, and Cheualier Aumale, be as if it were in 
the places of the Duke af d nx: andthe Cardinal his bjother che ing 
doth firſt and chiefly pꝛoteede iudicially — thee by pꝛolcripti⸗ 
on, as attapntes af fellonie , rrbelfion; and high treaſon. 
Firft,che Sing doth ſhew himſe lie to be a Ring 0zdapned and geuen of 
God, hauing receauedof God that ſwozd and power which he had not by 
vſurpation, but by lawfull and naturall right of ſucteſſion. 

Secondly, hee doth ſhew the great bencfites , which hee and the Rings 
bis p2edecefſozs had beſtowed vpon them, and namely, that he hath ſpa- 
red their lives ( whom he might iuſtly haue puniſhed fo their diuersat- 
temptes, fellonies , and diſobedience) foz the lout which het had but 
them and their houle, 

He ſhe weth alſa.how he had fince this their lan rebellion, ſent vnto ibem 
diucrs of his faythſull ſeruants with letters, and euen Þeraulds of arms, 
to let them vnderſt and his good will and readinesto put vp all iniuries x 
offences, andto receaue them to his fauour. But that in ſtead of hambling 
_ themſelues,and of accepting his gtacious faupur; thep became moge info- 
leut: which they haue ſhewed inſurpyiſing his cownes, fojtreſſes., and in 
rebclling agaynſt him, his Officers and Pagiftraces, coucring qa 
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ſons vader the name of C atholike religion. 
Therefoze he doth declare che ſayd Dukes 
haue fozfapted all effaces, aud offices,honozs, power, gouerments, chars 
ges, diguities, and perogariues, which they baue receaued of his pzedece(- 
\o2s, and himlelfe : hee doth declare chem attaynted of fellonp, rebellion, 
and high treaſon, commaundeth his Officers to pzoceed agaynſt them by 
any maner of wap, and ageynũ their poſterity, as agaynlt ſuch as be hath 
| declared them, if they vo not ſubmic cthemſelues by the firſt day of Match 
next following. This pzoſcription was declare the firſt day of Febjua- 
ry. The ſame day allothe Ring zonounced the like ppoſcriptions againſt 
the rebellious and trapterous Citties of Paris, Orlaaus, Anjous, Roen, A- 
beuile, and others, declaring them connictev of fellony, rebellion, and tres · 
ſon in the higheſt degree, willing all his officers top)oceede agapuſt them, 
aud againſt al them chat do,01 Mall alſiũt them by any meaneg, and againſt 
their polterity, as agayuſt ſuch as they be declared, if they do not returne 
vndet his obedience by the 1 4.vapof march next following. 
The King intending by theſe thunderclaps 
purpoling pet to haue fozgotten all offences, lin the loue whith he had to 
popith religion, common to the rebels wich him, and foz hatred of the res 
fo2med religion , gaue them (as is afozeſaid) a certayne dap prefixed, by 
che which tym if they did not recurne to their duty, he determined to cha- 
iſe them by foyce: and therefoze the ſixt day of Febuary , hee ſent fozth 
bis commiſſions to all Nobles, Gentlemen, and Captapnes, to pzepare 
themlelues with all furniture neceſſary,torepapye to him the 12. ol March 
following . Neither is the ſentente vl the Ring an pdle thzeatningy but is 
(as if it wert) a condemnation of Gods law, pzonounced by che ſoueraigne 
Pagiltrate , whole puniſhments God hath partly executed, and partly

middle of Febꝛuary vnderſtanding what had 
in Perus, hom the rebels had enfozced the Sena to ſweat an vuion againſt 
him, his life, perſon and eſtace, did tranſpo1t the exerciſe of juſtice, and of 
all his courts, and chambers of Parlisment from Paric: and alſo all other 
courts of iuſtice in the afozeſaid townes of Orleans, Anjons, Abenile, Roen, 
and others, to his citie of T ours vpon Leyre, demauing the ſayd crapterous 
cities of al offices, and pjiutleges,commaunding al his 
Judges, Counſellers, officers of al his courtsinthe ſatd cities, tu repaire 
tothe citie of Tour vpon Loyre by the fifceenth of Apzillnext following, 
there to execute their charges, vpon payne of dep)tuation of their wages & 
offices :fo2biddech alſo , that no apparance be giuen by any officervnto as 
ny ſuter, and alſo no parties to appeare in any other place ſaue in Tour 
onely befoze his Judges chert, vpon payne to be declared rebels.

J2ince,ifnotto reftabliſh eheflouriſhrig eſtate cf that Realm, pet be hath 
raiſed him as it were oũt of his graue, to pzolong the vtter diſſipation of it, 
and iu the middeſt of che hozrible confuſions thereof, to reunite the hearts 
and mindes of the godly and vertuous, to ſaue ſome copner of the ſayd 
Realme, fo) a place of refuge foz the remnamt of the Jſraeiof God, Bees, 
hold therefoze O great Ring, ide Lo2d bath reftozed thee to bealth,fireng« 
thened thine armes to warte, and thy hands to-fight; be bathgirded the; 
with foꝛte, conſtancit, wiſedomt and iufffſte; the L od of Arnnes doth call 
thee to reſtoze true religion, iuſtict, iud gement, Diſcipline and peace , vt⸗ 
terip decaped thzough the malite ot᷑ thine enemies; be ſtrong and faint not, 
fo2 the Loꝛd will put a great wozke in thine hand to execute, Followe the 
vocation of God, and the Loꝛd will be a wadowe at thy right hand to kepe 
thee from emil : du god things with god meanes, and thou ſhall ſee thine 
enemies to fall befoze thy fact, chou ſhalt pitie them and do them good, 
Wbileſt the Ring doth ſo thunder the thzeatnings of Gods lawe, and 
the claps of his iufticeagapuſt thoſe Rebels, fozſaken and reieced of God 
(as is afoze ſayd); the King of Nurre perceiving the Ring to be in dis 
ftreſſe,perſecured and diſpaſſeſſed out of his Towns aud Cities, euen out 
of his owne houſes bÞ his enemies abgoade, and to live in great miſtruſt. 
of his domeſttcail. enemits, who did daily eate bzead at bis owne table; did 
greatip lament his caſe, keepeth himſelfe quiet beyond Leyre, ctaſeth from 
all aas of hoſtilitie and exployts of warre, leaſt he ſhould encreaſe his al. 
flition and heauines. And deſirous greatly co make a p2wfe of bis fidelto 
tie towards the Ring, and to troſſe the actions of the leagued rebels, pofo 
fereth peace.to the Ring, andiwatcbech diligently that his ene mies might 
not ſet foote in any platt where bet bed meants to make ſure foꝝ the kings 
feruice, as fo2 the eaſe of them of the religion. Oo that after the taking of 
Niort (as is afoze ſayd) in the latter end of Januaty the inbabitants of . 
Meixant and Maillixay, two Townes nigh neigbbours of Viort, peelded

About the 14. af Febzuarp, the Ring of Naverxe-baving retouerd bis 
perfect health and ſtreugth, with part of bis foces tooke the field march ⸗ 
ing toward the riuer of Leyre. The inhabitants of Lodune, Liſle, Bouchard, 
A irabeau, Chaſtelerault, Linanne, end other places and Caſlles of the 
countrep of Turenne and Poyt ow,offered.to open; the gates ot their townes 
vnto him, and alſo p2offered vnto him theivſeruices, He received them ve · 
ty courteouſly, and without innovation of any thing ; be ſuffered them of 
the Romiſh religion to live with all libertie with their oꝛdinatit cxertiſcs: 


onely he commanded them of the refozmed religion, with the * the 
ame, 
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fame, there to be eſtabliſhed,commaunding them of both religions to live 13 99 
in amitie and peate. Febracis 

About the ſame time many Townes and places in diuers parts of the 
Realme (which befoze did ſecme to bee at the deuot ion ofthe Leagucrs) 
were made ſure ko the Rings ſervice, as well in Boxrgondy as in other 
Pꝛouinces, and among others, the Towne and Cattle of Sancerre in Berry 
was ſtazed fo the Ring. That Towne had bern greatly defaced in the 
fozmer warres-: fo2 the walles of the Townehad ben raſcd by the Lon 
Chaſtre, Go utinour of Berry, who did put a Captaine within the Candle 
fo2 the keeping of the ſame, and to byidle the inhabitants there who were 
all of the religion, But after the death of the Duke ol Ge, the Lozd of 
Requien of the houſe of Montięm, Captayne of the Rings gardes, ſeazed 
both vpen the Towne and Caſtle, (the which Towne notwithſtanding it 
was without walles, pet being ſituated on high and in a ſirong place by 
nature) hee vndertoke to foztifie the ſame, by the helpe of them of the rel 
gion, who did ſo reſozt thether from every where daily, that the ſapd Lozd 
Requien waxed ſtrong there (as hee is a valiant man) emploped himſelfe 
with them of the religion, to make warte againſt che rebelled Leaguers- 
ko the Rings ſeruice, 

About the 23. of Febzuary,the Ring of Navarre being at Chaſtelerault, 
tooke occaſion to ſeaze vppon the Caſtle and the Towne of Argenton in 
Jerry by the meanes which followe. Chat place doth pertaine tothe Lozd- 
Monpenſier, but it was graunted to the Lady Dwager of Monpenſier, 
ſiſter to the laſt Duke of qe, by her contract of marriage, having that 
honour ſhewed her, to haue married the Duke of Monpenſier, Pzince of: 
the bloud, and father to this Dake pet lining, 

In the beginning of this laſt warre ofthe League, the caftell of Argen- 
ton ſtrong and wellfurnifhed, was made ſure fo2 the League, thetowne' 
remapned at libertie as being not ſtrong, and commaunded by the Caſtell, 
But after the death of the Duke of Ge, the gariſon of the Caſtell was 
increaſed double, intending thereby to aſſure the towne : alſo the gariſon 
vnderſtanding of the taking of Cha#Zeleraulr, (which is not. farre ol) by 
the Ring of Nauarre, fearing that which afterward happened vnto them, 
thep ſent to the Duke 4 Mayne fo; ſuccour , who ſent certaine Captaines 
with their companies from Orleans. They of the towne refuſing the aſſo . 
ciation ofthe rebellion cfrhe Leaguers, and willing to remame faithfull. 
to the King, do aduertiſe him of all their eſtate and god wil towards him, 
di require ſucco2 of hin, as well againſt them of the. Caſtell as othets, 
which did appꝛoach to ſeaze vpon their town, The diſpatch could not ber in 
ſo ſhozt ſpace, but that in the meane time, they ot the towne and of the Ca. 
Neil fell at variance vppon the matter, each party truſting in the ſuccour 


which t oped foz, 
bah thep hoped fo . bs 
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1589. The Ring of Nauarrs aduertiſed of al this, and of the ſuccour ſent, they 
March, there by the Leaguers nigh aduaunced, with certaine troupes of hozſemen, 
determined to make them agree; and vſing his accuſtomed celeritp, it fell 
out with him lo happely, that hee pꝛeuented them in a moment who were 
| ſent from Orleans, ſending befoze ſo me of his gardes, who entred on a ſud⸗ 

1 daine into the towne,to the great amaze of the gariſon ot the Caſtell, At 
the ariuing of the gardes of the king of N auarre, thett was a hot ſkirmiſh, 
and ſome were killed on both ſives : few of the Ring of Naworre his 
gardes, but many moze of the gariſon; but when the Leaguers of the Ca · 
| Kell law the companies ofthe Ring of Nauarre, firſt they were amazed, 

and ſhoztlp after, conceauing a great terroz pelded the place. 

After that the Ring of Nauarre had taken poſſeſſion of that place, be aps 
poynted the Lozd Beaupre gouernour there, where he eſtabliſhed the exer⸗ 
ciſe of the refozmed religion with liberty and (afety,in ſtead of the romiſþ 
religion, as in other places, 

The Ring of Nauarre returned to Chaſteltrault, where conſidering 
how the Ring was in great danger, both abz0ad and at home, bom he had 
euill counſell giuen him, pittying his eſtate, and conſidering that bee toulo 
not bee moued, neither to make, no} to accept of his ſeruice fo2 his defencex 
conſidering alſo that the Leagued rebels waxed ſtrong, and the Ring 
weake, he putteth fozth a pzoteftation, bearing date the fourth of March 
wherein he ſheweth, that notwithſtanving bis affaires, and eſtate of them 
ofthe refozmed religion was neuer ſtronger, who within thze& yeares, bath 
bozne the fury of ten mighty armies , whereof ſome had bern beaten to 
cloutes, the others haue been ſcattered as duſt in the apze; hee doubteth 
not, but the ſame God will urengthen him with the ſame fozce, and will 
defend alwaies bereafter his iuſt cauſe and innocency: yet hee doth p2offer 
them, that if the Ring will hearken vnto peace, bee was neuer ſo willing to 
imbzace it, Furthermoze, he pzoffereth bimfelfe to beare reaſon,and to bit 
taught by a conference and a counſell, pꝛomiſing that if he be conuicted by 
the woꝛd of God to be in any ertoꝛ, he will reuoke it. and bzing all them of 
the refozmed religion to do the like, But to bzing him out of that religi- 
on, wherein he hath been bozne and bzought vp, euen from his cradell; with 
the dint of the ſwoꝛd, he warneth them, that therein they haue taken a con» 
trary courſe,by which they will neuer pꝛeuaile. | 

Lat, hee doth adiure all the ſtates by the name of God, by the aſhes of 
their anceſto2s,by the lone of their natiue countrey,ts counſell the King to 
this oꝛdinarp courſe, 0z elſe to deniſe ſome better ifthep can, by the which 
they may ſtop the ſubuerſion of their countrey. 


About this time came the excommunication rowling from the capitall, 
and thundering, like vnto a Togamx pagan} w, of the olde Come» 
dx, pꝛonounced againſt the Ring,fo2 the execution done at B /e, __ the

ſute of rebels, Mich the ſtinke of this mze9ze9 Def vu of Frier Six. 
tus, came fozth out ofthe bottowles pit of hell a number of Jeſuices and 
Friers, and ſuch miſbegotten mouſters,to raile, to accurſe, g defame their 
lawfull and naturall Ring and Pzince 0zdained of God, without any re» 
mozle of conſcience, 

Panp of the Leaguers, who after the death oftheir Captaine had han- 
— . » had retpzed to ſuch places as they thought ſure 
92 them: ſome other who had fozſaken their faith, their pzomiſe, and oath 
giuen to the League, now foure accidents which had happe- 
ned, and ſeen to fauour the affaires of the rebels, do rebell a new, do foz« 
ſake their Ring, whom God, nature,thankfulues,and nobility tommaun⸗ 
ded to dye at his frete, . 

Firft,the vnſeaſonable lenitie, m rather puſillanimitie of the King,who 
had ſtaied the cxecution of iuſtice fo; ſuch notozious and hainous tri aſons 
tommitted, not againſt him, but againſt SG O D in his perſon , whom 
God had conſecrated to that high dignitie, von the heads onelp of Cid 
and the Cardinal his bꝛocher, and in the imp2iſonmtt of lip of the chiekelt 
without pꝛoc teding any further. 

- Secondly, Fryer Sixcus his excommunication, by the which they ſup- 
poſed (though not in conſciencebut in paſſion onely) themſe lues to be let 
it liberty to doe whatſocuer without anp of coulcicnce, 

Thirdly,the beating away of the kings garilons aud fozces out of the 
fitadeil of Orleans by the Duke de Aue, thereinſuppoling in a manner 
(fo) ſo is the blindnes o: mans paſſion) to haue colquered all France. 

Laſtly,the euill counſell of leagued diſſemblers and diſſembling trap» 
tozs , whom chep knew to be about the Rings perſon in great number, 
wayting fo2 oppoztunitie to deliner him p⸗ to his enemies, 0; elle 
to dilpatch him out ol his life with one blow knowing that by their coun ; 
fels, his foꝛtes diminiſhed, bis cities and ſtrong holdes were ſurpꝛiped, 
dis enemies waxtd ſtrong. But ſpecially they feared greatly the playes 
and tricks which they had taught Charles the ninth his brother and him, 
which they had played many times with them of the religion, the 
I ſay feared at length to bee ſnared inthe like ſpzinges. Therefoze al 
thele things wel conſidered, they begin every where to ſtrike the alarum, 
and pepare themſelues tothe battell, againſt Cod, their King, their 
countrey, their li erties, andthe graues ot their fathers. | 
Sothat che L02vs Briſſak. Chaſtre, and Boyſdauphin,to whome a lit» 
tle befoze the king had foꝛgiuen great treaſons , alittle befoze had 


pzomiſed with an oath, obeditce to the king, who did ſhewe a ſemblant —

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great ioy, fo2 the execution done at Bloy-,they pziuily doo Neale away aud 
bꝛeaking their fayth, pꝛomile and allegeaunce to their king, reuolted a.

Briſſale went to Angert, where he thought ta cauſe that Citie torebell 
agaynſtthe king: fo: ſome of the citie of Angers, had hitherto diſemvley 
their affection and good wills, whch they had to the league and rebellion, 
as well becauſe they had the king at Bley and T7 ours, who looked to them 
neerely and narrowlp, as .02 not ＋ the meanes to execute their en. 
terpꝛze. But now at the reuolting of Briſſak, they made him head ol 
their enter pꝛize, fo2 to ſeape vpon the Caſtell (one ofthe ſtrongeſt places 
in all France). And fo} to hing their counſellto a good paſſe with ſpeede, 
fearing leaſt by delay they might be pzeuanted by the king, being ſo nigh 
them; therefoze chey followe a ſhoꝛt courſe : foz firlt they trie what coꝛ 
tuption may doe. Theo doo pꝛomiſe to the Loa Pichery, gouernour of 
the Calkell,an hundzed thouſond crownes, aud to entertaine foure thous 
land footmen, ſo that he would keepe it fox the league. | 

The Lozd Pichery/as afaithfullſeruant to his Þzince)recuſed all thoſe 
offers: whereupon the Lond Br iſſak with the reſt of the rebells within 
the towne did aſſault the Caſtel, aud foztified themſelues by all meanes, 
with trenches and barricadoes vpon the ditch of the ſapd Caſtell, 

Mhereuppon the Lozd Pichery aduertiſed the Ring of theſtate of his 
affayzes and attempts ofthe I od Briſlak, and inhabitances ofthe towne, 

The Ring ſent the Parſhall Haumont with the regiment of Piceray, 
and part of his guardes, who were admitted into the Caſtell by the Lozd 
Pichery,who opened vnto them the great bzidge of the ſaid Caltell, 

Alloone as the Parſhall Haumoneentred into the Caſtel, although che 
rebels were in farre greater number, pet the ſkirmiſh began: then was it 
tyme foꝛ the enemy to packe away in haſt, manp of the rebels were flapne, 
There they were taken pyiſoners to the Rings vſe ſo many as ptelded one 
bundzed thꝛouſand crownes fo taunſome. Some were executed in che 
towne,and chiefly ſome Jeſuits and Fryers, who had bene che firebzands 
to kindle the combuſtion , and the trompets of the rebellion; 

The Lend Briſſak (head of the rebellion) there ſaued himſelfe by flight 
with few of his company, and ſeazing vpon the townes of A, Alengon, 
and Fale de, cauſed the i habitants there to rebell agapnſt the Ring. 

About the ſame time (the Duke Mercure deſirous toget the fauour of 
the townes and pcople,toalſure better the dutchy of Brite to himlelfe) 
tookevon him the name of pzotecto2 ofthe Romiſh Church in that pzo« 
nince of Brit ame, by the helpe of the Biſhops and other rabble of chat ſi- 
nagogue, who preſcribed certaine fozmesbntothe Jeſuſtcs and Friers, 
whereby in they ſermons, to bzing the people tothat deuotian. | 

Although Chziltian Reader, thou maylt eaſily perceaue by the — 
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courſe ofthis his hiſtozp , how from time eo tinte the houſe of G5»yz-, who 158.9 
were not ſo much by nature as to bee admicttd into the ſociety of the No» 3 


bility of France,at the firit made a fapze wether, after that pc ferred them 
ſelues beſoze the ꝛinces ofthebloud, And when thzought60 much lenity 
of the houſe of Valeys toward them, they had obtayntd that, they baue 
pꝛattiped to ſteale awap the hearts ofſubiectsfrom their natural Pzince, 
x at length haue enterp2tzed vpon his life. And when by a ſingular pꝛoui⸗ 
dence, God had deliuered the Ring out of their ſnares and clawes and ſee 
they are not able to depꝛiue him of his life , they doo depziue him of bis 
Crowne ad dignitie. Firſt by the 1nvgment of Sorbowne, Secoudly, by 
the allociatiation with they haue ſwozne to pꝛeſent him to oc ath by all 
meanes poſſible. Thirdly, by taking away from him the name of Ring, 
though not in plaine tearmes, pet by paraphzale: as when one taketh vp- 
on himto be the pzotecto; ofthe Crown of France, þ other pzotecto; ofthe 
Church, and giue the ſame'to themſelues, which pzoperly is and hath 
beene the office ofthe king of France.

any other pzoreco? then their owne Ring, whoſe bountikulnes and liberg« 
lity they ſo ofcenttmes haue tryed + 

Mhileſt theſe things div ſo paſſe at Angers, the citty of Nane: vppon 
Loyrebegan to hault, dy the ſecret pyactiſes and treacheries of the ſeditious 
Leaguers, who were within the cittie. But when the newes came of the 
taking of Angers and ofthe execution done vpon ſome ſeditious Jeſuits, 
and other Fryers, the rebels at Nantes tooke the alarum in this wiſe : 
fo) the Ladyes Martignes, & Mercure, wife tothe Duke of Mercure, go- 
nernour of Brit ne, tooke occaſion thereupon to haſten the rebellion : foz 
beeing aduertiſed that manp of the cheefeſt officers of iuſtice in that cittie, 
as alſo ocher good Citizens fairhful to the Ring, the pꝛactiſes which 
were wzought in cheir cittie by the Leaguers, did they? fellowe 
citizens to geus tert to ſuch ſeditious perſons, and avniſed them rather to 
remapne faythful vnto the Ring. then to dzaw vpon chemſelues the Rings 
wꝛath with a cruell and moꝛtall warre. 

Foz to byeake the good purpoſe and tutents of theſe men, and to thaſtiſe 
them loꝛ their too great fidelity to their Ring: Theſe Ladies ſent lo two 
Captapnes of the towne, well knowen fa their ſediciousp pzartiſes x great 
—— to the traptozs; they — thele — 110 thetr paſ- 

„with great ampliftcations thinges palk at Angers. 

Chey began by many inuettiues and 2 againlk the K. 
to ſhew how the Ring had put to deach a great number ofPzteſts and Fri- 
ers, who were taken at the winning of Angers, how he had taken the cha: 
lices and relickes, and whollp became an ichen with much lying 
they fellto talke ol them whom they would haue to bee taken pjiſoncrs in 
the citty, charging them that they ſonghe to bing into their citrye the n. 
of Nauarre, with all his troups, with determination to haue the cittie tan. 
ſacked, to take away their goods, liueb, and religion, and that therefote it 
was needfull they rapſethe people to rebellion out of hand, toſeaze yppon 
= which were faythfull tothe Ring, and make the citty ſure log che 

The chiefeft Captaine appointed oz this execution, was one GaGion a 
e great alfecrey co rhe 
ge. ee e 397 Faint t. 0D lu 
An oꝛder befoze that time was. that the ſaid Gaſſion fry one halte peart 
commatrided in the caſtell, and the Loꝛd Crambok, who was faithfull to 
the Ring, the other halle yeare; this man no authojzity then at all. The 
counſeil of theſe twa attutſed women wos quichiy txeeuted bythe ſald 
Gabin, hautany toy thot ele the re orte vattell· y peoylr vpon theſe 
fir miles wete armed , the treats wore fotifycy — 
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The firſt execution of this rebellion, was the appzehending of foure 158g. 
ſcoze of the moſt notable men and richeſt families in all the Citie; and a« March. 


mong the reſt were the Lend Miron the Kings thzeaſurer in Brit une, the 
Lo2d Bourin a great Lawier, aud one Dad Rogues Dean of the facul» 
tie of Philicke, and many other faithfull ſeruants of the Ring, who were 
— in Graight pꝛiſon in the Caſtle, their houſes were ſpopled and goods 
ri ed. 

The Citie being thus made ſure foz the League by the Rebells, che 
countrep about was not free from that tempeſt ; light hozſes are ſent into 
places moſt ſuſpected ; many gentlemen are taken pꝛiſaners ab2oad, with« 
out reſpect of age, qualitie 0z religion: ſuch as did eſcape with the loſſe of 
their gods, thought to haue ſped well, 

Ja like manner, the Citie of Rbhemes, head Citie of the lowe Brit aine, 
(which had behaued themſelues modeſlie enough betherto) might greatly 
baue fauoured & aduaunced thetreaſons of the Duke Mercure, if he could 
baue got it to his devotion, But foz that purpoſe, firſt it was needfuilto 
haue the helpe of the Bilhop of the place, named Emare Hannckin, ſonne 
to acitizen of Pri; fo the Rage play could not bee well ſeazoned with 
mirth, except a Pꝛieſt might play the diuels part, Dir Hannckin therfoze 
beſtirreth himſelfe all that euer he can to bzing his treaſon to paſſe; but bis 


credite being there pet vnder age and ſmall account, he taketh the Biſhop 


of Dole of the noble — I councenance the plap, being alſo aſſiſted 
by a citizen named ier, who 


was much beholding co the ſayd Sir 
Hannekin,becauſe he was ſuch a louing gboſtly father to his wife: he had 
alſo ſome other citizens, & ſome ofthe court of Parliament there, men of 
faction, who ſet their ſhoulders to that woꝛke. All this bleſſed com · 
panie, by the co of theſe two ſedicious Pzieſts,veviſers of rebellion 
againſt their naturall and lawfull Pzince, de raiſe vp the people in armes, 
giuing to vnderſtand though moſt faiflp)that the Lend Huuanday,Lieu- 
tenant generall foz the R. in that tountrep, the Lozy Moubarot gouernoz 
of the Towne, and the Lozd Aſſerake who accompanied them, would haue 
opp2effed the libertie of the Towne,and bzought in garriſons to ſacke it. 
Uppon this faiſe rumour (pzead abzoade by thoſe two lying Pꝛieſts, the 
people armed did ſeaze vppon the Parket place, and foztifted the treates 
with Barricadoes 


The Duke Mercure (who then was a petie Ring at Nantes) aduerti- 
ſed of theſe things ſo paſſing at Rhemes, and deſirous to enlarge his new- 
Ip ſwallowed vp kingdome of little Brit aine, doth gather fozces as great 
as he tan, and fapning to goe to Vexre- tothe Dtates ofthe countrey, ta- 
kech his wap to Rhede, and turned bp ts Rbewes, where he arriuing

| vppon the tower of the gate A/ordeleſe: het was ſummoned vy the Duke 

h Mercure to peeld the ſapd tower into his hands, which thing he refuſed to 

| do, ſaying that there he was placed fo) the Ring and foz his ſeruice , Upon 

this refuſall the Canon was bzought befoze the Tower, and many houſes 

pearced, to make it ready to the battery, There was no appearance to ſuſ: 

taine a battery, much leſſe to hope foz any ſuccour: which thinges being 

conſidered,the Lozd Montbarot agreed and ytelded the place with hono- 
rable conditions both foz himſelfe aud his fellowes. 

By theſe meanes Mercure remained maſter of the place, wbereofhee 

changedthe whole eſtate and gouernment, placing thereinmen at his de- 

ustion: there he cauſed a Jeſuit moſt bitterly, ſeditioufly, and vuwozthy to

| t named Iohn with his company to $ country, hee did execrable op- 

” p2eſſioas, robbing and ſacking all indiffcrenelp, he tooke many gentlmens 

| houſes, which he robbed, many men whom he cruelly entreated, and put 

| to greatrauuſoms , ſparing neither Nobles noz others ofthe romiſh reli⸗ 
gion, fo2 that onely they were faithfullcocheRing . 

This exploit done, Mercure gathered as great fozces often of warte 

as he could, and from chence cooke his (tourney toward Foxgere- in the low 

Bruce, a tu unt which he had gone about long before to and had 

the chiefcſt of che inhabitants at his deuotion, they receaued him very wil- 

lingly : and having the cownehe agreed with the Captaine of the caftell, 

who ſolde him the place with all the moueable goods and furniture there» 

in belonging to his maſter the Parqueſſe Roche, foz the ſumme of fifteen 

thouſand crownes which he reteaued. 

April, In Apyillche L n Bordage and other Gentlemen of che religion, at- 

companied with few men, toke the town of Vitre, belonging to the yong 

Lond Laual: which thing when Merceur (who was then at Foxgers) vn- 

derſtod, hee ſent a Gentleman of Britame named Tailowet, with cer: 

taine companies ot men of warre, and the commons of che countrep,whom 

be raiſed vp in armes to the number of ſixe thoulauds:they beſieged Fitre 

the ſpace offiue werkes, but the place was valiantly defended by the (aide 

1 Gentlemen and their ſmall company, *% * - 

J-  Dariugthisliegein the moneth ol Pay, they of Keen(hauingreccaued 
letters from the King , by the helpe of ſome honeſt and faichfull men) 
came againe to their right wittes, and returned to the Ringes obedi- 
ence, with whom they agried foz the impunity of that offence which was 
paſt,. They coke pyiſoncr the Loyd Charronicre, whome Merceur at his 
departing to Fongeres,hadicfe there goutrnour: they toe allo the oo 
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haue taken him aſs, 


Whileſttheſe things were a doing on both ſides, the Lozd Morlak en: Ach. 


tred into the Caſtell /oſſelin, the ſtrongeſt place of all Brieaize , fo} the 
Rings ſcruice, The Lozd Saint Lauuers, a Captaine ofthe Leaguers, 
with tert ame companies,enterpuſed to ſurpʒiſe the Towne, and ſo to kif{ 
Morlak therein,chofing fo) the cxecutid of his purpoſe, the day which they 
call holy Friday, a day of great deuotion among the Papiſts, leaſt of al ſu- 
ſpeced,and ſo to haue taken it when they ſbould haue bern buſie about their 
ceremonies and enchauntings: ſo he ſurpziſed the towne, but not the Lozd 
Morlał, who did holde the Caſtell. 

Mhileſd theſe bꝛoples did ſo paſſe in Brit ayn, in other places alſo( as if te 
were at a day appopnted) the traiterous L eaguers toke Molins in Herbon- 
ſituated vpon the riuer Alber, which riſing out ofthe Mountaines of 
#uergne,falleth into atthe cowne Cherie. That place was well 
defended by the Loz> Roſtayn: but being ſet on when the Gariſon was 
abſent, ſoꝛ lack ok men the cowne was caricd awap to the Leaguers, 

About the lelle (ame time, the faction of the League in the citie of Bowr- 
deaxx (hewrd themſelues, and attempted to ſurpꝛiſe the towne againſt the 
Ring. Thep had conſpired an aceurſed pzaciſe, both againſt the Parſhall 
Matignon( the Rings gouernour there) and aiſo againſt the cowne , and 
god inhabitants, who were knowne to bee faichfull cothe Ring: their in- 
tent was to ſtab the ſaid Parſhall Matignon, to ſraʒe vpon the citie and 
Caftles,and to kill all them chat ſhould not bs of their ſide. The traitoꝛs 
had made a great p2eparation of ſhippes at Browage, had ſtayed many 
ſhippes wk nate bound to Newlan4 fo) filhing,to augur the tuterpꝛiſc 
vpon aur. | 

Upon Eafter euen, therebels there vppon the watchwozd , roſe vp in 
armes, part ofthemdidſeaze vpoa the gate of Saint alien; and part of 
them had intamped themſelues at another fide without the citie. 

The Pagiltrates of the citie ſeing this commotion, with Erong hand 
went toward chem, who had ſtayed vpon the gate Saint Julien, the rebels 
didreſift the Magiſtrates, and beate them back. The Marshall Matignon 
taking part ot the Gariſons out of che Caſtells, with the aſſiſtance of the 
inhabitants, faithfullto the Ring, doth march with ſome fozxces a fte 
though the ſtreates of the towne,toward the gate that they had ſea ʒed vp · 
on. Therebells ſtag this power comming again them, without any 
fight began to faint, and in a while after to run away, and ſhift fo: them. 
ſelues, yet could they not ſo ſpedily auoyde, but there was fine ſlaine vpon 
the place, E many ofchat conſpiracie were appzehended, There were two 
executed, one a captaine of the * 3 the other was ol the gar des of the

hauiour, ifthe-Lozde Merceur had been there, it had bern an eaſle thing to May. 
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1589. Parſhal,who declared the whole conſpiracie, and accuſeda great number, 
Nich. and of the chiefeſt ofthe citie. They who had remapned within the towne, 


fearing to be deteced,by reaſon ol a guiltie conſcience; the utghtſolowing 
left behinde them their maker, whome they ſhoulde haue ſwallowed 
downe whole and aliue the next day following being Caſter dap. They 
leapt auer the walls: fo2 on the mozow, a great number of ropes were 
found hanging at the wals,by which they ſlided down:the greateſt part of 
them rety2ed to Browage , and ſhoztly after che Ring ſent eygbt hundzed 
Launce-knights, there to bie in Gariſon to kepe the reſt in their due⸗ 
tie, 

CUbileſt theſe rebellions were a wozking in Britayne, and other places 
and Pꝛouint es oł the realme, the Ring vuderſtanding the greateſt part of 
his realme to be reuolted from his obedience, and how a great many No: 
blemcn and Gentlemen whome he hath foꝛgiuen at Bloy-,and let ſcape un · 
punilhed, abuftng his lenitie,o2 rather accounting it (as ic was in trueth) 
pulillantmitie,had turned againe to his enemies, began to fal in great mi- 
ſtruſt, and to deſpaire both' of humſelfe and of his eſtate, The Leaguers 


who were about his perſon, to increaſe this his amaze, anuertiſed him 


(though falſely foz the moſt part) that the Spaniard, the Pzinces , and 
States of /c«ly,cthe Dukes of Sue y and Lorreyxe,hadſwozne the teuenge · 
ment of the death of the Duke of Gene. Allo they perſwaded him, that 
he was not in ſafety at Z/oys,andtherefoze aduiſed him co retyze to Tours: 
this counſell they gaue him, not foz any care which they had of his ſafetie, 
although that God turned it to the beſt , but fo2 that they thought to haue 
moꝛe aſliſtance there, to perfozme their wicked intent purpoſed againſt 
bim, that citie being great and populous , and where were many of the 
chiefeſt Leaxtied, who had pzomilſcd their helpe to the traitoꝛs. 
They tolde him alſo hom the Ring of Nauarre with great power 
— was already at Saumur to paſſe ouer Loyre fo} to inuade 
ealme.

The king not knowing what to doe, noʒ whom to truſt, and perceiuing 


the that were at Bley fo the moſt part tobe his ſecret enemies, ę to haue 
intelligfces w the rebels. inthe latter end of March departed from Bley, 
and remoued to Tear, being wel aſſured, that at al extremities he ſhould 
baue the King of Nauarre( whoſe fidelitie and valour he knew well, hom.

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dangers 
— of his counſell and about h's perſon , the Citie foz the moſt 
part league, bent againſt him: by the meanes of ſome of his ſapthfull 
counſellers, as ofthe Parſhals Biron and Hautmont and others, and 
conſidering moze deepely the reaſonable and modeſt pzoteffation of the 
R. ot Vauarre, who in his great pꝛoſperitie (pet of late craueth foz peace) 
deſireth to be taught. p2offereth his feruice to the king, willeth them to de · 
wiſe ſome good wayes to temedie the hozrible confuſtons which doe ouer ; 
flow France, began to hearkentoſome good and moderate counſell, as to 
take ſome truces with the ſaid king of Nu, f to ble his counſel and 
forccs fo his tuſt andlawfulldefence, 

In the monech of Parch following,after the taking ol the Citadel of 
Orleans hy the rebels, and the ennouatious which they bad made in Paris, 
inthe changing of the State, aud treading downe under foote the kings 
ropall authoztie: The Dukes of Ane and Au began to ſhew ſuch 
ielouſies and ſuſpicions, which ambition did wozke in their hearts, as it 
did befoze in the two bzeth2en,to wit, the Dukes of G and Maine. 
Foz the Duke de Anne was carped to the bſurpation ofthe Ponar · 
chy after his bzochers death, as if it were vpon the ſhoulders o. rebells, 
and would haue had been ſozp, if his couſin( the Duke de A»w4/c)ſhould 
haue had either the whole 0 elfc any part thereof in ſuperiozitie , but ra- 
ther delirous that he ſhould depend ol his commaundements , and there 
foze did holde him ſhoꝛt, wich ſecret p2actizes and factions. 

The Duke Auma would haue veene glad to haue had all to him- 
lelle rather than his colin, and if not all, yet he thought to get as good part 
in the cake as he might; but the factions wert not ſo fauourablc vnto him 
as to the other. Fearing tcherefoze ſome Gui ien trick (ſuch as hee was 
well acquainted with) to be played againſt him by the helpe of the muti⸗ 
nous Pariſtens, he putteth on a good countenance,and after infinite ſack · 
ings, riflings,and monifolde robberyes committed vpon the rich Par- 
chaunts and others in P q in thoſe dayes all rich men were either 
ropalls oꝝ bereticks) he departed out ofthe Citie into Picarq, where he 
thought his parte might bee lronger, and het mought bee in greater 


Mercure on the other lide,fo2 his part, mas content if he mightmake 
ſure vnco himſelfe the Dutchie of Braune, ſuppoſing that the thzote of 
bis ambition was not ſo wide as that he might ſwallow down the whole 
kingdom & Crown of France, pet betweene them ;. the glozious name of 
the League, and holp vnion , holy Church, and holy Catholick Religion 
didrowle among them, and were patched by the Fryers and Jeſuites, 
fo an olde gaberdine to hide under oo their treacheries againſt the king,

which compalſedhim about on euery ſide , having many —

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and robberies agaiuſt his ſubiects, All theſe things did flie abzoad vnder 
the authozitie of the newe great gentrall Pzocectaz ot the Crowne of 
France, to wit, the Duke de Mayne, to whome that title was giuen by 
— aſſembledat Par, vuder the raine of States, as it is afoze 
pde. 
All cheſe thzee did well agree together inrcfiſting the kings authozity, 
and oppꝛeſſing the kings ſubiects euety where, euery man reſer uing to 
bimſelfe his owae thoughts: yet would they not be kept ſo ſecret, but that 
their enuies , it louſies and enimitits, lomttime would flame out, ſo that 
they could be euidently ſpied by other men. | 
The Duke 4 Aumale abſented himſeife from Paris, and in the Ile of 
France, Picardie, Brie,Tartenoys, and Vermanaoys,went about to doa his 
buſiaes as well as he could, & bis part as ſtrong as krong might be, made 
with thoſe great ſummts of money which fo2 bis ſhare he had made of the 
ſpople of the rich men of Paris, The Cutie of Par is one of the greateſt 
Cities in the woꝛlo, but doubtles the greateſt in Exrope.Jt is deumed into 
thꝛee parts. Che one and the greateſt part lyeth in Be/gc& ,on the banck of 
the riuer Seyne, in a low, fapze and plaine ſiruation : That part is called 
tbe tone. Among other edificesou the lower end by the river nigh New» 
gate, is the kings houſe called the Loxre,andright ouer againſt it on the 
other ſide of the ſtreete, is the ancient bouſe called L'boſte/ de Bourbon: 
about a mile and a halfe vponthe ſame ſide ofthe riner is the town houke, 
called by a temple nigh to it, Saint lab» en Grexe, There is along ſtrett 
from the pont anchange directly to Saint Denis warde, called Saint 
— —— that parte of che C itie well nigh thzough

8 Citie of mad men: bat if he conſider well he ſhall finve himlſelfe in tye 
middeſt of Sodoweyſo cleane is their conuerſation, Beſide theſe infervall 
Locuſts, there is aoreat number ol colledges and houſes of learning, foz 
tze which cauſe it is called the U niuerſitie, wherein are chiefly two col» 
loges, to wit, Sorbonne and Nawarre: Sorboune is a colledge where Di. 
ttines and ſtudents of Qiuinltp checfly haue allowance: and beſide, it is 
an aſſo-tation of Diuines wherſocuer they haue taken degrees; itismoze 
famous than Nawerre bp rcaſon oftherr ignozance , but Naxerre is grea- 
te: in liuing and multitude of ſtudents. 
This Uninerſitie was founded, (02 rather refozmed J fcare me from 
bettet ta wozle ) by Charles the great, bythe helpe of his ſchoolemaſter, 
one 
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one Alboinus an Engliſhman, ſometime ſcholler of che learned Beda 
who as it ſermuch changed the fozmer oꝛder of ſfudie, and faſhioned them 
to the fozmeof doctrine laide downe by the learned . Auguſtine, This 
fozme there continued vntill þ timethat aviſid was ſeen inthe apze,to wit, 
a man naked, hairy and defozmed, carying a wallet ful ol ſtones, 4 gnaw⸗ 
ing on a ſtone which he ha» in his hand. after, that fozme of 
ſtadie was changed, and diutniue reduce to vaine ſpeculacions , caruall 
Philoſopby, and fcruolous queſtioas , withour evifiyng oz beeding as 
uy knowledge 02 wiſedoms in the ſtudents. Then began Ariſtotle to 
beare ſway in the Ouutnity ſchooles, and to itt iu the chayze of Moſes 
The Biſbo of Paru called Lombard, went about to amend the fault. any 
to haue pulled him downe out ol that ſacred chapze , ptopounding to the 
ſtudents a book of common places (ſachas it was) called commonly A4. 
Liſter ſententiarum, Then came the begging Fzpcrs with their wallets 
fullot (ones, and among them Scotus,and Thomas Aquinus,thep layd 
down a foꝝme of their dzea:nes ; queſtions, they tuine the bzcad of life 
into foues wholy, There came after them woꝛſe then theſe, g moze igno- 
rant: theſe har pyes defile both the wozd of God, this booke of ſentences 
(though not pure befoze) w vnneceſlary queſtions and vulearncd gloſcs; 
to bꝛ ſhozt,as many;wiiting Fryers,ſo many Alcozans they conceaue aud 
bzing fozth: they didrevoke the ſludie of Diuines from Gods won, iq che 
reading of the learneo antiquitie , whoſe movuments they burytd in duſt 
in their libꝛaries, to the deſcaating of Scotus, I homas, che book of Sen» 
tenices with their cozrupted dzeame3,pro c contra. After that, thele frogs 
(riſing out ofthe infcrnall galf:being) ſtriken with giddines,/ as they of 
Sodeme at the dozes of Lot by the angelof the Loꝛd, were deuided among 
themfelues, ad to ſhew hat they were no moze of Chiiſts people, tooke 
other names, and would be called by the names ol their maſtcr,ſome Sco- 
tilts, ſome Thomiſta, ſome Simmoniſts: but rather they ſhould be cal- 
led bp their qualities, Soceiſt, Pomiſts, and Foolifts, * 
This palpable darknes of git was had in admiration, as the onely 
wiſtdomt of the woz!d, fed and ente:taine> by theſe ſeducing Friers and 
Monks, vntill the waſting ol that noble, and inolde time famous Greece, 
by Amorith the pzince of the Turkes, Foz then many leatned men being 
the keepers sf pure learning, flying from that barbarous and cruel tirau- 
up, repapzed ſome into Ita, ſome into Germany, ſome iuto France, who 
were entertained bythe liberalitie of Pꝛinces, ardcommon wealths , by 
whoſe exile we wert deliueres from darke bondage of ignozance, which 
the legions of Fryers had baoug he into the won.

It is beautifled with thzee ſpecial things: ft, the palace of indge« 
ment, which heretofoze had been a Sanguary of juſtice, Secondly, a moſt 
ſumptuous and rich Hoſpitall,the like whereof is not in the wozld, Third 
ly, the Temple of our Lady, much like vnto Diana of Epheſas Temple, 
the Brſhops leate, and a ſinke of Idolatty. 
The Suburbes bee of a wonderfull greatnes, and may bee compares 


with a great and ſumpeuous Citie, 


As this is great and large, ſo is it populous to admiration, ſurpaſſing 
the repozt which may be made thcreof, The moſt (o2t of the inhabitants 
is a raſcall people of all ſozts of handicrafts, and of ſeruile nature. The 
people generally is of ſmall ſtature, ſwartie ofcomplexion,of countenance 
like Spaniards 02 Jtalians , fewelike one to another, as it is commonly 
ſeene among them that are a mingled ſinke of diuers Nations, not like 
Frenchmen; they ore craftie and deceitfull , great bablers and pzatlers z 
ſuſpicious, mutinous and fagtors; cruell, cowardly and effeminate, lewd 
ol life and behaviour, deſperatly ſuperſticious and wolatrous, fooliſh and 
ſottiſh ſo generally, that thzough all France they are — and res 
p20achfully called badins de Paris, that is, a malapert fot of Paris; of nice» 
nes and purpoſed folly , diſguiſing and cozrupting their tongue and go⸗ 


The Duke 4e Mayne perceiuing the Ring almoſt deftitute and foꝛſa⸗ 
ken of his ſubitus, compaſſed about with enemies, at home with domefti- 
call foes, in the Citie with vnfaitt full ſubicas, abzoad in the field with ſe- 
dicious and rebellious robbers; thought to haue a fit oppoztunitie to op« 
pꝛeſſe the Ring, Therefoze in a greatheate bedoth gather and mofer a 
great and mightie armie of the baſeſt ſozt of this people, but ſpecially of 
ſuch as were deſperate and had nothing to loſe, and had tonteaued good 
hope to do well their buſines with gayne and aduantage, cauſed the Citle 


to pꝛouide fo them: they were lodged in the ſuburbes and ſmall Townes 
about Paris. ; 


The Duke having this great armie, doth from weeke to welke, from 
day to day ſo delay his tourtiey , repjeſenting to him ſelſe rontinvatly the 
valiantnes , viozies , faichfulnes and celeritie of the Ring *

To patiſie therefoze the vpꝛoze, about the middle of Apꝛill he did ven- 
ture to goe fooꝛth, and cakerh the field, making great boaſt that now within 
fewe dayes be truſted to reduce all France to the obtiſante ofthe League; 
and the leaſt of bis pzomiſes was, that he would bzing the Ring to that 
paſſe that the moſt mutinous fellowes in Paris deſired to haue him. Tas 
keth oꝛder fo2 the ſafecte of the Citie: and whereas in the alteration of the 
ſtate'sf Pari done in January laf, they had made eighteene Colonels and 
Captapnes of ſa many wards as the Citie was deuided into : every Cos 
laneil ſhaulo have twelue hundzed hozſcmen and formen to walke about 
the Cutie and to the Boys of Vicennes, [eaſt that Caſtle ſhould be ſurp2iſed 
by the enemies : the Lozd of Mayncuulle being lett gouernour ofthe Citie 
with a ſtrong garriſon beſide, to ſee well that in the abſence of the great 
Pꝛoteaq; ofthe Crowne of France, the malcontent people of Peri ſhould 


not enterpꝛiſe exclude him from their C itie, il at any time 
foz feare ofthe Ring of Nurro ha ſhould runne away. | 
So the Duke 4e Hfopne b1ingeth chis holy and inuintible armie (foz ſo 


it was commonly called) into Bea»ſe, where was ſome god ſtoze of vice 
tuals, which aboue all things dis holy armie deſired, Do that as well 
to eaſe the countrep about Paris, as to haſt his wicked intent, he bzingeth 
his armie as farre as /en«oſ=e, wherein hee entred by the helpe of them 
who were of bis confederacie. There hee take the Rings great counſell 
piiſoners, ſo thac noue could eſcape but one; be ſeazed alſo vpon many 0- 
ther weake Townes in that champian countrep, where hee ſlaped ver) 
long doubtfull of minde what to do, whether be ſhould go neerer to Tour. 
92 goe backe. To goe further, he feared the Ring of Na«<r7e being ſo nigh 
a neighbour: to goe batke, ſhame(his great biagges and p1omiſes made 
ro the tebels of Pam) would not ſuffer him, Concluded therefoze to tap 
in Beanſſe, where lodging and victuals foz the caking were to be had with 
vie money, living in hope, and watching ſtill foz ſome couuenient occaſion 
to execute his damnable purpoſe vpon the Rings perſon,by the intelligen · 
ces which hee had with che Leaguers of the Court, and ofthe Citie of

in any time to do him ſeruite. Ok theſefozces ot Picard, it ſhall be ſyo⸗ 
Ren hereafrertbur fox this time wee will leane this great Duke to batter

After the death of the eye, the Duke de Me ſent intothe P20» 
ninces, but ſpecially into Nermanay, to perſwade the people that the 
Countrep men might arme themſelues without any leaue o2 conſent of 
the Nobility, who were not of their ſide, foz the defence of the Catholike 
religion, x their liberty, he hired ſpecially in Normany the pꝛieſts, monks, 
Friers, Jeſuits, & ſuch rabble of wolues with ſummes of money, in their 
Sermons to tir the people to riſe agayuſt their Soveraygne, and to take 
counſell agaynſt the nobility, — 

The means 02 arguments (which theſe Atheiſts both foz monty will 
tyſe agaynſt God his ozdinance , and ſet the wozld in an vpzoze, to pol- 
jute the earth with bloud) were theſe. The Ring (ſapd they) with great 
vehcmeney and awplifications bath murthered the Cardinail of Gazze, 
impiiſoned the Pꝛimat of Lyon., and having tor ched two ofthe Lozds an- 
nopnted , and laped handes vppon two chiefe.Pillers and rulers of holp 
Church, ouer whom neither hee,no2 any of his had any power on juriſ- 
diction agaynſt fayth and pꝛomiſe, and hauing violated the publike faith at 
the States at Bleys, the Ringwas no mote childe of the Church, was ex» 
commurnicat, baniſhed aut of the Church, and caſt out of the communion 
of Catholtkes: and therefoze the people were not bound eo obay him any 
mo2e, but that it was lawkfull to perſecute him by all meanes poſſible,as 
the holy faculty of Theologie had alſo of late determined; dut rather that 
it was lawfull to murther and ts deſtroy the Ring, and perſecute them by 
all means poſſible that mil nut league themſelues and beare armes againſt 
the Ring , They dayly pzeached allo that the Ring was 8 pzotcctoz of he» 
ritikes,and had iucrlligences with them, aud that he ſovght nothing moze 
then to ſtabliſh hereſte in his kingdome... 

And fo} as much as txamples de both moue and encourage to do, oz 
difcouraging from dooing , they encourage the ſunple and ignozan!;firft 
declared themſeluts enemies to the Ring, renounced his obedience , gaue 
fo;th vilanous, vawozchp and tratcerous ſpeeches of him , ſo as nothing 
moꝛt vile map bet uamed and ſpoken ..'Theſe were the devout pꝛayt 
furh de ſpiſers of God and all — their Pulyus, to the which the 


people | 
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people ſaid Amen. : 


| But a ter the truce was taken berweene che twoRings,then they bad a 


large argument to walke in, they cryed out that be \crued himſeile of the 
fozces of heretickes: ę no maruel it they cry out now when they ſee a whip 
p2epared foz their backes, and that now they are further from bzinging to 
paſſe thep2 wicked thoughts then ever they were. 

By theſe cxecrable , outragious, and ſeditious inue ctines of theſe dam- 
nadle Jeſuits and Fryers, dyꝛed to ſound the trompet ofrebellion in a ma⸗ 
ner thzougbout all France, but ſpecially fr the tiuer of Leyre, noꝛth, weft, 
and eaſt, and among other Pꝛouinces, Nor mandy was ſo infected with 
their popſoned and deteſtable rebellions, that there was not ſo much as « 
Aulage to bee found, where there was not ſome of all qualities dzonken 
with their cup of abominations. 

It is ſopd befoze, how the Ring had pardoned Briſſak. Boy ſdaulphine, 
and Chaſtre, with manp others, who within a while abuſing the Ringes 
facility, and aſcribing their impunitp to the Kings puſtilammity, fled and 
reuo!tcd tothe League agapne, After this reuolt, Briſſak and Boyſdaul- 
line went to Angers (as it is ſayd) and pꝛocuted that great Citty to res 
lu but after the reducing of che ſapd Cittpe to the Rings obedience by 
the Marſhal Haumont,the ſaid Briſſak andBoyſdaulphun fed, and in their 
flight cauſed by the meanes of their partakers the Cuty of Aus (which 
was already wauering)to rebel againſt che Ring.

mandiere, who bp they treacherous ſolicita ion pꝛocured almoſt all the 
townes of Normandy to rebell and to open then gates to them, as Roan, 
which was reuolted long befoꝛe L»ſeulx, FaluiJe, Newbanen, Seas, Bay- 
exx, Argenton, and after ward Alcencon: all theſe opened their gates to the 
rebels, who afterward a mod in a litle ſpace conſumed them. There remai* 
ned Caen, ( onſt ences, tt other towns in baſe Normandie in the kings 0s 
bedience, by the god and pzouident counſel of the Lozd dela Veaue, Beu-

Me ſ& how the cities of Nrmandie fs; the moſt part, at the ſolicitatis 
of Briſsak, Boyſdaulphine and others,whoſe names ſhall be knowne here: 
after, and by the pzeaching of the furious and frantick Jeſuites and Frb 
ers, are bought from the Rings obedience,toa danmable rebellion, The 
countrep men allo and peſants. were induced by the ſelfe ſame meanes to

kantry which was on the left hand, with the Culuerine, which they did: 
theſe footemen were lead bythe Lozvs of Saint Denis , M.tillot, Redier 


wenule,Chaunayn, Daly bine and all ſo well reſolute 
— — 97 Au ne roy but ſ kir · 


miſhed ſtraight with a hot onſet on both ſides but aſloone as the culuerin 
bad begun to plap in their faces, they began to bee amaped, and Briſlak 
himſelfe cauſed his Comet to turne byidle , and retpzed from the danger 
with a number of hoz ſemen as hardy as himſelf,The rebels notwithſtan 
ding ſoode tothe fight, but when the Culuerine rogredonce againe, and 
they ſa w the Lozd Vaumart, one of their chiefeſt leaders with fifteene o⸗ 
thers carried away with che ſhote, they began to quautt. Chen the pyince 
commaumed a freſh charge: hee marching foꝛmoll of allhiscompanties, 


which was griuen ſo hot and fierce,that al the rebels were put to the chaſe, 

to yceld, and to fall downe befoze them, whom God had armed with au⸗ 

thoꝛitie and fozce, to reuengechat moſt damnable rebellion, This firſt en · 

tountet was bpon two thouſand, who were lodged at Pierreſitʒ they were 
all Napne o7 taken p:ffoncrs, few onelp excepted. 

Che pz ince having aſſembl:d his trdupes agapne,tmmediatly ſet vp- 

on 
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onthe third village named liert, where were another t 
bels conducted by the Baron Tubeuf; they were all put to the » Aprill. 
ſauethe Baron T a {ew others who were taken pziſoners, 

And becauſe the night dzew neere apace,the Pꝛince thought good with 
all ſperde to aſſault the other companies of rebels who were at Comme- 
err eren 

oꝛd Beaulieu. 

This company had trenched and foztified themſelues, and therfoze the 
molt part of thẽ were þ cannons,pziefts,monks,fryers, i Jeſuites,ofthe 
Citie of Sees, and manp perſons of the countrep round about, who mould 
ſhewe ſome pꝛole of their valour, and how they could fight better with a 
Caliuer then with their Poꝛtiſſe: but at length it was found that they had 
moze (kill in iugling a Maſſe and making of Gods, then in handling their 
weapons: among them was the Parſon of Vins ter, a deſperate and le: 
dicious Pꝛieſt. The Lozd Beaulieu was their captain, who at the firſt on · 
ſet the ſayd Loꝛd Beaulieu was taken among the firſt in the fozcing of the 
Fozt, who being carried away by the Captaine befoze the 
Pzince, ſapd, that there were within that Fozt at the leaſt hundzed 


well armed and 
that, commanded the Lozds Bakqucuile # 


The Pzince vnderſtanding 
Archand to get into the Fozt, and foz that purpoſe he left them the Cul- 
uering, and went that night co E/coxcbe, where he arrined about eleven of 
the clocke in the night, And afſwne as he was gone, the rebels of Comeaux 
vnderſtanding how their kellowes had ſped, ytelded, with their lines onely 
. and bzought to E/coxche to the 


. ſojourned all the next day being the 2 1. of Apzill, to 
. the pziſoners, who were in great number of all qualities 


The ſame day the Lozds Hallot, Bakqueuile, Beuil,Bellefonrayn,and 
Archand, went abꝛoad with their companies, to ſee i they could meet with 
where they milt not much to haue taken the Baron 


The ſayd Baron and Briſſake with the ten of heir complices, rety2ed 
great ſpeede to Agenten, fearing to be as kindly hit on the hips, as their 
fellowes had bien. 


The 22. day the Pꝛinte leauing the Lozds of Harcoure, of Saint Ma- 
Venoix and Saſlay at Eſconche,went to Caurey, where hee vnderſtoode 
the Lozd Pierrecourt was lodged with ſome Launciers not farre of, 
be mounted ſtraight on hozſebacke and went to finde them out, but he had 
diſlodged a little befoze they came to the place,

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a gad cauſe, and handled by perſons of lawfull calling, 
Firſt, thou ſeeſt how the Ring heretofoze in the warres againft the K. 


of Naxarrehad not pzoſpered, but all things haue fallen to his owne char» 
— he perſecuted him without a c and 
uch perſons were put in truſt of his affayzes, and aduanced elues 
fozward, intending vader that colour to ſupplant their maſter, Now, when 
the Ring hath a juſt cauſe in hand, and put men in truſt that arc lawfully 
called, bearing a true and vnfayned heart to the Ring, kingdome, Crowne 
and Countrep, ſuch as bee the P2inces of his bloud, and other ofthe true 
Nobilitie of France, the Low alſo is of his ſive and fighteth fo: him, ma. 
keth him — reſtozeth to him his authozitie by ſteps, as it ſhall 
are hereafter, 

Secondly, here is a notable thing happened, which neuer did happen 
vnto any Captoeine that euer I baue read, ſaue vnto that noble Athenian 
Conon, that a Captainehad obtapned thzee noble vicoztes in one dap, but 
vnto this noble Pyince of ancient and noble raſe, + 

Thus the Pꝛince Montpencier by theſe vicozies, gaue a taſt vnto the 
rebels ofthe cup of their treaſons, and (o did dzine them into Townes and 
Holds, that afterward it was rare to ſee anp rebels abzoade,excepe it were 
when they had neede pꝛiuilie to ſteale out to robb their nigh neighbours of 
their gods. Hauing done this explopt, be purpoſed to bing the artitlerie 
from Courcy, and teturne tothe Citie of C ven, intending ſhoꝛtiy after to be 
in the ſteld agapne, and to tarrie by it vntill he had ſubdued the countrey 
to the Rings obedience agapne, 

By a pertinent digreſſion I baue ſhewed what noble and pꝛoſitable ex 
ployts the Pꝛinte Mom pencier hath done in Normandy agaiuſtthe Re- 
bels, now we will teturne to continuance ofthe narration 

It is ſapd befoze, how the King ſeeing himſelfe in extreame danger, 
made truces with the Ring of N\««-rre, and delinered him the Towneof 
Saumour, (0) his ſafe paſſage and repaſſage ouer the riuer of Loyre, which 
he committed to the Loyd of Pi. x line. 

Few dapes being expired, after che deltuering of the town of Saumour, 
the Ring of Nauarre went thether to the great contentation and refoyſing 
of all che inhabitants, and of all the Nobſlity round about well affected to 
the Kings ſeruice, and good ofthe realme , Liberty was geuen by the K. 
of Nauarre to all the inhabitants concerning religlonindiffercntly,as {cx 
had done in other places, 

Thc Ring of Navarre having odered all things at Saumur, about che 
17. day of Apzill went foo2th and beſieged the Caſtell of ZBroſ«k (the 
lane ert beving tt ,andarebeſtious Leaguer) ard tooke it by 
compoſition. | | 
The 18. the Ring ol Naxerre paſſed all his Fozcts beyond the go 

e 
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Loyre ouer the bzidg of Saumur, and within few dapes iopned with ether 
boxces which ſtaytd fo; him, gathered out of Normandy , Mayne, 
Perebe, Beauſſe, and other countries becing betweene Leyre, and Seyne,ins 

tending ſhoztly to ſee face to face the army of the rebels, conducted by the 


Duke de Mayne, 
atly iniuritd and offended ſo often, and 


Thus the King of Nauarre, 
at the requeſt, and foz the pleaſur e ofthe Duke of Gyr aſſaulted, now 
„ him that had pcr- 


-  commieth to reſcue out of danger — an dea 
ſeruted him fo long with all the foxces of a mighty kingdome, he commeth 
(I ſap) with a choſen army, not onely great in number, hut alſo in valour: 
— euery common ſouldicr might haue lupplyed the roome ol an De 
cer. 

Goe on O great Ring, put on the armoz ef God,+ follow bis calling, tbis 
day thou haſt obtapued a greater and mote famous vid oꝛp, then at the day 
of Cautra, in oucrcomming the deſire of reuengement, which vpon diuers 
occaſious might haut riſen by the fratlty of mans nature 

The 21 the Ring of Navarre haning paſſed oner theriuer Loyre, and 
iopned with bis fczces, gathered out ofthe Countreps aboucſay d, ſetteth 
fozth a declaration, ſhe wing the cauſes of this paſſage, 

Fird, bee ſheweth that hee is called cocnter into this action by God, 
by nature, by the lawe , and by the juſt appjobation of his Prince, 
which cauſes do moue bim to determine to implop his lyfe, his me anes 
power, fo the recſtabliſhing of p Rings Dee 
and fo the defence of good Subiects within the ſame decaytd, and oppꝛeſ⸗ 
ſed by the creaſons of che Leaguers, vader the colour of godlines and 


Decaudly, he pyoteſtethto hold foz enemies onelp them, who haue de- 
clared chemſelues enemies ofthe realm by thep2 rebellion, and outragious 
inſolencies committedagainſt the ſouetaigne magiſtrate aud tuſtice: p)0- 
miling notwithſtanding to receaue to mercy them, which(deceaued by the 
enticements of the rebels, oʒ fearc ) rather then by their owne malice haue 
aſſociat themlelues to the ſaid rebels. 

Denounceth therfoze to all Nouinces, Cities, Commonalties, Church 
men, Nobles, Pagiltrates, Captaynes, Souldicrs, Bozgeſes, Citizens, 
and all other ol gnp degree whatſoeuer, to recire ſpeedily from the ſociety 
ol thoſe traitozs aud rebels, and to returne vuder the obedience of cheir na⸗ 
turall audlawful Pzince and Ring: but ſpecially u the Churchmen 
(whereof ſome haue rcadered themſelues inſtruments of the fozmer ttea⸗ 
cheries and rebcilions)toloue peace, and to keepethemſclucs withinthcir 
bounds, returning and vader the obedience ofthcir King. 

Thirdlp, he pzotefech. that this his paſſing the riuer of Loyre (by the 
commenndenent of he Ving) ts log their veſtarr.aud therefoze takerh = 
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toe Rings faithfulſubiects vnder his procection; but ſpecially che Church 
men; fozbidding'vpon payne of death all his Captapnes and ſouldiers not 
top)offer any injurpvnto any of them, their goods 0) places of exerciſes, 
willing alſo all che afo2eſaiv perſons to repap2e vnto the king, oz vnto him, 
to haue aud teteaue paſpozte , andpzotections, that the fapthfull map be 
diſcerned from the Rebell, 

Fourthly , he turneth his ſpeach tothe fozeſaid perſons, admoniſhing 
them to conſider the hoꝛrible enils which haue already and ſhall riſe out of 
that damnable rebellion, To the Cleargy hee ſpeaketh, to conſider how 
godlines is euery where choked in the middeſt ofthoſe tumults, the name 
of God blaſphemed, and religion deſpiſed. 

The Noble men he pꝛapeth to conſider how theyz ower mult needs fall. 
with the ruine ol the King, Crowne, and Eſtate. 

The Magiſtrates hee warneth to repzeſent befoze their eyes what exe- 
crable violating ofiuſtice will follow, by the examples of the ]Þarſjaments 
of Pris and T holonſe, tartied away Pꝛiſoners as in a triumph by taſcals, 
and vilanous k 

The commons hee aduertiſeth to thinke how they are eaſed by thefe tu. 
multes , where their goods are expoſed to the pꝛay of the vileſt ſoyt, their 
_— interrupted, their huſbandziealtogether turned into walt, and de: 


Laſt of all, he exhoztcthall men to endeuour themſelues to bying what 
they can toremedy theſe tuils, which p rebels haue pꝛocures co the realme, 
which cannot be done without a good peace, neither can that be obtayned, 
but by the returning vader the Rings obedience, reftozing his ropall au⸗ 
thoꝛity, and reeſtabliſhing of iuſtice : hee aſureth himſelle that God who 
enen ſaluation vnto Ringes, will alſiſt him in this enterpꝛiſe and iuſt 
cauſe, 

Aunergne is a Pꝛouince in France, full of hilles and mountains 
wherein there be thzee Cityes, ſituated in fozme ofa triangle, and not dif- 
tant farre one from another, to wit, Rion, Clermont, and Monferrant: the 
Rings long befoze had eſtabliſhed at Rien, be llde other courts, a ſoueraigne 
court of his treaſurers, ; receaners. This Citie had rereaued the League, 
and had committed rebellion agayuſt him, in ſhaking off the poke of obedi⸗ 
ente. Therefoze the Ring about the 24. ot Apzill,ſeeing their obſtinacy in 
their rebellion , do reuoke from the ſatd Towne of Xo» ali his courts, and 


doth tranſpoztthe ſame tothe Citie of Clermont, commannding all his of- 
ficers ofal his courts in that cittp, to repaire tothe ſaid Cler wont, and there 
to execute their charge. 

About the ſame time alſo the Ring doth adiudge all the goods ol the 
Dukesof Mayne, Aumale, and of the Cheualier « Aumale, and of the vo. 
luncary inhabitants ofthe cities of P, Roen, . Imieni, Abenile, Rhemes,

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Orleans, ( hartres, Mans, Lyons, Tholonſe, to bee feyfaited tohigcrowue fo 


their creaſons and perſcuerance in the ſame, abpne the time pycfited vaco 


tbem, which was the 1 5. day of March lalt paſt, and ozdaiued commillio- 
vers to ſell the ſayd goods aud laads to his mr 
The Ring of A/a««r7e iu the meant time ſcourethche countrep, and pze* 


pateth himlelfe to receaue the Rings commaundement: and vnderſtat 

that the Duke de Layne was lodgev at , and AZontoyre , the 28. 
of Apzill he determined to ſurpzize ſomeof che enemies, and about foure 
a dock in the mozung, taking eight huuderedhozſemeri, and onethouſand 
ſhot on hozſbacke, went to balt at Chaulx in Aujeꝶ, ten long leagues from 
5 aumour : departing thente, æhauing already gone fozward thzee leagues, 
he receaued newes how che Dake of Mayne had bzought his foꝛces to 
baſteaurenault, and had ſent part of chem to beſiege the County of Bri- 
enne,who was at Saint Oyne, nigh Amboyſe. 

The King heating ofthe ſiege of ( Vaſtcaurenault, and Dapnt Oyne. by 
the enemp, hauing hun h neighbour: aud fearing that he mould tame 
to lodge in the Suburbs ol 7 #74, being in danger to be deliueted into the 
bands ol them, by the intelligences which they had with the leagued ol bis 
Court, and ofthe Citie: he did diſpatch diuers Poſtes both to Sau Du, t 
alſo ts other places to the Ring of 2\4u«r7e , And about thzee leagues 
from Chaulx toward Yendeſme,hee was aduertpzed bp thꝛet Poltes, that 
the King ſent foz him: whereuppoa the ſayd Ring of Naxarre turned bi 
dle, andcame that night to lodge at Malle vpd Loyre, within two leagues 
of Towre, after he had beene 24.howers on hoꝛſbacke, and imme diatly ſeut 
wozd of his comming to the Ring, The Ring vnderſtanding of his being 
ſo nigh him, did greatly reiopce , knowing that the enemy neither would 
no} durſt enterpꝛipe any thing whileſt he was ſo nigh his perſon, _ 

Theenemy ſent certayne companies in the evening with a great bia. 
uade, and tooke a Suburbe of Turi, where they defloured a Payd, who 
Had fled into the Church befoze the bigh alter, x in the armes ol aa 
but hearing that the Ring of Nazarre was at hand ( without any leaſuxe 
to take bzeath) they rety2ed pꝛeſently. 

The King of Nazerre reſted himſelfe and his troupes the next day, but 
the zo. of Apzill (beeing the Lozds dap) iu the mozning, the. ſayd King of 
Nanareiudging that it were neceſſary fy them both to ſee one another, 

cherevppon to take ſome certayne reſolution of theit affopyes, beeing alſo 

requeſted by the Ring (although his counſel] had diuers opinions of that 
interuiew ) hee ſent td the King by the Lozd of Ie, that he was 

gone to ſet all his troupes in bartaile arrap at the Pant la Alo, a quarterr 

_ of a league from Tri, and that it it Mould pleaſe his Maicſiy to come to 
the Suburbs, he would kiſſe his Paicſties hands, and would receage, his

Riog, Au chat mozning was employed in counſell, m— 
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After the faid Ring ol Nau arre, with all his troupes had ſtayed about 
two houres, the Barſhafl Hautmont came to him from the Ning, to pay 
bim that he would paſſeouer the riucr, to tome to him to Pleſſs les Tours, 
where the Ring wich all che court taped fo him. That thing he imme 
diat ly determined to dw, leauing of all ſuſpitions, and deſpiſing the tonn· 
ſell ol many, who would haue him to differ that interuiewe vntill another 
time:conſidering alla, that there was no apparance of danger, he paſſed o- 
uer the riuer at the bzidge of Saint Sphorize, i went to miete the Ring, 
accompantey with che il Hautmont, and many of his nobilitie 
and his garves, lexing cheret of his foxes coſta fy ben a th paſs 


De fhuns the Ring ſtaping fo2 bim, in the alley of the Parke of Pleſſi: - 
there was ſo great thong, as well of Courtiers as of the inhabitants of 


te 


Citie, who ran thether from tuery where, that the two Rings ſtayed 
ſpace of halfe a quarter of an houre, ſtretching their armes one toward 
another,befoze they couldtouch one another: ſo great was the pzeace ; fox 
the place (though very ſpacious) wouldnot receaue the multitude, ſo that 
the trees were loaded with men to beholde that bleſſed meeting. The 
embjaſings, the ſalutations , were reiterated diuers times of both Rings, 
with a hew of mutuall top and contentation, 

The reiopſing of all the Court, and of che people was incredible: foz 
all men did crie by che ſpace of halfe anhoure, Gad ſaue the Ring, a voyce 
that had nor bern hard either at Tours, o in any place elſe where the Ring 
had been in more then foure monerhs befoze; Another actlam ation follo⸗ 
wed the firſt; God ſaue the Rings. God ſaue the Ring, and the Ring of N- 
=o all men pꝛaiſed God, and bleſſed that happie and long veſircd res 
con iliation. | 


The two Rings parting thenee,entredinto counſel, where they were 


the ſpoce ot two houres:and after the counſell, they twke their hozſes and 


roade together, accompanied with the Court vnto Saint Anne, which is

The ſaid Kingof Neu, departedfrom the Ring at Saint Anne. 
repoſſed Loyre,where his troupesſtayed fo2 him, © lodged at the Suburbs

The mozrow after, being the firſt dap of May, about ſixe a clock in the 
moming, the Ring of Vue tired into the towne, to goe to ſalute the 
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that the Ring would got to Paſle ; where hee was accompanied by the 1589. 
ſaid Ring of Nezerre vnto the Church doe: from thence he went to ſa« A. . 


luce the Pꝛincelle of Condy and County. taping fo the Rings recurne from 
Maſſe. Afcerward the ſaid Ring of Na«arre, aslovg as ber made his a. 
boadethere,oftenttmes viſited the King, and take counſel together ſoz 
the common benefit of the realme. 

The ſame dap, the ſaid King of Nauarre obtained ofthe Ring, foʒ them 
of Sedan ten thouſand Crownes fo? to helpe them in their affaires, with 
letters wiittenvnto the Duke of Lerreyne, him to make 
warr? no longer vppon Seen, declzring that they were vuder his pꝛo⸗ 
te dion. 

Mhileſt theſe things were a doing at Tours, the Duke 4 Manne diy 
batter Chat eaurenault; but vndet ſi auding of the interuiew of the two 
Kings, at iht ſeifc ſan t houte of the interniew her bzake the flege, and in 
haſte tetired to / endeſme. The Ring as ts befoze ſaid, ſtoobe in great dau- 
ger. to be either murdcred oz elſe delivercd to the enemp,bp the intelligence 
which the Duke Mayne had with ſome traitours which were of his 
counſeil in the Court aud in the Citie, Now by this ble ſled reconſiltation, 
here is a great change to be ſerne on a ſuddaine; fo) by this, the Rink is 
put outoffeare, luecth vut of vanger of the rebels, is foztified vp ati⸗ 
uall of this mightpPyace and army vnlooked fozz the hearts of all good 
fubiects are herewithencouraged, and the conſpiratours ate terriſted: fox 
the Duke of MA yne bring at /endoſwe, aud in the territozpthere abouts, 
withamighty army ofcraicozs,had t omuiitted ſuchinſclencies vppon the 
people of their owne League and vnion, that the countrey was replentſhey 
with es, and impꝛecations. F tare therfoze of the Ring of V- 
warre,and of ſome inſurregion of the people of the countrep, conſtrained 
him firftes place part of his army in gariſors,inthetownes of Beauſſe, An. 
jou, Mayne, and Perc he, to make hanock of alithat he left behind, aud alter · 
ward te returne to Paris. | 
The Ouke a Mayne hauing ſo druided his army, with one part of the 
ſame, giucth te himſelke manp alarum in that retire to Paris. 

It is ſat b ſoꝛe. how about the beginning of Apzill, the Ring tor ſide 
ring the reaſonable poffirsciehe Ring of Naverre,whe in his great pꝛo⸗ 
ſperity , and when he might baue enlarged his autho;ity farre and wide 
thzoughout al France, pzoffered peace and apdvntsthe Ring to his great 
diſadvantage: at length nectſſitte mfozced the ſaide Ring to conclude a 
truce with the King of Ne foz a whole year, beginrung at the 3. day 
of àpzill 1589. end ending che ſame day of the ſame moneth, in the peare 


The conditions of the ſaiv trute were ara d vppon, and pzomiſed ta | 


be obſcrued by chetwo Kings, the 26.of Apzill, 
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Firſt, in publication oſthe ſame truce, the Ring with a long diſcourſe 
doth moteſt of his conſtaucy in the Catholick religion, and oppoleth the 
pꝛeołes which he hatch ſhewed from his yauth vp, as well in his pztuat p20+ 
felſion and exerciſes, as tn purſuing the contrary religion by all meanes, 
and reſtabliſhing the ſaip romilh religion, in places where it had bene 
aboliſhed, againſt the calunmies, falſe repozts,and launders of the Lea- 
guers. 

On the contrarie, ſheweth how his enemies haue taken the pꝛetence 
oe religion, and diſchat gung the people of ſundꝛy exactions,to make aſſoci- 
ations to themlelues, to repleniſi the realine with tumults 
and coutuſions:whereby they haue giuen oppoꝛztunity to the heretickes. to 
aboliſh the Catholik religion, and to enlarge theirs, and they themſelues 
haue by ſundzp cruelties and extoztions, oppꝛeſſtd his ſubiects of the Ca» 
tholick religion: he complaint th that the Leaguers hauing attempted a- 
gaiuſt his perſon, and pꝛoclapmed an open war againff him and his au- 
thozity, who though their imuries, haue tnt̃oced him ta call the Ring of 
2 to his naturall and law ull defence, againſt theit rebellions and 
crea . 
Secondly, he declareth how the Ring of Vawerre, bis 
duty toward his Maieſty, and pittying the miſera ble ſtate of the realme, 
ſubuerted ; bꝛought to a lamentable confuſion bythe Leagucrs, bath in- 
ſtantly required peace of him. Ahereupon by the aduiſe of the Princes 
of the bloud, officers ofthe Crowne, and Lozds uf his Counſell, he hath 
concluded a truce; and ctaſing from all hoſtility thougbout the whole 
rtalme, therein comprehending the County of / cuiſſe, and ſtate of Aug 
nom, belonging to the Pope, the ſaid truce co begin the third day ol Apaill, 
and to continue a whole peare. 

The conditions of the ſatd truce are as followeth. | 

Firlt, that the King of Vauarre ſhall not, during the time of the ſaid 
truce, cinplophis foꝛces within, noꝛ without the realme, but to2 his ſer- 
uice, and at his commaundement and direction. 

De condlp, that whereſoeuer the Ring of NV aure ſhall come , he ſhall 
alter, cbange, noz innouat, noz interrupt the ererciſe ofthe romiſh religt- 
on, noz ſhew any diſpleaſure to the Pꝛitſis, no tothe places of their de · 
uotiens. : 
Thirdly, that whatſoeuer plate, Towne, Citie, Caffell oz Foztrelle, - 
he ſhall take by any meane whatſoeuer, immediatiy deliuer the ſame to 
the Rings pleaſure. 

Laſt of all, the Ring graunteth to them of the refozmed religion, the li- 
berty of their conſciences whereſocuer, within his dominions, and the er: 
ercile of the ſame in places were it was exerciſed at the time ofthe con: 
cluding of this truce; alſo that they all ſhall eniop their gods lr 
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ſo that likewiſe they hall ſuffer the Catholikes to enioy the fretdome of 1589. 
Ap. 


their religion and gods, in places which ate in their power. 
This was pꝛoclaymed and recozded in Parliament the thirtle day of 
Apꝛill at Tours the dap of they} interuiewe. 

About the (ame time in like manncr, the king of Nan arre did ſet f8o2th 
a declaration ofthe cauſes oftheſe trutes: wherein firſt he voth pꝛotell, 
that in all theſe tial warres, he hatch armed himlelfe and his frienves 
againſt bis will, nature und neceſſitte enſoꝛcing hun ſo to doe, and ſheweth 
that his warre ofthe League began vnder apzetence and ſhadow ot re 
ligion, but iu vety de ede is found a war of eſtate.Moteſtethj that his great 
deſire hath becue alwapes to doe ſome good and acceptable ſeruice to the 
king. Complapneth cf the malice of his enemics, diſguiſed and co- 
loured with fauourabie pzerences to ouerthzow the State. Commendeth 
the king, who ac length hath with a good iuogement diſcerned his inno · 
cenciefrom their malice,thzough ſo greac and thick miſt of colours and 
calomnies of his enemics, 

Ol condlp, he ſheweth that the Leaguers making che wozld belecue to 
warte agatnſt the refozmed religion, whome they doe cal beretikes, neuer 
went to lecke them out where they were, but abuſing ofthe kings autho- 
ritie and power, which they had fil in hand, x to that end baue by the ſaid 
fazces, ſurpꝛiʒed the townes and foztceſſes which were furtheſt and le alt 

Thirdly, he ſbeweth that they haue not bl. d their pꝛeachers and Jeſn- 
ites to conuert the pzetendcd hereticks as they ſhould haue dont, but in 
all places where they haue dozne the way, haue made them ſerue fo2 
trompets of ſedition and firebzands , toſound the alarum, aud co ſet the 
whole Realme on a ſire, and miſer able combuſtion to rayſethe ſubiccts a- 
gamltcheir pzince,toleduce them from the obedience of their magtſtrats, 
to diſpoſe them to cumults, alteration and noueities. whereby they have 
pzocured an hozrible vefo2mitie in the Realme,a generall and incredible 
rebellion, by the which they haue baniſhed all pietie and iuſtice out of all 
Cities and places which are vuder their tyzannp. 

Fourthly, be ſheweth the caules of this their reconſiliacion and inter. 
niew, to haue beennoreſyect of religion at all: But that he ſoꝛ his parte 
pitying the miſerable ſtare wherunto the enemies had reduced the realm, 
when he mought haue vſcd the puvlike talamities of the ſaide fate foꝛ to 
doe well and aſſurt his affapies, f ell iniuries and diſcurteſies 
rettaued vato che realine, hath offe red to the king his life, and mtanes to 
alliſt bim corcſtabhſh his authozitie: which the king of his cle · 
mentie and godnes accepted, And vpon that accepration(that hee might 
the bettet haue meanes to do hun god ſcrutce)the ſapd Ring bath conciu: 
ded a generali trute thzoughout all his CIR fo a whole pear, in- 
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dcluding therein the Countte of /eriſe and ſtate of Auiguon. 


Laſt of all, hee chargeth and commmandeth all them of his ſide and reli- 


gion, to keepe the conditions of this truce inniolabſe, foxbidding them to 


enterpꝛiſe, innovate, oz alter any thing cither in religion 02 policie, in any 
place of the Rings dominions. | 

And as the Ring of his gracicus godnes had giuen libertic to them of 
the refozme religion, to emop the fretdome of their tonſcientes & goods, 
be willeth alſo the like libercte to bee given to the Catholſkes, who are in 
the Pꝛouinces, Townes 02 Cities, holden by them of the refozmed reli⸗ 
gion, lo long as this truce ſhall endure, 

Among all other Pꝛouinces, which ch2ongh rebellion had fozſaken the 
Kings obedience, Picardy aud the Ilt of France had waded moſt teepely 
in that rebellion, haning generally reuolted, Calis and Bolv5gne excepted, 
In the Fe of France there is a (mall Tune named Scalis, in the wap be» 
wene Champaigne-and Paris, that Towne alſo had rebelled and iopned 
to the vnion ofthe League, a Towne of no ſtrength , neither in foztificas 
tions no? ſituation, 

About the beginning of Apzill, the Lozd Thoreof the heufe cf Mom- 
morency, weut vp and downe in the Towne of Sex/:s,conferring with the 
rod and faithtull inhabitants of the ſapy Towne, who with his good and 
graue reaſons reduced them to the Rings obediince, 

Abont the beginning of Pap, the ſayd Lozd Thorc within the ſpace of 
thice dapes, made a chopſe and muſter of able men out of the villages of 
the Duntchp of Mommorency, ſa that as well of his companits as ofthe 
inhabitants of the Townc,he made a ſufficient number of reſolute meu to 
the number of two thouſand, able to ſtand againſt anp fozces that ſhould 
ſceke co aſſault the Towne, furniſhing-the ſame aboundantly with viduall 
and mum tian, and allneceſſarp things fo the keeping and defence thereof; 
This he did, not that the place was of any ſuch ſtrength, but repoſing his 
gut in Ood, who is a defender of a juſt cauſe, and in the courage & faith» 
falncs of the inhabitants and ſouldiers there, The Pariſiens amazed to 
ſce the ſodame reducing of the ſayd Towne to the Rings obcdicuite, did 
all heit dil:@ence to put out that fire kindled ſo ntere them, a 

The Loꝛdof M ayneuile( whom wee haue ſapd the Duke de Mayne had 
left gouernourof Parit) in great haſt with a company of Pariſiens weit 
armed, came to beſiege the ſayd Towne of Sexlis. The Duke 4 Aumele 
with a bzatie tampanie of hoꝛſemen and a ſo2t of fte men, arriued inconti⸗ 
nently there after the Load Mayncuile; ſo that an a ſodaine tiyey belicged 
the Towne, being at the daſh to the vumber of foure thouſand men, 

The fourth dap, the Partſiens and other partakers and feltowes ofthe 
vnion, came poſting from maup places, being well hozfed and faruiſhen, 
and found themlelues that day befoze that Towne to the __ _ 

ouland-. 
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The fift dap they ſent to Paris fo Oꝛdinante, whereof thiee were ſent ey 


them, to wit, two Canons and one Culuerine: and becauſe none would 
enterpꝛiſe to conduct the layd Dzdinauce,this way was deuiſed. 

In the alteration which was made in the Citie in January laſt, they 
had appoynted a Captain foz every warde ot the Citie,which be eightcen, 
which bp turnes ſhould haue out of his warde twclue hund ed men, to 
march to the Boys of V icennes nigh Paris, to keepe that Caſtle from ſur: 
p2:3ing by the Rings friends. Caycaine Aubret his regiment was appom⸗ 
ted that day to that charge, to wit, to conduc the Dzdinance, to whome 
was added the companie of Captaine Compan;they(teaning fo2 that day 
the k&piag of the Caſtle Yicennes, their baggage, apparell, aud pzonifion 
of vicuall, which was gone befoze though che gate S. Anthony) went 
thzoigh S, Martins gate,where the Ozdinance was gone befoze, vnder 
the charge of one Brigard, Pzocurato2 ofthe Cone houſe. C hey artiued 
with theſe thzee pieces at Seals the ſixt day of Pap'in the cuening, Ac 
their arriuing they ſaluted the Towne with a peale ofthat Dyvinance, 

At the noyſe therof,chep ofthe Towne ona ſudden came to the Towne 
walles, and offered to make as great a bzeach in the wall as they would 
— — and ſo to eaſe them from taking ſo much papnes as to vſe the 

anon ſhot. 6 
The Duke 4 Aumale pt ſentiy ſent to ſummon them to peeld vnto 
— they within pꝛomiſed to make an anſwere the mozrowe fol-- 

wing. 1 

Upon this anſwere, a Poſt of che Towne went to Pærir to bing them 

good newes, which encreaſed greatly by the wap, as the manner is: there 
the repoꝛt went that Sexlss had offered thœſcoe thouſand Crownes, 
ſome multiplied that to one dundered thouſand, foz their rauuſome. 
The dap, they ofthe Towne gaue their anſwere both by poxcraiture 
and by mouth: fo they all night had poztraped on a cloath the Dukes de 
ln e Aumalchanged on gibbets, ę the Dutcheſſe Aontpenſier knee. 
ling at the feete of them with her head all uncoucred, weeping and wailing 
and teariag her haire,which they cauſed co be ſet on the mozrow (betug the 
+.0f Pap) to bee ſpzead vpon the-walles, the people crying with vile and 
rep)oachful ſpeaches, that the.ſame was the poztraiture ofthe compoſition 
they demaunded.

Upon the ſight of this picture, and wozds ſpoken ont of the wall: they 
ſent agayne to Paris foz moge Oꝛdinance, to beat the Towne to duſt, fo 
they had ſwone-ſo to do. ; 
ThePariſiens made extuſe, that they lacked Bullets, and ſuch Pieces 
as they demaunded. , 
The cauſe of this excuſe was not ä to do ſo much —

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as the other intended to haue done: but fo feare of the ielouſics betweene 


the Duke de Mayne and Au : for the Duke Aumale had been greats 
ly, and oftentimes deſired (after his departure from thence)to returne to 
Paris, which he denyed todo. The Pariſiens cherefoze fearing that A- 
male hauing ſuch fozces as hee had at Sculis, and expected dayly from the 
L od Balagny, and hauing ſtoze of Dyvinance and munition, either mig he 
turne alltheſe fozces agaynſt them, oz keepe them ſhozt from hauing any 
victaals out of Picardie, oz to male a third faction, and to ſtriue with the 
Duke de Mayne about the ſtate, and [a u aken their partp, to expoſe them 
to be ap2ap foꝛthe King. | , 

The Duke 4's-/#hale, ſeeing that there was little ſuccour to bee ex» 
pected from Paris, ſent to Peronne, where he had ſire pieces of Ozdinance, 
and out of i jous one, which were conducted to Su by) Lob Balag- 
ny, gouernour of Cam bray. | 

About the 1 3.dayofPap they of Sculis made a ſally out of the Towne 
with a hundered hoꝛſemen; whereac they that beſieged the towne were lo 
amaſed, that they thought beſt to flee: ſotheariſtens caſting awap their 
armo?, fled, and hid themſelues in buſhes on cucry live, 

Df theſe hundered hoꝛſemen, fiftiereturned into the towne,aud the o⸗ 
ther fifty kept the ficld , foz to apde any that might come to ſuccour them, 

About the 15. of Pap, the Lozd Balagny with his companies of Ulal- 
lons, Cambzeſines and Picardines, tame and topued to the D. Aumale, 
with ſixe pieces of Oꝛdinance, which hee had taken at Peronne and An- 
jous, as is afozeſapd, 5 

The 12. day of Map, they beganto batter Salis with ten pieces ofbat- 
terp , and within a while having made a great each, the enemy confu- 
ſedly gaue the aſſault , who was repulſed with ſome loſle, 

The lame dap about noone , wozdcame tothe enemy that the Duke of 
Longucuulle, nied with the Lozdesof Humicres , Bonniuet, la 
Nowe, Giury, Meſuiller, and Tour, and other nobles of Picardy were at 
haud to the number of a thouſand hozſemen, and thzee thouſand lootmen to 
relcue the towne of Seni. 

TUhereupon the Lozd Balagny pitched in campe the beſt power of his 
men. and beeing then accompanied with the Lozds of Mainnile, of Saifſe- 
zal, Me Nieres, and Congy,with others, appzoched ſomewhat ueere to the 
Duke of Long=exslle, in good hope to diſcomfit him. The hozſemen of 
Cambray,and the Wallons alſs firſt charged the footmen of the Duke of 
Longueulle , The (aid footmen departed chemſelues in the middle,qgaue 
roome fo) the ozdinance to ſhoot : which at the firſt volye made a great 
ſlaughter of the Cambzeſines and Mallons, who lyking nat that play, 
recy2ed backe with greater haſt then they went to it: but afterwardthey 
came all to a ſet battaile, kought ſtoutly on both ſpdes, and with great coue 
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tage: but the Dzdinance of the Duke of Lengueuille made ſtil ſo grrat 1589. 
ſyoile ofthe exemp , that conceauing a great dead they began to wauer, May. 
reithercould the Duke 4 A»wale , no} the Lo Balagny by any perſwa⸗ 

lions encouragethem,noz hing them to good oder agapne: ſothe confu 

ſion and terroꝭ encrcaſing, the whole army which beſiegev the towne, fled 


away pieſently, 


The Duke of Longuenille his power, with the power which was in the 
Towne, ilſuing fozth,did ſo follow the chaſe, that wich handy blowes they 
killed as many as they could ouertake . There remapned ſlayne ofthe re⸗ 
belsvpon the place betweene fifteene hundzed and two thouſand, as many 
were ſlaine in the chaſe, beſides them who wert ſlapne in the Uillages by 
the countrey people, All the Oꝛdinante and munitionofwarre , bagge # 
baggage was lefe behind. The Duke 4 Aumale had a blow which did him 
no good, the Lozd Balagny had an other which did him no great hurt: both 
of them fled to Pit in leſſer company then when they went to Sel. 
The Duke Auma the 19, of May went out of Pu, fearing there 
to be welome, and miſtruſting the ſnareg of de £3 ayne, mutiny and fac- 
tions of che Pariflens , he retp2ed co Saint Denis. 

Balagny remayned in Pari, faining there that hee would take oꝛder fo} 

the gathering of che Souldſers, bzeathing out cruell theatning what hee 
would do, and pzomſling to che Pariſiens, that a new ſupply of TUallons 
would come out of the low Countrep: he chearcth the people of Paris, who 
were ſmitten with the dzead of Jericho. The ſelfe ſame day, the rebels of 
Rion in Auuergne, had an ouerthnom no leſſe then this, but the particulari⸗ 
tyes are not vnto me fo) lacke of inſtructions. 
Qe heue inſerted by the judgements which God hath execu- 
ted vpon the rebels, befoze Sexlss, Firſt,how they were connicten of trea · 
ſon aud felony vpon the walles of Seni, and there their cheefeſt Captains 
hanged, Neither was that a play of botes,but the woꝛke of God, which by 
that feareſull picture would haue admoniſhed both the headlings and vn 
derlinges ofthat rebellion, of their offence, of his fudgements exccuted vp⸗ 
pon rebels in all ages, and put them in rememb)ance ok their duty. 

Secondly, wee haue ſeene a blow geuen of God)vnto ſuch vnfaichfull 
Traito)s,de{piſers of Gods O1dinance)in carneft of beauler plagues, if 
tough repentance they do not returne to their ducifull obedience, 

No wee will returne to ſhew the effectes ofthe meeting, and inter- 
niewofthe two Ringes at Toxr-the 30,of Apzill, a 
_ Jtis lapd, hom the Duke de Mayne tooke a right as ſoon as he heard 
of this interuie w, returned to Yer „ where ſoioming a few dayes, hee 
overed his armp, placed part ot them in garriſons in diuers townes and 
holdes , as is ſaid, 

It is laid allo, how he had lent to the Duke Awmale, to ſend him ſome

At length the ſaid Ring ol Van arre vaderſtanding how that the 
Duhke de Afayne fled with parte ol bis army: about the thirtetuth day 
of May followed him ſo necre vppon the heeles, that he put all ſtrag lers 
which were left behind tothe ſwozd, and did ſo ſcoure the countrep of Be- 
anſſe,that not one of the enempes durſt ſhew themſelues abzoad out of their 
boldes, | 

CAhileſt the Ring expected certayne regiments of Suiſſers, and other 
foxces, which did daply pzeparets come to him, h: Ring of Navarre ſg» 
iozning in Zeaxſſe,about Beyſgeney. had ſent the L ond Lorges to ſcoure the 
countrep toward ( haſteaadune and Bonaxal, and retyzed to his houſe of 
Lorges nigh Mare heſnoyre. 

The Duke & Aumale had ſent the Lozd Sauein e with ſome companies 
of Picardy, but ſpet ially che L 020s of Broſſes , with ſixe 02 ſeuen ſcoze gens 
tlemen, al the choiſe ofche Nobility in P«cardy, that were fauouring that 
ſide, and ſotozned at ( Bartres. 

This Saucinzetooke with him his companies of Picerdy, ande reltin- 
wile : fo) the Duke de Nl yne guuernour at Chartres, accompanied with

Th? 18. of May, the Ring of Nauare ſert the Lo Chaſtilion, accom. 
pavi:d with the Lozds Fouqueroles, Charbomiere, Harambure , Mony. 
Reſny , Saint Scre, Freſillon, and Chambalame, aud ather gentlemen to 
make warre with two hundzed hoꝛſemen, and as many barquebuziers,and 
by Bey/gency vnderſtood that theſe croupes of P:cary , ſent by the Duke 
A Aumale,came that way to haue mct the Lozd Lorgcs: the Loyd Chaſti- 
lion therefoze with his companies directed bis wap coward Bonexal, and 
tooke with him the Lozd Fonquerentes , with twenty of his gentlemen fo 
ſcouts , thep met Arcleinuile with fifty hoꝛſes with him. The Lozd Cha- 
ſtilion maketh towards him to charge him, and ſo vſev the matter that 
they killed ſixe men of the enemy. Arcleinuile having no great lyking of 
that plap, retired and gaue the alarum to the reſt of the troupts, a quarter

The Lozd Chaſtilion his footmen teteaued them, who after the firfk 
Harquebuziers were diſcharged , tuen during the fight ruſhed in among 
the hoz\men, killed many hozſes with their \wo2ds 2: ofthe Lozd Chaſti- 
lion his men were flapne one that had beene of the Ring of Nazerre his

The Ring of Nauarre after this ouerthꝛow of Sauciuze and his compa⸗ 
nies nigh Bonaxal, about the 22, of Pap being at Boyſgency vpon Loyre 
beneath Orleans fige leagues, waiteth a louing letter to the rebels of Orle- 
ant, to pꝛout what reaſon and fayze offers might do with them, wherein 
he ſheweth to them. 

Firſt, that he hath fozeſeene and foze warned France of the euils which 
this laſt ciuill Tlarres would bing, and pꝛoteſtech of che dilly » 
king of it at all times. And although his pꝛoteſtations and warnings 
haue been little regarded, notwithſtanzing the iniuries which he hath re- 
ceaued, yet wil he not faple in his duty toward his countrey, but will ſerke 
the meanes to cure her diſeaſe, 02 die wich it both in generall,and parti- 
cular, 

Secondly, aduiſeth them to conſider the cauſes of their rebellion to bee 
in themſelues,and not in other men: fot it cannot be fo2 any religion, oꝛ a« 


ny violence, o2 neceſlitie which hath enfozced them thereunto; but a wicked 


and taſh minde, which maketh them p2zecend a feare of ſome euill that may 
come hereafter ; and ſo doing they make themſelues vufoztunate, and caſt 
themſelues in a miſcrable ſtate, Aud in pzeuenting a fault that map bee 
hereafter, they do commit a manifeft and heynous crime: in going about 
to ſtop an cuill, which they do imagine to ſee a farre of, they dw pzocure to 
themſelues innumerable euils: to aſſure a libertie to their childzen, which 
no man will binder, they ds thzowe chemlclues into a pyeſent bondage: 
To make ſure (as they ſap) their ſtate and goods, they pteld themſelues 
to be ſpopled and robbed, 

Put them in rememb)ance of the calamities which will accompanie 
their rebellion and their obſtinacie in the ſame, as that they de dzawe a 
cruell warre to their gates, whereby they ſhall be continually in feare aud 
alarume ; by it they ſhall haue need continually of an axmie to gard them; 
by it they ſhall ſee their houſes, their ſteldes, their vines ſet on a fire, their 
wiues and childzen ſpopled, their traffique fopped,their huſbandzie was 
ſted: and all this they are like to ſuffer fo going about to reuenge ansther 
mans naughtie quarrell, and fo to make their backes to be fatſteps fo? o⸗ 
ther men to get vp vuto the ſcaffold of cheir ambition: which if ut * 

as 
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(as it canmot ſtand)it will quaile, ſtifle and vndo them. ; 

Thirdly, admonilheth them to call to remembꝛante the idelitie and loy · ay. 
altie of their anceſtoꝛs to Charles the 7, whom they defended againſt Eng- 
land and the moſt part of France, which had conſpired againſt him, and ex: 
hozteth them alſo to remember their oath naturally giuen, to keepe their 
fidelitie, loyaltie and duetie inuiolable to their naturally Pꝛinte. 


Laſt of all, hee aflureth them of the Rings clemencie and gracious fa. 
our, and pꝛoffereth them his meanes to further the ſame, if they will re⸗ 
turne vnder his obedience. | 

' Afterward the Ring of Nauarre ſcoured all the countrep of Beauſſe, ha. 
uing enfozced the rebels to keepe in their Holds, 

Atlength the Ring hauing receaued certaine regiments of Swiſſers, 
and encouraged with theſe god beginnings againſt the rebels, (knowing 
the God of battailes to be of his ſide) in the latter ende of June gatherer 
all his foꝛces together, and came in perſon to his Campec,Helpe commetrh 
to him from all parts of the Realme , bis armie encreaſeth daily in num- 
ber, fame and power. The tate of the Ring thus ſuddenly, many Cities 
begin to entreate vpon peace, 

Thus the Ring hauing recovered part of his authozitie, and in good 

hope to retouer the whole, and moze then euer he had, by refuſing the coun- 
ſell ol ſtrangers, and following the gwd, wiſe, ſage, and diſcreet counſell of 
the Pyinces of his dloud,and other his noble and faithfull counſellers,ſub- 
ieas and friends; he marcheth direnly toward Pris to begin the puniſh: 
ment, where this vnthankfulnes, treacherie and rebellion had begun. He 
taketh Panteys, M. Clem, ſeazeth vppon Poiſſy, S. G ne,Charanton, 
and other Townes round about Pri. Melouns and Corbei he had fozti« 
fied and holden euer ſince the of the rebellion, 
ThePzinces of and Italy 
wiſh him well, do p2offer him money and men to tepꝛeſſe that barbarous 
treacherie of his enemies. Dome of the firlt conſpiratoꝛs alſo though dif 
papꝛe, flee vnto his mercie, Finally, all things now fall contrary to their 
expecation and traiterous deſires, without any hope to lake any moze (0 
long as the Ring liueth) fo2 anp condition of agreement oz ſuretie of lite. 
To be ſhoꝛt, the caſe is altered, 

Foz the Ring leading his power nigh Perm, to tompaſſe it round 8- 
bout, and hauing all the Townes about, beginneth ſo to diſtreſſe it, that 
either none oz (mall ſtoꝛe of victuals could be bzought into the Citie. 

The conſpiratozs begin to tremble at this newe and ſudden chaunge : 
therefore the heads of the traitozs ſeeing themſelues ſo hardly beſet, doo 
enter into counſell to determine vppon the extremitie of their affap2ee, 
One among the reſt declared the daunger wherein they liued; he ſhewed 
that the mindes ofthe Nobilitie were mutable and incondant, _—_ 

alwaie 
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alwayes on Foztunes ſive, He ſhewed alſo that the fearefull Cities could 
not be kept faichfull vnto them, and that yppon the ſight of any imminent 
danger, they would be ready to renolt agapae to the Ring, 

Allo hee diſcourſed how the Cleargie were couetous, and neuer 
but very little of their owne co their Rings, and therefoze there was 
bope that they wouldgiue to them who might but intreat fo) it, And thus 
ſtood their caſe at home. 

From abzoade(ſapd he)leſſe hope was to bee looked foz : fo2 the Spa- 
nyard was olde and t | fo2 the quietnes of his owne fanitlie, vnto 
whom it was moꝛe ſecuritie that France ſhould bee troubled, then vſurped 
by any other then himſelfe. 

The Italian Princes are circumſpec and wile, 

The Germaucs are couetous and miſers. 

The Pope is ſubtill,craftie and inconſtant, greedie foz his owne gapne, 
and turning with every blaſt of ſoꝛtune : therefoze he concluded, that there 
was none other remedie remapning foz them but to dye 02 runne awap, 
except one thing could bee bzought to paſſe, to wit, the death ofthe King, 
which(ifthep would auopde their afſured vndoing) was to be laboured by 
all meanes poſſible, and that there was no other remedie fo; redzeſſe of 
their diſtreſſed eſtate. 

In this counſell ſat the Duke de Mayne (as a King in hope) Anumale, 
Nemours,the treacherous Biſhop of Lions, whom the Ring a little befoze 
had pardoned and ſet at libertie, the Lo2ds Roſne, Boyſdaulphin, Briſlak, 
Sagonne, the 47. choſen fo} the counſell of the Citie, as aboue ſayd, the 
ſeuenteene Colonels appopnted ouer the eighteene wardes of the Citie, 

All tbis bleſſed company bauing heard the diſcourſe aboue ſapd, and ſe: 
ing with their eyes vengeance to be at the dane, concluded the condemna⸗ 
tion and execution of the Ring ſpeedily to bee diſpatched and murthered, 
but the meanes are found very difficult to bing ſuch a famous ad to paſſe, 
Now thereſoꝛe they muſt ſearch out ſome way to bzing ſuch a bold and 
daungerous enterpꝛile to poſſibilitie : he that hall happiſp vndertake that 
feate, ought to bee willing, bold, ſcurdie and quicke handed, and a man (a 
qualified,that without any ſuſpition map haue a ſpeedie and ſure acceſſe ta 
the Rings perſon, Many offered themſelues to be the cxecutioners of that 
vilanous ad. But it was conſidered that they could not paſſe thzough ſo 
many gards and doozes without ſuſpition, which if they ſhould bee taken, 
by tozments they would be made coufeſſe the matter, and that would be a 
caveac ts him to loke moe diligently to himſelfe, which would bzing the 
matter to impoſſchilitie.

All about onetime out of the bottomleſſe pit of hell{by a iuſt iudgement 
of God to reuenge the vnthanklulnes and idolatries of the wozld, and to 
fill the meaſure of iniquitie of che ſpirituall Sodome by Antichzilt) there 
iſſued two frogges with (ping ſpirits to ſedute vtterly the wozlp, to wit, 
Francis in Ita, and Dominick in Spæyne, two miſbegotten monſters in 
all reſpeas one like to another, ſaue onelp in theirhaireand king of francie, 

- Theſe two ſeducers like in hypocrilte, igvoꝛonce, ſuperſtition, idolatrie 
and rage, were poſſeſſed with diuers ſpirits of frantie. Foz Francis was 2 
kranticke ſot, ignozance it ſelfe, made onely to make the woꝛlo laugh with 
his follies, and pet by his follies (ſuch was that accurſed age) he gat him 
ſelfe a great fame and reputation ofholineſſe , and dzewe alter him an ini 
nite number of diſciples ofthe like humour to his.

But the accurſed rage of the Jnquiſition(which doth conſiſt moſt of Do · 
minican Frpcrs) hath ſo farre ſurpaſſed all the ty2ancs that euer were, 
that © pee Buſiris, Perillus, Phalaris, Nero, Caligula, Domitian, Helio- 
gabalus, and thou vunaturall houſe of Othcman, and pee that are famous 
fo} any notozious wickednes , reloyce,foz pour infamy isiuftified by the 
raging cruelty of theſe Atheiſtes, Sozcerers, Negromancers, Jdolaters, 
Enchaunters and Parricides, the accurſed Dominican Fryers, and the 
— rabble of Friery and Monkery, agaiuſt the Church and Chyiſtian 

nces.

This Frier Iames was in great fauour befoze with the lady Montpen-

By theſe pcrſwaſſons, the accurſed Fryer(otherwiſe ready pnoughto 
all miſchic fe) is induced to commit one ol the moſt villanous parts which 
euer was committed in France. So Sathan hauing poſſeſſed his hart, the 
Fryer peiſwadeth himſeife, that an Angell hath appearcd vnto him, and 
commaunded him to kill the Ring: be opened this to another Fryer which 
was gi eatly eſteemicd in Paris, by reaſon of a good opinion of great holi- 
nes which the people had of hun.

Lend Pꝛeſident and ſome of the ſapd Citizens, p2ocured to wiite let - 
ters vnco the Ring, which ſhould bee detinered to Frier Iames Clement. 
They taught him alſo a leſſon contapning matters of impoztance, with 
commaundement that they ſhould not be diſcloſed vato any man but vnto 
the Ring onely, and that iu ſecret, 

As fo} the ſtroke, it muſt neeves bee deadiy to ;fo2 els it would but in · 
creaſe their miſerie, and (auch a blame could not bee giuen but by a ſecret 
weapon that might bee hidden eaſt{p about him: fo otherwiſe if it could 
be perceived, it would make theRing moze warie hereafter and carefull of 
bimſelfe, But what could be moze fit then a knife, which might bee eaſily 
conteped inthe Friers ſlecue, and whoſe nopſe might not decect the trea 
Cherie, But pet there was anothet miſchance to be prenenced, fo; the woſin 
of a knife might light vppon ſuch a place as could not be deadly, they finde 
the meanes to woꝛke ſurely, that if he cannot kill him out ofhaud, pet that 
at length it may be bis death. 

Therefoze Frier Paugarola ¶ Frier Sixrus his Chaplaine) muſt bleſſe 
the knife with ſome poulderdozibus of Rome, which ſuch men as he is dos 
commonly carry in ſtoze foz great holines among ather holy reliques of 
Rome, hauing greater foxce the their gn dei, q anp other agios : others 
they haue to wozke miracles, and ſuch as the maſter Frier in Rowe dooth 
vſeto giue in adzench to his friends, when hee is wearie of their companie 
to make them giue rome. 

But becauſe ſuch matters cannot bee kept ſo cloſe very long, 
but will vent out: leaſt the (moake of this execrable intended 
parricide hould flee oner the walles of Parit, and ſo by giuing intelligen⸗ 
ces, their haynous vnnaturall and helli creaſon and murther might bee 
p2euenced,it was diligently pzouided that no man ſhould goe out of Paris 
befoze the explopt were done. Therefoze the gates were ſhut vp and care- 
fully kept, and all the iſſues at the Suburbes end and narrowly 
watehed,that no man could goe to tell tales out of che 
Now the Frier hath on his hypocriticall coate, his letters in his hand, 
his leſſon in bis he ad, bis poyſoned knife in his fleeue, oꝛder is taken that 
no intelligences may be giuen, the way is made plaine befoze this dielliſh 
murtherer,euen as farre as to the Rings gate, the daes aremade open to 
him bp theſe meanes, the execution is to bee perfozmed ſpeedily,leaft delay 
ſhould dilappopnt his enterpziſe. This murtherer accompanied with the 
other Frier, who had confirmed him in his reuelation 02 illuſion, where- 
with Sathau had deluded bim: (as is afozeſapd)the 2 l. of July, which by 
the newe heauen of the Popes making, is the firſt of Auguſt, out of I eri⸗ 
taking his wap to S. Clow, which is a Towne vpon Scyny beneath Paris 
two ſmall leagues, and comming to the Campe, he tolde them whome — 
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met fir?,that be bad lettets from the ſirſt P2eſivenc and certaine other Þa- 
riſtens well affected to the king, which contayned matters ol great impoz- 
tante, and beſide that, hee had great and waightie things to diſcloſe to the 
Ring, 
The King being ſcarce ready, and aduertiſed of this accurſed Friers 
comming,commaunded that he ſhould attend, and that ſpeedily hee ſhould 
be admitted to his ſpeach: the Frier did attend with bis letter in his hand, 
which he laid was from the firſt pzeſivent detatned piiſoner, ; 

The Ring being made ready, and at ſuch an houre as he was wont to 
enter into his oꝛatoꝛp, and when it was not lawfull not fo2 the Pꝛinces of 
the bloud to haue acceſle vnto him, cauſed that ſauage murtherer to be cal- 
led to him. 

The Frier came before the King with a bolde countenance , the Ring 
loking merily vpon him, ſato theſe wojds; amice ad quid veniiti > The 
Frier making alow and humble reverence, even to the ground, gaue che 
King the letter, which he ſaid came from the firſt pzeſivent of Pie which 
letters when the Ring had read, aſked the Frier what newes bee bzonght 
from Paris the Frier anſwered that hee had matters ol great impoztance 
to declare vnto him.

The Fricrdzew nigh tothe King, and falling vpon his knees, began to 
tell a tale: the Ring ſtouping ſomewhat low,toheare what the Frier was 
about to ſap, gave moze attendance to his woms than to his fingers. The 
Frier dzawing ſoftly his knife out of his ſlerut, labbed the Ring therewith 
tu the lower part of the belly, and made halt to getaway, | 

The Ring amazed at the ſudvaine and vnexpeced ſroak, cried out, and 
laying hand vpon a dagger that lay nere him, ſtroak the Frier, who partlp 
fo2 the blow, & partly fo) feare,fell preſently down. Uppon this noyſe, the 
L ozdes came running into the Rings chamber. and after many wofindes 
flew that curſed Frier, h * 
Dome do repozt that the Ring tommaunded that hee ould not bee 
flaine, but taken vp and examined, dohich declared who ſet him on, aud the 
authoꝛs names of ſo vile treacherie: the wound was pꝛeſently dzeſſed, and 
as the repozt went, ſeauen ſtitches made in it: at length the wound be⸗

whereby we moſt oftentimes procure thy wrathagainlt ys, and therefore 
I am ready, moſt willingly to come where thou all me. 


Thc King hauing made an end of his p)aiers , ſendeth foz his bzother 
- the Kivg of N\a«977e,and fog the chiefeſt Lozds of his coutt, gouernours 

and captaines, but ſpecially foz the beads of the Crangers, to the intent 
that if it were Gods will that hee ſhould dye, they might knowe his lalt 
will, | 
Firſt, ſptaking to the Ring of Naur, commended vnto him the 
charge of his Realme , the gouernement of his ſubicas , the lawes of 
France. 

Often times he repeated wopdes , whereby hee charged the ſaid Ring 
of Nauarre, to haue a ſpeciall care to keepe Clyiſtes flocke in vnity and 
concozd,and to pzeſerue the godly and ancient inſtitutions ofthe realme, 
requeſted him that by all meanes he would pactfy the matter of religion i 


in 
France, aud not to alter any thing therein, but by the aduiſe of a generall 
02 —— counſel[lawfully called: which things the Ring of N 
pꝛomiſed to de, 

To the reſt ol P)inces,Lozds and Noblemen he ſignified, that the laws» 
full ſucceſſion ofthe ropall Nate of France, fell not to any other then to the 
perſon of Bourbon, and declared at that time the Ring of Naxerre firſt 
ſucce ſſoꝛ:he p2aped and exhozted the whole company co acknowledge him, 
ind to be faithfull vato him, willed them alſo to pzoteſt in his pꝛeſence, all 
with one voice the acknowledging ol him, and to pzomiſe true obedience 
vnto him, as to the true, lawfull and naturall heire of the Crowne : willed 
them aſſo to tauſe the like pꝛomiſe and acknowledgement to be made in the 
Campe, by all true and faithfull Captaites and Souldic rs, that could not 
be pꝛeſent at that aſſembly, conſiſiing as well of Frenchmen as ſtrangers. 
In all theſe ſpeaches he ſhe wed himſelfe of a good cheere, which cauſe d all 
men to hope that hee ſioode in no danger of death, 

Type ſaid King ſent pꝛeſent ly leiters to all Pꝛouinces and Cities, to ad · 
nertiſe tbem how things had paſſed at G. C/, and of his will and laſt 
f requiring all his faitbfull Subiects to pꝛoteſt the fulfilling 

The ſecond dy toward the euening, there appeared in the Ring acci⸗ 
deuts, p20gnoſtjcating an aſſured danger, nat ſo much thzvugh the nature 
ol the wound, as though the poyſoned coutagiouſues ofthe weapon wher- 


withthe wound was mat e, ſothat all m being vicd by the Phiſiti⸗ 
d4 ons 
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ons and Chirurgions, to pzeuent the danger, and nothing pꝛeuailing, the 
Ring called agatne co him the King of Nauarre, and other Pjinces and 
Lozvs, befoze whom he greatly bewailed the accurſed ciuill wattes which 
had bern the vndooing ol his houſe , his nobility and realme, and the bꝛee⸗ 
ders of ſo many treacheries and treaſons, whereofhe feeleth the ſmart, im⸗ 
puting the caufes thereof vnto himſe lle, in that her had alwaics p1eferred 
the bad and violent counſell ol bis ſicret enemies, befoze the good, wiſe # 
moderat admonitions and warnings ofthe Pꝛinces of his bloud, and mas 
ny other Pzinces , ſtrangers and faithfull friends: willeth him to make a 
iuſt reuenge ( fo example ſake)vpon the authoꝛs of ſuch a vile act. 

The Ring of Nauarre, with the reſt of the Pyintes and Nobilicpdepar« 
ting very ſoxrowfull and diſmated , the Ring called foz his Confeſſoz, to 
whole earc he confeſſedhis ſinnes, and he uing craued pardon fa his offen · 
tes, ſaid, that he had a ſenſible feeling that they wert leygeuen him thzough 
Chꝛiſt. The Mediatour de ſired to communicat of his ſacred body, and 
that all might heare that he had receaued freely of God the foxcencnes of 
ſinnes, in like caſehe not onely fozgauethe tonſpiratours, but alſo the ve. 
xy murtherer and pꝛocurers ofthe murther : ſo the poyſon pꝛeuailing and 
fcattering it ſelfe thzough , did infect the noble parts, whereby the night 
following the 22. of July he peelded his ſoule vnto Ood, 

Pere Chiiſtian Reader thou mapeſt ſce with the eye nofable examples 
both of Gods iulſl ice and mercy, ſhewed vppon this noble King ol a noble 
king»ome, iſſued ont of noble Rings, 

Firft, how this Ring having obſtinaclpperſecuted che Goſpell, partly 
fo} hatred, partly as the pleaſure and ſo:icitation of Pyieſtes, and Fryers, 
and ather ſpcophants, and clawbackes, who-were coatinually about him, 
and ſet him on ſtill , that vader the colour of catholike Church, and rooting 
out of hereie, they might weaken him, ſpoile him of bis authozitp,ofhis 
KRingdome, and at length ofhis life. Fo they neuer gaue oucr,no? left him 
at ref? vntili they had ſnatehed his forces out of his hand, aud kept his ar 
mies alwapes in their hands, 02 of their friends and partakers , then by 
calumnies, flaunders, libels, ſeditious pzeachings had p2ocured the con» 
tempt andyatred of his ſubieets agapuſt him. Pozeouer vpon opoztunitp 
they ſcazed vppon his Towoes and foztreſſes, expelled him out ol his 


owne houle , ſeat, city,ofhis kingdome, and of his realme, condemned him 


twiſe to die: and at laſt executed that condenmation with hipocriſp and 
treachery, which thing they could not bing to paſle bp foyce. 

Who did all theſe vnn aturall iniuties vnto their naturall Ring + They 
whom he had ſo far fauourcd, as to expoſe his goods, his ſtate, bis credit, 
his honoz & his life,fo2 the defence of their iuglings, filthy pleaſures, p2ide, 


ambition and atheiſme , to wit, ot the Pyieffs,Ponks, Fryers, and Guys 


Jes, (a.whole loue, fidelity,and fozce he cruſted.moze then in God. But be- 


hold 


—— 
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hold with trembling the iudgements of the Lozd, which are all righteoug 1589. 
aud pure. This Ring had not harkened vnto Gods wiſedome which tryen J«bs. 


in the ſtreates of the Citie ; O pe fooliſhhow long will yer loue fooliſhnes: 
Gods wiledome therefoze fozſooke him in the dap ofcalamitie, and ſo his 
table was made an occaſion of fall vnto him: ſo that his familiar friends 
with whom hee cooke ſweet counſell together in thetemple of their Gods, 
haue lifced vp their heeles agaynſt him. | 

This ſecond tudgement of God is allo to be conſidered with feare and 
trembling, The famous Gaſpar Coligny Admiral of France, with a great 
number of the chiefeſt Mobilitie of the Realme, were moſt vniuſtlp and 
cruelly murthered in the peare 1572. the 24. of Auguſt, This Ring being 
then Ring Charles the 9. his bzother and Duke of Axion, who iſſued out 
of noble raſe, not regarding his degree, debaſed himſelfe ſo farre as to be. 
come the chiefeſt Captayne of an accurſed ſedition, and pzocurer of ſuch a 
murther as hated both of God and man, the fame thereof ſhall be execrable 
and ſtinking in the cares of men fo ever, Aud after the murther moſt cru- 
ell indignities were ſhewed vpon the dead bodies of the ſayd Admirall and 
his fellowes, who after were carried to bee hanged at the place where men 
executed fo2 exemplarie tuſtice are hanged in chapnes, called Aon faucom, 
which lieth right again the place where the Ring was murthered on the 
Noth ſive of the riuer Seywe : ſo that tuen as after the poluting 
of the Temple of /eraſalem, did neuer pzoſper; but after many calamitics 
ſuffered, came to Alexandria, where in the hauen, as a man ſhould ſap, in 
the light ofthe Temple, he was villanouſlp murthered by them whom be 
truſted, Euen ſo this Ring after that murcher(thereby having poluted the 
Temple of juſtice) neuer pzoſpered, and from the Lozd delinered into the 
hands of vile and baſe men whom he trufted, was bzought to receaue the 
puniſhment foz thatmurther , nigh to that place where they had executed 
the vttermoſt poynt of infamir, vppon the bodies ofthe ſayd Admirall and 
other noblemen, 

Thirdly, whereas S. Peter in his ſecond Epillle and ſecond Chapter, 
doth fozwarne the Saints both of falſe Pꝛopbets and erroꝛs which they 
ſhall bzing fozth with them, among others maketh mention that they ſhal 
not onely contemne, but alſo ſhall ſpeake euill of authozities, Behold, thou 
(Chaiſtian reader) haſt ſeene in the fozmerbokes of this hiſtozie, all the 
p2ankes which this doly League hath played fog theſpace of theſe twelue 
peares,all the hozrible villanies, popſonings and murthers by them con» 
mitted, and hauing in their mouthes nothing els but holp League, holy 
Union, holy Church, holy Catholike faith, euen holy murthers, and all 
that is pzophanez wicked and damnable is holy with them, ſo that it be foz 
holy Church: God though iuſtice and mercie in this peruerſe age e dan- 
gerous times, when men will —— from lying — 


— — * _ 
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woꝛd, but by their affection, accozding to the doctrine of S,Paul, r.Tim. 
. 4 hath marked by theſe their abominations, as with a hot burning pꝛon, 
their idolatries, hypocriſie and falſe religion, that men loking vppon the 
fruites, may iudge of the godnes of the tree which beareth them. So in 
his grace and fauour he hath pꝛeſerued his Saints(pofeſſo2s of his wozd) 
from ſuch abominable deedes, that his trueth being tuſtiſied may be louing 
and amiable vnto men, carping the ſtampe and grauen image of the ſonue 
of God, which is innocencie, mildnes, and perfect Chaiſtian lone, 

Verein alſo is noted the mercifulnes of God, who will loſe none of his 
childꝛen. This king dyed not pꝛeſently of that wound, but God pꝛolonged 
his life, both to giue him time of repentance, and to lap the foundation of 
the reũabliſh ing ot that afflicted eſtate, 

| Foz firſt, as cones his repentance, it doth appeare that he entered 
depelp into he conſideration of his ſinnes, and by that foundation of faith 
which rcmapned in him, confeſſed in the ſymbole touching the death of 
Chit, the fozgrucnes of ſinnes thzough him, made him as if it were foz» 
get the moſt part of the idolatrous fantaſies and tromperies, in the which 
be had been bought vp and delighted all the dates of his life, and neceſſitie 
and feeling of his ſinnes enfoꝛted him to repoſe himſelfe on the onelp ſa⸗ 
crifice ofthe Sonne of God, So the Lozd knoweth who are his, 

Verein alſo appeareth euidently the mercifulnes of God, who wozketh 
all things to the beſt and com ont of his childzen, Foz when as the Rebels 
aud murtherers ſuppoſed, that by the Kings death they might eaſily make 
an alteration of the ſtate, and tranſterre the Crowne vpon the head ol the 
Duke de Mayne, and ſo diſappopne the Nꝛinces of B aurbon of their right 
of ſucteſſion, the Loꝛd turned al their counſels vpſide downe. Foz the Lozd 
moued the Ring lying on his death bed, when he was in perfect memozie, 
and fartheſt (as the manner in ſuch a caſe) from all manner of affection and 
partiality, to ꝑonounce his ſentence and dect, oz rathet ſupplying the 
perſon of God, to pꝛoclayme the Ring ol Nauarre, right heire and ſucceſ- 
- fozof the crowne, and by the innocation of the glozious name of GD D, 
boundthe}9zinces, peeres, Nobles, Captaines and Souldiours, to peeld 
bim dutifull obedience: ſo that God himſelfe, hath beene the iudge ok bis 
cauſe, giuing ſentence on his ſide, by him whome he appoynted his officer 
in that behalfe, It will ſand, 

Thus much ol the vn woꝛthy death or fo great a Ring, in whom ended 
the iſſue of the noble houſe of Engole/we, actoꝛding vnto the fatall period of 
great, Noble and mighty families which is dg mx Av xa 54 v1 
wadleg, wherein we haue to note the whole familp excepted onely Francis 
the firſt, as Henry the ſecond, Francis the ſecond, Charles the ninth, Fran · 
cis Duke of ¶Amou, and this laſt Ring Henry the third #gg4 &1 awueſos 
per ſanguinem ruit, and haue died of an vntimely oz violent death, m_—

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they were polluted with that accurſed woman Catherine Medicis, Pope 
Clement his ſiſters bzothers daughter. 
Aud ſo making an end ol the Epitafis ofthis vanaturalltragedie play- 
ed by leaccuers , we will make an end likewiſe of this 6.

The rebols in Paris certified ofthe aſſured death ofthe Ring, and ſup» 
poling that the army had ben greatly diſmayed, repleniſhed with teares 
and lamentation, conceaued a good hope to do ſome great and notable ex- 
ploit : and imagining that it were eaſie in this mourning of all men to de 
feat the Kings fozcest all that night the Duke de Mayne did muſter and 
pꝛepare a migbty army , and early in the mozning iſſuing out ofthe Sub- 


urbs , was ſo receaued by the Rings fozces , that he wasenfoxced to retire 


within the Citie with blowes and diſhons} 


23.0f July) the Ning ot Nezerre, who was appointed the Rings Genes 
rill lieutenant by the Ring, alter that hee had receaued the wound, aflem- 
bled the Pzinces , Lozds, Nobility and Captaines to deliberat how to te. 
medp thole great euils, andto put out that combuſtion which the rebels 
had kindle iu all partes of the realme.

That moming, being the thirvof Augult(butby the right calcnder the

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*  Firff,there was a capitulation made and tuncluded betwerne the King 
and the ſaidPzinces and Nobles , Lozds, gentlemen and ſouldiers, that 
there ſhould be no innouation made in the Romiſh religion, but the lame 
ſhould ſtand and be exerciſed peaceably without any interruption. And 
that the refozmed religion ſhould be contained with all liberty in the exer* 
ciſechercof within the places, where it was then at that pꝛeſent time eſta» 
bitſhed : pꝛouided that the Romiſh religion ſhould bee there exerciſed alſo 
without any ditarbance, And that men pꝛolt ſſing theſe two religions, li 
uing peaceably like good ſubiecs,ſhould be p2otected by the Kings autho- 
ritie, in their liues, goods, liberties and franchizes, vacill that by a natio- 
nall Councell ſome good and peaceable oꝛder ſhould bee taken fo2 ſome re- 
conſiliation oz vnifozmitie touching religion. Which thing the Ring p20s 
miſled by the faith of a Þ2ince to keepe inuiolably, and with as much ſpeede 
WO be top2ouide that a Councell ano meeting of the learned might 
bled, 

This oꝛder being concluded, and the obſeruation thereof pzomiſed by 
the Ring, all bis Pzinces, Nobles, Lozds, Gentlemen and Captaines, 
pꝛomiſed vpon their othes allyuerifull fidektie and obedience vnto the K. 
and to aſſiſt him with their lines, goods and meanes, as well in the defence 
of his royall authozicie agaynſt all traptozs, rebels and Leaguers, which 
goe about to vſurpe the ſtate; as in the execution of the exemplary puniſh- 
ment vpon them, who baue p2ocured o committed that hapnous diflopal- 
tie,felonp and treaſon vpon the Rings perſon laſt deceaſed, aud all others 
who ſhall be knowne conſenting, knowing, oꝛ acceſſarie to the ſame, 

This oꝛder being taken as the readieſt and moſt expedient to vnite the 
ſubieas with the Ring, being and ſwoꝛne, the Ring of Nazerre 
was ſaluted, declared, pzoclapmed, and crowned Ring of France and Ne- 
»arre, by the name of King Henry the 4, And whereas in this biſtopie ber 
had been diſcerned from the Ring of France, by the title of Ring of N- 
narre ; now in the courſe of this hiſtoꝛie following. he ſhall be ſimply na · 
med King, without any other addition oz title. 

This noble Ring being proclapmed Ring, is crowned and put in the 
poſſeſſion of the Crowne of Frauce, due vnto him by right, not with trif- 
fling, childiſh, and Monkiſh cerimonies, with holy oyle, holy water, holy 
topes, and holy traſhes; but after the ancient manner of the Emperours of 
the Romanes, in the Camp by the whole armp,Þzinces,ÞP&res, Nobles 
and nes of the kingdome. 


Here(Chiſtian Reader)is to be noted Gods moſt gracious fauout to- 
ward France, and p29uidence toward this great Ring: for except the Lo 
had prepared this heroicall Pꝛinte to reftabliſh this decayed tate, which 
was caſt downe headlong into ſuch a depth of miſeries by the Leaguers, 


daz in mans iudgement it was impoſſible that it could euer haut been vni⸗ 
ted 
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ted againe, but rather reduced into alamentable deſolation, But the Lozd 


in bis mercie beholding from hcauen his holy habitation, with his lightfutl 
countenance after ſo many tempeſts, bath taiſeb vp, lead by the hand, and 
placed by his own authozitie and power, this great Pzince on the Thzoan 
of that Nate, whom hee hath endued wi th wtſedome, pzudence, foztiruve, 
moderatnes, modeſtie, iuftice and pietie, to bee able to heale the deadly 
wounds of that ſickly ſtate , to parifie the controuerſies of religion, to 
lodge therein iuſtice and judgement, ſs longexilcd out of that common 
wealth, and to reſtoze peace, ſo long wiſhed and deſirtd. 
Againe, we may with admiration, ce lebꝛate the pzoutvence of God, 
that cleane contrary vntothe expectation ofall men, the L ond hath giuen 
him to France, fo; her good, F02 firſt, the Leaguers in the beginning of 
their inſurrection, made him a party, Then they vſedfo2 the ſpace af 
foure peares, all the power of France to dppꝛtſſe htm: when fo:ce would 
not ſerue, they pzocured popſoners, fotry what might bee done that way 
But th: no place, they degraved q ct him from his r of 
ſucctſſion, by a encal law ofthe realme,which they ſweared,fealed 
and decred,that it ſhould be bnchange able, and ſhould tem aynt foz rurt: 
they made him batefull, and abhozredof the common people thzoughour 
all France, After they had milled of their purpoſe intended againſt che 
ng · they ſo vzged their attempts , that the Ring was enfozced to y&ld 
into the King of Naverre his hands R length 
murdered the King.

late deceaſed, and ſhewed the equitie ofche Rings teſtament and laſt will, 
on bis owne behalfe p2oteſted perfeclopalcie to che Ring, right and law» 
full ſucceſſo of the Crowne of France, afterthe publication of the Rings, 
and of þ Pꝛince Montpencicr his letters, all vnifozmally with one conſent, 
did \weare their acknowledgement and fidelitie, vnto the lawfull ſucceſſoꝝ

Thirdly, do acknowledge Henry of Bourbon the 4. to bee their lawfull 
Ring and naturall beire, and ſucceſſour to the Crowne of France, aud 
ſweare neuer to depart from bis obedience, but to obep him, and to defend 
him and the fundamentall lawes of che right ſucceſſion of the Crowne, 
p2offering all their liues, goods and meanes to pꝛeſerue his perſon, bis 
— — 0 and not to admit any ſedition 02 conſpiracie 
1 of all, dw ſweart to aſſiſt him with all their power and meanes ta 
reuenge the vnwozthie death of Henry de /aloys lately deceaſed, Manp 
other Townes on the Nozth ſide of Loyre, as in Gaſtineys, Harepoys, 
Auxerreys B ourgundie, Baſſigny and Champaigne, being wauering, encous 
raged with the exampleof the noble Citie of Langres, did reſolue theme

eto Parit, conducted by his eldeſt ſonne the 
The Duke de M. ns alſo ſent to the Duke of Parma fo; ſuccour, ſup» 
poling that with the great fozces which he was able to make within Peru, 
the ſuccour which was expeced from Lorreyxe, and ſome companies of 
hozſemen of Mallons and Germanes, be would eaſily make an end ofthe 
warte. The Duke of Parw« therefoze ſent luſtiecompanies of hozſemen 
and Wallons, vnder the conduc of the Dake of Brown/wickeand Countie 
Egmond,who did arriue about the beginning of September, 

Now let vs leape ouer the Alpes toſee Frier Sixtus, and pay to God 
that the pockes may neuer depart from him, noꝛ from that holy ſea, ſeemg 
that his p2edeceſſo2 Iulius the great warriour, being either the firſt 02 one 
of the firſt in all Tray, which was infeged with it (if Ihuigo doth not lpe ) 
and of a ſpeciall grace and Ayoſtolicall fauour, left it to all the legions of 
Friers and Paſſemongers,foz a token of their honeſt and chaſt life, 

The Rebels haning committed that ſauage murther vpon the perſonof 
their Soueraigne Ring and Pꝛince, whom God commaunded them to 0+ 
bey, ſerue and reuerence, and ſuch as in — ſurpaſſe the bell 
Catbolcke in the wozld : and ta bee ſhoꝛt, with one blowe hauing txecuted 
the ſecret counſell ol Rowe, foz the rating 2 the raſe of /aloys, and put

to haue deſtroyed them all ete now) they ſent in poſt to Rowe to congratus 
late Frier Sixrus fog their good ſucteſſe, and alſo to haue his Frierlike 


tounſell to bꝛing their wozke to perfedion, accozding to the ſacred counſell 
of Rome, as is afoꝛeſayd. In this meſſage (as it appeared in Frier Sixtus 
dꝛation) they had certified him, how miraculouſiy the Frier went out of 
Par in great daunger to be ſearched out, and afterward miraculoufly paſs 
ſed thzough the Campe of the heretikes, and thzough the Rings gardes, 
not perceived of any man, (but as if the diuell ſhould conuey him inuiſible 
in aclowde)vntill he came into the Rings pzeſence: ſo that no man had no 
power to examine him, noz to aſke him Domine quo vadis 

The newes of this exploit ſo happily bzought to paſſe, arriving at 
Rome, filled the C itie with G audeamus, the Churches with Te Deum, and 
the court of Rome with Curtizans, ; 

Thereuppon,that Fryer Sixtus map fill the meaſure ofiniquity, and 
that he map leaue a teſtimony to the woz!d to be knowen whoſe Uicarhee 
is, he called together all his Chaplains into the Conſiſtozp , and telieth 
them the happieſt newes that euer came to Rome, ſince the dap that it was 
taken and ranſaked by Charles of Bourbon, to wit, that Henry the third K. 
of France, was flapne by the hauds ofa Frier: and that hee may giue ſome 
ground to his ozation, flouriſhed with Ponkiſh eloquence he takethacext 
but of A bacuck , I baue wrought a Works in your dayes , and no man mond 
beleene it thought be toldthem. | 

Uppon thcſe wozdes the lewde lying Frier taketh vppon hum co make 
the articles of our Faith, as touci ing the incarnation and reſurrection of 
Chyiſt , and the execrable parricide of this accurſed murdering Fryer to 
bee equally miraculous, and wzought by the will, counſell, finger and 
power of God, and by the inſpiration ofthe ſelfe ſame Spirit which gup- 
ded the ÞP2ophers and Apoftles, and wꝛought in them the meaſure of all 
wiſedome, righteouſnes and holines , conducted this Fryer though all 
the difficulties ofthe way, and dircned him and his hand in committing 
— a damnable Pattitide. The Lend repzone the Iyirg ſpirit of blaſ- 
phemie. 

Thus map we ſee the helliſh dininity which Frier Sixtus ( which litting 
in his Conſiſtop in his Pontificalibus cannot erte) ſpueth out by the inſpi⸗ 
nation of Sathan, | 

This impudent Frier, the other day being Sonne to a Swineheard, a 
lying in Ouens koz lacke of better lodg ing, though he be neither Pꝛophet 
( a ſpudevp-pꝛophet let him be) noz the ſonne of a Mꝛophet, pet telleth to 
bie Chaplayns , that hee pꝛophecied to the red · cap Pꝛieſtes, callid the 
Caroinals eyenſe, Lenencourt and Faru, how the King ſhould be the laſt 


ef his name , and ſhould die an inſoztunate aud violent death. By this - 
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phecie enery man may ſee how deeply this murtheting Fryer Situs had 71589, 
his fingers in the conſpiracy ofthe Ringe death, 4 

Thirdly, be cauſe the R'ng would not yeeld himſelfe to be llapne by the 
Leaguers , 2ccozding to the ſecret counſell of Nome. Allo by reaſon that 
he ſuffered the execrable murtherer co bee ſlapne, and willed the King of 
Naxarre, and the ]9;inces with him to make exemplary juſtice vpponche 
auchozs and acceſſaries of his death, Frier Dwincheard, (otherwiſe Six 
tus) ſweareth by his coznerd cap, that as when it is vppon his head, there 
lyeth vnder it the foure quarters of a falſe Frier:ſothe Ring ſhallbauena 
Paſlle of Requiem of him, but ſhall ſoule,burne and bꝛoile in purgatozy vn · 
till he be as cold as a Frogge. 

Do Fryer Situs hauing taken ſo great paines foꝛ che holp Chur ch as 
he did that day, his belly began to call him to another woꝛke. And all the 
red cap Nieſtes making their abaſbio vpon their knes,began to whiltle 
with bis mouth, and with his two fozfingers and his thumb, hunting 
| flies ouer their heads, blefled them, voromleſorum nemo veftrum frugs e- 
ſto, get you to dinner, edite bibite, cras moriemins, 

Not long after , at the ſolicitation ofthe rebels, who had pꝛomiſed in 

caſe Fryer Clement ſhould be flaine in ſuch good ſeruice to the holy 
Church) to make him a Saint. Fryer Sixtus (oy ſhould not a Fry« 
er doofoza Frper, euen a greater thing then that) made him a holy mar- 
ty}, who ſuffcred ſo the Catholic faith, and Deane racelarem of the Citie 
of Paris. Then his Image was ſet vp in euery Church, Paſling, ſens 
ling, offring, kiſling,kneling, and ducking, is dayly done to the Jdoll: 
there was neuer ſo much a doo about the Ydoll of 29/6 there was neuer 
ſo much crying about the Altar of Baal, as there is 07 pro nobis about this 
| new aint: thcre was neuer ſo many flyes about Beelzebub, as there is 
Toolaters in Paris about this nem doll. 
Now befoze we do enter into the narration of Ring Henry the fourth, 
we will repꝛeſent an image of the miſerable confuſions which are in the 
realme,by a compaxiſon. 

Henry the fourth, Emperour of the Romains by the mothers ſide, was 
of the ropali bloud of Frexce;a man of great wiſdome and integrity. The 
holy Emppze was ſet on a ſier of ſevition, by the Biſhops, Pzieſts any 
| Monkes, by the pꝛocurement ofthe Popes which then liued : leditious 
| rebellions , and commotions wire rayſed vp by the Shauelings

Flirt, they ſtirred bp S2xonie : after Svobland they ſet vp an vſurper, to 
wit, Radolph, but to his great harme.

Henry of Bourbon the fourth, all one in name, in number, in vertue, and 
fozce, and pꝛoſperous ſucceſle is all one, with that noble Emperour , ilſu · 
ed out (if we ſhould well conſider the hiſtoꝛies) ofthe ſame famely as the 
other was by the mothers ſive, his Kingvome is all ſet on a fire ofrebel- 
| lion 1 the Pyieſtcs and Fryers haue blowne and kiadled it, religion is 
| pꝛetended, but in very deede, ambitton is the pzocurcr of all theſe euills, 
L Chis age is not ſo blinde, if they would, but men are moze malicious, 
they vſe now the old ruſty ſwoꝛd of the Popes excommunication, as they 
did then, not that they doo paſſe foz it, but toſerne their owne turne, ta bee 
the crumpetof all rebellion he hath ſuſtayntd the fury of the Pzieſts and

Ve baue left the Ring an the ſea coaſt of Normandie there toview the 
ons and attempts of the Ltaguers: wbere vaderſtandingtbat

' ther traiterous feloop vpon the Rings perſdu, and that they had pꝛepa⸗ 
+ red a mighty army of ſach rablement of rebels, as Paris could afwzdthem,

| of Brunſwick. Oe was aduertiſed alſo, that the Duke of Lreyne had | 
| ſent his-ſonne the Marquis 4 Pont, with certaine companies ofÞozſemen; 
tf and that they had receaued certaine Tallons out of the Low Countrey, I 
+ conducted by the County Eę mond. The Ring Jſay,aduertiſed of theſe 
| things, ſent from Deepe to the Quene of England foꝝ ſome luctour, he 
(as ber Maieſty neuer faplethcohelpe them who are vninſtly d ſtreſſ d) | 
ſenthim fozces,accopving to his requeſt. All the Rings fozces at Deepe, 
were not about nine thouſand men , befoze the Engliſhmen arriued to. 


bim. 

The Duke 4 Mayne hauing a mighty atm of fine and twenty thous 
land men, ſet fooꝛthj out of P. about the beginning of September, gs 
uing fooꝛth. that he went co a certaine victozy,and vaunting that he would 
dzi-go Paris the King dens c2 a liue, o elſe he would dziue him into the 
Sea, appꝛoached toward Deepe. But the God ofbattels, turned as ea⸗ 
fly with few as with multitude. all theſe bzagges to van tie and ſhame. 


Foz the King hearing tha: the tuemp appzoached very laſt, entamped

dent counlell of the Parſhall of Byron, The Ring viewing the place, iud · Srpcemeb. 


ged by and by what the enemy was able to doo againſt him: whereupon 
beer cauſed trenches to ber made on the top of the hill, in moſt ſubſtanciall 
manner. as farre from Arque-as a Canon can ſhoote,ſo that all the arm 
foz a neede, might bee couered therewith out ol all danger. 

Upon the ſainetrenches,he& cauſed foure pieces of ozdinance to be pla · 
ted, right againſt a great plaine, where he ſuppoſed the enemy would 
come to figh:,whether alſo he might come without any danger:the kings 
companies were quartered in the Uillag.s round about. 

Ahlleſt cheſe things are a dooing at Arques, the cnemy appꝛoacht o 
mo2 and moze very faſt, and on the 15. ol September,lodged his vaunt- 
garde, within thze miles of Deepe. 

The King that mozning,perceaued that they intended to ſpople the ſub» 
burb Paulet, belcde he enterpziſed vpon any thing at Arq#es, Therefoze 
with ſped, be foztificd the ſatd Suburb, but ſpecially the milles which ted 
mok open to the enemy. 

This thing being done, the Ring determined as nere as could bee, and 
with ſmall company, to vie w how the enemp was lodged, and perceauing 
by occaſion of ſome that they were tw fozward,commaunded flu oz ſixe of 
his companp to giue them the charge, in the which ſeauen of the tne my re⸗ 
— vpon the place: which thing being done, the king returned to lodge 
at Arques. | 
The 16.befoze day, many iſſued out of Deepe , who made hotſkirmi« 
ſhes vpon the enemy, wherethe Lozd Chaſtiliont ing ouer the 
facemen, ſhewed himſelfe a moſt ſkilfull warriour, The Ring had plas 
ced certaine hoꝛſemen betweene his focemen and the enemy, to repeſſe 
the Leaguersof the Soulviours, leaſt raſhly they might haue bzed ſome 
confuſion, The ſkirmiſh was ſuch, that the Parquebuſters did neuer dil- 
charge a bullet that dap in vaine, : 

That day che Ring permitted certapne Engliſh gentlemen to ſkirmiſh 
with the encmie, who imployed themſelues ſo valiantly, and with ſuch a 
noble cout age, that in leſſe then the turning of one hand they ouerthzew, 
flew,oz coke pʒiſoners all that encountred them. 

The ſame day, about 25. of the enemies had paſſed the bzooke, which did 
runne betweene the Rings armie and the cnemie, aud were already in the 
medow ts haue aſſaulted a Uilage named Boteille, where the Kings Coz: 
net was lodged : great troups of hozſcinen came downe the hill, to paſſe in 
like maner the bzooke to haue aſſitedthem: but there came out of the Utl- 
lage ſixe gentlemen well armed co meete the enemy, among whom were 
the Lozds Saint Marke and Slurbe , with two Varqucbuziers on foot, 
charged the enemp ſo hard, that they * fainc to retire with ſwift 1 
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feare and ſozrowfull countenance, 

All this day there continued hot ſkirmiſhes at the mſlles , which are ac 
the end of the Suburbe named Paulet, and whereas the Ring aduaunced 
= * the enemies doings, an Harquebuze ſhot Rtrooke his hoꝛſe in 
the t * 

The ſame dap the King ſent the company ofghe Pꝛince County, 
conducted by the Loꝛde Armilie his Lieftenant to the Parſhall Biron, 
who was at Arques, which immediatly commaunded them to goe and ſpie 
the lodgings ofcheenemy , who did lye in a Uillage called AſartinghJe, 
where were the Dukes Aumale, Nemours, and the Lozd Sagonne: this 
company of light hozſes comming to the place, and fozgetting to bzing 
woꝛd to the ſapd Lozd Biron of that which they had ſeene, ran ſo fiercely 
vppon the enemp, that they killed aboue an hundzed and fifty, and among 
them the Marques of AMeneiay, they tooke manp Captains and other 
pꝛiſoners, aud ouerthzew their rampiers and Barricadoes being ſtill on 
bozſebacke . The reſt being foure regiments of fotmen fled with great 
terrour, Aumalc, Nemours and Sagonne , ſhewing to theſe companies 
the way to flee, and ſtriving amang themſelues who ſhould flee þ [wil 
ted. The Lend Armilie was daugerouſlp wounded thzough the body with 
a ſwoꝛd. The Ring from Diepe vnderſtanding the ſkirmiſh, made haſt thi- 
ther wich thzee hundered hozles: but che cnemp was already chaſed befoze 
he came, 

The 17. of September the Ring cauſed a Canon to bee diſcharged a⸗ 
gaialt the enemie on the ſide of Arques, while the Lozd Chaſtilion vip 
valiantly ſkirmiſh with the enemte at the ende of the Suburbe Paulet, 
where he ſlewe many ofthe enemies, and cooke many pꝛiſoners, without 
the loſſe of any one man, ſaue onely fewe of his were wounded, 

Another company of the Rings Campe at the ſame time went to view 
another Uillage on another ſie, where they ſurpꝛiſed the enemies, ſlewe 
thirtie of them, and put the reſt to flight, 

During theſe ſkirmiſhes, a great number of Gentlemen and Soul- 
diers came to the Ring, and of their ovne voluntary motion and godwill, 
ycelded themſelues and their ſeruice. They were part ok the troupes of the 
Loꝛd Rabempre, who a little befoze was taken by the enemie at Gonrnay, 
a Towne ſituated in Beauueyſin, bet werne the Cities of Beannoys x Roen, 
who had followed the enemies fo2 their ſafegard, 

The enemie truſting in his great multitude, determined to paſſe otter 
the little river which ran betweene them and the King: and hauing made 
ccrtaine bꝛidges of wad to bee caſt ouer, the 19,dap of September about 
fue of the clock in the mozning, the enemie marched from Martingliꝭe in 
battell arap, well ozdered, ſtrong and thicke, Their ftmen well placed at 
their wings, their faces ſet toward que, & the quarter of mb 
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The Lozd Billing with two thouſand ſhot was appopnted to giue the 1 589. 


onſet, The Duke 4e Mayne ftood behind with great trength inbattell a- Sepcemb, 


rap,readie to giue ſuccour where n&de ſhould be, 

The King had watched all night befsze on hozſebacke, to giue oꝛder in 
tuery place, which hee did ſo diligently and tirtumſpealp, that the enemie 
could do him no hurt, without great diladuancage and loſſe to them- 
ſelues, 

But in the mozning hauing ſeene che o2der of their battell arap, incon« * 
tinently he ſent fa2th his light hozſemen, and the company of the Pꝛince 
County, lead by the Lozd Montater: he ſent alſo his Coznet, wherein were 
the Loꝛds graund}3I2ioz,the great Squier, the Countie Roc hefocault, and 
the Countie of Roſie his bꝛother, with the Countie of Rochefort, with di⸗ 
ucrs Gentlemen who were neereſt to his perſon: all chem he ſer about his 
faotmen, deuiding the Dwiſlers into two parts, The enemies were 25, 
thouſand, and he had not aboue nine thouſand and that to the vttermoſt. 

ich this (mall number the Ring (knowing that God would conſider 
iuſtice ofthe cauſe, and was able to vanquiſh as well with fewe as with a 
great number) hauing earneftſy deſired Gods apde in his pziuate pzayers, 
commaunded publike pꝛapers: which being ended, marched againſt his e» 
nemies with ſuch reſolued and pztuceltke courage, that at the firſt encoun- 
ter, as it were with one blowe, the enemie left vpon the place ſiue hundꝛed 
meu, beſide a number ol pꝛiſoners and wounded ſouldiers: but the reſt flep 
with great feare and diſoꝛder. 

In the ſame meeting the enemie loſt, as is aboue ſayd, at the firſt en» 
counter fine hundzed men, among whom were the chiefeſt Sague , Co- 
lonell of the light hozſemen:the Lozd S. Vids/chiefe Parſhall of the O12» 
dinance, the Lozd S. Andrew, bzother to the Countie of Saulx, the Lo 
Vienuille, eldeſt ſonne to the Parſhall Yiene/, who were caried to Roex any 
there buried, with many moze of great account, 

The Countie Billing Marſhall of che Camp, T cmblecourt,the Couns 
tie of Lorreyne,who had the firſt regiment, and the Loꝛd Sauelak, with dis 
uers other Captaines were taken pꝛiſoners. 

Ok the Rings ſide dyed but 26, among whom were the Countie Xoſſie, 
brother to the Lozd Rec hefec aulit, and alſo the Lozd Bakquenile,whoſe vers 
tues were commendable among all men,foz whom the Ring was greatly 

ieued. 

E There was among the enemies, one Loe Sagonne, a pzoud man, 

greatly boaſting of his valiantnes, who with feeling , eſcaped from the 

flauchter at Seulis, the Lozd Graund Pio pzouoked him to fight , who 

ioyning together, the ſaide Lozde Graund P1ioz gaue him ſuch a blowe, 

— in 2 and lighting downe of his hozſe, hee kell downe and bzake 
ne 
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Thus the enemp hauing retyzed with ſhame and loſſe, the Ring com» 
maunded all his fozces to refreſh themſelues , which thing being done, 
fifcceue hundzed Launce-knights, pjeſented chemſclues to a little trench, 
which was kept by ſome of the Kings Launce-knights , and lifting vp 
their hands, p2otcſted and deſired to peeld vnto the King. ſo that the Rings 
ſeruants as well as they would put vp their weapons, This cauſed great 
ioy in the army, and cucry man putting vp their weapons, the Rings men 
ſcattered themſe lues among chem: without any ſuſpition of treaſon, ſha» 
king hands like good fellowes , two of the Captaines went to micetethe 
King, and being examined ſuddamelp, faultring in their ſpeach, as kno- 
wing not what they ſaid, as men troubled in minde,namedthemſclues ſer» 
nants to the Duke 4 AMAayne in the meane while, they fed the Rings Souls 
diours with fayze wozds, to delay the time, till their troupes of hoſe» 
— neere, to aſſiſt them, deſiring very much to ſee the

The Ring hauing no liking ol them , commaunded his fozees to martg 
downe the medowes from them, aud whileſt the le villanous diſſembling 
traitoꝛs paſſed toward the Duiſſers,as though in deed they would peelde 
chemſctues to the Ring, ſceing no mozethe kings hozſemen befoze them, 
and their hozſemen appzoaching ſtill , then they ſcazed vpon the Countie 
Rochefort, and began toſec vpon the Rings troupes with all their might, 
—— fiftenc hundercdhozſemen came marching a long the medowes ta 
ailift them, 

The enemies by thefe meanes, being thzee thouſand, and the Ringes 
foxces there, beeing not aboue thee bundered Hozſemen , put this 
_ companie in great feare , and began to retype toward the Swiſs 

rs. 5 
The Swiſſers neuer ſhꝛonk foꝛ all that multitude, but ſtode ſtill firme» 
ly. he wing ſuch a manly countenance. that the enemy ſuſpcaed the retpze 
sf the Rings hoꝛſemen, to haue been a policy to dzaw them into the danger 
okthe Swiſſers. 

At the ſame inſtant that the treaſon was diſcouered, the Lon Chaſtili- 
on bꝛought out of Deepe five hundzed Caliuers. Thus all theſe troupes 
were deuide d into two parts: the Þarquebuſiers of the Rings ſide were 
ſo ficlp placed, that the enemy durſt not venture to ſet vppon them, 
— Canons in che meane time played vppon chem , and killed ma⸗ 

t. 

The King in this extremity, and ſuddaint diſcouering of this vnlooked 
treaſon, hauing oꝛdered all things, ſet vpon the enemies, and ſhewed him 
ſelſe both King, Captaine and Souldier, and by his p2incely courage, 
did encourage all men to play their partes valiantly. The Ring recea- 
uedaſhot in his bocte, and his hozſe being hurt, — with 13 0

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mies 

The cucmie retired with ſhame and loſſe, leauing their dead on the 
place, aud hid himſelfe at Martine. The Ring remapned on the field 
and commaunded certaine pieces of Dzdinance to be diſcharged againit 
eHartmgl:ze: which thing being done, he gaue thanks to Cod, with ear · 
neſt pꝛaiers fo} his gracious goodnes,ſuccour and pꝛeſence, in defending 
them aud his iuſt cauſe- This being done, her greatly commended the 
good and faichfull ſeruice of the Swiſſers , in pꝛeſente of their Cap- 
T exploptes done that 

p. 

The 23. of September, che L ozd Staphord, Ambaſſadour foz the moſt 
Noble Qune of England, arriued at Pipe, bzinging both money and 
munition, but he ſawe not the King, vntill the next day following. A- 
bout midnight following, the ſame dap the Ring perceaued that the 
enemp had changed his opinion, and that hee would rayſe vp his ar- 
mie 


The 24 uf September veryearly inthe mozning the enemy raiſed vp 


bis Camp, without any ſound of Dumme oz Trompet in the ſight of the 


Septemb, 


Ring and of his army, This their remoouing was done with ſuch great 


fcare, and ſo cowardlp, that they left their wounded in the Uillages be hind 
them, and without giuing warning to their Sentincls to retire and ſaue 
themſelues: they left their vicuall and munition of warre in the way as 
they went. They toke their iourney as though they went to the towne 
of Hewe, and at length they turned to Saint Yax,Qnuinquenile, and Bures, 
and camped themſelucs on the other ſide of D#epe,entrenching themſelues 
in the nereſt Uillages, /anxile, Bautiles and Apenile, 

The King who was onthe other ſide of the hill in battel aray,ſ#ing their 
departing to be like a fcarefull flight, while hee receaued the Lozd Am: 
balſads} of England, ſent certaine companies to puriue them, who allo 
tooke many pꝛʒiſoners ofthem, 

Theſe Pꝛiſoners beeing demaunded the cauſe of che ſudden rettre, an- 
ſwered diuerſly : fo; ſome ſaid, it was by reaſon of the comming of the 
Englifh ſhips, which lately arriued, wherein they doubced great aid to bee 
ſent to the Ring - But ſome gaue another anſwere,to wit, that vpon the 
death ofthoſe Noble men who had been ſlaine, great ſtrife had growen a⸗ 
mong them, fo2 placing other in their rome: ſome allowing one, & ſome 
choſing another: ſo that it ſeemeth that theſe two cauſes troubled the e⸗ 


nemp, | 
The Ring ſeeing the enemy encamped in another ſide, cauſed his bat- 
taile to bee pitched in the plaine of Arques, and afterward in the evening 
bought his army into Diepe, and the r of the ſame , and 9 
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cauſed great and large Trenches to bee made in a place called the hill of 
Cats: and by the Moꝛning the Trenches beeing ſtrong, he placed part of 
his footmen vnder the gouernment ofthe Lozd Chaſtilion, with thirteene 
Enſgnes of Swiſlers : vppon the Fot of the ſide of 7an«i/e hee pitched 
two double Canons, which did greatly endomagethe enemy, becauſe they 
were all on an heape , and their hozſemen could not retire into their quar- 
ter without the danger ofthe Canon: ſo that it neuer ſhot in vaine. 

The King ſent the Regiment of the Lozd Garde, into the Caſtle 
of Arques. 

The firſt day ol Deober, the enemp planted ſire pieces of Oꝛdinance 
vpon the top ol the hill by Januile, and ſhot fiue oꝛ ſire voleies of ſhot into 
the Towne, whcrewich was ſlaine one of the Kings Cookes, a Woman, 
a Paiden anda Bop, and great hurt done to two Dhippes which lay at 
Anker in the Wauen. 

The Lozd Staphord Ambaſſadoꝛ of England, had pꝛeſented a Canonier 
to the King, who beeing very ſkilfull, with a ſhot killed the maſter Gun; 
ner, and diſmounted two pieces of che enemics Oꝛdinance, which cauſed 
them to remwue their Canon: during this time the Rings troups dayly 
did ſet vppon them, and dꝛew them from their Trenches with blowes and 
deadly woundes, who becing weary of that continuall play, the fourth day 
of Deober they bzake their Rampiers and Gabions, t vpon intelligences 
of the comming of rhe Pꝛince of Soiſſon, the Duke of Longueuile, ę Par⸗ 
ſhall Aumont retyꝛed with ſhame and loſſe of men, and in the Rings ſighe 
raiſed their camp, and diſlodged on a ſudden, taking their journey toward 
Picardie, and in the wap ſhewed all crueltpes that could bee, 

The King ſeeing the ſudden and vnexpected departure of the Enemy, 
ſuppoſed that he went to fight againſt the power which was bzoughttohim 
by the ſaid Pꝛince of Soiſſons, Duke of Lengueuile, and Parſhall Aumont, 
afoze they ſhould ioyne with him: which thing he miltruſted the moe, be» 
cauſe the enemies ſhifted into thꝛee ſcuerall places, and neuer frarre from 
him, But ch: Ring knowing that theſe helpes were come within ſeuen oz 
eight leagues, tooke betweene thzee oz foure hundzed hoꝛſemen to goe to 
meet with chem about the ſixt day of Daober, leauing the Parſhall Bi- 
ron in Diepe, with all the reſt ol the armie, The ſame day he toke the towne 
and Caſtle Samac he in the ſight of the enemp. 

Che 8. day, her tookothe towne of Hew, giuing great occaſions to the 
Duke 4 Nl ayne to fight, 

CUhileſt theſe things were paſling at Diepe, and ſometime befoꝛe there 
was a ma ting ok the deputies of the Dukes 4 Mayne and Parma, in the 
town of Arat, where the Duke 4 Nl ayne bound himſelle to the Spanp⸗ 
ards, to dcliuer all the townes of Picardie into their han 8, ſo chat 
they would come to apde him: but the Spanyards would not ftyzre 
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out of their places, befoze he had perfozmed what her was bound to 1385. 
doo. October. 

The Duke I Auyne there tene, to colour his cowardlines, ſhamefull 
flight aud dilgrace receaued at Diepe, and fo; that he durſt neuer hazard 
the battell: he bzuted abzoad,that he went into Picardie, to take poſſeſſion 
of the townes of that Pzouince, to pledge them to the Spanpards: and ſo 
hauing paſled the riuer of Some, he tooke awap with him, all hope from the 
King to come to any battaile. 

The Ring knowing well the nature of the Frenchmen, who though 
ſometpme in their heat and naturall haſtines they do fall co ſedition, pct are 
vnpacient of a ſtrange gouernment, aſſured himſelfe that they would ne- 
ucr admit the gouernment of that nation, whom they ol all moſt hated, nei⸗ 
ther would they peeld vnto the Flemmings whom they hated alſo, foz the 
naturall iniuries which they do pzoffer one to another in time of warre, 
as it falleth out commonly among Bozderers. Therefoze he ſtayed pet a 
while in Diepe, as well fog the affaires of Normandie, where her left the 
Pzince Montpencier fo Gouernour,as iq; toreceaue foure thouſand En; 

ſent vnto him by the renowmed Queene of England. 

And the 21,of October hee departed from Deepe, and with ſmall jour« 
neyes coafted the enemie betweene the two Riuers of Scyne and Some, un. 
till bee came to Meulan, a Towne ſituated a little aboue Panteys diſtant 
from Paris ten leagues, and there vpon that bzidge paſſing on the South 
ſide of Seyne, with all ſpeede went to Paris fo? two cauſes, Firſt, foz to 
dawe him to fight : foz although hee would not venture a battell foz the 
winning of Deepe,(notwithſtanding he had ſo pzomiſed to his partakers ) 
pet the Ring was in good hope that he would fight foz Pars. The other 
cauſe was to withdzawe him from 7P:cardy, where he had taken the towne 
of Fere, aud ſome other {mall Townes,the moſt part of the Nobilitie and 
Gentlemen of the countrey being with the Ring, 

About the 28,of Daober,the Ring lodged his armie a mile from Pars 
in the villages about. The mozrowe after, the king in his owne perſon 
went all about co view the Trenches along the Duburbes, 


arte dons nt are en all things by the ads 
uiſe of the Pꝛinces, Parſhals and expert mes, determined — — 
the ſayd Suburbs the next mozning by bzeake of the day in ch2ee ſundꝛie 
places, and to that purpoſe deuided his fozces into thzee ſeuerall compa ; 
nies 


In the one were the foure thouſand Engliſhmen, under the gouerne- 
ment of the Lozd Willoughby thejr Generall, with two regiments of 
Frenchmen, and one regiment of S wiſſers, with the Parſhall Byron, and 
the Baron Byron his ſonne, the Lozd Guietry,# diners other Nocb!emen, 
who had commandement to aſſault the Duburbs S. Victor g O. 3 

be 
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The ſecond troupe was of loure Regiments of Frenchmen, two Ne⸗ 

giments of Swiſlers,and four companies of aduenturers with the Pars 

ſhall of e ſumont, actompanied with the Lozd great Eſquire, and the Loꝝd 

Rieulx Parſhalll of the field, with a great number of Nobles and Gentle⸗ 

_ —1 had charge to aſſault the Suburbs of Saint James, and Saint 
ic hate 

The third companie with ten Regiments of French men, and one Re- 
giment ofLaunceknights conducted by the Lozdes de /a None and Chaſt i- 
lion, ſhould aſſault the Suburbs Saint erman, Bucy and Ville. 

Euery troupe had a good number of Gentlemen well armed to aſſiſt the 
footmen, if any great reſiſtance ſhould be made. The Ring alſo commaun- 
ded two Canons and two Culuerins to be planted in the rcreward ok e⸗ 
uerp troupe, 

He ſeperated alſo all his hozſemen in thaee companies, he himſelfe com- 
maunded ouer the firft, the P2ince of Soiſſan ouer the ſecond, c the Duke 
of Lengucuile oucr the third, cach ofthem appointcd to ſtrengthẽ the conv 
ow which were ſet co aſſault the Suburbs, thus deuided as ts afoze- 

alto. 

Thefirſt dap of November by bzeake of the day, becing a very thicke 
myſt, in this oꝛder the Suburbs were allaulted, and ſo ſhuken by the Ri 
power, that in leſſe then an houre they were all taken with the loſſe of 
ceenehundercd men of the enemie. There were alſo fourteene Enſignes 
taken, and thirteene pieces of Ozdinance, The chaſe was followed with 
ſuch a furie, that the Riugs men mingled among the enemies followed e- 
uen within the gates ofthe Citie, and if the Ringes Ozdinance had come, 
as it was appointed, the Gates had bien beaten downe befoze they could 
auy way haue fo2tifpcd chem. 

So the King came into che Suburbs of Saint James, about ſeauen oz 
eight a Clocke in the Pozning , the people crying in the Streetes with a 
lowd voice, V iue le Roy, with moze ſhew of ioy then of any feare at al, 

About ahundzedand fiftte Dat qut buziers ofthe enemies twke fo? their 
defence p Abbey of Saint Ger mayn, making a ſhew as though they would 
hold it perfozce , which thing they might well haue done, by reaſon ofthe 
frengthchereof : but about midnight becing charged co render the place, 
they gaue it ouer. Then was the Ring maſter of all the Suburbs, which 
do lpe on the ſide ofthe Uniacrlitie, which are as big as the Citty ol Lon. 
don within the walles, 

The Ring being maſter of the Suburbs,in the ſpace of twohours(ſaue 
the Abbep as is aboue ſaid)toke ſuch good oꝛder that none ſtarted from his 
company foz any pillage, vntill the Quarters were appointed vnto the 
Souldiers where they ſhould haue their pzap . That day was emploped 
about entrenching befoze the Gates of che Citye, and watch and 2 
cf 
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ſet in tonuenient places. Bak 


About midnight following the ſaid x ,of October, the Ring was aduer- /\/ovexb, 


tiſed that the Duke de Ain came into the Citie of Paris with his F 02* 
ces, whereofthe Ring was exceeding glad fo2 two cauſes : firſt becauſe 
the enemy was new retpzed from P:cardy. Secondip , becauſe that bee 
was in god hope that he would be2 dzawen to a battayle foz the defence of 
that Citte, by which meanes heſhould not be enfo2ced to execute his 1uftice 
agapnſ the walles of the Citie, and his owne ſuvicas, who were greatly 
ſeduccd by the bavperſwaſions of the enemy. 

The ſecond dap of Detober the Ring ſtayed all the day to ſee what the 
enemy durſt attempt, and whether hee would venture to come fozth to 
—— but ſeeing they ſhewed no feeling of their loſſes reteaued the day 

02e, G 
The third dap, the Ring determined to peeld them the Suburbs, to ſes 
whether that would pzonoke and encourage them to attempt anp thing. 
Therefoze leauing the Suburbs ſet himſeife in battayle arap , taping in 
the field from eight vntill a eleven a clocke, aud ſeeing that no man appea» 
ted, he marchedthence quite foztwo cauſes, 

Firſt, foz very compaſſion which hee had ok an inſinit number of peo- 
ple ſeduced from their dutie and obedience , ſuppoſing that time and this 
perill which came tothepz daes, would make them wiſer, and call their 
dutyts tu remembzance, But if not, that it was the juſt and heaup iudge · 
ment of God, who hardneth thepz harts as hee did the Expptians in olde 
time, that he might reuenge the idolarryes, whozedoms, contempt and ha- 
tred ofhis Goſpell and the bloud · of his Saynts, which they bad powzed 
in their Dtrets lyke water, and that ſuch a great City (when thep} int 
quitp and rebellion had come ta a full mcaſure)might be afſaultedat any o 


ther tymt. 

Secondly,he thought gwd to reduce int: g;. s obedience the Countreps 
which did lye betweene the riuers Lerre and Seyne, which their enemies 
had ſevuced fo two cauſes , that hee might haue a ſure way fox munition 
and victuals out of thoſe countreps which are very fruitfull. 

Secondly , to-pzocure a ſafety vnto the countryes, which art under his 
obedience, but ſpcciallp tothe Citieof I ars, which by his pzedeceſſo; was 
made the ſeat ofche Realme, and was in a manner all compaſſed (but ſpe- 
cially on the Nozth ſide) with townes,caſtles and holds, rebelled andfurs 
niſhed with garriſons of rebels. 

The Duke de Ayne plaping the night Crowe, fearing the dap light, 
arriued inthe night ac Parit, neither pzoffered ans iſſue na ſkirmiſh vnto 
the King, noz ſhewed any coken of his being ihete, no moze then if th 
had been fallen on a ſudden into a lethargie. 

The Ring being retyzevfrom Peru, the ſapdDuke fell to 1 — 
moꝛe 


: 
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1589 moze pꝛoſitable kinde of warte: fo his money being ſpent in erecting ſo 
Noucmb, many Trophees in Nermandy with that mightie Army,as be did after he 


had receaued ſo many ltripes aud baſtonadoes, as he ſapd, that he will no 
moze of that play: be determined to ſearch theCoffers of his friends the 
Pariſiens, whom he loued well yet their money better. 

And as it is ſayd commonly, that the man who deſireth to kill his dog, 
maketh himſelte bel&ene that bee is mad: ſo this valiant Duke, to picke a 
quarrell, doth eaſily make himſelfe and the Partſiens belteue that tbey had 
p2ocured the King to come ta Pu and that which the Ring bad vone by 
valour, was done vp winking of them, aud was enterpꝛiſed vpon incelli- 
gences which they had with him, and that if hee had not come with (pede 
they would haue deliuered the citie to the King. No man could deny this, 
fo2 there was within the citie witneſſes, who were returned from Picaray. 
to the number of :wentie thouſand, who had the Foꝛtreſſes ofthe Citie in 
their hands; all theſe would beare witneſſe agaynſt them. And who will 
not beleene ſuch a multicude of witneſſes + But pet if it has not been ſo, 
their gods were ſafficient witneſſes ofthe crimes aboue ſaid: ſo that who- 
ſoeuer was rich oꝛ fo accounted, was ſufficiently conuicted to haue adi. 
ſed againſt the aſſociation and holy vnion. Taboſseuer had gods was 
quickly conuicted to be an heretick and betrayer ofthe Catholſke religion, 
Therefoꝛe hot ſkitrmiſhes were within the Citie, deadly warre is pꝛoclay. 
med agamit the Coſfers, Cloſets and Counting houſes of rich men. Rich 
Marchants are ſent toz, pulled out of their houſes with their wives and 
childꝛen, their goos taken co þ holy vſe of the holy League, they are made 
faſt to a payꝛe of gallowes and there hanged : fo2 the very zeale anddeuo» 
tion which the Leaguers haue to their Catholike faith, and holy mather 
the Church, they did thzow into the water the wines andchildzen of many 
rich citiʒeus, leaſt they ſhould clayme anp part of their goods, Ail parts of 
the Citie were full of hozrible executions, weeping, mourning and heauie 
lamentation. | . 

The Ring did neuer ſhewe the hundzed part of that extremitie vnto his 
enemies, as the heads of the League did vnto then friends, whom they 
ſhould haue defended from being executed by bthers,S0 that the heads of 
the craprozs hauing obtapned a p2ofitable and. gaunfull vatozic agaynſt 
the Counting houſes and Coffersof their friends: and hauing that which 
they moſt deſired , do reſt themſelues, take their caſe after ſo many ſkir⸗ 
miles fought in Nermanay, but ſpecially in Paris:fo2 now thep haue mo-. 
ney ta ſpend, | 

The Ning being at the Uillage Liar: vnder Mount berry , remapned 
there a whole day to try whether the enemies (hauing reſted and refreſhed 
themſelues three dayes in Paris) mould haue gathered ſtomacke and pur⸗ 
ſited hun. But vnderſtanding of their kinde of warre aud victozies _ 
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they had agaynſt the Coffers of che citizens of Paris, hee determined to 
127 thoſe wicked rebels to deſttoy one another, and to take the Towne 
of ER ampet vpon this octaſioum. 

Che Loꝛd Clermont of Ledeſde in Languradoc be, had thuſi himſelfe in- 
to the ſapd Towne with fiftie oz thzeeſtdze Gentlemen, though the aſſu- 
rancs which the Duke de Mayne had giuen them, and confirmed the fame 
by many of his letters, which were intercepted, that he would come to te. 
Icue them with his armie, The Ring by theſe letters knowing that the 
Duke de Mayne ftood bound vpon his faith # honour to reſcue Eſtampei, 
with all his armie the fift of Nouember hauing (ent part of his fozces to 
compaſſe the ſapd towne,which was done the ſame day early, he followed 
and artiued at Efawpes with the reſt of his armie when it was darknight, 
and at his comming he wonne the Suburbs, which the enemies had made 
ſhewe to hauedefenved, The ſame night alſo the Towne was taken, the 
Souldiers retp2ing into the Caſtle. DN 

The ſixt day of Nouember the Caſtle mas enuironen, appꝛoaches 
made, and two Culuerines placed in batterie. The tout Souldiers with 
the Lozd Clermont, who didloke ſo bigg firft, ſeeing that the army which 
ſhould reſcue them did not appeare, and that thep had no newes of it,des 
manded parlep, and yeelded themſelues the ſame day, with condition that 
eight of them ſhould remapne pziſoners, untill ſuch time as they ſhouly 
giue eight others (who were named to them) to be delivered, 

Aſter that agreement, the Ring did ſhew that fanourto the Lend Cler- 
mont, and unto fluc others, that ſhould haue remayned pꝛiſonera, to ſend 
them away vpon their oathes : ſo there departed out of the Caſtell, about 
foꝛty Gentlemen, and two hundzed Souldiours,who were ſafely tonduc⸗; 
tedhalfe the way to Pars,, 

The King conſiocring that poozxe Towne of Efampes, to haue bene 
taken thꝛe times in foure moneths, and thought it had ban neceſſary fox 
him, to haue kept a good Gariſon in it: pet notwithſtanding, being of his 
owne nature, as eaſle to be ouercome with clemency, as he is inuinſi ble to 
his enemies, by foꝛce was content to take no other aſſurance ofthe towne, 
then the oath ofthe inhabitants, wherem he repoſed his truſt, And that 
the Caſtell hould not bee a meane of their rigoms vſage, hereafter her 
determined to raſe it, and to commit the keeping of the Towne to the 
townelmen, onely perlwading himſclke, that they comparing the vlage 
which they haue at his hands, and of his enemies together, it will be the 
fureſt Gariſon to keepe them in abedtence, 

About the eight of Nouember, the Ring remayning pet there, arri 
ited a Gentleman from the Quane Dowager tothe Ring, bzinging a 
requeſt, which ſhe p2eſentedvato the Ring, befechinghim to doo her 
tuſtice,fo2 the dete able murther committed vpon the perſon of on 
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King and his counſel, who aftcr he haovelinercd his meſſage, tbe requeſt 


589 Ring her Huſband: the Ring deferred the anſwer vatill ſuch time, as h& 
Nouemb, lat in counſell, t 


The ninth day of Noucmber , the Gentleman was called befoze the 


was read aloud in the p2eſence of all che -zinces, Farſhals of France, 
and other Lozds and Gentlemen, who were then in great number about 
che Ring: by the which requeſt, beſives the deſtring ol the King, ſhe did 
adiure, not onely the Pzinces and Nobilitp of Fraxce, but alſo all Chzt« 
tian Pꝛinces, to be aſilſters in this cauſe. 

Che King making anfwer,himſelfe detlarti, that he highly comment» 

ded her vehemency in follcwing this ſute, and ſent the ſaid fupplication 
vnto his court of Parliament, tranſpozted to Tear, commannding his 
geuerall atturney, with the atturney ofthe ſaid Lady;comake infozmati- 
on againſt the offenders, to the end the matter might ber determined af- 
terward in his pꝛeſence, in manner andfozme conuenient. And foz his 
owne part, he wouldnot ceaſe to pzoſecute the matter, but vowed in p}e- 
ſence ol all the company, toemploy his trauailes and armes, vntill ſuch - 
time as he had done the iuſtite that God had appopated him to doo. 0 
that as the pittifull tearmes of the requeſt ofthe ſaid Lady, had filled the 
eyes of all with teares, ſo the pzincelike anſwer ofthe King. had quickly 
dꝛied them vp, and repleniſhed therrhearts with (uſt and 
burn ng deſire ofrcuenge. At that time, all with a loudvoyce, renuedthe 
oath of not lapingdowne armes, vntill ſuch time as they had teuenge d 
the hatefull death ofthe late Ring their maſter, 
Tye King ſeing that there was no hope to bzing the enemy to a baf- 
taile, but by extreame neteſſitie, ſent back the Duke of Longeuile, and the 
L 02d la Noue, with ſuch foꝛces as they had bzought out of Picardie, ta 
retteſh themſclues in that P2ouince :he did the like alſo, by the L oꝛde of 
Gyury, who met him with a good troupe at his departure {rom Parit, and 
ſent him againe into the Country of Brie. 

The Ring with the reſt ol his armp, determined to make a bopage to 
the riuer of Leyre, in the meane time, whileſt his ſtrange fozces that were 
comming, would be further in their wap. 

Therefoze thetenth of Rouember hee departed from EHampes, any 
marched thzough the Countrep of Beauſſe, and being aduertiſed that the 
= 6 Mp3 pallages, he deſired to winne it in paſſing 

pthe way. 

The 1 1. of Nouember, the Ring arrining, the Captaine chat was 
within it, made a ſhew as though he would defend it: but when her ſawe 
the Canon appꝛoach, he pelded it vp, and departing with two hundercd 
HÞarquevuſters, the King entred therein, and there ſtayed the day after, 
Thep ofthe Towne receauedno diſpleaſure, no viſcommodity,no _

The Ring leauing a good Gatiſon in the 
flrong place,vepartedthencethe thirteenth of Nouember, to the Towne 
of C haft eaudunme, where as ſoone as he was arriued, he ſent to ſommon 
the Towne of /endo/we, which was his auncient , andthe an · 
cit᷑t title of his pzedeceſſo2s,and becauſe that thereby they were his don · 
ble ſudiects,they were the moꝛe culpable in taking his znemies part: pet 
the Ring hauing mozecaretokepe them from further offnding,then to 
puniſh chem foz their double treaſons,he Raped ihꝛa dapes at ( haut taa- 
aunne,to ꝑiue them time to aduiſe themſtlues. 
Thilef che King lodged at Cha/Fravdxre, the Captaines of the 
Suilſersrriued, who were lent immediatly after the death of the late 
King, dy their Colonels ofthe foure Regiments,to knowe the pleaſure 
of their ſaperiours, whether they ſhould contmue in ſeruict, oz aſke ltaue 
to tetutne home. | 229 
The ſaide meſſengers tepoꝛted bnto the Ring, that they bad expꝛeſſe 
charge fromcheir Scignozies , to giut his Maieſty to vnderſtand, that 
they not onely doo commannd the Colonels and Captaines of the ſaid re · 
giments, to continue in dooing his Maieſty good and faithfull ſeruite: but 
alſo that they did offer him all ſuch'other ſucceur, agthey ſhall be able to 
make and as he {hall ned, holding from that houre the ſame aliounce and 
good friendſhip, confirmed with his Mateſty as chey haue had with his 
pꝛedeceſſons.

The Lend Malbenehard, ſome dapes befoze vnderſtam ing ot the kings 
comming into Beauſſe, had called vnto him certaine Gentlemen ba ing 
his friends, and with them had foure hundzed Souldiours in Gariſon 
there beſide the inhabitants, which came to epght hundzed able men, and 
knowing that there he ſhould be beſieged, whilef the Ring was yet at 
(haufteaxdune,dcſired to parly with the Lozd Richlicu, great pzouolt of 
France, with whome het was familiarly acquaiuted: and when the faide 
Pyouoſt came to him, he deſired of him, that without pelving ofthe place 
the army might retpʒe. 
The 16. of Nouember, the Ring departed from Chauſteaudune, ha. 
r the Towue

The Cine dap, the Ring arriuing at A ly, befoze he lighted, went to 
biew the tawne and caſtell, which are both of a good reaſonable lrength, 
The Towne is compaſſed with a great ditch, well watered, and a ſtrong 
wall well flanked and in mau places rampered within: the Caſtell is 
much ſtronger, being ſicuatey vpon an bill, inuiraned wich a de pe ditch 
tom d the field, and it is ofa great height ouer the town?, it isTefeudev 
with a ſtrong wall, wich manp ä Ring 5 
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the Suburbs to bee won, andpartedthe Lozdes, Parſhalls of Byron and 

Aumont, the one of the one ſive of che riner Lozre, the other onthe other 

ſide, and hauing well conſidered ofthe fozmeofcheſlege , bee determined 

firſt to deale with the Caſtell, which being wonne, the Towne could not 

w_ long, which thing would haue happened, if hee had begon with the 
one. 

The Toene of Verndoſwe being heſieged, che Led Malbeuehard (ent 
againe fo the Lozve Richlieu, who hadno wifer anſwer then the firſt; 
wherein appeared.that God would make him fiele the recompence of his 
deſerts, not permitting him tohelpe himlelte with reſolution, dut GOD 
left him in the dampe of his rebellious cdſcience, as a man troubley with 
giddines of the head, not knowing what he did. 

Che ſeauenteene and eighteene dayes ,'the Ring beffowed in viewing 
where he ſhould place his battery, putting all things in readines, and be · 
ing pꝛelent at the wozkes all day long, and part of the night. Aud the night 
kollowing, the eighteenth day, hee paſſed in a manner, in conducting and 
placing the oꝛdinance tothe battery. 

The 19. of Nouember at the dawning of the day, hee began to beat two 
towers ol the Caſtell, and to take away the defentcts of the beach which 
he purpoſed to make, and afttr the beſtowing of ſixt ſcoze Canon ſhot , ha- 
uing made a hole in one ofthe laid towers, where onelyz. men could paſſe 
in lront, cercatue Squldiers werecommaunded to { ił they could lodge in 
the ſafd tower: they gate vp, and in a furie entred the retrenchment , and 

be ing followed by fome,conducted by the Baron of Biren and others, and 
others by the Loꝛd Chaſtilion: they made thoſe within ſo diſmated, that af- 
ter they had offered tofight , they flev, and abandoning the Caſtell, ra: (n- 
to the cowne, where they were followed ſo neerlp, that part of the Ringes 
ſouldiers entered confuſedly with them, aud made themſelues wichiu leſſe 
then halle an houre maſters both of the towne and caſtell. 

The ſeid Malbeuehatd and his ſouldiers being retyzes into an houſe, 
did yeeld incontinently vnto the Baron of Deen, none other wiſe, then at 
the Kings mercie. —* 

In this aſſꝛult there was none of the Rings fide flaine, and very few of 
the to une. All the inhabitants were pardoned, ſane the -Lozd Benehard 

and a ſeditious Franc iſcan Frier (whom the Tnhabitants accuſed to 
haue bene the Authoz of the miſchieſs happened among them) they 
two were executed, he gaue the to wne to the pillage, cauſing the Churches 
carefully to be kept. | 

The 20,dap he commaunded all his army to depart out of the Towne, 
permitting no man any longer to bee pitlaged oz raunſomed, Hee reftozed 
the eccleſiaftical{ perſons vnto their ſeucrali charges, much moze peacs- 
ably then they were, when che towne was in the occupping of ah LK» 
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The Ring becing at Vendo/me, fluding himſelfe ſo neere Toars,purps« 
ſed to make a iouruey thether, to determine with the Los of his Parlta- 
ment there of certaine ſpeciall buſineſſe, leauing in the meane time the ar: 
mp to de conduced by the Parſhall Biron, 

The 21,of Nouember hee veparced from Maley by Yexdoſwe, and arri. 
ued at T o«r- the ſame day two houres within , where he was atten- 
ded wich ſo great ioy and gladnes of all the people of che Citie, chat ſuch 
ſtoze of lights there was pyepared inthe Ytterts at his arrinall,that it was 
as light as the noone dap» 

That night the Pzince, Cardinall of Yends/zee, came to the Ring ts 
do him reverence , who receaued entertainment and countenance agree* 
able vnto his neerenes of bloud with the Ring. 

The 22.0f Nouember all the chambers ofthe Parliament came perſo- 
nally to ſalute and acknowledge the Ring the firſt pꝛeſident, making the re- 
— ſuch lubſtanct and eloquence as cauſed a great tontentation 
eo the King. 

After them came the Paſo2 and Jurats of the Citie, who were mofe 
eurteoufly accepted by the King. 

Laſt of all came the eccleſiaſticall perſons of the Towne, all with great 
ſhewofiop and hope of an happie and quiet gouernment: therin they were 
toulirmed by the anſwers which they receaued of the Ring in moſt excel · 
lent cearmes and Pꝛincelike eloquence, ; 4 
Che ſame day the Ambaſſado) allo ofthe tate of Yenice had audience, 
where firlt he pzeſented che letters ofthe ſeignozy vnto the Ring, and af- 
terward declared the ioy they had of his happy ſucceſſion vntoche Crown, 
beſeeching him to accept the offer of the friendſhip of the ſaty ſeignozp vnto 
his Paieſtie,and to pꝛomiſe and aſſure them of his, and to maintaine the 
good entercourſe bet weene his crowne aud the ſaid ſignozle : whereunto 
the anſwered to their content ation. 

The King was determined to haue ſtayed at Tour: but one day, but the 

people were ſo deſp2ous to ſee him, that hee was faine to ſtay there foure 
dayes, 
During which time of his aboade there, the terroz of his armes, the loue 
ok his clemencie, which be d whereſoeuer he came, the opinion of his 
tuftice,and the admiration of his wiſedome and modeftie did fo ni@ue the 
people, that the Townes of Lawerdine, CheFeandeloyre, Montonert , (i 
tuated vpponthe river Loyre, and Montricherd ſituattd vppon the riuer 
Chere in Toxreyne, voluntarily per loed chemſelues, So the 25. 0f Nu. 
uember the Ring depatted from 7 ow7s, and with one iourney went onto 
his armp at Chaſteaudeleyre, ten leagues ol. | 

The Rin ung Looper bellege the Towne of Au, from 
Chandler ene to the Lozd Fargesto wy ſaide Towne, am to 
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ſammon it. The Lozde Boyſdaulphin;which commanded in it ſe the 
League, made anſwer as theugb het had beenreſdlucd ta bury bimiſelſe 
there in, and all thoſe that were with hum, rather then co depart out of it: 
ond the 27. of Nouembcr the ſai Boyldaulphm went eutcfthe tIwne, to 
vurne a great part et the Suburbe named 1 Corftare : but the Loyd Far- 
ges romming vpon him with his trovpes , reſcued a great part ofthe ſaid 
Suburbe from burning. 

Th: 2$.0f November the Ring departing frem ( Haſteandeleyre, th (ee 
cond day arriued at /uray Leucſine, diſtant from Aſn» ont League. 

The 30.of Nouember{e Baton of Biron,aud the L 2d Chaſtilion ar · 
rived with the greateſt pare ofthe French infautry , by whonf the ſame 
nicht the trenches which the enemie had made in the Suburbs was won 
in ſome twenty foot high, and might caſily baue attended the Canon, af. 
ter that it was ſuppoſed that they were eaſier to be dealt withall then it 
was looked fo}, conſidering the high loltie ſycaches of Eoyſdaulphine, 
Capcaine of the Rebels, 

The 29. bf Mauember the Ring came and lodged in the Suburbs, 
which are fairc, and ina manner moze commodicus to lodge in then the 
Towne. The ſame day the Ring cauſed all the reſt of the Suburbs to bee 
won, except the Suburbe Saint 7 aba, ſituated on the other ſide of the ri- 
uerS-rthre, which was won the dap after. The ſaid Boyſdaulphinhad 
burned moge then halfe, but ſpecially that part which was next the bzidge 
beeing the faiteft houſcs : ſo that their valeur appeared in nothing eile but 
oucly in burning the houſes and goods of the ir owne frentes, 

The King beſtowed thzee daies and nights trauelling himſcif alme ſt the 
whole night in making Gabions and other pzcparattues neceſſary foz the 
battery, and to ſce the pieces byought to their places. 

All things becing in ateadines, the ſecond of, December the Ring bee 
gan to batter certaine defenſes of the wall of the Towne , and after ter- 
t ine voltis of Canon, Boyſdaulphinpcreeaving that within tinet howers 
be ſhould haue had an aſf<ult geuen him, and (hits hatt failing) not willing 
to abide it (foz he was a man experienced net in feats of armes, but cnelp 
in feats of ſedition ameng a mutinous compauy of robbers, as it did ap 
peare in his dealing in Puri.) After few voley$ of Canon ſhot, his high 
woꝛdes were turned to vanity, be demanded pailep, and in fine by two a 
clocke in the after noone the ſaid Towne of Aſary was pt elded vnto the K. 
which wit heut great care ofthe Rirg hadborne ſacked by the Sovldicrs , 
but hecauſed the gates to be kept ſhyt, ard to take awapall occaſion of an- 
nopante to the Citie,h? would uot lodge in it t imſc ift, but kept inthe ſubs 
urbs where he was firſt lodgt d. f | | 

There was wubin the Townemoze thentwo haudzed gentle wen, 8nd 
twenty cnſigncgof footuren z who dul ing the time of parley did, e 


— 
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ſcolde and outragiouſly reulle one another. Fo) the gentlemen ſaid, that 1599. 
the Souldiers would not fight; the Souldiers ſaid that agatuſttheir wils Decem b. 


the gentlemen would compound: but in verie deede beeing but a rable of 
ſeditious perſons when they came to the pinch eurry ont did feare bisſkin, 
Fo whercas they had tauſedthe towne to beſtom aboue two thouſand 
crownes in fozttficacions, they had burned above one hund1ev thouſand 
crowns in houſing in the ſuburbes, they had ruined the countrty ſixe times 
as much moe, and pet would they not abide aboue cher volepes of 
Canon. 

Ilbelet che Ring battered fave, Briflak another bulle Captaine of 
rebellious robbers heard the thundering of the Cannon, bet ing at I. Forte 
Bernhard wich (wo regiments, who were coming to ſuccour the town of 
Maus, beeing put in great feare gaue to himſeife the alarum and fled back 
againe twelue leagues, and in retiring, fell vnawares into the Rutters 
quarter that ſeruta the Ring,whotooke from him thirtie e2 foxtic hozſes # 
chariots without the loſſe of any mau. 
| The Ring reſtozed into che Towne the Biſhop and the Lozd Larges 

his bzother, to his office of Gouernour there, as he had been befoze, aud 
pardoned the inhabitants, who came as wel! Eccleſtaſticall as other ta 
gine him thankes, with pzoteſtacton of fideltie and true obedience, 

The Ring abode thete after the taking of it fiue dates, during the which 
time the greateſt part of Gentlemen who were in the Towne of Har, 
and had bin ſeduced bp the League, and by them induced to this rebellion, 
put themſelues inte che Rings ſeruice, 

About the ſecond day of December, the Caſtles of Beaumont and Ten- 
uoy ptelded vatoche Ring: and about the ſante time inthe countrep of I. 
al, the Townes of S«blice, Laval, Chaſt caugontier,townes of impozrance, 
and many other of leſſer name were bzought vnder the Rings obedience, 

About the 9,0f December, the Ring ſent his armie to Alercon, buder 
the conduc of the Marſhall Byron and the Baron his ſonne Barſhall of 
the Campe, whileſt he himſelfe made a voiage into the countrep of Laval, 
to the intent by his p2eſence to comfozt che Nobilitie and people of that 
countrep, who were newly redeemed from the ſlauerie of the Rebels and 
reduced to his obedience : but ſpectallp to cauſe the P2zince D'owbes to te. 
pap2e unto him out of Britaine that he might ſce him. So takiag his jour» 
nty the eight of Derember,arriued at Lexa/the ninth dap. There as well 
the Eccleſiaſtical as Cannons, and other ſozts ofpopilh pzieſts with their 
02naments, wherewith they had accuſtomed to go to pꝛoteſſion, met him 
a great wap cut of the towne, and hauing by the mouth ol ont made their 
ſubmiſſion and pzoteſtation of their fidelitie and obedience, they accompa» 
nied the King marching befoze him vntill be entred into the towne, ſings 
ing with grea: melodie all the wap along. ue le Rey,

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There came out likewiſe che Pagiſtrates of the ſayd Towne to miete 


Decemb, him, and the people ſaluted him as be paſſed thzough the ſtreeces with this 


acclamation, vine le Roy. The Ring abode there ten daies, and in the mean 
time the Pzince D'ombes arriued wich a great companie of Nobilttie out 
of Britaine, who was moſt courteouſlp teceaued ofthe Ring. 

In his wap from the Mun to Laual, certaine of his companie departed 
from him, and toke in their way Chaſt eaubriault in Anjou, and brought 
— them the Captain to the Ring being at Laual, with manp other pzt- 
oners. 

The Ring hauing ſpent certaine dapes with the Pꝛiner D*owbes, and 
taken oꝛder foz the affapzes of that Pꝛouince, ſent bim againe to his charge 
of Britaine, and diſpatched the Parſhall Aumont to gather his ſtraunge 
fozces together: ſo that the 20,6f December the Ring departing from La- 
val went to Mayennelafabes , where hee was very well receaued, aſſured 
himſelfe of the Caſtle : and withoutleauing any other garriſons in the 
Towne, paſſing thzough a moſt foule couutrep, arriued at Alencon the 

Now the Parſhall Byron departing from the Towne of Aan with 
the armie the ninth of December, could not reach to Tlencon, vntill the 
15. dap of the lame moneth, by reaſon of the foule way which hindered the 
carriage of the D2dinance: but hauing ſent the Lord Artray certaine daies 
befoze, he had compaſſed the Towne, and at his firſt comming tooke the 
Suburbes, and dzew. them ofthe Towne to compoſition, 

Captaine Lago Gouernour ofthe Towne, tetyꝛed into the Caſtle with 
foure hundꝛed and fiftie Souldiers, making ſhew as though he would de⸗ 
fend it, The place was very firong,enuiroued with water and ſtrong wals, 
well flanked and good tamers. | 
The Patſhall ol Byron being entred the towne, kept ſo good onder in 
ic, that it was nat ſeene that it had bin beſieged, the ſhops being kept open 
that day as if it had bin in time of peace: and pꝛeſentiy cauſed the artillerie 
to be bzought befoze the Caſtle, and ſhot at the dełences, found meanes to 
take away their water. 
Tbe 23. of December the King being arriued at Alencen, and viewing 
what was dane at the ſiege al the ſayd Caſte, ſayd that the ſiege woulo

Che ſame day the Ring canſed che ſapd Lago, who was within the Ca. 


- Kell, to bee aduertiſed that he was eome, and to bee ſommoned : at which

Gouernour the Lozd Artrey with a good gariſon in the cowne and caftle,,

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and departing herehence, the 27. ol December went andlodged at Sees, 1 589. 
where the Biſhop and his Pzieſts, with the Pagiſtrats of the Citie,came Decemb. 


to meet recroued him ſo well, bat he truſted vnto the inhabicauts 
of the place, without leauing therein any other garriſon, - 

The 28, of December the Ring departed from thence to Argentem, 
which is a god towne in Neri, wherein is a Caſtle at gin ſtrength, 
There was inthe ſame Caſtle thzee Enſignes of focrmen, whom the Lozd 
Briſſak had left there, who with Capeaine Picarr and his regiment were 
came from Pr: to MA., and had pꝛomiſed to ſhewe himleife at all the 
fieges which the Ring would cake in hand, and he would empeach him 
— taking of any towne in the countreys of Ane and baſe Nor- 
mandie. But this great warriour was as olde in courage as he was hot in 
woꝛds: foz he neuer (hewed his face at any ſiege, 

The inhabitants of the towne of Agenten hauing determined to yeely 
to the Ring, came f@2th and met him, moſt humbly deſiring his Pueſtie 
toreceaue them to his fauour: which thing be did willingly, * 

The Souldiers ſceing that, retpzed into the Caſtle, beſecching the K, 
to ſuffer them — 2 with their liues and baggage: which ching the K. 
granted vnto 

The 29. ol — the garriſon of Dawfronr vnderſtanding that he 
bad ſommoned the towne, and that the inhabitants had determined to ac» 
knowledge and admit the Ring, entred in conſultation what they ſhould 
da, and being deuided into conttary factions, put themſelues in armes one 
agaynſt another, It happeued that they who would ſubmit themſelues to 
the Ring, although they were not halfe ſo many in number as the other, 
wereencouraged and aſſifted of God;foz the juſtice of the cauſe had the vic» 
tozie, The Baron of /erny Gouernour of the Caſtle was flapne, and cer: 
tapne other: whereupon as well they of the Caſtle as of the Towne ſent 
to the Ring ta traue bis fausur and clemencie, which they obtapned, '! 

The zo. of December che Ring ſent to the towne, to be aſſured of 
both — thing was done without fozce 02 violence, 

The Lozd, Briſſak, and his companious rebels being beaten away out 
of all townes of Anjeu, Mayne and Perche, had put himſelfe with the 
regiment ol Captaine Picart. into Fal, a Towne ſituated betweene 
e-/rgenton aud (en : where is a Caſtell very ſtrong, and eftcemed to be 
the beſt place ofbaſe Normandie, the Caſtell of Cen onlpercepted. The« 
ther Briſlak had cntifed many Gentlemen and Souldiours ofthe Coun» 
(rey, men ofhis owne humour, whoſe heart did boyle with rebellion and 
treacherie, and alſo the remnant of the Gantiers , who had eſcaped the 
laughter done bon them befoze, by che Pꝛince Montpencier: vaunting 
that they would repay1e the honour of their companions, who had yeel- 
ded and loſt all other townes,and that 7 * place all the ſpoyle w_ 
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the King had gotten, ſhould be ſurrenned. | 

The nigh: tollowing,the 30.of December the Ring ſent the Baron of 
Byron to enuiron it, with certaine troupes of men of warre, who came 
thether tyc mozning following ſo happily, that bee found the Lozd Briſ- 
ſak comming out of the Towne to haue burned the Towne of 
Gybray, which is as i it werea Subbmib of F. The (aide Lowe 
Briſlak perteauing the troupesof the Baron of Byron, returncd bark in: 
to the Towne in haſt, and wich great terroz, ſo that by the tomming of 
the ſaid Byron, the Mowne of Gybrey was kept from burning, ſea3cd 
bpon,and the cnemies there infozced to r tyꝛe into Fl. 

The 31. of December the Ring arriued, and went pꝛeſtntiy, accom- 
panied with che Parſhall Byron, to viewthe Towne and Caſtell, which 
are both ſtrong, The Towne is compalled with a great poole, whoſe 
water cannot be d}awne away: the wall is good, and flancked with good 
Towers, and hard ta appꝛoach foꝛ the battery of the Ozdinancr. The ca. 
ſcfl is much ſtronger foztified with great and ſtrong towers, and very 
good walls, with a dongton, ſepatated and compaſſt d withgreat# deepe 
ditches, Beſides this, the Loꝛde Briſſak was within, well accompanied 
wit) Gentlemen, Captaines and Souldiours, and made a great ſhewe 
that het would defend that place effectually , with intent to get ho-

The firſt day of Janua: e, the Ring ſent to ſommon the Towne,to the 
which the Lozd Briſlak made anſwcr, with a gr: at bzagging of reſoluti · 
on, that he had vowed vnto Got, ucuer toſpeake of am compolitton fo 
that Tome. 

Upon this anſwer, the Ring cauled wich great diligence and expediti⸗ 
on, gabions to be made, baggs to be filled with earth,andal things necel- 
ſarp foz the battery to he done:which thing was ſo dil gently followed, 
that the third day of Jawtary all was in a readines, and had beg ou co bat 
ter that dax, but he ſtayed fa three Canons, which the Punce Montpen- 
cier did hing to him out ofthe Caſtell of Ca, which arriucd at the licge 
that lame day. 

That ſ me day the Prince Montpencier came to the King, bauing 
with him, obout twelue 82 fiſtecne huadzed Sou diours, a 00» troupe 
of Gentlemen ofthe Countrey, and certainc companies of men of ai ms, 
with the three Canons af»zeſaid. They which were within the Towne, 
did neuer oll theſe fourc dapes ſally out, but with great bjaggings, ſhe» 
wed a reſolut minde, ſuppoſing therewith to feare awaythe King. 

The Bing hauing put ail things in a readines fo the battery determi: 
ned to make one w32ke of two: fox knowing that the Caſtell being won, 
$he Towne couldnot hoid out long bee concluded to plate thice batteries, 
whcreo! two from ſundʒy parts ſhould batter at one bzeachof * 
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Che third being placed vpon a rock, ſhoulv ſcoure cettaine waies 
behinde the bzcach of che live of the Caſtell, | 

Thercfoze the lift day of Januarp,at eight ofthe clock in the moming, 
his Oꝛdinanct began co beate two ꝑrrat towers, which flanked from the 
one tothe other, wherrol the one ſerued fo7 a deltnet tothe bꝛtach, which 
be ſuppoſcd to make. 

And after the beſtowing of foure hundcred Canon Hot, the top of one 
Tower being fallen, and a hole being made in the other Tower that de- 
fend:d the :22ach,the Ring cauſed it to be battered ſpedily,foz the rt ne» 
ded but the beating of a littie piece ofa Wall. This done, ihe Ring com- 
maunded certatne companes of @ouldtours to goe and view if they 
could lodge in the ſaid Tower : at whoſe commaundement, certaine of 
them entring the hoie which was made though, went into the Ca» 
ell, and finding no reſiſtance , called cheir fellowes , who entring one 
n 1 in a ſhoꝛt ſpace they became Paſters of the Caſtell and 


They within, being lone diſmayed, without any fightrcepzed into the 
dongeon, out of the which they ſent tyer Gentlemen, to beſæth the King 
to rect aue them vpon any compoſitien. 

The Ring anſwercd, chat he would not receaue them, but at his plea« 
ſure, and that they ſhould pzoue his clemency, without binding hum elfe 
vnto any condition, 2 

The firt of January, the King ſuffered the Lozd Briſſak to come and 
ſubmit himlelle vnto him. and being ouercome with pit ty, which her had 
bpon the young Gentleman, graunted thcir liues, in chooſing fiſta ne of 
the beſt ſoꝛt ol them, whome hee would kxpe 1 2iſoners as warlike ene» 
mies, and fifreene mo2*, ſuch as hee ſhould chinke good, ſhould bee at his 
Maieſties diſpoſition. Thug God did ſo beate downe theſe pzoud and 
inſolent rebels.toar ing and bzeathing a little befoze, nothing but fire and 
— none of them did pꝛotfer , oz ſmed to make head other wiſe 

wozts. 

The Towne being taken by afſault, could not be pꝛeſ rued from pilla- 
ging and ſackaging that there might be a difference betwrene them that 
fled to the K ngs clemency,and thoſe who obſtinatly did pꝛoue the fozce of 
bis armp, the one being wholy deſolat, the other retopſing in a full quiet» 
nes and perfect peace. | 

The t5.whom the King tooke foz warlike Enemies were put to their 
ranſom;the town was geuen to the Souldiours:of the other fifteene, who 
were at the Rings diſpoſition, the Lozd Briſſak (as conſenting and acceſa- 
ry to the Kings death) was condẽaed to die, But wheras after the Rings 
death and when the ctownes of Picardie did reuolt,the rebels had taken the 
Ducheſſe of Lengeuille, mother to the 8 liuing — abs 
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- hozring their rebellion, and detained her in captiuitie in the Citie of e- 


miens, The Duke of Log»exille greatly deſirous to deliuer his mother,begs 
- ch Briſſale to ſet his mother at liberty and in place of ſatetie byex« 

with the ſaid Briſſak , which thing che king granted, ſuppoſing 
— not bee long afoze he would come againe into his hands, to 
receaue the reward of his rebellion and parracide. 

Hetherto Chziſtfan Reader thou haſt ſeen into what miſerable and wo- 
full ſtate the whole Realm was thzowen in by the Leaguers, by their Fri⸗ 
ers, Ponkes, and deſperat Jeſuics, and by their venimous ſeditions and 
vngodly ſermons preached to the people, to ſl irre them to all manner of 


damnable licenſe. And how that kingdome ſunke and dzowned in a moſt 


confuſed rebellion was left by the king Henry the third, and laſt ofthe no⸗ 
ble familie of V aloys, and deliuered to Henry the . now king of France 
and Naxerre,named, declared and inthzoniſed by hispzedeceſſo},appoued, 
actepted, ond p2oclaimed la włull and natural heire and king ofþ crowne of 
France after the mauer of the Emperours ofthe Romans, by ne 
ces, Robilitie, Officers of the Crowne, not among few Þ1iefts, 
and Monks, with acraſh ot ceremonies, but in — — 
Marſhals, Colonels, captaines c Souldiers acknow t obedience 
ſwoꝛn vntoby the beſt and ſoundeſt part of the realm, towns, cities, Com ; 
monalfics # people, as well eccleſiaſticallas tempozall, reſiſted onely by 
fewrebe!gandrobbers,who having ſurpziſedſome Townes and Cities, 
do erertiſe an intollerable (and mote then Turkiſh)tyzanny ouer the Citi- 
zens other wilc well diſpoſed. 
Thou haſt {ene alſo, how God hath guided his hands to batte ll, and 
his fingers to f ght, hath bleſſed his armes befoze, and nom in the begin 
ning of his raigne with pꝛoſperous lucteſſe of victoꝛies, and reduced 
Townes,Cities and whole Pꝛouinces, ſeduced by the Leaguers, to their 
duetiiull obedience, and hath ſo reſtozed to them, which will be quiet vn- 
der his couernement , peace, juſtice and iudgement, that they may ſay, 
that the Loꝛd after a long continual om tempeſt, hath geuen them as a 
calme weather to reſtoze in that afflicted ſtate ſaturnia reg na, wherein god · 
line (ſe and iuſtice ought to raigue. 

Now befoze we make an ens of this peare, and this ſeuenth booke toge- 
ther, wee will lay downe other exploits of warte done in other partes ol 
France, but ſpecially in the Pꝛouince of Daulphine : and hauing no ample 
infozmarions no} obſervation of time and other circumſtances neccfſary to 
the perſptcutty of the hiſtoꝛy, we will put downe onelp the euents bare and 
naked as it were pʒiuate memoʒies, in ſuch ſozt as they were ſent tothe nos 
ble ꝛinceſſe of Orenge aut of herſoueraignty of Orenge by ſomeofher ſer⸗ 
nant- there, deſyꝛous onely to aduertipe her nene imply ol the acti⸗ 
ca which bas paſſe there - 
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Je laid befoxe how the Guizes(headof the League)tooke fo) party the 1589 
king of Nu, and with him the pzofeſſozs of the refozmed religion as 
oncly hinderers of chcir dziftes. And afterwardes they pzoclaimed open 
warre againſt the Lozds Eſpernon and Valete his bzother , who with their 
faithfull ſeruice and wiſe counſel were ſtumbling blockes in the way ot :he 
ſaid Buizes and Leaguers, diſappointing them of their purpoſes, The L. 
Valctebeeing in Proxance and Dan/phine,and vnderſtanding of the erecu» 
tion done at Bloys vppon the perſons of the Duke of Ge, and the Car- 
dinall his bzother,by a pzudent wiſedome fozeſaw how ſome new tumults 
would ryſe thereupon, and how the king would turne his foxces againſt 
the Leaguers, & vpon that occaſion would reconcile the king of Nau e 
to him, and vſe his ſeruice , and ol them of the refozmed Religion, 

Aud thereupon, to auoyde all inconveniences which might enſue this 
ſtrange and vnexpected accident: thought good to make peace with the 
Lo des Diguieres, a noble man of great valour,who had conſtantly and 
baliantly — the cauſe of the religion, and bzought many Townes, 
Cities and Foztrefſes,from the tyꝛanny and ſlauery of the Leaguers, to 
the Rings obedience. And when after the death of the Duke of Gu=:ze, 
many Townes and holds had rebelled, partly induced by the outcrics of 
þ Leaguers,and partly ſurpzizedby them, but ſpecially in Pronance, 

Peace bpon theſe occaſions was madebetwene them, that their foꝛtes 
being ioyned together, they might the better be able to pzeuent the trai 
terous attempts, and reſiſ the pyactizes of the ſaide Leaguers. After 
which agreement, the ſato Lozdes des Diguieres and V alcte came toge- 
ther, and oftentimes lat in counſel, to take adniſe fo2 the ſafe keping of the 6 
counfrep of Daa/phine and Proxence inthe Rings obedience, they toge- 
ther entered /alence,Romans,T uilet and other places. 

After theſe two Noble men by this newe reconſiliation had been ſome 
dayes together, they determined to ſeparate themſelues and their foꝛtes: 
the Lozd des Diguieres remapned in Daaiybine, and the Lend Valette 
8 his fozces into Pronence, there to ſtop the attempts ofthe Res 


After the ſeparation of theſe two Noble men, the Loꝛd des Digui 
firſt layed the ſiege befoze the foztrefſe of Auronne, right agaynſt Aſon'h. 
mer, which had been (i bythe Rebels, and tooke it by aſſault the 
fift dap of January, the of the ſapy Fozt and all his men were 
put to the (wozd, 

Shozely after the taking of A=xomne,the Loꝛd Eſchambaule, who hay 
conſtantly defended the refozmed religion in Yi«arers,, jopned his fozces 
with the Lozd des Diguieres, which thing befoze he could not well doo, 
From Auron the Loꝛd des Diguieres, ſtrengthened with the fozces of 

the Lozd Eſchambault, lapd the ſiege befoze the Hold . — 
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countie of Grigxan, which he toke by aſſavit, The Gonernour of that Hold 
was hanged, and all bis compante put to the ſwoꝛd, one onely ſaucd vpon 
_— that he ſhould pay all the expenſes that the whole atmie had been 
at that ſiege, | 

The layd Lozd des Diguieres departing from Colon/cles, tooke his wap 
ſtraightco the County of — aſſoone as de was eacred the coun: 


trey, the Holds of Bauwyes,T auſſie, ſe Bonſcb |, Racherinzes and Roc hegar- 
des yielded vnto him,neuer exptuing the Canon, Thete Fo1ts being ſux 
reudzed, he went to lap the ſiege befoze Camarer, a place well foztified,dis 
fant from Orenge about two miles. The ſayd towne peclved at the ſight 
of che Canon with ſafetie of lives, as well of Soulpiers as inhabitauts, 
From Camaret he went to the lege of Yacquiras: he tooke alſo by com- 
polition ¶Aubiguan, where he reſted the whole arme torefreſh his Doul: 
diers ten dayes. Thether came the Deputies of the countrep to demaund 
Attuce. | 's 
From Aubiguan the Loꝛd des Diguieres went to beſiege an Hold tal⸗ 
led Coyrenne, which was taken by aſlault, the goueruour thereof being an 
Italian was h2nged in the wozſhip of Nera donna de Loretta, and all 
bis Soulolers foꝛ company with him, oz els pat to the ſwozd, 

After this execution done, the Gouernours of ali places and Townes 
thereaboutes,as Rakeſel, S. Roman, Villedien, Boy ſon, Mirebel,Payme- 
rat, S. Romanet and others, came to him and offeted bim cheir kepes. 

From Cayreme the Lozd des Diguieres went fa2th to beſitge Molar, 
a place well foztifted, where are Caſtles very frong. There he beſtowey 
thꝛee hundzed ſhot of canon, and at length a bꝛeach being made che aſſault 
was giuen, and after two bundzed and fiftie men of the enemies had bien 
flapne the Towne was taken. The Lo2d of the ſayd place had his life ſa- 
ued, in paying ten thouſand Crownes foz his raunſome, and beſides his 
houſe ſacked, | 

There was during the time that theſe affaires did ſo paſſe in Daulybine, 
a certapne meeting of Deputies of Grenobit, and other Townes & Cities 
of chat Þzouince,making ſuite foz to haue a truce foz foure ytates: vppon 
whoſe ſuite the Lozddes Diguieres dzewe untere to Grenoble, and lodged 
bis armie thereabout in the Countrep : but hee himſelfe went to Niens. 
There the Deputies met, and requeſted to haue truces and ceaſing from 
warre during the ſpace of ft ure yratrs. Bat when as they could not agcee 
bpon the conditions, the Lozd des Diguieres appopnted another meeting 


at Bogency within two miles of Grenoble, and at length a truce was ton · 

cluded betweene them about the latter end of Parch, which was ſigned, 

ſealed and confirmed with great ſolemnitie in the Suburbs of Grenoble, 
It was agred that the pzincipalitie of Orenge ſhould be compyiſed in 


it, and that they ofthe League, who wire returned co the Rings pong 
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ence,ſhould pap tothe Lozd des Diguicres, foz the intertaincmentof his 1589. 
companies, cygheane thouſand Crownes,and the one halfe of all tolles, AZarch, 


which was thought to amount to fifty Crownes a day. Pojeouer,they as 
gred to pay him eyght thouſand Crownes, foz the intertaining of cer⸗ 
taine Pmiſters, and wozkes of pietie in Dex/phine, 

Allo that the Fozt of Sogencie , and diuers other holdes kept by the 
Leaguers,ſhould be beaten downe,endraſed to the geound. This truce 
was pꝛoclaymed in Grenoble on Ealter dap, | 

About the ſame time, there was an aſſembly of the Pzoutnce of Lan- 
gxedock , holden in Nieves and Lunel,aboutthe like truce, 

It is laid befoze , how the Lozd des Diguicres and la Vale · e, had icp- 
ned themſelues in amity foz che Rings ſeruice,and how the Lozd V alctc 
after hauing ſoiozned with the ſaid des Diguieres, to takt counſell tog 
ther about che Kings affay2es in De»lphme ond Pronance : the Lozd Va- 
lete with his fozces went into his gouernement of Pro#ance , where find- 
ing that Ceuntr ey full of confuſions and ſaaions, by the meaucs of the 
Court of Parliament at Aix, and the Loꝛd of Vin, which not onely were 
rebels, but alſo had ſolitited the Countrep to the like rebellion; the ſaid 
Lom Valete had tauſed an aſſembly ot the ſtates of Prouance, tu be holden 
ater his arriuing there : and being verp ſtrong, and hauing the greateſt 
part ol the holdes in the Countrey, they agred in the ſaide aſſembly, to 
make warre ag ainſt the (aid court of Parliament and Lozde of Un, 
= fo that purpole che Statcs there deliuercd him ten thouſand 


rownes * . 
The Lozd Monbrune jopned himfelfe with the Lozd Valete, and ſur: 
miles ſome ſtrong places in that Pꝛouinte. | 

Che Ring had calledthe Lozd Viommor eney from the gouernement 
of Languedoc ł, and had giuen that charge to the Lozd Ioycuſe, but at 
length the King perteauing, that the ſaid loycuſc by the perſwaſions of 
his mother, inclined to the rebellion o: the Leaguers, he tooke that go- 
uernement againe from him, ę reſtozed the Lo Mommorencic tothat 
charge, wich commaundement to remouc the Parl:ament of T ho/o«ze to 
the Citie of Va bonne, becauſe that T holoxze had rebelled againſt the 
Ring as is afozeſaid. 
; TheCitfe of Varbonne, viderſtanding of the reſtabliſhment of the 
Low Mommorecncie by the Ring, ſbut vp their gates againſt Ioyeuſe, g 
ſent fo2 the ſaid Mommorency, being then in A»-gnon, pzoffering to te- 
ceane him, ſa ing that it was the kings plcaſure to haue reſtabliſhed him 
in that gouernemtt. The laid Mommorency departed from Orenge the 
28, of March to N arborne ward, 

The Townes of Lang*edock, which were in the power ol them ofthe 
Religiongrefuſed to haut his authozitie publiſhed among n

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the exp2elle commaundement ot the Ring of Naxerre. 

The Lozddrs Diguicres hauing concluded a truce as is afozeſaid, in 
Daulphine, and ſet that 1220uince in ſome good tap, with his campe mar; 
ched toward Preunce, tu ioynt with the Lozd V alete, tu reduce that coun- 
trey to the Rings obedtence. 

Ic is laid befoze,howehe Ring during the deepe winter, did great ex- 

ploytes, with pꝛoſperous ſucceſſe, in ſubduing che Countries of Beaxfe, 

Anjou, Toureyne, Mayne, Lauall, Perc he, and moſt part of Normandie, 

in reducing them to their duetie of aleageance, reſtozed them peace, in- 

ſtice and judgement, veterly ſubuerted and troden vuder foote by che Lea 

—_—_— how hauing continued few dapes at the ſiege of Fal, tooke 
t by aſſault. 

Naw we will returne againe to few matters, which were done in the 
end ok this yeare. It is ſaid how the Duke de Ai aine after the Rings de: 
parture from Pari, gaue himſelfe to fight with che Coffers and counting 
houſes of the Patiſiens. But foz recreation ſake allo he put on the armoz 
of Venus to fight with the Curtizans of Paris, ſo that becing molten in all 
filthy plealures, the Lady Safnt Beufue,oz ſome other ſuch Uirgin did ſo 
dzeſſe him, that his name ſhoꝛtly after was woieeF in che Chirurgians hall, 
among them chat had the pockes: and lying in Pari about two moneths 
with his army about the Citty, without dootng any thing fo2 the avuance- 
ment ofthe holy Union, onely that it might appeare chat he was a Ring 
of Fryers, he was firſt annointes Ring of Fryers by the Chirurgians of 
Paris, with that holy Dile and extreame vnction, wherewich che Popes 
Þ1ieſts, Monks, Fryers and Jeſuits are oftentimes annoputed, and af- 
ter that crowned with ſuch a crowne, as che Fryers chemſelues arc crows 
ned with: and about che time that he had ſomewhat recoueredhis ftrength, 
and teeth began to be ſomewhat faft in his head.and his dzabbling had left 
him, Frper Sixtus(who ſomewhat afoze the Rings death had called home 
bis Legat, who was a Uenetian Biſhop of Brixia, foz that he was thought 
in Rome to fauour very much the kings affaires) vnderſtanding the kings 
affaires to haue better ſutetſſe then hee would wiſh 82 had expeced, ſent a 
new Legat into France to comfort, aſſiſt and further the affaires ofthe Re⸗ 
bels: he ſent J ſay Fryer Henrique, Cardinall Caietan his mother, Ca- 
nuillo Caictan, Patriark of Alexandria, when he tan haue it, Frier Plulip 
Siga Bpſhap of Placentia, Frier Francis Pauigarola Biſbop of A/te, Hie - 
ronimo M6ccuigo Biſhop of Cexeds, Laurence Bauchet Judge de Rara, 
and Secretaric of this Legacy,all whelps of one litter, and by one pe map 
know all the reſt, who were ſent in company with their traine to rid Rowe 

f ſo many Caterpillers · Theſe routes of filthy Fricrs with their Pou- 
chachos arriued in Pars: about the middle of December, with loads of

ts remember thetr conuent to begin with the Deuill, hee pzoclaimed a J- 
bile th all Frence, to ue pet whether hee might with that old pat⸗ 
ched net of robberp, called indulgences, fiſh any money, to helpe his ma; 
ſer (who had ſent him to iſh ) to maintaine in their bzaucry the holy Mo⸗ 
chachos and Curtizans in Kome, 

During the time ofthis /»bi/e, which begon at the feaſt of the natiuitp 
of Chit, Frier Henri que doreplentfh the minds of the Parifiens with ſus 
perſtitions, the kreates Fof Yaris with pꝛoceſſions, the Churches with fot- 
ti Adolaters, his belly with the beſk meat he could get, and his purſe with 
as mitch monep as he could, 

This Fiſher with his ragged uct was nat ſo much fuperſtitioufly retta · 
ned in Paris as he was deſpiſedand laught to ſcozue euen by the Carholiks 
generally thzough all France, maruelling that this Saint Peter fiſher had 
no better tooles to goe about his bulines ; and ſo as the Pzoucrbe is, ſel- 
dame do ſpeede the fowler,neucr the fiſher: fog beſide what he did in Paris, 
in anywhcre elſe he get not a pooze penpto bleſſe himſelfe. 

Oecondly, he goeth about to weaken the King: fo2 hee wzote letters to 
the Cardinals, Biſhaps,and Nodility of the Catholick re bere- 
witch he warned them ol the great danger of their ſoules , in following, 
,& aſſiſting a King herctick,ſhewing them the great barme which 
this ſchiſme would doo in time tothe Catholick Church bp which wo d 
be meant the Legions of Locuſtes, of Pzieſtes, Monkes, Friers and Je: 
ſuſtes, He wzote this,ſuppoſing that his bare letter would haue cauſed 
oe — A4 by heapcs,tofozfake the Rings defence, and to iayne with 

r fo 
This letter of Frier Henryque had thy diuers effects : fo) firſt ſome 
Bilhops thought good to — to the King, to ſee whether they could 
make him a Catholick:to whome the King anſwered, as he had once be⸗ 
foze anſwercd a Cardinall,chat he was able ſooner to make a Cardinall 
a Þugonet,then a C ardinall would make him a Catholick. 

Others, as the Cardinals of Kendeſwe and Leyorcourt, with diuers a- 
ther Byſhops were of opinion, that it was mol expepient to call a * 
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1589 nall counſel, accodingto che which the king had pꝛomiſed to refozme hints 
Decemb? ſelſe. But vnto this Frier Henrique the Legat would not hatken by any

meanes, ſearing both the light and the pinch, 

The nobility anſwered, that they did hold him fed the true heire and ſuc · 
ceſſo of the Crown, whom they would eſtabliſh in the full poſſeſſion ther⸗ 
of: and when the king had pacikyed the Realme, they will thinke on that 
matter. ; | | 
The thirdthing was to encourage the rebels to ſet vpon the king two 
manner of waies, by counſell and money. | 

Firl, he hcwed vnto them, that it was ſhame fo2 them, that while the 
king and hereticks had made great conqueſts, they had dane nothing but 
lurke and take their pleaſures, That Frier Sixtus, his Paſters plea- 
ſure was, to ſet vppon the king with all their fozces, befoze hee were 
ſtrengthened and confirmed in the kingdame, the longer they ſhould de. 
lap and linger, the harder it would be kon them to peuaile againſt him. 
Now they ought to beate the yzon while it is hot, andfollowe the mat- 
ter while the rebellien is vniuerſall, che number of partakers great, the 
hearts ot them animated, while there is great Noze of money gotten out 
of the coffers of the inhabitants of Paris, out of the confiſcations and pꝛo⸗ 
ler iptions o*the Rapalls, they had rectaued great ſtoze of the Cathofick 
K. of Spcyne, and he had aſſo chat ge from Fier Sixtus to deliuer to them 
fifrte thouſand Duckets. On the contrary, he ſhewed vnto them how 
the Ring was deſtitute of men and meanes, there were a great number 
againſt few, their furniture and munttion was farre paſſing that of the 
Ring they had the countrey fauozable,and cnemp vnto him, They were 
Nroug,(uſty,z reffed long, but the K. wich his foxces was wearie,wea- 
ther beaten and weake,by reaſon of his long topling aud moyling all the 
deepe ol winter. They had Frier Sixtus bleſſings, but the king had the 
accurle : therefoze he concluded, that they ſhould make no difficulty ofthe 
vio), it was too ſure on their ſide, and in a manner, it & O D himlelife 
would fight lo him (fo; the Fricrs fozmer ſperches empozted but little 
lefſe) he could not p2evaile, He ſhewed alſo, that there were already in 
the way foꝛces out of Flanders comming to them. by the pocurement of 
Bernardino Mendoza, and Friet Cardinall Damnj, the R ng thcrefoze 
was to be ſet on, befoze he had any leaſure toemploy foren Pzinces to ai 
ſi him: and to ſhewe the great good affection which Frier Sixtus 
4 this wozke of mercie, ha hav ſent them fiftie thouſand Duc⸗ 


The Duke (Nies, with the heads ofthe League, receaued this 
holy money, with os great devotion as the /»6:le and parvons, oz rather 
greater. And if Frier Sixeus had ſencall Maint Peters creaſures,it had 
danpet moge deuoutly accepted, and ſpent as merrily in Paris, inter bonas

Now we ſ@ the ſtate of the Leaguers and rebels very ſtrong and 
rich: toy they had ſet and gatheredanexceſſiueimpoſt, and ſomme of mo- 
ney vpon Paris: they had made aboue a million of Gold , of the robbing 
and confiſcations and ranſoms obehe Ropalls in the Citie. Chey had re- 
ceaued thꝛee hundzed thouſand crownes ofthe Spaniard, They recei- 
ued fifcie; Crownes from Roms: nowe they are very luſty, 
they deck chemſelues all with gold and iewels: and perſwaded by Frier 
Henryque, they p1epare themſelues to goe fozth ont of Paris, ſoone al- 
ter the holy dapes,and to got to ſeke the King, vacill they had found a

The Duke I y»e to pluck that thozne out of the heele of the Pa · 
riſiens, and to ſet them at liberty, that wap bad pzactized by all meants, 
the ſaid Captaine to render the plice,and to ioyne himlelfe with the Lea» 
guers, wbich he would neuer dos: therefoze about the beginning of Ja * = 
ntary, after they had made their * Rey boy in Pris, he went fozth to This 
beſiegethat Caſtell,and battered it with foure perten of Dzdinance, The Cen 55: 
ſav Same Martin, fring that the Ring was farreof, and he notable to Tell ade, 
defend the place,p@lved it, with condition fox him and his to goe foo2th u, wadellis

It is laid alſo, how the laid Ring Henry the third, in his way to the 
ſiexe of Paris, had taken Penteyſe, ano (et a tung gatiſon there, to inter: 
cept all manner of victuals, pꝛauiſions, o marchondize,which were car» 
— 2 by the riuer Seyne to Paris, which did greatly annoy and diſtreſſt 

ie. 

* Duke 4 Mayne hauing taken Vicennes, muſtertd all his fontes. 
and found them all luſt ie, and moꝛe gliſtering with gold, then valiant in 
courage, and found his fozces to ariſe to the thouland hoꝛſes, and thir⸗· 
terne thouſand footemen , with whome , whileſt his ſuccour of Flanders 
ſhould dzaw n&re,about the latter end ol Januarte hee lead his fozces a- 
gainſt Ponroy/e,which hee beſieged, in hope to eaſe the Pariſtans of that 
beauie burthen, and when he had battered the lame, they within conſide⸗ 
ring that they we re not able to defend it , pelded the place vpon the ſame 
contitions,thatthe Leaguers hadpelded it to the Ring not long befoze, 
to wit, with their armies, whereof part went to the King, ts continue in 
the Kings ſerutce,and part ioyned with the Leaguers. 

The Duke 4 Mayne hauing taken Ponteyſe, moe full of monty and 
hope, then courage, determined to deſcend into Norwandie, And in his 
tourney, with his great armp was ſtaped at AMeulan, a Towne ſituated 
vpon Seyne betwerne Mante and Ponteyſe. dil ant from Paris tenleagues, 
and from Homflexr where the king mas, thirtie leagues. There he boa⸗ 
ted and thꝛtained that he would goe to make the king to raiſe the ſiege, 
92 elſe fetch him out of Howfleur : but he pꝛotratted ſo the time, that the 
king had time both toſeaze vpon the ſatd Towne of Howflexr, and to rell 
and refreſh his army there ſome dapes. 

The tauſts ofthe Dukes delay were two: Firſt, the miſtruſt of his 
cauſe, which did ill abate his courage, which otherwiſe was neucr 
great: Secondly,foz that he expected great fozces cut of Flanders, who 
were already comming vnto him, under the conduct of the County Eg- 
mond, and the Lond la Mote gouernour of Graueling. 

Ubereupon he tooke ectaſion to excuſe the baſenes of his ht art, who 
dur ſt neuer \cc the king ſace to face, exet pt they were ch2ee to one, o bery 
nigh: pet to taſt his ſtomack, bee caſteth fo2th theſe vaine, boall ings and 
thꝛt atnings aboue ſaid, but be durft not come nigh the king,afoze he had 
loyned with this new ſupply, fo2 feare of the baſtonado. 

Che king on the other ſide, hauing takenthe Towne of Homflear, and 
reſted there bis fozces foʒ certaine daycs, ſaid nothing, but about the 
middeſt of Febzuary,tcoke his idurnep to high Normandie, tu cauſe the 
Duke to taiſe the ſiege from befoze 4ſealev , and hauing trauailed thzte» 
{coze miles in the derpe of winter, olle res batcellco the enemy. _— 
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But the Dukes heart fapling him, and hauing aduertiſement that the 
fozces of the Low Countrey were entred into France, after that hee had 


battered Aſeulen diners dayts, hee went to mate the Flemmings and to 
muſter them, | 


The Duke de e Hayne receaued in Picardie bet 


weene fore and fie 
thouſand WWallons, conducted by the Loꝛd Mot Gouernout of Graxeling, 
and a little after arriued the hozſemen, conducted by che County Ege, 
with thirttene companies of ſouldiers taken out of the garriſons of F/.»- 
ders: tet of Launces of Spanpards,conducted by Don «ax 
Moree, Dan Pedro e Horeo his other, Don [nan de Cordona,aud a great 
company ot Harquebuſiers on hozſebacke,led by Captaine Coin, riſing all 
to two thouſand men all old Souldiers, 

The Duke being flided away, and the King ſeeing the oppoztunitie of 
batcaile gone with him, determined to do his buſineſſe and to take Dreux, 
garded by Captaine Falande with a ſtrong garriſou,that if he had it in his 
obedience, he might ouerioke and bꝛidle the Citie of Chartres, vntill that

But the Ring had moze ſufficient and ſubſtanciall reaſons, which did 
bid him to encounter the enemie, as the aſſured confidence whereby he re- 
poſed himſelfe in Gods goodneſle and pzotection, and caſted humſelfe in 
bis armes; the equitie of his cauſe,his lawful vocation agapnſt mutinous 
trapto2s and parricides : ſo that each oftheſe reaſons was ſtrouger to him 
then ſo manphundzed thouſand men: which made him to conclude, that 
conſidering cheſe cauſes God could and would diſſipate his enemies, 
withſtanding their . Þ 
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90. Alſo confirmed by the experience which he had at Arges, und in the Sub. 


urbs of Paris, 

In the meane time while the Ring was at Drexx,the Duke de Mayne 
hauing receaued the fozces which came out of the low Countrey, thought 
himſcife ſure of a pzoſperous ſucceſſe: and pꝛomiling an aſſured viaozy to 
bis partakers, paſſed his fozces ouer the bzidge of Mate, and marchev 
toward Dammartin,which was but four miles off, 

The Ring vppon the reaſons afozeſapd, reſolute to encounter with few 
that huge multitude, on aſudden from befoze the bzeach rayſed vp the ſiege 
from Dreux, and departed the ſecond day of March: the with great 
reiopſing, beholding and wondering at the cauſe of ſuch a depar- 
ting. 

The ſame daythe Ring went backe the wap chat he was tome, and lod · 
ged in the Towne of Noxeyncoxrr, to cut the paſſage to the enemy of a lit 
tle riuer which runneth by. Aſſsone as he came thether , bee cauſed war⸗ 
ning to be giuen, that on the next moꝛning enery man ſhould bet inarea- 
dines. 

The night following that dap, the Ring ſe in oꝛder che manner ol the 
batcaile, which in the mo2ning early the third day of March. be ſhewed to 
the Prince Montpenſirr,tothe atſbals B iron and Aumont, to the Bae 
ron Biron Marſhall ofthe field, and co other Pꝛinces and Captains of the 
army, who with one voice hauing conſidered of it accozding to the ſkill of 
warre, they appzooued , and would change nothing ot it. 

That dap hee gaue charge to the Baron of Biron, to ſet tuery man in his 
plate and onder, and did chooſe that mozning the Lozd Vieques ſargeanc 
2 who was one ol the ancient the foocmen 

France, ' 

This thing bet ing done, the Ring willing to begin this great wozke 
with pzayer , with great vehemencp and confidence hee made his mapers 
vnto God in the bearing of all men: whert in her called God to witnes, that 
hee knew the purpoſe ol his hart, and well vnderſtood whether it were foy 
di ſire ofglozy,02 fo2 amt ition, oʒ fo deſireof blood. longing foz revenge, 
which made him reſolute to this dattaile, that hee was his iudge and wit⸗ 
nes vnrepꝛoueable, that nothing mooued him thercto, but the tender loue 
that hee did beare to his pooze people; whoſe peaceable and quiet eſtate hee 
eſteemed moꝛe then the ſafety of his owne life: he beſought God ſo to dire 
his will as hee ſhould beſt ſee to be good for the bene ite of Chziſtendome. 
And as fot himſelfe he pꝛayed God to ſaue and helpe him, as he knew to be 
good and pꝛoſitable to the weale and quiet of the ſtate, and not other wiſe. 

This paper eloquent in woꝛds, but mote paſſing pure and devout in 
ſenſe, did ſo tauiſh all thoſe that were nigh, that tuery man after his exams 


ple did the like. And after that, all that after noone was ſeeue in Noxeyn=

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court the Churches full of Pziaces,Lozds, Gentlemen, and Souldiers of x 590. 
all Nations hearing Paſſe, communicating aud playing the good Ca» A7arch, 
tholikes . They of the refozmed religion made thcir humble pzapers and 
ſ\npplicatious to God. 

The court of Parliament at Tour: being aduertiſed ofthe things which 


were like co paſſe brtweene the King and his enemies, commaunded gee 
nerall pꝛoce ſſious and pꝛapers to be made the third and fourth of March, 
forthe Ring and fo2 his good and poſperous ſucceſſe. Lyke commaunde⸗ 
meut was ſtut vnto the refozmed Churches about co do the like in their 
congregations, though nat inthe like fozme : ſo that at Taurs the Catho- 
likes did almoſt noching clſe theſe two daies men women and childzen, but 
pꝛap after thi tr maner. 

This dcnotion beeing done at the Campe, the whole army did ſhew 
ſuch countenances, as though euery man had reccaued a ſeuerallanſwere 
of God, concerning the happie ſucceſſe which tach ol them ſhould ob 
caine. 

The Ring had cauſed ſommons to bee ginen to che Towne'of Saint 
eAnarew, becing from Noxeincoure tight miles in the way going to Iary, 
where he ſuppoled the enemp and his army had beenlodged. 
The Rings compauies came to a great plaine nigh the towne Deine 
Andrew , About the ſame plaine there are certaine villages , and a lule 
wood called / haye de Pres,that is themedowes bozder, 92 hedge . There 
the Ring with the Parſhals Biron, Aumont,and the Baron of Biro mar- 
ſhalof - to let the battaile in oꝛdet, ſollo wing the plot agreed 
vpon bekoze. 

The Ring hauing tryed in battels and ſkirmiſhes befoze, that it is moꝛe 
aduantage ts make hozſemen fight in quadzons then in rings, ſpecially his 
that haue no launces, deuided all his hoꝛſt men in ſeauen (quadzons, and all 
the footmen placed at the flankes ofthe ſaid ſquadzons, and cut ry ſquadzon 
had acompany of fozlozne footmen, 

The front ofthe battel was in a right line, bending ſomewhat at the 2. 


endes, 

The ſirſt Squadꝛon on the left ſide was that of the Parſhall Aumont. 
conſiſting of thzee hundered good hoz{emen, hauing on his two ſides 12. 
rectments of French footmen. 

The ſecond, was the ſquadzon oftheÞzince Montpenſier conſiſl ing of 
thee hundzed Hozſes , and on his left hand foure oz fine hundzedLance* 
knights, and onthe right hand aregiment of Swiſlers, euery company 
ofthe rangers foꝛces being lyned with footmen, 

The third Dquadzon was of light hozfemen deuided into two com pa · 
nies,the one, whercof the great P1ioz Colonell was the Leader. end the o⸗ 


ther company of the light hozſemen was conducted by the Lozy Gyurye,

Things were ſo oꝛdered by the King, and Loꝛd Marſhalls and Baron 
of Byron plied the matter ſo, that in leſſe then an houre ali was ſo fitlp dif 
poſed, that it could not be deuiſed better. Aud while the Ring did thus ſet 
in oꝛder his battell, the night befoꝛe and that moꝛning there arrived vuto 
hn ſire hundꝛed hozſes vnloked foz,to wit, the companyes of the Pꝛince 
Countie both hoꝛſemen and fotmen,there came alſo the Lom Guiche great 
. maſter of the Oꝛdinante, and the Loꝛd Pleſsis Morney with their compas- 
| nies, ts whom vpon deliberation was graunted place in the Rings Squa- 
dꝛon. 
The ſame day alſo while the Ring ſtayed in battell arrap, came compa 
' nies from the garriſons of Deepe and Arques, and other companies and 
Loꝛds out of Normandie, to the number of two hundzed hozle and moze, 
who were placed ſome vnder the gonernment of the Pꝛinte Mantpencier, 
ſome with the Ring, and ſome with the Baron Byron, 
Jn the meane time the Ring ſent light hozſemen foz Sppes on the left 
ſide of the battell, ſuppoſing that the enemie did lye at Jury, which is a 
great towne, hauing a 2idge ouer the riuer Exre, thinking there to ſet vp⸗ 
pon the enemie, But when they had ſcarſe paſſed halfe a mile, they vnder» 
ſtood that the enemie was aware of the matter moze then they thought, 
and that the enemie had paſſed the river £xre,and that they began to ſhew 
themlelues in battell array. 
The ene mie had paſſed that riuer, not thinking to haue the Rings * 
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ſo nigh, But the king hearing of their going to Yernenile,thought to met 1 590. 
them there: and arriving thether , found that the enemie had ſent his March. 
ps pt to take vp lodgings, euen nee the place where the kings 
army lap. 

Chen theſe newes came to the Campe, there was an exc&ding ioy a. 
mong all men of all degrees, Betweene the two armies there was a Uil- 
lage, in the plapne which was holden by the enemie, which the Ring made 
ftcaight way peeld to him;but for al this occaſion giuen the enemie did not 
ſtirre, But the Ring ſeeing that it was nigh Dunne ſetting,and hauing 
not pet deſcryed the manucr of the lodging of their Campe, and conſide- 
ring they might bee at ſome aduantage, was aduiſed not to march fo that 
time anp further: whereupon there be taped his armie fo2 that night, All 
that day the two armies were in ſight one of the other, There were onely 
ſome odd ſkirmiſhes betweene them, in the which p2iſoners were taken, 
who repo2ted that the number of the enemie was greater then they were 
aware off, aud that they were giuen to vnderſtand, that the Rings com. 
panyes were come thether rather ko; a faſhion, then minding to bid bat- 
taile. 

The night dꝛewe on, which caulcd the army to encampe thete where 
they were ſet in battell arrap, G 
It is repoꝛted that the night following the third day two armies were 

ſeene in the Skye, and the leſſer number put the greater to flight. 

The King would not departe from the armp, befozehee had know: 2 
ledge of the enemies lodging, and hav ſet all his watches in oder, 
Che Noble men lodged in the villages about the plapne,which the ene* 
mies thought to haue ſurp2ized that day: the king was the laſt at fielde, 
and two howers in the night lodged at Foucraynuile, which is a Uillage 
at the left hand ofthe ſame plaine,and there hauing a little refreſhed him» 
ſelfe,ſent woꝛd to his men, euery one to be in a rtadines againſt the moz- 
ning:and after he had reſted himſelſe a bout two howzes on a pallet , b. 
ſeruing the auncient pꝛecept by Homer, giuen to the Pzinces,s xe m2v= 
voxioy euꝗ q ανννονονν e, verp early he (ent to enquire fo2 newes 
ol the enemies: newes came that the enemie ſermed to haue repaſſed che 
tiuer Sure: hee ſent the ſecond time, then woꝛd came, that vndonbtedly 
the had not repaſſed Eure, hut that they lay in the U illages about Eure, 
ſome what ſurther then they were ſuppoſed to be. Theſenewes cheered

the king, who deſired greatly to come ta hand with the enemp. 

Day light being come, the Pꝛinces and Los Parſhalls came tothe 
king, and ſet their men in battaile aray. The king b: gan in the pꝛeſence 
of his houſhold ſeruants and other pꝛeſent, to make a moſt feruent any 
denout pꝛaper to God, committing his life, and the ltucs of his faithfull 
ſubiects and ſeruants, and the vefcnce o! bis cauſe vento him who is the

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| 1599. mightie God of battailes. The Þ2inces and Lozds Catholicks, went to 
| Aſareb. hrarc Baſſc,and their deuotions done, went to refreſh themſelues. The 
| King ſent to ihem of the refozmed Religion in like manner, to commit 
themſelues to Gods moſt merciful! pzotection by pꝛapers, e went in like 
manner torefreſhthemſelues, The king liueth ſo in the pzeſcnce of God, 
that bee is a ſpedacle of topall godlineCe and vertue to men, and tothe 

bleſſ d Angels of God, 

All the kings companies hearing that they ſhould jopne in battaile 
tbat day with the enemies, did exceedingly rciopce,and by nine a clock the 
king came into the field, and vppon warning giuen by two Canon ſhot, 
by ten a clock all che companies were in ozder in their places. 

The placing ofthe Duke 4 Mayne his battaile, mas much like to the 
kings: the Duke 4 ayne with his Coznet, which might bee of two 

hun2zedand fiftie hozſes,was in the middeſt of two Squadzons of Laun- 
ces, ol them that were come out of Flanders, which might be of twelue oz 
thirfeene hundꝛed hoꝛſe. 
be Duke of Nemours with bis Squadꝛon of two hundzed and fiftie 
*  hozſefo2 his ſafety, ſet himlelle in the mide le of theſe Squadzons of laun- 
ces. 
The Rnight d'Aumale likewiſe thꝛuſt himſclfe into that companie, 
thinking himſe lle there to be ſafe, ſo that there was in that huge compa» 
ny about t ighteene hundzcd hozſemen marching in a front. On the lides 
st this great huge companie, were two regiments of Swiſſcrs, linen 
with F rench koote men. 

There were two other SquadzonsofL auntes, the one of light hozſe- 
men, French, Jtalitans and Albaneſts on the right hand: the other on 
the left fide of Tallons and @panpards : mn the middle betweeue both 
were French-footemen and Lance · knigbes. 

{The two wings were two great companies of Rutters, which might

The king exhoꝛted

As ſoone as hie was come to his place, the Lozd Marinault bzonght 
bim newes, that certaine companies of Picardie, under the conduct of the 
Loꝛds Humiers and wich other Lenos and Gentlemen, to the 
number of two hundzed within two miles of him. 

But the king fully reſoluedto giue battaile with that power which he 
had, would not delay any longer, but ſent commaundement to the Lozd 
Guiche, to cauſe him to ſhoote with the Oꝛzdinante: which thing hee din 
ſtraight wales, whereby the enemies receaued great hurt: foz the king 
1 nine Canon ſhot, with great effect,befoze the enemy tould 
After tha c foure volepes of Got had paſſed on doth ſides , the 
Squadon of their old light hozſemen compounded of French men, Ita⸗ 
lians,s Albaneſes, conſiſting of fine o: ſixe hundzed hozſcs,came to giue

But the Parſhall Aumont willing to begin, ſet vpponthe enemy fo

(here in the conflict he was hurt in the arme, and inthe face, but at length 
the enemy was deleted and ſcattered. 

The Lozd Montpencier ſæing a great army of ſeauen hundzed Spa+ 
niſh Launciers, and thꝛe hundzed Harquebuſters on hozſeback, with 
cozſelets and murrions, with chze& great ſtandards that were vnder the 
gou:rnement ofthe County Egmond, aduaunced toward them, and gaue 
them ſuch a charge, as that (albeit he was vuhozſed) yet quickly getting 
vp againe, bꝛake their arap, put them ta flight, and aboade there Paſter - 
ok the field. There was a frantick Franciſcan Fricr of Biſca, called 
Frier Mathew de Aguirre, who runne vp and downe with his GO D, 
(whome thep call Cr ucifix)in his hand, (all his wit was in his Cruciſix 
es head) and incouraging therebells,and running againſt the Hugonets, 
as though be would haue frightcd them, and wzought ſome my2acle with 
his Iboll, oz played the bulbegger in acloyſter , but a ſhot of Oꝛdinance 
* beate hun downe and his God, ſo that there he ended his frantick 

At the ſelfeſame time, the great Squadzon of the Duke N yne 
came marching to the battailion, hauing onthe left wing foure hundzed 
{Parquebuſters cnhozſcback, who gaue a volley of ſhot within fiue and 
tweutie paces ofthe Kings @quadzon: the (ame volley being ented, the 
bead ofthe enemies Squadzon ſet on the Rings @quadzon. The Ring 
receaued the enemy with ſuch a conſtancp and courage, that after a quar- 
ter of an hower of hard fighiing (hauing befoze played the part ofa king 
and great Captaine, in commaunding and ozdering of things) now he 
plapeth the part of a luſty and bzaue Souldiour, o that in luch a great 
and furious aſſault, he behaued himſelf ſo valiantly, that he b;ake and put 
in dilar ap that terrible Foreſt of Launces,and at length after he had put 
them to fl gbt with great confuſion and terroꝛ, be followed the vico2y, 
and being loſt in the chaſe, cauſed a great heauines in his army,vntil that 
within a while they ſpyed him, comming all berayed with the bloud of 
bis enemies, without anp hurt receaued, 

And as the king was returning from the chaſe to his company, with 
fifceene oz ſircernehozſes, he was (ct on by two battailions of wiſſers e- 
ne mies, and the companies of Ta!ilons , and c:rtaine other who did 
weare redd croſſts. Lhe king did let vpon them with bis (mall number, 
tooke away their Coznetz, and killed"thoſe that carryed and guarded 


em. 
Chen the King had come to his place againe, the whole armie in to. 
ken of chankſgiuing to God fot his (afc teturne, ſaluted him with chi 


acciamation, God ſaue the Ring. 


Two houſaud hozſenun in all, of Pyinces, noble menandgentlemen, 
did 
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did defeat al this huge army of fine thouſand hozſcmien and eight thouſand 1590- 
focmen, the reſt ol the Rings fozces neuer flirring from their places. Mech. 


Thus the iÞozſemen being ſcattered , there remained per Swillers, 
Lanceknights , and Frenchfootmen. 

The Launceknights and French footmen were charged, and about 
two thouſand ano foure hundzed remained on the place, as it were ina mo. 
ment: Tj: reſt were taken pziſoners, and ſome of them fled into the 
<4 a great number wandering abzoad were flaine by the Pe ⸗ 
ants. 

The Swiſſers notwithſtanding they had loſt their Hozſemen , which 
were at their wings part beeing ſlaine , and part fled, ſet a good counte- 
nance on the matter. 
The Ring once was minded to ſet the French companies on them to 
diſaray them, and had ſent the Baron Biron to that effect : but calling to 
mind the ancient aliance betweene that nation andthe crowne of France, 
called him back againe with his companies, and offered them gract and 
mercy: ſo much he did to thoſe compantes of Frenchmen, who were with 
them, who refuſed not his gracious fauour, but comming and paſſing by 
18 vnto his Paieſty their Colonels, Captains, Souldiers and 

gnes. 

The King ſtaying to pardon the Swiſſers, gaue the enemy leaſure to 
auoid by ftight. And whileſt he layed to do this P3incelike act, judging 
that he was not called to that high degree of Maieſty, ad interitum : hut <d 
beneficentiam generis humans, The Parlhall Aumont with a great com» 
pany which he had aſſembled from the purſute, inlike manner the grand 
Pio} , and the Parſhall Biron, who vp reaſon of his great experience (fo2 
that hee bad bien at ſo many ſozmes of battails andſkirmihes ) with his 
bozſemen and companies of French footmen , wasreſeruedto the laſt on- 
fet , if need had bern relyed themſelues to the Ring, 

The companies alſo oł the Lozd Humiers, Mony,and other gentlemen 
of Picardy, came in the middle of the battell. and after the viuoꝛy came to 


Ring, 

The Duke de Mine ſeeing that the miſhap whichhe wiſhed to others 
kel vpon him, tooke his wap with great terrour toward J, leauing be» 
bind his ozdinance, dagge and baggage, and as many beſide as could not 
runne away ſo ſwifcip as he did, the great kill · Deuils Don Pedro Mo- 
reo, and Don Tuan de Cordoua, two Spaniſh Moes, with ſuch as could 
follow them ran after him. Great companies ofthe enemic had cotten be · 
koꝛe, ſome followed after: and as feare made them haſt to pꝛeſſe over the 
Hidge of /ury torunne a ſetond courſe toward Maree, it is repoꝛted that 
he killedſome with his owne hand to make him a wap ouer, leaſt he ſhould 


be the hindermoſt : and when he hap paſſed W 
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1590. bjoken, leauing his frieades to ſhift fo themſelues, and by that occaſſion 


many thꝛougb fcare beeiug out oftheir wits, caſt themſelues into the riuer, 
where were dzowaed aboue fifteene hundzed perſons. Others feating to be 
taken by them who followed in the chaſe , killed their Hoꝛſes to op the 
wapes, and many ſuppoſing to haue ſauedi themſelues in the woods, fell in⸗ 
to the yanos of che Peſants and countrep people, which vſcd them moꝛe 
cruelly then the Souldiers would haue done. 
The Duke de Mayne hauing paſſed /»rye x hacken the bridge, takt his 
to Mante, there to paſſe oner the budge, and to retire to Pontoiſe. The 
inhabit ints once had determined not to let him in: whereupon ſome do 
repoꝛt, chat beeing befoze Mante, he woe with great othcs that hee had 
diſcomfitcd the Rings fozces,and had killed the Ring with his owne hand: 
but when they would not be mooued therewith, knowing the contrary, hee 
began to intrest them, ſhcwing them the danger wherein hee was; they 
moued with his pꝛayers tocompaſſion of his eſtate, let him in, wich con» 
dition that his re:mnuc ſhould paſte by ten and ten that night ouer the 


Bunge. 

The Duke of Nemours, Baſſampierre, the Qicount Tauaine, Roſne, 
and many others fled ts Dreux, and the day after to Chartres: many who 
could not follow them went aſtray , and knowing not whither they went, 
were taken piſoners, 

The King hautng played the great Captaine and luſty Souldier in 
getting the viaoꝛy, now ſhewcth himlelke a right Generallofan army in 
— bay ſayd vicozp ; foz which well to doe, he deuideth his fozces as 


ede great company hee ſent to chaſe the enemp on 

the left hand coward Exrexxx. The Baron ofBiron, and with him the reſi» 
due of hozſemen, who were gathered together, and the companies which 
were arriued out of Picardie at the inſtant of the battel, be lent at the right 
hand toward Dreux. 
The Ring himſelfe accompanted with the Pꝛinces Countie and Mont- 
penſier, the Parſhals of Aumont,and Trimouille, with a great company 
of other Lows aud Captayns of the ſame arinp,followed on che victozp,and 
continued the chaſe fiue howers. 
The Ring vnderſtandiag how the Duke de Mayne had entred into 
Mante, tooke vp his lodging at Koſnye, two miles um- Maute, where he 
was as meanly lodged as the enemy. | 

Many were ſlaine in the purſute, many were taken pjiſoners, 

The Ring with two thouſand hozſes killed aboue two thouſand hoſes 
men, and many of them Commanders: fifreene hundzcd and aboue were 
dꝛowned at the river /«ry in the flight, The moſt part of the fotemen were 
cut offinpecces, fewe ranne awap who were either ſlapne in the chale, — 
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by the people of the country, # aboue 4.hundzed of the enemics wert talk 1590 
pꝛiſoners. The Dwilſlers and the Frenchmen ioyned with them, peelded Marc h. 
themſelues to the Kings clemencie : So that of thzee aud twentie thou- 
ſand of ß enemie, there returned neuer home aboue eight thouſand, Their 
bagge, baggage, artillerie and munition was taped in the Rings hand, 
There were aboue twentie Coznets of hozſemen taken, and among them 
the white Coznet,and the bearer thereof, to wit, the Lozd Boyſdaulphine 
taken pꝛiſoner by the Ring, The great Enſigne of the Generall of the 
Spanpards and Flemmings,the Colonell Coznets ofthe Rutters were 
taken, aboue thzeefcoze Enſignes of footmen, as Flemmings, French 
men and Launce-knights, and foure and twentie of the Swiffers that 
peelded themſelues: alltheſe came into the Rings hands, | 
Among them that were flapne were chiefeſt of all the Countie E, 
the Duke Branſwicke,Captaine Colin a Dpanpard, the Lozd Chaſt aigne- 
rey, and many others, 
—— — who was 2 Rut. | 
ters: many Loꝛds, Spaupards ans, Frenchmen and Flemmings. ? 
Df Frenchmen, the Lozd Boyſdaulphine, Cigoigne, who bare the white 
Coꝛnet of the Duke de Mayne. This is the third time that this Rebell 
had fallen into the Rings hands within foure moneths, and had alwayes 
found fauour at his hauds, E 
There were alſo pziſoners, Meſdauid, Fonteyne, Martil, Lechant, 
Loden, Hugueſan, Falandre, Teniſay, Chaſtelicre, Deſcuucaux, with 


many others. 
Ok the Rings five were flayne theLozds Clermont, Antragues, 4 ont 
ofthe Captapnes of the Rings gards, who deceaſed nighthe Rings per 
ſon, The Lozd Tiſchombert who had bone great charges in war: e, ans 
now would needes ſerue as a ſouldter in the Rings Coznet, The Lo2d of 
Longanluay in Normandy of foureſcoze prares of age, the Lozd of Cren«y 
Coznet bearer to the Pꝛince —— , the Lozd Vienne Lieftenant 
tothe Loꝛd Benuron, the Loꝛds of le, Fequerr,Valoys,and twentie 
Gentlemen moze at the moff, 

There were hurt the Marqueſſe of Ne#e,the Earle of Choy/y,the Lozd 
O, che Earle Lade, the Loꝛds Montluet, Lauergne and Roſny, and about 
twentie Gentlemen moze without any danger of death, 

The Ring going to chaſe the enemie, and hauing deuived his compa« 
nies(as is afo;cſap3)left the Datſhall Byron with the reſt of his fozces to 
conduct them and followe after him, 

Here (good Chiſtian Reader)thon haſt to note tertaine fatall periods 
of things, to wit, the circumſtances of the perſons, time and place in the 
execution of Gods iuſtict vpon his enemies.

The 23. ol December (as their Calender is now, which was the day 
of the nat tuitie of Henry of Bourbon which now taigneth) in the peare 
1588, the laſt Duke and Cardinall of Ge were flapne at Boys, when 
they had concluded to murther the Ring che next mozning following that 
dap. 

The fourth dap of March 1561. Claude of Ge, father to this laſt, 
tooke armes agaynſt the edict of January, and committed the cruell mur. 
ther of /«ſie,bp the which breach of the peace were ciuill warres raiſed vp 
in France, and euer ſince haue been entertapned and nouriſhed by his poſte- 
ritie: which warte was his vndoing, 

The ſame day of the ſame moneth in the peare 1585. che lan Duke of 
Guize,ſonne to the ſapd Claude,toke armes againſt the Ring, which was 
the beginning of theſe laſt ciuill warres of the League, by the which they 
have pꝛocured their owne vndoing and ol many others, 

The ſame dap of the moneth, the Duke de Mayne, bzother to the ſapd 
laſt Duke of Ga«Je, and heire of the Captainſhip of the rebellion, made 
a ſhipmacke of all his fozces at Dapnt e-Ludrewes plaine, without hope ex 
uer to tecouer the like fozces. 

Claude Duke of Ge, in December,in the pear 1561. faugbe the firfk 
battell that was giuen in all theſe ciuill Warres with Lewis of Bourbon, 
Pyince of Conde, Pyince ot famous and bleſſed memo, in the plaine of 
Drexx, with an vncertaiue iſſue, but in equaillolles, fothat to this day, 
ie is vntudged who had þ victozy: but well knowen that the Duke of G»y7e 

The Duke de Ane fought agayuſt Henry of Bourbon, the fourth of 
that name, now Ring of France and Naur, at the plaine of Saint A 
drew next adiopning to the other, audthe places not diſtant paſſing a mile 


a funder, with a reparable loſſe. 
Leaguer in A«zergne,with ſuch power 


The Lo Rendana rebellious 
as he could make in the ſapdcountrep , but in the Townes of Ri- 
ent and Zrion , rebelled, and holden in the ſame rebellion by the Jeſuits, 
beſieged etre, a great and populous towne in the ſaid «LFaxerg»e,becauſe 
it continued in the Kings obedience. 

The Lozds Chaſſeran, and Rochemayne, willing to do ſome hono)a- 
ble ſeruice to the Ring, and good to their countrep, gathered ſuch power 
as they could of the Rings ſadiectes to reſcue the ſaydtowne of /ſoxre,from 
falling into the handes of the rebels, and with a meane power, truſting in 
GO O the defender ol his Ozdinance, and wayghing the gon

There the ſayd Rendan was ouerthzowen , and aboue foureſcoze Gen» 
tlemen of his were ſlayne on the place, all his footmen cut to pieces, the 
artillery, bagge and baggage, with many pziſoners taken: ſo the Towne of 
Iſoyre was deliuered from the danger ofthe enemie , tetayned and confir» 
med inthe Rings dutifull obedience. | 

Jt is ſaid, how after the victozp the Ring deuided his armp into foure 
parts, tee of them were appointed their quarters to follow the chaſe, 
and the Parſhall Biron to follow after the King wich the reſidue ofthe 


army, | 

The King hauing taken this ozder, followed after the Duke de Mayne: 
but finding the bzidg bzoaken, was faine to go th miles about,to paſle 
the rtuer afoo2d,and in that wap he found many ſtraglers,whom he tooke 
piiſoners, which was a good turne fo2 them, 02 elſe they had been flaine by 
others: he came ſo faſt after the Duke I Mayne that hee did mille him 
but alttcle:but vnd ing how he was receaued in Mat, the king lod» 
— — (aid) very ſuſſple. 

The fift day the « Maynevery earlp,fearmgto be beſicged there, 
retp}ed from Mane to Ponteyſe, where he (ciourned few dapes, to take 
ſome ſure der fo? the lafety of the Towne,and afcer went to Saint De-

{The ſame day the King ſent to ſammon the Towne of Mate, which 
deliuered the keyes of their towne to his Paieſty, reccaued ard acknow⸗ 
ledged him their king and pzince , and continued there vacill the twentie 
day of March tcorefreſh his army, wearied with ſo many labours and 
hardnes of winter, to take counſel of the courſe which he was to take herc» 
after, and to expect certaine munition of warre , which was comming to 
The Citie of Pi firft autho} of this warre , had conceautd an aſſu⸗ 
red confidence of all pzoſperous ſucceſſe, by the vaine bzagges which the 
Duke I Mayne did call foozth, afoze het went out withthe army. The 
Friers ę Jeſuites increaſedthisvain confivence in their pulpets, by allu · 
ring'them,eithcr ofa certaine bit toꝝp, m elſe of recopling of the Ring as 
farre as beyond Loyye : ſo that t uety day they looked fo the dead oz

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1590 This great confidence made them to liue very ſecure and careleſſe in 

March, Pouiding fot the Citie: beſides that they reſted much vyon the great muls 

titude which is within the ſayd Citie, there deong greathablergany dogs 

ſers (lo thePariſien is as Epimenides ſpeaketh of the Cretapns, a lper, 

euill beaſt, and ſlochfull belly) * 

The towns alſo which then did hold round about their Citie, as Ponteyſe, 

beneath vpon the ſame riuer, (barontor, Meanx, Laguye, (orbul, Melun, 

Montereau, about vpon the riuer, perſwaded them that the Ring whatſo⸗ 

ener might happen neither durſt come neere them, neither was able to let 

the carriage of the victuals to their citie, which was the cauſe that they li 

ued from hand to mouth. and had pzouided no moze then in tyme of the 

greateſt prace that tan be. But after the rumoz ol the ouerthzow of theLea- 

guers came to Paris, all the Cittie was repleniſhed with terroz: many of 

che Citizens came to the Ring to plead their innocencp, but ſpecially cwa 

of the chiefeſt of the citie,to wit, Belieure, who was one of the Rings late · 

ly deceaſed Secretaries of efate, and Brulart Pjeſident ofthe Court of 
Parliament in Paris. 

Theſe two men had bien wauering a great while, not faythfullto their 
old maiſter Ring Henry the third, who had meferred them, neither din 
greatly cruſt the Leaguers, and pet liued in ſome ſuſpition of this Ring 
now raygning. But when they heard ol good ſucceſſe, contra: 
ry to their expedation, like good Mariners turned che ir ſailce £2 the 
wind, came to the Ring to make their excuſe and ſubmiſſion, and both of 
them were receaued curteouſly of the Ring, The Ring ſoid vato Belicure, 

- that he had thought him to be an honeſt man, vntill he fell to the Q Mother, 
and ioyned to the company of Vilcroy : but Brulard was reccaued with 
greater fauour, whom the Ring hath employed ſince in great affap)s, ag 
to bee his Ambaſſadoꝛ to the Cantons of Swiſſerland, 

Jn this conſternat ion, the Pariſiens who had liued in great ſecurity be⸗ 
gan to open their cies , and ſee the danger whereto the great bzagges of 
the Duke de Mayne, the promiſes of the Fryers and Jeſuits, their vaine 
hope had caſt them, and didthzeaten them at their does, and cauſed them 
to bee deuided into diyers opinions: fo; ſome who were of a hot nature, 
would haue a new muſter tobe made in the Cittie, and on a ſudden, afoze 
be had ſuplyed the roome of them which were dead in the battell, to ſet vp- 
ponhim:but this courſe was chought raſh and dangerous fo many eauſes. 
Other gaue a wiſer counſell, if it could haue been followed, to wit, totry 
bis clemency, and that vpon reaſonable conditions, ther was no doubt, but 
they ſhould find fauour and peace: and foz the pzoofe thereof, allcaged his 
gentle diſpoſition far from all cruelty, and deſp}e of reuenging which het 
hath alwayes ſhewed in all his actions. | 2

Saint Denis to vit w the countenance of the Pariſtens , feare and ſhame 
warning him not to come into P. None oz lem ol the inhabitants of Pa- 
ru went to ſalute bim, but they onely who had ſent him to the butchery in 
the playne of Saint Avdrew, to wit, Frier Henrico Caietano, Fricr Six- 
cus his Nuncio, the blinde Captaine Bernardino Mendoza the Spaniſh 
Mae, Ambaſſadoz of Spcyne there, and the inceſtuous Fryer Byſhop of 
Lyons, with few moze to comt̃oꝛt him, and to goe fozward in his begun re- 
bellion, Therefoze it was thought good to remedy the affay;s as well as 
they could deuiſe, that the ſapd Duke de Mayne and the (omendador Mo- 
reo who was then in Paris, ſhould goe with all ſpeede into Picerdie to ſtay 
che remnant of the fozcesof Flanders, which wert going home thyough P- 
cardie, alter they had loſt their guide the County Egmond, and that chere 
the Duke de Mayne ſhould gather ſuch new fozces as he tould:the (omen- 
dador Mores ſyould goe to the Duke of Parma to bing him $ goodnewes 
of the viaozp ol the County Egmond and his companp:but ſpecially great 
— bee had, leaſt Paris and Saint Denis ſhould in any caſe peeld to 
the g. 

Jn the meane time Frier Henrico and Bernardino would take oder to 
pacifp the ſtrife and diuerſity ol opinions. . 

They returning to Paris, ſcattered few Piſtolets of Sp«yne, and Duca- 
dos Italianos among the Fryers and Jeſuits,to teach them Ftierlike Rhe- 
' tonike. Theſe rauing Þzophets, and among them one Peter Creſtin( ſuch 
a one as was of mp remembjance magiſter noſtor de cornibus, 0) magiſt er 
noſter Olyuer Maillard) Rept vp: they fret, they fame, they fome ipke 
Boars, they rayle,thep reuile, there is nothing holy befoze them:thep ſhew 
bowthe Ring is an heretik,a relapſe, ſon of an heretike father and mother, 
they look? cuery day fo) a newercommunication from Rome, he is out of 
the boſome of holy incapable ofthe Crowne of France, no obeti- 
ente is due vnro him: they defcant vppon the pzaiſe of bis gentle nature, 
how it is but fayned, and if he were once eſtabliſhed, hee would Chew ſuch 
cruelty vppon holy Church, as hee did vppon Borgoyn, Geſſey, ant few o- 
ther Frytrs, he would roote out the Catholik religion, and plant here ſie. 


Ye were far better to die all, chen to CE ouer _ 
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they die in this quarrell, they goe ſtraight way to heauen, they are blefſey 
Partirs,they ſhall be Saints,as Frier Iames Clement was of late: theſe 
raging furies ot hell do ſo petſwade che people, that as apcople deſtitute of 
reaſon and bcre ft of their witts are lead to their owne deftruction by cheſe 
enchaunters: ſo that afterward if any man ſhould ſpeake of peace with the 
King, oz of anything beſides warre, fire and deſolation, hee was peſently 
mur thered by them, oz caſt into the riuer:in one day moze then eweneypers 
ſons were ſomurthered, But fearing to bee compaſſed with a ſiege aloe 
they had ſet ozder in their affapzes aud pollicy to daly with che Ring, they 
ſent from Paris Fryer Paniguerola, Bilhop of Aſte, and in haſt, and V ile- 
roy ta buſie bim, aud to dilap the lege , which they ſuppoſed the R. would 
haue laped preſently, with ſpeeches oftruces 02 peace, that they might foz* 
tify themſelues in the meane ſpace, 

The King would haue no ſpeeches with ſuch companions, but yet of his 
accuſtomed clemency, ſent Paniguerolato the Bironto ſee what 
he had to ſay , and what wiſcdome he had t with him out of J. 

After many ſalutations and popiſh bleſſings , the Frier did wonder 
much to lee (ſapd he )that ſo great companie of Catholikes could finde in 
their hearts to followe alter an hereticall Ring, 

The ÞParſhall Byron anſwered the ſaucie impudent g malapert Frier, 
that it would not be ſafe foz him no2 god fo2 his maſter to meddle with the 
Kings affapzes : we (ſapd che Lozd Byron) held the Ring foz the true and 
naturall heire of the Crowne of France. That the Ring maintained their 
lawes and liberties inuiolable,and had none fo2 enemies but fewe ftraun- 
gers, thꝛuſt fozward by ambition, who vnder þ p2etence of religion ſought 
to ouerthzowe all good lawes, to lap downe the foundation of their tyzan- 
— entrance to the Spaniſh Ring, and fo} religion to bing in all 
* the me, 

- The Frier pzoteſted that his maſter was free from medling in any ſuch 
enterpziſes, But his doings, his pzaciſes,hts miniftring of money to the 
Nebels, his conucrſation and famiharitie with Bernardine Mendoza, 
was (o auerred to the fooliſh Friers face, that he was pꝛoued a lying falſe 
flattering Frier, 

Thereupon maſter Frier (his ſtomacke being not pet ſatiſfied) would 
baue a ſaucie Frierlike fling againſt the Ring, and demaunded the Par» 
hail Byron, how they being pzofefſs2s of the Catholike religion, made ſo 
light account oł bis maſters holines and purpoſes,to carrie aumes againſt 
the Catholikes then bzethzen, 

The Loꝛd Byron ar:\wered, that they carritd armes agoynſt rebels any 
traytoꝛs, and told him agaynt, that it were very wiſelp dene fo2 him & bis 
mau et to looke ſomewhat neerer to bis owne eſtate. Foʒ if bt ſorncroachey 
aud medled with them, they would quickly cxcommunicate him, And =

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there were diners Biſhops in France as good Catholikes as his maſter —

who would bee glad ts bee made Patriaches in their ſeuerall Pꝛouinces, 
and would inde as good Scripture tomaintaine their authozitie, as his 
maſter had any to defend his, Some reaſoning being vpon this poynt, 
Frier Paniguerola was found to be ſo great a Clark, that he could anſwer 
little 02 nothing. But at length to conclude the talke, be ſhewed the ſomme 
of his Ambaſſage,to wit, he deſired a god peace to beconcluded, and ſome 
 papnes to be taken to bing the Ring to be a Catholike, But he ſhewed not 

bis intent which was to delay the ſiege of Pris, if the king had intended 
to beſiege it out ot hand. 
The other Ambaſſadour, to wit Vileroy , was ſent by the Ring to the 
Lozd Pleſsis Morney,anoble man of great wiſedsme and pꝛofound learn- 
ing, who handled the ſapd Vileroy very plainly and roughly,repzoaching 
' vato bim his vufaithfull and treacherous ſernice to his old maſter Henry 
the third, And when he had denyedtheſe things wherewith be was char 
ged, the Lo2d Beaulieu both condemned his fayze flattering woꝛdes and 
pꝛomiſes which he bzought now full of diſſimulatisn, and verified his olde 
trapterous pꝛactiſes agapnſt his olde maſter: it was thought that iuſtice 
thould haue been executed vppon him fo} his treaſons, accopving to the 
Rings edicts, | 
The Ring bauing ſoiourned at Mane fewe dapes, tooke his way to 
Fernen, which lyeth between Aance and Pore de larche,which alſo ptelden 
bacohim, From /ernoxthe Gentlemen of Normandy, to the number of 


ifteene hundzeo bozles, retp2ed to their home about the eight of March.

The Lozd Chartres gouernour of Deepe,returned to Deepe ſicke,in whoſe

The Ring hauing ſeazed on Vrrnen and ante, and ſtopped the traf. 
fique ofthat riuer with the Citie of Paris on that fide, and pꝛouided fo the 
ſafetie of the ſapd Townes, concluded in his counſell to beſiege Pr, the 
p2tncipalleſt Cicie of the Realme, where it was conſidered that the Citie 
being populous and great, would eaſily be won by famine, which would 
eſchewe flaughter both of his owne Souldiers and Citizens, whome ber 

would by all gentle meanes bꝛing to their duetie of obedience: and there- 
koze it was thought good to ſtop the paſſages of the rivers Oe. Aarne, 
and Seyne about Paris, Fo tn topping Oy the Towne of Pontoyſe alſo 
ould bee diſtreſſed, Therkoze the a — 
| 2 
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The Duke of Longxenile ſhould haue part of his armie to beſiege Beers 
mont ypon Oyſe. He ſert the Parſhall Byron with another part of the ar⸗ 
mie to ſcoure the river Marne, whert he tooke Creſſie, a towne ſituated in 
Briebetweene Meaulx and Cerbeil, where a Pariſien named Peter was 
Captaine, foz whoſe raunſome was pꝛoffered eight hundzed Crownes 2 
but the Ring foz ſome ſpeciall cauſes commaunded him to be hanged, and 
fiue and twentie of the chiefeſt of the towne with him. 

The ſapd Parſhall Byron immediatly after the taking of Creſſie, layed 
the ſiege befoze Lage vpon the riuer Marne right agaynſt Corbe:l. The 
Citizens required ſpace of time to ſend vnto the Ring, which was per in 
Normandy,to traue his gracious mercie, which they obtapned, 

The Ring about the 21. of March hauing receined certapne munitions 
from Deepe, and taken oꝛder foz the ſafetie of Normandy, with part of his 
armie coaſted betweene the riuers of Seyne and Eure, and coke the townes 
of Poſſie and S. Germain, and the Pont S. (low, and marched toward Cor- 
beil,to ſeaze vpon the river of Sey=e on that ſide. 

It is laid befoze how the Leaguers had compacted with the Ring of 
Spayne,vpon ſome conditions of reteiuing a certaine ſome of monep, to 
haue delinered the Citie of AMarſeli, a great Flkrong Citie in Proxance, 
vponthe Meduerran ta: but being diſappopnted of his purpoſe, as ts 
faid in the firſt Bo5ke,that Citie continued faithfull vnco the King, vntil 
the Duke of Ge his death, 

The Ring of Spay»e had eoprupted afozehand the chiefe geuernaur of 
the Citie, by giuing him pay, to the ſumme of fifty Crownes a dap, he had 
alſo dzawne to his faction, thꝛte ſcoze of the chiefeſt Citizens, paying to 
ſome ſozty crowues, ſome moꝝt, and ſome leffe a day. Thus the hearts of 
a great number of Citizens being diſpoſed, the death of the Duke of 
Guize was huted tuen to the toaſt ofthe Aedvterrave Sea. The goners 
nour and his complices hearing ot that, began to envaiah and bying the 
City to a watt: ring and inconſtancy of wills & counſcls:ſome would haue 
the Towne to pœlde tothe League, and ſome would not: ſo the Citit 
remapned as ntuter, hanging neither to Spaynenozto France. 

In the meane time, the Lozd Valete as is ſaid, hauing made prace 
with the Lozd Diguieres, and tonſidering the waucring of that Citie, had 
p2eparcd a neauy of Galeps on the Sta befoze the ſaid City, toconcrouls 
ſuch Ships 52 other veſſels, as might come oꝛ got that wap to benefic 
the leid Towne, whorre he mol: ſted as Leaguers, | 

The goucriour and the rift of malcontents, hired by the Ring of 


Spayne pzactized, that th: ſaid Ring of Spanne, and the Duke of Savoy, 


chould ſend Galleys thecher, inſhew to clenſe the Beas: but in da de to 
bꝛing with them thzee thouſand men, that ſhould vpon a luddaine be lan» 
ded there at the time appoynted, and ſhould ſee3e vpen the C ity, - —

This magiſtrace.duderſtanding ofcheſe things already, well accon- 

panied with towneſmen,commaunded the dzamme to (ound the alarum, 
and with great couragecharged vpon che Dpanyards, whome they flew 
in great number, he tooke many of them, and the gouernour of the City 
pꝛiſonet with them, and luchof his complices as were with them: lo the 
Citp was pet once p2eſerued from the Turkiſh bondage ofthe Spani- 
arvs. Euen as the ſhepe raping from their ſhepheards, runne iuto the 
Volues Daunger; (s townes and Cities, euen whole Pzoninces, with 
d}zawing chemleſues from the obedience of their Lozvs,are dayly i dan; 
ger to be made a pay to their enemies. 
It is ſaid how the Duke 4 Ane, after his flight from Saint Au- 
drew: plaint, went to @aint Denu, to ſee what entertainement the Part: 
ſens would ſhew him:and after he with few had concluded to holde .- 
ris, and Saint Dem (pccially,faſt from the Rings power, and ſo he any 
the Spaniſh Pooze,Commendator Moreo went into Picardie, q thence 
to Bruxelita the Duke of Pm 

The Duke 4 Ane lotozned at P gone, a towne in Picardie, ſituated 
bpon the riuer Same, betwane Ami. and Daine Quintene , to gather 
ſuch fozces as he could, he craued aide from al parts, but they are as flow- 
ly to come to him, as he is earneſt to enuite them, Balagny Gouernour 
of Cambray , did momiſe him ſiſtane hundzed hozſes out of Picardie. 
There the Duke « Mayne [ting that al things went contrarp, pet to eaſe 
bis tomack,be maketh great bzaggs, how that he will make againe an 
arnmp of thirty thouſand men. 

Cheſe great bzagges did pzoceede of the vaine hope which they had al- 
ready conceaued ofthe King of Spex»e:fo2 while cheſe things aboue ſaide 
were adooing by the Ring, about the 20. of Parch they ſent foure Am: 
baſſadozs into Spayne:firſt from the Duke 4 Mayne and another re in the 


Duke of Lorreyne,the third [rom the Duke M teur, and the laſt in the 
name of che whole body ol the League. They arrived at Yxdot , in the 
latter end of Apzill, 
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1599, The ſomme oftheic Ambaſlage was to begge, and not much neither, 
March, but tine Milions of Gold, and thirty thouſany men, vpon that condition 
that they would make him Ring of France, if he could get it, yet promt- 
ſing their furtherance. Do after much capptug and crouching, degging 
and crauing,chopping and changing what money they obtapneo, it ts noc 
certame, bu: it isrepozted that they were pzomiſed one Milton, aud that 
they bad thitty thouſand Crownes, which they tooke, in hope that moze 
would come, and an armpout ofthe Lowe C of Flanders. 
The King of Spæyne was willing to hearken to theſe Ambaſſadoꝛs loʒ 
thꝛe cauſes. ambition, fart, and deſire ot reutuging. 
Firſt, by the pꝛoffer ot this Ambaſſage, he was put in ſome hope, that 
conſidering the great power ol theſe tha Dukes, and the great power 
ol the League, that is ofthe Townes, Cities, and commons retelled, h& 
might perhaps ſperde better then he looked foz, And il he ſhould not ſpeed 
in the whole, yet he might in part thereof. 
Tube ſecond cauſe was feare, which cauſedhim with all his meanes to 
keepe the Ring from growing mighty: fo2 conſidering his great valoure, 
and the injuries which both his pꝛedeceſſoʒs # he had receaued at the Opa · 
niards handes , would in time call them to remembzance, and ſecke the 
means to recouerhis owne.

From AMontereathe Ring returned to Melwee, a trong towne vppon 
Seine: this town part of it lyeth vpon the South banke of Senne, and part is 
in an Jland within the ſapd riuer, there the Rebels had placed a Crong

ozced, and that there was no * and put 
themſelues in the Kings ſeruice. 

The Hing beuing placed affrong garriſon there, went backe agayne to 
Sens,compaſled it, doch plant lire pieces of Oꝛdinance agaynſt che wall, 
ſent a Tiompeter to the City to ſommon themto tender the place, omi. 
ſing them all good and gracious fauour, 

The Gouerno! called the LozdChambalon, determined not toreceaue 
bim, except firft he would become a goodCatholike . Mhereupon the R. 
began to batter the towne'in two ſeuerall places, cane two aſſaults, where 
he was repulſed, beeing within the town one thouſand and eight hundzed 
Souldiers, beſides the Cittzens and lnhabitants, who were able to make 
two thouſand Souldters moze , The king therfoze thought good to leave 
of that enterpiiſe , and to follow the courſe taken, to wit, the ſiege of - 
ris, rayſed therefoze the liege, and marched toward Paris, 

- The 25.of Apzill the king layed the fiege agent Chæranten, a towne 
ſituated vpon the fall of arne into Seive,jn the light of the City of Parii. 
There was in a Tower ten ſouldiers of Pars, which did obſtinat chem- 
ſelues in the defenſe of the ſame, whom he fo;ced aud cauſed their Gouer 
nour to be hanged. a 

Dauung ſeazedvpon Chr anton, the king doth preſent himſell befoze the 
Citie, about the 28. of Apzill, tooke the Uillages about, began to lay 
downe the koꝛme of the ſiege, where he vetermined co ſend part of his foz- 
ces on the South ſide of the Cictie, therewith ta compaſle that ſive, And 
with the other part to beſiege the Nozth lide , and the Towneof D. Den 
all at once : chere he maketh all things ready, maketh his appyoches , ſit+ 
teth fill without pꝛoffering any fozce , but onely doth Cop che entring in 
of vicuals , hoping thatſcarcenes and neede would haue moilifped their 
harces, and the pzeſent danger ofthe very famin which did tigeaten them 
would haue moued them to ſome moderat counſell. 

Now wee will leaue the king befoze this ſiege,harkening what the de-

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Cclike Rhetoꝛke to tall the king heretike: but the Court of Parliament 
there ſo gagged him with a com about his necke . that when hee had pꝛea⸗ 
c<cd his laſt Sermon on the top of a Ladder, be hake his necke with a ſoze 
fall:there were alſo ſixe ofthe chieleſt Cittizens hanged with him foꝛ com⸗ 
F ſeditious Fricr in his Sermons to ſtirre vp 

About the ſelfe ſame time, the Lo2zd Rieux defeatedthe Duke of L 
reyn nigh Ni eres, and toe away all his artillery, 

Itis ſayd befoze,how the Ring ſent the Duke of Lengueuile with part 
of the army to ſcoure and ſtop the riuer Oye, who — — 
la Nouẽ tooke Beaumont, which was gouerned by the Loꝛd Picrrencoun: 
there the Duke of Lon gueuille cauſed the chiefelt men ol the Towne to bet 
hanged, | 

«ris becing beſieged by the king, as is ſapd, the people do harden their 
s mote and moe, being perſwaded by the Fryers and Jeſutts, and by 
them whom that ſottiſh and Jdolatrous people had in admirat ion, to wit, 
the Popes Legat, the Spaniſh Ambaſſadoz,theBiſhops of Paris, Lyons, 
Glaſcs,Placemtia,eAfte, Khemes Sanlis : there were the Ducheſles de Ne- 
mours, Mayne, Mont penſier. | 

The Pjouoft, Eſcheuins, & other offiters, they partly entourage, part 
Ip do terrifie the people, de pet once agayne gather a great ſomme ot mo⸗ 
ney dpon the inhabitants : tdey do caſt great ſtoze of attillerit, and pꝛepate 
all things to withftaud the fiege, 

They made a ſearch of all the grayne and pzoniſlon of vicuals which 
were within the Citie, They made aiſo a reckoning of the people, which 
dis amoũt to two hundzed thouſand perſons: the cozne came to that quan⸗ 
tuie as would ſuffice the citie foz a whole moneth , allowing a pound of 
bzead ta tuety one a day, and beſides fourtie thouſand buſhels of Dates, 
They appopnted one Anthony L'amy, a rich Parchant of the Citie, to 
baue the charge of the market, and to appoput Bakers in euery quarter of 
the Citie, to whom he deliuered the cone at foure Crownes the buſhel, 
and not aboue, & aſter that tate they ſhould ſell the pound of bar ad at halle 
a Spantſh royal. | 

This 02der be ing taken, they went about to aſſure themſelues ofthe wit 
of the Citizens , foz feace that any ſedition ould ariſe by reaſon of the 
fcarſenes, which vndoubtedly they ſawe would enſue. Thep gathered all 
the chiefeſt Citizens and Captapnes in the halles of their quarters, and 
there they were made fweare neuer to conſent to xeceaue any hereticall 
Ring, They were (wozne alſo to detect and reneale any man whom they 
knewe to diſlent from this their vaion and oath. 

This lat part of the orh taken, repleniſhed che citie with pzoſcriptions, 
canfiſcations,bantſhments,craellcopments, executions,funeralls and la · 
mentatiaus: 
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mencations : fo a great many were murtchered,many iudicially executed, 1590- 
many empꝛiſoned, many ſaved them by flight: but all loſt their goods and «Hy. 


ſubſtance, which was no (mall pꝛay to the heads of the rebels, 

And that they might moleſt the Ring with ſallies, they byzed the Lo 
Vitry, Captapne of 6ne hundzed and fiftie hozſes, with the ſomme ol two 
thouſand Duckets, which the Ambaſſadour of Sp«yxe didpap. 

Thus hauing ſet a Pilitarie policie in the Citie, touching the ſtrength 
of the Citie — — they ſometime would ſet their heads 
out of the gates to ſee what weRher was about: but fearing ſome ſhewer 
of blowes, they ranne in agapne, 

The Ring bauing diſtreſſed Paris alreadie twentie dayes, o2 very nigh, 
— — 7 that vpon ſome reaſonable condition they would haue ſought 
peace: and ſeeing them contrary to his expectation hardened, 
— moze obſtinate and malicious, with part ot his fozces ſet vppon 
the Suburbs of S. Martin, which be tooke without any great reſiſtance; 
From that dop vntill che beginning of June, the time paſſed away with- 
out any great exployts, but onelp certayne light ſkirmiſhes, Foz the king 
would not ſhewe any extreame fozce, hauing a careof them, hoping ſtiil 
that famine would haue mwued them to hearken to reaſon, and to remem- 
ber their dueties. In the meane time the Ring cauſed the peeces of artille. 
rie, wherwith the Duke of bad battered Beaumont vpon Oy/ẽ,

The Duke of Nemours had in the meane time caſt great ſoze of Oi.

Che bare foote Friers doo ſhew what humo? dooth trouble their 

bꝛaine, imitating the frantick mad men, which haue delight to goe bare 
foote winter andſommer: lo we account that man mad that will go bare 
foote,when he may haue ſhooes to put on. 
All theſe rakehels armed chemſelues bnder their louſie raggs, doo 
march in battaile aray though the City, mumbling the ir poztuſes, and 
when they had giuen a ſight of their oweſſe vnto the Citizens, they 
would alſo goe to ſc what weather was out of che Towne:and when they 
bad marcheda while, the Kings gardes in the @uburbs tooke the ala» 
rum, ſuppoſing to haue to deale with men; but when they had the ſight of 
this legion, and perceauing that they were apes imitatingmen, they tur. 
ned their fury to laughter, hooping & ſhooting: whereupon the apes re- 
turned with great ſperd into the City, and this was the end of thisſkir- 
miſh. They had fo2 an enſigne a Crucifixe , and our Lady carried befoze 
them to play the bulbegger. 2 

About this time dead began to be ſcarſe in Paris. whereupon the ma» 
ters of the Citie fearing the increaſing of famine , ſought out all the 
pao2e within the Citie, who came to thirtythouſand, and determined to 
haue turned them fozth out of the City to take their foxtune. But ſome 
ol the counſell ofthe Citie,thought that it could not ſtand with the great 
nes and honour of the Citte, and therefoze were taped in, which ching 
did greatly haſten the famine, which ſhoꝛtly after followed, | 
An che middeſtof June the famine beingvery great, chere was little oz 
nothing to tate, the Souldiours had no pay, neither was there money to 
pap them, the Citiʒ ns refuled anpmozeto contribute, aleaging the great 
au huge ſommes of money which they had diſbourſed: aud foz feare of 
{ome ſedition intheCicte, Frier Henrico Caictano, Frier Goundj By» 
ſhop of Paris, and the blinde Captaine Bernardino Mendoza, conſented 
coroball the Gods which were in the Temples of Pres, they take the 
golden cuppes of their Gods, aud all the ſhzines of golde and ſiluer, 
which Demetrius his ppentizes had made to Diana, to Venus to Belona, 
and to many Diuels of bell: they turne their reliques e old rotten bones

——— — rather then to admit an herett- 


Uponchis anſwer ofthe Pariſiens,in the latter end of June, many no · 
ble men andgentlemen began to mutter in the Kings army, what great 
imminent danger, was hanging ouer Fraucrz the ruine of the nobility,the 
decay of ſo great and noble a City as Paris was: and the deſolation of the 
whole realme, which euills the King could redꝛeſſe, in making himſelle a 
Catholicke, Df this faction, tending to ſome enterpzile,was chiefeſt the 
P2ince of Soiſſen, and went ſo farre as to ſpeake openly,that they will ſerue 
no longer under anhercticall Ring, 

The King aduertized of this muttering , called his nobles and Cap» 
taines, hewed them what hee was, what his right andcauſe was. Any 
whereas they willed him to become a Catholicke, he put tht ont of doubt, 
that for to purchale man as great as the realme of France

God who was his krength,fozce,and defender of his cauſe, willedthem 
to depart from his army when they would, and that hee had rather haue 
their roome as their company: he knew that SDD would giue him the

Alic haeli mount, mꝛott 
letters vato the Duke Merceur, ho was then at Nantes for ſuccour,feae 
ring lealt he ſhould bee fozced in the ſayd mount Saint A ic hacll. 

Hee chat carrped the letters came withche ſayd letters to the Earle of 
T horigny,who hauing peruſed the letters, ſent che copie of the ſame to the 
Pzince who was betweene aint ale and Vitre, and fozth- 
with ſent the Þellenger tothe Duke Merceur with his letters: whoafter 
bee had ſeene them, ſentby and by an anſwere to the ſaydLozd Viques, 
paying him to be ſtrong, and that withinchzee daies he would come to his 
aide with chzee thouſand mento reſcue him from the Earle Thorigny,and 
. Earle could not haue helpe from the 


The Pellenger came agayne to the ſapd Earle, aridſhewed him > an 
ere 
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ſwere ol Merceur: the cepie thereof was ſent immediatly co the Pztnce, 
the reſolution was ſo taken betweene them, that the Pztuce cauſed all the 
boꝛſemen to march ſpeedily, and to get betweene the ſayd Merccur and 
Nantes, andthe Eatle of Thorigny matched towards the ſapd Merceur. 

The Dune perceauing that hee was compaſſed betweene two armies, 
veneured to fight with the Pꝛince Dombes, and whileſt they were a figh« 


ting, the Earle came vppon him on the other ſive : hee was ſo beaten be-

An this moneth of Julp, the Franciſcan Fryers of Snlis muſt neeves 


plate a Frperlike part: they were greatly deſyꝛous to betray the towne, 
and to deltuer the ſame into tht Leaguers handes: which foz to bing to 
paſſe, they cauſed many Captains of the rebels to come thether , apparrel- 


led like Countrep men, having each ofthem a baſket full of Cheries vps 
pon their ſhaulders , as though they were marker-folkes to ſell Cheries.. 
" Theſe Cherie mongers were receaued by the ſaid Friers into their 
Frperp houſe, whcre chey had gathered together great pjouiſion of ar» 
mo. But this thing beeing ſuſpectedby ſome good Citizens, thep notifp« 


ed it to the Ring. Mhereuppon many were taken, and ofthe Frycrs,. 


Paſſe-mongers, — and treaſon-mongers et the Towne 
were hanged,tothe number ol ſeauen ſcoze ,and ſo the ploy was ended.

There the kamin had ſo pzeuailed in the beginning of July, that it far 
paſſed the famous famin of S g unt.

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* was fo Pꝛinces and great Ladies, and that a ſmall quantity euery day. 


Tn this cxtremity Fryer Henrico Caietano had ſold and waſted all his 
money and plate, and begging was there little regarded: he with the reſt . 
of his Baſle-mongers did bury in their ſtomackes their God, whom they 
had made with fiue wozds,in hole dung,ifthep could get it: but a ſtrange - 
thing there happzned , as had ben heard of in any age, to wit, the Aſſes of 
Sorboun were enfo2ced to devour their owne bothers fleſh. 

There were foure ſoztsof men who went about to remedie this extre- 
mity , each one following their courſe, | 

Some of the beſt ſoꝛt and ſtouteſt ſtomacke pittying themlelues & their 
fellow Citizens, whom they ſaw perifh by heaps fo the pleaſure of few 
rebels; by the aduiſe of one Renard Atturuey in the Court of Parliament, 
tooke counſell howto deliuerche Cittie into the Rings hands, of whoſe 
clemency and gracious fanour coward the pooꝛe diſtreſſed people, they aſs 
ſured themſelues , But beeing diſcouered, ſome fled to the Ring, who 
were graciouſly of him receaued; ſome were taken pziſoners, and the ſaid 
Renard with ſome others were executed , but the goods of all were fozfap- 
ted tothe heads of the League. 

The ſecond was the Duke de Mayne, who fearing greatly the loſſe of 
Paris, being abꝛoad where he made ſhift foꝛ good cheere, though it were at 
other mens charge, as the ſaping is: Qs ſatur eff plens landat icinnia ven- 
tre. He wziteth letters to the inhabitants of 7755, commending them fox 
their great conſtancie, pꝛomiſeth them ſuccour and great pzomſton of vice 
tuals within a certapne time pefixed in the letter, willing them to bee pas 
tient pet, and not to goe about any making of peace with the Ring. 

The Friers and Jeſuices tooke the copies of theſe letters, read them in 
their pulpets, and ſerued them foz text to diſcourſe vpon,and to make bzaue 
and luſtie ſermons, 

Che third was the blind Captaine Bernardine, who taught the delicate 

Pariſiens the dyet of his countrep, to wit, to take Dates ground, meale 
huſke and all, and therewith co make a kinde of pap. ſuch as the countrey 
men in Sp.<y*e du vſe fo2 their ozdinarie dyec, and as they dw in France fox 
the katting of their hogges, and here in England the Hunters dw foz.their 
houndes : and that flubber ſauce to bee ſould to them that had money by a 
meaſure, which was followed as long as Dates did lat. 
The fourth was the Pꝛieſts, who would alſo feede their mindes with 
idolacrous fantaſies, as their bodies were fed with ſpaniſh flub- 
ber waſh: and firſt to begin, they perſwaded them to dom tu Noftra donna 
Ai Loretta, a lampe and a ſhip of pure ſiluer of the of thzee hundzed 
markes, which ſhould be ſent bp ſome of the chiefeſt of the Citie. 

The ſecond idslatrous fantaſie wherewith they deluded that beſotten 


people, was, that they made them runne to and fro in pꝛoceſſion bare fwted 
any 
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and bare legged from Church to Church, from Jdoll to Jdoll, carrying 
their God in the ſtreetes, which their Pꝛitſt had made with fiue wozds, All 
the ſtreetes did ſound with weake Or pro nobis. 

The third was a Pageant which they played in this wiſe : they had 
made vppon the great Altar of their Churches a graue line a monument, 
there they buried then God, (who be like was dead with famine) and let 
bim lpe fo; the ſpace of 8,daies,and in the ſame ſpace the Churches were 
full night and day with Candles, ſmoake, idolatries and ſtatued people, 
bo had required theſe things at your hands ? Jt is ſubmitting them- 
ſetues vnto Gods ozdinance , that would quickly remedie chis diſtreſſe, 
and not theſe idolatries, 

The Dates being ſpent, the famine pzenailed moze and moꝛe, the har» 
ueft time alſo was come. The Ring di winke at many ſallies which they 
did, to ſteale away ſome ſheaues of come, hoping by that meanes to inter- 
cept ſome of the heads of the rebellion: ſo there were daily ſkirmiſhes a» 
bout the harueſt, and they alſo carried away with them ſomewhat, which 
e relieue ſomewhat the extremitie of their 


unger, 

Whileft cheſe ſallies were adoing , about the fifteene day of July the 
Lo2d Chaſtilion arriued vnco the Ring with one thouſand hozſemen aud 
two thoulaud footmen Gaſcopnes, : 

The Ring perceauing the wilfull obftinacie of that people, oz tather the 
hard bondage that they were in vader fewe rebels, ſet all his fozces in oz: 
der,and ſec vpon all the Duburhg of Ps all at once, which ſeazed vppon 
without any loſſe the 18,of July, ſuppsling that vis neighbozhead would 
cauſe them enter in conſideration of their miſeries and daungers, 
This narrow ſiege, debarring them wholy from the fields, made the 
famine pet to pzenaile moze: ſo that now in few daes, the people dyed by 
heapes in the houſes within, and in the ſtreaces without. Now the com- 
mon people wiſheth fo2 peace, and impute th all their miſeries vnto blind 
Bernardine, many did thzeacen openly in the ſixtates, that it were a good 
derde to hang that Spaniſh Pooze , anv all his company of @arrozins 


Blinde Bernardinehearingof theſe newes, wiſhed himlelfe to haue 
bern in Speyne a dauncing naked with the Darrazen Poozes of Spayne - 
yet to paciſie the people, bet did beſtow of his Spaniſh potage made of 
Dates,vpon them ſo much as he could ſpare,fo2 her was fallen to his olds 
dyet of Spe, and withall he gau them old ſtarued hozſes which wire 
like to dye, fo? to k ill and to e: te, yet all this pooze liberality which then 
was great , conſicering the time, could not pacifie the people: foz as the 
Woucrb is Ventur non habet aures. {Cherefore many tooke tounleil to- 


gether in the night, to haue ſeazed vppon a gate, and to haue let — 
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Rings fozces, but this counſel being detected, this ente rpꝛiſe could not be 
etfeded. 
The mazrow after being the 19 day of July, a great multitude aſſem . 
bled tbem ſelues in the palate, and requir.d ofthe Pſeudolenat, that they 
might haue pkace with the Ring , otherwiſe there was no remevp, but 
they were like co periſh miſcrably , they wert tntreated to quiet them- 
ſelues, and to haue pacicnce fo} ten dayts, ſothey departedlike to dye in 
the meane time with hunger. | 

The 27 of Juſp, they aſſembled chemlelues againe into the palace wich 
Qroag hand, and required ofthe Pſeudeſcnac, either bzcad oz peace: and 
whereas a Marchant of the City named Gays, did repzoue them, by thenr 
be was hurt, ſo that within few dayes be yeelded his rebellious ſoule: the 
matter tending to ſedition, the Ouke of Aumale came to the palace, ſhut 
vp the doozes, and tooke ſome pyiſoners , whereoftwo of them were 


hanged. 

Then the mutiny of the people cucrtaſing, they went tothe Biſhops 
bouſe, willing him to goe about the matter, that theymight haue either 
vꝛtad j peacc: whereupon ſome of the counſelers ofthe Pleudoſenat, pits 
tying their owne,andthe miſery of the people, with the Biſhop of Lions, 
the Duke of Ne and others of the chieteſt of the rebellion entred in 
counſell, whether they ought to admit the Ring vpon reaſonable conditi- 
ons, ſpecially hauing their autonomy. The matter being dilcourſed,and 
ſome altogether inclining to peace, withſtanding that counſell, che Duke 
of Nemours ofthe citp,ſaid in great anger, that he had rather 
ſe the City conſumed then luſt: meaning that if it were ptelded vnto the 
King, be eſtermed it lof, and gotng foozth in great anger, would not be 
pꝛeſent any longer in ſuch de liberation: agreed all 
to ſend Ambaſſadozsto the Ring, to entrrate of an vniuerſall peace. The 
meſſengers were the Biſhops of Paris and Lians, and certaine others de- 
puted fo the City,who went to the Ring, lodged them in Saint Anto- 
mes Abbey nigh the City, whome he teceaued moze courteouſly then they 
thought he would haue done. 

They pꝛopounded to the Ring two things, an vntuerſall peace, and 
that he ſhould become a Catholick, and ſo the City of Paris would ſct o⸗ 
pen their gates, acknowledge and Crowne him Ring of France. 

The Ring anlwered that he would _— them to mercy , without 
binding himſelfe ts any thing: it appertained vnto Rings to pardon his

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fights, and euſvent tokens of Gods math powzed vpon a people, which 


lend hy ſevucers, haue reſiſted Gods power and Ominance. 

che fate of that pebple being ſo lamentable: Frier Henrico, Friet 
Sixtus Nuncis (who was rome himſele to ſixe ounces of oaten bead, and 
halle a pound of aſſe fleſh if he could get it) ſuppoſing to be in antr0T r0- 
pboni, where the Poets doo faine the people co line by hadowes, went a» 
but to relitue this people with idolatrous fãtaſies, to wit, with pardõs + 
indulgences: whereupon pꝛoceſſions doo runnt ( but ſoftly) vp and down, 
they ſet their Moll which their Pꝛitſes du make with fine woꝛds, in his 
graue againe, which they made foꝛ h'm vpon the greatalcar, to ſe whe- 
ther they might awake him out of bis \wound with ſinoak, 02 candels, 02 


thumping on the bzcaſt, oz with weake ms/ericorare, 02 afaintie ſ era pro Augu/?, 


wobi:s:the moze the famine did encreaſe, the moꝛe Tdolatries did multiply. 

The Friers and Jeſuites would ſometime ſlep vp inthe pulpit: there 
they did looke lik: their woody and ſmoaky Idols, which are by heapes in 
their temples, differing nothing from them but in apparell and ſpcach. 
They had lacked their b1ead of chapter, and vin capstulare (oloag that 
they tould nomoze rumble and thunder cheir ſermons, beate and ſhake 
their pulpets, but with a mourning voyce, pꝛayed them whom they had 
caſt heavlong into that heape ol miſer es to be patient; if they dye, they 
all be made confeſſozs; within ten dayes they ſhall hauevicuals and ſuc« 
cour enough. But when they heard fo} a truth of the Duke of Perma his 
marching, there they did wich their weake voyces extollhim, as the only 
Captaine of the woz1d, the deliuerer of France, and of the holy Church, 
TAbat was be not: 

{Thus this miſerable people, kept downe by the tyꝛrany ofthe Lea» 
by ſevitious ſermons ofſtarued Friers and Jcſuitcs, fed 
with vanittes of the Popes Nuncio, blinden with ignoꝛãce and Jdolatry 
of ignozant and Jdolatrous leaders, was not ſuffer id to goe fo th, and to 
ſubmit themſelues to their Ring to whom nothing was moze deare then 
their pꝛeſeruation) neither could they be pzoutded . But the tirranous re · 
bels bauing pet ſomewhat to kæpe ſoule and body together, had delight 
to behold with thtir cruell eyes, that wzerched people co pyne awap by 


The ſamine coeth woꝛſe one day then another, in ſomuch, that if the 


King hav continued his ſiege any tyme longer, that deſperat rabble of re- 


bellious Jvolaters,would haut done as the Saguntines & Lampſarcens 
which deſtroyed themſelues. . 

In the beginning of Auguſt the rebels did iſſue foozth, conducted by the 
Dake of Nemours to charge the Rings fozces: but they were ſo recraued 
bythe Rings Captaines,that they who retarned home, ſaid they would do 
ſo no moe.

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Is The Ring perceauing that the meſſage of /5/eroy, was nothing 
Angaft fo delude him,and vuverſtauding chatche — — 
Brabant to haft the Duke of Y bis iourney, placed thirteve pieces 
of Ozdinance to batter the gate of S. Germaine, onthe ſouth ve of the 
City. But hearing that foz acertaiuty,the Duke of Pa was ready to 
march with lilteene thouſand men, Spanpards, Italians, Mallens, and 
Flemunngs,allgf the old bands 4 gariſous of che Countrey, be thought 
good not to giue anyaſſauic:but kuowing chat they were extreamely di · 
ſtreſſed with famine, thought to vzge them with che ſame mode narrom · 
lo then euer he did, and ſo to enfozce them to come to ſome reaſonable com · 
polition, and ſo to reſerue his nobility and bzaue Souldiours, to the ene · 
mies comming. 
The famine did ſo pzeuaile,that nothing beingleftto eate, but them- 
ſelues, they began to fall to mans fleſh. PcdroCorneio a @panpard, who 
was in that ſiege, dooth repozt that one of the Pſcudopzeſinents cherc, 
told himfoz a truth, which bee knew very well, that there were of his 
knowledge two and twenty Childzen eaten in that ſiege. 

The King vnderſtanding of the greatnes of the famine , the wilull 
obſtinacy of that damned people, who will rather periſh like the heathe- 
niſh Daguatines,theu to try his clementy aud fauour, whom they knew 
ts be therewith indued,moze then euer had been any Ring in Francs be- 
foze him:hea ting allo al this ſauagt and barbarous act of ard\gagayu, 
by ſome that led vnto him out of the City, was greatly moncd ; ſo that 
lifting vp his hands to Peauen befoze his nobility , pzoteſted vaco the 
Lozdzas Titus did in like caſe at the ſiege of /ex«/a/eve, that het was not 
guilty of thoſe abominations,which were there conunitted,neither ofthe 
bloud ol them that lo deſperatly periſhed. That bee was their lawfull 
King,ozdapued of God cogonerne them, that he had pzofferedvato them 
(contrary to their deſerts)mercy: that be might haue fa2cev them but to 
ſpare their bloud, he had delayed it to his great hinderante, hoping that 
need would haue cauſed them to conſiner their duty. But contrary vnto 
duty and nature. they had obſtinated themſelues, ind tammttten moze a- 
bominations, th:n any City euex did among the heathens, This good 
Ring. bis epes full of teares,retyzed into his Chamber, full of compaſli- 
on, admiration and loue of iuſtice. my 

Compaſſion was not in him oni, as it was in.Scipio,at the burning of 
Carthage, an affection pzoceeding of a milde nature , but a true 
mercy, bp the which he did fele the griefes euen of his moztall 
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and ſtopped the barbarous eating one another, 
The admirations of this ſtrange hardnes ol hart of that peopfe,b1ought 7 


him to conſider Gods iuſt and ſecret iudgements, who in his wzath hath 
fent euill ſpirits of Jdolomany in che mouthes of their faiſe —— 
as thzough blindnes of Jdolatrie this fiftie yeres paſt and moꝛe, they had 
repleniſhed their ftreates with burnings, murthers, and maſſacres of the 
Saints, and had topped their eares vnto the voyceof Chiiſt; ſo they 


Friers and Jeſuites , poſſeſſed with lying ſpirites, to hing them to that 
thzalvome and obloquie: neither will that Citie ever be reſtozedto peace 
and tuſtice, vntill that the ſtreetes thereof be waſhed with the bloud of that 
damned generation, | 
The Ring conſidering his office and charge annexed and inſeparably 
fopned to his Crowne, to minifter infkice, that ts, to puniſh the offenders 
and tranſgreſſozs, and that there began che rebellion, there was by the con» 
ſent ofmoſt wzought the death of the Ring, and that by the teioycing and 
appꝛobation of the ſayd death, they had rendꝛed themſelues acceſſarte and 
guiltie ofthe ſame, euen their walles, hauſes, temples, all whacſoeuer they 
bad, Therefoze he conſid cojrelatiuely his office ę their offence,could 
not giue ouer the ſiege ; and that they refuſed lawfull try all by their 
rebellion, hee would follow? that which in ſuch a caſe God hath oꝛdained, 
that is, fozce, violence and warre : pet hee determined to trye (faſhioning 
bimſelfe after Gods Image, who is long ſuffering) whether they might 
be pzonoked. to take pitie vpon their afflicted eſtate, 
Here we will leaue the Ring foz a time, and will paſſe into other places 
to ſee what pzeparations of warre be made, We haue ſayd how the Duke

pee ſimple lackie (as is ſayd) into Champgne:thence he ſent to the Duke 
Anumale,and the Videſme ¶ Anmien: into Picardie, to gather ſuch foꝛtes as 
they could, and to repapꝛe vnto him with as much ſpecde as they might to 
ioyne with the Duke of Pena, who was comming with great fozces, 
Wherevpon , about the middeft of Auguſt, the Lozd Iumeges vnder: 

ſanding that the ſayd Duke Auwale and Y5deſme had gathered fozces, 
E were going toward the Duke ae Mayne to ioyne with the Spanpards 
comming out of the Lowe Countrey, met with themnigh mien, diſ⸗ 
comfited them, and ſtewe tee thouſand of them, as the common repozt is, 
among whom was the Yideſwe of Amiens. The Duke Aumale by flight 
ſaued himſelfe within Amiens. 

Cbe Duke of Pa iu the meane time commanded the two regiments 


of Spanpards, appopnted bp the Ring of Sp.yxe to keepe home, and to 


do their feate as they ſhould vnd eri and the oppoztunitie ſhouty

buſlnes, and to ſurpꝛiſe places: pet accozding to the pꝛouerbe, he conſen⸗

The Spaniards were very vnwilling to goe to that journey : but hee 
put them in hope of doing ſome great and waigbtie explopts, which were 
not fo2 every man to knowe, and which could not be effeged without their 
counſel and helpe, making them beleue that they were the oncly Soul- 
_diers of the wozld, At length che Spanyards as areftie hozſe which ltri- 
ueth with the rider, and goeth backward afoze hee will take his way foz- 

Upon their departure, hee ſent fozth tuery where to ſhewe his iourney 
into France; het ſetteth fwzth a deſcription of his armie,how many thou. 
ſand footmen, how many thouſand hozſemen,how manp Princes, Dukes 
and Earles ; what Cæſars and Alexanders there was in that armit. And 
when all came to all, there were thzee which are by him called Princes, 
tuen ſuch as he is himſeife,ſuch as may be a Knight here in Eze4end,which 
do hold ſome ſmall Dukedomes of ſmall townes in /raly either of þ Pope, 
dz els of Ring Philip, ſuch as arc bolden in flauerie, as the Baſſas by the 
Turke, to wit, the Pꝛintes (foz ſo hee tearmeth them) of Aly. (aſtel 
Bertran,and Symay, two Pꝛinces as obſcure, as the name of their pzinci» 
palities, There were þ Parqueſſe of Renty, the Earle Berlamount, There 
were alſo Don: of Spayne , as Santtio Layena, luan Baptiſta, T aſis, Alonſo 
Jdiagnes, Antonio de Zuniga, Pedro Gaetano, and Capechuca Romano, All 
theſe Dons were ſuch as might be twentie groates in the bookes of Subſt. 
dit: ſo great noble men they wert, men that could haue ſhewed great pz0- 
weſſe vpon the naked Indiens. To be ſhozt,there were thzee great Lozds, 
Pꝛide, Aanitie and Folly, who were maſters of the Campe. There were 
alſo fewe Carrowſſers out of Flanders, Henault and Brabant: hee gaue 
them terrible names, as Amutinados, that is, angry men, Manſteridos, 
and other ſuch J wot not what, as would make the pooze heathniſh was 
men in /raly and Spayne crofle their fozeheads, thinking to heare ſome 
names of diuels. 

He ſetteth fa2th his furniture, dis able, his pages, the coucrings of 
bis coffers and moples, aud whpnat the belles of his moples.

+ HcreChiiltianreader,thou ſhalt note in tbis City, the notozious ſing 
ol the indabitants, the iudgements of God ſhewed vpon them. and what is 
pet to tome. This City bath bern firſt of all the bulwark and firong hold 
ef all Idolatry, and heathtniſh ſuperũitions, bitch they daue tuerraſed of 
.liecre malicious wickednes, and as it were to ſpight ihr Goſpell, whoſe 
bopce bad ban beatd, and had knocked at their gotes manppeares.'i Whep 
railed the alarumatthe ſound thereot, chey haue murt Saintes 
in the ſtreates, they haue ſhed their bloud vpon the earth like heir 
-bodtes they haue by heapes, and giueu them to ber meate feꝝ the 
beaſtes al the the fowles ofthe ayꝛe, they haut ſearched them out 
8s it were with a lanterne , that they migut roete but the kbowlevge of 
God trom the earth,thep haue made the rroſpei of fifeah a bywn,

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Therefoje the E oꝛd hath giuen them to a repzobate minde, to commit a+ 1590. 
mong themſclues all the abominations of the heathens, and hath ſalde Sepremb. 

Foz beſide the inſinit ht art 

of Epitures, and idle bellies ol idolatrous J9z1eſts, $onkes and 5 riets, 

about the yeare 1560, when the Goſpell did knock at their gates, there

hearken to nothing, but tothe vopce of ſedition,of commotion , of bloud 
and murther!, being delivered into the bond: ge of craitc2s and tyzarts, 
And when the Lozd had bzoaken the affe of bꝛead among them, with 
greater rigour then in any place,which ener was heard of, they did not 
turne unto the Lon, who had giuen them bzcad,wine,ople,flaxe,as Oſea 
ſpeaketh, hut mulciplyed their idols, e wozſhipped diui ls, as Iames Cle- 
ment the parricide and others even with greedines. Chey did rather 
chooſe ta ea:c the flech oftheir ſannes and daughters, which by the lawes 
of that rea'me is a capitallerime , and io bee rcuenged with irc, then 
to accept grace and fauour at the hands of their King, whome law, 
nature and God had giuenvutothem. is

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Now let vs conſider, wbat by al reaſons (grounded bppon the fevſad. 
nes of Gods thꝛeatnings is like to enſue: tha God may potoze downethe 
fulnes of his wꝛath and iuſt indignation vppon that acrurſed City, he (in 
whoſe gouern ment are the hearts of Rings and Pꝛiuces) doch alter the 
minde of the Ring. to giue ouer that City, vntill che day of vengeance, 
Not fo that he was not able to haus diſtreſſed the ſame longer, and haue 
kept the Duke ol Parma from appꝛoaching to it, but to that end to ham 
per his enemies yet moꝛe in wicked deſires , and to deltuer them into the 
hands of barbarous tyꝛants, as (it fell out after) mozeheaup and intolle 
rable vnto them, then the extremity ol the famine it ſelfe, that t 
take vengeance ol that ſinke of acturſed idolatrous rebels : firſt by a long 
calamity,like vnto a conſuming and pining diſeaſe.

fight, But that there was ſome hope that by coaſting him fifit,he right 
be hereafter had at aduantage, To recuene to Pres, he ſhewed that he hav 
not purpoſed, and was not willing to take it by foꝛce.

Theſe things being pꝛopounded by the King, he required their god ad« 
uiſe and faithful counſell: which things being devated by that noble coun:

The Parſhall Aumont ints Bowrgondie, Euery one hating ſufficient

ſhozt ſpace ſcoured the Leaguers foz the moſt part out of Deviphinee 
ſome he enfozced to reteaue the Ring s commandement, and thereft enfoz- 
ted tolecke foz truces fox foure peares, which in Parch were granted and 
edi grenoble von Ealterdap, - 

I is latde how the Lozd Valete went into Pravence, andgathering 
the ſtates ofthe countrey by acommonconſent , they concluded to warre 
againſt the Senate of Aux, who were the ringleavcrs ofthe rcbelhon, 
and hav intelligentes with the Duke of Sue. 

The Lozd Diguieres put the countrep of Danlphine in a good 
ſap, went into Proxanceto Valcte, making warre againft the 
rebellious parliament there, and the Duke of SY. The rumszs went 
abꝛoat that they had loſt a field , and were ſent into their countrep with 
ſtozeof Balktyadoes: but fo2 lack of inſtructions I affirme nothing. 

The Lo Diguieres being in Prowence with the Lozd Valete, hav di 
uers letters from the King, but ſpecially in the latttr endof Pay, comes 
mandung htm to warre againſt the Duke of S. But the laide coun- 
trep of roa ante being aſſaulted by the Lraguers of Sauey, any 
D a«lphine he thought good pet to emplop the moneths of Tune and July 
with the L o2d V'iajere,foz the eſtabliſhing of the»fFapies of the ſays Pro- 
uance: wherein they had ſo good a ſutteſie, that the enemie in token of 
that cowarducſle,which their rebethion doth bzeete in their hearts, aban- 
doned the townes and Caſtei ls of Peraus, Pumic het, Y alanſele, Montignak, 
Soluerr,Pignaxers and Logis. ſome werebzought lordekings obedience 
by tozce, — by compoſit ion. % 

In Ju'pduring the ſotonrning sf the Lode Diguieres in — 
there was in 'Dax/phme one captaine Cazete. who with intelligentes 
which he bad with the Duke of Saxoy, would haut ſould him the townes 
of Hrancon and Eſſiles in Peemont, pet pertapning to the Dolphinate, 

Theſe two townes were kept by the Heutrais, that is coſap, by them 
who would admit neither the K.-noz the Leaguers. The ſaid Cazecehad 
riceaued commnſlion- from the Dukt of Se, to leauie ſouldiers to that 
in:euc, in expecting the arriuall offoure and twenty companies of Spas 
niards, to hing his enterp2ize themozeeaſle to paſſe, 

The inhabitants of the vailetes perceauing well, that if this trayte» 
rous captaine ſhould pꝛeuaile, great warre and miſcrable deſolations of 
theu counrrep would enſue: cþerefo2e the chieftſt of thoſe valtepes ma- 
king acquaiytedthe Lo Digusexes of their pur goſe, determined torid 
the layd Cazece out ofthe way rern the kiſceemh deal 
July bis houſe was bloyne vp and be ſlaine. 

This traytoz being made out of the way, iht inbabttants of the valleis 
ſeat wozd to the Lozd Daguicres, that they would ſend their peputics to 


Ambrun

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Ambrun,to treate with him. F 

Upon the receipt ofthis meſſage,the L ozd Diguieres (conſidering the 
greatnes of the affayzes, and that it was very exped ient toz the king to 
bauc thoſe townes of Eriancen and E ſſiles in polleſſion, to haue paſſe and 
repalle iato Piemont when nede ſhould be) departed out of Provexce,and 
inhaſt marched towards Am brun, where the deputics of the valeys did 
mea te him. And among other things, ſhewedthe treaſons of Cazete,bp 
the papers which they had found in his houſe. 

After that they bound themlelues by oath to be fapthfullto the Ring, 
they pꝛomiſed allo to doe their indeuour to confirme the people into his 
2 ſeruice and obedience : this was done about che fourth of Au- 
T umediatlp after this meting, the Lozy Diguicres being aduertized 
of the wauering which the death ofthe ſayd Cazete, and voluntarie yel- 
ding of the valeys, did cauſe in the towne of Briancon, which was Neu- 
trall, knowing allo chat thoſe who did fauour the kings live in the towne, 


to that place, and after a bzeach made, the enemie did pa rley, and came 
to that iſſue, that Clauiſan (appopnted there gouernour by the Duke ds 
Hayne) ſurtendzed the towne and Caſtell che tenth dap ot Auguſt. 
TUhileſt the Loꝛd Diguieres did theſe explopts in Dauipbine, Martinen- 
go, one ofthe Duke of Saueys great warriozs, did beſiege Saint Maxi- 
mine in Prouance: fog which cauſe the L. Valcte did dap it ſolicit the ſayd 
Diguieres to aſſiſt him in the reſcuing of the ſayd Saint eAſaximive. 

The Lozd Diguicres conſidering the ſafetie of Sepnt Maximine , to 
make much fo & polernation of Prouance, when as hee had gone to 
Montgeneure, to take E ſiles, vpon intelligentes which hee had with the 
gouernour thereof,and ſa ing that there mas neither certaintie in al that, 
neither was he ſufficiently pꝛouided to fozce the place, was contented fo 
that time to take the oaths one ly of the commonaltie, who ſþewed them 
ſelues greatly affcctionated vuto the kings ſeruite. 

Thele affayis beting done in Paulphine, het tooke his wap into Pre- 
xance,and lodged nigh Barcelona Barceloraig a towne in Piemont, in the 
countie of Mee. Sal ines an old Spaniſh Captapne beeing chiefe Colonell 
of che lia bt hozſemen of Piemont, was gouernour thereof vnder the D. of 
Sano): the ſaid Salines immediatly after the comming of Diguiercs; went 
footh out of Zarceloxs , and aſſaulted the quarter where the companie of 
kootmen ol Boyſct,and twelue launtes of the Lend Brickmault were lod: 
ged. Theſe companies of Boy ſet aud Brickmaulc did teteaut him ſo va» 
liaacly , that hy the helpe of other companies which vppon the na ile they 
heard, came running thether, that the ſapd Salines left behinde ſire ſcoze 
dead layd vpon the ground , and of | ak taken pꝛiloners * 
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began to be encouraged, cauſed foure Canons to be dzawen and hougbe 
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15. yeſauedhimlelf? with ſire men oncly into the towne, from whence he came

the fiftcenth ok Auguſt. | 

In that ſkirmiſh was hurt and taken Voluant, who two peares befoze 
bad ſoldthe ſtrong Towne and Caſtell of Carmaniole vnto the deceaſed D, 
of Sauoy, after the death ofthe Parſhall Bellegard. 

The ſixteenth day the ſaid Lozd Diguicres tooke by compoſition the 
Caſtell of Roſoles in Piemont, which partained vnto the Duke, There 
was two companics of footmen in garriſon; who were permitted tode⸗ 
part with armoz, leaving their Colours behind, 

After this exploit, the ſato Diguieres continuinghis wap, about the 22. 
of Augult came into Prouance, hee was not ſo ſooue entred the countrep, 
that Martinengo who beſieged Saint Axim ine, hearing ofit,remooued 
the ſiege: which thing the L 02d Diguieres hearing,bzought three Canons 
b:foze the Caſtell of Barles the 23 · of Auguſtzand the 3 1,0f the ſame Po» 
ncth tooke it at bis diſcretion. 

Some time befoze the Loꝛd Diguieres had foztifpcd a Church called 
Saint Paul, with flankes and ditches about, diſtant foure oz fine leagues 
from Ambrun: during the time that the Lozd Diguieres ſotonedat che 
ſiege whichhehad lated befoze Barlu, the Duke of Savoy actompanied with 
thꝛee thouſand footmen, and foure hundzed light hozſemen,came to belege 
and batter with thꝛee Canon the ſaid Church Daint Paule, which the 37. 
of Augult he tooke by compoſition, the ſame dap that Bares was taken, the 
rarrilon thereof going away with theirarmoz, colours and dzum in bat. 
tell array. 

The ſame dap, tbe Lozd Diguieres adnertized of the ſiege of Saint Paul, 
marched in all haſt to ſuccour it, with intent alſo to offer a battell to the D. 
and vſing a maruellous celerity, he lodged in Yarrer the third of Septem» 
ber. The Duke vnderſtanding ofthis ſo ſudden and vnlooked foz arriuall 
of the Lozd Diguieres, fell into ſuch a diſmay and feare,that be retired that 
night from the mountaine Lerche, and marched all that night with links, 
beeing followed the next dap with his foꝛtes. | 

The fourth day the Lozd Diguieres commaunded ſome of his compa» 


- nicstofollow after the enemy , who did ſlap many of the rereward ofthe 


Duke, and tooke one Don Pedro Vegicres a Spaniard of the gard of the 
Duke: hee himſelfe wich the reſt marched coward D.Pes),refolutely de⸗ 
termined to aſſault Seint Paul with handie blowes fo2 lacke of Canon, ę 
bauing blowen vp one of the gates and a breach made tooke it by aſſault, 
which continued three houres, and tauſed two hundꝛed Souldicrs, that 
were within it, to be put to the wozd, taking none pꝛiſoner but Captaine 
Strata governo! of the place, and his Enſigne named Hercules ( onere of 
A11an : of the Kings ſide was killed only Captaine Bouloneuue, and few 
Souldiers huit, he cauſed the place to be raſedhard tothe ground. 
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The ſapd fozt remained not foure whole dayct in the Duke of Sauey his 
wer 


po . 

At the ſame time that the Duke didbatter Saint Paul, which was in the 
end of Auguſt,he ſent his fozces of Savoy and Piemont, ber ing foure thou? 
ſand foot men and thzce hundzed hozſemen into the valep. of E/5:/es to ſpople 
the Countrep of Brianconeys, to batter Gayleſire , aud ouerrunne Am- 

unoys. 

The Lozd Diguieres vndcrftanding ofthis, hauing raſed Saint Paul, 
pꝛeſently the fifth of September tooke his tournep toward Briancon, and 
beeing infozmed that the enemy was lodged in ( , made pzeparas 
tion to fozce the paſſage Sch, kept and loꝛtiłyed by the inhabitants of the 
valcies , ſent thither the Lozd Morges his Nepbew, with his company of 
fifete hoꝛſemen, and two — 5 „ who arriuing at Sel: che 19. 
dap of September at the ſame t that they were in ſkirmiſh, belighs 
ted with his men, and ſetting them in battell arrap, did ſo both encourage 
his men and charge the enemie (aſſaulting the fozt and bulwozks in ſundzp 
places with fifteene hundzed footmen, and one hundzed and foureſcoze men 


of armes) that the ſaid enemp was not onelp repulſed,buc alſo beaten with: 


the loſſe of ſixe ſcoze men lying vpon the ground. 

The thirteenth day of September theLozd Diguieres after he had ra · 
ſed Daint Paul, marching toward Eſz4les ouer the difficult Pountaines, 
arriued at Douley thꝛet leagues from Eſſiles, where newes was oughe 
him that the Duke (hauing ſent part of his fozces to the Lozd Sonnes) was 
= to Nice, Theſe newes made the ſapd Lend Diguicres iudge that the 

d Sonnes beeing now ſtreagthened with a new ſupply of men, would ad: 
uenture to hazard the battell , And the moze co pzouoke him to it,determi- 
ned to batter E ſiles, and withfoure Canons which bee bzought from Am- 
bran, oucr the high (as it ſ@meth)inacceſſible Pountatus began iht bat 
terp, and withal ſhewed himſelfe cucrp dap befoze Chameys,where the ſaid 
Sonnes was. But diſpleaſed with impoztunacy of the ſaid Diguiercs,left 
Chameyis, and retyzed to Suze,accompanied with fifteenc hundzed Harque- 
buzicrs, and ſiue Cozners ot Hoꝛſemen. | 


The 26. day of September the Lozd Diguieres followed the enemie, 


and found them at J halfe a league. from Z«Je, whom in the entring 
of che plapne, having but eight ſcoze . aſſaulted ſo furioufly, 
that beſive ſome fotmen, he lated dead downe to the ground foure hundzed 
L aunciers on the plate: among whom were Clapot the elder, the Loꝛds 
Montaignes and Valucrnes, 17. Captaines on chiefe officers flapne on ta · 


ken, Among the p2iſoners was Clapot the ponger wounded, and dito twa. - 


dopes after, There were alſo taken pꝛiſoners Labras, Lieucenant of the 
Warquelle Taſorts, the Gonernour of Bre/che, Captapne Triſolts, de la 
Riuicre an) S-Lorens. Somwnes allo was SONY either lapac 1 
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ken: but about midnight he came alone befoze the gates of ZN. 

The 27. of September the Lozd Diguicres receaued ſupplie of foꝛces, 
as well of the inhabitants of the Townes of Briancon and Pons, as of the 
gouernours there, and two 02 thee hundzed ſhot of the companies of S. 
Cauiour, which cauſed him to alter his purpoſe concerning Eſſiles, which be- 
gan alteadie to parley, and cauſed him to continue the ſiege of the ſayd E/ 
ſiles vnto the end ol the ſame moneth, 

Poſſonnes, the Duke de Aayne his gouernour there, conllidering the 
Nate of the Duke of Savoy his affapzes, ſeeing the Canon planted, and the 
Loꝛd Diguieres foꝛtiſied with newe ſupplies, all the commonaltie bent a- 
gainũ hm, and being without any hope of apde 02 reliefe, the 30, of Sep» 
tember peclded the Towne of Eſſile by compoſition, that his Souldiers 
ſhould freely depart with bagge and baggage, So by theſe meanes the 
paſſages into Piemont do remapne in the Rings power, and the countrey 
of Daulohine is limitted with his olde limits long befoze fo2tified by the 
French Rings during the warres of Italy. 

Sonnes(generall of the Duke of Sauey)had pꝛouoked the Lozy-Morges 
his nephewe,to fight fiftie agaynſt fiftte on hozſebacke, and appoynted the 
place: which thing the Loꝛd Diguieres vnderftanding,conduced the ſayd 
Morges vnto the place, where the ſapd Morges remapned with his foꝛtes 
teadie to accept the offer from nine aclocke in the moꝛning, vntill thzee a 
clocke inthe euening, and at length came a Trompetter with a letter from 
the ſapd Sonnes carping an excuſe, 

The Lozd Diguieres in attending the comming of þ enemie, had eſpied 
a paſſage nete /alox, where the enemie had entrenched himſelfe, and there 
lodged eight companies vnder the conduc of Captaine Venuſt: and per. 
ceauing that there was no moze hope of Sonnes comming to the combat 
appopnted ; he determined to ſpend the reſt of that day in doing ſome ex- 
ployt, and to aſſault the ſayd companyes, who did lye vpon the hanging of 
the mountapne betweene Se and Noxabze : and hauing found meanes 
to plate one hundzed Puſketters, who battered the enemievpon the ſide 
of their fozt,the trenches ofthe enemie were koꝛted, and foureſtoꝛe of them 
flapne : among whom were Captapnes Venuſt, Gaſſard and Charband: 
Captapne Vilars with ſome other was taken pꝛiſoners, and foure compa- 
nies of Senton (maſter ofthe Campe) were ſo ſcattered, that they tame ne- 
uer together agayne. This explopt was done the firſt ol October. 

This being done, the Loꝛd Diguieres returned again to e ſſiles, and ſent 
backe the foure Canons to Ambr«x, and cauſed two great peeces to bet 
dzawne from Gap to Barcelona, à place ſituated in the County of Mice, and 

ertayning to the Duke of Savoy, hee ſent his foꝛces befoze to beſiege the 
apd Barcelona: and when hee came himſelfe about the eleauenth dap of - 


Odober, and had made a beach, the ſame dap the enemie did — 
p 
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ptelded themſelues with ſafetie ol their lines, leauing behind them their ar- 1590. 
mour,colours,bozles and baggage: the Captaines wert permitted to de- Od ber. 


part with their \wozds vpon an hackney. The inhabitants had graunted 
them to eniop their goods, abiding vnder the Rings obedience, as the reſt 
ol his ſubiects,vpon condition to pay ſize thouſand Crownes lo the army. 
and che fraight of the Artulerie. 

The 13. day the gouernour called Corclocre departed with the ſoul 
diers with him, aud as many of citizens and countrey men who repayzen 


co their houſes vnder the Rings ſafegard, 
The 14. day the Lend Diguicres lay batterie befoze the Cattle of 


Aſctans,which he lenderlp battered che 1 5,dap, only to view the enemies 
countenance, But they being greatly afraped, the next night-did ſteale a 
—— — ſaued themſe lues, except thirtie of the us ho were incercepced 
wat = 

In this way of Piemont, the Loꝛd Digniercs had never oboue tinte bun⸗ 
ded hozſes and twelue hundzed ſhot , and found no greater enemit then 
the inacceſſible height of the mountaynes, where ouet he was fozced to 
paſſe the Canon, but chieflp in his iourney to Barcelona, | 

The Cutie of Grenoble in the land of Daulpbine, notwithſtanding the 
fruces and good entettaynment from time to time receaued of the Lozv 
Diguieres, had been ſcduced after the Ring laft deceaſed, and div hold ſtill 
after foz the League,though not with erh deſperat madnes and mſolen· ; 


cie as many 1 had done. , 
Now the L. Diguietes hauing the madne e chatizes 
the raſhnes anv fol ofthe O. of S«x0y,and hautng in manner ſubdued. 


and pacificy that countrey, fozſooke the Duke of 5, and determinen 
ta ſcoureas much as he coald, all the remnant and of rebellion 
out of that p2ouincc: which thing to bꝛing to paſſe, he thought good to be» 
gin at the head, to wit, the Citie of Grenoble , and as bythe tuent which 
followed, it ſeemed that he wid beſtege & diftreſle that Citie:which thing 
cauſtd the inhabitants to conſider that the L Diguicres had in a man · 
ner all the land of Daulp be at tommaundement:Ois power was increas 
ſed, and returned out of ꝰiemon / with few victozics of manp:thep weigben 
alſo how they were out af hope of anpſuccour, as well _ —

maſter of fooles, which is experience, would not ha —— great 


laſt toreturne in haſte into Daulybins. Theſe circumſtances cauſcd them 

well to confiver the danger wherein they ſkoode, which chingmoued them 

to make a motion ołptate, by che which they were reducepro the'dutifuſl 

ovedtence o their !awfull Soueratgne, This peace wan tvucluded in the 

ſuburbs of Saint Lawrence by Grenoble , the two cnp rwentith of De⸗ 

cember, betw.xue the Lozd des Diguicres, = why kings pziuie 2

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1595. ſell and of eſtate, c ptayne ofa hundzed men at armes of his Dzdinances, 
and generall of the armie leuied fo; the kings ſeraice in the land of Das/- 
pbene on the one port: and the court of Parliament, the connnonalties 
ofthe tountte, and the Conſuls ofthe ſame, 

Firſt, that the exercize of the Romiſh Religion, ſhall remaine fre 
both within the cowne and ſuburbs thereof, as hitherto it hath been, and 
that the Cleargie in all the pꝛouinte ſhall enioy the full poſſeſſion oftheir 
goods in any place in the pzouince vnder the kings pꝛotection.

| will go, and may enioytheir goods,offices and dignities,either by ſale, oz

* Fiftly, that the cuſtodie and gouerument of the ſaid towne ſhall be re-

ſ Item that in the meane time as the Lozd Arbucy, hitherto gouer- 
7 our of the ſap? towne, vpon ſome conſiderations, cannot as pet reſolue

i L ozd Rochegiron, and that the Loꝛd Arbucy ſhall haue thzee moneths

Seuenthly, that the memozie of all the offences paſt in all theſe trou- 
blcs, ſhallbe extinct, as matter not happened, And that the Lo Digui- 
eres, with all other gentlemen of his partie doe pzomiſe , that by them · 
ſelues and by their meanes, ſuch matters ſhall neuer bee reutued, and 
that it ſhall not be lawfullto call ſuch things to remembzance,and that it 
ſhall be fozbidden to argue 02 quarrell about it, that al che kings ſubiects 
may liue together in peace, like bzethzen,fricnves,and fellow citizens, 
Cightlp, that foꝛ a moze perfect vmon of the hearts of the Rings ſub · 
jects , the Loꝛds ofthe court of Parliam:nt, who by the Rings com- 
mandement had re:tred, and are pet reſident at Ro, oz elſewhere, ſhall 
returne with conuenignt ſpeede to Greveble, thert to follow and continue 
their charges 

Laſt ofall all, , that withintwomoniths, there (hall be ſummoned a gene« 
rall aſſembly of che ſtates , after the manner accuſtomed , foz the haſting 
of the meanes to diſcharge and relicue the people, and eſtabliſh the com 
mon bodie ofthe countrey. 

Now Chyſtian reader, I beſechthe to conſider, both the tuident and 
ſencible mercie and iuſtice of God, g the difference which is betwerne the 
vellels ofglozp q of wzath: foz this honourable L. des Diguieres in all the 
wars of Daulpbine, euer ſince the riſing of þ execrable League,hath neuer 
ſhewed any point of crueltie vpon his enemies, tn which there might ap» 
peare any ſmall token of particular anger, oz appetite ofreuenge: but als 
wales hath ſhewed good e gracious entertainmet,cuenvntothe very ene⸗ 
mies, in whom he hathmarked ſome ſimple dealing,# had not vled any ce 
oꝛmities 02 pzoud inſolt᷑cies. I he hath ſhewed ſomtime ſome extremity, 
yet did he neuer ſo much as he might haue iuſtly done, g hath knowen in 
ſucb,alwaies ſome notable iniur ies, which he w a iuſt e pzudent wiſdome 
bath thought to haue deſerued ſome ſhat pe puniſhment. To be MBE 
map bee ſayd of him, In conſilyjs ſaprens & pronedus, gn acre fortis, in pac 
federibus , iuſtus fidus & conſt ans. Therefoze the Lozd hath guided his 
armes, hath made him victoꝛious in all conflices and metings , andhath 
endued him with ſuch ſtrength of the bodie, as beyond all expectation, to 
haue ſurmounted the inacccſſible Alpes, and at length hath not r 
pꝛeſſe d and routes out the naturall rebells ofthe countrey, out of 
phine and Trou. ace, their confederates of Spayne 
with an incredible felicitte, hath reſtozed the afflicted Rate of that coun · 
trep, and eſtabliſhed peate, iu and iuſtice. 6 
On the other live, whereas it is the dutie of Chyiſtian Ezinces,not to 
rauiſb other mens kingdomes, to enuade their landes and pꝛit cipa lities. 
to robbe, ſpople and murder their denderers and neigbbours: but to go · 
ucru their Dominions in peace, with N inffice end ang line 
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friendly witch their Neighbours, but ſpecially to relieue other Effaces at 
flided. to aſſiſt Pꝛiates neighbours, when thꝛoug b diſobedience and rebel» 
lion of vnnaturall ſublens they ate diſquie ted and toꝛmoiled. 

But it fell ſo otherwiſe with France : fo: when though the ſinnes of ie 
people, and euill counſell of Henry the third, the Ringtome was ſo tozne 
wich diſſentions and rebellious , that it (cemed as in a ſhipwack the pie* 
ces did flye abꝛoad, expoſed to tuery man that could catch g hold. Firſt the 
Ring of Spa-me (who had beene this vaya Muſcleman, aud not a Catho- 
— gps not beene fo; the kinges of France) with his Gold thought to 

ue ali. | 2 

Occondly, the Duke of $4x0x(who whichout the goodnes of the / aleys, 
had beene a pety and a pooze Duke ) made his reckoning to goe away with 
the Pꝛauinces of Da»/phin and Prouance, bopdtring vpon bim, foz bis part. 

Thirdly, the Duke 4e Mayne (who without the gratious fauour ofthe 

Valoys, had lapn obfcure in the Pountains of Lorreix, thert a digg ing foz 
Þaſſe in the cauerns thereof) made his accompe of ſome ſcambling 
the other, as to haue carried awap all that bozdereth to Lx re: a4 
made his reckoning of Picerdie , and Merccur ef Britayr. 
Laſt ef all, Fryer Syxtus, and after him Fryer Gregorie the fourt@nth 
thought by thele meanes to mointayne their tyzannic in that Realme. All 
thele J ſap t re ſo farre from dooing the duties of Chhiſtian Pꝛincea and 
Paſtozs ofthe Church, in aſſiſt ing tbe right owner of the Crowne, and 
in pꝛeſeruing chat Realme, as one of che chicfeſt members and oznament 
of Europe, that tutu as the Edomites in the ſacking of /craſalew cried, 
downe with ie, downe with it euen to the ground: ſo haue they not in 
wWo2ds but in kindling and nouriſhing the flame of cebellton , # aſſaulting 
by all meanes the ſatd Realme , have encreaſcd the plagues and multiply⸗ 
ed the ſoꝛzrowes of that aflicted ſtate, 

Therefoze be hold the Lond bath accurſcd their armes, and as fo} the 
Duke of Su his owue hand hath weakeaed him, ſo that be durſt neuer 
tome to (ec the ſaid Lozd Diguieres in the face one wap, but he is gone out 
of the fteld ſeauen waies , Oe didnever in alt theſe waxrcs any thing with 
valour, but bpcreacherp and treaſona, as the taking of ( armagnoie, and his 
pꝛadiſts in Pr do teſtify: thouſands of his moſt appzooned and ſkil- 
full Souldioꝛ xs and Captains haue ben killed by few, not only in thi ir 
inuaſions attempted in Dauipbineꝶ Prouance, but alſoat home, where che 
ſaid L oz Diguieres hath fozced cheirfrong halds, hath put them to the 
ſwoꝛd, and call their carcaſes on their mountains to bet meat fo) the beaſts. 
of the field, and fowles ofthe ay. Dee thetefoze hor contrarie licours 
do flow out of cantrzrp veſſels, and how the Lozd pzoceaeththe vertuous 
aud tuſt,accozdiag to his pꝛomiſe, anaclatheth the wicked with calamitp,

Hane declared in the fozmer booke thoſe enents 
| which happened in the peare 1590. and how the 
King conducted very curteouſly the Duke of 
Parma, if he would haue taken it ſo, and how the 
ſapd retyzed to Daint Q«inix in the be · 
ginning of December x 590. but what courſe he 
ide, no} what coalt be followed J havenoching 
\O Cp IE to ſpeake offoz lache of inffrucions, except wee 
| may gather ſome thing by the tuents. 

It keeineth therekoze,that the Ring after he had ſoiozned ſome dayes tn 
Picardie, het returned to his army which he had leftiu Norwendie, where 
he tooke aduiſe concerning thecitie of Chartres, great, mighty, Rrong and 
riche, ſituated in the countrey of ZBea»ſe. This is that Citie whereunto 
R. Henry the third ſojozned fo} a time after hee was put to flight from . 
ris in Pay 1588. This Citie is ancient and famous foz the ancient 
ſuperſtitionofthe Dyuides, ę in our dayes fo2 the renowmed doll ot our 
Ladis of Chartres: that Citie hath beentherefoze both with the Pagans, # 
with the Romaniſts a ſeat of moſt dammable Joofatrie, and of late aue of 
them which redellep firſt of all agapnſt Henry the third after the death of 
the Duke of G»yze,and had continued till in the ſamerebellion. 
Ja the beginning of January thercfoze the Ring hauing pyepared all 
thinges, determined to weſt this Citie out of che tyzannous bondage of 
Leaguers, and to enfozce the ſame toreturne to they} dutie. 
And foz lacke ofinffructious of al the notable exploits done in that ſiege, 
wee haue to ſhew two things. of 

Firſt, of a ſlratagem vſed by the Ring: and ſeconvly of the peelving of 


lame, 
yr of Chertres is very ſtrong both by art Enature, yet was it not 
very well pꝛouided of Souldices beſides the Citizens and Cowneſmen. 
After that the King, acompanted with his owne fozces and che Parſhal 
Biron, hauing laine long time about the ſaid ( bærtres, came to his campe, 
de perteaued that it would be very difficuleto obtaine the ſame by force: 


thertoge he aduiſed himiſelle to aue what Tra be done by —

1590. And about the fourteenth of Febjuarie be keperated hiraſelfe from the 
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Febraarie Marshall Biron, and faining to geue ouer that ſiege , marched towardes 


Dreux , geuing out that hee would goe to beſiege the ſame,and went but 
three miles from the ſaid Chartres. 

The Parſhall Biron in like manner ſ&@med the next day ( which was the 
fifteenth of the ſaide moneth) to raiſe vp the liege, and to followe the Ring, 
as though he diſpaired to doe any god there. 

They of Chartres with ſuch fozces as thep had, ſeeing that, reſolued 
themſelues to make a (ally , and to ſet vpon the rereward ofthe Parſhall 
Biron,as het was marching toward Dre«x : ypon this determination they 
illued out of che towne, and roughly charged the Marſhals hinder troups. 

The Parſhall firſt ſeemed to make head againſt them, but ſoone after 
began to retire himſelfe, place tothe enemies, 

The enemies followed him amapne continually ſkirmcſhing, vntill they 
came about two miles from the Towne, | 

In the meane time the Ring lying in ambuſh, when he ſaw his time got 
betweenethe Towne and che men thereof that followed che Parſhall of 
Biron, and ſo couragiouſiy charged them behind: and the Parſhall turning 
his face towards them agayne, that in leſſe then an hower that they fought 
he flew them all, except thirty cuiraſſes which hardly eſcaped, 

The Ring following che vicozie, entred pꝛeſently one of the Suburbs 
of Chartres. The towneſmen ſeeing this, began to make a motið of peace 
with him, and offered to deliuer him the towne, # fiftie thouſand crownes, 
vpon condition that hee would remoue his fozces, and place no garriſon 
therein: which the King refuſcd to doo, and thereupon p2epared to batter 
the _ in two places, hauing reſoluednot to leaue it vntill he were ma- 
Ker of it. 

Foz lacke of inſtructions we omit here many particularities  explopts 
valiantly petfoꝛmed at that ſiege, Daring the which ſiege, the inhabitants 
(enfoꝛted by þ rebellious Leaguers which were many)ſhewed themſrlues 
very malicious and obſtinate agaynſt him, refuſing to acknowledge him 
fo2 their Soueraigne, with thzeatnings and breathing out moſt vnreues 
rent and vnnaturall ſpeaches agaynſt him, 

The King in that ſiege hauing made divers times many bzeaches,gane 
aſſaules vpon them, which they endured with great loſſes, vntill they ſaw 
thep2 walls wonderouſly battered and beaten downe to the playn ground. 
Then offered they diuers times to peeld vp vppon certapne 
But the Ring anſwered, that it was fo2 him to giue them lawe, and fog 
them to receaue it at his hands. 

The King did delay the ſharpnes of warre, through conſiverae 
tion of the extreame daunger, to bzing them to reaſon and duetie, But 


when that would not pzeuaile, about the 16,day of Apzil there was a great 
and 


) 
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ned, but very hardly and with great loſſe. 

The wileſt and beſt ſoꝛt of the inhabitants, conſidering that it was in 
vayne to withſtand the Ring, and that in fewe ſuch feaſts all their citizens 
might bee ſpent, and pet the Ring neuertheleſſe would eniop the Citte by 
fozce, which would redound to their extreame perrill,agreed to peeld them; 


ſelues to his gracious clemencie 
within the Citie, who vnder- 


There was a great number of Leaguers 
ſtanding of this reſolution , ſhewed themſelues greatly offended at it, 
thze the reſt that they would make them repent that euer they went 


about ſuch matter, 

Che reit ofthe ſteing this diſcontentation ofthe Leagurrs, con · 
ſented that the ſapd who were ſo obſtinately bent and ſo hot in 
— — —— the bzeach, So the eight day a 
adoration 

ouer,and 

without any further diſputation did ſubmit themlelues, perceauing now 
that the League did nothing els but ſeeke the ruine and deſtruction ol the 
countrep,and that in vapne they did reſift him whom God had ſapd ſhouls 
raigne ouer them, Therefoze they agreed to ſend to his maieſtie, offering 
to acknowledge him their onely Ring and Soueraſgne, and to crane par» 
don foꝝ their diſobedience and vnnaturall rebellion, ptelding themſelues 
and their Citie to his accuſtomed gracious mercie, 

The Ring graunted their petition, and hauing ſeazed vpon the Citie 
by ſuch as were appoynted by his maieſtie, with his Pꝛinces and Nobles 
to enter the towne, 
The ninth dap of Apꝛill cbe citizens conſidering with thankfull mindes 
the Rings great and gracious fauour , who might haue had conquered 
them by fozce, and by lawe of armes iuſtiy taken away from them their 
lands and goods, and foz their rebellion put them to the ſwozd; they I ſap 
ptepared theniſelues in their degrees to attend his Maieſties comming, 
Firft the whole Cleargie went befozein their attpze and oꝛder: next vnto 
them the Magiſtrates with their robes, and after them the Citizens follo⸗

acclamation : God (ave Henry of Boxrbou aur — rn ern 
"Ring, lung map be line the noble Ring of Fravce,wich renerence and 
ſabmiſſion crauing pardon, and ſhewing themſelues ſozrowfull fo2 their 
rebeſlion and offences committed agapnlt his maieſtie, 578. 

The Ring conſidering their repentance and ſubmiſſion,pardoned them 
with louing, gracious and comfoztable wozds: wherexpon were the keycs

and terrible aſſault giuen, which the inhabitants notwithſtanding ſuſtay: 1 596. 
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Theſe things being done, the marching befoze, the Pagilrates 
after, and the Cleargie following them,conduced the Ring and his Pzin« 
ces in moſt triumphant ſoꝛt to his the people ſaluting him all che 
way —— this acclamation: Long lue Henry of Baur ben Ring of France 
and /Vanarre. | 

It is ſayd befoze,how the Lend Diguieres had pacified Daalphine,hath 
aſſaulted the Duke of S«xoy abzoad and at home, 

The Duke of Savoy ſ@ing himlelfe harvip matched, aduiſed how to mo 
left the ſayd Lozd Diguieres, ſent to his good maſter the Ring of Sp<yze 
to bee reuenged: therefoze they tooke this aduiſe, to ſend foure hundzed 
light hozſes of Naples, with ſome of the bet of the olde garriſons there, in. 
to Piemont, which by reaſon of the ſwiftnes of their hozſes, ſhould moleſt 
the land of Dauphin with daily courſes, roades and inuaſions. 

Theſe foure hundzed Neapolitanes hauing taken counſellhow to en. 
ter the land of Dax/phine with a ſwift pace, had not determined with what 
pace they ſhould get out, They therefoze ranne as ſwift as their hozſes 
could goe as farre as the fozt Bowe , where the Lend Diguicrcs meeting 
ſtaped them ſo, that they are not like to goe euer to Vep/es agapne, to tell 
_ unto their Curtizans of theirlight hozſes being there all Capne,ou- 

a ewe excepred, 

There it appeared to them, that che beſt warre is not in Jah, nog the be 
ſauldiour of eples,and that there ts a great difference betweene the ſoul» 
dier trapned bp in Militatie Diſcipline, and daily emploped to great and 
waightte affapzes, and him who vnder che name of ſouldier is moulten in 
filthie pleaſures in the Stewes of Curtizans, as theſe were. There aps 
peared alſo how the hozſe is but a vapne thing to ſave aman in an vniulk 
cauſe,and that they were but robbers who came to ſpople and moleſt them 
that had neuer p2offered them wzong, This exployt was done about the 
beginning of March, as Jcan conjecure, | 

TheLozy D. bauing cut ſhozt thaſe inſolent Tta'ians , detcr- 
mined to put ſue ſome foxces which were retiring out of Daulpbine ints 
Sauey againe, whome hee followed ſo thozt , that hee cntred the citie of 
Chamberie, Pctropolitan of Sey. This is a great Citie, famous foz 
the ſtraunge Tdolatrie vſed in the ſame : There is an olde filthy ragge, 
ſomegowtieclowt of ſome gowtie Frier, hey haue made the wozld be» 
lctue (ſuch is the ſpirit of Jdolatric inthem that know not Ood, and ſuch 
is the ſpirit of Anarice in them that applie religions to gaine) that it was 
the <10wd wherein Chziſt was buricy, cherctoze certaine times of the 
peare, (here was a reſozt of infnitem-ſticudes ofpeople, of diuers coun-

Thc Lo Diguieres hauing taken che ſame,ſacked and ſpopled 8 : but 

ning 
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hauing not koꝛces ſufficient to munit and keepe it, leſt it, and returned 
home with a fat ſpople, without any loſle- | 
CUhileſt the Lozd Diguicres was in Sauey, the Duke of Nemours, go · 
uernour of Lyons, deſcended from Lyons with his fozces into Dauiphane, 
deſirous to haue ſurp2ized ſome townes in that Pꝛouince, in the abſence of 
the Lozd Diguicres. But the ſaid Diguieres in rcturning home from Sa- 
«oy met him, and ſo charged him, that after he had ſlaine moſt of his hozſ- 
men, put him to flight, and followed him ſo hard, that the inhabitants of 
the Citie cleane burned the ſuburb called Ga/r:ere, being very fapze, great 
and rich, fearing leaſt the ſapd Lozd Diguicres would haue entrenched 
himſelfe in the ſayd Þuburb. 
CQhileſt theſe things did ſo paſſe in Daulphine, there happened in Pro- 
nance, that certaine great p)actizes were diſcouered to the loſſe of the au: 
tod, as the oldſaping is, 4s e newgy. 
The Lozd Dampuis, Lieftenant to the Duke of Savoy in Prouance, 
being reſident at Aix the Metropolitan Citie there, had wzought a trea 
ſon to ſurp2ize the Citie of T «r4/con, ſituated vponthe ciuer Ke/ne, by the 
meanes of certaine Dominican Friers and thirtie oꝛ foztie of the inhabt- 
tants ofthe towne, to whome hee had made many fayze and large p20» 


which were in this wile; about midnight the black diuels Friers ſhould 
riſe to ling their holy matt ens and black / ant us, and ſhould giuethe watch 
word with thzee ſtrokes of the bell: whereupon the trapterous Citizens 
ſhould ſeaze vpon one ofthe gates, #the L. Dampuisſhould haue come to 
the gate with fine hundzed Cuſraſſes,# 5-hundzed HÞarquebuſteres,who 
ſhould haue entred by the meanes ofthe traptozs who were within 
This counſell coulu not be kept ſo cloſe, but it came to the eares ofthe 
L adie of Ora, and one captaine Corſes, by whoſe diligence and good 
onder vſed, the treazon was diſappointed in the manner as followeth, 
Thegouernour hauing intelligencesof their intent, and whole plat- 
fozme, cauſed the Friers and their complices (he night befoze to be taken 
and layd in ſund w p2iſons: the night appoynted to wozke the feate being 
come, an ambutſh of certaine ſoulviers ofhis companies was ſet out of the 
town in aconuenient place: the ſaid gouernour alſo had appointed a com · 
panie as well of his ſouldiers as ofthe faithfull citizens to ſtand in ſilence 
within the gate ofthe Citie, vntill the vatch wozd agreed betweene the 
Friers and the enemies, ſhould be giuen with the ſtrokes of the bell. 
All things bee ing in a readines,andthe time come to wozke, the Lo2d 
Dampuis came vnto the gate with his companies accozding ta pjomilz, 
harkening to heare the watch wozd, and to ber admitted into the Citie by 
the complices, | . en

The bargaine being made, the meanes and time mut be ſought out, | 
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Vell the thꝛee ſtrokes or che bell were heard, the ambuſh began in» 
medtatly behinde, and the towns men opening che gate befoze to aſſault 
thein ſo furiouſly (not with the ſounding of the bell, but with ſound of the 
HDarquebuzc ſhot) that the enemies bet ing compaſſed about, within halfe 
an hower were ſlayne in amanner all, and tbe Lo Dampuis taken pꝛiſo- 
ner, and ſo wounded, that two dayes after hee died of the woundes: ſo the 
Towne was pzeferued from ſacking, and the people from murther and 
bondage, and both the to wne and People reſerued to their kinges ſeruice: 
this was done about the end of Marth. | 

About the ſelfe ſame time the Countie of Carces had wought another 
ſuch pꝛaaiſe alſo againſt the Towne of 7 o/ox, by the treaſon of the chicfeſt 
Conſull and other Townes men, which was in like mancr diſcouered, and 
the conſpiratours appzehended and chaſtiſed, 

Ce baue ſaidbefoze, how the Senat of Aix in Provence were rebels, 
who nat onely had committed treaſon, but alſo ſolicited others tothe like ol 
fence. The ſayd Citty had admitted the Duke of Savoy fo2 their Soue + 
raigne, who had put in garriſons to keep them tn ſubiection, and about the 
beginning of this yt are began alſo to build a citadel in the Citie: whereup. 
— — people fell to a mutiny.retuſed to reteaue any moze garriſons in his 

e hooke. f 

The Citie of Marſeilles is an ancient Colonie ofthe Greckes named 
Phocei, who foꝛſook their countrey, when Cyrus king ofthe Perſians did 
war and ſubdue 4ſathe leſſer, that citie had been commended in the time 
of the Romans, by reaſon of learuing and good diſcipline which flozicher 
there. It is a Citie gouerned bytheir owne Magiſtrates, as Koc he l is vn · 
der the pzotection and obedience of the kings of France, and hath continued 
very long in their fidelity, vntill now a dapes degenerating greatly from 
theit ancient vertue, they haut ſhe wed great intanſtancie in their duty ol 
fidelity vppon theſe occaſions, 

The king of Spa» hath beene greatly iealous of that Citie, and hath w 
ſed all che meanes poſſible to reduce that Towne vuderhis obedience, ſince 
that he dzeameo of ſome poſlibility to inuade Fr4ce,ſuppoſingthat it would 
haue beena ft Poꝛt, as a gate fo2 him to paſſt aud repaſſe, to goe in and 
out of France vppon all occaſions at pleaſure , To bee ſhoꝛt, to make it an 
Arſenall to ſubdue all choſe Southernly Pꝛouintes lying vppd the Medi⸗ 
terran Seas. Therefoꝛe at the beginning ol the League this citie was one 
of the pledges that ſhould haue bern deliuered him by the Leaguers: which 
—— haue been put to execution twiſe all ready, but tough the watch- 

— of ſome faithfull Citizcas haue beene diſoppopnted ofthcir 
purpoſe | | |

would he not geur ouer, but began to wozke another wap, to wit, to con- 
tinue, 02 rather increaſe his beneuolence towards the inhabitants, perſwa · 
ding tht᷑ in the mean time to aſſociat themſelues to the League, and to ac» 
cept the Duke ol S4xoy their netghbour foz thetr Pꝛotecoꝭ, ſuppoſing by 
theſe meanes in time the faaion of the League pycuailing there, to make 
himſelfe maſter of that place, 

The Citizens cozrupted with Spaniſh money, and otherwiſe greatly 
addiaed to Popiſh vanity and ſuperſtition, to continue this Spaniſh libe⸗ 
rality among them, and to pleaſe thus karre the king of Spayne at his re- 
queſt, accepted the Duke of Sauey fo} Pzoreco} of their Citp: and in ſigne 
that they were Leaguers,aduanced the Standerd of the holie League, and 
ſet it vppon their walles , which is an Jdoll, which they called the Craci 
fix. in that ſtate they continued nigh a pare. 

But now vnderſtanding che cogging and double dealing of the ſayd D. 
at Aix, in intending and attempting there to build a Citadell, and hom 
both the nobillity ofthe Countrey had fozſaken him, and the people reſiſted 
his attempts , pulled downe che Standerd of the League,, and erected 
- armes of France, publiſhing that they would hold foz the Ring of 

rAance, 

Cee baue left the King with his Pyinces at ( bartres there to take pol 
ſeſſion of that great, riche and floziſhing Citie , and haue walked though 
part of Piemont, Daulphine and Prouance . 

Now let vs returne to Chartres, there to know what the Ring doth, 
and ſhew alſo the pzoſperous ſucceſſe which haue followed the taking of 
this Cittie of Chartres. 

The Citte of Chartres beting in the Rings power, the Pariſicns con» 
ceaued a great amazement and terroz, knowing verp well that this exploit 
would be a ſcourge vnto them. 

Foz as in the ancient time Alexandria and Sicilia were the Nurces of 
Rome, ſo the countrey of Beauſſe and this Citie of Chartres were the chie- 
feſt pꝛouiders fo; the Cittie of Paris. Now therefoze the carriage of any 
kind of victuals and pꝛouiſions beting ſtopped both aboue and beneath the 
riuer, from the Noꝛth ſide and the South, and finding the mlelues deſtis 
tute of victuals,monep,and all other warlike pꝛouiſions foz their Crengh 
and ſuccour, they fall to their olde cuſtome: that is, to demaund bead 
of their Idols: therefoze che Biſhop of Placentia, theit Fryer Gregory the 
thirteench bis Legat, after the teturne home of Frytr Henrico Caietaro, 
Sponte inſanientes inſt zgar, (et them on to running and gadding about the 
ftreetes, to carry their Idols with ora pro nobis, there is mourning, Wees 
ping and bewapyling, there is fridor dentium, horror ſemputernus aud reg» 
num tene brarum. Pet the Fryers and Jiluits do comſoꝑt them with _ 

us 
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tious lermons, and bitter woꝛdes as well as they can: but venter non 


habet aures, 

During che Rings ſoiourne at the ſiege of (hartres, the Duke de 
Maine with ſuch power as he cquid make, went and layd the ſiege befoꝛe 
Chaſteautbicri, ſituated vpon the riuex Marne. The gouernour which 
was within, ſent woꝛd to the King that he would hold it againſt the ene- 
mie a whole moneth. 

The Ring hauing taken onder of the ſafe ka ping ofthe Citie, about the 
twelfth day of Apzill remoued his armie from Chartres to Aulneaw and 
Mac heuile, which townes were reduced to his obe dience. 

About the fifteenth day, the akmie remoued to Deurdan, which towne 
immediately his armte entred by foxce, where was found great ſtoze of 
victualls gathered, with intent to be conuelghed to Pars. 

Lhe ſixtenth dap, the caſtell a very ſtrong place, was aſſaulted and ta- 
ken. Oo by this expedition Paris is diſappopnted of victuals and pꝛouiſi⸗ 
on, and diſtreſſed neerer and neerer. 

The ſame day the Ring ſeparated himſelfe from his armie, and lea- 
—— to the lea ding ok che Parſhall Biron, with a great troup of 
hoꝛ took his tourney toward Chaſteauthiery, put poſing to rayſe the 
ſiege, and to ſec his face, whome he had not ſcene many pcares befoze, and 
to craue moꝛe acquaintance. 

The Duke de Mayne aſhamed and afeard to ſhew his face, fo2 the 
guiltines of rebellion and parricide, pꝛocured, had no great liking of that 
acquaintance neither durſt be ſo bold to tay there, and contrarie vnto 
the, pꝛomiſe ofthe captaine of the place and the Rings expectation, the 
Callel being rcndzed tothe ſayd de Maine, he fled as faſt as his hozſc could 
cary him to the Citie of Keames. 

The King hearing not onely ofthe haſtie retire ofthe Duke de Maine 
from Chaſteauthierij, but alſo that he had deuided his armie into ſundzp 
parts; audthat they ould con: inue in that ſozt fo2 a certainc time, deter. 
mined to ſkay at Sanlit, there to view the countenance of the enemie, and in 
the meane while to take che townes of Dowſerie and Claye where the e⸗ 
nemies kept garriſon: which thing was ſpeedeltc done. In this purſuite 
the king alſa tooke the towne of Tremblay by Mount fort, which isnowe a 
great hinderance fo the enemie by reaſon ofthe paſſage. 

The one and twcntith dap of Apzill, while the Ring purſued the ene- 
mies, the Duke Eſpernon, and the Lozvs 4 Ho and Hicres underſtanding 
of a great number of boatcs as great as lightcrs, laden with come. mo⸗ 


nie, and other pꝛouiſion of war, going from ( Haſteaut hierij powne the ri- 


uer of Marne tovictual! Pars, ſet fo ward with great diligence to auer. 
take them: which hauing done, with great ſpcerc were ſunk in the mid» 


deſt olcht riuer, to the num ber of tene of the greateſt. ſoxte , with ail 
the 
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the pꝛouilion that was therein, few ſmall boats of the leſſer ſozt eſcaped 109 


towards Meaulx 


The ſame day the Ring vnderſtanding of ſome companies of the ene 
mies, who were lodged in certaine villages be:wene /« Fere and Cha- 
ſteauthierij, being the greateſt part of the ſoꝛces of the enemies , depar- 
ted early from Senls to ¶Teſpij, atowne in YValoys, 

But fo} all the Rings ſecret and ſudden departure, pet by that time he 
had paſſed fiuc miles, he vnderſtoode that his comming vpon coniecture 
being blazed among the enemies, they had fled and paſſed beyond the ris 
uer Marne, with great ainaze andterroz : this is actoꝛding to the ſaping 
8 the wile, that ſapth : that the Rings countenance ſrattereth the wic* 

ed. 

The 22. of Apzill, the Ring from Cre where he was returned, tooke 
bis wap to Chauny, mtending to take the Caſtles of Hanicex and Genie: 
and foz the bettet effcRing of his purpoſe, he cauſed two great Canons of 
©2dinance to be bzought from Compeegne. But they who were in Mane 
can Caſtle did not attende but left che plate, and fled befsze hee arrived 


ere, | 
The 24.0f Apꝛill, the King cauſed the ſaid Ozdinance and mote which 
was bzought from S. Quinex:, to bee bzought befoze lu: but at the 
ſight ofthe Oꝛdmance the ſapd Caſtle of Oe yeelded vnto the King, 

About the ſame time, two regiments of garriſons of the Leaguers were 
repapzing to the Duke de Aayne, whereof the Rings garriſon of Saint 
— hauing intelligence, iſſued foth vpon them and put many to the 

020, | 

The Duke de Mayne had rettaued ſeauen companies of Germanes, 
being nine Enſignes, who moſt wickediy as Mercenaries and ſlaues to 
their owne couetouſneſſe, had foꝛ money conſented to defend one of the 
moſt notable Rebellions that euer had been, hated of God, and deteſted of 
all good Pꝛinces of the wozld, 

Them the Duke de Mayne in the diuifion ol his armie, as is aboue ſaid, 
bad placed in certapne Uillages betweene the tiuers of Aarne and Oye, 
intending to place them in Meaulx and Seyſſaus: and as they marthed they 
came to Couſſie, where they ſuppoſed to bee receaued: but the gates of the 
towne being kept faſt agapnſt chem, and hearing a rumour ofthe Kings 
coinming, ſuch a ſudden feare fell vpon them, that they fiercely ranne into 
the Forreſt, hoping thereby to ſaue themſelues, 

The garriſon of S. Gubin hearing of this amaze of the enemie, ſent 
fifcie men on hozſebacke, conducted onelp by a Sargeant, went foszth, and 


taking about foureſcoze peaſants of the countrey with them, marched inta 
the Forreſt, 


This (mall company was greatly encouraged, by heating of che 2 
u

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uall ofthe Ring from Genlis, and putſued after theſe companies, and char. _ 
ged them ſo roughly, terrifping them with this voyce; V iu le roy. Imme. 
diat'y the enemie ſuppoſing the Ring to haue been there indeede,in great 
terroꝛ fled away without any reſiſtance. This ſmall companie little think: 
ing of any ſuch good ſucceſle,couragiouſly purſued them,flewe them, and 
tooke them in a manner all, except about thzeeſcoze men, who flinging a: 
way their weapons and armour, the better to ſaue themſelues, retyꝛed in. 
tothe towne le Fere. Their Colonell was ſlayne, and all the Enſignes ta- 
ken ſaue two onely, 

About 29. of Apzill, the Lozd Humiers knowing that the companie of 
bozſemen of Aſonntcaure had aſſembled tn a Uillage not farre from Cor. 
beil, departed out of the ſapd Towne of Corbes/to charge them, As he 
went about that explopt, — — the companie of hozſemen of 
Dourley. whom he charged in that ſkirmiſh: moſt part ofthe enemies were 
ſlayne, part were taken pziſoners,and few by flight ſaned themſelues. 
The company of Moumcaure wcre in þ village playing ſome at cardcs, 
ſome at dice, ſome dzinking, and ſome fleeping, garded negligently with 
a ſmall watch: the Lozd Humicrs hauing done this exploit, ceaſed not 
topzolecute his fozmer enterp2ize vpon the ſaid Mountcaure his compa⸗ 
nies,who marching fozward and comming to the village where they were, 
ſet vpon them vnloked fo2, like a ſodaine tempeſt which ſhould fall ſodain⸗ 
ly from heauen, whom finding buſicd (as ts afozeſaid) eaſily diſconfiteo 
them, killed them, and coke them without any rtſiſtance. 

The Ring hauing in a little ſpace caſed that part of Picardie, which boꝛ⸗ 
dzeth vpon Bree; of the inſuries of the rebels, beaten the encmies which 
executed intalltrable opp}eſſions, bet went the rivers of Oy/e and Marne, 
as is ſaid, was aduertiſed that the enemte was in firld in Britaine:his Ma · 
ieſtie toke his iournie thetherward with a ſmall companic , and had there 
that ſucceſſe which followeth. 

The Lom Tremblay did commannd in a towne in Frirame, named 
Monconter, where is a caſtell of reaſonable trength , wherin he had ſet a 
gariſon, and departed thence to goe to doe ſome exploit fifteene leagucs 
off about the beginning of Pay. 

The enemie aduertiʒ es ofthe abſence of the ſaid L. Tremblay, tsoke the 
ſaid Aonconter,but they ofthe caſtell held out, attending the ſuct out which 
was com ning from diuers parts vato them. 

TheL. Tremblay hauing ſpeedy intelligence ot that which was paft in 
eHonconter, tooke his iourney with 5 light hoꝛſtmen, reſolued with that 
fmallcompanie to enter into the Caſtell with ladders, which he pe rfour · 
med. And after out of the ſayd Caſtell be made divers iſlues vpon the ene⸗ 
mies in the Towne with terrible laughter ot them. 


Many of the nobility of Jruaine beting then at Renes, vndetſtanding - 
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the ſturre of Moenconter in the abſence of the Pꝛinte D'ombes, who was 8 159'- 
little befoze ridden foozth about eightecnemiles from the ſayde Renes , SM 4), 


muſtered vp immediatly ſo many as they might pzocure vppouthe ſudden, 
which was about one hundyed and fiftie hozſe men wel appointed, and conv 
maunded [traight waies all the garriſons thereabout to march toward the 
ſayd Nonconter either coreſcue the ſaid towne out of the ene · 
myes band, oz elſe to let their further enterpʒiſes: their foxces came to two 
hund)ed foot men wel furniſhed:theſe companies bring in all chzee hundzey 
and fifty men came about two furlougs from the ſam towneot Mſonconcer, 
. from other places fo; the ſame 
purpoſe. 

UWuyileft theſe pzeyarations were a making, the Lo Saint Laurence, 
Marſhall of the army of the rebels vader Merceur, had entred into Men- 
concer with thee hundzed hozxſemcn well appointed, aud one thouſany 
Harquebuziers,intcnding to foztife that towne agaynſt the Ring. 

But tn the meane while. the in pꝛoper perſon with ſixe (coze hozſes 
onely had marched ſo karte as K, intending to ſcarch out the enemy. 

The Lozd Saint Laurence aduertiſcd of the Rings comming, conſide· 
ring that there was muſtering round about, knowing in his conſciencs the 
Kings iuſt cauſe and wiſedome,and mill ruſting the quarel of his ide,con* 
ceaued a great terrour, and perceaued to haue caſt himſelfe ſo deeply into 
the ire, chat if pollicy doth not plucke him out, hee is like the re to ſlicke 
faſt a good There foze conſidering the ſmall company which was a⸗ 
bout the „ determined to aſſault bim with many: and fo} to ing ta 
paſſe this his intenc,ſuppoling the better to depart frõ Manconter in time, 
then to enioy it a while to his great domage : he de parted from Aoncomer 
avout r 1,aclocke in the euening with two hundzed and fiftyhozſemen,and 
fre hunde d Harquebuzicrs,and trauelling all night came to Londiak by 
lixe a clocke in the mozniug, becing che twelft dapof May. 

The Ring being at Landiab, ; under ſtanding of the enemies coming, 
delayed no tune, but went immediatly to the field to reteaue the ſaid ene» 
mie. The en / nue perccauing the K. to haue determined to bid him battel, 
to be already fn the lie lo, left part of his footmento foxce the trenches & 
barricadoes of Lona1ak : and this being done, the enemie bzought his 
horſemen and part of his footmen into the field co encounter the Ring , 
there he deuided his companies into two troups, in the one there was 
fifrie hoꝛſemen, and in the other two hundzed. The Ring had but ſix ſcoꝛe 
hoꝛſe meu, whome he deuided likewiſe into two traupes inthe one thirty, 
and iu the other oureſcoꝑe & tenhozſmen. The Ring hauing ſer few foot 
men in battatle arrap,called with a feruent pꝛaper vponthe name of che 
GOD of ormies, and cheered vp his ſouldiers, excouraging them to 
ſhewchemlclues meu, in deltuding ſuch a iuſt cauſe as they had in keys 
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which being done both armies toyned,and the enemie hauing made a ve⸗ 
rie (mall reſiſtance , was trooken with a ſodaine terrour, as if it were 
with a thuader-clap from heauen , ſo that th:p began to water. The 
Kings Souldters perceauing this ſoda ine dzead vpon the cnemie, gaue 
ſuch a freſh and hot charge, that they turned their backs and fled, The 
King purſued them two miles from Lendiał, to a towne holden by their 
fauourers, where theſe hoꝛſemen ſaued themſi lues. There were fiftie 
hoꝛlemen ſlapne, as many moze taken pziſoners, many footmen ſlaine on 
the place, and many both hoꝛlemen aud footmen wounded. The reſt of 
the footemen ſaued themſelues by flight into the woods which were nare 
at hand, and there hid themſelues. L o how there is neither ſtrength no2 
bb : Lo howe che wicked is ſnared in his owne 

The news ofthis foyle being blazed ab2oad thꝛoughaut the enemies 

troups , came alſo to Mont onter, by meanes whereof there roſe luch a 
ſudaine feare among them, that immt diatly they retyzed from the ſaide 
Aoncenter with al poſlible ſped, leauing the town free from any ſtrength 
ofthe enemie. 
Che Lozd Tremblay being in the Caſtell, and the cnemies 
daylic by ſallies and ſlaughte rs of them as is ſayd, ſeing how wonderſully 
God had terrified that rebt llious route, went fooꝛch of the Caſtell with 
dis foꝛcts, followed them, and immediatly charged them ſo roughly, that 
they wert all flayne and taken pꝛiſoners. by mt anes whereof her got beth 
bagge and baggage from the enemie: So was that accarſed company(e- 
nemies of mank(nd ) viterlp rooted out. 

It is ſaid befoze how the Lo D'ombes had gone from Neues into baſe 
Britaine to a Towne called Qinpercorenten, and in departing out of the 
ſayd Towne to returne to Kenes, the garriſons of the enemies in ctownes 
about holden by them, charged vpon the ſapd Pꝛinte, but were ſoreceaued 
by bim, that there was ſlaine of the enemtes ſide tee Coptaynsofname 
and of great eſtimation among the Rebels, ſeauengentlemen ofgreat ac 
— were taken pꝛiſoncrs, all the reft in the purſuite were put to the 
wozd. 

pere thou mayſt ſee (Clniſtian Reader) that all theſe blowes, laugh: 
ters and ouerthzowes every where receaued, cannot make theſe damned 
rebels conſider the wzongfulnes ofthe cauſe , which ſoobſtinatly agayuſt 
all lawes of nations, agayuſt nature and agapuſt God they do defend. 

As the rebels have been beaten tuen witha rod ok yon by the Loꝛds hand 
in his math both in Picardie and Britayn. ſo now haue wee to tonſider an 
ather example of Gods iuſtice cxecutcd vppon rebels in the Countrey of 
Canx in Normandie, 

In this Poneth of Pay, vicuals beging deare wares in the Citie of

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Rea, ont regiment appertapning to the Duke of Lerreine, and the other tu 1591. 
the Lozd de ue put nn. out of Koen, F planted themſeluts in a May. 
village called Cngcens, determining there to abide, and to ſurpiſe ſuch

They fearing ta be moleſted from Diepe, had placed a croupe of hozſemen 
tn a wood diſt ant two leagues from the place which they had foxtifyed, be» 
ing fully in the high way from Drepe, ſuppoſing if any fozces ſhould come 
from Diepevpon them, they might retire backe co gene intelligence vnto 
» 0} elle by making reſiſtance ſhould gene leaſure to

prepare and to pꝛocure a freſh ſupply from Ro an to back them 
if occaſion ſhould ſerne, _ I 


The Lozd barrres commaunder of Malta, gouernour fo; the Ring 
in Dicpe, and Sir Roger Williams an Engliſh gentleman of great va- 
loure and experience in militarie affapzes, who lately came thether, ha · 
uſing receaued ence of that foztificacion of Cingcers , and intent of 
the enemp, reſolued to depart from Diepe ia the euening the 19, 
day of May, and trauailing all night came to the wood early in the next 
mozning, hauing with them four hundzed French men and thꝛee hundꝛed 
Engliſhmen, There they found atroup of hozſemen to ſtop their paſſage, 
vpon whom they made a very fierce aſſault. But they that came from Diepe 
gaue ſucha hot charge vpon them, that all thoſe hozlemen were ſo ſlaine, 
that none of chem eſcaped any wap, Thus they leauing che dead bodies of 
the hozſemen in the wood, and taking ſome ol their hozſes , the Gouernoz 
and Sir Roger Williams paſſed a long to (ingeens,and beeing come the» 
ee err e 
The Gouernour of Deepe perttauing their foztification ſs ſtrong, allea- 
ged that it was bnpoſſible co enter it, & therefoze went about co perſwade 
c that the ent mie was two to 
their one. 

Sir Roger anſwered, that it were a great diſhonour fo2 him ſo to doo, 
and determined to ſet vpon them with his own thz& hundzed men, though 
it ſhould goſt both him and them their liues: and with this reſolution ad- 
uanced bis Colours, marching toward the enemie, intended (by the aſſi- 
Nance of Godtoenter upon them,oz els to loſe his life in that place, 

TheLozd Chartres that moſt honourable reſolution of Sir Ro-

led them to fight inthe behalfe of their lawful Ring, whoſe right they were 
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. Barricadoes and to charge the enemie, 


The ſayd Loꝛd vpon this reſolution ch@redvp his Souldiers, and wil- 


bound to defend, and God doubtles will pzoſper che ſame to the confuſion 
of his enemies. 

Sir Roger in like ſozt, like a true Chiſtian Rnight , encouraged his 
Souldiers, ſhewing vnto them, that although fewe of their ſive haue to 
deale with a great multitude ſkilfull, dont, hardie, and trapned bp in Par» 
tiall Diſcipline: pet conſidering þ their cauſe is but an execrable rebellion 
agaynſt their Soueraigne, they are but a mulcitude oftraytozs, 
themſelues to Gods oꝛdinance, therfoze condemned of God to a ſhameful 
death, both here and in the wozldeocome, Oe aſlured them that God will 
aſſiſt them in the execution of his ſentence pzonounced agapuſt them th& 
alleaged the common experience in all ages and Nations: hee concluded 
that the God of battailes will ſo fight foz them, that their eyes ſhall haute 
their deſire vpon them, as vpon enemies of Goo, of man, ſocietie and nas 
ture. He aſſureth them, that in putting their confivence in G OD, not one 
baire of their heads ſhall fall: which when hee had ſiniſhed to ſpeake, het 
pꝛayeth vnto the Lozd — — confidence, And when he had ended pꝛa· 
per, he made them to pꝛomiſe each vaco other to die euery man rather then 
they would flye one foote, 

Theſe things being done, they marched foxward with great courage, 
diſplaytd their Enſignes,ſtrooke vp their Ozummes,# with their Crom. 
pets ſounded defiance, and with this reſolution full of confidence,theſe va · 
liant Engliſh Soulviers gaue a fierce charge vpon the tnemie, and aſſaul- 
ted them in ſuch ſoz, as if they had not trauailed all night, This fight con- 
tinued two houres ſpace, the Engliſh men till hartening the Frenchmen, 
At length they encred the Barricadoes ofthe enemie. Sir Roger being 
one of the foꝛmoſt fought hand to hand with the chiefeſt gouernours of 
the enemies, The gouernour of Deepe on another ſide entring;did valiant⸗ 
Ip behaue himſelfe: at length theenemie began to recoyle backe, and being 
all encloſed within their Barricadoes, as a flocke of ſheepe in a Sheepcoe, 
were all put to the ſwozd by che Engliſh and Frenchmen, ſuffering none 
to eſcape alive, : 

{auing obtayned this wonderfull vicozie, vpon their knees in the fame 
place, gaue thankes voto GOD which had ſubdued their enemies vader 
foote, and with ſinging of Þſalmes gaue the pꝛaiſe vnto the highell. 

All that the Gouernour and Sir Roger Williams loff, were not aboue 
eleauen men, and fewe wounded, but not verp 0 | 

This exployt being ſo pꝛoſſ done, the Gen twke oꝛder not 
to ſtay there at any hand, but y to teturne to Deope,lealt ſome newe 
freſh ſupply ſhould come from Raa bpon them, a by calling about ſhouty 
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ouercharge themlelues with carriage, 

The Soulviers obeping the counſell of their Commander, tooke no. 
thing but that which was light and eaſte of carriage, Thus ſafely they re» 
turned to Deepe, The enemie as it was ſuppoſed came with a great po- 
wer to meet them in the middeſt of the high way: but they had paſſed foure 
+ befoze, and ſo the enemie diſappopnted of his purpole returned 


Tee baue ſhewed befoze how the Ring having bad a pzoſperous ſuc- 
teſſe in chaſtiſing che Rebells in Picardie, went in perſon into Britaine, 
where likewiſe God pzolpered his wayes, | 

Whileſt the Ring was in Britaine, his armie ſoiourned fog a time ac 
Vernon, wapting to ſurpꝛiſe the towne of Loazers, ſituated vpon the tiuet 
Eurebetweene Pont de larcbe and Euren. The particularities of this ſur. 
pꝛiſe could I neuer hearezbue ſuch as the Ring bimſelfe did mite vnto the 
Punce (o#xse, Gouernour fo} his Paieltie in «L1jov, V undameys, Ta- 


rene, Pertem, Berry and 
wy — — poſſeſſed themſelues with 
one of che gates of che towne, aud as it is repozted by others in this man⸗ 
ner. 
There was acertapne Cozpozall in that Citie, who was in grtat cre- 
all conſidering — —

deſirous to da to his Paieſtie ſome ſeraice of impoꝛt, pzaciſed that there 
ſhould be at ſeucrall times by lixe at once, a number of footmen and hozſe« 
men ſent into the Wood hard adiopning to the towne, and in the me ane 
time haning won to bimſelſe foure 0z dur Souldiers of his owne compas- 
nie, dis time came of his watch, - 
About none dap che ſapd gouernour being at dinner, and acco2ding to 
bis ligne ginen there came cettaine hozſemen of the Rings, which be 
ing went p2eſencly to che gouernour who had the keyes lying on the table 
by him, and ſapd he marueiled that they ſat ſo long at dinner, ſhewing that 
there were ſome friends come bnco him, The gouernour commaunded 
the ſayd Cozpozalleo take the key and let them enter, which he did. 

The Ring had cauſed the Baron of Byron to come nate with his fozces, 
who ſoone alſo entred therein, 
Fonteyne Martel had one hundzed Cuiraſſes in that towne, beſide the 
inhabicants, who obſtinatlp made a ſtrong re ſiſt ante to the Ring, which 
was cauſe of a terrible fight, | 
Ede Ring himſelfe made one of the gates ofthe Citie to yteld to him,

There was found great quanti:ie of Cozne, Mine and Bacon, beſide 
other munitions, and as the repozt is,foure thouſand fat Oxen in the me · 
dowes. That towne was ſo foztified, that it might bee called one of the 
Foꝛts of France. There the Ring loſt about eighteene oz twentie men, a. 
mong wham were fiue C 

Atthe ſelleſame time that this teployt was dont at Loxiers , the Lond 
ſent pꝛoſperous lucceſle to the Kings affayzes in other countreys, 

The Uicount de la Guerche, a moſt wicked rebell in Limoſin, had 

greatiy troubled the Rings peace in that countrep, and about the begin» 
ning of June had beſieged Belak , (atowne in Lywoſir, famous in that 
countrep, foz making a kinde of rough cloth like vato Jriſh rugge) with 
two Canons, one Culuerine and a baſfard perce of Ozdinaunce, 
The Pꝛinte Countie being come into Poyrow with an armie foz the 
Kings ſeruice, to purge that countrep beyond Loy7e,of the oppzeſſion and 
tyꝛarny of ſome rennaats of rebels which were ſpopling' that countrey, 
and being aduercized of the ſaid ſiege of Belak, marched directly thither 
to rayſe the ſiege,o2 to bid battaile to the laid Uicount,ithe purſt ſap his 
comming. 

The lift day of June, having marched a great dayes tourney, as far as 
L«ſack , was giuen to vuderſtand, that the lapd —— 
his ſiege, and with his hozſemen had betaken himſeife to C 
tcwne m Toureine, leauing his Canon and footmen at Mont morillan. 
Pace ſcingthat he had —— the ſayd U icount, determine d to beſiege 
the towon of Montmorillon, which the lame day be cauſed to be ſumwoned, 
but they within being not willing to giue any anſwere , the Pzince com- 
manded to giue certain? volleys of Canon:after which he cauſtd them to 
— — agayn, but they till continued iu theit reſolution to kee pe 
aloofe 

The flirt day of June at ſiue a clock in the mozning , his excellencie 
changed thebatterp, which continued very furious till ten a clock in the 
fo2cnoone,at which time a beach being made, the Pꝛinte commaunded to 
giue the aſſault, which was done very couragiouſly on al ſives of the tumu. 
and continued the ſpace of thꝛee long heures together. But in the end, the

The Pꝛince alſo commaunded to be dzawen out of the battaillon of the 
Launce-knights,one hundzed men ſhoe and pikes, and ont hunvzed and 
fiftie (hot lead by the Baron Molak, backed with foztie light boſe, con- 
ducted by the Lozd Tremblay, ed tofozce þ enemit from tbe place 
which they bad taken, All cheſe let valiancly vpon the eurmie, whom they 
enfozced to fice,many wert ſlayn, and the reſt ſaued themſelues within the 
defence of their artillerie , where the whole Crength ofthe @paniards 
with the reſt of the armie was placed. 

During this \kirmiſh,there was a great number of ſhot placed vnter 
the hedges, which bauing meanes to doe hurte , ſtoode quict as though 
they had fallen aſleepe, 02 elſe had ben pliced there onely to keepe the 
hedges, leaſt the Pzince ſhould come to cut them downe and cary them 


away. 
In this ſkirmiſh , don Rodcrigo chiefe marſhall of the Spaniards, 
and a Spanich captaine, two hundzed French Souldiers, and th2eeſcoze 


Spantarvs were ſlatne. 
The Lozd Tremblay tooke the Lozd Guebrian, Colonell of the foote 


men ofthe enemie. 
This charge did ſo amazethe enemie, that the Pzinces men were ſuf: 


of their canon, and retired at their caſe without any pzoffering to follow, 
Long, Lieftenaunt to Captaine Dolphin, reccaued in his body ſiue 
Þarquebaſes ſhott: the Engliſh men bebaued themſelues valiantiy in 
that charge , therelidue ol that day they ſpent in lightſkirmiGes, 

The twelfth day the eneniie made a great ſhew to come foo2th to bat: 
tell, but at laſt ſent out ſome number of ſhot to ſkirmiſh, agaynſt whome 
Anthony Sherley with fifreene hozſe andfew footemen made head, and 
fpecvely put them to fligbt, and followed them to their Barricadoes, 
wheremaſter Kemp a Gcutleman of that Coznet was flapne , Anthon 
Sherleys hoſe was ſhot in the head, and Charles Blunt his hozſe was kil- 
led nder him with the Canon, and he himſelle ſomewhat wounded, 
Thethtrteenth day the enemie offered ſome light ſkirmiſþes, but ſee- 
ing that he could get nothing by it he refuſed to bitte. 

The fourteene dap the Pꝛince expected the battell, as vndertaken by 
don Iuan de Lagula, all ofthe Spaniards, in the wozſhip of Saynt 
John, whoſe day it was with them. But fearing that bonſtres would bee 
made to their coſt and charges, they gaue quite ouer the game, pzepared 
the ſame night to diſlodge, and the next day following repaſſcd the hill:

The ſixteenth day the Lozd la Now with the troupe of the Countie 
Mongomery, and the Countie Chombourg,came vnto Chaſteau Lau- 
dran, whoſe arriuall giueth hope — in the Rings affayzes,

So the Noble Pꝛinces of Boxrbox doo peeld ſweete ſauour of pietie 
vertue and valiantnes: Merceur followeth them a karre off, but if they 
turne their face hee runeth away, as it hath appeared tn the things which 
beretofoꝛe he hath attempted in Poyrow. 

There is a towne in P:cerdy ſituated vpon the riuet Oye, called Noyon, 
commerdeo(if there were none other cauſe) to2 being the place of the na- 
tinitie vnto that man of God lohn Caluin of bleſſed memozp, whoſe name 


Church of God to the woꝛldes ende, whatſoeuer Sathan voth rage a- 
gaiuſt the name ofthis ſeruant of God. 

This towue was ſeduced long befoze from the Rings obedience by the 
Leaguers, and thzough rebellion was poſſeſſed by the Rings enemies. 
The Ring therefoze after the taking of Lowers, thought expedient to re» 
moue his armie from Vernon, and to dzaw Eaſtward, that doing ſtill ſome 
p2oficable exployt, he might expect and receaue the fozces that tame to him 
out of Germany: and conlidering that the ſapd towne of Veyon did lye be» 
tweene W. Quintin, (ompeigne and Corbey,which were long befoze vuder 
his obt diente, thought good there to ſtap foz the appꝛoaching of the Oer · 
manes: and during the moneth of July, hauing reduced che ſapd towne to 
great diſtteſſe, made his account ſhoztly to be Lozdofie, | 

The Uicounc Tauanes (head of the rebellion in the Citie of Row, and 
moſt hatefulleſt enemie of any that the Ring had) ent erpꝛiſed co relieue the 
ſayd towne of Neyon, and fo2 that intent in the beginning of Auguſt in the 
nicht ſeaſon departed from Roan, actompanied with foure hundzed hoꝛſe, 
and flue hundzed footmen, with god hope either to ſuccour the (aid towne, 
62 els by ſurpriſe greatly to hinder the Ring, 

But the King having intelligences ot his comming. met him about two 
oꝛ th:& leagues from Neyor,(ag I haue heard repozted) where his power 
was diſcomficed, ſlayne and taken pꝛiſoners, and he himſeife after being 
wounded in the aſſault was alſo taken pziſoner, So the Lozd knoweth 
bot), where and when to ſap his cnemies, 

The newes of this ſozrowfull (ucceſſe of the Leagrers flying — 

tauled 
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tauſed the Duke Aumale to aſſemble as great fozces as he could make in 
the towne of Hau, which is ſituated vpon the riuer Some betweene Saint 
Q #intin and Peronne, und either to amend the fault commuted by 
Tauanes, o els to releaſe the towne of Noyon,accompanied with the L 02d 
Largue and Lawncy with all chetr fozces, ioyned all with the light hozſe- 
men, the ſeauenth of Augult charged vpon the quarter of the Rings light 
boſe, where they were ſtoutly receaued: and after moze then twelue char- 
ges giuen, the Rings companies (vet very like to haue the vigozi? of their 
enemies) began to retye: at which retyꝛe, that yaliant man at armes the 
Lend Baron of Byron bauing twelue ot his ownt men did appꝛoach, and 
che Kings foxces ſuppoſing be bad bzought a ſupply of freſh Souldiers, 
ſo ſone as they heard him named, tooke a wonderfull courage, and ſeeing 
bm in the middeſt of them, gaue a freſh charge vpon the enemie with ſuch 
fozce,that they did dziue the entmie euen into the of Ha», To whom 
there was alſo comming a new ſuccour aud upply of men, who per: 
ceauing the euill ſucteſſe of the reſt, retpzed in agayne: ſo that ſome ofthe 
Rings fozces followed them euen into their Barriars, 

In theſs ſo many charges geuen, there were a number ol armed men 
flaynt on the enemies lide, and among them diuers ol commandement. In 
the number of the dead were found Don Franciſco de the beit 
Captapne of Hozlemen which the Ring of Sp«y*e had inthe low 
Countreys, allo his lieutenant was ſlayne outright, with diuers other of 


ccompt. 
* Ce Led Longchamp (one of the beſt Captains of the rebels) was 
taken p)iſoner , with moze then foure ſcoze men at armes of account, and 
loft aboue fifteene hund2ed of their beſt hoꝛſes. 
The Ring loft in this\kirmiſh about twelue boꝝſe of his light hoꝛſemen,

The ſayd Church beeiag battered from the mozning cochzee a clock in 
the after noone, had by that time made a great bzeach in the ſame. And a 
fierce aſſault being geuen, there were flapne of the enemies about thirty 
and about fifty of the Soulviers retired tato the vaultes of —

eAngyfs, 
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The lad Church beeing taken, and conſequently the Saburb(in a ma⸗ 
ner as ſtroug as the tomne ) gaue occaſion both to them that had retired in- 
to the vaultes to yteld to the Rings mercy, who ſent them away ſafe with 
bagge and bagage, and aiſoco the Gouernoz of the towne to mooue ſpee- 
ches of compoſition. 

Fo2 the Gouernoz (called the Lozd Vile) conſidering how the Towne 
was lender ly furniſhed of all chinges, but ſpecially of men of armes, 
andthac che moſt part of them had bene llayne tn the afſaults neuen to 
the Cittte, and how the King was trongſand not like to bee cnfozced ta 
tepart afoze bee had the vpper hand ouer the ſapd Towne, And vnder. 
ſtanding that the Duke «e Mayne was rome to Han with Foces, in 
hove to relicue the ſayd diſtreſſed cowne, and that che Lozd Roſne,who led 
the Duke de Mayne his armp towards Lorreme, was returning backe to 
Laon in (hampaygne, he delaytd the time of compolition to lee what ſucco? 
they would geue. 

But at length, ſeeing no reliefe comming, and the Ring v»ging the 
towne,the ſayd Lozd Vile concluded an agreement with the King in this 
inancr following, 5 

The Lozb Vile (as well fo2 himſelfe as fo: the Gentlemen, Souldiers 
and inhabitants of Noyer ) hath pzomiſed to peeld the ſayd towne vppon 
monday next tollowing, being the eighteenth of Auguſt, together with all 
the munition foz warte, artillerie and vicualls, which at this pzeſent was 
therein, conditionally if ſomettme ofthe dap the Duke 4e N ayne doo not 
give him a battell, oꝛ by fozce put not within the towne one thouſand ſoul: 
diers,02 by ſome meanes du not raiſe the ſiege, Alſo that the ſayd Ville, 
Gentlemen and Captains ſhall depart with armour,hozſes and baggage, 
and the Souldiers with their weapons and hozſe, And that the 
tants ſhalbe receaued into the Rings favour, # entreated as god ſubjects, 
in rendzing him their duetifull obedience : but and namely that 
the Loꝛd of Valle his mother map freely remaine there's eniop her gods, 
in perfoꝛming the ſubmiſſion of lopall fidelitie as other ſubiecs, 

Item, that it any ofthe inhabitants be deſirous to depart, they ſhal ſafe- 
ly paſſe among the men of warre. 

Item, that che Lozd Ville ſhall be permitted to ſend the Lon of Yroaly 
tothe Duke 4e Mayne, to aduertiſe him of the condition of this capitula- 
tion, and that the King ſhall ſafelp condua him to that effec, | 

And foz the accomplifhing of the pzemiſes, the ſayd Lozd Ville hatb 
pꝛomiſed to ſende hoſtages to the King, the Lozd Riculx, the Abbot of 
Genli#, with foure of the towne, ſuch as the King ſhall chooſe, whom the 
King both pꝛomiſe to deliuer vppon the perfozmance of the ſapd condi- 
tions. 

The Ring alſo doth graunt to ſend two Captapnes into the ne to 
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ment to pꝛoceede by law agaynſt theſe (niuries, and ſo the Rings genes 
rall attourney in his court of Parliament, holden at Caen in Normangie, 
requiring iuſlice ta be done vnto the King, his Pztaces, Nobles and ſub · 
tects, | 
The court of Parliament cherefoze ,al Chambers aſſembled, the third 
day of Auguſt did pzoceede agapult Fryer Gregorie his perſon , his v · 
ſurpe d tp2anny,his Nunc and his Bulls. f " 
Firſt, they doo declare the ſayde Fryer Gregorie, an tuemie vnto the 
peace of Chziſtianitte, a troubler of the Catholick Romane Religion, 
cuacmie tothe King and Eſtate of France, a conſpiratour and aſſociate 
with the rebells within the realme , and accetſarp to the death ol the late 
deceaſed Ring moſt trayterouſiy murthered, a firebzand of ſedit ion, and 


ſtirrer vp of warres, and pꝛocurer ofmurthers. 
Decendlp, they doe his vſurped power bpon the fate and

The court allo dooth koꝝbid, not to purſue 02 rectaue of him, '02 anſe 
other whatſotuer qualitie oz conditid they be, his complices c adherents, 
any collatious, conſtimations, oꝛ pꝛouiſions fo; benefices, graces, dilpeu⸗ 
ſations, 02 other expevitions,noz to anſwere, beare , 02 tauſe to be bozne 
by wap of banque 02 otherwiſe, any gold oz ſiluer to þ court of Kexve, net? 
ther to pay any thing oz render odciſance ts the Archbiſhops, Bilhops, 
his adherents, who haue put in execution anyof the pzetended diffamato- 
ry libell, in foꝛme of excommunication 02 interdiccion, in papne of con» 
fiſcation of bodie and goods, as infringers and perturbers of the pub⸗ 
lique peace, 

Thc court doth commaund the Eccleſizſticall perſons, by vertue ofthe 
Rings letters direged vnto them, that they ſhall not ſuffer the liberty of 
the FrenchChurch to be in any ſozt diminiſhed: but beeing aſſiſted by their 
K. Chet ſoucraigue Juſtice ) to oppoſe themſelues ag ainſt all the Popes 
catcipiiles. 

Thirdly, the court doth declare the fozeſayd Marcilius Ladrianus, Frper 
Gregory his Nuncio, acommonenemy of al men, a kindlet of hatred any 
a ſowcr of ſedition, commaunding the ſapd pzetended Nancio to be purſus 
ed, taken and appꝛehended, aliue oz dead, and to be delivered to iuſtice, if it 
bee polſible, to receaue the puniſhment ac coding to the greatnes of — of:
